T HE States in political relations with the Government o£ India 
A through the Government of Bombay are included in 13 Agencies 
and one Residency. They are treated, in the Narrative, in the follow- 
ing order: I Kaira Agency (Cambay): II Surat Agency (Sachin, 
Bansda, Dharampur and the Dangs): 1 LI Tirana Agency (Jawhar): IV 
Kolaba Agency (Janjira). The Satara Jagirdars: V Sholapur Agency 
(Akalkot): V I Poona Agency (Bhor): VII Satara Agency (Aundh and 
I halt an): VIII Bijapur Agency (Jath): and, under the control of the 
Agent for Sardars of the Deccan, the Waikar. IX Belgauur Agencv 
(Savantvadi): X Dharwar Agency (Savanur): XL Nasik Agency 
(Surgana): XII Kolhapur Residency (Kolhapur): XIII Southern 
Mahratta Country States Agency (Mudhol, Sangli, Miraj Senior, Mirai 
Junior, Jamkhandi, Kurundwad Senior, Ramdurg, Kurundwad Junior, 
and the V adi Estate): XI\ Sukkur Agency (Sind). Part XV deals with 
the Lapsed States (Surat, Broach, Manrlvi, Satara, Kolaba, and the 
Nipanikar). 


I.-KAIRA AGENCY., 

Cambay. 

The founder of the ruling family in Cambay was Mirza ,Tatar Nizam- 
t-Sani, better known as Momin Elian, tbe last but one of the Muham¬ 
madan Governors of Gujarat. While he held the office of governor his 
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son-in-law, Nizam Khan, liad charge of Cambay. Momin Khan died 
in 1742. His son, Muitakliar Khan or Nur-ud-din, who bad made an 
unsuccessful effort to succeed bis father in the government of Gujarat, 
went to Cambay to collect forces to assert his cause, and there basel)' 
compassed the death of Nizam Khan and assumed the government of 
Cambay, which he held till his death in 1784. In the partition of 
(jruiarat between the Pesliwa and the Gaekwar in 1752, Cambay le o 
the Peshwa’s share; but the dues which he claimed from it were never 
regularly paid, and Nur-ud-din even levied exactions from the leshwa s 
districts of Gogha, Dhandhuka. and Kathiawar, captured Ahmedaba , 
and for some time held it against the Mahratta forces In 1771, when 
the British bad reduced the piratical Kolis of Talaja, the fort of la aja 
was made over (No. I) to the Nawab of Cambay in consideration of a 
payment of Its. 75,000. Two years afterwards, however, the fort was 
at the Nawab’s own request, transferred to the Chief of Bhavnagar 
by whom the sum of Us. 75,000 was paid, and whom the Nawab had 
bound himself in 1771 (No. II) not to molest. Nur-ud-din was sue- 
ceeded by bis son-in-law, Muhammad Kuli. His claim was disputed by 
Mirza Jani, the illegitimate son of Nur-ud-din; but after a severe 
struggle Muhammad Kuli succeeded in expelling bis opponent and 
establishing his own power. He ruled for six years, and was succeeded 
iu 1790 by his son, Fateh Ali. 

With the exception of the adjustment of some disputes with the 
Gaekwar, the British Government had little to do with the a if airs of 
Cambay. Under the Treaty of Bassein,t in 1802, the chauth, or fourth 
share of the revenue of Cambay, and all the Peshwa’s rights in Cambay, 
were ceded by him to the British Government. The chauth had been 
originally granted to the Gaekwar in 1736, in consideration of assistance 
rendered by him to the Nawab in capturing Abmedabad, and had fallen 
to the Peshwa’s share in the partition of Gujarat. After the cession 
of the chauth to the British Government, it was, at bis request, farmed 
to the Nawab (No. III). The agreement was not renewed on the expira¬ 
tion of the farm in 1807; but the chauth constitutes the tribute which 
the Nawab now pays to the British Government. 

Fateh Ali died in 1823, and was succeeded by his brother, Bande 
Ali Khan. He died in 1841, and was succeeded by his nephew, Hussain 
Yawar Khan, in whose favour the brother of Fateh Ali resigned his 


claims. 

Under the Treaty of Bassein the British Government succeeded to 
the chauth or tribute payable by the Nawab of Cambay to the Peshwa’s 
Government. The principal item of this tribute consisted of a nominal 
half share in the sea and land customs, deducting the expenses of collec¬ 
tion In 1853 the British Government relinquished their sh are of the

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land customs in consideration of the introduction of the excise duty on 
salt into Cambay territory; but the Nawab retained his share in the 
Land customs, although he was admitted to a half share in the new 
excise duty. He was, however, asked to revise the highly complicated 
and onerous tariff of sea customs then in force at Cambay; but, although 
this tariff was highly injurious to trade, some time elapsed before the 
Nawab consented to introduce reforms. Eventually a committee, com¬ 
posed of two high Indian officials of the British Government and some 
officers on the part of the Nawab, was appointed to settle the matter. 
The principle on which the committee proceeded was to substitute a 
iixed percentage duty for the multifarious exactions of the Nawab in 
the shape of sea and land customs. The nature of the arrangements 
finally made will be gathered from the Agreement (No. IY) concluded 
with the Nawab in I860, ltevised * arrangements were subsequently 
sanctioned for carrying out the distinction made as regards the treat¬ 
ment in British Indian ports of goods arriving from, or destined for, 
Cambay, being the manufacture or produce of that city or intended for 
its consumption, and goods which only passed the town of Cambay in 
transit, t The British Government consented to forego the annual pay¬ 
ment of Its. 748-5-2 made by the Nawab on account of the Golana and 
Galiana Nakas, as by these arrangements all trade passing through 
them became free. 

In 1862 the Ituler of Cambay received an Adoption Sanad (No. Y): 
and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

Hussain Yawar Khan died in 1880, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Jafar Ali Khan. Jafar Ali Khan died on the 21st January 
1915. His son, Mirza Hussain Yawar Khan, who was born on the 16th 
May 1911, being a minor, the State is, at present, under British 
administration. 


in March 1881 an Agreement (No. VI), was concluded, which pro¬ 
vided that, in consideration of an annual payment of Its. 40,000, the 
salt-works in Cambay should be permanently closed, and measures 
should be taken to prevent the manufacture, collection, importation or 
exportation of illicit salt. 

In November 1881 the Nawab executed an Engagement (No. VII), 
by which he undertook to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and the 
manufacture of opium in his State. 

In 1885 a fresh customs Agreement (No. VIll) was concluded, can¬ 
celling the arrangements made in 1856. tinder this agreement the

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Nawab adopted tlie British customs tariff and system, and the Govern¬ 
ment of India abandoned all claims for chauth and all interference with 
the collections, while reserving liberty to resume direct control if the 
Nawab's management proved unsatisfactory. 

In 1888 the Nawab undertook (No. IX) to remove all restrictions 
on free trade in his State. 

In September 1890 Jadr Ali Khan was obliged to leave his capital 
in consequence of the occupation of Cambay by a riotous mob; and he 
appealed to the British Government for aid to restore order. The Poli¬ 
tical Agent, with a company of Indian troops, proceeded to Cambay; 
and, as the rioters refused to disperse, and even routed the Cambay police 
who were sent against them, it became necessary to employ the troops. 
Several lives were lost; and, after order had been restored, a minute 
inquiry was instituted, which disclosed a state of bankruptcy and gen¬ 
eral misgovernment. A special officer was sent to advise the Nawab 
and, with the consent of the Chief, the administration was put under 
bis control. In 1894 the special officer was withdrawn, and the conduct 
of the administration restored to the Nawab; who, in April 1894, under¬ 
took (No. X) on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, to abide by 
certain conditions. 

In 1897 a fresh Agreement (No. XI) was concluded regarding the 
manufacture, consumption and sale of opium in Cambay. 

In 1900 the State ceoed (No. XII) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of evfcry kind over the lands required by the Canibay- 
Petlad Railway. 

In 1901, at the suggestion of the Cambay Darbar, the Government of 
India undertook the conversion of the Cambay silver currency into 
British currency, on condition that the Cambay mint should be closed 
for 50 years and then only re-opened with the consent of the Government 
of India. The conversion carried out was at the rate of 100 British 
rupees to 129 Cambay rupees. 

In 1902 the Cambay Darbar entered into an Agreement (No. XIII) 
with the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway for the working 
of the Tarapur-Cambay section of the Cambay-Petlad Railway. In 
1914 the State entered into an Agreement (No. XIV) with the Bombay, 
Baroda and Ceptrpl India Railway for the working of the Cambay 
Bunder Siding. 

By an agreement concluded in 1889 the abkari revenue of Cambay 
was leased to the British Government for a period of ten years from 
the 1st January 1888, on payment to the Nawab of a compensation of 
Rs. 35,000 annually in monthly instalments. The agreement was 
renewed in 1897 for five years; and from the 1st August 1904, a new 
agreement renewable at the conclusion of ten years with the mutual 
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consent of both parties, came into force, under which the Nawab agreed 
to assimilate his system of abkari administration to that of British 
districts. In 1903 he agreed to prohibit the cultivation of hemp in his 
btate and leased his hemp drug revenue to the British Government up to 
ie • st July 1904. As on that date the abkari management reverted to 
the State, the Nawab was also permitted to retain the management of 
H.mp ciugs on certain conditions. A fresh abkari Agreement was 
concluded in 192G: and this was renewed (No. XV) in 1929. 

The Nawab has first class jurisdiction, having power to try for 
capital offences any persons except British subjects. Cambay is under 
<he political supervision of the Collector of Kaira. 

I he area of Cambay is about 350) square miles; population, 'by -the 
Census of 1921, 71,702; and gross revenue, Its. 10,07,845. 

The State pays an annual tribute of R.s. 21,924-4-0 to the BritisL 
Government. 

Tlie State maintains no regular military force; but there are 9 ser¬ 
viceable guns, 10 mounted men forming the Nawah’s Bodyguard, and 
21 mounted and 02 dismounted Armed Police. 

I he Slate was liable to the operation of the uazarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Durbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 
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No. I. 

Translation of the Treaty entered with Nawab Momun Khan, Governor of 
Cambay, for the sale of the Fort of Tarrajah, with its Ammunition and 
Dependencies, — 1771. 

Article 1, 

That in consideration of the Honourable Company selling and making over 
to him and his heirs the fort of Tarrajah, its dependencies and ammunition, the 
same as when taken from the Koolies, he, the Nawab, agrees to pay them (the 
Honourable Company) the sum of Rupees seventy-five thousand (75,000) ip the 
term of five years, at five yearly equal payments of Rupees fifteen thousand (15,000) 
each ; the first payment of Rupees fifteen thousand (15,000) to be made twenty 
days after the Nawab’s forces have got possession of Tarrajah fort, and the remainder 
to be paid punctually by the Nawab on the very same day of every year after as the 
first payment was made, until the whole sum of Rupees seventy-five thousand 
(75,000) is received. 
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Article 2. 

As the Honourable Company have been pleased to show their great regard and 
favour to him (the Nawab) in giving him the fort of Tarrajah, he most solemnly 
declares he will on no account enter into any terms or friendship with the Koolies, 
or assist them by either sea or land, or suffer their boats to enter any territories 
belonging to him. or he himself fit or equip any piratical boats, and look upon any 
enemies of the Honourable Company as his enemy also, but will distress such as 
much as possible ; neither will he, on any account whatsoever, deliver the fort of 
Tarrajah, or any part of the country to either the Koolies or any other country 
power whatsoever, without the consent of the Honourable Company first had and 
obtained. 

Article 3. 

That should the Honourable Company at any time hereafter have occasion to 
act against the Koolies of the other districts, the Nawab very willingly agrees to 
let the Honourable Company have the use of the fort of Tarrajah, and its dependen¬ 
cies for the use of their troops whilst they may be there, and order his people to 
assist then* with whatever they may want, provided they do no damage to the fort 
or its pergunnah, which in such case is to be made good by the Honourable Company. 

Article 4. 

Should any power whatsoever attack or disturb him (the Nawab) in his fort of 
Tarrajah and its dependencies, he requests the assistance of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany to keep him at possession, as he must now look upon himself as one of their 
servants ; and any charges sustained by the Honourable Company by such their 



assistance, he, the Nawab, most readily agrees to defray as soon as he conveniently 
can ; and should the Honourable Company have occasion for his troops, he, the 
Nawab, is very ready to follow their orders with such a number of forces as they 
may require ; and the Honourable Company is to pay such expense as may be 
incurred on that account as soon as may be convenient to them. 


Article 5. 

He requests the Honourable Company will send him a proper convoy for con¬ 
veying his troops to the Kooly coast, and that a sufficient force may meet them on 
the shore to escort them to and deliver them the fort of Tarrajah ; and he requests 
the Honourable Company will supply him with thirty (30) barrels of gunpowder, 
and fifty (50) maunde of lead, for the use of Tarrajah fort, which he, the Nawab, 
agrees to pay for. 

Article 6. 

He promises and agrees to make the first payment by the time above mentioned 
unto Mr. John Torlesse by transfer upon the shroffs, and for the remainder four 
payments he makes over the revenue of the Mocawt and Cosbaw ; and should it 
please God to distress the said revenue by want of rain, enemies, or the like he 
(the Nawab) then agrees and promises to make the same good himself. 

Approved by the Government of Bombay on 23rd April 1771. 


No. II. 

Translation of a Writing from the Nawab of Cambay, 1771. 

Agreement between the Honourable English East India Company and Momdn 

Khan, Nawab of Cambay. 

Agreeable to what I have been requested by Mr. John Torlesse, Resident at 
Cambay, I now do promise that should Gogo at any time again fall into my hands, 
and the Honourable English Company be desirous of having a factory there, I will 
grant it to them, and on no account whatsoever suffer any other European nation 
to settle there ; also from the long friendship subsisting between the Honourable 
English Company and me, I have hearkened to the recommendation they have been 
pleased to give to Eckarajoe and Gopaljee Servia, I will on no pretence whatever 
meddle with or trouble the ancient possessions of Eckarajee, the son of the late 
Bowsung, nor the town or fort of Bhownagur, and take no more than what has 
always been usual for the possessor of the Bunder of Gogo to take, and what I took 
when I was in possession thereof, and no more will I demand. And with respect 
to Gopaljee Servia, I will give neither molestation ; but I do request that after this 
agreement, the Honourable Company will not recommend any more persons of 
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that country to me. And by the help of God, I and my heirs will stand to all agree¬ 
ments hitherto entered into between us. 

Written with my own hand this 12th day of the moon Rujjub , year 1185 , or 22nd 
October 1771 .

Translation of an Engagement executed to the Honourable Company by 
Jwallanatii Saheb Roy in behalf of his master Nizamood Dowla, Mamtaz- 
oolmoolk Momin Khan Bahadoor Dilawar Jung, of Cambay, for the farm 
of Cambay of Chouth and Nappaar, for the year 1860, or 1803-04, which has 
been ceded by the Peishwa to the Honourable Company, — 1803.

Whatever custom has obtained from time immemorial of receiving from the 
ryots little offerings (such as vegetable, etc.), it shall not be prevented, provided 
they are free and voluntary gifts. 


Article 7. 

Some garrison sepoys to be allowed for the fort of Nappaar. 


Article 8. 

If any repairs should be required for the fort of Nappaar, it shall be made by the 
Comavishdar with the sanction of the Resident, and in that case the charge must 
be credited by the Company. 


Article 9. 

Wurshasun, or usual allowances to the Brahmins, dawasthans, khyrat, dhur- 
madao, or charity, etc., should these be ordered to be continued, it shall be credited 
by the Company. 

Article 10. 

Should any enemies or other disturbance of the peace appear, the commanding 
officer in the fort of Nappaar will proceed against them on being informed of the 
circumstance by the Comavishdar, or, in his absence, by the Carcoon. 

Article 11. 

I will collect from the mehal, over and above the amount of Rupees 90,001 o 
rent, on account of our toolebe, etc., a sum not exceeding Rupees 1.000. 

Article 12. 

Agreeable to the foregoing promises I will act. 


No. IV. 

Agreement concluded between His Excellency the Nawab of Cambay and the 
British Government, regarding the levy of Transit Duties on goods 
imported and exported by Sea through the Port of Cambay, —1856. 

From the manifest of imported goods, those intended for transmission to other 
places shall be entered jin a separate memorandum, which shall be signed by the 
customs officers of both Governments and sent to the transit officer. 
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2. Goods intended for transmission to other places shall be deposited either in 
the Outside Custom House, or on an open place in front of it. 

3. These goods shall be examined and compared with the memorandum men¬ 
tioned in the 1st paragraph, and weighed or measured as the case may be, after 
which the goods shall be entered in the books of both Governments, and the amount 
of duty to be levied determined. 

4. Then the amount of duty in Cambay, old currency, due to both Governments, 
shall be levied from the merchant, and a receipt granted with the signatures of 
both officers, showing the amount levied by each. 

5. After which each package of merchandize shall be stamped, and permission 
to remove the goods granted, whether for transmission by sea or land. 

6. No Rahadaree goods shall be allowed to enter the city, but shall be taken 
direct. 


7. All export and import goods intended for transmission to other places which 
shall not be taken away and duty paid within one month, shall be liable to the higher 
rates of duty fixed for goods imported into, and exported from, the town of 
Cambay. 


8. Duty shall bo levied without delay on all transit goods at the Outside Custom 
House ; and if they are not taken away within one month, the higher rate of duty 
shall also be levied. 

9. Transit goods, which shall be taken by any road into the city, or which, having 
been stored near the city, shall afterwards be brought into it, shall be treated as 
smuggled, and dealt witli accordingly. 

10. With the exception of holidays and Sundays, the officers of customs of 
both Governments shall be present at their duties every day from 10 a.m. till 
5 p.m. 

11. Out of every rupee levied on transit goods, the Nawab shall take eight annas 
under the name of “ expenses ”, four annas shall be taken by the British Govern¬ 
ment, and the remaining four by the Nawab. The details of the eight annas taken 
by the Nawab as “ expenses ” are as follows :— 


1st .—From this the Nawab is to build a custom house on the bunder for the 
Purposes of an office and for the depositing of transit goods. This office is to be for 
4he use of both Governments and as a warehouse for goods. 


2nd .—The Nawab to make arrangements for the protection of all transit 
goods as far as hi3 own frontiers, and keep the roads in his own territory in 
repairs. 


After these objects have been effected, should there be any balance left, 
c Nawab is to be at liberty to expend the same in repairing the walls of the city 
or in any way he pleases. 


12. If ever any change should be deemed advisable in the above 
uone shall be made without the consent of both Governments. 


arrangements 
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13. Transit goods have been classed, and are to pay duty according to different 
rates, yet there are many descriptions of goods not classed ; with regard to these, 
as many as possible shall be classified, and this shall be done by the customs 
officers of both Governments, and with the sanction of both Governments. 


Memorandum of rates of transit duty agreed on between the British Government and 
the Nawab of Cambay to be levied under the name of “ Khurajat ” or expense on 
the under-mentioned articles imported at Cambay for transit and brought to 
Cambay by land for export by sea in lieu of present sea , land customs, and other 
levies to which such goods are now subject.

r fhe manifest of all goods imported by sea, the vessel’s register, and any papers 
received at the port of departure, shall, on the vessel’s arrival, be presented by the 
tindal to the customs officers of both Governments, and they shall make entry 
accordingly in their books, and give orders ior the landing of the cargo. 

2. The merchant shall write on the said manifest a memorandum to the effect 
that such and such goods (if any) are for transit, and the Custom House officers 
of both Governments shall then send to the officer at the Outside Custom House a 
Memorandum of such goods duly signed and numbered, a corresponding number 
being written on the manifest. 


3. For all goods to be imported into, or exported from, the city, the merchant 
shall present a “ buruttia ” (a written application) duly signed, and the goods 
mentioned therein shall be duly examined, weighed, etc., in the presence of the 
officers of both Sircars and the value be determined according to the Bombay tariff, 
and duly levied for both Governments together in old Cambay currency, according 
to the schedule hereunto annexed, after which each Government’s share shall be 
separated and credited by the officers of both Governments, and a receipt for the 
total signed by both officers given to the merchant. If the description of goods be 
Uot found iu the Bombay tariff then they shall be valued at the bazar price. 

4. For all goods exported from Cambay, the tindal shall prepare a general mani¬ 
fest in duplicate, and for any goods therein, which are transit goods, a memoran¬ 
dum to that effect, and showing that duty has been paid thereon, shall be written 
011 8 ene ral manifests by the officers of the Outside Custom House, which docu¬ 
ments shall then be presented at the Inside Custom House, where they will be com¬ 
pared with the books there, when the manifests shall be signed by both officers, 
a ud one given to the tindal and one kept in the Honourable Company’s Office, a 
copy being taken by the Nawab’s officer ; the port clearance shall also be signed 
b y both officers. 

The officers of both Governments shall also levy anchorage fees trom the 
0WDe rs or tindals of vessels according to the rates prescribed in the annexed schedule 
1 one sum and in Cambay old currency, and divide their shares after giving to the 
P a yer a receipt signed by both. 

b- Goods shall pay duty according to the tables hereunto annexed, but there 
* re Some articles, such as grain, firewood, timber, etc., which cannot at once be 
fought to the Inside Custom House ; these shall, therefore, be taken to the old 
eer jeer Chowkee, where they shall be examined and duty levied according tfo the 
k* es anc * a rece ipt from both Sircars granted, the shares being divided after ; 
ut although duties of customs on certain goods are to be levied near the 
oerbeer Chowkee, yet it is clearly understood that all old Meerbeer levies are 

abolished. 
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7. All goods to the value of Rupees 30, or petty customs, whether at the Inside 
Custom House or at Meerbeer Chowkee, shall pay duty according to the rates in the 
schedules, and shall be examined in the presence of the officers of both Governments, 
and one receipt for the total sum levied granted as above : the shares to be divided 
afterwards. Of these petty customs, one-fourth under the name of “ khoirat ” 
(charity) to be deducted every day, and the balance to be credited under the head 
of “ Petty Customs ”. The “ khoirat 99 of both Governments shall be kept in one 
account book, and according to present custom, out of this sum, charity is to be 
dispensed to the lame, fuqueers, blind, etc., by procuring for them grain, diinking 
water, etc., and the expenses entered in the book by the officers of both Govern¬ 
ments. 

8. All goods, whether import or export, are to be stamped after the duty is 
levied. 

9. The method of conducting the Kavec Perry is not to be altered, but kept as 
it is by both Governments. 

10. Except the demands authorised by this arrangement entered into by both 
Governments, no other levy of any kind, nor under any name, is to be made by the 
customs officers of either Government. 

11. A true copy of each general manifest shall remain with the Nawab’s officer, 
while the original and any papers from port of departure shall remain with the 
Honourable Company’s officer. The “ buruttia ” or written application, after 
having been examined and signed by both officers, shall be given to the Nawab s 
officer for his records, but shall be shown to any other officer at any time they 
may be required. The dufters of both Governments shall be kept so as to 
correspond. 

12. With respect to smuggled goods seized, they shall be brought into th© 
Custom House, and the officers of both Governments shall, as usual, make due 
enquiry into the matter, and the Nawab’s officer shall take copies of all the papers 
relating to the enquiry, while the original papers shall be sent to the office of the 
Deputy or Assistant Commissioner, and whatever orders shall be received with 
respect to each case shall be acted on in the same way as at present ; but if the 
decision of the European officer shall seem to the Nawab to require being modified, 
the Nawab shall write his opinion on the subject, when it will be taken into consi¬ 
deration. 

13. Whenever the Nawab’s Darogah shall send a note with his signature, that 
such and such provisions are for the use of the Durbar or the establishment of the 
Nawab, they shall be passed free and entered in the books as free, and whatever 
provisions in transit for Europeans, as are at present passed free, so they shall be 
continued to be passed without any hindrance. Provisions of the value of Rupees 
15 belonging to travellers, and of the value of Rupees 5 belonging to inhabitants of 
the city, shall be allowed to pass free either way. 

14. The Inner Custom House, now in a dilapidated condition, shall be repaired 
at the expense of the Nawab, and both Governments shall have therein an office, a

Treasury, and a record-room ; and for the Company’s officers exclusively another 
cutcherry for all purposes shall afterwards be built by the Nawab. 

15. With the exception of holidays and Sundays, the servants of both Govern¬ 
ments shall attend in the Custom House from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m., and shall not make 
any delay in the transaction of business. 

16. Piece-goods manufactured in Cambay are not in the tariff, and cornelions 
are put down in the tariff at a very low price ; therefore every three years a com¬ 
mittee consisting of merchants and the officers of both Governments shall enquire 
into the prices of these things in the ba 2 far, and fix the price thereon for the levy 
of duty under the sanction of both Governments. 

1 /. In the annexed schedule are laid down the rates of the several huks ; accord¬ 
ing to that the sums are to be deducted at the time of dividing the shares of both 
Governments, and credited in a separate account book kept foi that purpose, the 
entries being signed by the officers of both Governments—the money to be kept 
in the Nawab’s treasury in the Custom House ; and at the end of every month 
these officers shall give to the hukdars what is due to them, and take their receipts 
°r the same, and whatever hukdars are doing duty, both Governments shall see 
that they do their duty properly. 

18. No change to be made in the above arrangements without the consent 
and sanction of both Governments. According to these present arrangements, 
1 he custom duties shall be carried on ; the old system with regard to weighing, rates, 
e te., to be abandoned.

Amended 11th Article of the Agreement with the Nawab of Cambay in year 
1856 regarding Raiiadaree Collections. 

Amended Article 11. 

Eight annas in each Rupee of the Raiiadaree, or transit collections, shall be 
shared equally between the British Government and the Nawab. 

The remaining eight annas shall be disposed of as follows : — 

1st. — A fixed establishment, as per margin, 
under the supervision and orders of the Nawab, 
shall be maintained for the protection of goods 
in transit within the Cambay territoriest. 
The strength and pay of this establishment not 
to be changed without the consent of Govern¬ 
ment. 

2nd .—Of the balance one-third shall be devoted to educational purposes, and 
shall be expended under the direction of the Political Agent of Kaira on account of 
the expenditure being annually forwarded to His Excellency the Nawab. 

3rd.— The remaining balance to be spent by His Excellency the Nawab in such 
a way as to promote the health and convenience of his subjects. Detailed accounts 
of expenditure to be kept, which the Political Agent of Kaira shall be entitled to 
inspect when desirous of so doing.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses, should be continued, I hereby, 
m fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, any succession to the government of your State which may be legitimate 
according to Mahomedan law will be upheld. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Government 

Dated 11th March 1862.

Salt Agreement between the British Government and Nawab Jaffer Ali 

Khan of Cambay, —1881. 

Whereas the British Government and Nawab Jaffer Ali Khan of Cambay are 
equally animated by the desire to draw closer the ancient ties of friendship which 
unite the two Governments, and whereas it has been found expedient to close the 
salt works in the territory of Cambay, in the profits of which the two Governments 
ave Hitherto shared, the contracting parties, viz., the two Governments aforesaid, 
hereby agree together in the manner following : — 


Article 1. 

The Nawab having, since the 19th day of March 1878, closed the Cambay 

«alt works and discontinued the manufacture of salt, undertakes henceforward to 

Keep the said salt works closed and tc suppress the manufacture of salt in his terri- 
tory. 

Article 2. 

All works in Cambay territory shall be kept flooded, and otherwise effectually 
enclered incapable of yielding or producing salt. 

Article 3. 

r ^ U ■^ awa ^ ) Also undertakes to prohibit and prevent the clandestine manufac- 
Ule 01 Balt an(i collection of natural salt on the banks of the Myhe river or else- 
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where, throughout his territory, and also to prohibit and prevent the importation 
into, and exportation from, his territory of any salt other than British duty-paid 
Halt. 

Article 4. 

The Nawab furthermore undertakes to continue the payments to Hakdars 
and charitable institutions at the rates and in the manner provided in the schedule 
annexed to his agreement, specifying the names of the recipients and the amounts 
payable to each, subject to the usages and customs to be observed by, or on the part 
of, the said Hakdars and charitable institutions, respectively, in that behalf. 


Article 5. 

In consideration of the faithful and effective discharge of the foregoing obliga¬ 
tions and undertakings, the British Government agrees to pay to the Nawab’s 
Government the yearly sum of Rupees 40,000 (forty thousand) in two equal instal¬ 
ments, the first of such instalments of Rupees 20,000 (twenty thousand) shall be 
payable on the 10th day of January, and the second instalment of like sum of 
Rupees 20,000 (twenty thousand) on the first day of July of each and every year. 


Article 6. 

The British Government further agrees to deliver 500 (five hundred) Indian 
maunds of salt annually free of all charge at the Annand Station for the consump¬ 
tion and use of the Durbar. 


Article 7 0 

In the event of the re-opening by the British Government of the salt works 
closed since March 19th, 1878, referred to in Article 1, the yearly payment to be 
made to the Nawab’s Government under Articles 5 and 6 shall be discontinued 
from the date of such re-opening, and all the rights and privileges connected with 
the manufacture of, and the levy of duty on, salt enjoyed by the Nawab prior to 
the closing of the salt works shall be restored to him.

7. The Nawab will conduct himself in accordance with the preceding six para¬ 
graphs. The opium on which the duty has not been paid will not be allowed to be 
imported into Cambay. Opium will not be sold in retail in Cambay at a price less 
than that prevailing in Kaira. In lieu of this the British Government agrees to pay 
to the Nawab the whole of the duty, viz., Rupees (650) six hundred and fifty per 
chest on the opium which, as stated above, may be imported for consumption in 
Cambay.

Agreement between His Highness Jaffer Alt Khan, Nawab of Cambay, and 
the British Government, in supersession of the agreements entered into by 
the Nawab of Cambay in one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six, regarding 
the administration of the Customs Department and the levy of Ralidari and 
Transit duties in the State of Cambay,—1885. 

1. The treaties of one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six are hereby cancelled 
and in lieu thereof it is mutually agreed as follows. 

2. His Highness the Nawab of Cambay has, from the first day of April one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, introduced the British customs tariff at 
his sea-ports, and whenever from time to time the British Government may make 
alterations or modifications in such tariff, His Highness the Nawab shall make 
similar modifications in the tariff at his ports. His Highness the Nawab shall further 
follow the system, use the forms and observe the rules in force in British custom¬ 
houses, and shall in all respects assimilate, so far as it may be possible, the procedure 
in his custom-houses therewith. His Highness shall not allow the importation by 
sea into the State of Cambay of any fermented or spirituous liquor or the importa¬ 
tion or exportation by land or sea of any opium except opium duly covered by a 
British pass. 

3. The British share or chouth on sea customs, anchorage fees and miscellaneous 
customs fees is hereby commuted in perpetuity (as the cliouth on land revenue has 
already been) for an annual payment by His Highness the Nawab to the British 
Government of two hundred British Indian rupees. The said payment shall be 
made by His Highness the Nawab to the British Treasury at Barsad on the first 
of April in each year. 

4. While reserving to themselves all rights of control and management in the 
Department of Customs in the Cambay State, which they hold by right of conquest 
from the Peshwa, the British Government will, from the date of this agreement 
taking effect, hand over to His Highness the Nawab the control and management 
of the custom-house at Cambay, and will withdraw from Cambay territory their 
Sarkarkun of Customs and the Mahalkari of Cambay, together with the establish¬ 
ments subordinate to these officers, respectively, and will abstain from exercising 
their rights of control and management in the Department of Customs in the State 
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>E Cambay for so long as the arrangement in that behalf made by His Highness the 
Nawab prove satisfactory and subject to the following conditions, namely 

(a) The British Government shall maintain a special officer, who shall be 

allowed a seat in the Cambay Custom-house and shall be authorized 
to inspect and scrutinize and copy all customs documents and books 
and all customs business transacted there and in all other places in 
Cambay territory, as well as to examine all goods landed or shipped or 
^ water-borne to be landed on or from Cambay territory. 

(b) The British Government shall maintain such establishments as they may 

deem necessary for the prevention of salt-smuggling and clandestine 
practices relating to salt in Cambay territory ; but the maintenance of 
such establishments by the British Government shall not affect the 
obligations undertaken by His Highness the Nawab himself to prevent 
salt-smuggling of all kinds, as well as the consumption within the limits 

of His Highness’s State of any salt on which the British excise has not 
been paid.

Undertaking of the Chief of Cambay to abide by certain conditions a Meeting 
the administration of the Cambay State, —1894. 

Dated 25th April 1894. 

To His Excellency the Right Honourable George Robert Canning, Baron 
Harris, G.C.I.E., Governor of Bombay. 

Your Excellency, 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of Your Excellency s kha¬ 
rita,” dated 9th April 1894, which was presented to me on 25th April 1894 by 
Mr. Reid, Commissioner. Northern Division, and I wish to express my thanks 
and pleasure at receiving the “ kharita ” and for the kind expressions contained 
in its sixth paragraph. 

2. I have fully understood the contents of the kharita, and I hereby give 
my unqualified assent on behalf of myself, my heirs and successors to all the 
conditions set forth in it, and to loyally act up to the terms of the “ kharita ” 
fully. 

3. I undertake on behalf of myself, my heirs and successors to respect and 
maintain, in accordance with their terms, all title-deeds and claims, and all 
settlements of land-revenue settled by the Special Political Agent and approved 
by the Bombay Government, and in force on the 25th April 1894, except in so 
far as they may be rescinded by a competent court of law or with the consent 
of the Bombay Government ; 

And to seek and follow the advice of the Government of Bombay in refeience 
to the revision of the Revenue Survey Settlement when its prescribed period is 
completed ; 

And not to remove my Diwan from his office without the sanction of the Bom¬ 
bay Government ; 

And never to employ Mr. Shamrao N. Laud in any capacity in this State. 

And to submit an accurate report of the administration of the State every 
veat in prescribed form and on prescribed date, and to include with it an annual 
budget estimate of revenue and expenditure for the following year ; 

And that I and my heirs and successors, under the protection of Her Majesty 
the Queen-Empress, will at all times conform to such advice as Your Excellency, 
or Your Excellency’s successors in the Government of Bombay, may offer in 
regard to any object connected with the advancement of my interests, the happi¬ 
ness of my subjects, or the maintenance of my political relations with the British 

Government. 

All the details and advice contained in paragraph 5 of the kharita are fully 
understood by me, and I recognize them to be good and such as should be acted

Agreement between the Political Agent, Cambay, acting under the authority 
of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay in Council on behalf of the 
British Government and His Highness Jafferalikhan Saheb, Nawab 
of Cambay, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, regarding the 
manufacture, consumption and sale of opium in the Cambay Territory,— 
1897. 

W liereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and the Cambay Darbar the cultivation of poppy and the manufacture 
of opium are prohibited in the Cambax Territory and no opium may be consumed 
in the said Cambay territory other than opium on which there has been paid to 
the British Government the duty at the time payable to the said Government 
in respect of opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay and whereas in con¬ 
sideration of the covenants on the part of His Highness Jafferalikhan Saheb liere- 
inafter contained, the British Government has agreed to relinquish the whole 
ol the said duty on all opium that shall be hereafter conveyed into the said Cambay 
lerntory for consumption therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

2. His Highness Jafferalikhan Saheb agrees with the British Government with 
reierence to all former agreements on the same subject matter as follows, viz.:— 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within his 
territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only

tions published under Government Kesolution in the Revenue De¬ 
partment, No. 7207, dated 18th September 1895, and will hereafter 
from time to time adopt and enforce any change in the said regulations 
or any new regulation similar in effect to any provision of the law or 
rules regarding opium for the time being in force in British India, 
which the Governor iu Council of Bombay shall, in the interests of 
the British opium revenue, desire him to adopt and enforce. 

(8) That he will furnish, every half-year on the First February and hirst 
August to the British Political Authorities of Cambay in such form 
as the Governor in Council of Bombay shall after consulting tho Com¬ 
missioner of Opium from time to time prescribe accurate accounts 
of the opium transactions of his territory. 

3. The British Government agrees that so long as His Highness the Nawab 
of Cambay duly fulfils the foregoing covenants' the whole of the duty payable to 
the British Government on any opium conveyed into the territory of Cambay in 
accordance with the relations between the British Government and Cambay Dar- 
fear as recited in the preamble to this Agreement, shall be remitted, or if duty 
has already been paid on any such opium as if the same were to be consumed in 
the Presidency of Bombay, then that the whole of the amount of the duty which 
has been so paid shall be refunded to the Cambay Darbar, provided that nothing 
in this Agreement shall affect the ultimate right of the British Government as 
paramount authority, on occasion .arising to alter the rate of duty or the pro¬ 
portion thereof to be remitted-or refunded under this clause, and that no such 
alteration shall release the said His Highness the Nawab from any of the cove- 
nants periormable by him under this Agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this Agreement 
the word “ opium ” shall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (1 of 1878), 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Presidency 
of Bombay.

pur-Cambay Railway. 

9. Subject to the provisions of clause 1(b) hereof * the cost of all additional 
works or such improvements to existing works, as may be necessary for the pro¬ 
per working of the line or to meet the growth of traffic, which are properly charge¬ 
able to construction account, shall be dealt with as follows : — 

(a) All works costing over Rs. 1,000 shall be charged to the Capital account 

of the Tarapur-Cambay Railway and shall be debited to the Cambay 
State. 

(b) In the case of works costing Rs. 1,000 or less, a charge to Revenue will

and shall pay the same into the Treasury in the same manner as their own earn- 
mgs. 

11. The Company shall furnish the Cambay State, through the Political Agent, 
d the Consulting Engineer for Railways to the Government of Bombay, with 
weeklj, return of the approximate earnings of the Tarapur-Cambay Railway, 

and at the close of each year, with a full account both of receipts and expendi¬ 
ture under detailed heads to be settled between the Consulting Engineer and 
the Company.

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17. All money transactions under tliis Agreement, as between the Bombay 
Government, the Cambay State and the Company, shall be in British Govern¬ 
ment Rupees, and the Company are to accept the British currency only in pay- 
rnenfc of fares and rates.

October 1908 , and the following clause was contained in the Supplementary 
Agreement , dated the 10th May 1910. 

This Agreement and the said Working Agreement may be determined by 
either party giving the other 12 calendar months’ notice in writing in that behalf 
(terminating at any time) and upon the expiration of such notice this Agreement 
and the said Working Agreement shall cease and determine.

in the Queen’s Road in the City of Bombay (hereinafter called “ the said Com¬ 
pany ” in which expression are included where the context so admits its succes¬ 
sors and assigns) of the one part and The Government of His Highness The Nawab 
Jafer Ali Khan Saheb Bahadur Ruler of the State of Cambay (hereinafter referred 
to as “ the said State ” in which expression are included where the context so 
admits the Government of His Highness The Nawab Jafer Ali Khan Saheb Baha¬ 
dur and his successors Rulers for the time being of the said State) of the other 
part Whereas the said State have through the Agency of the said Company recent¬ 
ly constructed a Standard-gauge siding of Railway of approximately 1-50 English

15. Any question or dispute which may arise in carrying out these arrangements 
shall be settled by Arbitration in a manner to be arranged between the said State 
and the Said Company.

AGREEMENT for the ADMINISTRATION Of the ABKARI REVENUE of the CAMBAY 

State, —1929. 

Whereas it is considered desirable to place the administration of the abkari 
revenue of the Cambay State on the same footing as that of the abkari revenue 
of the Kaira District adjoining that State, and to prevent injury to the abkari 
revenue of that district as well as of the State, and whereas it is desirable to place 
on record articles of mutual agreement V. K. Namjoshi, Esquire, Administrator 
of the Cambay State, on behalf of the State, hereby agrees to the following articles 
agreed upon between himself and A. Master, Esquire, I.C.S., Collector 
Political Agent, Kaira, on behalf of the British Government, namely 



Article I. 

During the term of this agreement the spirit of the provisions of the British 
Abkari Law, Rules and Regulations will be adopted in the Cambay State, subject 
to such modifications as may be sanctioned by the Political Agent with the approval 
of the Commissioner of Excise. 

Article II. 

During the term of this agreement the rates of taxation and the retailed sell¬ 
ing price and the strengths of liquor placed on sale and the standard of measures 
used and the sys'ern of management followed in the Cambay State shall be the 
same as those sanctioned from time to time in the Kaira District adjoining t, in 
Cambay State. 

Article III. 

During the teim of this agreement the contract distillery and separate shop 
system now obtaining in the Kaira District shall be adopted in the Cambay State, 
efficient distillery and preventive establishments being maintained in the State 
for the prevention of illicit distillation and smuggling. 


Article IV. 

During the term of this agreement the Administrator shall lurnish promptly 
to the Political Agent all information and accounts relating to the manufacture 
and sale of liquor and system of management followed that may, from time to 
time, be called for by the Political.Agent, and shall give facilities for the ins¬ 
pection of bis distilleries and shops and arrangements by an officer not below tli 
ran 1 f Excise Inspector, who may be especially deputed for the purpose by the 
Political Agent and who shall report thereupon to the Political Agent.

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Article V. 

During the term of this agreement as a general principle no shops for the sale 
. llqU ? r wlH be allowed at P'aces within three miles’ distance from the frontier 
either in British or Cambay territory. In special cases exception to this rule 
may be made with the mutual consent of the Political Agent and the Administrator. 


Article VI. 

During the term of this agreement information respecting arrests made and 
cases tried by officials of the State for offences committed by subjects of the British 
Government against the Abkari Law of the State shall be promptly communicated 
to the Political Agents and in like manner information of arrests made and cases 
tried by British officials for offences committed by subjects of the State against 
■ 10 British Abkari Law shall be promptly communicated to the Administrator. 


Article VII. 

During the term of this agreement the tax on the tapping of toddy trees shall 
e t le same as in the Kaira District and the arrangements for the sale and trans¬ 
port of fermented and unfermeuted toddy shall be similar. 


Article VIII. 

At the conclusion of one year this agreement shall be terminable or renew 
able with the mutual consent of both parties. 


Article IX. 

During the term of this agreement the State will carry out all the stipulations 

o his agreement throughout its territories in alienated as well as in khalsa 
villages. 


Article ’ X. 


The Administrator engages on behalf of the State to conduct the abkari ad¬ 
ministration of his State in accordance with the principles laid down in the fore¬ 
going articles, viz., to maintain the same Abkari Law and Rules as may be in force 
m the Kaira District, to impose rates of taxation on liquor equal to these in force 
m the Kaira District, so to manage his abkari administration that injury shall 
not be caused by it to the abkari revenue of the Britisli Government and to maJce 
his arrangement in consultation with the Political Agent with this view. 

Provided always that this article'does not bind the State to any arrangements 
injurious to the legitimate interests of the State revenue, and that the abkari 
a ministration of the Kaira District shall be so managed as not to cause any injury 
to the legitimate abkari revenue of the Cambay State.

. ' rl 1T91 Balu Mian, Sidi of Janjira, resigned to the Peshwa 

his claims to Janjira (see Kolaba Agency No. Ill)'he received (No. I) 
lands near Surat yielding Rs. 75,000, and bound himself to keep faith¬ 
fully the agreement then made with the Peshwa, and not to disturb the 
districts of the Britisli Government. The State of Sachin consists of the 
districts then made over to him. On application to the Emperor of 
Delhi and the payment of a large nazar, he received the title of Nawab. 
Balu Mian died in 1802, and was succeeded by his son, Ibrahim Muham¬ 
mad Yakut Khan. 

In 1816 an agreement was made by the Agent at Surat with the 
Nawab to allow British courts to take cognizance of crimes committed 
within his State. But, as the concessions made were not deemed suffi¬ 
cient, the engagement was not ratified. 

Ibrahim Muhammad’s extravagance involved the State deeply in 
debt, and in 1829 lie made over (No. II) his State to the management of 
the British Government till his debts should be liquidated, receiving for 
his support a sum of Rs. 22,000 a year. He died in 1853, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by bis son, Abdul Karim Khan, to whom the State was restored 
in 1864. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Sachin received an Adoption Sanad (see Kaira 
Agency No. Y). 

Abdul Karim Khan died in 1868 and was succeeded by liis eldest 
son, Ibrahim Muhammad Yakut Khan, who died in 1873, and was 
succeeded by his son, Abdul Kadar Khan. During his minority the 
State was under the management of the Agent to the Governor. 

In 1878 the Ruler of Sachin was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns. 

In July 1886, when Abdul Kadar Khan attained his minority, he 
and an Indian gentleman of position were associated in the administra¬ 
tion. During the next six months Abdul Kadar proved himself totally 
«i»fit for his position, and in January 1887 he abdicated in favour of his 
infant son Sidi Ibrahim Muhammad Yakut Khan, during whose minority 
the State was placed under British administration. 

In 1888 the State agreed to abolish all transit duties. 

The ex-Nawab Abdul Kadar died in 1896. 

In 1897 the opium administration of the State was assimilated to 
Wl&t of the Surat district,

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In 1904 the arrangements for prohibiting the cultivation of hemp 
in Indian States, and for assimilating the system of taxation and conti ol 
of hemp drugs to the British system, were accepted by the State and put 
into effect. 

Nawab Sidi Ibrahim Muhammad Yakut Khan died on the 19th 
November 1930 and was succeeded by his son the present Nawab 
Muhammad Haidar Khan, born on the 11th September 1909. 

The liquor revenue of the State was leased to the British Government 
for six years in 1909, and the lease has since been periodically renewed. 
The existing Agreement (No. XVI) was concluded in 1927. 

The area of Sachin is 49 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, is 19,977; and the gross revenue amounts to 
Rs. 4,02,661. The State pays no tribute.

In 1858 an arrangement was entered into with the Baja whereby he 
agreed (No. Ill) to pay annually a sum of Bs. 1,500 as chauth in 
consideration of the British Government foregoing its share in transit 
duties. He also bound himself to limit his demands on account of

Translation of an Agreement entered into by Madho Rao Narrayen Pundit 
Purdhan and Seedee Abdool Kureem Khan, alias Baloo Meah, in 
Summut Alidio Tismaiet o Alf, a.d. 1790-91. 

Whereas you were declared as heir to Jinjeera, Kansa and the Mutghur 
Talooka, in the Concan, and you have voluntarily resigned to government (Peish- 
wa) your claims over these territories through the medium of the British Com¬ 
missioner, Me. C. Malet, it has been agreed, viz. :— 

• ■ < i- . • ! 1 

Article 1. 

That in consideration of your claims now resigned to government on the afore¬ 
said forts, with everything contained therein whatsoever, cnam territory in Guze- 
rat, situated on the seashore, is proposed to be given you, yielding a revenue equal 
to that of the territories dependent on Jinjeera, etc. The value of the territory 
to be ascertained by the average rate of collections for the last ten years. Of 
this at present territory to the value of Rupees seventy-five thousand has been 
given you, the remainder will be given on the aforesaid Talookas being delivered 
over to government. 

Article 2. 

You are to repair and reside in the territory now allotted to you as enarn with 
all your family. You are not to build any large fortress either in the territory 
now given you, or that may be hereafter given, but only such sufficiently strong 
to prevent the Grassias from any attacks. You are to conduct yourself properly 
and peaceably, and raise no disturbances, etc. You are not to unite yourself 
to those who are hostile either to government or to the English, or to enter into 
or to make any hostilities. 

Article 3. 


Should any land be granted in enain or reward to any hubsce for public service, 
the amount of its revenue shall not be deducted from that of your enain. 

In all these three Articles have been settled, which shall be always regarded 
by both parties.

Translation of Agreement entered into by Ibrahim Mahomed Yakoot Khan 
for the payment of his debts,— 1829. 

I, Seedee Ibrahim Mahomed Yakoot Khan, Moobaruz-oo-Dowlah Nusrut 
Jung Bahadoor, give this writing to the government of the Honourable English 
Company Bahadoor, that I have given power to the said government to settle 
and put an end to all the debts due to the Sahoocars which lie on me. And that 
after settlement of all claims of the Sahoocars, they may make everything clear 
and fair, and for this purpose may take and retain possession of all my villages, 
appropriating three-fourths of the revenue in any mode which may be most ad¬ 
vantageous until the liquidation of the aforesaid debt and also most conducive 
to my interest. And that an arrangement be made for my necessary expenses 
from the remaining one-fourth of the revenue, and if one-fourth share shall not 
suffice for my necessary expenses, out of the three-fourths assigned for the liqui¬ 
dation of the Sahoocar’s claims, part may be added to the same. 




No. III. 

Agreement entered into by the Raja of Bansda for the farm of the Govern 

ment Chouth Zukat,—1858. 

To the Hon’ble East India Company. 

I, Maharaool Humeersingjee Oodeysingjee, Raja of Bansda, write that Gov¬ 
ernment possesses the “ Chouth Zukat ” in the Bansda territory which used to be 
collected through the Deputy Commissioner of Customs, Salt and Opium. I 
expressed a desire in my letter to the Agent, dated 12th January 1856, to take 
this Chouth Zukat for Rupees one thousand and five hundred (Rupees 1,500) a 
year, upon which the Agent wrote to Government, and Government acceded to 
my proposal. A< cordingly, the Agent made over to my possession the said Zukat 
from the 1st May 1857. On this subject I enter into the following agreement with 
Government:— 

1. Copy of Umul Dustoor relative to this “ Chouth Zukat ” has been sent to 
me by the Agent with his Shera letter, dated 3rd April 1857, No. 27. I agree 
to abolish the d ties on all the items therein specified, with the exception of the

hoondees. I am, therefore, not bo levy the same on the ryots. I am to collect 
only the hoondees on the villages. 

2. Besides the Chonth Zukat above described other transit duties are levied 
by me in my territory. An Umul Dustoor of these, including the above-said 
hoondees, was forwarded to the Agent under my signature, with my letter, dated 
23rd November 1856. I have been furnished with copy of that Umul Dustoor, 
authenticated with the Agent’s signature. As therein written, the transit duties’ 
and the Hoondees will be levied by me. I am not to levy any more duties on 
anything, nor am I to make any new impositions. It will be optional with Gov¬ 
ernment to institute enquiries and satisfy itself I do not act contrary to this clause, 
in such way as it may think proper, and to this end I will show my accounts when 
called on by the Agent. 

3. The Chouth Zukat having been relinquished by Government has been made 
over to my possession as above, and in return for this I am to cause to be paid 
through the Agent into the Surat Custom House Company’s Rupees one thousand 
five hundred (Rupees 1,500) a year by three instalments. The first instalment 
of Rupees five hundred (Rupees 500) to be paid in the month of Jesht (May and 
June), the second in Kartick (October and November), and the third in Falgoon 
(February and March) ; I am to pay these accordingly. 

So long as I continue to act in conformity with the above conditions the Huk- 
too (agreement) come to with Government is to have effect, and the amount is 
to be received from me every year. In case, however, I do not behave accord¬ 
ing to these conditions, that is, if I increase the rates of duties specified in the 
Umul Dustoor, or if I make any new impositions, or if I realize any of the said 
Chouth Zukat, excepting the hoondees, or if I fail to pay in the amount every 
year according to the instalments, Government may cancel this agreement, or 
hold me otherwise pecuniarily responsible by increasing the annual amount pay¬ 
able as above as they may think proper. I execute this agreement through the 
Agent at Surat with my own free will, and have attached my seal and signature 
thereto. This writing is to have effect from the 1st May 1857. Dated 16th March 


Additional Clause . 

P.S .—The farm of the Chouth Zukat given to me by the Government is to 
have effect as long as it may please them, ahd Government are fully authorized 
to terminate this Agreement at any time it may deem desirable. I will not take 
any objection on 1 that score.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses should be continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, the adoption by yourself and future rulers of your State of a successor, 
according to Hindu law and to the customs of your race, will be recognized and 
confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov- 
ernment.

Translation of the Agreement executed by the Raja of Dhurmpore on Chaitur 
Sood 5th feuinbut 1926 (Wednesday, 6th April 1870) regarding the British 
Chouth levied in his Territories, — 1870. 

With regard to the duties levied in our State by the Customs Department of 
the British Government under the name of Chouth and annually farmed by public 
auction, we some time ago pointed out certain inconveniences and expressed a 
desire that the amount of the Chouth might be fixed. Enquiries ensued resulting 
in Government Resolution No. 1199, dated 20th March 1869, in consequence of 
which it has been determined that the transit duties of both the Governments 
should be remitted and in lieu of the British Government’s share in the rest of the 
customs and dues, we agree to make to the British Government an annual pay¬ 
ment of Rupees 9,000 in British currency, which amount we will pay annually 
through you, the Agent to His Excellency the Governor at Surat, into the Treasury 
of the British Government, in instalments as written below_

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We will suffer no default to be made in the annual payment of Rupees 9,000 
as above. Should any default be made the British Government is at liberty 

to charge interest or to resume the levies or to otherwise collect the 
amount. 


2. Inasmuch as in consideration of the loss occasioned by the total remission 
of the transit duties on the part of both Governments, the above-mentioned sum 
has been fixed at an amount less than the average of (the last) ten years, we will 
levy no transit duty (that is, duty on goods passing from the Khandeish and 
Nassick Zillahs and other places to the Surat Zillah and other places and vice 
versa) either on behalf of the British Government or on our own behalf, on any 
goods, grain, animals, etc., from any person whatever, nor will we take any due 
of any kind, nor take anything else instead thereof, nor introduce any new 
practice. 


3. We will levy customs and imposts excepting the transit duties in accordance 
with the Urnul Dustoor of the British Government, which they (the British Gov¬ 
ernment) will provide us with, and in accordance with our present practice. We 
will levy neither more nor less. If on occasion it become necessary to do so, we 
wi represent the matter to the British Government, and if they accord their 
sanction we will act accordingly. But if by preserving and conserving any of 
the forests in our villages after the manner of the Forest Department of the British 
Government, we allow the wood to become valuable, there is nothing in this 
paragraph to prevent us from collecting its price when cut in addition to the duty 
leviable on it under our Umul Dustoor. 

4. No customs or other imposts of any kind are now collected or paid on goods, 

etc imported from our territories into those of the Portuguese Government 
and vice versa. This practice is confirmed. In the same manner the ancient 
practice by which goods, etc., imported into our territories from those of the 
Baroda State and vice versa are subject to customs duties levied by both the 
Governments, is confirmed till some other arrangement be made. But we 
levies s ^ are which the British Government have in these 

5. If we levy any custom or duty in excess of the Umul Uustocr, you, 

the Agent, may take cognizance of complaints on the subject We 

will render the requisite explanation and produce our accounts if 
necessary. 

6. If any smuggled opium or other article is found passing through our terri¬ 
tories, we Will keep such opium or other article in deposit and report the matter 
immediately to the British Government. 

7. If anything is done in contravention of this agreement it (the agree¬ 
ment) shall be null and void, and the rights and practice of the 

British Government which existed prior to it shall be considered to be in 
force. 

8. This agreement shall be considered to have been finally executed when it 
is sanctioned by the Government of Bombay.

Translation of an Agreement executed by the Rajah of Bansda on Chaitar 
Vud 12th Samwat 1929 (Thursday, the 24th April 1873), regarding the 
TRANSIT duties in his territories,—1873. 

We agreed in our previous letter, dated Fagun Vud 6th Samwat 1926, to 
abolish that portion of the transit duty which we levy on our territory and to 
accept in lieu thereof as compensation from the British Government a sum cal¬ 
culated on the average income for the last ten years, but in consequence of your 
not again visiting Bansda, the amount to be paid has not been determined. 

You have now come to Bansda and on examining all accounts you as well 
as I consider Queen’s Rupees 8,698 equitable as an average amount. We have 
therefo re decided that the British Government should pay me the above sum from 
their T r easury and I should accept it. Deducting the above from the Chouth and 
Tribute which I have to pay every year, there is a balance of Rupees 153-8, one 
hundred and fifty-three and annas eight, which shall be sent every year by me 
to the British Treasury. 

In consideration of the payment to me by the British Government of the above 
sum I will abolish the levy of my portion of the above duty ; that is to say, with 
the exception of the Hoondas on villages, and the proceeds of Hulwadas and the 
pilgrimage of Oonai, as also the value (or price) of the Timber cut in my own 
jungles, I will not levy Khoonti, Chethi or duty of any description whatever 
now leviable or permitted by my Umul Dustoor, and will not stop or offer obstacles 
to any carts in transit. But there is nothing in this agreement to prevent my 
levying under the name of Khootdan any price for the Timber from my villages 
which I think proper in lieu of the Khootdan and transit duty combined, which 
is now levied under the Umul Dustoor on Timber from my villages. As stated 
above this agreement does not include the Hoondas on villages and the proceeds 
of Ilutwadas and the Oonai pilgrimage, and I shall continue to levy them in 
accordance with the Umul Dustoor formerly received from Government. 

If any complaint is made regarding anything having been done in contraven¬ 
tion of this Agreement, you (the Agent) may take cognizance of the complaint. 
Wc will render the requisite explanation and produce our accounts if necessary. 

If we become aware of any smuggled opium, salt or other dutiable article 
passing through our territory, we will detain such article and report the matter 
to the British Government and make over the thing so detained. 

This agreement shall take effect from the 1st of Kartak Vud Sumwat 1930 
(22nd October 1873 A.D.), and shall be acted on from year to year. The British 
Government are, however, hereby empowered to cancel this agreement at any 
time without assigning any reason for it, and in the event of such cancellation 
the mutual righ 4 s and custom between the two Governments are to be considered 
as again in force just as they arc at present.

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Agreement between the Agent to His Excellency the Governor of Bombay 
at Surat acting under the authority of His Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India in Council, on behalf of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, and Naran Devji Ram Devji, Raja of Dharampur, on 
behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, regarding the extradition and 
punishment of subjects of the Raja who have committed offences in 
Portuguese India,—1885. 

Article 1. / - 

The British Government engages to surrender to the Raja of Dharampur any 
of Ixis subjects who may be charged with having committed in Portuguese India 
any of the offences specified in the Schedule hereto annexed and who may be 
found in British India. 

Article 2. 

The surrender above-mentioned will be made in accordance with such proce¬ 
dure as the Governor-General of India in Council may from time to time prescribe. 

Article 3. 

The Raja of Dharampur engages to cause the person so surrendered to be tried 
according to the laws of the Dharampur State for the offence which he may be 
charged with having committed in Portuguese India, and’ on conviction will 
cause him to be suitably punished.

Agreement between the Agent to His Excellency the Governor of Bombay 
at Surat^ acting under the authority of His Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India in Council on behalf of the British Govern¬ 
ment and Maha Haul Shri Pratapsingji Gulabsingji, Baja of Bansda, 
on behalf of himself, his heirs, and successors,—1894. 

Whereas it is expedient that the Baja of Bansda’s village of Bibabari situated 
in the Dangs should be exchanged for certain lands in the British District of Surat. 

The British Government transfers to the Baja of Bansda the lands situated 
in the village of Donja, Taluka Chikhli, District Surat, as described in Appendix 
A, and set out in the accompanying map. The Baja and his successors will exer¬ 
cise the same rights, privileges, and prerogatives in these newly acquired lands, 
as he at present enjoys in his ancestral possessions. 

The Baja of Bansda transfers to the British Government wholly, unreserved- 
ly, and in perpetuity the village of Bibabari situated in the Dangs. 

Boundary pillars shall be erected on the boundaries at the joint expense of 
the British Government and the Baja of Bansda.

Agreement between Ross Arthur Leslie Moore, Esquire, I.C.S., Agent to His 
Excellency the Governor at Surat acting under the authority of His 
Excellency the Governor of Bombay in Council on behalf of the British 
Government and Maha Raul Shri Pratapsinghjee Gulabsinghjee, Raja 
of Bansda on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors regarding the manu¬ 
facture, consumption, and sale of opium in the Bansda State, 1897. 

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Bansda State the cultivation of poppy and manufacture of opium 
are prohibited in the Bansda State and no opium may be consumed in the said 
Bansda State other than opium on which there has been paid to the British Govern¬ 
ment the duty at the time payable to the said Government in respect of opium 
consumed in the Presidency of Bombay and whereas in consideration of the cove¬ 
nant on the part of the Raja of Bansda hereinafter contained the British Govern¬ 
ment has agreed to relinquish one-fifth of the said duty on all opium that shall be 
hereafter conveyed into the said Bansda State for consumption therein in accordance 
with the said covenants. 

2. The Raja of Bansda agrees with the British Government with reference to 
all former agreements on the same subject matter as follows viz. . 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within his 
territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only 
(namely):— 

(a) by direct importation from Malwa and Rajputana or 
(l) by purchase in Bombay or 

(c) by purchase at any convenient opium depot of the British Government 
and that all opium so procured shall be imported into transported 
through or exported from British India as the case may require in 
accordance with the law and rules regarding import transport and 
export of opium at the time in force in the part of British India into 
through or from which such import transport or export is necessary. 
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(2) That he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear to the 

British Government to be necessary for effectually preventing any 
export and any illicit import of opium across his frontier. 

(3) That the sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward be con¬ 

ducted by licensed vendors only or departmentally by State servants. 

(4) That opium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendors 

except on payment of a price which is not less than the price at which 
at the time being licensed vendors are being supplied in the British 
District of Surat. 

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time be permitted 

to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at which 
licensed vendors are at the time being authorized to sell it in the British 
District of Surat. 

(6) That the system for the vend of opium in his territory shall be hence¬ 

forward assimilated in its general features to that in force in the British 
District of Surat. 

(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in his territory the regulations 

published under Government Resolution in the Revenue Department 
No. 7207 dated 18th September 1895 and will hereafter from time to 
time adopt and enforce any change in the said regulations or any new 
regulation similar in effect to any provision of the law or rules regarding 
opium for the time being in force in British India which the Governor 
in Council of Bombay shall in the interest of the British opium revenue 
desire him to adopt and enforce. 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the 1st February and 1st August to 

the British Political authorities of Surat in such form as the Governor 
in Council of Bombay shall after consulting the Commissioner of Opium 
from time to time prescribe accurate accounts of the opium transac¬ 
tions of his territory. 


3. The British Government agrees that so long as the Raja of Bansda duly 
fulfils the foregoing covenants one-fifth of the duty payable to the British Govern¬ 
ment on any opium conveyed into the territory of the Raja of Bansda in accordance 
with the relations between the British Government and his State as recit.ed in the 
preamble to this Agreement shall be remitted or if duty has already been paid 
on any such opium as if the same were to be consumed in the Presidency of Bombay 
then that the one-fifth of the amount of the duty which has been so paid shall be 
refunded to the Raja of Bansda. 

Provided that nothing in this Agreement shall affect the ultimate right of the 
British Government as paramount authority on occasion arising to allow the rate 
of duty or the proportion thereof to be remitted or refunded under this clause 
and that no such alteration shall release the said Raja of Bansda from any of the 
covenants performable by him under this Agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this Agreement 
the word “ opium ” shall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (I of 1878) 
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or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Presidency 
of Bombay.

Article I. 


Dunng the terra of this agreement the spirit of the provisions of the British 
Abkari Law rules and regulations will be adopted in the Bansda State, subject 
0 SUch modifications as may be sanctioned by the Political Agent, with the 
approval of the Commissioner of Customs, Salt and Excise, Bombay. 

Article II.

Agreement for the administration of the Abkari Revenue of the Dharampur 

State,— 1922. 

Whereas it being considered desirable to place the administration of the Abkari 
Revenue of the Dharampur Suite cn the same footing as that of the Abkari Revenue 
of the British Collectorates adjoining that State and to prevent injury to the Abkari 
Revenues of the Collectorates as well as the State and whereas it is desirable to 
place on record the articles of the mutual agreement Maharana Shri Vijayadevji 
Mohandevji, Raja of Dharampur, on behalf of himself and his successors hereby 
agree to the following articles agreed upon between himself and Archibald Morven 
Macmillan, Esquire, I.C.S., Political Agent, Surat, on behalf of the British Govern¬ 
ment namely : — 


Article I. 

During the term of thi? agreement the law of the Dharampur State for the 
management of its Abkari Revenue shall be the same as that in force for the time 
being in the adjoining Collectorates of the Bombay Presidency. 


Article II. 

During the term of this agreement the rates of taxation and the retail selling 
price and strength of liquor placed on sale and the standard of measures used in 
the border shops of the Dharampur State shall be the same with those sanctioned 
from time to time in the British Collectorates adjoining the Dharampur State, 
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(1) Provided that liquor may be sold at such rates as the Raja thinks fit in the 
following villages:— 

1. Kakadkopar, 2. Ozar, 3. Bhanderkach, 4. Varna Andharpada, 5. Jirval, 
6. Vardha, 7. Boorla, 8. Hedalbari Khatania, 9. Sukalbari, 10. Boorwad, 
11. Megkval, 12. Pedcha, 13. Fatehpur, 14. Madhuban, 15. Raimai, 
16. Nagar, 17. Varoli, 18. Karchen, 19. Vadi, 20. Terichikli, 21. Ghadvi, 
22. Malungi, 23. Karavli. 


It is further agreed that the Raja shall at once issue a notice prohibiting the 
transport through or export from his territory of any mhowra or any other base 
for the distillation of liquor to any part of Portuguese India and shall do his utmost 
to enforce the prohibition. The proviso to paragraph 1 and paragraph 2 shall 
cease to operate in the event of an understanding being arrived at between the 
British and Portuguese Governments regarding the sale of liquor in border villages 
of Damaun. 

Article III.

tilleries and shops and arrangements by any officer not below the rank of Mamlat- 
dar who may be specially deputed for the purpose by the Political Agent and who 
shall report thereupon to the Political Agent.

During the term of this agreement as a general principle no shops for the sale 
of liquor will be allowed at places within three miles distance from the frontier 
either in British or Dharampur territory. In special cases exceptions to this rule 
*uay be made under the mutual consent of the Political Agent and the Raja. 

Article VII. 

during the term of this agreement information respecting arrests made and 
eases tried by officials of the State for offences committed by subjects of the 
>ritish Government against the Abkari Law of the State shall be promptly com¬ 
municated to the Political Agent and in like manner information of arrests made 
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and cases tried by British Officials for offences committed by subjects of the State 
against the British Abkari Law shall be promptly communicated to the Baja. 


Article VIII. 

During the term of this agreement nothing in this agreement shall affect tapping 
of toddy trees or the taxation or sale of toddy either in the fermented or unfer¬ 
mented state. The distillation of spirits from toddy shall not be permitted. 

Article IX. 

At the conclusion of ten years this agreement shall be renewable with the consent 
of both parties. 

Article X. 

During the term of this agreement the State shall carry out all stipulations of 
this agreement throughout its territories in alienated as well as in Khalsa villages. 

Article XI. 

During the term of this agreement should the British Government come to an 
understanding with the Portuguese Government regarding its Abkari arrange¬ 
ments at any time the Raja shall at once modify his arrangements — for the taxa¬ 
tion and disposal of toddy in the 23 villages specified in proviso (1) to Article II 
in such manner as may be necessary to bring them into accord with the arrange¬ 
ments made by the British and Portuguese Governments. 


Article XII. 

The Baja of Dharampur engages on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors 
to conduct the Abkari administration of his State in accordance with the principles 
laid down in the foregoing articles namely to maintain the same Abkari law and 
rules as may be in force in the adjoining British Collectorates to impose rates of 
taxation on liquor in the State shops on the borders of the British territory equiva¬ 
lent to those in force in the adjoining British Collectorates, so to manage his Abkari 
administration that injury shall not be caused by it to the Abkari revenue of the 
British Government and to make his arrangements in consultation when necessary 
with the Political Agent, Surat, with this view. 

(1) Provided always that this article does not bind the Raja of Dharampur

Any receipts 
in excess of the guaranteed amount of Rs. 96,000 (rupees ninety-six thousand) 
in any year to be paid to His Highness the Nawab within four months from the 
close of the year ; deficit in any year from the stipulated amount of Rs. 96,000 
shah be borne by the Government of Bombay.

The management of the liquor revenue of the Sachin State during the term of 
this lease shall be carried on by (1) the Political Agent, Surat, (2) the Superinten¬ 
dent of Excise, Surat Sub-Division, (3) the Excise Inspector, Surat City and Chorasi, 
(4) the Excise Sub-Inspector, Sachin, for all shops except those at Wasan and

Patang Shah III died in 1865 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Narayan Rao (Vikrarn Shah IV), who died a month later. The 
adoption by his widow of Malhar Rao (Patang Shah IV) was sanctioned, 
and a nazarana of Its. 20,000 was paid to the British Government. 
During his minority Narayan Rao’s mother was appointed Regent and 
the administration of the State was carried on by a Karbari, under 
the supervision of the Collector and Political Agent, Thana. The 
Regent died in 1875, and the direct management of the State was then 
assumed by the Political Agent. Patang Shah was entrusted with full 
administrative powers in 1877. 

In 1880 he entered into an abkari Agreement (No. II) by which, 
among other conditions, he undertook that his entire abkari revenue 
should be farmed to the Bombay Government for a term of five years, 
in consideration of an annual payment of Rs. 32,000 for all abkari rights 
in the Jawhar State. The Agreement was periodically renewed, the 
present Agreement (see Southern Mahratta Country Agency No. XX) 
having been concluded for a period of ten years from the 1st August 
1924 in consideration of a provisional amount of compensation of 
Rs. 68,000 per annum, subject to adjustment by a lump sum payment 
in accordance with the actual revenue realised at the end of the third, 
sixth and tenth years, on the understanding that there would be no 
such adjustment if the actual revenues realised fell short of the aggre¬ 
gate provisional compensation up to date, and that the aggregate com¬ 
pensation paid for the ten years of the lease should not be less than ten 
times the provisional annual compensation fixed at the beginning of the 

lease. 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. Ill) was entered into between the Jawhar 
State and the British Government, by which both parties agreed to 
abstain from levying any kind of transit duty or toll on the road from 
Talavli to Dali an u Station, provided that the British Government con¬ 
structed the road and kept it in good repair. 

In 1888 an Agreement (No. IV) was entered into between the Jawhar 
State and the British Government regarding the extradition and punish¬ 
ment of subjects of the Jawhar State, who might be charged with 
having committed certain offences in Portuguese India. 

In 1890 the Ruler of Jawhar received a Sanad of Adoption (No. V). 

In 1881 the Raja had entered into an agreement by which he under¬ 
took to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and the illicit importation 
of opium into his State. A fresh Agreement (No. VI) was made in 
1898. 
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In 1904 the Raja made over the management of the hemp drugs 
arms of his State to the British Government, and it -was subsequently 
agreed that this arrangement should continue in force up to the end of 
March 19(JG. It has been extended from time to time, and at present 
C ° v ® rs P ei 'i°d ending the 31st March 1935, with an annual payment 
of Its. 783 as compensation, subject to subsequent adjustment according 
to actual realisations. 

Patang Shah died in 1905 and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Krishna Shah. 

In 1912 lie entered into an Agreement (No. VII) by which he sur- 
renieied his light to manufacture salt in the -Jawhar State, on payment 
of a lump sum of Rs. 15,000. 

Krishna Shah died in .1917 without any male heir, and was succeeded 
by his brother Martandrao alias Yikramsbah. 

I' 1 *921 the Ruler of Jawhar was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns. r 

\ lkramshah died on the 10th December 1927, and was succeeded by 
his son Yashwantrao alias Dada Saheb, born on the 11th December 1917. 
luring his minority the administration is being carried on by an 
A d min istra tor . 

The Raja enjoys plenary jurisdiction, that is power to tiy for capital 
offences, without permission from the Political Agent, all persons in his 
territories except Europeans, including European British subjects, 
raericans, Government servants and other British subjects. 

The Raja pays no tribute to the British Government or to anv other 
Stilts, 

The State of Jawhar covers an area of 310 square miles, and yields a 
gross revenue of about Rs. 0,05,850. The population, according to the 

ensus of 1921, is 49,602, composed chiefly of Kolis and Warlis, Kath- 
kiins, anil other low-caste tribes. 

The State forces consist (1920) of 34 Armed Police and 1 old-fashioned 
gun.

Translation of a Memorandum of a Settlement made for the Suwasthan 
Jowar by Saville Marriott, Esq., Collector and Magistrate of the 
Northern Concan, attended by some Officers and a detachment of troops, 
on behalf of the Honourable the Governor in Council of Bombay at Mouza 
Koorun, in the Jowar Territory, on the 16th December 1822. 

Article 1. 

Being in camp at Mouza Koorun on the 13th of the present month, a proclama¬ 
tion was issued to the inhabitants, stating that the Honourable Company have 
confirmed Puttung Shah, Baja of Jowar, on the throne of his ancestors, and that 
Puttung Shah Baja’s mother, Sugoona Bai Banee, is charged with the due adminis¬ 
tration of the Suwasthan until the said Puttung Shah shall be personally qualified 
to undertake it, and that all the inhabitants are enjoined to obey the orders of 
^u to oona Bai Banee. This proclamation being publicly notified at the Durbar 
Uitcherry at my headquarters, the investiture was duly conferred. 


Article 2. 

Sugoona Bai Banee will conduct the affairs of the Jowar government in behalf 
of the Lajah, but should any violent proceedings be resorted to by any person in 
tbe Suwasthan Jowar, including the pergunnah Gunjad, assistance will, if necessary 
e rendered by the British Government to quell such acts.

Independent of the differences that existed in regard to the Pergunah Gunjad, 
there are some petty quarrels in the family of the Suwasthan, to which Sugoona 
Bai Ranee should give due attention, and settle them amicably between the several 
parties. If this is not effected mutually the character of the Suwasthan will be 
lowered and my intentions go unfulfilled. The different members should always 
be friendly together that no disturbance may exist. 


Article 6. 

Dhewba Rao Mooknay Rajkoovur should avoid for the future his seditions 
and other illegal acts of conduct. To effect this object Sugoona Bai Ranee should 
keep a watchful eye over his acts, and if he resorts to illegal measures in the 
Suwasthan Jowar, he is to be immediately imprisoned there, or receive such other 
punishment as the laws of the country direct, or should he come within my juris¬ 
diction the Gomavishdar of the district in which he may be to be writ to, who will 
give every assistance to secure him: to this end separate orders will be addressed 
to Comavishdars of Soubahs in my jurisdiction. Moreover, the said Dhewba Rao 
having been, under date the 14th of the present month, allowed an annual sum of 
rupees two hundred, payable by the Suwasthan, which is considered sufficient 
for his subsistence, he was verbally directed to discharge the armed men he raised, 
with the exception of two, which he was allowed to retain, within five days from 
the above date. Whether or not this order is conformed to by the Mooknay, 
Sugoona Bai Ranee is to make herself personally satisfied with. 


Article 7. 

Sugoona Bai Ranee will personally exert herself to the maintenance of the 
peace and welfare of the territory under the Suwasthan ; will look to the bringing 
of land into cultivation, as its appearance seems to indicate great fertility. 

Article 8. 

For the present a Soubahdar and a party of sepoys are sent to Jowar with the 
view to preserve the Rajah and the Suwasthan; this party will remain at that 
station two or three months, or until I am satisfied that Sugoona Bai Ranee can 
by her own authority and means fully execute the charge which has devolved 
upon her in behalf of her son Puttung Shah Rajah. The above Soubahdar

3. During the term of the farm the administration of the Abkari revenue of 
Jawhar will be conducted by the Political Agent on the following principles. 

(a) The rates of taxation of liquor in the Jawhar State and in the Collectorate 

to be equivalent. 

(b) Reasonable facilities for obtaining a supply of liquor for consumption to 

be afforded to the people of the Jawhar State as to the people of the 
Collectorate. 

(c) The retail selling price of liquor to be the same in the Jawhar State and 

in the Collectorate so as to remove any inducement to the people of 
one territory to consume liquor sold in the other territory on account 
of its being cheaper. 

Note. —Under the last stipulation it will not be necessary to forbid sale of 
liquor in Jawhar shops to British rayats or vice versa. 

4. But during the term of the farm the Political Agent will consult the Raja 
regarding details of Abkari administiation, such as the number and position of 
liquor shops, the persons to receive retail licenses, and the like, and will consider 
the wishes of the Raja on such points. 

5. It is understood that the farm conveys to the Government of Bombay no 
right of ownership in pabn and other toddy-producing trees, or in the land on 
which they stand. 

6. On his part the Raja engages cordially to co-operate in carrying out the 
provisions of the Abkari law and rules, an 1 to do his best by himself and his officer 
to prevent all illicit possession, manufacture, sale, transport, etc., of liquor or of 
the materials or implements used for its manufacture in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the Act and of any rules which may be made under it. 

7. It is understood that all offences against the Abkari law will be cognizable 
under section 51 of the Abkari Act by the Jawhar Criminal Courts in the same 
manner as other ollences are cognizable. 

8. During the term of the farm the Abkari accounts of the Jawhar State will 
be kept separately from those of the Thana Collectorate, and an annual account 
given to the Raja for his information. 

9. At the conclusion of the five years’ farm the management of the Abkari 
revenue of the State will revert to the Raja. 

10. He engages thereafter to conduct his administration of it in accordance 
with the principles laid down in the preamble of this agreement, namely,— 

To maintain the same Abkari law and rules as may be in force in the Thana 
Collectorate: 

To impose rates of taxation on liquor equivalent to those in force in 
the Collectorate: 
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So to manage his revenue as that injury shall not be caused by it to the Abkari 
revenue of the Collectorate and to make his arrangements in consulta¬ 
tion, when necessary, with the Political Agent with this view or to again 
sell the farm of the State Abkari to the British Government for what¬ 
ever may, at the expiration of five years, appear a fair and reasonable 
price to both Governments. 

Provided always that this article does not bind the Baja to any arrangements 
injurious to the legitimate interests of his State or revenue, and that it is under¬ 
stood that the Abkari revenue of the Collectorate will in like manner be so 
managed as not to cause injury to the legitimate Abkari revenue of the Baja. 

11. This agreement, if approved by the Government of Bombay, to come 
into force from 1st April 1880.

Agreement regarding the Jawhar and Dahanu Station Road,— 1881. 

1. The road from Jawhar to the boundary of the State between Talowli and 
Saweh villages to be constructed and repaired by the Jawhar State. 

2. Westward qf the boundary between Talowli and Saweh the road up to the 
Dahanu Railway station to be constructed by the British Government and fio be 
repaired by it, the State providing the land for that portion of the road passing 
through it. 
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3. The road to be constructed by the British Government, to be either a cleared, 
moorumed or metalled road, as the Executive Engineer, Thana, may suggest. 

4. The British Government guarantee not to levy tolls, duty, or fee whatever 
on any of the carts, animals, goods or traffic on that portion of the road constructed 
and repaired by it, i.e., between Talowli and Dahanu station. 

5. The Jawhar State on the other hand guarantees that it will levy no toll, 
duty, or fee whatever on any of the carts, animals, goods or traffic on the roads 
westward of its Talowli boundary, and up to Dahanu station.

Agreement between the Collector and Political Agent, Thana, acting under 
the authority of His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India in Council, on behalf of the British Government on the one hand, 
and Patangsha Vikramsha Mukhim, Raja of Jawhar, on behalf of him¬ 
self, his heirs and successors, on the other hand, regarding the extradition 
and punishment of subjects of the Raja who have committed ofiences in 
Portuguese India,—1888. 


Article 1. 

The British Government engages to surrender to the Raja of Jawhar any of 
his subjects who may be charged with having committed in Portuguese India any 
offences specified in the schedule hereto annexed, and who may be found in British 
India, 


Article 2. 

The surrender above-mentioned will bo made In accordance with such pro¬ 
cedure as the Governor- General of India in Council may from time to time prescribe. 


Article 3. 

The Raja of Jawhar engages to cause the person so surrendered to be tried 
according to the laws of the Jawhar State, for the offence which he may be charged 

with having committed in Portuguese India, and on conviction will cause him 

to be suitably punished.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses should be continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, the adoption by yourself and future rulers of your State of a successor 
according to Hindu law and to the customs of your race will be recognised and 
confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Government.

Agreement between the Political Agent, Thana, acting under the authority 
of His Excellency the Governor op Bombay in Council, on behalf of the 
British Govern nent, and Baja Patangsha Vikramsha of Jawhar on behalf 
of himself, his heirs and successors, regarding the manufacture, consumption 
and sale of opium in the Jawhar State,— 1898 . 

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Baja of Jawhar, the cultivation of poppy and the manufacture of 
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opium are prohibited in the Jawhar State and no opium may be consumed in the 
said Jawhar State other than opium on which there has been paid to the British 
Government the duty at the time payable to the said Government in respect of 
opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay; and whereas in consideration 
of the covenants on the part of the Baja of Jawhar hereinafter contained, the 
British Government has agreed to relinquish 20 per cent, or onc-fifth of the said 
duty on all opium that shall be hereafter conveyed into the said Jawhar State for 
consumption therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

. 2 3 4 5 6 - Ra i a Patangsha Vikramsha of Jawhar agrees with the British Government 
with reference to all former agreements' on the same subject-matter a foUows 
viz. :— ’ 


(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within his 
territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only, 
namely:— 


(а) by direct importation from Mahva and Bajputana ; or 

(б) by purchase in Bombay; or 

(c) by purchase at any convenient opium depot of the British Govern¬ 
ment ; 

and that all opium so procured shall be imported into, transported 
through or exported from British India, as the case may require, in 
accordance with the law and rules regarding import, transport and 
export of opium at the time in force in the part of British India 
into, through, or from which such import, transport or export is 
necessary; 

(2) I hat he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear to the 

British Government to be necessary for effectually preventing any 
export and any illicit import of opium across his frontier ; 

(3) That the sale of opium within his territory shaU henceforward be

(4) That opium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendors except 

on payment of a price, which is not less than the price at which, at the 

tune being, licensed vendors are being supplied in the British district

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time be permitted 

to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at which 
licensed vendors are at the time being authorised to sell it in the British 
district of Nasik; 

(6) That the system for the vend of opium in his territory shall be hencefor- 

WAid assimilated in its general features to that in force in the British 
district of Nasik; 
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(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in his territory the regula¬ 
tions published under Government Resolution in the Revenue Depart¬ 
ment. No. 7207, dated 18th September 1895, and will hereafter from 
time to time adopt and enforce any change in the said regulations or 
any new regulations similar in effect to any provision of the law or 
rules regarding opium for the time being in force in British India, which 
the Governor in Council of Bombay shall, in the interests of the British 
opium revenue, desire him to adopt and enforce ; 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the 1st February and 1st August 
to the British Political authorities of Thana and Nasik in such form 
as the Governor in Council of Bombay shall after consulting the Com¬ 
missioner of Customs, Salt, Opium and Abkari from time to time pres» 
eribe, accurate accounts of the opium transactions of his territory. 

3. The British Government agrees that so long as the Raja of Jawhar duly 
fulfils the foregoing covenants 20 per cent, or one-fifth of the duty payable to the 
British Government on any opium conveyed into the territory of Jawhar in accord¬ 
ance with the relations between the British Government and him as recited in the 
preamble to this agreement, shall be remitted, or if duty has already been paid 
on any .such opium as if the same were to be consumed in the Presidency of Bom¬ 
bay, then that the 20 per cent, or one-fifth of the amount of the duty which 
has been so paid shall be refunded to the Raja of Jawhar. 

Provided that nothing in this agreement shall affect the ultimate right of the 
British Government as paramount authority on occasion arising, to alter the rate 
of duty or the proportion thereof to be remitted or refunded under this clause, 
and that no such alteration shall release the said Raja of Jawhar from any of the 
covenant^ performable by him under this agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this agreement 
the word “ opium ” shall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (I of 1878) 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Presidency 
of Bombay.

Jawhar Salt Agreement,— 1912. 

Agreement between the Political Agent of Thana acting under the authority 

of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay on behalf of the British Government 
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on the one hand and Krislmashak, Raja of Jawhar on behalf of himself, his heirs 
and successors on the other hand, regarding the surrender on receipt of compensa¬ 
tion of the Raja’s rights to manufacture salt in the Jawhar State. 


Whereas it has been found expedient to prohibit the re-opening of the salt 
pans belonging to the Jawhar State situated in the village of Pala near Dahanu 
in the territory of Jawhar and whereas the Raja has agreed to hand over to the 
British Government on payment of compensation all the rights of the State to 
manufacture salt in Jawhar territory, it is hereby agreed as follows :— 

1. The Raja engages that the law of his territory as regards salt shall be 

Bombay Salt Act, II of 1890, or any law which may hereafter be sub¬ 
stituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 

2. The Raja abandons all rights to manufacture salt in his territory. 

3. The Raja, having since the year 1868 closed the State salt pans and dis¬ 

continued the manufacture of salt, undertakes henceforward to keep 
the said salt pans closed to the manufacture of salt and suppress the 
manufacture of salt in his territory. 

4. The Raja also undertakes to prohibit and take every reasonable care to 

prevent the clandestine manufacture of salt and collection of natural 
salt throughout his territory and also to prohibit and take every rea¬ 
sonable care to prevent the importation into, and exportation from, 
his territory of any salt other than British duty-paid salt. 

5. In consideration of the extinction of the Raja’s rights of manufacture of 

salt in his State and of the discharge of the foregoing obligations and 
undertakings by the Raja, the British Government agrees to pay to 
the Raja a lump sum of Rs. 15,000 as compensation such sum to be 
payable immediately on the conclusion of this agreement. 

6. The Raja undertakes to mako no claim on account of past years. 

This agreement shall take effect from the 24th Februarv 1912.

submit, whereupon he fled to Poona. Another unsuccessful attempt 
was made in 1768 to effect a compromise; but in 1772, as it was feared 
that the Peshwa might support Abdur Rahim, an accommodation (No. 
II) was effected, by which Abdur Rahim was put in possession of Danda 
Rajpuri in subordination to Sidi Yakut, who also promised him the 
succession to Janjira. Abdur Rahim accordingly succeeded Sidi Yakut, 
and on his death in 1784 bequeathed the principality to his eldest son, 
Abdul Karim Khan, called Balu Mian. But Sidi Yakut’s will had 
bequeathed the State to Abdur Rahim’s second son who, during his 
minority, was to be under the guardianship of Sidi Jauhar, a personal 
friend of Sidi Yakut and Governor of the fort of Janjira. Sidi Jauhar, 
with the view of securing his own regency, asserted the pretensions of 
tlie youth; but Balu Mian fled to Poona, taking his younger brother 
with him. It had always been the ambition of the Peshwa to obtain 
possession of Janjira, and lie was now preparing to reduce it when the 
British Government, after the conclusion of the alliance with the 
Peshwa against Tipu, intervened. Circumstances had rendered it 
impracticable anj^ longer to preserve witli consistency their offensive and 
defensive alliance with Janjira, which they desired to dissolve: and 
in 1791 they accordingly negotiated and ratified an Engagement (No. 
Ill) between Balu Mian and the Peshwa, by which Balu Mian ceded 
to the Peshwa Janjira and his other possessions, receiving lands near 
Surat yielding Rs. 75,000 a year, to be afterwards increased to the 
value of the revenues of Janjira and its dependencies as collected in the 
most productive of the ten preceding years. 


The Peshwa, however, does not appear ever to have been able to 
establish his influence in Janjira, and the State remained virtually in¬ 
dependent, at least in its internal administration. Ibrahim Khan, to 
whom in all probability the government was resigned by Sidi Jauhar, 
was succeeded in 1826, after a rule of about 24 years, by his eldest son, 
Sidi Muhammad Khan. 


In 1884 the British Government declared Janjira to be subject to the 
British power: and, in virtue of the British supremacy, abolished the 
Native mint, from which debased coinage had been issued. 

In 1848 Sidi Muhammad abdicated in favour of his son, Sidi Ibrahim 
Khan. In 1867 a warning was conveyed to the Chief of Janjira, in 
consequence of his oppressive treatment of one of his subjects, that the 
British Government would hold him responsible for any abuse of power 
which might be brought home to him: and he was urged to provide an 
independent tribunal for the trial of serious offences. Two years later 
another instance occurred of the cruelty of the Chief, which resulted in 
the death of two men. lie was therefore deprived of all criminal juris¬ 
diction, and a British officer, with limited judicial powers, was appointed 
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Tlie civil and revenue jurisdiction 


to tlie political charge of the State, 
was left in the hands of the Chief. 

In 1870, during the absence of the Chief at Bombay, the adminis¬ 
tration of civil justice fell into disorder, and the irregularity in the 
collection of revenue gave rise to numerous disputes. The Sidi Sardars, 
indignant at the Nawab’s prolonged residence in Bombay, at his extra¬ 
vagance, and at his employment of Hindus instead of Muhammadans, 
formally deposed the Nawab, and elected his son as Chief in his stead, 
pleading in justification of their proceedings that by ancient usage they 
Inid .t right to interfere in the government of the State. A British 
officer was deputed to Janjira to enquire into the relations between the 
Nawab and his Sardars, the alleged dissatisfaction of the people with 
the Nawab’s rule, and the conditions under which his authority might 
be re-established. The result of this enquiry was to establish the fact 
that, although the Sardars had from time to time exercised an irregular 
power of interference in the government, no claim to exercise this power 
had been preferred since the establishment of the paramount authority 
<>f the British Government, by which the Nawab has always been treated 
ns the sole responsible ruler. Although a certain amount of discontent 
was found to exist at Janjira, the general disaffection did not appear 
0 ke such as should preclude the return of the Chief under proper 
security for the better management of the State. Accordingly it was 
decided to restore the Nawab on certain conditions. These"were em- 
7 le<l 111 a formal Agreement (No. IV) and accepted by the Nawab 
XUl ° was formally reinstated in December 1870. 

In 1878 the Ruler of Janjira was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns.

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A further Agreement (No. VI) between the Nawab and the British 
Government, in modification of and in continuation of the agreement of 
1884, was ratified in 1894, by which the management of the abkari 
revenue was made over to the State on certain conditions. 

In 1903 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Janjira was enhanced 
to 11 guns: and in 1921 the Ruler was granted a permanent local salute 
of 13 guns within his own dominions. 

In 1910 the Nawab entered into an Agreement (No. VII) for the 
effective control and discipline of his Imperial Service troops when 
serving beyond the frontiers of his State. In 1917, however, the 
Imperial Service units of the State were disbanded. 

Sidi Ahmad Khan died in 1922 and was succeeded by his son the 
present Nawab Sidi Muhammad Khan, during whose minority the State 
is administered by his mother as Regent, with the aid of the Diwan. 

The area of Janjira is 324 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, is 87,534; and the gross revenue amounts to 
Rs. 6,89,500. The State pays no tribute to the British Government. 
The Nawab also owns the dependency of Jafrabad in Kathiawar,* 
which yields a gross revenue of about Rs. 82,500 and has an area of 
53 square miles, and a population, by the Census of 1921, of 10,996. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 75 Armed Police 
and 13 Artillery men, with 11 serviceable and 168 unserviceable guns.

Eor to establish upon a firm and lasting foundation a perpetual alliance and 
sincere friendship betwixt the governments of Jinjeera and Bombay, Seedee Saut, 
Seedee Ombar Affaja, Seedee Mossoot, and the other principal Seedees residing 
the said Jinjeera, have agreed and settled with the Honourable Robert Cowan,

Council. 


Article 1. 

That they shall make a league against all the enemies of both governments

And if God shall be pleased to give this alliance the desired success, and that 
Angria shall be expelled the fort of Cundary by the united forces of both govern¬ 
ments, that place shall be given to the English with all the ammunition and artil¬ 
lery that shall be found therein, and all the other forts that shall be taken from the 
said enemy shall be given to the Seedee with all the ammunition and artillery found 
in them, except Colaba, which shall be entirely demolished with all its bulwarks 
and batteries, so as one stone shall not be left above another, and shall never be 
rebuilt without the consent and pleasure of both governments; and the revenues 
and produce of the lands annexed to that fort, and whatever tribute belongs 
to it (except royal grants and possessions in the hands of the ancient proprietors), 
shall be annually and equally divided, half to the English and the other half to the 
Seedees of Jinjeera, and the care and security of these lands is to be provided for 

by both. 

Article 7. 

In the place called Mopaut, betwixt the rivers of Nagotan and Penn in the 
district of Colaba, the English may build, if they think proper, a warehouse and 
small fort with artillery sufficient for the better security of those lands and their 
roads, and the conveniency of merchants trading, putting a garrison therein, 
and the customs and other rents that shall be recovered shall be annually and 
equally divided, half to the English and half to the Seedees of Jinjeera, and like¬ 
wise they shall equally pay the charges of building the fort and its garrison, and both 
governments shall take care to encourage trade and preserve the subjects. 


Article 8. 

That all the ammunition that shall be expended in the war, as well by sea 
as by land, by either of the governments, shall be on their respective accounts, 
and in case one should be necessitated to take of the other, if they can spare it, 
they are to give it for its just price. 


Article 9. 

If any robberies are committed on either side, restitution is immediately to 
be made to the persons wronged. 


Article 10. 

That deserters who put themselves under the protection of either govern¬ 
ment shall not bo delivered up if they have committed a crime worthy of death 
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Article 11. 

That the Seeclees of Jinjeera shall upon no pretence hereafter issue out their 
passes to the shipping and people of Angria. 

Article 12. 

That after Colaba is taken with its dependencies, if it should be attacked by 
the enemy, the charges of the forces that shall be left for its defence shall be equally 
defrayed by both governments. 

Article 13. 

That after the ratification of these Articles, by which the league is adjusted, 
we are immediately to put them in execution.

I engage to 
conduct myself peaceably and justly, to create no feuds or disturbances, to join 
no enemy of the Honourable English East India Company or of Rao Pundit Pur¬ 
dhaun Bahadoor, nor to act hostilely towards them. 


Article 3. 

If Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahadoor should permit any part of my above-men¬ 
tioned hereditary territory to remain in the possession of any Abyssinian or other 
person for the promotion of his own objects, or should he, after getting possession 
of the said territory, dispose of any part thereof by gift or otherwise, no deduc¬ 
tion is to be made on that account from my altumgah, of which I am to be put 
in full possession on the cessation of hostilities between the Peishwa and the said 
districts of Jinjeera, according to this agreement, on a calculate of the full pro¬ 
duce of the revenue of the dependencies of Jinjeera as above-mentioned. The said 
Seedee Abdool Kureem Khan having, by the foregoing three Articles, relinquished 
all his hereditary titles and possessions to Rao Pundit Purdliauu, and an engage¬ 
ment being thereby entered into between the parties, neither is to deviate there¬ 
from. And Rao Pundit Purdhaun is at liberty to pursue such modes and at such 
times as he may think proper to get possession of the aforesaid forts and depend- 
ancies that are at present in the hands of other Abyssinians, to whom no assist¬ 
ance will be given by the Honourable Company. This being agreed to by the 
Sircars of the Honourable Company and Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahadur, written 
instruments executed by Rao Pundit Purdhaun on one part, and Mr. Malet on the 
other, specifying the same, have been exchanged ; the said Mr. Malet having 
engaged to procure and deliver to Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahadur a copy 
ratified by the Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council, on the 
delivery of which the Treaty executed by Mr. Malet shall be returned.

Agreement between Sidi Ahmed Khan Nawab of Janjira and His Excellency 
the Governor of Bombay in Council regarding administration of the De¬ 
partments of Customs, Salt, Opium and Abkari in Habsan, —1884. 

All conventions, agreements or arrangements of whatever kind relating to 
Customs, Salt, Opium and Abkari existing prior to this agreement are hereby 
cancelled and in lieu thereof it is mutually agreed as follows 

Article 1. —As to Customs. 

(a) The Nawab of Habsan shall, from the date of the execution of this agree¬ 
ment, adopt the British Customs Tariff at all ports in Habsan, and whenever from 
time to time the British Government may make alterations or modifications in 
such Tariff, the Nawab shall make similar modifications in the tariff at Habsan 
ports. The Nawab shall further follow the system, use the forms and observe 
the rules in force in British Custom-houses, and shall in all respects assimilate 
therewith, so far as it may be possible to do so, the procedure in the Habsan Custom 
houses. 

(b) The cordons of Preventive and Customs stations heretofore maintained 
by the British Government and the Nawab on the land frontier shall be removed 
from the date of this agreement coming into force, and all land customs and 
transit duties on traffic passing from the dominations of the one Government 
to that of the other shall be abolished from the same date ; except with the con¬ 
sent of both Governments such land customs and transit duties shall not be 
revived. 

(c) The Nawab shall levy port-dues at all Habsan ports on the scale for the 
time being in force at the southern group of ports on the Bombay Presidency 
entered in Part IV of the first schedule of the Indian Ports Act of 1875. 

(d) All articles imported into Habsan ports bond fide for the use of the N awab 
and his family shall be free of duty.

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(e) The Nawab stall manage Habsan Custom-houses : Provided that the 
Political Agent or any officer authorized by him for that purpose shall have au¬ 
thority, from time to time, to inspect the books kept at the Habsan Custom-houses 
with a view to satisfy himself that the British Tariff and the British Customs 
system and mode of transacting business are being enforced. 


Article 2. —As to Salt. 

(a) The Nawab shall suppress all salt-works in Habsan and shall prohibit 
the manufacture of salt and collection of salt-earth in Habsan territory. The 
Nawab shall also take measures to prevent the spontaneous generation of salt 
in Habsan and to destroy such salt as soon as it may appear. 

(b) The Nawab shall prohibit the import into all Habsan ports of any but 
British excise salt covered by British permits. 

(c) The Agents of the Nawab may annually select and purchase at the British 
excise salt-works at Uran salt to the amount of ten thousand six hundred and 
fourteen maunds for the domestic consumption of the inhabitants of Habsan, 
and the British Government will levy no duty on the salt thus annually purchased 
by the Nawab’s agents for such purpose. 

(d) The Nawab shall retail the salt thus supplied for the domestic consump¬ 
tion of the inhabitants of Habsan through licensed vendors at such price as he 
may think lit. 

(e) The Nawab shall establish fish-curing yards wherein salt will be supplied 
y the British Government to fishermen only for fish-curing at ten and two-third 

annas per maund. These yards shall be under the control of British Salt officers. 


Article 3. — Annual Payment. 

In consideration of the stipulations contained in the above two articles and 
nc itional on the effectual prevention by the Nawab’s Government of all con- 
rajan trade or practices or smuggling of salt, opium and liquor, the British 
overnmcnt.s a 1 pay annually to the Nawab of Habsan the sum of Rupees thirteen 
thousand.

(b) The British Government undertakes the management of the Abkari rev¬ 
enue of Habsan on the British system for a term of (10) ten years from, the first 
August one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, and the Nawab undertakes 
to afford all facilities to the officers appointed by the British Government in that 
behalf. 


(c) After deducting the actual cost of management from the gross sum an¬ 
nually realized, the British Government undertakes to pay the balance .into the 
Nawab’s treasury. Such payment to be made in the month of August of each 
year. 

(d) Except in the higher grades, the officers employed by the British Gov¬ 
ernment in the management of the Abkari revenue of Habsan shall, as far as may 
be practicable, be selected from the servants of the Habsan State. 

This agreement shall take effect from the first August one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-four.

Ao?wEEM2NT between the Nawab of Janjira and the British Government for 
the effective Control and Discipline of his Imperial Service Troops 
when serving beyond the frontiers of his State,—1910. 

Whereas His Highness Sidi Sir Ahmed Khan Sidi Ibrahim Khan, Nawab of 
Janjira, maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operat¬ 
ing, if need be, in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of Janjira State, when 
associated with the troops of the British Army, should be under the orders 
of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like 
discipline and control as the officers and soldiers of His Majesty’s Indian Army, 
and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops. 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
aud His Highness Sidi Sir Ahmed Khan Sidi Ibrahim Khan, Nawab of Janjira, of 
the other, as follows, namely 

1 Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and 
under the orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent 
or Force in which they are employed, and such officer shall by virtue 
of this agreement, be authorized to administer in respect to the said 
troops, so serving, the military laws and regulations to which they are 
subject under the laws of the said State, and for that purpose and for 
the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene all such 
courts, and to issue all such orders and to pass all such judgments 
and sentences and generally to exercise all such^authority as may be 
lawfully convened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of 
Janjira State, when the said troops are serving within the territorial 
limits of the said State : Provided always that the execution of every 
sentence so passed in British territory shall be carried out under the 
orders of His Highness the Nawab of Janjira or of some person to whom 
the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 
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. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with 
His Majesty’s forces, the said His Highness Sidi Sir Ahmed Khan 
Sxdi Ibrahim Khan, Nawab of Janjira, has embodied in the Disciplinary 
Law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial Service Troops when 
employed on active service either within or without British India, 
the provisions, mutatis mutandis, of the Indian Articles of War for the 
time being in force. The due application and enforcement of the 
said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid 
shall be carried out under the authority of the Officer Commanding 
the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

Akalkot and the title of Raja—a title which has been recognised by 
the British Government, but without the prefix of His Highness. 

Fateh Singh was succeeded in 1760 by his adopted son, Sahuji, and 
he in turn by a second Fateh Singh, who was the Jagirdar with whom 
the British Government formed engagements in 1820 (No. I). He was 
succeeded by his son Maloji Rao, and he in 1828 by his son Sahuji, who 
died in 1857. The misrule and incapacity of his successor, Maloji, 
necessitated the intervention of the British Government, and in I860 the 
Raja was set aside and the State was placed under Government manage- 

meat. 

In 1862 the Euler of Akalkot received a Sanad of Adoption (No. II). 
Civil and criminal jurisdiction over the lands of the Akalkot State 
within the limits of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway was ceded 



(No. Ill) in 1865. 

In 1868 the contingent of 100 horsemen, which the Chief was bound 
to maintain under the treaty of 1820, was disbanded, and a money 
payment of Rs. 14,592 a year, being two-thirds of the actual cost of the 
contingent, was substituted. The Chief receives from Government 
Rs 9 006-4-0 and Rs. 25,400 a year, on account of Pune 1 anchmahal 
Jaint and Mokasbab, respectively; the latter amount is, however, a

A fresh Agreement (No. VI) was concluded in 1894 for ten years, 
and this lias since been periodically renewed at intervals of ten years, 
the present agreement (see Southern Mahratta Country States Agency 
No. XX) having been concluded for a period of ten years from the 1st

Sahuji, who had been invested with full powers in 1891, Mm* 
without male issue, and was succeeded by Pateh Singh adopted m 1898 
with the sanction of Government, by Sahuji s widow.

Agreement between the Honourable East India Company and the Rajah 
of Akulkote, dated the 3rd July 1820. 


Terms fixed by Captain James Grant, on the part of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, for Rao Sahib Meherban Futteh Singh Rajah Bhonslay Akul- 
KOTKUR. 

The jaghires, etc., held by you have come into the possession of the British 
Government along with the rest of the country. In consideration, however, 
of the antiquity and respectability of your family, whatever was held by you up 
to the war is, with the exception of the Mogulaee Umuls, not appertaining to the 
villages at present held by you, graciously restored to you by Government. As 
your jaghires, etc., come within the limits of the territory of His Highness the 
Raja Chutruputee of Satara, according to the Treaty, you are to be considered a 
jaghiredar of His Highness’s Government. The following Articles are therefore 
agreed upon between you and the British Government:— 


Article 1. 

Pergunnah Akulkote and other districts, and umuls held by you up to the 
war, with the exception of the Mogulaee Umuls, not appertaining to the villages 
at present held by you, are now restored to you and confirmed. During the Gov¬ 
ernment of the Peishwa you had to furnish a body of horse, but as you have been 
deprived of the Mogulaee Umuls, and as the jaghire territory is in a bad state, 
and as you should have enough lor your own maintenance, and for the expense of 
the contingent of horse to be kept in a complete state of equipment and in readi¬ 
ness to serve at all times of the year, government have dispensed with the iormer 
number and fixed the contingent at 100 horse, which must be constantly in the 
service of His Highness’s government. 


Article 2. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to be good. Ihe horses, of 
the value of from Rupees 300 to 400, to be always present in the service of His 
Highness, and to proceed without delay or remonstrance wherever their services 
may be required. They are to be mustered whenever so ordered, and should there 
be any deficiency in the number, such deficiency must be made good at the annual 
rate of Rupees 300 each horse, to be calculated from the period of the former 
muster; but previous to enforcing the demand, a representation of the circum¬ 
stances will be made by His Highness’s Government to the Agent of the British 
Government, and his concurrence obtained. 

Article 3. 

In the event of the contingent being employed in war under a requisition from 
the British Government, and should any men or horses in consequence be killed 
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oi wounded, it is to be clearly understood that nothing in the way of equivalent 
shall be paid by the Government of His Highness ; risks and casualties of all kinds, 
as well as the furnishing of ammunition, are included in the allowance. 

Article 4. 

The whole expense of managing the jaghire is to be defrayed without refer¬ 
ence to what is incurred by keeping up the horse. As the territories of the British 
ovcinment and of His Highness adjoin the jaghire, it is therefore determined

Article 5.

Family dispute about your respective shares of property, which arose between 
you and Tooljajee Rajah Bhonslay, was settled in the time of Bajee Rao and 
deeds of division were given by each of you. Agreeably to the same deeds, ar¬ 
rangements are made by the British Government; both of you should, therefore, 
abide by them. 


Article 8. 

Without orders from Government no extra troops are to be levied, and none 
assembled for the purpose of making war on any one. In matters of family dis¬ 
putes concerning relationship and such like, no appeal to arms can be permitted, 
but the case is to be represented to the Agent of the British Government, who 
will communicate with the Government of His Highness, and whatever decision 
is given must be reckoned binding. 


Article 9. 

With the exception of persons under the government of His Highness, no 
intercourse or communication by letter is to be entered into with such parties 
as Bajee Rao Sahib, or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor 
is any aid or assistance by joining the troops of any one to be given. This Article 
forms the basis of the present agreement, and, should what is written above be de¬ 
parted from, the jaghire will not be continued. 

Article 10 . 

All persons having committed crimes within the jaghire country, who may 
take shelter in the territories of the British Government or His Highness, shall 
be delivered over to you, after information has been given to the Agent of the 
British Government, and by him communicated to the British Government, or 
to the Government of His Highness, as the case may be; and, in like manner, 
all criminals from the territories of the British Government or of His Highness 
shall be apprehended and delivered up by you to their respective governments, 
and assistance must be rendered to people of either government who may be sent 
for the apprehension of such offenders. 


Article 11. 

Whilst you shall continue to fulfil the terms of your service in good faith, in¬ 
tegrity, and fidelity, your jaghire shall be continued without any interruption from 
His Highness’s government: on this point the Britifch Government is your guar¬ 
antee. ' /'

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Article 12. 

All titles and forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall be continued 
by the Agent of the British Government and His Highness’s government. All 
requests on the part of the jaghiredar, which may be reasonable and proper, shall 
be granted, but such as are otherwise shall not be acceded to. 


Article 13 . 

As the jaghire districts adjoin the territory of His Highness, and it may be 
necessary to effect exchanges of items of revenue or land, for the purpose either 
of defining the boundary or for police arrangements, therefore, on a representa¬ 
tion from the government of His Highness, the Agent of the British Government 
will arrange such exchanges as may be necessary, provided they are not injurious 
to the interests of the jaghiredar, and such exchanges must be made accordingly. 

The above 13 Articles must be observed.

Agreement entered into on the 11th July 1820 by His Highness the Rajah of 
Satara with the Rajah of Akulkote. 


Agreement on the part of His Highness the Rajah of Satara respecting FuTteh 
Singh Bhonslay of Akulkote, to whom these orders are issued. 

The whole of the jaghires, etc., enjoyed by you have, with the rest of the country, 
reverted to the British Government; but as that government has been pleased, 
m consideration of the antiquity of your family, to guarantee to you the villages 
held up to the war (including those situated in the Nizam’s country now in your 
possession), save Mogulaee Umuls, by a Yad of 13 paragraphs executed to you by 
Captain James Grant, the British Resident, and as His Highness has received his 
country from the British Government according to Treaty, and your lands are 
situated therein. His Highness approves of the Yad executed to you by the British 
Government, and, for the continuance of your lands, determines as follows, viz,—' 


Article 1. 

fhe pergunnah of Akulkote and other mehals and umuls held by you up 
to the waT (including the villages situated in the Nizam’s country now in your 
Possession), save Mogulaee Umuls, are hereby continued and confirmed to you. 

ormerly you had to ini.iul.aiu a contingent of horse for the service of the Peishwa’c 
government, but as you have now been deprived of your umuls in the Nizam’s 
oouutry, and sustained loss in the mehals, His Highness, to enable you to support 
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yourself and to keep the horse and men of your contingent in good order for service 
throughout the year, fixes the contingent at 100 horse, which you are to maintain 
for the service of the Satara State. 


Article 2. 

The contingent is to be efficient, the horses to be of the value from Rupees 
300 to 400, and the men in a complete state of equipment. The contingent to 
be always kept present for the service of His Highness ; they should attend muster 
when called upon, and proceed to whatever place directed, without delay or remon¬ 
strance. Should it appear, however, on muster that any number of the contin¬ 
gent is deficient, His Highness will, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
oblige you to refund, in the proportion of Rupees 300 per annum a horse, for the 
whole period of such deficiency, according to the terms of the agreement entered 
into with you. 

Article 3. 

In the event of your contingent being employed in war by His Highness, with 
the concurrence of the British Resident, no remuneration on account of the 
wounded and slain will be granted ; but all such risks and casualties, as well as 
the supply of ammunition, are included in the grant. 


Article 4. 

You are to defray the expense of your village establishments, as well as of the 
contingent. Should any commotion or disturbance occur in the districts, either 
of His Highness the Rajah, or of the British Government, you are, on the requi¬ 
sition of the mamlutdars of either government, to aid and co-operate with them 
with the Police in your mehals. 

Article 5. 

The villages, inams, wuttuns, etc., in His Highness the Rajah's country held 
by you up to the war, together with the umuls and villages in the Nizam’s country 
now in your possession, will be continued to you, this government also retaining 
its umuls in your territory. All doomala villages, lands, wurshasuns, dhurmadaos, 
dewasthans, rozindars, khyrats, nemnooks, as also the jaghires of darukdars and 
karkoonee, etc., are to be continued to the several parties as heretofore, without 
objection, together with the lands held by virtue of Simnuds, although they may 
have been on certain grounds placed under attachment. Should any of the parties 
enumerated above act improperly, or die intestate, you are to report the same to 
this government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resi¬ 
dent, will award such punishment to the offender, or direct the resumption of the 
land as may appear expedient. If any landholder creates a riot, or raises a re¬ 
bellion in your country, or refuses to acknowledge your supremacy, or if a wut- 
tundar dies intestate, you should attach his wuttun and report the matter to 
government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will issue such orders as may appear expedient, and to which you are to conform 
accordingly.

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Article 6. 


You should endeavour to make your subjects happy, distribute justice im¬ 
partially, and adopt measures for the prevention of theft, murder, and other crimes. 
If these are not done, and if justice is not administered properly, and complaints 
are made to this government, His Highness, in conjunction with the British Resi¬ 
dent, will enquire into the complaint, and issue such orders as may appear neces¬ 
sary, to which you are to conform ; but if you do not do so, and the country con¬ 
tinue in a state of misgovernment, and crimes are of frequent occurrence, His High¬ 
ness will, with the concurrence of the British Resident, adopt such preventive 
measures as may appear expedient to him. 


Article 7. 

During the administration of Bajee Rao Rughoonath a dispute having arisen 
between you and Tooljajee Bhonslay for division of property, the same was de¬ 
cided, and deeds of acquittance passed by you both, which are approved of and 
confirmed by this government, and you both are to abide by the same accordingly. 


Article 8. 

You should not, without the knowledge of this government, muster a force 
and engage in hostilities with any person; If any dispute arises among you 
respecting Bhaoopoona rights, etc., you should quietly refer the matter to this 
government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will issue the necessary orders in the case, and to which you are to conform. 

Article 9. 

\\ ith the exception of the subjects of this government, you are to hold no 
intercourse nor to carry on correspondence with Bajee Rao Rughoonath or any 
other Prince or Chieftain. If you do, your country will be resumed. 


Article 10. 

Should an offender from, your country take shelter within the territories of 
Highness, you are to report the same to this Government, when measures 
will be taken to apprehend the offender and make him over to you In like 
manner offenders from the territories of His Highness or of the Britisli Government 
taking shelter within your lehals, should be immediately apprehended and de- 
i vered up by you to whichever government they may belong. Further, you are 

o aic and assist the officers of either government who may enter your iurisdic- 
fcion in pursuit of olfenders. 


Article 11. 

So tong as y OU continue in good faith and render faithful service, your mehals,

All titles and customary forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall be con¬ 
tinued. You are to represent all your affairs to this government; such requests 
as are reasonable will be granted, and such as are not will be refused. 


Article 13. 

As the country of His Highness adjoins your territory, it might be neces¬ 
sary at a future period to effect certain territorial exchanges, with the advice 
of the British Resident, for the good of the country, and for the purpose of de6n- 
ing distinctly the boundaries of the two governments, care being taken to secure 
you from loss. You are required to agree to this arrangement. 

Article 14. 

You are to attend on His Highness annually, at the celebration of the Dussera 
festival, as also at other times when your presence may be required. You 
are also to accompany His Highness whenever he may proceed on a long journey. 

The circumstances contained in the foregoing 14 paragraphs are confirmed.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued; in 
fulfilment of this desire this Sanad is given to you to convey to you the assurance 
that, on failure of natural heirs, the British Government will permit and confirm 
any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by any future Chief of your State 
that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and the customs of your race. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement tlms made to you so long 
as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants, or Engagements, which record its obligations to the British Government.

Translation of a “ Yadee ” from the Rajah of Akalkot to the acting Sub- 
Collector and Political Agent for Akalkot dated 27th August 1865, No. 125, 
ceding jurisdiction to the British Government over the lands in the State 
occupied by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, —1865. 

I have received your letter regarding the giving land from my State for the 
Kailway and works connected therewith. 

I agree to give, according to the subjoined conditions stated in your letter, land 
in my Ilakha, for the Railway, as other R'ajas and Chiefs have done in the hope of 
advantage to my people and merchants and to my State. 

The conditions are these :— 

All land, required by Government for the Railway or Railway works 

and buildings, is given in perpetuity, with the entire jurisdiction 
thereof.

Agreement between the Political Agent of Akalkot acting under the author¬ 
ity of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay in Council, on behalf of 
the British Government, and the Raja of Akalkot State, on behalf of 
himself, his heirs and successors regarding the manufacture, consumption 
and sale of opium in the Akalkot State,— 1891. 

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and the Raja of Akalkot, 'the cultivation of poppy and the manufacture 
of opium is prohibited in the Akalkot State and no opium may be consumed in the 
said State other than opium on which there has been paid to British Government 
the duty at the time payable to the said Government in respect of opium con¬ 
sumed in the Presidency of Bombay and whereas in consideration of the covenants 
on the part of the Raja of Akalkot hereinafter contained the British Government 
has agreed to relinquish one-fifth of the said duty on all opium that shall be here¬ 
after conveyed into the said State for consumption therein in accordance with the 
said covenants. 

2. The Raja of Akalkot agrees with the British Government with reference 
to all former agreements on the same subject-matter as follows, viz 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within las 

territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only 
(namely)— 

(a) by direct importation from Malwa, Mewar, Marwad, and Rajputana 

or 

(b) by purchase in Bombay, or 

( c ) Jjy purchase at any convenient opium depot of the British Govern¬ 

ment ; 

and that all opium so procured shall be imported into transported 
through or exported from British India as the case may require 
in accordance with the law and rules regarding import transport 
and export of opium at the time in force in the part of the British 
India into through or from which such import transport or 
export is necessary. 

(2) That he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear to the 

British Government to be necessary for effectually preventing any 
export and any illicit import of opium across his frontier. 

(3) That the retail sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward 

be conducted by licensed vendors only or departmentally by State 
servants. 

(4) That opium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendors ex¬ 

cept on payment of a price which is not less than the price at which 
at the time being licensed vendors are being supplied in the British 
District of Sliolapur. ,

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time he permitted 
to sell opium by retail at a price which is lower than the lowest price 
at which licensed vendors are at the time being authorized to sell it in 
the British District of Sholapur. 

(0) That the system for the retail vend of opium in his territory shall be 
henceforward assimilated in its general features to that in force in 
the British District of Sholapur. 

(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in his territory the regula¬ 

tions published under Government Notification No. 4472-A., dated 
hid (Tune 18bo (Revenue Department), and will hereafter from time 
to time adopt and enforce any change in the said regulations or any 
new regulation similar in effect to any provision of the law qr rjulcs 
regarding opium for the time being in force in British India, which the 
Governor in Council of Bombay shall in the interests of the British 
opium revenue desire him to adopt and enforce. 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the 1st February and 1st August 

to the British Political authorities of the State in such form as the 
Governor in Council of Bombay shall after consulting the Commis¬ 
sioner of Customs, Salt, Opium and Abkari, Bombay, from time to 
time prescribe accurate accounts for the opium transactions of his 
territory.

ABKARI AGREEMENT,—1894. 

Articles of Agreement for leasing the Abkari revenue of the Akalkot State 
to the British Government for a term of ten years from first August oue 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-four to thirty-first July one thousand 
nine hundred and four. 


Preamble —Whereas it is considered desirable to place the Administration 
of the Abkari revenue of the Akalkot State on the same footing as the Adminis¬ 
tration of the Abkari revenue of the British Collectorates adjoining the Akalkot 
State which has recently been improved in accordance with the provisions of 
the Bombay Abkari Act, 1878, and especially with a view to prevent injury to the 
Abkari revenue of either the Collectorates or the Akalkot State by illicit manu¬ 
facture of liquor or by the smuggling of liquor from one territory into the other, 
the following articles have been agreed on between Meherban Shahaji Maloji alias 
Baba Saheb Raje Bhonsle, Chief of Akalkot, on behalf of himself, his heirs, and 

successors on the one part, and C. B. Winchester, Esq., I.C.S., Political Agent, 

Sholapur, for the time being, on behalf of the British Government, on the other. 


Article I. 

The Raje Saheb engages that the law of the Akalkot State as regards Abkari 
shall be the Bombay Abkari Act of 1878, or any law which may hereafter be sub¬ 
stituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 


Article II. 

In order that the new system of Abkari administration in the Akalkot Stare 
be effectually organized on the principles of the Bombay Abkari Act, the 
Rafe Saheb engages hereby to farm the entire Abkari revenue of the State to the 
Bombay Government for a term of ten years from 1st August one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-four to 31st July one thousand nine hundred and four, in 
consideration of an annual pa-meut of (Rs. 6,609-15-10) six thousand six hundred 
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and nine, annas fifteen and pies ten, being the average of the total net Abkari

(h) Such reasonable facilities for obtaining a supply of liquor for consump¬ 
tion arc to he ailorded to the people of the Akalkot State as are afford¬ 
ed to the people of the adjoining Collectorates. 

(c) The retail selling price of liquor to be the same in the Akalkot State and 
in the Collectorates so as to remove any inducement to the people of 
one territory to consume liquor sold in the other territory on account 
of its being cheaper.f 

Article IV. 

But during the term of the farm the Officers appointed by Government will

It is understood that all offences against the Abkari Law will be cognizable 
under section 51 of the Abkari Act by the Akalkot State Criminal Courts in the 
same manner as other offences are cognizable. 


Article VIII. 

During the term of the farm the Abkari accounts of the Akalkot State will be 
kept separately from those of the adjoining Collectorates, and an annual account 
given to the Raje Saheb for his information. 

Article IX. 

At the conclusion of the ten years’ farm the management of the Abkari revenue 
of the State will revert to the Raje Saheb. 

Article X. 

The Raje Saheb engages on behalf of himself, his heirs, and successors there¬ 
after, to conduct the administration of it in accordance with the principles laid 
down in the preamble of this agreement, viz .: — 

To maintain the same Abkari Law and Rules as may be in force in the neigh¬ 
bouring Collectorates. 

To impose rates of taxation on liquor equivalent to those in force in the Col¬ 
lectorates. So to manage his revenue that injury shall not be caused by it to the 
Abkari revenue of the Collectorates and to make his Agreements in consultation 
when necessary with the Political Agent, Sholapur, for the time being with this 

view. 

Provided always that this article does not bind the Raje Saheb to any ar¬ 
rangements injurious to the legitimate interests of the State or revenue, and that 
it is understood that the Abkari revenue of the Collectorates will in like manner 
be so managed as not to cause injury to the legitimate revenue of the State. 

This Agreement agreed to at Bombay, the 23rd day of January 1894.

1’lie Pant Sachiv of Blior is one of the eight hereditary ministers of 
the old Mahratta empire. Chimnaji Sachiv, with whom the first 
Engagement (No. I) was made hv the British Government in 1820, was 
one of the earliest to abandon the cause of Baji Rao after the proclama- 
tion of the 11th February 1818. He died in 1827, and was succeeded 
hy liis adopted son, Raghunath Rao Chimnaji, with whom an Engage¬ 
ment (No. II} for the exchange of territory was concluded in 1830. 

Chimnaji Raghunath was adopted by his uncle, Raghunath Rao, on 
the latter’s death-bed in 1837. A new Engagement (No. Ill) was con-' 
eluded with Chimnaji in 1839, by which he undertook among other 
things to abolish all transit duties in his territory. On his adoption he 
was required to pay a nazarana of Rs. 53,021 to the Raja of Satara, 
ar *d Rs. 27,703 to the British Government. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Bhor received a San ad of Adoption (see Shola- 
pur Agency No. II). 

Chimnaji Raghunath died in 1871, and was succeeded by his son, 
Shankarrao. In 1874, on the understanding that he was not at liberty 
to impose any new taxation without the consent of Government, he was 
entrusted with the management of his State. The family enjoys an 
assignment of approximately six per cent, on the revenues of certain 
villages in the Deccan and Khandesh, and a considerable jagir to the 
south-west of Poona. 

In 1871 the Pant Sachiv agreed to an exchange of lands in connec- 
^ ion with the Kadakwasla lake. 

With a view to assimilating the abkari administration in Bhor to 
he system in force in the adjoining British districts, the Pant Sachiv 
entered into an Agreement in 1885 (No. IV) by which the management 
of the abkari revenue of the State was transferred to the British Govern- 
ment up to the 31st July 1894, in consideration of an annual payment 
ot Rs. U,448-13-8. This agreement was renewed in 1894 for a 
urther period of ten years, the annual payment being increased tc 
Bs. 19,148-6-3. Tbe toddy revenue of tbe talukas of tbe Bbor State 
aoove the ghats, which was excluded from the scope of tbe previous 
f? eement, was also transferred. Tbe agreement was again renewed 
° r ,urt »w pei^pd* of ten years in 1904 and 1914, when the annual pay- 
tnen, was increased to "Rs. 88,150. Negotiations are in progress for a 
i lenewnl (including foreign liquor), for another period of 10 
years from the 1st August 1924. 

1 1890 tke Pant Sachiv entered into an Agreement (No. V) to 

•<> ish .ill taxes or imposts on the import, export and measurement of 
commodities other than snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs. 
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The arrangements for assimilating the system of taxation and control 
of hemp drugs to the British system were accepted in 1903 by the Pant 
Sachiv, in consideration of an annual payment of Its. 1,731-7-11. 
This arrangement has been renewed from time to time, the last renewal 
being for a period of 10 years from the 1st April 1925, on an annual 
payment to the State of Its. 14,953 subject to adjustment so as to bring 
the total compensation up to the actual revenue realised. 

In 1880 he entered into an agreement by which he undertook to 
prohibit the cultivation of the poppy in Bhor, and the illicit importa¬ 
tion of opium into his territory. This was renewed with certain altera¬ 
tions in 1887, and in 1897 a further Agreement (No. VII) was made. 

In 1882 the Chief surrendered certain lands required for the Bhatghar 
reservoir in connection with the Nira canal works, but the formal 
Agreement (No. VI) was not executed till 1897. 

Shankarrao died on the 17th July 1922 and was succeeded by his 
only son the present Pant Sachiv Ragliunathrao, born on the 20tb 
September 1878. 

Land in 38 villages in Bhor State, measuring 5,206 acres and assess¬ 
ed at Rs. 3,198, was acquired in 1924-25 for the extension of the Bhat¬ 
ghar reservoir. The question of compensating the Pant Sachiv for this 
loss of territory is under consideration. 

The Pant Sachiv enjoys plenary jurisdiction, that is power to try 
for capital offences, without permission from the Political Agent, all 
persons in his territories except Europeans, including European British 
subjects, Americans, Government servants and other British subjects. 

In 1927 the Ruler of Bhor was granted a permanent salute of 9 guns. 

The area of Bhor is 925 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 130,420; and the gross revenue about Rs. 6,00,000. 
The Pant Sachiv pays a tribute of Rs. 4,684 to the British Government 

The armed forces of the State consist (1926) of 23 Cavalry, 48 
Infantry and 132 Armed Police

Agreement with the Punt Suoheo, dated 22nd April 1820. 

Terms fixed by Captain James Grant Sahib Bahadoor on the part 
of the Honourable Company Bahadoor with Rao Sahib Mooshfuok 
Meherban Ciiimnajee Pundit Sucheo. 

The possessions of the Punt Sucheo came under the British Government along 
with the rest of the country, but the antiquity and respectability of the family 
having been duly considered, the British Government have freely bestowed and 
made over to him the whole of his possessions as formerly held up to the war, with, 
the exception of his possessions within the territory of the Nizam. The districts 
of the Punt being within the limits of the territory made over by Treaty to His 
ighness the Rajah of Satara, the Punt, therefore, is placed under the government 

o His Highness. The British Government is the guarantee, and the terms are 
nxed as follows :— 


st. That the inhabitants of the country under the Punt Sucheo may be 
l>io coted, justice must be properly administered, and a proper police established

be made. 

6th .—As the country of the Punt Sucheo is surrounded by the territories of 
the British Government and of His Highness, it may be necessary to make ex¬ 
changes on account of police arrangements, or for the defining of boundaries; 
therefore such exchanges shall take place provided they are not injurious to the 
Punt. 

1th .—A yearly payment of ten thousand rupees was made by the Punt Sucheo 
to the government of the Peishwa as an allowance for elephants, but the village 
of Sonapore having been taken by the Peishwa’s government, and which at present 
is in the possession of the British Government, therefore a deduction of Rupees

Agreement on the part of His Highness the Rajah of Satara respecting Ra- 
jeshree Chimnajee Pundit Sucheo, to whom these commands are issued. 

The country formerly possessed by you has been freely restored and bestowed 
through the liberality of the British Government, and an agreement, consisting 
of ten Articles, has been made out and delivered to you by Captain James Grant 
Bahadoor, on the part of the British Government. Your country has come within 
the limits of the territory made over to His Highness by the Treaty with the British 
Government, and the terms fixed by the British Government having been approved 
°f, the Hoozoor, for the purpose of confirming you in possession has determined 
0 -s follows:— 

Article 1. 

Should any disturbances take place in the territories of His Highness or of the 
British Government which adjoin your country, aid must be afforded, by sending 
0-11 disposable police in your district, on the requisition of the mamlutdars of either 
government. \ 

Article 2. 

All wuttun and other allowances hitherto possessed by you within the terri¬ 
tory of His Highness shall be continued ; and in like manner, all items of revenue 
belonging to His Highness’s government within your country shall continue to be 
paid; all doomala villages and lands, wurshasuns, dhurmadaos, dewasthans, 
rozindars, khyrats, nemnooks, daruks, and all other allowances hitherto enjoyed 
within your country, must be continued without interruption ; and should at 
present any investigation be carried on respecting the rights or possessions of those 
loldmg them on government deeds, decisions must be given upon the fixed prin¬ 
ciples of justice, so that no complaints may be made. Should persons holding 
inheritances of the above-mentioned description raise or excite disturbances, or 
commit offences against the public peace, or should persons possessed of such 
inheritances die without heirs, you will fully investigate the matter and state 
what may appear really just, when His Highness’s government, with the advice 
°f the Agent of the British Government, will send such orders as may appear fit, 
w Wch must be conformed to. 
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Article 3. 


That the inhabitants of your country may be protected, justice must be honestly 
administered, and a proper police must be established for the prevention and 
detection of thieves and robbers ; but if this is not attended to, and unjust decisions 
given, or thefts and robberies become of so frequent occurrence, so that people 
may be obliged to bring forward complaints, in that case, whatever orders may, 
in consequence, be issued by His Highness’s government, with the advice of the 
Agent of the British Government, these must be carried into effect. 


Article 4. 

Without the knowledge and orders of government no extra troops are to be 
levied or war entered upon with any one. In all cases of domestic disputes about 
relationship and such like, no appeal to arms will be permitted, but information 
is to be sent to government, when such orders as may be sent on the subject, with 
the advice of the Agent of the British Government, must be considered binding. 


Article 5. 

Excepting those under the government of His Highness, no intercourse or 
communication by letter can be allowed with any Chiefs, such as Bajee Rao Sahib, 
or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is it permitted to send 
aid to any one, or to become concerned in any assemblage of troops whatever. 
This Article forms the basis of the present agreement, and if it is departed from, 
with the advice of the British Government, your possession shall not be continued. 

Article 6 . 

All offenders and criminals from your country, who may take shelter in the 
territory of His Highness, shall be delivered over to you ; and in like manner all 
offenders and criminals from the territories of His Highness, or of the British 
Government, who may enter your territory, shall be given up and delivered over 
to whichever government they belong; and assistance must be rendered to all 
officers or people of both governments who may go into your district in pursuit 
of such offenders. 

Article 7. 

Whilst you remain and perform the conditions of your service in good faith, 
Integrity, and fidelity, your possessions shall be continued without interruption 
on the part of His Highness’s government, and on this point the British Govern¬ 
ment is your guarantee, which His Highness’s government approves of and agrees 
to. 

Article 8 . 

All titles and honors formerly enjoyed by you shall be continued, and all re¬ 
quests forwarded by you shall be attended to, and if reasonable and proper, they 
will be granted, but if otherwise, rejected. 
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Article 9. 

As your country adjoins the territory of His Highness, and it may be necessary 
m consequence to effect exchanges, either for the purpose of defining boundaries 
for police arrangements, or for settling revenue matters, therefore such exchanges 
sliall be made with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, provided 
they are not injurious to your interests. 


Article 10. 

You must appear in personal attendance yearly at the festival of the Dussera, 
fid also be present on all occasions of ceremony or congratulation, when your 
attendance may be required by His Highness; you must also attend in person 
whenever the establishment of His Highness may move to any great distance. 


Article 11 . 

A yearly payment of ten thousand rupees was made by you to government on

Agreement between the Honourable East India Company and the Punt 
Sucheo, dated the 3rd February 1839. 

The lat6 Punt Sucheo Ruehoonath Rao having on his death-bed adopted the 
son of his half-brother, Ramjee Appa, as his heir, which adoption, after a full 
consideration of the case, the Right Honourable the Governor-General of India 
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has been pleased to recognize, and orders having been received to this effect from 
the Honourable the Governor in Council of Bombay, as well as that the present heir, 
Chimnajee Rughoonath, being of tender years, a Karbaree should be appointed* 
to manage the affairs of the jaghire, a communication was transmitted to Bhore 
on this subject, and in accordance with this communication, Damodur Moresh- 
"<ir, Yenkajee Rungnath, and Sudasheo Khundi Rao, having waited on the Resi- 
< ent with full powers to make the arrangements pointed out by Government, the 
oil owing Articles are hereby agreed to by the undersigned on the part of Chim¬ 
najee Rughoonath Punt Sucheo 


Article 1. 

By the 1st and 2nd articles of the Treaty between the British Government and 

the Punt Sucheo, under date the 22nd April 1820, the Punt is bound to provide 

tor the establishment, in his jaghire, of a good police ; as also that whenever stolen 

property may be pointed out within the country of the Punt, or thieves traced 

■nto it, both the property and the thief must be delivered over to whichever of the

It is also understood and agreed to that the annual allowances of Radha Bai 
and Bhuwanee Bai, the grandmother and mother of the late Punt Sucheo, are to 
be duly paid in the same manner as during the lifetime of Rughoonath Rao. 


Article 6. 

It is also hereby declared and agreed to by the Punt Sucheo that the Com¬ 
pany’s Rupee shall be the current coin within the Punt’s territory, in the same 
manner as in the Company’s country. 

Article 7. 

The undersigned having been named by Gungabai Sucheo as Karbarees for the 
management of the estate, they hereby agree that they will faithfully and honestly 
discharge their duty so as to give satisfaction to the British Government, to the 
Punt, and inhabitants at large ; yearly accounts of the receipts and disbursements 
of the jaghire are also to be rendered. And it is clearly understood that these 
Karbarees may be removed or changed as Government may deem expedient. 


Article 8. 

Finally, it is understood that the above agreement refers to the territory of 
the Punt Sucheo within British jurisdiction. 

In all, the eight Articles, as set forth are agreed to.

State to the system in force in the adjoining British districts of Poona, Satara and 
Kolaba and thereby preventing loss to the revenue from Abkari as well in the said 
State as in the said British districts, the Pant Sachiv agrees that the law from 
time to time in force in the said British districts regarding Abkari shall also have 
force so far as may be in the Bhor State. 


Article 2. 

In furtherance of the same object the Pant Sachiv agrees to continue the farm 
of the Abkari revenue of the Bhor State to the British Government until the thirty- 
first day of July one thousand eight hundred and ninety-four oil the conditions :— 

(a) That the annual sum of rupees twelve thousand four hundred and forty-* 
eight annas thirteen and pies eight comprising the following items 
shall be paid to him by the British Government in equal half-yearlv 
instalments on the tenth January and tenth July (namely) :— x

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(b) That the above sum of rupees twelve thousand four hundred and forty - 

eight annas thirteen and pies eight includes compensation on account 
of toddy in the Sudhagad taluka only, and therefore whatever sums 
are realized by the British Government on account of trees tapped in 
the other talukas shall be paid to the Pant Sachiv from time to time 
in addition to the annual payment named in clause (a) of this article. 

(c) That the British Government will be prepared to consider claims for 

compensation on account of any item of Abkari revenue which may 
hereafter be found to have been overlooked at the time of the execution 
of this agreement. 

Article 3. 

The British Government agrees that during the term of the said farm the 
Abkari administration of the Bhor State shall be conducted under the orders of 
the Governor in Council of Bombay in accordance with the law aforesaid and 
subject to the following conditions, namely 

(a) That the rates of the taxation of liquor in the Bhor State shall be the same 

as in the aforesaid British districts. 

(b) That the same reasonable facilities shall be afforded to the inhabitants 

of the said State to obtain liquor for their consumption as to the in¬ 
habitants of the said British districts. 

(c) That the retail selling prices of liquor shall be the same in the Bhor State 

as in the said British districts, and there shall be no prohibition of the 
sale of liquor in shops in the said State to British subjects or vice versa. 

(d) That the Pant Sachiv shall be consulted from time to time as to the num¬ 

ber and position of the liquor shops to be licensed in the State, the fit¬ 
ness of the person to whom it is proposed to give retail licenses and 
such like details of the Abkari administration. 

(e) That if the farm of the Abkari revenue shall be sublet to a third person, 

the Pant Sachiv shall be furnished with a copy of such sub-farmer’s 
agreement with the British Government, 


Article 4. 

The farm of the Abkari revenue to the British Government for the period 
aforesaid shall not be deemed to confer upon the said Government any proprietary 
right to the palm and other toddy-producing trees or to the land in which such 
trees are growing, but the juice produced from all such trees shall be subject to 
the farm as an item of Abkari revenue. 

Article 5. 

The Pant Sachiv engages cordially to co-operate with the officers of the Bom¬ 
bay Government in giving effect to the provisions of the Abkari law and rules 
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from time to time in force and will use every endeavour himself and through the 
subordinate officers of the State to prevent the illicit manufacture, sale, transport 
or possession of liquor or the unlawful possession or use of any material or imple¬ 
ment for manufacturing liquor or any breach of any of the provisions of the said 
law or rules. 


Article 6. 

All offences against the said Abkari law and rules committed in the Bhor State 
shall be cognizable by the ordinary Criminal Courts of the State. 


Article 7. 

The British Government agrees that during the term of the said farm a separate 
account shall be kept of the Abkari revenue of the Bhor State and that a copy of 
the account shall be given, if required, annually to the Pant Sachiv for his infor¬ 
mation. 

Article 8. 

On the expiry of the term of the said farm on the 1st August one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-four the administration of the Abkari revenue of the 
Bhor State shall revert to the Pant Sachiv, but the Pant Sachiv agrees that on 
and after the said date :— 


( a ) The same Abkari law and rules which are in force in the adjoining British 

districts of Poona, Satara and Kolaba shall be maintained in the State; 

(b) The rates of the taxation of liquor in the State shall be the same as in the 

aforesaid British districts. 

('') The Abkari administration of the State shall be in every way so conducted 
as not to cause injury to the Abkari revenue of the adjoining British 
districts, and the Political Agent shall be consulted, when necessary, 
^vitli a view to preventing any such result. But nothing in this article 
shall be deemed to require the Pant Sachiv to make any arrangement 
injurious to the legitimate interests of the Bhor State, and the British 
Government undertakes that the Abkari administration of the adjoin¬ 
ing British districts shall be so conducted as not to cause injury to the 
legitimate interests of the said State.

Article of Agreement for the removal ofr restrictions on free ibade in the 

Bhor State under the Poona Political Agency. 

Preamble. 

Whereas the Chief of Bhor declared on the 1st August 1887 ^ “tentmn 
to abolish the duties on export and import known as Stalmod and Sthalbhant, 
and whereas it is considered by the Governor of Bombay in Council deMra 
obtain an engagement from the Chief of Bhor that he will continue this policy 
in regard to free trade, the following article in this view is agreeduponbeween 
Meherban Shankarrao Pandit, Pant Sachiv, Chief of Bhor, on behalf of brnsd 
and his heirs and successors on the one part, and W. A. East Esquire, Politic 
Agent of Poona, for the time being, on behalf of the British Government on the 

other. 

Article 1. 

The Pant Saclbv engages to abolish within his territory from henceforth

Agreement between the Political Agent of Poona, acting under the authority 
of His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of India -in oun- 
cil on behalf of the British Government, and Rao Saheb Meherban 
Shankarrao Ohimnaji, Pant Saoiiiv of Bhor, on behalf of himself, his heirs 
and successors, regarding the surrender of lands in the Pant’s Jaghir taken 
up for works in connection with the Nira Canal, 1897. 

Article I. 

The Pant, in consideration of the concessions to be made to him by the British 
Government in accordance with Article 4 of this Agreement, agrees to surrender 

/ I 
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to the British Government the lands delineated in a sketch plan signed by the 
parties to this Agreement and deposited in the office of the Chief Secretary to the 
Government of Bombay, and more particularly described in the list marked “ A ” 
appended to this Agreement, and signed by the parties hereto, together with all 
proprietary and other rights possessed by him in and over the same. 
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Article II. 

Hie Pant, at the request of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay in Council, 
also authorizes such officers, as His Excellency in Council may from time to time 
appoint, to perform the duties of Police Officers, and to exercise civil and criminal 
jurisdiction for and on behalf of himself within the limits of the said lands. 


Article III. 

The Pant also undertakes that he will promptly and liberally settle all just 
claims of village servants useful to the State, whose lands or allowances are in¬ 
cluded in or appertain to the said lands only to the extent of the compensation 
received from the British Government for their claims.

respect of the lands aforesaid. 


Article VII. 

The British Government agrees that the ferries and boats in use by the Bhor 
State on the Bhatgar Reservoir shall remain as hitherto uninterfered with by the 
British authorities. 

Article VIII. 

The British Government also agrees that the ways and paths now in use for 
fetching water from the Reservoir for drinking purposes and for the village cattle 
shall be open as hitherto.

Opium Agreement,— 1897, 

Agreement between the Political Agent of Poona, acting under the authority 
of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay iu Council on behalf of the 
British Government and Mehbrban Skunker Rao Pandit Pant Sachiv, 
Chief of Bhor, on behalf of himself his heirs and successors regarliug the 
manufacture, consumption and sale of opium in the Bhor State. 

Whereas iu accordance with the existing relations between the British Govern¬ 
ment and Meherban Shunker Rao Pandit Pant Sachiv Chief of Bhor the cultiva¬ 
tion of poppy and the manufacture of opium are prohibited in the Bhor State and 
no opium may be consumed in the said Bhor State other than opium ou which 
there has been paid to the British Government the duty at the time pavable to the 
said Government in respect of opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay; 
and whereas in consideration of the covenants on the part of the Chief of Bhor 
eremafter contained the British Government has agreed to relinquish the portion 
ot the said duty on all opium that shall be hereafter conveyed into the said Bhor 
state for consumption therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

2. The Chief of Bhor agrees with the British Government with reference to all 
oriuer agreements on the same subject-matter as follows, viz. 

(1) That the opium from time to rime required for consumption within his 

(namely) ^ ° bfca ' Ued in one of the three following ways only 

(а) by direct importation from Malwa and Rajputana; or 

(б) by purchase in Bombay \ or 

(C) by purchase at any convenient opium depdt of the British Government; 

and that all opium so procured shall be imported into transported 
through or exported from British India as the case may require in 
accori anee with the law and rules regarding import transport and 
export of opium at the tune in force in the part of British India into

(3) That the sale of opium within his terrify shall henceforwlrd be in¬ 

ducted by Ueensed vendors only or departmental^ by State servant* ; 

<4) That opium shall not be supplied to auv of, the said licensed vendors 
except on payment of a price which is not less than the price at which 
at t ie time being licensed veudors are being supplied in the British 
districts of Satara, Kolaba and Poona. / )' 

(5) That no Ueensed vendors in hits territory shall at any time be permitted 
to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at which 
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licensed vendors are at the time being authorized to sell it in the British 
districts of Satara, Kolaba and Poona. 

(6) That the system for the vend of opium in his territory shall be hencefor¬ 

ward assimilated in its general features to that in force in the British 
districts of Satara, Kolaba and Poona. 

(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in his territory the Regula¬ 

tions published under Government Resolution in the Revenue Depart¬ 
ment No. 7207, dated 18th September 1895 and will hereafter from 
time to time adopt and enforce any change in the said Regulations or 
any new Regulations similar in effect to any provision of the law or 
rules regarding opium for the time being in force in British India which 
the Governor in Council of Bombay shall in the interests of the British 
opium revenue desire him to adopt and enforce. 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the 1st February and 1st August 

to the British Political authorities of Poona in such' form as the Gover¬ 
nor in Council of Bombay shall after cons ilting the Commissioner of 
Customs Salt Opium and Abkari from time to time prescribe accurate 
accounts of the opium transactions of his territory. 


3. The British Government agrees that so long as the Chief of Bhor duly fulfils 
the foregoing covenants one-tenth of the duty payable to the British Government 
on any opium conveyed into the territory of the Chief of Bhor in accordance with 
the relations between the British Government and the Chief as recited in the pre¬ 
amble to this agreement shall be remitted or if duty has already been paid on any 
such opium as if the same were to be consumed in the Presidency of Bombay then 
that the one-tenth of the amount of the duty which has been so paid shall be 
refunded to the Chief: 

Provided that nothing in this Agreement shall affect the ultimate right of 
the British Government as paramount authority on occasion arising to alter the 
rate of duty or the proportion thereof to be remitted or refunded under this clause 
and that no such alterations shall release the said Chief of Bhor from any of the 
covenants performable by him under this Agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this Agreement 
the word “ opium ” shall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (I of 1878) 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Presidency 
of Bombay.

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VII—SATARA AGENCY. 

1. Aundh. 


l'lie Jagirdar of Aundh lias tlie title of Pant Pratinidhi. The Chief 
with whom the British Government formed in 1820 its first Engagement 
(Ao. 1) was Parasram Pandit. The title of Pratinidhi, which means 
the likeness and representation of the Raja,” was conferred by Raja- 
lani when, during the misfortunes .which followed the death of Shivaji, 
he established a court at Gingi on the plan of the court of his father. The 
title is higher than that of Peshwa. Parasram Pandit had held the 
jagir for about forty years before the overthrow of the Peshwa Baji liao. 
in 1847 he adopted a son, Srinivas Parasram, on which occasion he was 
required to pay a nazarana of Rs. 25,000 to the Raja of Satara. Srinivas 
Parasram succeeded his father in 1848. 


In 1802 the Ruler of Aundh received a Sanad of Adoption (see Shola- 
pur Agency No. II). 

In 1880 the Chief entered into an agreement by which he undertook 
to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy in his State, and the illicit im¬ 
portation of opium into his territory. This agreement was renewed with 
some modifications in 1886 and 1807 (see Surat Agency, No. IX). 

In 1886 the Chief entered into an Agreement (see No. Ill), ceding 
full jurisdiction over the lands in his State occupied or thereafter to be 
occupied by the Southern Mahratta Railway. 

In 1887 the Chief abolished the imports called ‘ stha'lmod ’ (import 
duty) and ‘ sthalbharit ’ (export duty) in his territory. 

W ith a view to assimilating the abkari administration in the Aundh 
Mate to the system in force in the adjoining British districts, the ChieJ 
entered into an agreement in 1879, which was renewed in 1887, 1895 am 

I* e ^, V*; U T gement ^ ie revenue of the State was trails 

fened to the British Government for ten years, in consideration of ar 

annual payment of Rs. 4,500. The lease has since been renewed, am 
the annual payment increased, in 1914 (Rs. 11,500) and 'l924 (Rs 
15,721), the present Agreement (see Southern Mahratta Country State! 
Agency No. XX) having been concluded for a period of' ten years fron 
the 1st August 1924. 


Srmrvas Parasram died in 1901, and his eldest son, Parasram Rao 
Srinivas alias Dadasalub, was installed in 1902. He died in 1905, aud 
7 r uS succeeded by his son Meherbah Gopal Krishna Rao alias Nunasahib. 

e was deposed in 1907 after trial by a commission. He receives an al¬ 
lowance of R s . 600 a month and is required to reside at Dluirwnv. 

Passing over Gangadhar Rao alias Tatyasahib, second son of Srini- 
vas 1 arasram, Government selected Tatyasphib’s younger brother Bhuw- 
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anrao alias Balasahib, to succeed his nephew Nanasahib. He was in¬ 
stalled in 1909, after tlie State liad been administered for two years by 
die Political Agent, and is tlie present Puling Chief of Aundh. 

The cultivation of ganja has been prohibited in the State, and the 
management of tlie contract of hemp drugs was handed over in 1903-04 
to the British Government, in consideration of an annual compensation of 
Rs. 784-12-0. This arrangement has been periodically continued, on a 
gradually increasing scale of compensation; it was last renewed in 1925, 
for a period of ten years, at an annual compensation of Us. 31,814. 

The area of Aundh, which is composed of various isolated Estates, 
is about 501 square miles; the population, according to the Census of 
1921, 64,560; and the total revenues Rs. 3,66,318. 

The Chief pays no tribute to the British Government. 

The State possesses (1926) 11 Cavalry, 81 Infantry and 52 Armed 
Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on (he occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 

abolished. 

2. Phaltan, 

The Chief of Phaltan, styled Nimbalkar, belongs to an ancient 
family, which long held the district of Phaltan under the Muhammadan 
rulers of Bijapur. Jan Rao, with whom the British Government form¬ 
ed an Engagement (No. II) in 1820, died in 1827. He was succeeded 
by Baja ji Naik, who paid a nazarana of Rs. 30,000 to the Raja of 
Satara. Bajaji Naik died in 1841, when his widow was permitted to adopt 
Mudhoji Naik, a nazarana of Rs. 30,000 being paid to the Raja of 
Satara. He succeeded to the gaddi in 1860. The State became embar¬ 
rassed through the mismanagement of the Chief, and in 1882 the govern¬ 
ment was entrusted to two joint-administrators. In 1885, order having 
been to some extent restored, the Jagirdar was reinstated. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Phaltan received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
Sholapur Agency No. II). 

In 1879 the Chief entered into an agreement by which the manage¬ 
ment of the abkari revenue of the State was transferred to the British 
Government. The agreement has been periodically renewed, the present 
Agreement (see Southern Mahratta Country States Agency No. NX) 
having been concluded in 1924 tor a period of ten years, in consideration 
of an annual payment of Rs. 9,000. 

In 1880 the Chief entered into an agreement by which he undertook 
to prohibit the cultivation of poppy in the State, and the'illicit importa¬ 
tion of opium into his territory. This agreement wa& renewed with 
some modifications in 1887 and 1897 (see Surat Agency No. IX). 
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In.1886 tlie Chief entered into an Agreement (No. Ill) ceding full 
jurisdiction oyer the lands in the Phaltan State occupied by the Southern 
ahiatta Kailway. In 1924 he entered into another Agreement (No. 

I \) ce ding jurisdiction over the lands in the State to be occupied by the 
Karsi Light Railway. 

In 188T tlie Chief abolished the duties 1 sthalmod ’ (import duties) 
and 4 sthalbharit ' (export duties). 

Ihe cultivation of gauja has been prohibited in the State, and the 
management of the contract of hemp di ngs was handed over in 1903-04 
P f c British Government in consideration of an annual compensation of 
Rs. 1,505. This, arrangement lias bedn periodically continued, on a 
gradually increasing scale of compensation: it was last renewed in 1925, 
for a period of ten years, at an annual compensation of Rs. 6,729. 

Mudhoji Naik died on the 17th October 1916, having ruled the State 
tor nearly 57 years. His only son Yyankatrao, born in 1861, had pre- 
ctaste him in 1887. Ihe present Chief Malojirao alias Nanasahib, 
born in 1896 was adopted in 1899 by Mudhoji Naik. He was installed, 

with the full powers appertaining to the Ruler of the State, on the 
15th November 1917. s 


Ihe area ot Phaltan is 39* square miles; the population, according 
h> the Census ot 1921, 43,286; and the total reveuues Rs. p,74,236.

No. I. 

Agreement between the Honourable East India Company and the Punt 
Prit iee Nidhee, of Satara, dated the 22nd April 1820. 

Perms fixed by Captain James Grant Sahib Bahadoor, on the part of the 
Honoura ble Company, for Rao Sahib Mushfuk Meherban I urashram 
Pundit Prithee Nidhee. 

The possessions of the Punt Prithee Nidhee came into the possession of the 
British Government along with the rest of the country ; but in consideration of 
the antiquity and respectability of the family, they have been freely restored in 
the same manner as they were held up to the period of the war. But as the greater 
part of the country of the Prithee Nidhee is within the limits of the territory made 
over by Treaty to His Highness the Rajah of Satara, the Prithee Nidhee therefore 
is placed under the government of His Highness. 

The British Government is the guarantee, and the terms fixed are as follows 

Article 1. 

That the inhabitants of the country under the Pirthee Nidhee may be pro¬ 
tected, justice must be properly administered, and a police established for the 
prevention and detection of thieves and robbers. Should justice not be honestly 
dispensed, and thefts and robberies, from the inefficiency of the police, become 
so frequent that people may be obliged to complain ; in the event of such being 
the case, the Government of His Highness will, with the advice and assistance of 
the Agent of the British Government, issue directions on the subject which must 
be attended to. 

Article 2. 

An efficient police must be established, so that no inhabitants of the country 
under the Punt Prithee Nidhee may commit thefts or robberies within the terri¬ 
tories of the British Government or of His Highness. Should at any time stolen 
property be found, or thefts traced by Magistrate within the country of the Pun* 
Prithee Nidhee, the thief and stolen property must be made over to whichever 
government may demand them. People of either government, who may enter 
the country of the Prithee Nidhee for the purpose of apprehending criminals and 
other offenders must have every assistance given to them. If this is not attended 
to, then whatever appears to be the proper measures shall be suggested by the 
Agent of the British Government, and corresponding arrangements will be made 
by His Highness’s government.

Agreement between the Rajah of Satara and the Punt Prithee Nidhee,— 

July 1820. 

Agreement on the part of His Highness the Rajah of Satara respecting 
Rajesree Purushram Pundit Prithee Nidhee, to whom these commands 
are issued. 

The country formerly possessed by you has been freely restored and bestowed 
through the liberality of the British Government, and an agreement, consisting 
of 10 Articles, has been made out and delivered to you by Captain James Grant 
Sahib Bahadoor on the part of the British Government. The greater part of your 
country has come within the limits of the territory made over to His Highness 
by the Treaty with the British Government, and the terms fixed by the British 
Government having been approved of, the Hoozoor, for the purpose of confirming 
you in possession, has determined as follows :— 


Article 1. 

Should any disturbances take place in the territories of His Highness or of the 
British Government which adjoin your country, aid must be afforded by sending 
all the disposable police in your districts on requisition from the mamlutdars of 
either government. 

Article 2. 

All wuttun and other allowances hitherto possessed by you within the territory 
of His Highness shall be continued, and in like manner all items of revenue belong¬ 
ing to His Highness’s government within your country must be continued to be 
paid. All doomalla villages and land, wurshasuns, dhurmadao, dewasthan, rozindar, 
khyrat, uemnook, duruk, and all other allowances hitherto enjoyed within your 
country must be continued without interruption, and should at present any in¬ 
vestigation be carried on respecting the rights or possessions of those holding 
them on government deeds, decisions must be given upon the fairest principles of 
j ustice, so that no complaints may be made. Should persons holding inheritances 
of the above mentioned descriptions raise or excite disturbances, or commit offen¬ 
ces against the public peace, or should persons possessed of such inheritances die 
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Without heirs, you will fully investigate the matter and state what may appear 
really just, when His Highness’s government, with the advice of the Agent of the 
British Government, will send such orders as may be fit and proper, which must 
be conformed to. 

Article 3. 

That the inhabitants of your country may be protected, justice must be honestly 
a< ministered, and a proper police established for the prevention and detection of 
leves and robbers; but if unjust decisions are given, and no good police kept 
up, so that thefts and robberies become of frequent occurrence, and people in 
consequence may be obliged to bring forward complaints; in the event pf such 
being the case, whatever orders may in consequence be issued by His Highness’s 

government, with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, these must 
be carried into effect.

is to be considered a jaghiredar of His Highness’s government, but under the 
guarantee of the British Government.

Agreement on the part of His Highness the Rajah of Satara respecting Raje- 
shree Jan Rao Naik Nimbalkur, Deshmook of the Phultun Pergunnah, 
to whom these commands are issued. 

The pergunnah of Phultun having been for a long time past possessed by you 
as a personal and military jaghire, the British Government, therefore, have in their 
liberality freely bestowed and restored the same to you according to terms fixed 
by Captain James Grant Bahadoor on their part. The country of the jaghire 
having come within'the limits of the territory of the Hoozoor, by the Treaty with 
the British Government, it has accordingly been placed under it, and an agreement 
on the part of the British Government has been made and delivered to you, which 
has been approved of by the Circar ; and, for the purpose of confirming you in the 
abovementioned jagbire, the Hoozoor has determined as follows. 


Article 1. 

The pergunnah of Phultun is to be'held as a personal and military jaghire, on 
condition of furnishing ninety (90) horse, seventy-five" (75) of which, completely 
equipped, and'the horses good, are always to be kept in the service of the Hoozoor, 
and the remaining fifteen^lS) to remain with you. 

Article 2. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to be good, the horses at the 
value of from Rupees 300 to 400, and to be'always kept ready in the service of His 
Highness’s Government. Wherever their services may be required they are 
to proceed without any delay or remonstrance.

As the jaghire district adjoins the territory of His Highness, and consequently, 
it may be necessary to effect exchanges of items of revenue or land, either for the 
purpose of distinctly defining the boundary, or on account of arrangements in 
the police, therefore, on a representation from the govermnent of His Highness, 
the Agent of the British Government will arrange such exchanges as may be neces* 
gary, having previously ascertained that they will not be injurious to your interests, 
and such exchanges must be made accordingly.

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VIII — BIJAPUR AGENCYo 

Jath. 

Jatli is one of tlie Satara J agirs and is of no great antiquity. 

The family of the Daphles of Jath derive their’name from the village 
of Daphlapur in the Jath pargana. They are descended from 
Satwajirao Ch avail, Patil of Daphlapur, to whom a Deshmuklii watan 
was granted by Ali Adil Shah, King of Bijapur, in 1680, and who ac¬ 
quired J agirs of two Mahals, Jath and Karajgi, from the Emperor 
Aurangzeb in 1700. 

The Agreement (No. I) of the British Government in 1820 was made 
with Renuka Bai, first widow of Khanaji Daplile, late Chief of the 
Jath State. The Estate passed from her to the second widow, Salu Bai, 
on whose death in 1823 Ramrao Daphle, the head of a younger branch 
of the family, succeeded. In 1827 the Jagir was attached by the Haja 
of Satara to pay off the Chief’s debts. After their liquidation the 
Estate was restored in 1841 to Bhagirathi Bai, widow of Ramrao. The 
British Government have more than once interfered to adjust the pecuni¬ 
ary affairs of the Jagir. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Jath received a Sanad of Adoption (see Shola- 
pur Agency No. II). 

In 1873, in consequence of numerous complaints of oppression on the 
part of the Jagirdar, Amritrao Daphle, lie was deprived of all civil and 
criminal jurisdiction, and a Karbari was appointed with certain limited 
powers for a time; but the subsequent contumacy of the Jagirdar rendered 
it necessary to assume the whole management of the Jagir. The ad¬ 
ministration was made over to the Chief in 1885 on certain specified 
conditions, which were laid down in greater detail in 1887. These condi¬ 
tions lie made no attempt whatever to fulfil, and in 1891 it was found 
necessary in the interest of the State to deprive him of all authority, 
an annual allowance of Rs. 20,000 being granted to him. The State 
was at the same tune transferred from the Bijapur to the Kolhapur and 
Southern Mahratta Country Agency. 

In 1888 the State entered into an agreement wherein^ its abkari 
revenue was leased to the British Government for ten years. The agree¬ 
ment has since been periodically continued: the present Agreement (see 
Southern Mahratta Country States Agency No. XX) having been con¬ 
cluded for a period of ten years from the 1st August 1924. ° 

Amritrao died in January 1892, and was succeeded on the 13th Janu¬ 
ary 1893 by Ramrao Amritrao, who was adopted by the senior widow 
of Amritrao. 

The cultivation of poppy and manufacture of opium in the State are 
prohibited, and an Agreement (see Surat Agency No. TXf was entered 
into in 1895. 
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In September 1901 the State was again transferred from the Kolhapur 
and Southern Mahratta Country to the Bijapur Agency. 

The prohibition of cultivation of hemp in the State was agreed to, 
and the hemp drugs revenue leased to the British Government, in 1904. 
Since then, the lease has been renewed at different periods, the latest 
occasion being in 1926, when it was renewed for 10 years from the 1st 


April 1925. 

The Estate of Daphlapur was restored to its parent State of Jath 
consequent on the death, on the 13th January 1917, of Rani Bai Salieb 
JDaphle, in accordance with the decision of 1861 of the Bombay Govern¬ 
ment which was subsequently confirmed by the Secretary of State. 

In 1927 the Chief ceded (No. II) full jurisdiction over lands acquir¬ 
ed for the Pandharpur-Miraj extension of the Barsi Light Railway. 

Ramrao Amritrao died on the 14th August 1928 and was succeeded 
by his eldest son, the present Chief, Vijayasinh Ramrao, alias 
Babasaheb Daphle, born on the 21st July 1909. 

The Chief has full civil and revenue jurisdiction. His criminal 
jurisdiction is unlimited subject to the proviso that for capital offences 
he can only try his own subjects except with the permission of the 

Political Agent. 

The area of Jath is 980-8 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 82,654; and the gross revenue Rs. 3,35,971. 

The Jagirdar pays to the British Government Rs. 6,400 a year in 
lieu of a service of 50 horsemen, a tribute of Rs. 4,847' on account of 
certain rights inherited from the Rajas of Satara, and some other small 
sums on account of rights in oilier districts. He also pays Rs. 958-1-4 
to the Pant Pratinidhi from the revenues of certain villages. 


The State possesses (1926) 54 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished.

Agreement between the Rajah of Satara and the Duflaykur, —July 1820. 

Agreement on the part of His Highness the Rajah of Satara respecting 
Renooka Bai Duflay, Deshmook of the Pergunnahs of Jut and Kurzgee, 
to whom these commands are issued.

Soojayut Shaar Sheikh Mira Waekur, to whom these orders are issued. 

The whole of the jaghire, etc., enjoyed by you have, with the rest of the country, 
reverted to the British Government; but as that government has been pleased’ 
m consideration of the antiquity of your family, to guarantee to you the villages 
held up to the war, excepting pergunnah Duryapore, Prant Wurad, mouza Bholee 
pergunnah Shiralee, and mouza Pulsec, Prant Waee, by a Yad of 12 paragraphs 
executed to you by Captain James Grant, the British Resident, whereof bavin* 
been constituted a jagluredar of this State during the pleasure of the British Govern¬ 
ment, you are to conduct yourself towards it like the other jaghiredars mentioned 

t!J. tt 1 r aty ’ and aS a Yad has been executed to you by the British Government, 
His Highness approves of the same, and for the continuation of the villages to you 
determines as follows, viz.; _ J 


Article 1. 

The pergunnah of Yerndole, Prant Khandesh, and other possessions in the 
Deccan are hereby continued and confirmed to you. Formerly you had to main¬ 
tain a contingent of 63 horse for the service of the Pcishwa’s government; but 
as pergunnah Duryapore, etc., has now been resumed, and as you have sus¬ 
tained loss in the remaining umuls, His Highness, to enable you to. support your¬ 
self and to keep the horse and men of your contingent in good order for service 

throughout the year, reduces the contingent to 10 horse, which you are always 
to maintain for the service of the Satara State. J 


Article 2. 

„ contingent is to be efficient, the horses to be of the value from Rupees 
to 00, and the men in a complete state of equipment; the contingent to be al¬ 
ways kept present for the sorvieo of His Highness ; thoy should attend muster 
w on ordered, and proceed to whatever place directed without delay or remon¬ 
strance. Should it, appear, however, on muster that any number of the contin¬ 
gent is deficient, His Highness will, with the concurrence of the British Govern- 
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ment, oblige you to refund in the proportion of Rupees 300 per annum a horse 
for the whole period of such deficiency, according to the terms of the agree¬ 
ment entered into with you. 

Article 3. 

In the event of your contingent being employed in war by His Highness 
with the concurrence of the British Resident, no remuneration on account of the 
wounded and slain will be granted ; but all such risks and casualties, as well as 
the supply of ammunition, are included in the grant. 

Article 4. 

You are to defray the expense of your civil establishment as well as of the 
contingent. Should any commotion or disturbance occur in the districts either 
of His Highness the Rajah or of the British Government, you are, on the requi¬ 
sition of the mamlutdars of either government, to aid and co-operate with them 
with the police in your districts. 



Article 5. 

The villages, umuls, and wuttuns, etc., in His Highness the Rajah’s country 
held up to the war will be continued to you ; the government also retaining its 
umuls in your lands. All doomalla villages, doomalla inam lands, wurshasuns, 
dhurmadaos, dewasthans, rozindars, khyrats, and nemnooks, etc., as well as the 
rights of darukdars, are to be continued to the several parties as heretofore without 
objection, together with the lands held by virtue of Sunnuds, although they may 
have been on certain grounds placed under attachment. Should any of the parties 
enumerated above act improperly, or die intestate, you are to report the same to 
this government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Govern¬ 
ment, will award punishment to the offender, or direct the resumption of the land, 
as may appear expedient. If any jemadar creates a riot, or raises rebellion in 
your country, or refuses to acknowledge your supremacy, or if a wuttundar dies 
intestate, you should attach the wuttun and report the matter to government, 
when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, will issue such 
orders as may appear expedient, and to which you are to conform accordingly. 


Article 6. 

You should endeavour to make your subjects happy, distribute justice im¬ 
partially, and adopt measures for the prevention of theft, murder and other 
crimes; if these are not done, and if justice is not administered properly, and 
complaints are made to this government, His Highness, in conjunction with the 
British Besident, will enquire into the complaints, and issue such orders as may 
appear necessary, to which you are to conform ; but if you do not do so, and the 
country continue in a state of nnsgovernment, and crimes are of frequent occur- 
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rencc, His Highness will, with the concurrence of the British Resident, adopt 
such preventive measures as may appear expedient to him. 


Article 7. 

You should not, without the knowledge of this government, muster a force 
and engage in hostilities with any person : if any dispute arises among you res¬ 
pecting “ bliow puna » rights, etc., you should quietly refer the matter to this 
government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will issue the necessary orders in the case, and to which you are to conform

With the exception of the subjects of this government, you are to hold no 
intercourse nor to carry on correspondence with Bajee Ran Ruglioonauth or any 
other Prince or Chieftain, etc.; if you do, your country will be resumed. 


Article 9. 

Should an offender from your country take shelter within the territories of 
His Highness you are to report the same to this government, when measures 
will be taken to apprehend the offender and make him over to you In like 
manner offenders from the territories of His Highness or of the British Govern¬ 
ment taking shelter witlim your jaghire should be immediately apprehended and 
delivered up by you to whichever government they may belong Further you 
are to aid and assist the officers of either government who may enter your juris¬ 
diction m pursuit of offenders.

To this treaty it was pro* 
posed to add supplementary articles, ceding absolutely the‘forts of Reri 
c Ud JNeot B and binding the Raja to abstain from hostilities with other 
‘Mates and to refer all disputes to the arbitration of the British Govern¬ 
ment, who, on their part, were to guarantee the territories then ip the 
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Raja’s possession against the aggression of all foreign powers. But, as 
the terms of these articles were believed to interfere with some supposed 
claims of the Peshwa to supremacy over Savantvadi, these negotiations 
were never prosecuted to a conclusion. 

On the death of Phond Savant, his son, Khem Savant, succeeded, 
Durga Bai being again Regent. She commenced her rule by forcibly 
occupying the forts of Bharatgarh and Narsingarh, which had been 
wrested from Savantvadi a few years before by the Raja of Kolhapur, 
the integrity of whose territories the British Government were by a 
recent treaty bound to defend. The Rani rejected all proposals for an 
amicable adjustment of the dispute, and Savantvadi was therefore de¬ 
clared to be in a state of war. The districts of Maland and Varad, inter¬ 
laced with the territory in Malwan which had been ceded to the British 
Government by Kolhapur, were seized, and preparations were made for 
the invasion of Savantvadi. Hostilities, however, were suspended in 
consequence of the anarchy which prevailed in Savantvadi } arising out 
of disputes between Durga Bai, supported by Sambhaji Savant, and 
another Rani, Dadi Bai, supported by Chandroba. The latter wished 
to place in power a person pretending to be the Bhau Saheb, who, ,they 
alleged, had not been murdered in 1807. Durga Bai was reduced to 
great difficulties, and offered to adjust all causes of quarrel if the 
British Government would support her cause. Interference, however, 
was declined. In the meantime the Chiefs who headed the rival factions 
seized forts and plundered on their own account. Their depredations 
extended to British territory. During the war with the Peshwa also, 
Durga Bai, who had again recovered much of her former power, threaten¬ 
ed the invasion of British territories, and did what she could to support 
the Peshwa’s cause. The depredations committed in British territory 
did not cease even after the overthrow of the Peshwa; and it was found 
impossible longer to postpone hostilities with Savantvadi. A force was 
inarched into the country, and terms were offered after the capture of 
the forts of Yashwantgarh or Reri and Neoti. Meanwhile Durga Bai 
had died, and the regency had been assumed by the two Ranis, Savitri 
Bai and Narmada Bai, the surviving widows of Khem Savant. The 
terms offered were readily accepted, and a Treaty (No. Y) was concluded 
on the 17th February 1819, by which the British Government agreed 
to protect the State of Savantvadi, and the regency acknowledged British 
supremacy and agreed to abstain from political intercourse with other 
States, to deliver up to the British Government persons guilty of offences 
in British territory, to cede the whole line of sea-coast from the Karli 
river to the boundaries of the Portuguese possessions, and to receive 
British troops into Savantvadi. In consideration of the readiness with 
which these terms were accepted, a portion of the territory which had

Kliem Savant, who had received a Sanad of Adoption in 1862 (set 
< ui.it Agency No. IV), died in 1807 and was succeeded bv bis son, Phond 
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Savant or Anna Salieb, who had joined the rebel Sardars in 1844, and 
after the suppression of the disturbances found a refuge at Goa. He 
was subsequently allowed to return to Savantvadi, but was declared to 
have forfeited his position as heir to the gaddi. In 1861, however, he 
was pardoned and recognised as heir to the Chief ship, on the condition 
that the debt due to the British Government on account of the expenses 
incurred in putting down the insurrection in 1844 should be cleared off, 
and that nazarana of a year’s revenue should be paid on the succession 
of Phond Savant, who should then enter into an agreement to protect 
his subjects and pay for the expense of a British Agent and his estab¬ 
lishment, The debt, amounting to more than 5^- lakhs of rupees, was 
paid off in 1862, and on the accession of Phond Savant in 1867 the pre¬ 
scribed nazarana was levied. The incapacity of the new Chief made it 
necessary to impose more stringent restrictions on his independence of 
action than had been contemplated in 1861; he was therefore required, 
among other stipulations, to accept the scheme of administration which 
had been introduced by British authority; to refrain from making any 
organic changes, except with the previous approval of Government; 
and to submit for the approval of the British Government the name of 
any person whom he might wish to nominate as Minister or Secretary. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Savantvadi was granted a permanent salute of 
9 guns. 


Anna Saheb died in 1869, before the conclusion of the formal agree¬ 
ment which it had been proposed to take from him. He was succeeded 
by his only son, Raghunath Savant, who was not installed owing to his 
misconduct and incapacity. He died in 1899, and was succeeded by his 
cousin, Sri Ram Savant Bhonsle, on payment of a nazarana of 
Rs. 1,96,458-8. 

Sri Ram Savant died on the 24th April 1913 and was succeeded by 
his only sou the present Sar Desai Khem Savant Bhonsle alias Bapu 
•Saheb, born on the 20th August 1897. During his minority the adminis¬ 
tration was carried on by the Political Agent up to the 14th September 
1916, when modifications were introduced. The appointment of a resi¬ 
dent Political Agent was abolished and his duties were entrusted to the 
Collector of Belgaum: and an Administrator was appointed for the 
State, to work under the general supervision of the Collector.

Articles of Peace and Friendship agreed on and concluded by Robert Cowan, 
Esq., President and Governor of Bombay, for and in behalf of the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company, and Bapajee Naique, Chief Comman¬ 
der at Sea for Pondesaunt Sardesay of Cuddall, for and in behalf of the 
said Sardesay, —1729-30. 

Article 1. 

That there shall henceforward for ever be a firm peace and friendship betwixt 
the said Honourable English East India Company, their servants and subjects 
and the said Sardesay, his subjects, and vassals, by land and sea, under the fol¬ 
lowing conditions :— 

Article 2. 

That in case the fleet of the said Sardesay shall, at any time, meet at sea any 
ships or vessels under English colours, whether of war or merchandize, they shall 
not molest them, but on discovery that they belong to the English, give them all 
the assistance they can ; and in case of meeting with a single vessel, they shall not, 
after showing her colours, chase her with more than one gallivat, to be certainly 
informed that she is really English ; in like manner, when the vessels of war of the 
said Honourable Company shall meet at sea the fleet or vessels of the said Sardesay, 
they shall permit them to pass unmolested on showing their colours, and sending a 
gallivat or other small embarkation to certify who they are. 

Article 3. 

If at any time, through stress of weather, or any other accident, any vessels 
belonging to the English should be drove ashore and shipwrecked in the ports or 
territories of the said Sardesay, they shall not be forfeited ; on the contrary, all 
aid and assistance shall be given the people belonging to them in saving and pre¬ 
serving the said vessels and their cargoes, and free liberty granted to transport or 
dispose of what is so saved, as they shall think proper, without paying any salvage, 
custom, or duty whatever for the same; and the like shall be observed with all 
vessels belonging to the subjects of the said Sardesay that shall meet with the like 
misfortune in the ports or territories of the said Honourable Company. 

Article 4. 

The ports, places, and settlements of the said Honourable Company and the 
said Sardesay shall be free and open to the subjects and servants of both to navi¬ 
gate and trade in on paying the respective duties that are usually paid at the said 
ports and places, or that shall be hereafter stipulated and agreed on. 

Article 5. 

The sons of Canojee Augria being professed enemies to the Honourable Company 
and the said Sardesay it is agreed that the joint endeavour of both shall be exerted 
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to destroy the said enemy, the Honourable Company by their vessels of war by sea 
distressing them as much as possible, and the Sardesay both by land and sea as 
much as in his power; and when a proper opportunity ofiers, the said President 
and Governor, in behalf of the said Honourable Company, promises to give the 
said Sardesay what assistance he can to destroy the said enemy by uniting'one or 
more of the Honourable Company’s vessels of war with the fleet of the Sardesay, 
the better to obtain the end desired ; but in case of such an union of the marine 
force of both parties, the chief command of the united force shall remain to the 
English Commander. 


Article 6. i > 

That the Honourable Company shall supply the Sardesay with sucU artillery 
and warlike stores as he may want, and they can conveniently spare at reasonable 
prices. 

Article 7. 

That these Articles agreed on and concluded shall be exchanged and ratified 
by the said President and Governor under the seal of the said Honourable Company, 
and by the said Sardesay under his proper seal, in six months from the date hereof* 
or sooner if opportunity oilers. 

Done in Bombay Castle, the 12th day of January 1729-30. 



No. II. 

Articles of Agreement with the Bhonsla, concluded at the Fort at Raree 

the 7th April 1765. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship re-established between the 
Honourable Company and Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, their successors and heirs 
and for the stricter observance of the following Treaty of peace, Khem Sawunt 
the Bhonsla, agrees to send two hostages of note, with their families, to reside a 
Bombay, and to be maintained at his charge. 


Article 2 . 

The Bhonsla renounces all pretensions which he has heretofore formed, or might 
form, to the lands and tenements situated between the rivers of Karlee and Salsee 
rom the sea-shore up to the foot of the ghauts, which he cedes and guarantees to 
t ie Honourable Company in full right, and will put them in possession of the same, 
as likewise the sovereignty of the said river and the islands therein; but the 
Bhonsla requests and hopes the Honourable Company will cause the amount of 
one-third of the annual revenues of the said lands and tenements to be paid him,

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either in money or Europe staples, or in grain. In consideration of his agreeing 
to and fulfilling the 10th Article, the Honourable Company, on their part, renounce 
all pretensions to the lands, rents, revenues, and tributes, which now or heretofore 
did pay obedience, rents, or tributes to the Mai wans in any part of this country to 
the south of the river Karlee, and cedes and guarantees the same in full right to 
the Bhonsla. 

Article 3. 

The Bhonsla agrees to pay to the Honourable Company one lakh of Rupees 
as the restitution for the expenses they have been at during the trouble subsisting 
between the contracting parties ; half to be paid in eight days from the time in 
which this Treaty is concluded, Rupees 25,000 within 12 months of this date, and 
the remainder Rupees 25,000 within three years from the date hereof. 

Article 4. 

The Bhonsla will not, by any menaces or otherwise, directly or indirectly deter 
the inhabitants of the different districts or villages ceded to the Honourable Com¬ 
pany from living in them peaceably; and furthermore, will oblige all the inhabitants, 
with their families, who belonged to or lived in the aforesaid districts, who have 
quitted them, or may hereafter leave them, to return to their habitations. 

Article 5. 

The English subjects and the subjects of the Bhonsla shall have free liberty of 
trade and commerce with each other without any hindrance or molestation. 

Article 6. 

The Bhonsla will permit the Honourable Company to build a factory or factories 
on any part of. his territories adjacent to the sea-shore for vending their commodities, 
and to keep there such servants and people as they shall think necessary for con¬ 
ducting the same ; and should any of the merchants or others, his subjects, become 
debtors to the English, they shall have liberty to imprison their persons, or seize 
their effects, and vend them till satisfaction is obtained. 

Article 7. 

The Bhonsla grants to the Honourable Company an exclusive right (except 
to the Portuguese nation) of importing and vending all Europe cloths, lead, iron, 
steel, copper, and Europe commodities, in his territories, and to pass the same 
through his country. 

Article 8 . 

The Bhonsla will allow all merchants or vanjarrahs free liberty to pass and 
repass his territories to and from Fort Augustus with their effects, merchandize 
carriages, and beasts of burden, they paying the accustomed duties and no more on 
any pretence whatever. 
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Article 9. 

Ike Bhonsla agrees to deliver up all the effects which have been carried away 
from Fort Sundero in the Malwan galUvats,..with guns and all kinds of stores 
belonging to them, if any such can be proved to he in his possession now or at any 
other time. 


Article 10. 

If Jeejaboy Maharajah, the Ranee, shall offer to invade the territories of either 
of the contracting powers, or that she hinders the merchants or vanjarrahs from 
passing the ghauts, and the Honourable Company should find it necessary to attack 
her, in such case the Bhonsla agrees to assist and aid the Honourable Company 
\\ r ith his whole force, and furnish a sufficient number of draught and pack oxen 
to carry ammunition, provisions and stores.

Article 11. 

The Bhonsla shall not keep any fleet, or have any vessels or gallivats equipped 
for war. 

Article 12. 

If ever the Honourable Company should think proper to demand of the Mahrat- 
tas the lands in the districts of Salsee, which formerly belonged to the Malwans, 
that in such case they will likewise demand for and on behalf of the Bhonsla the 
lands in the said districts formerly belonging to him : the Bhonsla to pay an ade¬ 
quate share of the expenses that may accrue to the Honourable Company in making 
these demands. 

Article 13. 

The fort of Mussoora, with all the guns, shot, carriages, and stores therein, shall 
be delivered up to the Honourable Company, in its present situation, within eight 
days from this date; in lieu whereof the Honourable Company shall at the same 
time deliver up to the Bhonsla the fort of Raree, with all guns and carriages found 
on the walls when conquered by the English. 

Article 14. 

The Bhonsla will not entertain in his service any.people belonging to the English, 
whether Europeans or others, nor suffer any European deserters to pass through 
his districts, but, on the contrary, give strict orders to all his officers to seize such 
as may be seen,in his dominions, and return them to the Chief of Fort Augustus 
on promise of pardon, whether they are applied for or not. The English will 
observe the same in respect to the subjects of the Bhonsla ; and slaves to be returned 
on both sides. 

Article 15. 

If any vessels or boats belonging to the English, their subjects or dependants, 
shall at &ny time be drove ashore, or wrecked in any part of the Bhonsla’s 
dominions, he agrees to afford all suitable assistance for the preservation of such 
vessels and their cargoes, and whatevcy part thereof may be saved to be delivered 
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lip to their right owner without any salvage whatever, except the labourers hire ; 
the English on their parts to observe the same in respect to the vessels belonging 
to the Bhonsla. 

Article 16. 

If at any time the Bhonsla should have occasion for powder and ball and mili¬ 
tary stores, the Honourable Company will supply him with what they can spare at 
the usual rates. 

Article 17. 

The Honourable Company agree, if convenient to them, to furnish the Bhonsla 
with troops to go against his and their enemies. 

Article 18. 

The Bhonsla agrees to fulfil the first, second, third, and thirteenth Articles 
within eight days from the signature of this Treaty ; in default of which, he agrees 
to pay all the charges of maintaining the garrison of the fort of Raree till they are 
fulfilled, at which time the Honourable Company will deliver up the fort of Raree. 

Article 19. 

In witness of these Articles of agreement between the contracting parties, 
we the underwritten agents and ministers plenipotentiary have signed with our 
hands, and in their name, and in virtue of our full powers, the present definitive 
Treaty, and have caused the seals of the Honourable Company and the Bhonsla 
to be put thereto. 

Done at the Fort of Raree , the 7th day of April 1765.

The Bhonsla agrees to pay the Honourable Company Rupees 2,00,000 as res¬ 
titution for the expenses they have been at from the time the troubles subsisted 





between the respective parties, and maintaining the fort of Raree, Rupees 80,000 
to be paid m three months from the 24th October 1766, that is, Rupees 50,000 the

o ge m the Honourable Company’s hands two hostages by name Dowlut Delvie 

cuzani Bawali, who are to reside at Bombay, and to be maintained at his 
expense. 

Article 3. 

The Honourable Company, in consideration of the Bhonsla’s fulfilling the 
foregoing Articles, do agree on the payment of the first sum, viz., Rupees 80,000, 
to deliver him, the said Bhonsla, the fort of Raree, and do further renounce all 
claim or pretensions to the lands and tenements belonging thereto. 


Article 4. 

The Honourable Company will carry away all guns, carriages, mortars, shot, 
s lells powder, stores, etc., of what kind soever they may have brought here, and 

icy do give up to the Bhonsla such guns and carriages as are here that were belong¬ 
ing to fort Raree. ° 


Article 5. 

Kliem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will permit the Honourable Company to build a 
factory, etc., with warehouses at Raree, at such place as may be most convenient 

for them, at which place they will hoist their flag, or on any part of his territories

servants and people, also vessels and boats, as they shall think necessary for con- 
f noting the same and should any of the merchants or others, his subjects, be¬ 
come debtors to the English, they shall have free liberty to imprison their persons, 
seize their eftects, and vend them till satisfaction is made and obtained.

The English subjects and the subjects of the Bhonsla shall have free liberty 
to trade and commerce with each other Without any hindrance or molestation.

Kliem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will not directly or indirectly give any hindrance 
mo estation to any vessels or boats with English colours and passes, or any 
vessels or boats going under English convoys ; in like manner the English will not 
molest any boats or vessels belonging to Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, or his subjects, 
Provided they have passes or certificates with the Bhonsla’s seal affixed. 
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Article 8. 

The Bhonsla grants to the English nation an exclusive right (except the 
Portuguese) of importing and vending all Europe commodities, as lead, iron, steel, 
cloths, copper, etc., in his country, and to pass the same through his territories 

Article 9. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will allow all merchants or vanjarrahs free liberty 
to pass and repass his territories, to and from the English factory, with their 
effects, merchandize, packages, carriages, and beasts of burden, they paying the 
accustomed duties and no more on any pretence whatever. 

Article 10. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will not entertain in his service any people belonging 
to the English, whether Europeans or others, but on the contrary give strict orders 
to his officers to seize such as may be seen in his dominions, nor suffer any Euro¬ 
pean deserters to pass through his country but return them to the Resident of the 
English factory, whether they are applied for or not, on promise of pardon; the 
English will observe the same in respect to the subjects of the Bhonsla, etc., and 
slaves to be returned on both sides. 

Article 11. 

If any vessels or boats belonging to the English, their subjects or allies, or those 
trading under their protection, at any time be drove ashore or wrecked in any 
part of the Bhonsla’s dominions, he agrees to afford all suitable assistance for the 
preservation of such vessels and their cargoes, and whatever part thereof may 
be saved to be delivered up to the lawful owners without any salvage whatever, 
except the labourers* hire; the English on their parts to observe the same in 
respect to afcy vessels belonging to Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla. 

Article 12.

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will not, by menaces or otherwise, directly nor 
indirectly plunder, or in any shape molest, the inhabitants or others that may 
have served or lived under the protection of the English during the time they were 
in possession of fort Raree, but permit them to enjoy peaceably their houses, lands, 
and tenements, in the same free and ample manner as when the Bhonsla’s govern- 
ment subsisted before the English conquered this place. The least infringement 
of this Article will be highly resented by the Honourable Company. 

Article 13. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, agrees, should the Honourable Company be 
attacked, and they should require his assistance, to provide them with what 
troops they may want, they supplying them with provisions only • the Honour¬ 
able Company in like manner agree to assist the Bhonsla should it be convenient

Article 4. 

It is further agreed upon on the part of the Bajah Phond Sawunt Bhonsla 
that no vessel of any description whatever belonging to the Sawunt Waree State 
shall be allowed to proceed to or from the port of Newty without first being exa¬ 
mined by a person or persons who will be appointed for that purpose by the 
British authority, and also that a guard of British troops shall be stationed at the 
port of Newty for the same purpose.

It is also agreed upon on the part of the Bajah Phond Sawunt Bhonsla, his 
heirs and successors, that if at any time hereafter any of his subjects shall be 
guilty of piratical acts, the forts of Baree and Newty shall be given up to the 
Honourable Company in like maimer with Vingorla.

It is further agreed on the part of the Honourable Company that as soon as

Tkeaty between the Honourable East India Company and the Regency of 
Sawunt Waree on the part of Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla, settled by 
Major-General Sir William Grant Keir, k.m.t., on the part of the British 
Government, and by Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla on the part of Govern¬ 
ment of Sawunt Waree, by virtue of full powers from the British Govern¬ 
ment, on the one part, and with the concurrence and consent of the Regency 
of Sawunt Waree, on the other,—1819. 


Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the British Government 
and the State of Waree. 

Article 2. 

The British Government engages to protect the principality and the territory 
of Sawunt Waree. 

Article 3. 

The Regency on the part of Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla agrees to act in 
subordinate co-operation with the British Government and acknowledge its supre¬ 
macy, and will not have any connection with other Chiefs and States. 

Article 4. 

The Regency on the part of Rajah Khem Sawunt agrees not to enter into nego¬ 
tiations with any Chief or State without the knowledge or consent of the British 
Government. 

Article 5. 

The Regency on the part of Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla agrees not to commit 
aggressions on any one; if by accident disputes arise with any one, they shall be 
submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 


Article 6, 

The Rajah and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers of the 
country, and the jurisdiction of the British Government shall not be introduced 
into that principality. 

Article 7. 

The Treaty of ten Articles concluded at Mardoor between Captain Oourtland 
Schuyler and Rajah Phond Sawunt Bhonsla on the 3rd October 1812 is hereby 
confirmed; but Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla, having perfect confidence in the 
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justice of the British Government, agrees that if any of his subjects be guilty of 
crimes within the territories of the British Government, they shall be tried and 
punished by the officers of the British Government. 


Article 8. 

Whereas frequent depredations have been committed in the British territory 
by subjects of the State of Sawunt Waree, the Regency on the part of Rajah Khem 
Sawunt Bhonsla agrees never to employ in the service of the government of Sawunt 
Waree Sumbajee Sawunt or Babna Gopaul, the principal instigators of those 
depredations. The Regency further engages to deliver up to the British Govern¬ 
ment such of the perpetrators of those depredations as may be in their power to 
apprehend, and whose names have been given in by Major-General Sir William 
Grant Keir, K.M.T. It is further stipulated and agreed that all subjects of the 
State of Sawunt Waree who may in future be guilty of plundering the territories 
of the British Government, or any of its allies, are to be given up to the British 
Government to be punished according to the laws of that government; and iu 
the event of the real criminals not being given up, the amount of the property 
plundered is to be paid by the government of Sawunt Waree to the British Govern¬ 
ment.

Article 9. 

The Regency on the part of Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla cedes in perpetuity 
to the British Government the forts of Raree (Eshwuntghur) and Newty, together 
with the lands round those forts, which have hitherto belonged to their jurisdic¬ 
tion, comprehending the districts of Pant and Ajgaum, and the whole lines of sea 
coast from the Karlee River to Vingorla, and from Vingorla to the Portuguese 
territory ; and as Sumbajee Sawunt and Babna Gopaul are unable to reimburse 
the claims of the British Government, out of consideration to the Rajah Khem 
Sawunt Bhonsla, those claims are expressly relinquished on the part of the British

Article 1. 

The British Government, in token of its friendship towards the Sawunt Waree 
State, and to evince that it demanded the cession of the Ajgaum and Pant districts, 
ceded by the Treaty concluded on the 17th February 1819, for the sole purpose of 
putting an effectual stop to the depredations committed in the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s territories by the subjects of the Sawunt Waree State, does hereby restore 
to Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla Bahadoor the Ajgaum and Pant districts (with 
the exception of the forts of Eshwuntghur (Raree) and Newty, and the villages 
forming the line of the sea-coast), and the undermentioned villages of the Boor- 
davee district, in perpetuity, viz., the inland villages of the Ajgaum district, 
Ajgaum, Asoolee, Manoos, Urioundy, Tuhoanny, Terrawanny, Kcnslay, and 
Gooldeway ; the inland villages of the Pant district, Pant, Tayndoolee, Chandwan, 
and Kurnathee ; and of the Boordavee district, the villages Wurroos, Kuswun, 
Wussurgaurn, Hussaul, Koonday, Purvay, Kassurrul, and Gaurce-warreetururdy. 


Article 2. 

It is expressly agreed, and it is stipulated on the part of the Regency, for and 
in behalf of Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla Bahadoor, that no person of, or belonging 
to, the abovenamed places, and others that may be hereafter given on any account 
or cause whatsoever, shall be responsible, or punished for any acts committed or 
clone by orders, or sanction, or cognizance of the Honourable Company prior 
to the date of their being delivered to the possession of the Sawunt Waree 
State. 
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The above Treaty, consisting of two Articles, was agreed to, and concluded by. 
Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla Bahadoor, Sardesay of Coodall and its dependencies* 
with the approval of Nerbudda Bai and Saveetree Bai, at Sawunt Waree, the 7th 
day of February 1820, corresponding to Thursday, the third of Rubbelaker in the 
year Soorsun Ashreen Myatein-wu-Ulf.

Agreement for the Transfer of the village of Seevapore to the Kolhapore 

Durbar,—1820. 

The Vakeels of the Kolhapore Durbar having proposed that the Waree Durbar 
should relinquish their right of sovereignty in the village of Seevapore for the 
following reasons:— 

1st .—That the village for the last thirty years had been under the complete 
authority of the fort of Monohurghur. 

2nd .—That the lands are cultivated and the village mostly inhabited by the 
garrison of Monohurghur. 

3rd .—The extreme probability of immediate and never-ending disputes between 
the soldiers of both States from the irritated feelings entertained by each. 

4th .—That as the Government granary is to be situated in that village, it would 
be highly desirable that the Kolhapore officers should be exempted from foreign 
jurisdiction. 

5th .—That as the village was close under the fort, the presence of a guard from 
Sawunt Waree would be detrimental to the safety of the fort. 

The Waree Durbar had no objection if the subjoined arrangements weie 
acceded to :— 

Article 1. 

That as the sovereignty was to be relinquished in toto, it was desirable the 
Kolhapore Durbar should also relinquish its rights and claims to a village. 


Article 2. 

That as the village of Seevapore was esteemed of importance to the safety of 
the fort, they, in an equal degree, held in similar importance the village of 
Ambaygaum. 

Article 3. 

That the ancient village receipts of the revenue from Seevapore to the Waree 
State, and store of Ambaygaum to the Kolhapore State, should be the basis of the 
exchange in adjusting the revenue. 

The difference on examination of the ancient village records is none or little 

The Kolhapore revenue from Ambaygaum being bhurrays 7-1-0, and Rupees 
13-1-3. 1 

The Waree revenue from Seevapore being bhurrays 7-0-0, and Rupees 26-O-OJ 

The difference by the present agreement is thus :— 

The Waree Durbar relinquishes its revenue from Seevapore. 

Grain bhurrays 4-3-12Rupees 28-3. 

The Kolhapore Durbar relinquishes its revenue from Ambaygaum 
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Grain bhurrays 15-2-7, Rupees 38-3. 

An excess only of bhurrays 10-2-13 in lieu of the advantages of the sole sover¬ 
eignty and jurisdiction of the Seevapore. 

In avoidance of the future disputes the above arrangements were made and 
concluded.

Substance of a Memorandum of Ra.tah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla Bahadoor, 
Sardesay Prant Coodal and Mehals ; Soosun Shullasheen Myateiu-wu-Ulf' 
—1832. 

My country has been thrown into disorder and confusion more than once 
through my own misconduct, and the Honourable Company now, at ray request, 
undertakes to restore my authority. I therefore engage to act up to the following 
conditions, on which alone the assistance of the Honourable Company is extended 
to me :— 

Atiticle 1. 

I will appoint Vittul Rao Mahadeo Suchness, my karbarree, to manage the 
affairs of my State, and I will not remove him without the consent of the British 
Government. 

Article 2. 

Whatever measures of reform for the reduction of my expenses or those of 
my State, and whatever arrangements for the satisfaction of those whom my 
misgovernment has rendered discontented, the said karbarec may advise, and the 
British Government may sanction, I will authorize and act up to, and enforce 
and I will offer no obstructions whatever, and I will engage to the utmost of my 
ability and power always to support the said minister in the discharge of the 
duties entrusted to him. 

j . Article 3. 

If I fail in either of these conditions I shall have deservedly forfeited the friend¬ 
ship and confidence of the British Government, with whom it will then remain to 
make a suitable arrangement for the State, preserving the musnud to my son 
according to the Treaty. 

Article^ 4. 

Whatever extra expenses are required on account of troops, or for any other 
causes relative to the settlement of the principality, I agree to defray. 

The above four Articles I agree to; Chundree 2nd Shaban Oorf Posh Shud 
Tretiah Shekkah 1754, Nundunnam Suwuntsurre, 25th December 1832. The

Translation of a Letter from the Chieftain of Sawunt Waree, to Richard 
Spooner, Political Superintendent of Sawunt Waree, dated 15th 
September 1838. 


You have come to Waree and represented to me that my country is sorely 
vexed by the depredations of lawless rebels, and that the finances of the State 
and also other matters are in great disorder; that therefore, under instructions 
from the Bombay Government, you had come to Waree, and that, until you had 
settled the country and made good arrangements with respect to all affairs of 
the State, you intended to have the entire management of my country and issue 
every order respecting it through the Minister Moro Punt Leleh, and you asked 
me whether I had any objections to the measure. 

In reply I beg to observe that great friendship has from olden time existed 
between the Honourable Company’s and my government; and in order that my 
State may not sustain any loss, and may eventually be made over to me again 
in the same manner as I have hitherto enjoyed it, your government have sent 
you here to settle the country, and you have explicitly explained to me the measures 
which they intend to adopt, and that you intend to have the entire management 
of the country until it is settled and brought into good order. 

By the adoption of the above measure my State will not sustain any loss, 
therefore I am willing that you and the Minister Moro Crustu Leleh should take 
the intire management of the country, and govern it justly and according to the 
existipg customs and usages of the country. 


Great friendship exists personally between me and yourself, and I have every 
confidence in you. I am therefore desirous that you alone should carry the above 
measures into effect, and that you should remain here until the country is settled, 
and having accomplished this, that you should restore the country to me, and that 
you should not leave me until the country is made over again to me. If any other 
gentleman comes here to manage the entire affairs of the country, it will be dero¬ 
gatory to my own personal dignity and to that of my State. 


Therefore I trust you will make arrangements that no other gentleman may 
be sent to conduct this business, but that you, having settled the country and 
made every arrangement respecting it, will restore it again to me the same as 
before, and that the Treaty entered between the Honourable Company and mv

Article 1. 


Ujum Rajah Bahadoor does hereby renounce all claim to the sea and land 
customs, including the fee for stamping piece goods, which he has hitherto levied 
within as well as on the borders of the territory of the Waree Sumsthan ; hereafter 
the Rajah Bahadur has no claim to the abovementioned items of customs. 

* i i 

Article 2. 

Ujum Rajah Bahadoor does hereby make over to the British Government the 
right of establishing nalcas on the frontier of the Waree Umul, and the territory 
consisting of Pome and other rnehals now held by the Portuguese of Goa, and 
of levying customs there, as also of levying sea customs at the port of Banda. 
The British Government can levy the customs according to its own rules, and in 
any manner it pleases, to which levy the Rajah Bahadoor is not to raise any ob¬ 
jection on any account. 

Article 3. 

With the exception of the places mentioned in Article 2 of this agreement, the 
levy of land customs, including the fee for stamping piece goods at ail other places 
in the Waree Sumsthan Umid, is abolished. 


Article 4. 

The British Government shall annually make a certain payment to the Rajah 
Bahadoor in lieu of the sea and land customs, including the fee for stamping piece 
goods, which the Waree Sumsthan hitherto levied, and of the huks which the 
hukdars received direct, after examining the collections for the three years, viz., 
1834-1835, 1835-1836, and 1836-1837, and after fixing the average, or a third of 
the total thereof, the amount of the average shall be annually paid to the Rajah 
Bahadoor. 

i Article 5. 

The Rajah Bahadoor having signified his wish to the British Government that 
articles imported from Goa for his own use, and for the use of his durrukdars, 
might be exempted from customs as long as the customs did not exceed Rupees 
five hundred, the British Government complied with the request; and with a 
view to avoid constant trouble the British Government agrees to pay annually to 
the Rajah Bahadoor, on account of the remission, a sum of Rupees five hundred 
in cash in addition to the amount of average alluded to in Article 4, and therefore 
the Rajah Bahadoor is not to raise any dispute on account of the above exemption. 
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Article 6. 

If the British Government should give orders to re-establish the levy of land 
customs in its own dominions, the Rajah Bahadoor is at liberty to levy customs 
within his territory at all land nakas, with the exception of the abovementioned 
nakas, on the Waree and Goa frontier and seaports, which have been made over 
to the British Government for the purpose of establishing nakas. If the British 
Government should not issue orders to levy land customs in its own dominions, the 
Rajah Bahadoor is not at liberty to levy them within his own territory. But 
should a decision (for levying) be passed (by the British Government), then the 
difference between the average of the customs of the frontier and seaport nakas, 
and the average agreed to be paid to the Rajah Bahadoor iu Article 4, that is, 
the average of the cusooins of the nakas at which the Rajah Bahadoor may com¬ 
mence levying customs, is not to be paid to him by the British Government. 

The above are the six Articles agreed upon. 

Dated, 25th Jemmadee-ool-Akhir (15th September A.D. 1838).

Savanur. 

Abdur Rauf Khan, the founder of the Patkan family of Savanur, 
obtained in 1G80 from the Emperor Aurangzeb the grant of the jagir of 
Bankapur, Torgal and Azimnagar, with a command of 7,000 horse. The 
family, though connected by marriage with Tipu Sultan, was entirely 
stripped of its possessions by him, and the Nawab sought the protection 
of the Peshwa, from whom he received a pension of Its. 4S,000 a year. 
Tluough the intervention of General Wellesley this was subsequently 
converted into a grant of territory, yielding an equal amount of revenue. 

As the Savanur State was rather a grant in lieu of pension than an 
independent jagir, llie British Government, on their accession to the 
sovereignty of the Southern Mahratta Country, exercised complete juris¬ 
diction over it; but, when the grades of privileged classes were formed, 
the Hawaii was placed in the first rank and, in consideration of the 
former high position and power of the family, was declared to be no 
longer subject to the jurisdiction of the Magistrate of the District. 

In 18(10 complete civil jurisdiction was conferred as a special fnark 
of favour on Nawab Abdul Dalil Khan. In 1869 it was decided that 
this jurisdiction was personal to him, and could not be exercised by 
succeeding Nawahs without the express sanction of Government. 

. v AMl ' 1 I)alil Khan died in 1862, and was succeeded bv his eldest sur¬ 
viving son Abdul Klmir Kban. 

In 1866 the Ruler of Savanur received an Adoption Sanad (No. IV, 

Abdul Klmir Khan died in 1868, and was succeeded by his son 
Abdul Dalil Khan, who died in 1884 without male issue, and was 
succeeded by Abdul Tabriz Khan, on whose succession a nazarana of 
T?s. 28,790 was levied. 

In 1887 the Nawab ceded (see Satara Agency No. Ill) civil and 
criminal jurisdiction over the lands in his State which were occupied or 
might thereafter be occupied by the Southern Mahratta Railway. 

Abdul Tabriz Khan died on the 26tli July 1892, and was succeeded 
by Ins son the present Nawab Abdul Majid Klum, born on the 7th October 
1890. During bis minority the State was administered bv the Diwon 
under the supervision of the Collector as Political Agent. 

In 1894 an arrangement was made entrusting the'abkari revenue to 
Government: and this arrangement still continues. The State receives 
Urn actual revenue realised by Government from the abkari manage- 
orient. 

Tn 1904 the State consented to its hemp drugs revenue being leased 
to the British Government up to iho 81st March 1906. The arrangement

has since been periodically continued: it was last renewed in 1925 for a 
period of ten years, at an annual compensation of Rs. 1,245. 

In 1912 the State entered into an Agreement of reciprocity (No. II) 
with the British Government, and in 1913 with other neighbouring 
States, for the recovery of revenue and other dues and for the surrender 
of 7 nvdaival and criminals charged with any of the offences mentioned 
in Schedule I to the Indian Extradition Act (XV of 1903), or with 
offences against the Opium, Abkari, Salt and Arms Acts. 

Nawab Abdul Majid Khan was installed on the 12th November 1912. 

The area of Savanur is 70 square miles; the population, according io 
the Census of 1921, 16,830; and the average annual revenue 11s. 1,70,305. 

The State is neither tributary nor bound to maintain any contingent 
of horse or foot. It possesses (1926) 20 Armed Police and 2 serviceable 
and 2 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana nils up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished,

Adoption Sunnud granted to the Nawab of Savanoor,— 1866. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, any succession to the government of your State which may be legitimate 
according to Maliomedan law will be upheld. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov- 
eminent.

Agreement of reciprocity between the British. Government on the one hand 
and the Savanur Darbar on the other for the recovery of land revenue 
and other revenue dues and the surrender of criminals and Mudamal, 


Whereas great inconvenience is caused in collecting land revenue anl other 
revenue dues, and in the surrender of criminals and Mudamal for want of reci¬ 
procity between the British Government and the Savanur Darbar, hereinafter 
called the contracting parties ; 

And whereas the two contracting parties are desirous of having a reciprocity 
Of agreement in the matter of collection of revenue dues and the surrender of 
ernmnals and Mudamal, the following terms are agreed upon between the British 
Government on the one hand and the Savanur Datbar on the other. 

Article I. 

Each of the' contracting parties hereby agrees to recover the land revenue 
and other revenue dues payable by persons within its own territory to the other, 
in accordance with the provisions of the Bombay Laud Revenue Code, 1S79 (Born! 
V of 1879), and the rules made thereunder, both of which arc in force in the Savanut 
State. 

Article II. 

Each of the contracting parties hereby agrees to surrender to the other, on 
requisition made by the other, persous found within their territory, who are charged 
with any of the olfences mentioned in the hirst Schedule to the Indian Extradition.

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Article III. 

A prisoner undergoing sentence in a prison of one of the contracting parties 
will also be surrendered on demand to the other contracting party, for the trial 
of any of the offences of the classes mentioned in Article II above, before the expiry 
of the term of imprisonment awarded by the contracting party within whose 
territory the prisoner may be undergoing sentence of imprisonment, provided 
that he is sent back to the territory from which his surrender was asked, after 
the completion of trial, to finish his term of imprisonment in the territory whence 
he was brought. After the imprisonment is finished, he will be sent back to the 
territory of the contracting party requiring him, in case he has been convicted. 
A note to that effect should however be communicated to the contracting par y 
originally surrendering the convict. 


Article IV. 

In the case of a convicted prisoner being under sentence of death the surrender 
may be refused. Similarly if a prisoner undergoing sentence of imprisonment 
is surrendered to the other contracting party on a charge of murder and is sentenced 
to death by the Court of the latter, it shall not be necessary to return him to the 
contracting party originally surrendering him for the completion of his term of 
imprisonment. 

Article V. 

All property including live stock required in a criminal case will be surren¬ 
dered to the contracting party that has made the demand. 

Article VI.

All charges for maintenance and conveyance of persons in every case will be 
borne by the contracting party that makes the surrender. In cases where a con¬ 
vict has been surrendered and has to be re-surrendered after his trial the cost 
of maintenance during the .time of his detention for trial will be borne by the 
contracting party that demands his surrender, which will also bear the cost of 
reconveyance to the territory of the contracting party that makes the original 
surrender. 

Article VII. 

In the case of property, including cattle, the conveyance and maintenance 
charges up to the place of destination will be borne by the contracting party that 
makes the surrender, i.e ., the contracting party from which the property is ob¬ 
tained. In case such property is returned to the contracting party from which 
it was originally brought, such charges will be borne by the contracting party 
that originally asked for it. 6 * y

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XI.—NASIK AGENCY* 

Surgana. 

Surgana lies to tlie north-west of the Nasik district, and is ruled by 
a Chief called the Deshinukh. 

ihe ancestors of the Deshinukh were Koiikani Kunbis, who lived in 
the fastnesses round Hatgad. During Muhammadan rule a nominal al- 
lcgiauce was claimed from them, and they were entrusted with the duties 
of preventing predatory incursions above the Ghats by the Bliils and 
Kolis of the Dangs; of rendering military service when required; and of 
keeping open the roads that ran through their territory. For this they, 
were granted several villages in Surgana. Under Mahratta rule the 
Deshinukh refused to pay any revenue, and his country, along with the 
Dangs, was included in “ rebel land ” (Bandi Mulk). ' But, as Surgana 
lay on one of the high roads between the Deccan and Surat, efforts were 
made to conciliate the Chief. The Deshinukh continued independent 
until 1818, when the British Government led an expedition against 
the Deshmukh Malharrao to punish him for an attack made on a police 
party stationed at Surgana. He was seized and hanged, and his cousin, 
Bhikajirao, who had helped Government against Malharrao, was recog¬ 
nized as the head of the State and vested with the chief authority. 
Bhikajirao was murdered in a disturbance set up by Malharrao’s widow, 
and his son \ eshwantrao was recognized as the representative of the 
chief branch. The Chiefship descends in the line of one branch, while 
the representative of another branch (Bhadarkar) used to receive an 
equal share in the revenues, under orders issued by the Court of Direc¬ 
tors in 1846. But, under an arrangement (Appendix I) made in 1908 
by the Political Agent, the Bhadarkar branch receives a monthly al¬ 
lowance of Its. 150, and a share of 3 annas in the rupee of the State" bal¬ 
ance at the end of the year; while 5 annas goes to the ruling Deshinukh, 
and 8 annas to the Reserve Fund kept in the State Treasury to meet 
unforeseen emergencies and only to be drawn upon for purposes approved 
by the Political Agent. 

Shankarrao, who succeeded in 1807, died on the 2nd June 1898, and 
was succeeded by bis son Prataprao, who died on the 22nd June 1930. 
He was succeeded by his son the present Deshmukh Yeswantrao, horn 
on the 21st July 1902. 

M ith a view to assiniilatihg the abkari administration in Surgana to 
the system in force in the adjoining British districts, Shankarrao had 
m 1889 entered into. a ten-years agreement, which was periodically re¬ 
newed, Vith slight modification, until 1923. In 1927 it was renewed 
(No. I) for a further period of ten vears with effect from tlm 94-th August 

1927. 





In 1903 the Deshmukli agreed to prohibit the cultivation of hemp, on 
consideration of his receiving a refund of :]ths of the duty le\ ied on 
hemp drugs imported into the State. From the 1st April 1917, under the 
authority of Bombay Government [Resolution, Political Department, 
No. 4082, dated 2811.* May 1917, 13/14ths of the duty is refunded to the 
State on its furnishing to the Commissioner of Excise the required bill, 
supported by a certificate to show that the drugs mentioned in the bill 
reached their destination. 

The area of Surgana is 300 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 14,912; and the average revenue Its. 52,000. 
The State pays no tribute to the British Government. 

The State lias (1920) 14 Armed Police. 

Surgana was liable to the operation of the liazarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies wcic 
'abolished.

Articles of agreement for the assimilation of the Abkari System aud taxation 
in the Surgana State with the Abkari System and taxation in force in the 
British Oollectorates adjoining the Surgana State, _1927. 

Preamble. Whereas it is considered desirable to place the administration of 
the Abkari revenue of the Surgana State on a footing similar to that of the adminis¬ 
tration of the Abkari Revenue in the British Territory adjoining the Surgana 
State which is carried on in accordance with the provisions of the Bombay Abkari 
Act, 1878, as amended from time to time and also to prevent injury to the Abkari 
revenue of cither the British Territory or that belonging to the Surgana State 
by illicit manufacture of liquor or by smuggling of liquor from one territory into 
the other, the following articles have been agreed on between Prataprao Shankar- 
rao, Esquire, Dcshmukh of Surgana on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors 
on the one part and R. G. Gordon, Esquire, Political Agent, Surgana State, for 
the time being on behalf of the British Government on the other. 


Article I. 


The Deshmukh of Surgana engages that the law of the Surgana State, as regards 
Abkari, shall be the Bombay Abkari Act of 1878 as amended from time to time 
or any law which may hereafter be substituted for that Act in the Bombay Presi¬ 


dency. 


Article II. 


The Deshmukh of Surgana further engages to conduct the Abkari adminis- 
tration of the State on the folio ving principles : _ 

(а) The selling price of liquor in the Surgana State shall for the present be 

not less than Rs. 2-4-0 per gallon of 60° degrees U. P. and double 
that rate per gallon of 30° degrees U. P. but these rates may be enhanced 

from time to time by the Deshmukh with the approval of the Political 
Agent. 

(б) The strengths of liquor placed on sale shall be the same in the Sucoana 

State and the Nasik District. 

(c) The standard of measure used for the sale of liquor aud the instruments 

and methods used for testing the strength of liquor in the Surgana 
State shall be exactly similar to those used in the Nasik District. 

(d) One Distillery only will be established in the Surgana State in such place 

as may be determined upon by the Deshmukh and the Political Agent, 
and no change in the location of the Distillery shall be made without 
the consent of the Political Agent. 

(c) Norms of leases and licenses for the manufacture and the sale of the liquor

(/) No shop for the sale of liquor may be opened at any place either in the 
Surgana State or in the British territory within 3 miles distance from 
the boundary between the State and British territory except at the 
villages named below.

(. g ) In all other respects the system of Abkari management in the Surgana 
State shall, as far as practicable, be similar to that prevailing in the 
Nasik District. 

(h) The Political Agent shall in cases of difference existing in the practice 
and procedure in force under any of the abovementioned heads (/>), 
(c) and (g) in British territory adjoining the Surgana State and having 
regard to the state of Abkari administration in the Native States 
marching with the Surgana State determine the manner in which 
the said stipulation shall be carried out in the Surgana State or in 
different parts thereof and the Deshmukh of Surgana engages to regulate 
the Abkari administration of the Surgana State in accordance with 

such decision of the Political Agent. 

I • 

Article III. 

The Deshmukh of Surgana also engages to furnish promptly to the Political 
Agent all information and accounts relating to the manufacture and sale of liquor 
aud the system of management followed that may from time to time be called 
for by the Political Agent and to afford facilities for the inspection of his distillery, 
liquor shops and the general Abkari arrangement by any officer not below the 
rank of a Mamlatdar or an Inspector of Excise who may be specially deputed 
for the purpose by the Political Agent. 

Article IV. 

The Deshmukh of Surgana further engages to communicate promptly to the 
Political Agent information respecting arrests made and cases tried by officials 
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of the State for offences against the Abkari law committed in the Surgana State 
by the subjects of the British Government. In like manner the Political Agent 
will communicate to the Deshmukh information of arrests made and cases tried 
by British Officials for offences against the British Abkari Law committed in 
British territory by subjects of the Surgana State. 


Article V. 

The Deshmukh of Surgana engages to carry out all the stipulations of this 
agreement throughout his territory in alienated as well as khalsa villages. 


Article VI. 

Nothing in this agreement shall affect the tapping of toddy trees or the taxation 
or sale of toddy either in the fermented or unfermented state. The Deshmukh 
engages to prohibit the distillation of spirit from toddy in the Surgana State. 


Article VII. 

This agreement will remain in force for ten years from the date hereof and shall 
be renewable with tlm mutual consent of both parties. This engagement.agreed 
to at Surgana on the 24th day of August 1927.

XII—KOLHAPUR RESIDENCY. 

Kolhapur. 

Kolhapur claims the first rank among the Indian States in the 
Bombay Presidency, and the rulers are the representatives of the younger 
branch of the family of Khivaji the Great, founder of the Mahratta 

Empire, and bear the distinctive honorific title of Chhatrapati 
Maharaj 

After the death of Shivaji’s younger son, Rajaram, who was the 
head of the Mahratta power during the captivity of his nephew Raliuji, 
his widow Tara Bai placed her son Shivaji in power. He died in 1712 
and was succeeded by Sambliaji, son of Rajaram’,s younger widow. 
The Kolhapur family, supported by Ram Chandar Pant Amatya, Sarje 
Rao. Ghatge of Kagal, and other powerful Chiefs, long struggled to 
retain the supremacy among the Malirattas, but were compelled to yield 
precedence to Rahuji, who by treaty* in 1731 recognised Kolhapur as 
a distinct and independent principality. 

* Partition Treaty of Satara, dated 2Gth April 1781.

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On flip defth of Sambhaji in 1760, the direct descendants of Shivaji 
became extinct. A member of the Bhonsla family was adopted as lus 
successor am der the name of Shivaji, and the widow of Sambhaji .con¬ 
ducted the administration during the minority. Under her administra¬ 
tion the greatest irregularities prevailed both by sea and land. 


The prevalence of piracy compelled the British Government to send 
an expedition against Kolhapur in 1765, which resulted in the .conclu¬ 
sion of a commercial Treaty (No. I) in January 1760. The conditions 
of this treaty, however, were never observed. The payments which 
Kolhapur had agreed to for the expenses of the expedition were not 
made; piracy was not suppressed; and in 1(92 another expedition was 
prepared. The Raja thereupon signed another Treaty (No. II) in Nov¬ 
ember 1792, engaging to give compensation for the losses which the 
merchants had sustained from the year 1785, and to permit the establish¬ 
ment of factories at Malwan and Kolhapur. 

The Rani died in 1772. After her death, the young Raja was long 
engaged in war with other Mahratta powers, more particularly the 
Batwardhan family, the Savant of Wari and the Nipanikar, and his 
government was weakened by internal factions. During these struggles, 
the British Government on several occasions declined to interfere between 
the parties; but in 1811, during a war between the Nipanikar and Kolha¬ 
pur, when the British Resident at Poona was engaged in the settlement 
of the Southern Mahratta Country, a peace was negotiated between the 
contending parties: and in 1812 the Raja of Kolhapur concluded a 
Treaty (No. HI) with the British Government, by which, in return for 
the cession of certain forts, he was guaranteed against the aggression of 
all foreign powers, and engaged to abstain from hostilities with other 
States and to refer all his disputes with other States to the arbitration of 
the British Government. 


Shivaji died in 1812. He left two sons, Shambhu or Aba Sahib, 
who succeeded him, and Shahaji or Bawa Sahib. In the war with the 
Peslnva in 1817 Aba Sahib cordially sided with the British; and in 
reward fox* his services the districts of Ohikori and Manoli, which, in 
former years had been wrested from Kolhapur by the Nipanikar, were 
restored. Aba Sahib was murdered in 1821, his infant son died in 1822. 
and the succession devolved on Bawa Sahib, who proved an oppressive 
and profligate ruler. Three times between 1822 and 1829 the British 
Government were obliged to move a force against him in consequence 
of Iris aggressions on other Chiefs in which lie did not even respect

The above nine Articles, being stipulated and mutually agreed on between both 
parties, shall in nowise be departed from m the least, on my part. 
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British territory and of the spoliation of his jagirdars which drove 
them to rebellion. 

In 1826 he signed a Treaty (No. IY), hy which he agreed to reduce 
his army to its peace establishment, to attend to the advice of the 
British Government in all matters affecting the public peace, to respect 
the rights of certain jagirdars, and never to grant an asylum to 
rebels. In 1827, in consequence of _ his infraction of the 2nd article of 
the Treaty of 1826, he was forced to sign a preliminary Treaty (No Y) 
which was modified in 1829 (No. VI). By this he agreed to limit his 
army to 400 horse and 800 infantry; to retrocede the districts of Chikori 
and Maiioli and to cede Akiwat; to admit British troops into his forts: 
to pay Its. 1,47,948 compensation to certain jagirdars and to cede lands 
as security for the payment; and to accept a minister appointed by the 
British Government. 

.Bawa Sahib died in 1838, and was succeeded by his minor son, 
Shivaji. A Council of Regency' was formed, consisting of Shivaji’s 
mother, liis aunt, and four officials. Soon after, the members of the 
Eegency quarrelled, and the young Baja’s aunt, Diwan Sahiba, assumed 
the entire control of the State. The misrule was so great that the 
British Government interfered under the provisions of the treatv and 
appointed a minister of their own, whose efforts to reform the adminis¬ 
tration resulted in a general rebellion which extended to the neighbour¬ 
ing State of Savantvadi. After the suppression of the rebellion the 
direct administration of the State was assumed by the British Govern¬ 
ment: the forts of every description were dismantled, the system of 
hereditary garrisons was abolished, the military force of the State was 
disbanded and a local corps entertained in its stead, and the Kolhapur 
State was required to pay the expense of suppressing the rebellion. In 
1862 the management was restored to Shivaji, and a new Treaty (No. 
VII) was concluded with him by which he was bound, in all matters of 
importance, to be guided by the advice of the British Government. 

During the mutiny of 1857 the Raja remained faithful in his alleo-i- 
anee to the British Government; but his younger brother, Chima Sahib, 
.‘joined the rebels. He was subsequently imprisoned and died in confine- 
ment. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Kolhapur received a Sanad of Adoption {see 
Surat Agency No. IV). 

Shivaji died in 1866, and was succeeded by bis nephew and adopted 
son, Rajaram, then sixteen years of age. During his minority the 
administration of the State was assumed by the British Government. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Kolhapur was granted a permanent salute of 15) 


MiN/sr^ 
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Rajaram died without issue in 1870, while on a tour in Europe. 
There was no near blood relation of Rajaram eligible for adoption, but 
Government declared their willingness to recognise as his successor anv 
person who might be selected as most fitting and acceptable to the family 
and the principal persons of the State, even though he might not fulfil 
all the conditions required by Hindu law and the custom of the Kolhapur 
family. Their unanimous choice fell upon Narayan Rao Bhonsle, son 
of Dinkar Rao, the head of the Khanvat Bhonsles and next of kin to the 
Kolhapur family: and it was confirmed by the British Government. He 
was installed as Raja of Kolhapur in October 1871, and took the name 
of Shivaji. 


In October 1880 the Kolhapur State entered into an Agreement 
(No. VIII), prohibiting the cultivation of the poppy and the manufac¬ 
ture of opium in Kolhapur territory 1 ', and the import of opium into the 
State. 


Raja Shivaji had begun to show signs of insanity in 1879, and in 
1882 a committee of medical officers pronounced him incurable. A 
Council of Regency, with the Jagirdar of Kagal as Regent, was appoint¬ 
ed to conduct the administration. Shivaji died in December 1883, and 
was succeeded by Yeshwant Rao Baba Sahib Ghatge, the eldest son of 
the Regent, whose adoption by Anandibai Sahiba Rani, Rhivaji’s widow, 
was sanctioned by Government. The young Raja assumed the title of 
Shahu IF (Rbahaji) Ohhatrapati, and the administration continued to 
be conducted by the Regency Council. On the death of the Jagirdar of 
Kagal in March 1886, the Political Agent, under the orders of Gov¬ 
ernment, took his place as President of the Council for a few months, 
till in November of that year Government appointed the Diwan to be 
President. 

The oppressive export and import duties known as ‘ sthalbharit ’ 
and ‘ sthalmod ; were abolished in 1886; and in the same year the Rtqte 
agreed (No. IX) to a larger measure of free trade. By this Agreement 
+he whole of the Southern Mahratta Country jagirs, as well as the State 
of Kolhapur, were ultimately placed on the same footing as British 
districts, and a large accession of traffic to the Southern Mahratta Rail¬ 
way and its feeders was secured. 

In 1886 the State ceded full jurisdiction, short of sovereign rights, 
over the lands acquired for the Madras and Southern Mahratta Railway 
(No. X) : and in 1888 over those acquired for the Kolhapur State Railway 
'No. XI). * 1 } 

tn 189] an Agreement (No. XII) was executed between the .State 
and the Southern Mahratta Railway Company, for the working of the 
Kolhapur State Railway. 
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Shahu Cliluitrapati was formally installed in April 1894. In 1895 
the last clause of the 7th article of the Agreement of 18G2 (No. YII), by 
(\-hich the Raja of Kolhapur had been compelled to refer sentences of 
death to the authority of the Government of Bombay, was so modified 
as to remove this restriction on the Raja’s power (No. NTH). 

In 1900 the Ruler of Kolhapur was granted the hereditary title of 
Maharaja (No. XIV). 


In 1903 the residuary jurisdiction in the Feudatory Jagirs, which 
under article 8 of the Agreement of 1862 was exercised by the Political 
Agent, was to a great extent restored to the Kolhapur Darbar (No. XV). 

In January 1901 the Darbar agreed to prevent the smuggling of 
hemp drugs from the State into British territory, by assimilating its 
system to that obtaining in the Bombay Presidency. 

the revision survey of the Kolhapur district was completed in 1905. 

In 1911 the designation of the Political Agent was chanced to 
that of Resident. 


_ Shahu Ohhatrapati died on the 6th May 1922 and was succeeded by 
his son the present Maharaja Sim Rajaram Ohhatrapati Maharaf, born 
on the 30th July 1897. 


In 1927 the Darbar ceded full and exclusive power and jurisdiction 
of every lend over the lands acquired in the State for the Pandhavpur- 
Miraj Extension of the Barsi Light Railway (No. XVI). 

In November 1929 the Darbar executed an Agreement regarding the 
provmcmlisation of the portion of the Belgaum-Hungund road lying 
within the limits of the State. This Agreement was concluded too'late 
tor inclusion, of a copy of it, in the present edition. 


In 1930, by a Kharita issued too late for inclusion in the present 
edition, powers of supervision over his feudatories, previously exercised 
by the British Government, by virtue of Article 8 of the Agreement, of 
1862 (No. VII), were transferred to the Ruler of Kolhapur. 

The Maharaja of Kolhapur exercises unlimited civil and criminal 
powers subject to the proviso that lie cannot try British subjects for 
capital offences without the permission of the Resident. 


The area of Kolhapur is 3,217 square miles;the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 833.726; and the gross revenue Rs. 87,39.522. 


The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 172 Cavalry, 550 
Infantry, 312 Armed Police and 24 Artillery men with 14 serviceable 
and 46 unserviceable guns. 

The Feudatory Jagirdars of Kolhapur, who are nine in number, 
inay be said to represent the members of the ministerial cabinet of the 
State of by-gone days. They are allowed to exercise partial jurisdiction 
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their Jagirs, which were granted to the original holders for the 


maintenance of troops and of their own position and dignity. 

These Jagirdars pay Nazar ana to the parent State on the occasion 
of a succession, and the military services performed by them in former 
days have been commuted into money payments. They are all in some 
degree under the supervision of the Resident at Kolhapur, who acts, 
as far as circumstances permit, in co-operation with the Darbar. 
Minor Jagirdars are placed under the joint guardianship of the Darbar 
and the Resident. Any new law enacted or introduced by the parent 
State comes into force in these Jagirs with the consent of the British 
Government. All civil cases against the Jagirdars themselves are dis¬ 
posed of by a combined court consisting of the Resident and a representa¬ 
tive of the Maharaja. The Jagirdars are not allowed to alienate any 
portion of their estates beyond their own life-time without the sanction 
of the Maharaja.

No. I. 

Articles of Agreement made with the Maharajah Jeejaboy at Fort Augus¬ 
tus, the 12th January 1766. 

Article 1. 

There shall be a perpetual peace and firm friendship re-established between 
the Honourable Company and Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, their successors 
jmd heirs ; and for the stricter observance of the following Treaty of peace, Maha¬ 
rajah Jeejaboy, the Eanee, agrees to send one hostage of note, with his family, 

( o reside at Bombay, and to be maintained at her charge. 

Article 2. 

- Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Eanee, agrees to pay the Honourable Company 
Rupees seven lakhs fifty thousand (7,50,000) as restitution for the expenses they 
have been at during the troubles subsisting between the respective parties and 
maintaining the different garrisons at Fort Augustus and its dependencies ; three 
lakhs sixty thousand to be paid within two months from the 12tli of January 
1766, the remaining three lakhs ninety thousand (3,90,000) to be paid within four 
years from the date hereof ; that is, one lakh (1,00,000) for the three first years 
and ninety thousand (90,000) the last year : for the performance of which Maha¬ 
rajah Jeejaboy, the Eanee, agrees to give two substantial securities, such as may 
bG--approved of by the Honourable the President and Council of Bombay; and 
she also agrees to allow six (6) per cent, exchange on the three lakhs sixty thousand 
(3,60,000) that is to be paid before the delivery of the Fort, which is to be in the 
following sort of Rupees : Hookary, Peerchaney, Arcotey, Hazancy, and Ourang 
Shah ; and the remainder to be made good equal to Bombay Rupees, 



Article 3. 


The Honourable Company, in consideration of Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, 
fulfilling the foregoing Article, do agree, on the payment of the first sum, that is, 
Rupees three lakhs sixty thousand (3,60,000), to deliver up to her, Maharajah 
Jeejaboy, the Ranee, the Fort of Augustus, formerly called Sundiidroog, with 
the Forts of Rajhcote, Serjacote, and Pudrumdroog, and do further renounce 
all claim or pretension to the lands and tenements belonging thereto. 

Article 4. 

The Honourable Company will carry away all guns, carriages, mortars, shot, 
slioils, powder, stores, etc., of what kind soever that they may have brought here ; 
.and they do give up to Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, such guns and carriages,' 
as ave here that were, belonging to Port Augustus ; also those at Rajhcote, Seraj- 
cote, and Pudrumdroog, 
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Article 5. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will permit the Honourable Company to 
build a factory with warehouse at Rajhcote, or at such place as may be most 
convenient for them (at which place they will hoist their flag), or any part of her 
territories adjacent to the sea shore, for vending their commodities, and to keep 
there such servants and people, as also vessels or boats, as they shall think neces¬ 
sary for conducting the same; and should any of the merchants, or others, her 
subjects, become debtors to the English, they 'shall have free liberty to imprison 

their persons, and seize their effects and vend them till satisfaction is made' and 
obtained. 


Article 6. 

lhe English subjects, and the subjects of the Ranee, shall have free liberty 
to trade and commerce with each other, without any hindrance or molestation 
whatever. 


Article 7. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will not, directly or indirectly, give any 
hindrance or molestation to any vessels or boats with English colours and passes, 
or any vessels and boats going under English colours ; in like manner, the English 
will not molest any vessels or boats belonging to Maharajah Jeejabov, the Ranee, 
or her subjects. 

Article 8. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, giants to the Honourable English Company 
an exclusive right of importing and vending all Europe cloths, lead, iron, steel, 
copper,^and Europe commodities, and to pass the same through her country. 

Article 9. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will allow all merchants or vanjarrahs free 
lbertv to pass and re-pass her territories, to and from the English factory at 
Malwan, near Rajhcote, or any place where they build one, with their effects, 
merchandize, packages, carriages, and beasts of burden, they paying the duties 
agreeable to the custom practised at Ghereah, Rajalipore, and no more, on any 
pretence whatever; and whatever goods are landed at the English factories no 
customs whatever are to be levied. When they are carried out by the merchants 
they are to pay the duties agreeable to the custom before mentioned. 


Abticle 10. , 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will not entertain in her service any people 
belonging to the English, whether Europeans or other, but, on the contrary; give 
strict orders to her officers to seize such as may be'seen in her dominions; nor 
suffer any European deserters to pass through her country but return them to 
the Resident of the English factory, on promise of pardon, whether they are applied 
* or or not. The English will observe the same in respect to the subjects of the 
■Ranee ; and slaves to be returned on both sides. 

i a ' ■ 
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Article 11. 

If any vessels or boats belonging to the English, their subjects or allies, at 
any time be drove ashore, or wrecked, in any part of the Ranee’s dominions, she 
agrees to afford all suitable assistance for the preservation of such vessels and their 
cargoes ; and whatever part thereof may be saved, to be delivered to the lawful 
owners, without any salvage whatever, except the labourers’ hire. The English, 
on their parts, to observe the same in respect to the subjects of the Ranee, their 
vessels or boats. 

Article 12. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will not, by menaces or otherwise, directly 
or indirectly, plunder, or in any shape molest the inhabitants, or others, that may 
have served or lived under the protection of the English during the time they 
had ppssession of Fort Augustus and dependencies, but permit them to enjoy 
peaceably their houses, lands, and tenements in the same free and ample manner 
as when the Malwan government subsisted before the English took this place. 

Article 13. 

The Honourable Company will, at the same time that Fort Augutus is deliv¬ 
ered up to Mahrajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, deliver to her the prisoners taken 
in Sundadroog Fort when they conquered it, and are now at Bombay. 




Article 14. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, agrees, should the Honourable Company 
be attacked, and they should require her assistance, to provide them with what 
troops they may want, they supplying them with provisions only. The Honour¬ 
able Company, in like manner, agrees to assist the Ranee should it be convenient 
for them.

Agreement with the Rajah of Kolhapore for the payment of Compensation 
and the establishment of Factories at Malwan and Kolhapore,—1792. 

Lieutenant William Thomas Sandiford, Persian Interpreter to the Honourable 
Major General Robert Abercromby, President and Governor of Bombay, and 
Balajee Ram, Commandant of Cavalry to Sevajee, Rajah of Kolhapore, being 
invested with full powers to form a Convention for the purposes of settling the 
debt due by the said Rajah to the Honourable Company, and likewise for satis¬ 
fying the merchants under the protection of the Presidency of Bombay for the 
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losses they have sustained by the Malwan fleet since the year 1785, have agreed 
to the following Articles :— 

Article 1. 

The friendship that formerly subsisted between the Honourable Company 
and the Ha]ah of Kolhapore is hereby renewed and confirmed, and the disputes 
• ial have lately subsisted between the two governments will be finally settled 
when the following Articles are executed and'fulfilled. 

Article 2. 

The Rajah of Kolhapore hereby agrees to discharge the balance due by him 
to the Honourable Company, agreeably to his engagement with Mr. Brome in 
three separate payments, the first payment to be made on the first day of January 

7 , tbe ofchers on tlle flrst da y of every succeeding January, until the whole 
is discharged, which shall be done on the 1st of January 1795. 


Article 3. 

The above due by the Kolhapore Rajah to the Honourable Company having 
for many years borne ai interest, which, from the distresses of the Kolhapore 
government for a length of time past, the Rajah has become totally unable to 
pay, he therefore throws himself on the mercy of the Honourable Company in 
lopes of their relinquishing a demand he is without resources to discharge. It 
s therefore agreed that if the other parts of the Convention arc faithfully and

Article 5. 

As a security for tlie payments before mentioned, and at the same time to 
onymee the Honourable Company that no interruption shall be given in future 
his fleet to any vessels sailing with English passes, the Rajah of Kolhapore 
ereby agrees to a factory being established on the Island of Malwan, where the 
j nglish flag shall he foisted uutil the several claims are discharged, or to be per- 
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manent at the option of the Honourable Company. The Eajah will likewise 
grant the English a factory, if required, at Kolhapore, where he resides himself, 
and the provisions wanted for as many sepoys as the Company shall keep at both 
of these factories shall be supplied at the Eajah’s own expense, until these Articles 
are fully executed. 


Article 6. 


Balajee Earn being invested with full powers from his master, the Kolhapore 
Eajah, to conclude this Agreement, and to sign the same and affix the public seal 
given to him by the Eajah for that purpose, it becomes binding on the said Eajah 
when signed and sealed by the said Balajee Earn. On the part of the Honourable 
Company this Convention becomes binding if approved of by the Eight Honour¬ 
able Charles Earl Cornwallis, k.g., Governor-General of India, and full powers 
are delegated by him for the same, to be signed and sealed on behalf of the said 
Honourable Company. 

Agreed on at Bombay by Lieutenant William Thomas Sandiford, Persian 
Interpreter to the Honourable Major General Eobert Abercromby, President and 
Governor of Bombay, on the one part; and Balajee Earn, Commander of Cavalry 
to the Eajah of Kolhapore, on the other, this twenty-fifth day of November, in 
the year of Our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety-two.

No. III. 

Articles of Agreement concluded between the Eajah of Kolhapore and the 
Honourable Mountstuart Elphinstone, Besident at Poona, on the 
part of the British Government, and accepted by the Eajah of Kolhapore 
on the 1st of October 1812. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the allied governments 
of the Honourable Company and His Highness the Peishwa on the one part, and 
His Highness the Eajah of Kolhapore on the other. 

Article 2. 

The Eajah of Kolhapore, on his own part and on that of his heirs and successors, 
hereby renounces all right and claim of whatever description on the districts of 
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Cliikoree and Manowlee, and all dependencies which have hitherto been compre¬ 
hended in those districts. The districts aforesaid are henceforward to belong 
in absolute sovereignty to Rao Pundit Purdhann Pcislnva Baliadoor, his heirs 
and successors. 

Article 3. " 

All the forts and country taken in consequence of the wars occasioned by 
the disputed claims to Chikorec and Manowlee from the Rajah of Kolhapore, 
within the last four years, i.e., since the month of September 1808, and now occu¬ 
pied by the troops of Rao Pundit Purdhann Peishwa Bahadoor shall be immediately 
restored to the Rajah of Kolhapore. 

1 ^ ' 

Article 4. 

The Rajah of Kolhapore hereby renounces all other claims of whatever de¬ 
scription on Rao Pundit Purdhann cishwa Bahadoor, and on all and every part 
of his dominions, with the exception of the new conquests mentioned in the third 
Article , His Highness the Maharajah likewise renounces all claim upon Kepaunee ; 
His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore hereby further renounces all claims of what¬ 
ever description on all the Peishwa’s subjects of whatever rank and denomination. 

Article 5. 

For the security of the British trade against a renewal of the piratical depre¬ 
dations formerly practised by the Rajah of Kolhapore’s subjects, the Rajah of 
Kolhapore hereby agrees, on his own part and on the part of his heirs and suc¬ 
cessors, to cede to the Honourable Company in perpetual sovereignty the harbour 
of Malwan, that is to say, the fort and island of Sundudroog or Malwan, and the 
forts of Puddumghur, Rajhcote, and Surjacote, with the lands dependent on the 
said forts, and the British troops shall immediately be put in possession of the 
said forts and their dependencies. 

Article fi. 

His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore engages, on his own part and. cm that 
of his heirs and successors, never to employ any armed vessels, or to permit auv 
armed vessels to be fitted out at or to enter any of the' seaports which may remain 
in His Highness’s possession, after the cession of the places before mentioned 
or which he may hereafter acquire ; and the Rajah agrees that the Honourable 
Company’s vessels Shall have the right to search all vessels that may be in the 
said ports, or that may have sailed from them; and that' if any arms are found 
in vessels so searched, the said vessels shall be lawful prize to the Honourable 
Company. The Rajah further engages to permit agents on the part ot the Honour¬ 
able Company to reside in all ports in his dominions, or which may hereafter fall 
into his hands, for the purpose of ascertaining the state of all vessels lying in such 
ports, and to permit the said agents to search the said vessels.

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Article 7. 

If any snip bearing the British flag, or furnished with a British pass, or be¬ 
longing to the allies of the British Government, should hereafter be put into the 
Rajah of Kolhapore’s ports, or be driven by stress of weather, or any other cause, 
upon his shores, His Highness the Rajali of Kolhapore engages on his own part 
and on that of his heirs and successors, that all practicable assistance shall be 
rendered to such vessels. And the Rajah further agrees that no claim shall be 
advanced by himself or any of his subjects on any vessel belonging to whatever 
nation that may be shipwrecked or driven by stress of weather upon his shores. 

Article 8. 

In consideration of the cession of the harbour of Malwan, and on condition 
of the effectual suppression of piracy, the Honourable Company engages to gua¬ 
rantee such territories as shall remain in the Rajah of Kolhapore’s possession 
against the aggression of all foreign powers and States. 

Article 9. 

With a view to the full execution of the agreement contained in the foregoing 
Article, His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore, on his own part and on that of his 
heirs and successors, engages not to pursue any measures of hostility against 
foreign States without the previous consent of the Honourable Company ; and if 
any differences shall in future arise between His Highness, his heirs and successors, 
and any foreign power or State, the Honourable Company shall apply themselves 
to the adjustment of such differences conformably to justice and propriety; and 
His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore agrees that whatever adjustment of such 
differences the Honourable Company shall determine, His Highness shall acquiesce 
in and abide by. His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore, on his part and on that 
of his heirs and successors, engages not to urge any claims on foreign States which 
may have originated previously to the date of this agreement. Should the con¬ 
ditions contained in this Article not be fulfilled by the Rajah the eighth Article 
is to be considered null and void. 



Article 10. 

And whereas various demands subsist on the part of the Honourable Company 
against His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore in consequence of depredations 
formerly committed on the trade of the Honourable Company and its subjects; 
the Honourable Company being convinced of the Rajah’s inability to satisfy 
those demands, and. of his sincere desire to prevent a repetition of the injuries 
formerly complained of, consents to relinquish all pecuniary claims and demands 
whatsoever against the Rajali of Kolhapore. 

What is written in the above ten Articles is hereby agreed to.

Article 6. 

The Rajah of Kolhapore engages never to grant an asylum to the enemies 
of the British Government, nor to rebels. The Rajah also promises that if any 
robbers or other offenders issuing from his territories shall commit robberies or 
other offences in those of the British Government or of other States, His Highness 
will apprehend them and deliver them up ; and His Highness further consents 
that in case he shall not fully restrain such offenders, the British Government 
shall give due notice to the Rajah, and shall, after such notice, be competent at 
all times to^send its troops and police into His Highness’s territories for the appre¬ 
hension of the said offenders, and His Highness shall afford any necessary assistance 
to the troops or police to enable them to discover and apprehend the objects of 
their pursuit. If any persons who have committed offences in the Rajah’s terri¬ 
tory shall take refuge in that of the Company, the British Government will, after 
due investigation, adopt such measures in regard to the said offenders as equity 
and justice may appear to require, adopting, at the same time, every means to 
prevent their committing any acts injurious to the territories of the Rajah. 

Article 7. 

The Rajali of Kolhapore promises to continue to Bhow Maharaj and Baba 
Maharaj their respective lands and rights agreeably to the Schedule annexed.* 

The guarantee of the British Government to the enjoyment of the above lands 
and rights shall only continue during the lifetime of the abovementioned persons, 
but the rights of their descendants, as founded on Sunnud or custom, shall not 
be prejudiced by the cessation of the said guarantee. 

Article 8. 

The Rajah having given his unqualified assent to the demand upon him for 
the injuries occasioned to the several individuals whose possessions and rights 
he had invaded, according to the Schedule annexed,* hereby agrees to pay such 
sums as may be adjusted after a full investigation into the extent of the losses 
actually incurred ; and in failure thereof, within sixty days after such final adjust¬ 
ment, to transfer to the British Government such portions of the pergunnah of 
Ohikoree and Manowlee as were formerly ceded to the Kolhapore Rajah, for such 
term of years as may be necessary to collect a sum equal to the amount due; 
the Principal Collector and Political Agent engaging on his part to render a faithful 
account of the sums collected, and expenses of management, during the occupation 
of those pergunnahs. 

This agreement, agreed to at Kolhapore on the 30th of December 1825, between 
T. J-L Baber, Esquire, Political Agent, on the one part, and by Kristna Rao Girdey 
and Jowa Rao Jadava, Havildar, on the other, is confirmed, with certain modi-

Article 2. 

r n the 4 t h Article °f the above Treaty, the British Government “ ceded the 
districts of Cbikoree and Manowlee in full sovereignty to His Highness, he engaging 
on his part to respect the rights and privileges of the zemindars, enamdars and 
wuttnndars of the said districts”. When this grant was made by the British 
Government, it was hoped that peace and good-will would have subsisted .for 
many generations between the two governments; but instead of this, His High¬ 
ness has uniformly evinced a total disregard of the friendship of the British 
Government, and, in violation of the above conditions, has repeatedly infringed 
the rights of the enamdars and wuttundars of these talooks. Tt therefore becomes 
necessary that His Highness should give back to the British Government the said 
talooks in the same state in which he received them, and His Highness hereby 
agrees to do so. 

Article 3. 

In the 7th Article of the said Treaty the possessions of Bhow Maharaj and 
Baba Maharaj were guaranteed to them for the terms of their respective lives 
only (provision being made that the rights of their descendants, as founded on 
Sunnud or custom,should not be prejudiced by the cessation of the said guarantee). 
As. however, His Highness Cbetterbutty Sahib has never ceased to annoy and 
distress these persons by seizing their villages and other property, it has been 
deemed necessary to extend the guarantee of the British Government to their 
descendants, and His Highness accordingly engages never to molest them. 


Article 4. 

Maharaja Chetterbutty Sahib having on the death of Wiswas Bao Ghatey 
resumed all but two of the eight and a half villages held by him in the Kagul 
talook, now engages to restore the whole to the heir of the deceased and never 
again to interfere with them. 

Article 5. 

It having been deemed necessary, in consequence of the number of robberies 
committed on the surinjamadars and other persons under the protection of the 
British Government by the inhabitants of Akewat, and of its being a place of 
general resort of robbers, that it should be given up to the British Government, 
the Maharaja hereby engages to cede the same, together with lands adjoining, 
to the value of Rupees 10,000 per annum. 

Article 6. 

His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib having compelled the British Government, 
by various acts of aggression, committed in direct breach of the above Treaty 
to have recourse to arms, it has been deemed necessary, as security for his future 
good conduct, that he should admit British garrisons into the forts of Kolhapore 
and Panallaghur, and His Highness hereby accordingly agrees to do so, and 
further engages to pay the expense of sucb garrison.

Articles of Agreement concluded between Raje Sit ah Chetterbutty Cur- 
veer Kur. Rajah of KolhaporE, and the British Government,— 1829. 

Preamble —Whereas a Treaty of peace and friendship was concluded between 
the British Government and His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore on the 24th 
of January 182fi; and whereas His Highness having committed several acts m 
direct violation of the said Treaty and in hostile opposition to the British Govern¬ 
ment a preliminary Treaty for repealing, altering, and confirming respectively 
the conditions of the aforesaid Treaty, and providing for others of a new nature, 
was agreed to at Kolhapore on the 24th of October A. D. 1827, between Raje 
Shah Chetterbutty Maharaj, Rajah of Kolhapore, on the one part, and Josiali 
Nisbet, Esquire, Political Agent, on the other ; and whereas it has been deemed 
advisable to modify certain parts of the said preliminary Treaty, the following 
Articles are now finally agreed on by the two governments : — 


Article 1. 


In the 2nd Article of the aforesaid Treaty His Highness Chetterbutty-Sahib 
engaged “ to reduce his army to the peace establishment, and never to raise or 
assemble such a force as should be likely to endanger the public tranquillity, 
within or without his dominions, unless with the previous consent of the British 
Government ”, notwithstanding which His Highness lately collected a large army, 
and in spite of all advice from the British Government, proceeded to commit a 
variety of excesses : it has therefore become requisite to limit the number of His 
Highness’s troops, and His Highness hereby engages not to keep more than 400 
horse (including “ klias pagah, surinjamee, shetsundee ”, etc.), and 800 infantry, 
exclusive of moderate garrisons for his forts, as per annexed list. His Highness 
further engages never to be accompanied bv guns without the sanction of the 
British Government. 


Article 2. 


In the 4th Article of the above Treaty the British Government “ ceded the 
districts of Chikoree and Manowlee in full sovereignty to His Highness ”, he 
engaging on his part to respect the rights and privileges of the zemindars, “ enam- 
dars”. and “ wuttundars ” of the said districts. When this grant was made by 
the British Government, it was hoped that peace and good-will would have sub¬ 
sisted for many generations between the two Governments; but, instead of this, 
H : s Highness has uniformly evinced a total disregard of the friendship of the 
British Government, and in violation of the above conditions has repeatedly 
infringed the rights of the “ enamdars ” and “wuttundars.” of those talooks ; 
it. therefore, becomes necessary that His Highness should give back to the British 
Government the said talooks in the same state in which he received them, and 
His Highness hereby agrees to do so. 


for 
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Article 3. 

In the 7th Article of the said Treaty the possessions of Bhow Maharaj and 
Baba Maharaj were guaranteed to them for the terms of their respective lives 
(provision being made that the rights of their descendants, as founded 
on Sunnud or custom, should not be prejudiced by the cessation of the said guar¬ 
antee ”). As, however, His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib has never ceased to 
annoy and distress these persons by seizing their villages and other property, 
it has been deemed necessary to extend the guarantee of the British Government 
to their descendants, and His Highness accordingly engages never to molest them. 

Article 4. » / ' 

Maharaj Chetterbutty Sahib, having on the death of Wiswas Rao Ghatkey, 
resumed all but two of the eight and a half villages held by him in the Kagul 
talook, now engages to restore the whole to the heir of the deceased, and never 
again to interfere with them. 

Article 5. 

It having been deemed necessary, in consequence of the number of robberies 
committed on “ surinjameedars ” and other persons under the protection of the 
British Government by the inhabitants of Akewat, and of its being a place of 
general resort for robbers, that it should be given up to the British Government, 
the Maharaj hereby engages to cede the same, together with lands adjoining, 
to the value of Rupees 10,000 per annum. 

Article 6. 

His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib having compelled the British Government, 
by various acts of aggression, committed in direct breach of the above Treaty, 
to have recourse to arms, it has been deemed necessary, as security for his future 
good conduct, that he should admit British garrisons into the forts of Kolhapore 
and Panallaghur, and His Highness* hereby accordingly agrees to do so, and further 
engages to pay the expense of such garrisons. 

Article 7. 

His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib having hitherto neglected to afiord redress 
to Govind Rao Sahib Putwurdun, Appajee Rao Setole, Bhow Maharaj, and Baba 
Maha aj for the injuries done to them in 1826, as agreed with the late Political 
Agent, Mr. Baber, and having recently committed still more serious aggressions 
against these and other Chiefs under the protection of the British Government, 
His Highness hereby engages to pay, as per annexed Schedule,* the sum of Rupees 
one lakh forty-seven thousand nine hundred and forty-eight (Rupees 1 47,948), 
the same being the aggregate amount of claims admitted, after a full investiga¬ 
tion, to be due to the injured parties ; and Has Highness further agrees to transfer 
to the British Government, for the purpose of liquidating the said debt, territory 
yielding an annual revenue of Rs. 50,000 ; the Principal Collector and Political

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Agent engaging on liis part to render a faithful account of the sums collected, and 
expenses of management, during the occupation of the said territory. 

Article 8. 

The British Government, deeming it necessary to appoint a chief minister 
for the future management of the Rajah’s government, His Highness Chetterbutty 
Sahib hereby engages to be guided by his advice in all matters relating to the 
administration of his State, the British Government having the sole power of 
appointing or removing the said minister as they may see fit. 

Article 9. 

Such parts of the former Treaty, concluded on the 24th day of January 1826, 
as are not affected by the provisions of the present agreement, shall remain in 
full force, and are mutually binding on the contracting parties. 

This definitive Treaty, agreed to at Kolhapore on the 15th of March 1829, 
between Raje Shah Chetterbutty Curveer Eur, Rajah of Kolhapore, on the one 
part, and Josiah Nisbet, Esq., Political Agent, on the other, is now confirmed 
by the Governor in Council of Bombay on the 15th of July 1829, the preliminary 
Treaty of the 24th October 1827, above referred to, having been previously con¬ 
firmed in like manner.

Articles of Revised Agreement with His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore, 

dated the 20th October 1862. 

Whereas a desire has been expressed by His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore 
to assume the administration of the affairs of that State, His Excellency the Honour- 




able the Governor of Bombay in Council has, in consideration of the Rajah having 
attained full age, and having evinced loyalty towards the government of Her 
Majesty the Queen, more particularly during the disturbances of 1857-58, when 
the Rajah’s brother (Chima Sahib) was an active conspirator, resolved to transfer 
to the Rajah the administration of Kolhapore, with such reservations as are con¬ 
tained in an agreement to be signed by the Rajah. 

Tn carrying into effect the proposed transfer of administration, the Honourable 
the Governor in Council considers that in .the choice of a karbaree or minister 
while it might be more agreeable to the Rajah that the minister should not be 
the exclusive choice and the servant of the British Government, it is at the same 
time highly desirable that in the first instance at least the chief minister in Kolha¬ 
pore, self-governed, should be one whose nomination by the Rajah is fully approved 
by the British Government. 

i i 

In accordance with the spirit of the above observations, the following specific 
conditions of agreement are proposed for the acceptance of the Rajah 


Article 1. \ 

That in all matters of importance the Rajah of Kolhapore agrees to follow 
the advice of the British Government as conveyed by the Political Officer repre- 
senting that government at Kolhapore, 


Article 2. 

That under the Rajah’s administration there should be a khasgee karbaree 
as at present, whose accounts should be kept separately, and be annually included 
m the State accounts in a single item. 


Article 3. 

That the Rajah’s durbar should send its correspondence with other courts 
through the Political Agent. 


Article 4. , 

That, the revenue administration should be entirely in the hands of the Rajah, 
he making arrangements for the liquidation of the British debt by instalments 
°f at least one lakh of Company’s Rupees per annum.

Article 5. 

That the Rajah should make no new alienations of land without the concur 
le uce of government until the British debt is liquidated.

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Article 6. 

That the Kolhapore infantry should be maintained at its present strength 
and be under the command, as at present, of British ofiicers ; and that the "Rajah 
should continue to pay Rupees 28,914 per annum, the sum required for the detach¬ 
ment of the Southern Mahratta Horse at Kolhapore, so long as it may be deemed 
desirable to station the detachment within the Kolhapore territory. 

Article 7. 

That the present three native courts of civil justice be maintained, with an 
appeal court, to be called the Rajah’s court. 

That there should be a combined court of the Rajah and the British Agency 
for the disposal only of cases against the higher Sirdars. 

The mamlutdars should have authority in minor criminal cases, as at present. 

That for more serious criminal cases there should be a Nyayadesh court im¬ 
posing sentences of imprisonment for such period as may be fixed by the Rajah ; 
sentences of longer imprisonment than three years to require the confirmation 
of the Rajah, and sentences of death to be referred to the authority of Govern¬ 
ment. 

Article 8. 

That certain of the higher jaghiredars, such as the Pratinidhee of Vishalgur, 
the Punt Amatya of Bowra, the Chiefs of Kagul Inchulkurunjee, Kapsee, Torgul, 
the Sirluskur, Narayen Rao of Kagul, Ruma* Bai Walwa, Himmut Bahadoor, 
should be considered as still in some degree under the supervision of the Political 
Agent, who should act, as far as circu nstances will permit, in co-operation with 
the Rajah’s government; and that all criminal cases within the jurisdiction of 
these Sirdars, involving death, or imprisonment beyond seven years, should be 
forwarded for trial before the Political Agent, for submission to Government. 
The supervision proposed to be retained over these Sirdars, and the guardianship 
of such of them as may be minors, by the British Government acting in concert 
with the Rajah, are not intended in any way to infringe the seignorial rights of 
the Rajah, but merely to secure good government, and to prevent those disputes 
which in old days were frequently the cause of disturbance and bloodshed. 

Article 9. 

That the Rajah should defray, as long as it may be considered necessary by 
government, the expenses of the Agency, including the salaries of the Agent, 
with establishments. That the Rajah should also defray the expense of all public 
buildings which may be deemed by government necessary for the troops stationed 
at Kolhapore.

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Kolhapur Opium Agreement,— 1880. 

Kolhapur and Southern Mahratta Country. 

No. 1054, dated Kolhapur, 22nd October 1880. 

From— Mahadeo Vasudev Barve, State Karbhari, Kolhapur, 

To— Colonel W. C. Parr, Political Agent, Kolhapur and South Mahratta Country; 

Sir, 

With reference to Government Resolution No. 2754-89 (Confidential), dated ' 
27fch May 1880, and your letter No. 3627, dated 20th instant, on the subject of 
cultivation of the poppy and the manufacture and sale of opium, I have the honour 
to report, for the information of Government, that the Kolhapur Darbar consents 
to abide by the following conditions relating to the growth of the poppy, manu- 
facture of opium, etc.:— 

1st —That the Kolhapur Darbar has already consented to prohibit the culti¬ 
vation of the poppy and manufacture of opium, and now hereby promises and 
agrees to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and manufacture of opium in 
the Kolhapur State. 

2nd. That the Kolhapur Darbar will use e/ery effort to put a stop to the 
illicit importation of opium from the Nizam’s dominions and all other opium 
which has not paid the British pass-fee. 

3rd. That the Kolhapur Darbar agrees to introduce in the Kolhapur State 
the provisions of the Opium Act (No. I of 1878) and the rules framed under it 
as far as possible. 

4lh .—The Kolhapur Darbar further promises and agrees that all opium re¬ 
quired for consumption within the limits of the Kolhapur State shall be obtained 

from a British opium depot under such conditions and precautions as Government 
may deem necessary. 

5th. The Kolhapur Darbar further promises to arrange that only licensed 
vendors will be allowed to sell opium in retail in the Kolhapur State at a price 
not less than that at which it is retailed in the adjacent British districts, such 
vendors being required to keep accounts of all purchases and sales, the Kolhapur 
Darbar being still at liberty, as heretofore, to make such terms as might appear 
to the Darbar most advisable with farmers for the privilege of selling opium by 
retail, subject to tbe above conditions. 

6th. —The Kolhapur Darbar agrees to submit, for the' information of Govern¬ 
ment, through the Political Agent, half-yearly returns showing parti julars of 
the purchases and sales of opium in the Kolhapur State. 

7th. —In return for the making of this agreement, and as a condition of its 
terms being kept, the British Government agree to remit to the Kolhapur Darbar 
°ae-fiftk of the pass-fee, ruling at the time of purchase, on all opium purchased 
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by the Kolhapur Darbar from a Government depot for sale in the Kolhapur 
State.

Articles of Agreement for the removal of restrictions of Free Trade in the 
State of Kolhapur and certain adjoining States of the Southern Mah- 
ratta Country,— 1886. 

Preamble .—Whereas the Regent in Council of Kolhapur declared on the fifteenth 
of January one thousand eight hundred and eighty-six his intention to abolish 
the duties on export and import known as Sthahnod and Sthalbharit, as well as 
the imposts known as Ghat Dasturi other than road tolls throughout the Kolhapur 
territories and the Feudatory States, and whereas it is considered by the Council 
of Administration desirable to remove further restrictions on free trade in the 
said territories and Feudatory States of Kolhapur, and to obtain from the ad¬ 
joining States of the Southern Mahratta Country under the Political Agency of 
Kolhapur and the Southern Mahratta Country an engagement that they will pursue 
an identical policy in regard to free trade, the following articles in this view are 
agreed upon between the Council of Administration of Kolhapur on behalf of 
His Highness Shahu Chatrapati, Raja of Kolhapur, his heirs and successors, on 
the one part, and William Lee-Warner, Esquire, Political Agent of Kolhapur 
and the Southern Mahratta Country for the time being, on behalf of the British 
Government, on the other. 

Article 1. 

The Kolhapur State engages to abolish within the territories of His Highness 
the Raja of Kolhapur, and to cause to be abolished in the Feudatory States from 
henceforth, all taxes and imposts on the import, export or measurement of com¬ 
modities other than snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs : provided that nothing 
contained in this article shall be construed to prevent the levy of any tolls on 
bridges, roads, ferries, canals, or causew.iys for the repair or maintenance of the 
same j or of any octroi levied upon articles consumed within municipal limits, 
or o'* any taxes constituting the Abkari revenue.

Aetioie 2. 

With a view to encourage local industries, the State of Kolhapur engages 
to abolish all special taxes on trades and industries or on the sale of their manu¬ 
factured commodities, whether levied under the designation of the Mohtarpha 
taxes or any other name. 
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Article 3. 

The British Government engages to obtain from the State of Sangli, the States 
oi Miraj Senior and Miraj Junior, and the State of Ramdurg, an engagement 
similar to that embodied in Articles 1 and 2 of this agreement. 



Article 4. 

Ilie British Government engages to use its best endeavours to secure the 
adhesion of the States of Mudhol, Kurundvad and Jamkhandi to rne engage¬ 
ment expressed in Articles 1 and 2 aforesaid, and the Kolhapur State on its account 
engages similarly to use its influence with the Feudatory States to induce them 
to abolish the taxes mentioned in Article 2 of this agreement.

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3. *The Consulting Engineer to the Government of Bombay shall, for the 
purposes of this agreement, exercise the same general powers and duties with 
regard to the State Railway as are entrusted to him in respect to the Railways 
under the control of the Bombay Government* and shall obtain the orders of 
Government when necessary. 

4. All communications between the Durbar and the Company under this 
agreement shall pass through the Political Agent, Kolhapur, and the ^Consulting 
Engineer for Railways to the *Governmcnt of Bombay. 

5. The sanction of the Durbar shall be obtained before incurring any expenditure 
on New Minor Wbrks chargeable to Revenue, as defined in clause 39 of the S. M. R. 
Contract with the Secretary of State ; and no new work chargeable to Capital 
shall be commenced until the approval of the Durbar has been obtained and the 
necessary funds have been provided for its construction. 

6. The whole of the Engines, Carriages, Wagons, Sheets and other appliances 
or the equipment of trains shall be provided by the Company. 

7. The Company shall have entire control of the Train and Traffic arrange¬ 
ments of the State Railway. 

8. The Company shall provide the whole of the staff required for the working 
and maintenance of the State Railway together with all materials, stores, etc., 
required for maintaining and working the State Railway. 

9. The Durbar shall arrange with the Government of India or otherwise for 
the provision of the requisite telegraph lines the rental of which shall be debited 
to the general working expenses. The Durbar shall also provide the necessary 
equipment of the telegraph offices at stations, which shall be thereafter maintained 
by the Company as on other parts of its own lines. 

10. The working expenses of the State Railway shall be arrived at in the 
following manner. The expenses of working and maintaining the Southern Mali- 
ratta Railway (including for the purposes of this clause the [Mysore State Railway*)*] 
oilier worked lines) and the Kolhapur State Railway shall be defrayed in the first 
instance by the Company, and from the total sum there shall be deducted charges 
for New Minor Works and Government Supervision which shall be debited to 
each of the Railways concerned, and the balance will be divided between the 
two Railways in the ratio of the gross earnings of each. 

11. The Company shall separately account and be responsible for the collection 
of all revenue pertaining to the State Railway after it has been opened for traffic 
including rents chargeable under the Company’s rules to any of their servants 
occupying dwelling-houses belonging to.tlic State Railway.

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Excellency the Governor in Council is pleased to declare, with the previous sanc¬ 
tion of His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor General in Council, that the 
said Article is hereby modified and shall henceforth run as follows :— 


, Article 7. 

That the present three native courts of civil justice be maintained with 
an appeal court, to be called the Raja’s court. 

That there should be a combined court of the Raja and the British 
Agency for the disposal only of cases against the higher Sardars. 

That Mamlatdars should have authority in minor criminal cases as at 
present. 

That for more serious criminal cases there should be a Nyayadesh court 
imposing sentences of imprisonment for such period as may be fixed 
by the Raja ; sentences of longer imprisonment than three years and 
sentences of death to require the confirmation of the Raja. 

2. The Political Agent should be requested to communicate the alteration 
above made to His Highness the Raja, and to affix the above declaration in English 
and Marathi at the end of the original Treaty in the possession of His Highness 
the Raja.

«eld by Ganpat Rao, subject to a service of 040 horse. 

In 1812 the State of Kurundwad was also divided, a half share 
hailed Shedbal, being- given by the Pesliwa to Ganpat Rao, nephew 0 j 
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Nilkanth Kao. The Kurundwad share yielded a revenue of Rs. 1,27,989, 
and was subject to a service of 280 horse. The revenues of Shedbal were 
Ks. 1,00,691, and the contingent due was 280 horse. 


The power of the Patwardhans had for some time excited the 
jealousy of the Peshwa, who attempted to strip them of their rights. 
Rebellion was several times threatened, and at last in 1812 the Patwar¬ 
dhans asked for the interference of the British Government. Through 
the mediation of Mr. Elphinstone, an Engagement (No. I) was drawn 
up in 1812 by which the family, together with the other Jagirdars of 
the Southern Mahratta Country, were secured in their possessions on 
condition of rendering stipulated service, and the Pesliwa engaged to 
abstain from interference with their administration. 


The founder of the Bhave family was Kara Kao Daji, for whom his 
friend Appaji Sum, Governor of Nargund and Ramdurg, two of the 
strongest forts in the Southern Mahratta Country, procured appointment 
to Nargund. About twenty years later Ram Rao’s son and grand¬ 
nephew, Jogi Rao and Bhaskar Rao, were confirmed in this appointment 
by the Peshwa Madho Rao Balal in 1753. The estates, which yielded a 
revenue of Rs. 2,47,251 and were subject to a service of 350 horse, were 
managed by Bhaskar Rao. He was succeeded by his son Venkat Rao, 
who continued to manage the estates. This arrangement continued till 
1778, when the country was brought under subjection by Haidar Ali. 
In 1784 Tipu Sultan made further demands, which were resisted : and the 
fort of Nargund was blockaded. After a siege of seven months Venkat 
Rao surrendered and, in violation of the terms of capitulation, was, 
with his whole family, carried off a^prisoner by Tipu. On the fall of 
Seringapatam in 1792, Venkat Rao was released : and the Peshwa res¬ 
tored to him Nargund and lands yielding Rs. 1,27,114, and granted to 
Rain Rao', grandson of Jogi Rao, the fort of Ramdurg with lands worth 
Rs. 26,000 a year. The two branches of the family continued in posses¬ 
sion of their respective shares until 1810, when the Peshwa made a 
new division of the lands in equal shares to Venkat Rao and Narayan 
Rao, the sons of Ram Rao. 

At the time of the Peshwa’s overthrow there were six separate States 
held by members of the Patwardhan family —Sangli, Miraj, Jamkhandi 
Kurundwad, Tasgaon and Shedbal. Three Engagements (Nos. II, HI 
and IV) were concluded with the Chiefs of these States in 1819, by 
which the number of horse they were required to furnish was reduced to 
one-fourth, and in lieu of the others land was to be assigned, or cash 
paid at the rate of Rs. 300 for each horse. The Engagements- also bound 
them to dependence on the British Government, to whom all quarrels 
were to be referred. With the exception of the Chief of Sangli, who 
ceded lands yielding Rs. 1,35,000, all the others elected to furnish 
the contingents required. 
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Similar Engagements were made with Yenkat Eao, the Ghorpade 

Chief of Mudhol, in 1819 (No. Y), and with Yenkat Rao and Narayan 
ltao, the Bhave Chiefs of Nargund and Ramdurg, in 1821 (No. VI). 

In 1820 the State of Miraj was, with the sanction of the British 
Government, divided into four shares, and the service of horse was pro¬ 
portionately assigned. Two of these shares lapsed in 1842 and 1845 
from, failure of male issue, and two now remain, separately designated 
Miraj Senior and Miraj Junior. 

The Jamkhandi State also was divided in 1821 by the formation of 
the separate State of Chinchni, which was assigned to Govind Rao Nana 
Sahel), nephew of Ramchandra Rao. Chinchni lapsed in 1886. 
Tasgaon also lapsed in 1848. 

In 1848-49 the maintenance of a contingent force by the States of 
Mudhol, Miraj (Senior and Junior), Jamkhandi, Kurundwad and 
Shedbal was commuted (No. VII) to a money payment. 

The State of Shedbal, after having once been continued by adop¬ 
tion in 1820, lapsed in 1857. Tn the same year the State of Nargund 
was confiscated and its Chief, Bhaskar Rao, hanged for the murder of 
Mr. Manson, the Political Agent. 

Tn 1854 a division of the Kurundwad State between Raghunath Rao, 
his nephew Ganpat Rao, and two younger brothers, Yinayak Rao and 
Trnnhak Rao, was sanctioned. The arrangement seems to have origi¬ 
nally contemplated the continuance of the saranjam, with independent 
jurisdiction, to the senior Chief alone, and the vesting in him of sole 
management of the inams. The junior Chiefs were to be treated 
as holding ordinary landed Estates; and, until the Estates of 
the junior Chiefs were brought under the Regulations, one of them 
was to be invested with the powers contemplated by Regulation XIII 
of 1830 and Regulation XIII of 1842. It was decided, "however, that 
the junior Chiefs should not he brought under the Regulations, and 
that one of them should exercise jurisdiction for the rest. Trimhak 
Rao died in 1869 without male issue. His share of the saranjam was 
bestowed on the two younger Chiefs, and his portion of inam holdings 
reverted to the Senior Chief. The holding is now represented by the 
States of Kurundwad Senior and Kurundwad Junior, the latter being 
held by two Chiefs, one of whom exercises jurisdiction. 

The Rulers of the Southern Mahratta Country States except the 
Chief of Jamkhandi, whose conduct was suspicious, behaved well in 
Ihe mutiny of 1857; and in 1862 all of them except the Chief of 
Kurundwad (Junior), received Sanads of Adoption (No. YII1’.) 

Tn 1874 the Chiefs of Kurundwad (Junior Branch) ceded (No. IX) 
full jurisdiction over lands occupied by tbe Great Indian Peninsula 
Kail wav. 

VIII 
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In 1880-81 the Chiefs of all the Southern Mahratta Country States 
entered into an Agreement (No. X) binding themselves to prohibit 
poppy cultivation in their States and to prevent the illicit importation 
of opium into their territories. Further opium Agreements (see Surat 
Agency No. IX) were made with them all, and also with the Jagirdar 
of Wadi, in 1895-97. 


In 1886 the States of Sangli, Miraj (Senior and Junior), Jamkhandi, 
Kurundwad (Senior and Junior) and Ramdurg ceded (see Kolhapur 
Residency No. X) full jurisdiction over the lands required for the 
Southern Mahratta Railway: and in 1887 the Chiefs of Sangli and 
Miraj (Senior) ceded (see Kolhapur Residency No. XI) full jurisdiction 
over the lands required for the Kolhapur State Railway. 

In 1886-87 the Chiefs of Mudhol, Sangli, Miraj (Senior and Junior), 
Jamkhandi, Kurundwad (Senior and Junior), Ramdurg and the Jagirdar 
of Wadi entered into Agreements (Nos. XT and XTI) to promote the 
growth of trade by the abolition of certain taxes. 

All the Southern Mahratta Country Chiefs, and the Jagirdar of 
Wadi, leased their hemp drug farms to the British Government up to 
the 31st March 1906. The leases have since been renewed from time to 
time, the last renewal being for a period of ten years from the 1st 

April 1925. 

In 1905 the Chief of Miraj (Senior) ceded (No. XIII) full jurisdic¬ 
tion over the lands required for the Barsi Light Railway: and in 1906 
the Chiefs of Sangli and Miraj (Senior) ceded (No. XIV) full jurisdic¬ 
tion over the lands required for the Sangli State Railway, an Agree¬ 
ment (No. XV) for the working of which was concluded in 1907 between 
the Sangli State and the Southern Mahratta Railway Company. In 
1925-26 full jurisdiction over the lands required for the Pandharpur- 
Miraj extension of the Barsi Light Railway was ceded by the Chiefs of 
Miraj (Junior) (No. XVII), Miraj (Senior) (No. XVTTT) and Sangli 
(No.'XIX). 

All the Southern Mahratta Country Chiefs (except Sangli, with 
whom negotiations are still (1929) in progress), and the Jagirdar of 
Wadi, have at various times entered into Agreements for the lease of 
their Abkari revenue to the British Government; the present Agree¬ 
ment (No. XX) having been concluded for a period of ten years from 
the 1st August 1924. 


In November 1929 the Mudhol, Sangli and Ramdurg* Barbara exe¬ 
cuted Agreements regarding the provincialisation of the portions of the 
Belgaum-Tfungmid road lying within the limits of their States. These 
Agreements were concluded too late for inclusion of copies of them in the 
present edition.

AGENCY —Mudhol 



The Chiefs of Mudhol and Sangli enjoy plenary jurisdiction, that is 
pouei to tiy for capital offences, without permission from the Political 
gent, all pei sons in their territories except Europeans, including Euro¬ 
pean Biitish subjects, Americans, Government servants and other 
British subjects; the Chiefs of Miraj (Senior and Junior), Jamkhandi, 
Kurundwad (Senior and Junior) and Ramdurg exercise unlimited civil 
and criminal jurisdiction, subject to the proviso that, for capital offences, 
the permission of the Political Agent must be obtained for the trial of 
British subjects and the subjects of other States. 

1. Mudhol. 

I lie Raja oi Mudhol belongs to the Blionsla Ghorpade family. The 
original name was Blionsla, and the Mudliolkar is said to be descended 
from a common ancestor with Shivaji. There are two branches of the 
Ghorpade family, the “ Sathkas ” and the “Naukas ”, to the former of 
which the Mudhol Chief belongs, while the other division is represented 
by the Senapati of Kapshi in the Kolhapur State. 

Yenkat Bao, the Chief with whom the first British engagement was 
made in 1819, died in 1853, and was succeeded by his son, Balwant 
Rao. He died in 1862, and was succeeded by his son, Yenkat Rao, 
who died in July 1900. He was succeeded by the present Ruler, 
Meherban Malojirao Yenkatrao Raje Ghorpade alias Nanasaheb, born 
on the 14th June 1884. He was invested with full powers in 1904, and 
in 1909 he was granted a personal salute of 9 guns. 

In 1918 the Ruler of Mudhol was granted a permanent salute of 
9 guns: and in 1922 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred upon 
him (No. XYI). 1 

The area of Mudhol is 368 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 60,140; and the gross revenue Rs. 4,15,3S6. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised 
strength of the Mudhol State Forces consists (December 1926) of:_

The State also possesses 111 Armed Police and 7 serviceable guns.

2. Sangli. 

Chintaman Rao, the first Chief of Sangli. died in 1850. and was 
succeeded by Dundi Rao Chintaman, who died on the 12t j) December 
1901 without male issue. He was succeeded by tbe present Chief 
^inayakrao Bhansaheb now known as Meherban Ohintamanrao 

s 2 
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Dhundirao alias Appasaheb Patwardhan, born on ihe 24th March IS90. 
IJe is a great grandson of Tinayak Rao Bhau Saheb, adopted son of 
Phundi Rao Chintaman’s elder brother Ganpat Rao. He was installed 
in June 1903 and was invested with full powers in 1910. 

In 1918 the Ruler of Sangli was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns. In 1927 Meherban Chintainanrao Dhundirao, the present Ruler, 
was granted a personal salute of 11 guns. 

The area of Sangli is 1,111 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 2,21,321; and the gross revenue Rs. 10,03,222. 

The State possesses (1920) 182 Armed Police, with 1 serviceable and 
2 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Parbar, all such levies were 

abolished. 

3. Miraj, Senior Branch. 

The Chief with whom the first British Engagement was made in 
1819 was Ganpat Rao, grandson of Gangadhor Rao. Ho died in 1833 
and was succeeded by his son Ganpat Rao Tati a Sahib who, on the 6th 
June 1875, was succeeded by his son the present Chief Meherban 
Gangadharrao Ganesh alias Bala saheb Patwardhan, born on the 9th 
February 1866. He was invested with powers in February 1887. Ho 
is a first class Rardar of the Peeean. 


In 1883 land belonging to the State was taken up for irrigation works. 
Rs. 1,194 is paid annually to the Chief on this account. 

The area of the State is 342 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 82,580; and the gross revenue Rs. 4,11,377. 

The Chief pays an annual contribution of Rs. 12,557 to the British 
Government on account of service. 

The State possesses (1926) 60 Armed Police with 1 unserviceable gun 


4. Mira.t, Junior Branch. 

Madhav Ran, a younger son of Gangadhar Rao, was the founder of 

this branch. He died in 1845, and was succeeded by his son Lakshinan 
Rao, who died in 1876, and was succeeded by his only son Harihar 
Rao. He died in 1877 and was succeeded bv Lakshman Rao Anna 
Saheb, who died on the 7th February 1899, before being invested with 
powers and without a male heir. The British Government selected as 
his successor Raghunaih Rao Chintaman, the present Chief, now known 
a 4 ? Meherban Madhavrao Harihar alias Babasaheb ^Patwardhan, who is 
the second son of Chintaman Rao Raghunath, the late Chief of 
Rurundwad (Senior). He was horn on the 15th March 1889, and sue* 
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eeeded on the 19th December 1899. He was subsequently adopted by 
Parbati Bai Sabeba, the widow of Harihar Rao Dada Saheb and mother 
of Laksimian Rao Anna Saheb. He was invested with full powers in 
JUU9. He is a first class Sardar of the Deccan.

to the Census of 1921, 34,665; and the gross revenue Rs. 3,53.297. 

The Chief pays an annual contribution of Rs. 6,412-8-0 to the 
British Government on account .of service. 

The State possesses (1926) 39 Armed Police.

6. Jamkiiandi. 

Gopal Rao Ranichandra, the head of the Jamkhandi family, was a 
one-third shareholder of the Tasgaon family. The other two-thirds 
lapsed to Government in 1836 and 1848 for want of natural heirs. 
Gopal Rao died in 1840, and was succeeded by his adopted son, Ram- 
chandra Rao Gopal, who died in 1897. He was succeeded by bia 
adopted son, Parashram Rao Ramcliandra, alias Bhau Saheb, who' died 
iii 1924 and was succeeded by his son the present Chief’ Meherban 
Shankarrao Parashramrao alias Appasaheb Patwardhan, born on the 
5th November 1906. He was invested with full powers in May 1926. 
He is a first class Sardar of the Deccan.

7. Ramdurg. 

On the fail of the Peshwa, the British Government found Venkat 
Rao ruling over Nargund and Narayan Rao ruling over Ramdurg. 
Venkat Rao was succeeded by his son Dadaji Rao, and he by his elder 
son Bhaskar Rao. Narayan Rao died in 1827 without male issue and 
without having obtained permission to adopt a son: and Ramdurg was 
therefore placed under attachment. But Narayan Rao’s widow was 
afterwards allowed to adopt Harihar Rao, younger son of Dadaji Rao of 
Nargund, who took the name of Ram Rao. Narayan Rao s uidou 
retained the management of Ramdurg for her life. Bhaskar Rao was 
hanged for the murder of the Political Agent in 1857, and Nargund was 
confiscated. Ram Rao, who remained faithful during the mutiny, 
died in 1873 and was succeeded by his son Yogi Rao, who died in 1878 
and was succeeded by Venkat Rao. Venkat Rao died in 1907 and was 
succeeded by his son the present Chief Meherban Ramrao Venkatrao 
alias Rao Salieb Bhave, born on the 16th September 1895. He was in¬ 
vested with full powers in January 1915. 

The area of the State is 169 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 33,997; and the gross revenue Rs. 2,81,307. 

The State is considered a personal holding and is exempted from 
rendering service to the British Government. 

The State possesses (1926) 36 Armed Police, with 1 serviceable and 
l unserviceable guns. 


8. Kurundwad, Junior Branch, 

There are two Chiefs of this Branch. The two first Chiefs were - 
Vinayakrao and Ganpat Rao Harihar Rao. Vinayakrao was succeeded 
by his son Harihar Rao Vinayak Rao, alias Daji Sahib, and Ganpat 
Rao Harihar Rao, who died in 1899, by Meherban Madhavrao Ganpatrao 
alias Bbausaheb Patwardhan, who was born on the 6th December 
1875 and is one of the present Chiefs. 
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Th « two shares of the State are not recognised as distinct States, and 
it was directed that the Civil and Criminal jurisdiction over the State 
as a whole should be vested entirely in Harihar Rao Vinayak Rao.

Articles of Agreement * entered into by the Honourable M. Elphinstone, 
in the name of the British Government, on behalf of the Peishwa, 
with the Jaghiredars of the Southern Mahratta Country, in July 
and August 1812, commonly called “ The Agreement of Punderpore”. 

Article 1. 

The British Government engages that no notice shall be taken of past offences 
by His Highness the Peishwa, and also that the jaghiredars shall not be molested 
by the revival of old claims of a pecuniary nature or otherwise. On the other 
hand, the jaghiredars promise never to revive any former claims on His Highness 
the Peishwa. 

Article 2. 

The jaghiredars engage to restore promptly all usurped lands without excep¬ 
tion, and to relinquish all revenues which they enjoy without Sunnuds. Their 
Sunnuds to be examined for this purpose, and any grounds they may offer for 
mitigation to be hereafter investigated. Under this Article all lands which are 
held in kamavis are to be restored to the Peishwa. 

Article 3. 

The jaghiredars engage to serve His Highness the Peishwa according to the 
former practice of the Mahratta Empire, as laid down in the Tynat Zabitas* 

Article 4. 

The jaghiredars are to carry on no hostilities whatever, unless authorized by 
His Highness the Peishwa ; and should any occasion arise for private wars among 
themselves, they promise to submit their disputes to the Peishwa, and to abide 
by His Highness’s decision. 

Article 5. 

The British Government pledges itself that the jaghiredars shall retain un¬ 
disturbed possession of their Sunnudee lands as long as they serve His Highness 
the Peishwa with fidelity, and also promises to use its influence to induce His High¬ 
ness to restore them to favour, and to treat them with due consideration, on the 
same terms. 

* This document corresponds with the Paper of requests presented by the Resident at 
Poona to the Peshwa’s Ministers on the Oth of July 1812—see “ The Peshwa,” Vol. VII. The 
original agreement is supposed to have been burnt with the Poona Residency in 1817. This 
copy i b taken from a draft agreement appended to a letter from Mr. Elphinstone, to Lord Minto, 
dated 9th July 1812, and corresponds with a copy in the possession of one of the jagirdars. 
It may therefore be accepted as genuine. 

Note -The above terms were agreed to by the jagirdars of the Southern Mahratta 
Country in July and August 1812. J he Chief of Tasgaon was not included in the agreemont.

His Highness the Peishwa has entrusted all the negotiations affecting the 
preceding questions to the British Resident, who has been instructed by the Right 
Honourable the Governor-General to carry them into effect, and to see that they 
are punctually observed.

Memorandum of Terms granted by the Honourable East India Company 
to Chintamun Rao Appati Putwurdhtjn regarding the lands which he 
held from the Government of His Highness the Peishwa for the 
Payment of his Contingent, of his Personal Allowance, etc., bearing 
date the Arabic year 1219, A.D. 1819. 


Article 1.

In the Arabic year 1213 a settlement was concluded, and a letter and memo¬ 
randum on the part of the British Government were despatched frcm Punderpore 
In the 3rd Article of that memorandum it is written that you are to serve the 
1 eisliwa according to the ancient custom of the Maliratta Empire, as it appears 
in your Tynat Zabita. With reference to that agreement it has now been settled 
that you shall serve with (450 horse) one-fourth of the contingent of troops for 
t ie maintenance of winch you now hold lands ; or that in lieu of such service you 
shall pay to the government in ready money, at the rate of Rupees 300 a horse 
the amount of the allowance of that number, or that you shall relinquish an equi¬ 
valent in land, whereupon you having agreed to give up the amount of the allow¬ 
ances in land, you will now make over the said land to the government accord¬ 
ing to a separate Schedule, 

Article 2.

As long as you remain faithful and true to government, your lands shall be 
continued to you without interruption. This stipulation was contained in the 
5th Article of the terms of Punderpore and is hereby confirmed. A Sunnud to 
this effect, issued by the Most Noble the Governor-General, will Le made over 
to you. 

Article 3. 

You shall on no account eutertain troops for the purpose of engaging in a coil* 
test with any person whatever. In the event of any cause of dispute arising, you 
must not resort yourself to extreme measures, but must refer the question to 
government for consideration : it will then be impartially adjusted, and you must

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abide by the decision. This Article corresponds with the 4th clause of the terras 
of Punderpore, which is hereby confirmed. 


Article 4. 

You will attend to the prosperity of the ryots of your jaghire, to the strict 
administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies, murders, 
arsons, and other crimes. This Article is an essential condition of the present 
Agreement; you must therefore indispensably maintain the good order of your 
country. 

Article 5. 

You will continue all rights within your jaghire, whether belonging to the 
State or to individuals, all doomallee, surinjam, and enam villages and lands, 
all wurshanuns (or annual pensions), dhurmadaos (or charitable allowances), 
dewasthans (or religious establishments), rozeenah (daily stipends), khyrats (alms 
to Mahomedans), nemnooks (or assignments on the revenue), etc., and if in any 
particular instance any interruption shall have been offered to a grant not annulled 
by government, such grant shall likewise be made good without hindrance to 
the proprietor. No complaints on this head are to be suffered to reach the govern¬ 
ment. 

Article 6. 

If any offenders from your jaghire lands shall come into those of the govern¬ 
ment, you will represent the affair, and they shall, on enquiry, be delivered up 
to you; and should any offenders against the government, or criminals belong¬ 
ing to its territory seek refuge in your country, they will be pursued by the govern¬ 
ment officers ; and you will afford every assistance in delivering up such offenders. 

Article 7. 

The British Government will maintain your rank and dignity as it was main¬ 
tained under His Highness the Peishwa. It will attend to any of your repre¬ 
sentations, and will decide equitably upon them; you shall in no respect suffer 
injury,, but will of course be supported as far as it is just. 


Article 8. 

Any villages, lands or other possessions belonging to your surinjam or enam 
situated within the lands of government shall be continued without obstruction 
as they nave heretofore been continued* 

The above-written eight Articles are agreed to , 15th May 1819 , corresponding 
to 19th Rujjub. 
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Articles of Stipulation on the Transfer of Lands to the amount of 
Rupees 1,35,000 in lieu of Contingent of 450 required by the Tynat 
Zabita, dated Beejapore, 12th December 1820. 


The giving up of Shapore, which was desirable from its proximity to the canton¬ 
ment of Belgaum, being objected to by Chintamun Rao, it is engaged as follows

There shall be no spirit-dealing in Shapore.

There shall be no mint or coinage in Shapore, to prevent objections regard¬ 
ing the currency.

No equivalent to be required from the British Government on account of these 
two items.

The Collector will fix villages in the neighbourhood of Belgaum, with the except 
tion of Shapore, to be given up to the amount of Rupees 10,775-1-68, required 
to complete the sum of Rupees 1,35,000. Villages to be given up which contain 
toddy trees, in order to prevent future collision, and the nemnook or village pay- 
ments to be deducted in the estimation of their value.

The Collector of Dharwar will deliver over all the lands held under attach¬ 
ment, which are to be relinquished on security being furnished- for such other 
lands being given (by three instalments of one month each) as shall be found 
requisite to complete the necessary sum (Rupees 1,35,000), the deductions on 
account of police and nemnook expenditure being included in the calculation.

Agreement made by Chintamun Rao Pandoortjng, Sunnut Ushrecn-wu- 
Myatein-wu-TJlf 1229 Puslee. 

I was a Sirdar and subject under the Peishwa. The Peishwa’s government 
was set aside and that of the Company established. My jaghire has with the 
other territories come under the British Government. I will serve the British 
Government, as I may be directed, with fidelity and attachment, with such lauds 
as may be graciously bestowed on me. I shall not maintain connection with, 
or dependence on, the Peishwa. I shall not hereafter make any claims according 
to the former Tynat Zabita. I relinquish the claim I made formerly of my rela¬ 
tions, the Miritchkur, Tasgaonkur, Koorundwarkur Sirdars, being under my autho¬ 
rity. I accept only whatever jaghire the British Government may >e l’^ u 
to grant me, and I beg a memorandum for the continuance of it, by which I will 
permanently abide. This is the agreement.

In the three Articles of that memorandum it is written that you are to serve the 
Peishwa according to the custom of the Mahratta Empire, as it appears in your 
Tynat Zabita ; but as the Sirdars would not be able to perform the serving accord¬ 
ing to the terms of their Tynat Zabitas, it is now settled, out of consideration 
for them, that they shall serve with one-fourth of the contingent of troops for the 
maintenance of which they hold lands, or that in lieu of such service they shall 
pay to government in ready money, at the rate of Rupees 300 a horse, the amount 
of the allowance of that number of troops, or that they shall relinquish an equi¬ 
valent in land. Whereupon you having agreed to serve with 70 horse, being a 
fourth of your contingent, that arrangement is hereby confirmed by the govern¬ 
ment.

According to ancient practice, you ought to serve with as many horse as your 
lands will maintain at Rupees 300 a horse ; but as that would be more than you 
could accomplish, General Munro made the following declaration in the 13th 
Article of his Agreement:—“ The Company does not exact service like the con¬ 
stant duty you used to do under the Peishwa; once in ten or fifteen years, when 
an important affair occurs, it is necessary to come to the Company’s assistance ; 
except in such times you shall not always be summoned.’’ On this yoir havo 
now requested that the terms o£ your service may not be left indistinct, and have 
stated your inability to act up to the full extent of the terms of your Tynat Zabita :

In the event of either men or horses being killed or wounded in action, you 
will receive no compensation from government; all expenses are fco be provided 
for out of the war allowance granted. This is to be observed according to former 
practice ; but if any great man should be wounded or killed in action, a reward 
will be given to him by the government if wounded, or a pension to his family 
if he be killed in action. 

Article 5. 

In addition to your contingent you will maintain ut your own expense such 
establishments for the preservation of order within your limit as may be neces¬ 
sary ; and in the event of disturbances in the districts adjoining to yours, you will 
furnish assistance with such troops as may be in your lands. If any great distur¬ 
bance should break out in your lands, you will receive assistance on your apply¬ 
ing to government. 

Article 6. 

In the 10th Article of the Agreement with General Munro it is written 
that on your submitting to the British Government, your jaghire shall be con¬ 
tinued to you on the former footing, and in the 14tli Article is a similar engage¬ 
ment for the maintenance of your honour and dignity : it is therefore agreed that 
as long as you shall continue to serve the British Government with fidelity and 
attachment, your jaghire shall remain unquestioned and undisturbed in your 
possession, and a Sunnud shall be procured to the same effect from His Excellency 
the Most Noble the Governor-General hereafter. When new Sunnuds are required 
for your descendants in succession, it is to be represented to government, which 
will graciously confer a new Sunnud without exacting any nuzzur. A separate 
Article has been executed on this head, which will be conformed to. 

Article 7. 

Any villages, lands, or other possessions belonging to your surinjam or enam 
situated within the lands of government shall be continued without obstruction 
as they have heretofore been continued. 

4 RTICLE 8. 

You will continue all rights within your jaghire, whether belonging to the 
State or individuals, all doomallee, surinjam, and enam villages and lands, all 
wurshasuns (or annual pensions), dhurmadaos (or religious establishments), 
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rozeenah (daily stipends), khyrats (alms to Mahomedans), nemnooks (or assign¬ 
ments of the revenue), etc., in conformity to the list contained in the grant of 
your surmjam, and if in any particular instance any interruption shall have been 
o ered to a grant not annulled by government, such grant shall likewise be made 
good without hindrance to the proprietor. No complaints on this head are to 
'e suffered to reach the government. If any zemindar should be guilty of rebel- 
i n 01 treason, or should resist your authority, you are at liberty to resume his 
ands as a punishment on satisfying yourself of his guilt. If any of the other 
persons above enumerated should be guilty of an offence, or if any oi tnem should 
die without heirs, you will announce it to government, which will punish the guilty 
and take possession of the vacant lands.”* 


Article 9. 

You will attend to the prosperity of the ryots of your jaghire, to the strict 
administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies, murders 
arsons, and other crimes. The government will not enquire into any trifling 
complaints that may arise in your jaghire. When any complaint is made, it will 
be referred to you, and you are to settle it equitably. If at any time yoiir jaghire 
should fall into great disorder, and robberies should be committed without proper 
investigation and redress on your part, it will be necessary that arrangements 
should be made on the part of the government. 

Article 10. 

\ on shall on no account entertain troops for the purpose of engaging in a 
contest with any person whatever. In the event of any cause of dispute arising, 
you must not resort yourself to extreme measures, but must refer the question 
to government for consideration ; it will then be impartially adjusted, and you 
must abide by the decision. 1 

Article 11. 

In the 15th Article of your Agreement noth General Munro it is agreed that 
if any persons of your district, or any of your dependants, should be guilty of 
offences, and should fly to the government or to any other person, they shall, on 
representation to government, be delivered up. It is therefore now agreed that 
if any offenders of yours escape to the lands of government, or to thoiTe of other 
persons, you are to represent it to government, and on enquiry they shall be de¬ 
livered up ; and should any offenders against the government, or criminals belong¬ 
ing to its territory, seek refuge in your country, they will be pursued by the gov¬ 
ernment officers, and you will afford every assistance in delivering up such offenders. 

Article 12. 

The British Government will maintain, your rank and dignity as it was main¬ 
tained under His Highness the Peishwa in former times. It will attend to any 
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of your representations and will decide equitably upon them ; you shall in no 
respect suffer injury, but will, of course, be supported as far as is just. To this 
effect it was promised by General Munro in the 4th Article of his Agreement; 
it is therefore inserted here. 


Article 13. 

It was agreed by General Munro that you should only serve on great occa¬ 
sions, such as occur once in ten or fifteen years ; nevertheless, you have agreed 
to serve at all times with a fourth of your contingent; it is therefore determined 
to grant you, under the name of personal allowance (Zabita Tynat), lands yield¬ 
ing an annual revenue of Rupees 30,000, to commence from the 1st day of the 
current year. 

Article 14. 

It was agreed by General Munro, in the 16th Article of his agreement, that 
your disputes with your relations should be equitably adjusted ; there is a stipu¬ 
lation in the 4th Article for the equitable division of Bhoze and Yekshumba, and 
an adjustment on these principles would exclude all considerations of delicacy : 
it is therefore resolved to put an end to the disputes between the Sirdars by the 
following grant to you, to commence from the 1st day of the current year, in full 
satisfaction of all your claims regarding the jaghire. If the village of Bhoze is 
not obtained for you from Gopal Rao, you will receive lands yielding Rupees 6,400 
a year, the addition of Rupees 300 to the value of the village being as a compen¬ 
sation for your disappointment. In lieu of the third share of Annapore, you will 
receive Rupees 1,300. 

Article 15. 

You applied to General Munro for an enam for the god Gunputtee, at Tasgaon ; 
it is therefore determined to grant, from the first day of this year, an enam of 
Rupees 2,000 ; Rupees 1,000 for the expenses of the daily sacrifice and annual 
ceremonies, and Rupees 1,000 for the expense of a band of music. 

Article 16. 

If it should appear that you were in the habit of receiving from the Peishwa’s 
government exemptions from the payment of duties on flocks of sheep, or rice, 
cloth, and other articles required for your own use, you will on enquiry receive 
similar exemptions, but should these exemptions derange the system established 
for the country, they will not be granted. 

Article 17, 

The [ands now granted to you for a personal Tynat, and for the purpose of 
accommodating your disputes with your family, do not involve the service of 
any horse in addition tq the stipulated number of 150. 

The above seventeen Articles are agreed to this 17tli of June 1819, Shabun 23rd 
{220 Arabia, in camp at Moochoondee , in (lie pergunnah of JtUL 
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Trrms granted by the Honourable East..India Company to Venkut Rao 
Rajah Gorepuray regarding the lands which lie held of His Highness 
the Peishwa for the payment of his contingent, which are now comprised 
within the territories of the British Government, and are graciously granted 
to him for furnishing a contingent to government in consideration of his 
family being of old standing, bearing date Sunnut Ushreen-wu-Myatein- 
wu-Ulf, corresponding with December A.D. 1819. 


Article 1. 

The five mehals of Moodhole, which were continue l until the waT for personal 
and contingent allowance, are now confirmed. It was usual to supply 150 horse, 
and those who were paid by the Peishwa’s government were at the rate of Rupees 
12 monthly. In lieu of the latter, a deduction of half (70) the contingent is made. 
But with a view to support the family, and in consideration that the contingent 
is required throughout the whole year, and the horses to be good and effective, 
the British Government is graciously pleased to relinquish three-fourths of the 
contingent, and to fix the contingent hereafter to be furnished at 20 horse. 


Article 2. 

The horses shall be good, valuing between Rupees 300 and 400, and the men 
efficient. They must serve wherever required. Should their numbers be defi¬ 
cient, the amount of such deficiency shall be repaid to government, at the rate 

of Rupees 300 for each, from the date of being present at muster.

Article 3.

Sunnnds are required for the descendants of each respectively, it is to be repre¬ 
sented to the government, which will graciously confer a new Sunnud and con¬ 
tinue the jaghire without exacting any nuzzur. 

Article 6. 

Any villages, lands, or other possessions belonging to your surinjam or enam, 
situated within the lands of government, shall be continued without obstruction 
as they have heretofore been continued. You will continue all rights within your 
jaghire, whether belonging to the State or individuals, all doomala, surinjam, and 
enam villages, and lands, all wurshasuns (or annual pensions), dhurmadao (or 
religious establishments), rozeenah, (daily stipends), khyrats (alms to Mahome- 
dans), nemnooks (or assignments on the revenue), etc., in conformity to the list 
contained in the grant of your surinjam ; and if in any particular instance any 
interruption shall have been offered to a grant not annulled by government, such 
grant shall likewise be made good without hindrance to the proprietor. No 
complaints on this head are to be suffered to reach the government. If any 
should act improperly, or be without heirs, you shall report to the British, 
which has authority to punish and resume. If any zeminder should be guilty 
of rebellion or treason, or should resist your authority, or die without heirs, you 
are at liberty to resume his lands as a punishment, on satisfying yourself of his 
guilt, at the same time reporting the matter to government, and receiving its 
orders regarding it, which shall be executed accordingly. 

Article 7. 

You will attend to the prosperity of the ryots of your jaghire, to the strict 
administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies, murders, 
tullee, arsons, and other crimes. Should that not be done, and the government 
gives orders regarding any complaint made in your jaghire, you will act accordingly 
in the settlement of the matter. Any decision of government regarding the ad¬ 
ministration of justice which may be made on investigation must be duly exe¬ 
cuted. If any obstruction should be offered, or should the country fall into great 
disorder, and robberies and other offences begin to be committed, the government 
will make such arrangement for the surinjamee lands as it may deem proper. 


Article 8. 

You shall on no account entertain troops for the purpose of engaging in a 
contest with any person whatever. In the event of any cause of dispute arising, 
you must not resort yourself to extreme measures, but must refer the question 
to government for consideration ; it will then be impartially adjusted, and you 
must abide by the decision. 

Article 9. 

You shall hold no connexion or correspondence with Bajee Bao or other 
dowlutdar, or suwasthan, as proclaimed by government, and shall afford aid to 
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uo disaffected person. This condition is hereby engaged for, and if infringed, 
the jaghire will not be continued. 

Article 10. 

If any offenders from your jaghire lands shall come into those of the govern- 
snent, you will represent the affair, and they shall on enquiry be delivered up to 
you ; and should any offender against the government, or criminal belonging 
to its territories, seek refuge in your countcv, he shall be apprehended an l delivered 

up, and if pursued by the government officers, you shall afford everv assistanc 
in delivering up such offender. 

Article 11. 

The British Government will maintain your rank and dignity as it was main¬ 
tained under His Highness the Peishwa in former times. It will attend to any 
of your representations and will decide equitably upon them. You shall in no 
respect suffer injury. 

The above 11 Articles are agreed to this 27th December, 5th Rubbee-ool-Amil: 
Poonah.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by the Honourable Company 
witli Narain Rao Ram Ramdroogkur, —1821. 

' \ 

Whereas your ancestors held the suwasthan of Nurgoond for many years under 
the government of the Sreemuni) Punt Pradhan, and whereas a partition urns made 
between you and the Nurgoondkur, when half the suwasthan, comprising the 
fort and talook of Bamdroog and 17 villages of the talook of Nurgoond. was 
awarded to you by the Peishwa’s government, and whereas the Peishwa’s terri¬ 
tories have since come into the possession of the Honourable Company, that 
government has been pleased, in consideration of the suwasthan being an ancient 
one, and from personal regard, to continue your possessions to you; the follow¬ 
ing Treaty is now concluded :— 

Article 1. 

t 

You formerly engaged, for the consideration of your fort and possession to 
serve the Peishwa with 113 horse in lieu of rent; but as you have represented to 
the government that you have not served the Peishwa for many years, the Sircar 
renounces its claim to the aforesaid quota of horse, and confirms you in your 
possessions out of favour, and you on your part engage to continue in friendship 
with the British Government.

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Article 2. 

In a former agreement* it was stipulated that you should pay the govern¬ 
ment annually the sum of Rupees 3,468§ as vour share of the jaghire of Konoor ; 
this Article is confirmed, and you hereby engage to continue to pay the aforesaid 
sum yearly into the Company’s treasury. 


Article 3. 

As long as you may continue in friendship with the government, the suwasthan 
and villages attached will be continued to you without interruption, and to your 
heirs from generation to generation, and a grant to this effect, confirmed by the 
Supreme Government, will be delivered to you, which will be renewed at every 
succession to your estate, and on your preferring an application, these Sunnuds 
will be renewed without the usual demand of nuzzur. 

' Article 4. 

The government hereby engages to continue to you such possessions held by 
you in enam, &c., at the time of the war, as may be within the limits of the Honour¬ 
able Company’s special dominions, while it reserves the right of resuming such 
within your territory as may hereafter appear to belong to the Sircar. On your 
part you engage to continue to the holders of enams, dhurmadao, khyrat, nemnook, 
&c., within your territory, their several rights without interruption. 

Article 5. 

You further engage to protect the ryots of the country forming your suwasthan, 
to make legal and just enquiries, to protect the inhabitants against robbers, 
murderers, thullygars, &c., and to obey such orders as the government may deem 
it necessary to issue in the event of complaints being preferred against you. In 
failure thereof, or in the event of your country being, from your own neglect or 
carelessness, infested with robbers, &c., the Sircar will take measures for its better 
management. 

Article G. 

You further engage not to assemble any party, or to attack or fight against 
any person without the orders of the government, and to report to the govern¬ 
ment all disputes that you may be involved in without resorting to arms, when 
a fair enquiry shall be made and orders issued, agreeably to which you engage 
to conform. 

Article 7. 

You further engage never to hold any connexion or correspondence with Bajee 
Ttao Sahib or other dowlutdar, or suwasthan, and not to afford assistance to any 
disaffected person. • 1

With reference to this, I be* 
to state that on an emergency, assistance shall be rendered to government by- 
ending (men, etc.) out of my surinjam (or force). I am very glad that you have 
been kind enough to dispense with 34 sowars. I shall continue to pay to govern¬ 
ment, on account of the salary of the remaining 36 sowars, Rupees 9,618-12 per 
annum, at the rate of Rupees 801*9 per mensem.

After compliments. — Further two memoranda have been received from you 
to the address of my Vakeel, stating that the Bai Saheb had sent a letter to the 
ffeect that she did not wish to make a cash payment in lieu of the sowars from this 
estate who perform service under government, and that the sowars be allowed to 
serve as before ; that therefore these written communications are sent to me with 
a request that I should at an early date inform you in writing which of the above 
courses I wish to follow. With reference to this, I beg to state that for a long 
period, and from the time of my ancestors Bargeer Silledars, etc., the dependants 
of my family, rendered services when occasion required ; that out of these, 78 
sowars perform service under government, and that they are to be provided for. 
I have addressed a letter, under date the 29th May 1848 to the effect that 72 sowars 
being dispensed with, I agree to pay, according to the orders of government, Rupees 
20,840-10 on account of the annual salary of 78 sowars.

After compliments.—Further, your letter No. 5, dated 12th June 1848, has 
been received, stating, with reference to my communication, to the effect that 
the annual salary of my sowars who now serve (under government) calculating 
it according to its monthly rate, amounts to Rupees 12,557-13, and that this sum 
should be annually recovered from the amount of duties ; that the subject of duties 
is under the consideration of government, and that ol a decision being passed on 
It, the sum (due on account of duties) would be paid to me, but that the above- 
mentioned amount (on account of sowars) is required to be paid in cash, and 
requesting me to state my wishes on the point. Adverting to this (letter), I beg 
to state that as it is written (above) that the amount on account of duties will be 
paid according to the decision (that may be passed), I have no further representa¬ 
tion to make about the matter. On a former occasion I wrote to you everything, 
including particulars about sowars. It is now stated above that the sum (on their 
account) should be paid in cash. I shall accordingly continue to pay it 
in cash. I have no objection to make a cash payment. Let this be known to 
you.

After compliments. — Further, you have addressed to me a letter dated 4th 
January 1848, to the effect that on a former occasion a communication was sent 
to me enquiring what objection there existed to make a cash payment or cede 
land to government in lieu of my sowars now performing service under govern¬ 
ment, and that now, in accordance with instructions from government, this letter 
is sent to me to say that on my adopting measures to make a cash payment for 
my 24 sowars now under government, at the rate of Rupees 22-4-3 each a month, 
that is, Rupees 534-6 per mensem, or Company’s Rupees 6,412-8 per annum, or 
cede land in lieu thereof, the remaining 46 sowars, whom I am liable to furnish 
for service in conformity to my engagements, will-be dispensed with. I have 
learned this—you have dispensed with 46 sowars, and it has been settled that 
Rupees 6,412-8 on account of the salary of 24 sowars per annum should be paid 
to the Company’s government. I will continue to pay this sum in cash.

After compliments. — Further in a letter received from you, it was stated that 
on my making a cash payment of the salary of my 10 sowars who perform service 
(under government), the remaining 10 sowars would be dispensed with. I there¬ 
upon wrote, under date the 17th January 1848, to say that service would be 
rendered, as from former times it was the intention of the members of lfty family 
to perform service; but I learn from my Vakeel’s writing that all the jaghiredars 
have now consented to make cash payments in lieu of service. It would not be 
proper for me to withhold my consent to the measure after all have agreed to it. 
I therefore do not object to make a cash payment of Rupees 2,671-14, being the 
amount of the annual salary of the 10 sowars, if (the other) 10-sowars are dispensed 
with. The payment will be made at any place you may name. The 10 sowars 
who now perforin service are old dependants of my family. If they are employed 
on behalf of government, it would uot be necessary for me to make provision for 
their support; if they are not employed on behalf of government, I shall have to 
make provision for them, as they are old dependants of my family. It therefore 
rests with you kindly to employ these sowars.

After compliments.- Further, I have received your circular letter No. 1, dated 
4th January 1848, to the effect that on a former occasion a communication was 
sent to me, enquiring what objection there existed to make a cash payment or 
cede land in lieu of my sowars who render service to government and that now, 
under instructions from government, this (letter) is written to me to say that on 
measures being adopted to make a cash payment for my 36 sowars who now perform 
service under government at the rate of Rupees 22-4-3 each a month, that is Rupees 
801-9 a month, or Rupees 9,618-12 per annum, or to cede land m lieu of this pay¬ 
ment the remaining 34 sowars, whom I am liable to furnish for service in con¬ 
formity to my engagements/will be dispensed with. With reference to this, I beg 
to state that in paragraph 1 of the Memorandum about the settlement of my surin- 
iams etc., given at Poona by the Honourable Elphinstone with his signature and 
seal thereon, in the year 1819, corresponding with sun Ushreen Myatein-wu-TJlf, 
it is stated that considering that Sirdars will not be able to get on if they were 
required to perform service with troops, according to the practice prevailing in 
the Sivuraj (or the Peishwa’s rule), and the former Tynat Zabita, and that there¬ 
fore a settlement is made out of (regard for) them ; that for the districts continued 
on account of surinjams sowars equivalent (or whose salaries may be equal) to one- 
fourth the proceeds thereof should be furnished, or in lieu thereof the amount 
equal to their salaries should be paid in cash to government, or territory trans¬ 
ferred on their account. That accordingly the above-mentioned personage settled 
that 70 sowars should be furnished for service on account of one-fourth (of the 
surinjam held), and stated that the settlement had been sanctioned by govern¬ 
ment. 1 Accordingly it was settled that 70 sowars, equivalent to one-fourth of my 
surinjam, should be furnished to the Company’s government for service, and my 
family has since been furnishing sowars for service according to the orders received 
from the Sahib, and it is my intention to furnish sowars for service hereafter also. 
But you now write that on measures being adopted to make a cash payment for 36 
sowars, who at present perform service under government at the above-mentioned 
rale, or cede land in lieu thereof to government, the remaining 34 sowars, whom 
I am liable to furnish, will be dispensed with. Bearing in mind the fact that the 
mehals and villages of this surinjam arc losing concerns (that is, yield less revenue 
than estimated); that the revenue is not received in proportion to the extent 
of lands cultivated : that this estate is encumbered with a heavy expense; and 
that therefore it would be difficult for me to get on if I was made to furnish 70 
sowasr for service according to the engagement entered into, you wrote to His 
Excellency the Governor in Council, obtained orders for dispensing with the re¬ 
maining sowars, and addressed a letter to me on the subject. I am very glad 
that government has conferred this favour upon me. Agreeably to the opinion 
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expressed by you in writing I am willing to pay from year to year by the end of 
Mrig Sal, Company’s Rupees 9,618-12 in cash into the Company’s government 
on account of the salary of 36 sowars. 

You write that in virtue of the tenure of the surinjam continued to me I am 
bound to attend with my forces, etc., to afford assistance to government whenever 
it has occasion for the same. With reference to this I beg to state that this pro¬ 
vision does not appear to exist in the aforesaid Memorandum entered into with 
the Company’s government regarding my ‘estate. Government is, however, well 
aware that I have never failed, on receiving an intimation, to send in time ,my 
troops, etc., to afford assistance to government. 

In this manner the particulars are given in two paragraphs, and you will learn 
the same.

No. VIII. 

Adoption Sunnud granted to the Putwurdhuns*,— 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued ; in fulfil¬ 
ment of this desire this Sunnud is given to you to convey to you the assurance 
that, on failure of natural heirs, the British Government will recognize and confirm 
any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by any future Chief of your State 
that may be in accordance with Hindu Law and the customs of your race. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made 1 to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov¬ 
ernment.

Translation of a letter dated 25th July 1874 addressed bv Oanpatrao rfarihar 
and Vinayakrao Kesha v, younger Chiefs of Kurundwad to Captain Waller, Acting 
Assistant Political Agent, Kolhapur and Southern Mali rati a Country. 

* The Chiefs of Sangli, Miraj (Senior and Junior), Jamkhandi and Kurundwad (Senior), 
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After compliments.—In your letter No. 393, dated 20th duly 1874, you sug¬ 
gested to us that, the British Government being desirous that we should cede 
to them our right- of exercising civil and criminal jurisdiction in the territory 
made over by us for the purpose of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, within 
the limits of our villages of Baroti, Rupewadi and Dhudhni, in the Maindargi 
district, to be exercised by the British Government in such manner as they saw fit, 
we should give our consent to the arrangement. In reply we beg to inform you 
that we hereby agree to cede to the British Government our right of exercising 
civil and criminal jurisdiction in the territory which has been assigned for the 
purposes of the above mentioned Railway—to be exercised by the British Govern¬ 
ment in such manner as they see fit—for such time as the land is required for the 
purposes alluded to, and on the condition that the jurisdiction be restored to us, 
or our heirs, when the land is no longer needed for the Railway.

Agreement entered into by the Sangli State with the British Government,— 

1881 . 

Whereas the British Government have deemed it derisable to conclude.arrange¬ 
ments for the complete prohibition of the cultivation of the poppy and manufac¬ 
ture of opitfm in my State, I have already given my consent gladly to co-operate 
cordially and loyally with them in carrying out these arrangements ; and I now 
hereby promise and agree to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and manufac¬ 
ture of opium in my State. 

2 I will use every effort to put a stop to the illicit importation of opium from 
the Nizam’s dominions and all other opium which has not paid the British pass-fee. 

3. I also hereby agree to introduce in my State the provisions of the Opium 
Act (No. I of 1878) and the rules framed under it, as far as possible. 

4. I further promise and agree that all opium required for consumption within 
the limits of my State shall be obtained from a British opium depot under such 
conditions and precautions as Government may deem necessary. 

5. I further promise to arrange that only licensed vendors will be allowed to 
sell opium in retail in my State at a price not less than that $t which it is retailed 
in the adjacent British districts, such vendors being required to keep accounts 
of all purchases and sales. I shall of course be at liberty still, as heretofore, to 
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make such terms as might appear to me most advisable with farmers for the 
privilege of selling opium by retail, subject to the above conditions. 

6.. I agree that I will submit, for the information of Government, through the 
Political Agent, half-yearly returns allowing particulars of the purchases and sales 
of opium in my State. 

. return f° r the making of this agreement and as a condition oi its terms 
being kept to, the British Government agr.ee to remit to me one-fifth of the pass- 
fee ruling at the time of purchase on all opium purchased by me from a Govern- 
ment depot and sold in my State.

Articles op Agreement for the promotion of Free Trade in the State of 
Sang > i and certain other States in the Southern Mahratta Country, —1886. 

Preamble .—Whereas the Joint Administrators of Sangli agreed on the eighth 
of February one thousand eight hundred and eighty-six to abolish the duties on 
import and export, known respectively as Sthalmod and Sthalbharit, throughout 
the Sangli State, on condition that the States of Miraj Senior and Junior agreed 
to surrender any claims or shares which they might possess or assert in regard 
to the receipts of the said taxes; and whereas it is desired to give permanency 
to this engagement, and at the same time to remove further restrictions on Free 
Trade in the Sangli State the following articles in this view are agreed upon between 
the Joint Administrators of Sangli, Meherban Dhundirao Chintaman, Chief of 
Sangli, and Lieiltenant-Colonel William Arthur Salmon, Joint Administrator of 
Sangli, on behalf of the Chief of Sangli, his heirs and successors on the one part, 
and William Lee-Warner, Esquire, Political Agent of Kolhapur and Southern 
Maratha Country, for the time being, on behalf of the British Government, on the 
other. 

Article 1. 

The Sangli State engages to abolish from henceforth all taxes or imposts on 
the import, export, measurement, or private sale of any commodities other than 
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snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs : Provided that nothing contained in this 
article shall be construed to prevent the levy of any tolls on bridges, roads, ferries, 
canals, or causeways for the repair or maintenance of the same, or of any octroi 
levied upon articles consumed within municipal limits, or of any taxes constituting 
the Abkari revenue. 

j Article 2. 

With a view to encourage local industries, the State of Sangli engages to abolish 
all special taxes on trades or industries levied under the name of Mohtarpha or any 
other designation. * 

Article 3. 

The British Government engages to obtain from the States of Miraj Senior 
and Miraj Junior a relinquishment of their claims upon, or shares in, any duties 
or imposts which are abolished in the State of Sangli under the operation of Articles 
1 and 2 of this agreement. 

Article 4. 

The British Government engages to obtain from the States of Miraj Senior 
and Miraj Junior an agreement to abolish within their respective territories any 
duties or taxes therein levied which may correspond to those which the State of 
Sangli has engaged to abolish, and the State of Sangli thereon agrees to abandon 
whatever claims or shares it may now assert or possess in the said duties or taxes 
accordingly abolished in the States of Miraj Senior and Miraj Junior.

durg and certain other States in the Southern Maratha Country_

Preamble. Whereas the State of Ramdurg agreed on the thirteenth of April 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-six to abolish the duties on import and 
export known respectively as Sthalmod and Sthalbharit, and whereas it is desired 
to give permanency to this engagement, and to remove further restrictions on free 
trade in the Ramdurg State by the abolition of other taxes upon trade and industry, 
the following articles in this view are agreed upon between the Joint Karbharis 
of the State of Ramdurg on behalf of Venkatrao Yogirao, Chief of Ramdurg, his 
heirs and successors, on the one part, and William Lee-Wainer, Esquire, Political 
Agent of Kolhapur and the Southern Maratha Country, for the time being, on 
behalf of the British Government, on the other. 


Article 1. 

The State of Ramdurg engages to abolish from henceforth all taxes or imposts 
on the import, export, measurement or private sale of any commodities'other than 
snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs: Provided that nothing contained ih this 
article shall be construed to prevent the levy of any tolls on bridges, roads, ferries, 
canals or causeways for the repair or maintenance of the same, or of any octroi 
levied upon articles consumed within municipal limits, or of any taxes constituting 
the Abkari revenue. 

Article 2. 

With a view to encourage local industries, the State of Ramdurg engages to 
abolish all special taxes on trades or industries levied under the name of Mohtarpha 
or any other designation. 

Article 3. 

The British Government engages to obtain from the State of Kolhapur an 
agreement to abolish within the territories of His Highness the Raja of Kolhapur 
any duties or taxes therein levied, which may correspond to those which the State 
of Ramdurg has engaged to abolish.

Memorandum of Agreement between the Sangli State (hereinafter called 
the State) now represented by the Administrator and the Southern 
Mahratta Railway Company (hereinafter called the Company) for 
working the Sangli State Railway (hereinafter called the State Railway), 
concluded under the sanction conveyed in Resolution No. 2524, dated the 
17th July 1907, of the Government of Bombay, — 1907. 

Clause 1. 

Under the conditions hereinafter recited, the Company agree to work, on behalf 
of the State, the State Railway and such extensions thereof as the State and the 
Company may agree to include in these arrangements, with effect as from the 1st 
day of April 1907. 


Clause 2. 

The State Railway, including the Stations, Station Buildings, Sidings, 
Furniture, Weighing Machines, Dwellings for the staS, Level Crossings, Signals, 
Signal Lamps, Engine and Repairing Sheds, Watering arrangements and all other 
necessary Station Machinery and appliances for working the State Railway shall 
be completed by the Company under the terms of the Construction Agreement, 
a copy of which is printed below, and any additions thereto as may from time 
to time be found necessary shall be carried out by the Company at the cost of the 
State. But any new work under construction shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the State Executive Engineer or the Head of the State Public Works 
for the time being. 

Clause 3. 

The Consulting Engineer for Railways, Bombay, shall, for the purposes of this 
agreement, exercise the same general powers and duties with regard to tJhe State 
Railway as are entrusted to him in respect to the Railways under the control of 
the Bombay Government. 

Clause 4. 

All communications between the State and the Company under this agreement 
shall pass through the Political Agent, Kolhapur and Southern Mahratta Country, 
and the Consulting Engineer for Railways to the Government of Bombay. 

Clause 5. 

The sanction of the Sangli Durbar shall be obtained before incurring any expen¬ 
diture on New Minor Work chargeable to Revenue, as defined in clause 39 of the 
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Southern Mahratta Railway Contract with the Secretary of State ; and no new 
work chargeable to Capital shall be commenced until the approval of the Sangli 
Durbar has been obtained and the necessary funds have been provided for its 
construction. 


Clause 6. 

The whole of the Engines,. Carriages, Wagons, Sheets and other appliances 
for the equipment and working of trains shall be provided by the Company. 

Clause 7. 

The Company shall have entire control of the Train and Traffic arrangements 
of the State Railway. 

Clause 8. 

The Company shall provide the whole of the staff required for the working 
and maintenance of the State Railway, together with all Rolling Stock, 
materials, stores, etc., required for maintaining and working the State Railway. 


Clause 9. 

The State shall arrange with the Government or inaia for the provision of the 
requisite telegraph lines, the rental of which shall be debited to the general working 
expenses. The State shall also provide the necessary equipment of the telegraph 
offices at stations, which shall be thereafter maintained by the Company as on 
other parts of its own lines. 

Clause 10. 

The working expenses of the State Railway shall be arrived at in the following 
manner The expenses of working and maintaining the Southern Mahratta Rail¬ 
way (including for the purposes of this clause the worked lines) and the State Rail¬ 
way shall be defrayed in the first instance by the Company, and from the total 
Bum there shall be deducted charges for New Minor Works and Government Super¬ 
vision which shall be debited direct to each of the Railways concerned, and the 
balance will be divided between the two Railways in the ratio of the gross earnings 
of each. 

Clause 11. 

The Company shall separately account and be responsible for the collection 
of all Revenue pertaining to the State Railway after it has been opened for 
traffic including rents chargeable under the Company’s rules to any of their 
servants occupying dwelling houses belonging to the State Railway. 
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Clause 12.* 

l<rom the gross earnings of the State Railway there shall be deducted charges 

or the New Minor Works and the working expenses ascertained as explained in 

clause 10, and the balance shall represent the net earnings of the State Railway. 

> ubject to final settlement when the accounts of each half-year are finally made 
up, 80 per cent, of the net earnings of each month shall be paid by the Company 
to the State in such manner as may be arranged as soon as the accounts of each 
month are completed, the balance being retained pending the half-yearly settle¬ 
Clause 13. 

The coaching fares and rates for goods, parcels, and miscellaneous traffic to be 
charged over the State Railway shall be those for the time being in force on the 
Southern Mahratta Railway. The same terminals shall be charged on the State 
Railway as on the Southern Mahratta Railway. 


Clause 14. 

The Company shall carry over the State Railway all mails (as defined by the 
Post Office Act or Acts for the time being in force in India) which the Imperial 
Post Office may require to be carried, and also postal officers on duty at the rates 
and on the same general conditions as may be from time to time in force on State 
Railways in British India. 

: 

Clause 15. 

The Company shall maintain for the purposes of the State Railway such a 
ohce force as may be considered necessary under the orders of the Superintendent 
of the Southern Mahratta Railway Police, and the State shall make arrangements 
to afford the Railway Police every assistance in conducting their enquiries and 
also with reference to the arrest of offenders. 


Clause 16. 

The arrangements herein laid down shall be in force for 3 years from the 1st 
day of April 1907, and thereafter any or all of the provisions herein contained 
•Ray be terminated at the end of any calendar half-year upon 6 months’ notice in 
writing from either party to this Agreement. 


Clause 17.

Any question or dispute that may arise in carrying out these arrangements 
8 hall be settled by arbitration iu a manner to be arranged for by the Bombay 
Government, the Sangli State and the Company.

Articles of Agreement for leasing the Abkari revenue of the Mudhol State 
to the British Government for a term of ten years from the 1st August, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-four to the 31st July, one ohousand 
nine hundred and thirty-four, 1926. 

Preamble —Whereas it is considered desirable to place the administration 
of the abkari revenue of the Mudhol State on the same footing as the administra- 
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tion of the abkari revenue of the British district of Belgaum adjoining the Mudhol 
State which has been improved in accordance with provisions of the Bombay 
Abkari Act of 1878 and especially with a view to prevent injury to the abkari 
revenue of either the Belgaum District or the Mudhol State by illicit manufacture 
of liquor and toddy or by the smuggling of liquor and toddy from one territory 
into the other the following articles have been agreed on between the Raja of Mudhol 
on the one part on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors and the Resident at 
Kolhapur and Political Agent, Southern Maratha Country States for the time 
being on behalf of the British Government on the other :— 

Article I. 

The Raja of Mudhol engages that the management of the abkari revenue of 
the Mudhol State shall be carried on in accordance with the Bombay Abkari Act 
of 1878 or any other enactment which may hereafter be introduced in its stead 
into the Bombay Presidency. 


Article II. 

In order that the abkari administration of the Mudhol State may be carried 
on in accordance with the provisions of the Bombay Abkari Act the Raja of Mudhol 
engages hereby to assign to the Government of Bombay the management of the 
abkari revenue of his State for a term of ten years from the 1st August 1924, to the 
31st July 1934, and to accept in consideration thereof from that Government 
a provisional amount of yearly compensation of Rs. 26,000 payable in two instal¬ 
ments of Rs. 13,000 each on the tenth of February and tenth of August of each 
year (the amount being calculated on the basis of the average revenue for the 
three years preceding the renewal of this lease). The provisional compensation 
paid will be subject to adjustment by a lump sum payment in accordance with the 
actual revenue realised at the end of the third, sixth and tenth years on the under¬ 
standing (1) that there will be no such adjustment if the actual revenues realised 
fall short of the aggregate provisional compensation up to date and (2) that the 
&gg?eg&te compensation paid for the ten years of the lease shall not be less than 
ten times the provisional annual compensation fixed at the beginning of the lease. 

Article III. 

The management of the abkari revenue of the Mudhol State during the term 
of the lease shall be carried on by officers appointed by Government subject to the 
following rules:— 

(A) The rate of duty on liquor and of tree-tax in the case of toddy in the 

Mudhol State shall not be higher than that prescribed for the adjacent 
British district. 

(B) The facilities for the supply of liquor and toddy for the use of the subjects 

of the Mudhol State shall be similar to those in the adjoining British 
district. 
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Article IY. 

During the term of the lease, the officers appointed by Government will consult 
the Raja of Mudhol regarding details of Abkari Administration such as the number 
and position of liquor shops and will consider the wishes of the Raja on suchpoints, 
'[if compliance with such wishes is not likely to cause injury to the abkari 
revenue of the (adjoining British) district. ] 

Article V. 

It is understood that the lease conveys to the Government of Bombay no right 
of ownership in palm and other toddy producing trees or in the land in which 
they stand. 


Article V-a. 

The revenue derived from foreign liquor shops shall be remitted annually to the 
Mudhol State and shall not be included in the amount of compensation referred 
to in Article II above.

Article VI. 


On his part the Raja of Mudhol engages cordially to co-operate in carrying 
out the provisions of the Abkari law and rules and to do his best by himself, his 
heirs and successors and by bis subordinate officers to prevent all illicit possession, 
manufacture, sale and transport of liquor and toddy or of the materials or imple¬ 
ments used for their manufacture in accordance with the provisions of the Act 
and of any rules which may be made under it.

On the expiry of the renewed 
ter m of the lease or in the event of the British Government declining to exercise 
tlle option of renewal, then on the expiry of the renewed term of ten years the 
management of the abkari revenue will revert to the Mudhol State.

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Article X. 

The Raja of Mudhol engages on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors that 
in case the management of the abkari revenue of the State is restored to him as 
aforesaid, the same shall be carried on in accordance with the following rules :— 
The management shall conform to the law and rules relating to abkari which 
may be in force in the adjoining British district. 

The rate of duty on liquor and of tree-tax in the case of toddy shall be the 
same as that levied in the adjacent British district. 


The management of the said revenue shall be so carried on as not to afiect in 
any way the abkari revenue of the adjoining British district, and the advice of the 
Resident at Kolhapur and Political Agent, Southern Maratha Country States 
shall be taken, when necessary, in this behalf. 

But this clause shall not bind the said Raja to make any arrangement whereby 
injury may arise to the lawful rights and revenue of the State and it is presumed 
that the management of the abkari revenue of the district shall be so conducted 
as to cause no injury whatever to the abkari revenue of the State. 


Article XI. 

Throughout this agreement the word “ liquor ” shall be taken to include both 
country liquor and foreign liquor.

additional provisional compensation being subject to adjustment by a lump sum 
payment in accordance with the actual revenues realised at the end of the first, 
fourth and eighth years of the lease of that shop, in order to synchronize the date of 
such adjustments throughout this agreement. 
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XIV-SUKKUR AGENCYo 

Sind. 

Tlie Rajput dynasty which ruled in Sind is said to have been con¬ 
quered about A.D. 711 by Muhammadans from Arabia. About 1025 the 
country was annexed to the Gliaznivide empire by Mahmud; and, after 
various changes of rulers, it was incorporated into the Delhi empire by 
Akbar m 1591, from which it was again dissevered in 1740 by Nadir 
S ah, who exacted from it a tribute of above twenty lakhs of rupees. 
After the assassination of Nadir Shah, Sind became subject to the 
Duram rulers of Kandahar. 

Before the invasion of Nadir Shah, the Kallioras, a religious sect had 
risen to power in Sind, and the Chief of the tribe, Nur Muhammad, had 
been recognised as governor of the province. It was during the rule of 
Jus brother, Ghulam Shah, that the connection of the British Govern- 
ment vnth Sind commenced by the establishment of factories at Tatta 
and Shah-bandar m 1758. In that year Gliulam Shah granted an 
Order (No. I) for the establishment of the factories and for certain im¬ 
munities to trade. This order was renewed (No. II) in 1761. During 
the rule of Sarfaraz Khan, the eldest son of Ghulam Shah, however, the 
trade was so much interfered with that the British Government found it 
necessary to withdraw their factories in 1775. 

The violence and tyranny of Sarfaraz Khan and his successors, who 
put to death three of the Chiefs of the Talpur tribe, led to the over¬ 
throw of the Kalhora dynasty. The Talpurs are a Balucli tribe, whose 
chiefs had long held the first place in the service of the rulers of Sind. 
To avenge the death of their Chiefs the Talpurs rose and, headed by 
I'ateh All Khan, Talpur, expelled the Kalhora ruler Abdul Nabi. This 
revolution took place in the year 1786. The measures which Fateh Ali 
took to establish his authority alarmed his relatives Sohrab Khan and 
1 hora Khan. They fled, seized on Khairpur and Shah-bandar, and re¬ 
nounced the authority of their kinsman. Fateh Ali was never again 
able to extend his authority over the whole province, which remained 
divided into three separate principalities, viz., Hyderabad or lower Sind 
under Fateh Ali, Khairpur or upper Sind under Sohrab, and Mirpur 
under Thora. In Hyderabad, hateh Ali divided his power with his 
three brothers Ghulam Ali, Karam Ali and Murad Ali; and from their 
real or apparent unanimity the brothers received the appellation of the 
Char Tar, or four friends. 

In 1799 the commercial intercourse between the British Government 
and Sind was revived, and Fateh Ali Khan issued an Order (No. Ill) 
granting certain privileges in favour of English trade. But the advan¬ 
tages of this trade proved to be overrated; the promises of the Amirs 
"'ere insincere; the representative of the British Government was rudely

compelled to withdraw; and tlie influence of the British Government in 
Sind was at an end. This arrogant and insulting behaviour of the 
Amirs was attributed to remonstrances from Zaman Shah, the Ruler of 
Kandahar, and to rumours of the growing power of the British Govern¬ 
ment consequent on the fall of Tipu Sultan. 

Fateh Ali died in 1801, leaving half his territory to his brother, 
Ghulam Ali, and the remainder in equal shares to the other two brothers, 
with corresponding obligations for paying the expenses of the State and 
the annual tribute of thirteen lakhs to Kabul. In this arrangement 
Sobhdar, the son of Fateh Ali, received no share of power. Ghulam Ali 
died in 1811, and his son Muhammad was also excluded from power, 
which was divided between the two surviving brothers, Karam Ali and 
Murad Ali. The former died childless in 1828, leaving Murad Ali sole 
ruler of lower Sind. He died in 1835, leaving two sons, Nur Muham¬ 
mad and Nasir. From this time till 1840 the government at Hyderabad 
was divided among the four sons of the Char Yar—Nur Muhammad 
Khan, the chief Mir, his brother Nasir Khan, and their two cousins, 
Sobhdar Khan, son of Fateh Ali, and Muhammad Khan, son of Ghulam 
Ali. In 1840 Nur Muhammad died, leaving two sons, Shahdad Khan 
and Husain Ali Khan, under the guardianship of their uncle, Nasir 
Khan. Thus the heads of the Hyderabad family, at the time of the 
annexation of Sind in 1843, were Mir Nasir, Mir Sobhdar, Mir Muham¬ 
mad, Mir Shahdad and Mir Husain Ali, between whom Nur Muham¬ 
mad had divided his possessions by will. 

In upper Sind and Mirpur the Government remained undivided in 
the hands of single Chiefs. Sohrab bequeathed his territory to his son 
Rustam in 1830. Thora had been succeeded in 1829 in Mirpur by his 
son Sher Muhammad. These two Chiefs remained in power till the 
annexation. 

The connection of the British Government was naturally more inti¬ 
mate with the Hyderabad family, who governed the lower valley of the 
Indus, than with the more remote branches of Kb air pur and Mirpur. 
After his accession Ghulam Ali deputed an agent to Bombay in 1803, 
to apologise for the expulsion of the British Agency by his late brother. 
Friendly relations, however, were not at once established, in consequence 
of the evasion of the demand of the British Government for compensa¬ 
tion. But in 1808, when the British Government were concerting mea¬ 
sures against the threatened invasion of the French and the Persians by 
way of Afghanistan, it was deemed expedient to waive the demand. 
Captain Seton was sent as envoy to Sind on the part of the Bombay 
Government, and concluded an offensive and defensive Treaty* with

Hakim of Sind, to Captain Davie Seton at Hyderabad, the 18th July 1808. 

This Agreement has been drawn up in consequence of Captain David Seton, on 
the part of the Honourable Jonathan Duncan, Esq., Governor of Bombay, having 
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hulaui SliaL. Tlie Supreme Government, however, refused to ratify 
it, as it committed them to too close a connection with Sind: and they 
sent an envoy of their own, Mr. N. H. Smith, to make new negotiations. 

A Treaty (No. IV) was concluded in 1S09 with the three surviving 
brothers of the Hyderabad family. This Treaty provided for the exclu¬ 
sion of the French from Sind, and the interchange of agents between 
the British Government and Sind. In 1820 another Treatv (No. V) was 
concluded with the two surviving brothers, Karam Ali and Murad Ali, 
by which they agreed to exclude Europeans and Americans from their 
territories, and to prevent inroads into the British dominions. The sub¬ 
jects of the two governments were t<x be permitted to reside in each 
other’s territories on condition of orderly and peaceable conduct. 

On the 4th April 1832 the first Treaty (No. VI) was concluded with 
the Kliairpur family. Its provisions were chiefly of a commercial 
nature, Mir Rustam agreeing to throw open the navigation of the Indus,* 
on the same condition as might be settled with the Hyderabad Amirs. 
The teims with the Hyderabad Amirs (No. VII) were concluded on the 
20th and 22nd April 1832, and provided for the passage of traders by the

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rivers and roads in Sind, subject to fixed duties, on condition tbat no 
armed vessels or military stores should be conveyed by these routes, 
and that English merchants should not settle in Sind, but should leave 
the country as soon as their business should be transacted. In 1834 this 
treaty was modified by another (No. VIII), which substituted for a duty 
on goods a toll of Rs. 570 between the sea and Rupar, of which Rs. 240 
were to be paid to the Sind Amirs, and the remainder to Bahawalpur 
and Ran jit Singh, and which provided that bulk broken in the voyage 
should be charged with the local duties levied by the respective govern¬ 
ments within whose territories the goods were sold. 

The later treaties with the Amirs of Sind were more of a political 
nature, arising out of the measures taken by the British Government to 
re-establish Shah Shuja in Kabul, to which it is necessary more particul¬ 
arly to advert. 

In 1836 Ran jit Singh put forward claims to a tribute of twelve lakhs 
of rupees from Sind, and threatened the invasion of Shikarpur; but the 
British Government induced him to abstain from hostilities, and offered 
to the Amirs of Sind to mediate a settlement of Ranjit Singh’s claims, 
on condition of their granting certain concessions in favour of trade on 
the Indus; receiving a British agent at Hyderabad; and conducting all 
their relations with Lahore through the British Government. A pro¬ 
visional Engagement (No. IX) was concluded in 1836 with the Hydera¬ 
bad Amirs for opening the trade on the Indus and stationing a Britisli 
agent at Shikarpur. Great repugnance, however, was shown to the re¬ 
ception of a British agent at Hyderabad. Nur Muhammad Khan as¬ 
serted that he was too weak to accept such a measure, which was op¬ 
posed to the feelings of his family and the whole Talpur tribe. But, 
as concession of this point was made the essential preliminary condition 
of British mediation with Ranjit Singh, the Amir at last consented, 
and a Treaty (No. X) was concluded, on the 20th April 1838, with Nur 
Muhammad. Separate agreements to the same effect were given at the 
request of Nur Muhammad to the other Amirs, Nasir and Sohhdar, 
the object of this being to secure Nur Muhammad in the position of head 
of the Hyderabad family. 

The 4th article of the tripartite treaty* between the British Govern¬ 
ment, Ranjit Singh and Shall Shuja bound Shah Shuja to abide by 
whatever settlement the British Government should make regarding 
Shikarpur and the territory of Sind on the right bank of the Indus. 
Article 16 provided that Shah Shuja should relinquish all claims to 
supremacy over Sind and to arrears of tribute, on the condition' of the 
payment bv the Amirs of such a sum as the British Government might 
determine, out of which fifteen lakhs were to be paid to Ranjit Singh. 
In consideration of the advantages to be secured to the Amirs bv the

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cessation of tlieir dependence on Kabul and of all tributary claims, they 
were to be required to assist in the passage of the British armies to 
Afghanistan; to permit the temporary occupation of Shikarpur and as 
much territory as would form a secure basis for the intended military 
operations; and to suspend the article of the Treaty of 1832 which pro¬ 
hibited the transport of military stores by the Indus. The Amirs were 
at the same time told that any engagement on their part with the Shah 
of Persia would be considered as hostile towards the British Government 
The Resident in Sind was also empowered, in the event of the British 
policy being opposed by the leading Amirs, to place at the head of the 
administration any member of the family whose disposition might be 
friendly, and who might have sufficient influence in the country to re¬ 
commend him. 

With the exception of Sobhdar Khan, the Amirs of the Hyderabad 
family manifested the strongest disinclination to comply with the de¬ 
mands made on them. Less difficulty was found with the Khairpur 
family. Mubarak Khan indeed, and a small party attached to him, were 
subservient to the counsels of their relatives at Hyderabad. But Rustam 
Ali Khan, who had long manifested a desire for a treaty with the 
British Government by which he should be recognised as independent 
of Hyderabad, entered willingly into the British policy. A Treaty (No. 
XI), similar to that made in the same year with the Nawab of Baha- 
walpur,* was concluded with him on the 24th December 1838, by which 
his territory was taken under British protection, he acknowledged British 
supremacy and was guaranteed in the independent administration of his 
territory: and engaged to abstain from political intercourse with other 
States, to assist in the passage of troops through his territory, and to 
cede temporarily the fortress of Bakkar as a depot for treasure and 
munitions of war. Subsidiary agreements were at the same time given 
to the other Amirs of the Khairpur family, Mubarak, Muhammad and 
All Murad. It was at first intended to exclude Mubarak from these 
arrangements in consequence of his avowed opposition to the British 
Government; but, at the request of Rustam Ali, a guarantee was given 
to Mubarak as well as to the other Amirs. 

In the meantime much opposition was experienced by the Resident at 
Hyderabad. The Amirs were very reluctant to admit the pecuniary 
claims of Shah Slnvja, and pleaded that the Shah had already granted 
them releasest, written on the Koran, from all tributary payments.

As the slaves of the presence are now about to proceed to conquer Khorasan 
and Tran, I have entered into the following treaty, which I swear by God and the 
Koran to abide by. > T will not remain above fifty days at Shikarpur, and will 
encamp on the Baghi Shahi. At the close of the above period, the slaves of the 
presence will move into Kandahar, and I bestow Sind and Shikarpur and their 
dependencies on you and your heirs and successors in the same manner that you 






Sobhdar was throughout friendly in his bearing; but the other Amirs, 
more particularly Nur Muhammad and Nasir, acted with deep duplicity. 
While professing a strong desire for cordial friendship, they were hold¬ 
ing secret intercourse with Persia. They threatened in a most insolent 
manner to oppose the passage of Shah Sliuja; permitted the Resident to 
be insulted and stoned; gave secret orders that no assistance should be 
rendered to the British force from Bombay; and attempted to seduce the 
Nawab of Bahawalpur from the alliance which he had just concluded 
with the British Government. The paramount importancej however, of 
hastening the completion of the measures for the occupation of Afghani¬ 
stan induced the British Government to abate their demand, provided 
they could secure the passage of troops. The Resident therefore offered 
to the Amirs a treaty which recognised the distinct independence of each 
of them, but provided for a subsidised British force being stationed in 
their country and for the exemption of Mir Soblidar from all payment on 
account of the expenses of that force. The treaty was rejected by the 
Amirs, and every appearance of open hostility was exhibited. Prepara¬ 
tions were made to attack their capital, when the Amirs assented to the 
demands made on them and signed the treaty. But, as a punishment 
for their hostility, a new condition was insisted on—that the Amirs of 
Hyderabad, with the exception of Mir Soblidar, should pay seven lakhs 

now hold them. They shall be your territories and property. There shall be no 
oppression of the smallest degree, and besides that, the royal favour will be greatly 
extended towards you, so that all the world may know it. This treaty is vouch¬ 
safed on the Koran for your perfect satisfaction.

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of rupees each, being twenty-one lakbs in all, to Shall Sliuja, as the 
condition of their exemption from further claims. 

While these events were occurring at Hyderabad, the reserve force 
from Bombay was fired on while approaching Karachi, and its landing 
was opposed. Fire was, therefore, opened on the fort, and its sea-face 
was levelled with the ground. The fort was taken, and in February 
1839 the Governor was required (No. XII) to hand over the military 
occupation of it to the British Government. 

The treaty which had been concluded between the Resident and the 
Amirs was not confirmed in its entirety by Government. Several modi¬ 
fications were made, and it was reduced from 23 to 14 articles. The 
revised Treaty dated the 11th March 1839 (No. XIII), signed by the 
Governor-General, was offered separately for the acceptance of the four 
Amirs. After some demur the Amirs signed it, being chiefly induced to 
do so by the example of Mir Sobhdar. 


In the meantime Slier Muhammad of Mirpur also expressed a wish 
to enter into a treaty with the British Government. His object was to 
obtain the same concession as had been granted to Mir Sobhdar of Hy¬ 
derabad, that is to say, exemption, from all payments towards the sub¬ 
sidiary force. Government, however, refused to treat with him on such 
terms, and required a payment of half a lakh a year. To this the Amir 
assented, and a Treaty (No. XIY) was concluded with him in June 1841. 

Delay and difficulty soon began to be felt in realising the tribute from 
the Amirs: and Lord Fllenborough, deeming the demand of pecuniary 
tribute from Indian States to be a constant cause of misunderstanding, 
resolved to commute it, whenever possible, to a cession of land. In 
pursuance of this policy, negotiations were opened with the Amirs foT 
the cession of Shikarpur in lieu of the tribute. Mir Nasir of Hyderabad 
readily offered to cede his own share of Shikarpur and that of his late 
brother Nur Muhammad, on condition of being allowed to retain the 
nominal sovereignty. The negotiations were nearly concluded, when the 
first news of the disasters at Kabul arrived and caused an entire change 
of feeling in the Amirs, leading them to break off the discussion. Mir 
Rustam Ali of Khairpur and Mir Nasir of Hyderabad also began to 
intrigue for the expulsion of the British forces from Sind. They were 
therefore distinctly warned that the result of had faith to their engage- 
cents would be the loss of their territories, 

Tn August 1842 Sir Charles Napier was appointed to the military 
command in Sind and Baluchistan, and invested with authority over all 
civil and political officers in those countries. Besides suspicion as to the 
fidelity of the Amirs, fhere were other circumstances arising out of a 
misunderstanding of those articles of the treaty relating to trade, which 
called for a revision of the engagements. The most important discus¬ 
sion related to the interpretation of the 11th article. The Amirs in- 
yiTT r. 
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sisted that the article only exempted foreign boats from duty on the 
Indus, while the British Government maintained that all boats, both of 
Sind and of other States, were entitled to pass duty-free. The objects 
which were to be kept in view in any new engagement witli the Amirs 
were the free navigation of the Indus; the cession of territory in ex¬ 
change for tribute; the establishment of a uniform currency in Sind; 
and the cession of territory to the Nawab of Bahawalpur, who through¬ 
out the disasters in Afghanistan had remained faithful to his engage¬ 
ments. Towards the close of 1842 a draft treaty embodying these de¬ 
mands was offered to the Amirs, who protested against them. There 
seemed to be no hope of an amicable settlement; and British troops were 
advancing to enforce the demands, when on the 9th February 1843 the 
Amirs intimated their willingness to sign the treaty if Rustam Ali Khan 
of Khairpur were restored to his rights of which he had been deprived by 
his younger brother Ali Murad Khan. 

Mir vSohrab of Khairpur had retired from public life in 1811 and 
had abdicated in favour of his son Rustam Ali. But bv his will, made 
in 1829, he divided his territory among his sons in four shares, of which 
Mir Rustam, as the successor to the Turban, was to hold two, and Muba¬ 
rak Ali and Ali Murad were to receive one each. Ali Murad, who was 
an infant at the time of his father’s death and was committed to the 
care of Mubarak Ali, always believed himself to have been defrauded by 
his guardian. However this may be, he received* from the British 
Government in 1838 a separate guarantee for the estates he held in 
Khairpur.

Talpur, to this effect, that as a dispute arose 
between Mir Ah Murad Khan and Mir Nasir Khan on the subject of the boundary 
of Sundarbela in which Mir Nasir Khan was proved to have encroached. Mir Ali 
Murad Khan having expended lakhs of rupees came to fight with Mir Nasir 
Khan. Tn the meantime, in order to put an end to disturbances, and considering 
the expense in cash and jagirs which Mir Ali Murad Khan has incurred on ac¬ 
count of his army. I give over the villages of Khanwahan. Abayani Bacha Bari 
Gharakna, the villages Rama and Palija, with my free-will and'that of Mir Nasir 



the said villages; neither my sons nor Mir Nasir Khan, nor his relations, will 
raise any claim to this country. Tf they attempt to do so they are false* and 
as regards the villages of Babarlol, Abri. and Shah Bela. Muhammad Ohag and 
Mahlani, which are the right of Mir All Murad Khan, although they were in the 
possession of Mir Mubarak Khan, Mir Ali Murad Khan has got them back 
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Ali Murad, seven of which belonged to Rustam Ali and two to Nasir. 
When Sir Charles Napier arrived in upper Sind, Ali Murad complained 
to him that his brother Rustam was endeavouring to secure the succession 
to the Turban for one of his own sons, to the prejudice of Ali Murad’s 
right. Sir Charles Napier replied that by treaty the Chieftaincy be¬ 
longed to Rustam Ali for life, but that at his death it would be trans¬ 
ferred to Ali Murad. With this assurance Ali Murad seemed satisfied, 
and from, that day he attached himself firmly to the British interests. 
When the British army was advancing to enforce the demands contained 
in the draft treaty, Rustam Ali offered to come into Sir Charles Napier’s 
camp and put himself under his protection. lie was told he should 
rather seek the protection of Ali Murad. He did so: and shortly after¬ 
wards it was reported that he had resigned the Turban to his younger 
brother, and had written the resignation* in the most solemn manner in

In 18J5 the Mir ceded (No. XVII) the land which was, or might 
thereafter be, required for the lotri-Rohri Railway, together with full 
civil and criminal jurisdiction over the line 


In March 1001 the Mir entered into an Agreement (No. XYIIt) for 
the cession of certain lands required for the Jamrao and Eastern Nam 
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canal systems, and for tlie settlement of tlie western boundary of tlie 
State. By tliis agreement the centre of the deep stream of the river 
Indus, as it flowed in March 1900, has been recognised to be the pei- 
manent boundary between the Khairpur State and the British distiict of 
Larkhana. 


In 1903 the State Chalan silver currency was converted into British 
India silver currency, at the rate of 100 British rupees for 140 Chalan 
rupees. 

In August 1905 the Secretary of State sanctioned the acceptance of 
the Mir's offer to raise and maintain a baggage camel corps for purposes 
of Imperial defence. 

In 1909 the Mir entered into an Agreement (No. XIX) for the effec¬ 
tive control and discipline of his Imperial Service Troops when serving 
beyond the frontiers of his State. 


Faiz Muhammad died in 1909 and was succeeded by his only surviv¬ 
ing son Inambakhsh Khan, who rendered much pecuniary help during 
the Great War. He died on the 8th February 1921, and was succeeded 
by his son the present Mir Ali Nawaz Khan, born in 1884. The system 
of administering the State through a Wazir, which had been m force 
since 1903, was altered in 1926, when Mir Ali Nawaz Khan appointed a 
Council of three members, with himself as President, to cany on the 
administration. 

• After the conquest tlie deposed Amirs were removed from Sind, and 
pensions were granted to them by the British Government. Tlieir des- 
cedants continue to receive liberal pensions: and all the members of 
the Talpur family have been permitted to return to Sind. Tlie pensions 
at present drawn by the descendants of the deposed Amirs and their 
dependants amount to Rs. 1,72,191 a year, distributed thus—

No. 1,— Copy (attested by Codjee Mahomed Yaya) of the Perwannah from 
Gholam Shah Abassie, dated the 22nd September 1758. 


Be it known to all commanders, officers, fuqueers, farmers, and inhabitants 
of Durat, Laree-bunder, Aurunga-bunder, Garranchere Darajah, Chavatra Massotie, 
Nakass, Barbundie, Galabajar, Agur, Goozer Rajah Gunt Johibar, Sarkar Chacha- 
gom, Charcarhallow, Nassepore, Holcandy, Sarkar Soviston, C'oodabage, Sarkar 
Nohorey Abey, etc., places belonging to Sircar, that Mr. Sumption, gomastah 
belonging to the Honourable English Company informed me here that on all the 
goods he purchases and sends for the Honourable Company to Bombay he pays 
no more than one and a half per cent, customs on the market price, which I hereby 
confirm, and order that no more than that custom may be received of him as usual, 
but on all Europe goods which shall be sent from Bombay for Coodabage, Laree, 
Multon, etc., half of what customs, etc., charges (such as passports, convoy, lodging, 
Duan Towff, Canah, etc.), the Multon merchants pay; and should there be such 
goods as the Multuny never carry, and be it possible to know the customs and 
charges on them, they (the English) are to pay half of what any of the considerable 
merchants used to pay on the same; but nobody is to demand any thing more. 
And the same customs, etc., as are above mentioned they are to pay on the hing, 
indigo, etc., goods which they never bought before ; and they are also to pay one 
and a half per cent, customs on the saltpetre, be it bought by themselves or by 
anybody for them in the Sircar’s place, or anywhere else; but no officers, farmers, 


etc., are to demand any thing more from them, but let them carry on their trade 
unmolested. And I further order that should their goods not be disposed of and 
they want to.carry them back, no customs shall be demanded thereon, nor on any 
provisions which Mr. Sumption shall send from any place on board their ships 
for their maintenance. They are also not to demand anything for their gardens, 
noz in any shape molest their gardeners, boats, vessels, etc., or send them on any 
Sircar s business; and it is also ordered that their chests of linen may not be opened, 
or the least hindrance shown them in passing and repassing, it being contrary 
to our rules; and in short, no one shall presume to make any new customs to their 
prejudice, or in any shape put any affront on them or their people. They have 
also free liberty to provide any sort of grain, and sell the same and any European 
goods at any rate they please. The customs on the dubbers of ghee, oil, etc as 
also on the chests and pots of goods, are to be charged conformable to the weight 
they put on each clubber, chest, or pot, without weighing them again • and the 
customs on the elephants’ teeth are to be received on the amount of’sab, wh™ 
they are sold. And si.ot.id Mr. Sumption either buy or build a home or warehouse 
at Aurunga-bundur or at Tatta, my said people are to give hi m all the assistance 
tfiey can, that it may cost him only a reasonable price, and ho b u „ ., 
encouragement for carrying on his trade, as it will be an advantage to thlgoverm

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ment; but no other Englishman shall have a house or any encouragement. And 
as it is very necessary that I should encourage and please the English, I hereby 
order that an entire compliance may be shown to this without demanding any 
new order every year.

To Euqueers (a term for the Scroys, or people of the prince’s caste, inhabi¬ 
tants of the upper part of the country), Diredars, Muttaseddees that are at present ” 
or shall in future come into offices of the customs, whether under the sovereign 
power or farmed out at the Dirt or (Tatta custom-house), Laree-bunder, Aurunga- 
bunder, Garranchere Darajah, Chavatra Massotie, Nakass, Barbundie, Galabajar 
(or grain custom-house), Agur, Guzer Rajah Gunt, Johibar, Sarkar Cachlon Charcar- 
hallow (names of countries), Sarkar Nasseepore, Holcandy, Sarkar Sovistan, 
Coodabage Ruree, and all other places within my dominions : Know ye (or observe) 
that the wealthy, true, faithful, and friendly Mr. Sumption, English Agent, here, 
has made application or requested that the honourable, great, noble, and highly 
esteemed English Company of India and Bombay may, on whatever trade or 
merchandize they transact goods, import or export, buy or sell, pay only one and a 
half per cent, customs on the valuation of the real price of the place, which I have 
condescended to and hereby grant; furthermore, that the gomastah (or agent) 
for the said Honourable Company of India may have the privilege, on whatever 
goods he imports from abroad, and chooses to export up the country to Coodabad 
Ruree, Multon, etc., to receive a putta (or permit), and whatever goods he may 
purchase there or above, to pay only the above-mentioned customs; and of the 
Lauvasma (or customary charges) on the putta goods, such as Rawdarree, Dera- 
darre, Munket, Nut, Furhutt, Nungana, Dusturehoy Duana, Moota, at Coodabad 
Circarw arry, Donnee, and other Nosem, Kalsay Duana Peshcharry, Joab Khanna 
etc., the half only of what paid by the Company of Multon merchants, which is 
required to be duly observed, and at any place, or wherever there be not a settled 
custom on the Multon merchants, the half only of what is paid by others the 
greatest or principal merchants, and at your peril not to ask, demand, or receive 
more ; and if the aforesaid Agent should purchase, bring down, and export out of 
the country, from Tatta, hing, indigo, or any other goods which he may not formerly 
have dealt in, or hath a settled custom for, to receive only the above-mentioned 
customs and rates by the Custom-master, Duanna, etc., as aforesaid, and more 
(on no terms) to ask or demand. And furthermore, if the abovesftid gomastah 
or agent should, in any part within the extent of my dominions, of himself extract 
or purchase from others saltpetre, the customs on the true valuation, at the price 
of the place, with all customary charges included, I have settled and affixed 
thereon, viz., in whatever place, within my government or dominions, that he mav 
extract or purchase, to receive on it in that place only, the abovesaid custom of 
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one and a hall per cent.; and that my Muttaseddees, Custom-masters, Diredars, 
Radawrs Guzervans do not, on any pretence of customs or customary rights 
customs on boats, Moressor or Misseree on ditto boats, Chitts, or other usua 
customs, in no place within my territories give any impediment to them, but 
the aboveaaid gomastah may without trouble and in a satisfactory manner, carry 
on and transact his business without molestation ; and that no other person may 
be permitted to export the aforesaid commodity, and that whatever goods he may 
import here and not meet a sale for if he, sooner or later, first or last, export them 
again, by no means to demand any customs, charges, etc., or give any imp 
ment to their exportation. 

And at tile time of their ship’s arrival at any of my bunders (or ports), if they 
should purchase provisions for the English and lascars of their ships, such 
as bullocks, cows, goats, sheep, or other necessaries, at Tatta, or from out of the 
country, and export in ships, on no terms to ask, demand, receive, or give the 
trouble concerning customs thereon. Furthermore, for customs or other customary 
dues on the English garden, which they may keep for their pleasure, to give no 
trouble or make any demands thereon, nor let their gardener be subject to be 
pressed’or molested on any occasion, as you are to observe I hereby exempt them 
therefrom; and the chests of wearing clothes of the English, and other necessaries 
they may bring or carry with them, you are on no terms to give them trouble about 
opening, or demand the sight of, on any pretence whatever. 

And for customs of Moree, Misseree, etc., on their boat they may hire or keep 
to go to and fro in, not to ask or make any demand on ; and on their servants, and 
those under their protection by no means to receive or give them any troub e, 
on account of head-money, or other dues of any .kind received from my subjects, 
or for any other new customs or demands that may arise or be collected in my 

country. , 

And for any Nirkana (customs on rice) or leave of carrying to their house ot 
grain sold in Tatta of Nungana, on cotton imported from abroad, to make no 
demand or give any trouble thereon; and for Nungana on ghee or oil agreeable 
to the custom or maimd, for a dubber, to make account as usual and receive the 
customary dues; and whether it is put in small buttaroes or larger jocks, or in other 
vessels (larger or smaller) to make account on the customs of maunds, eight maunds 
per dubber ; and on the Lauvasma, or customs on the sale of elephants teeth, 
to receive, when sold, the usual custom of nine per cent, paid by the buyer and 

no more. 


And if the aforesaid gomastah (or agent) should, at Latta or Aurunga-bunder, 
choose to buy or build a house for a factory, do you give him all the assistance, 
to the utmost of your power, to assist and forward him therein, and at the least 
expense, that they may settle in my country, in a strong secure factory, to their 
satisfaction, so as to trade with spirit and without apprehension, to the increaso 
of revenues’and advantage of my country, and that no other Englishmen be per¬ 
mitted those favours : and that they may at pleasure, and without control, receive 
the customary dues and privileges of their factories. As the bestowing favours 
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and continuing friendship with the English is desirable in my presence, therefore 
insist that due regard (in every respect) be paid to the above Sunnud, and no 
demand made for new ones.

-Letter from Gholam Shah, Prince of Sindh, to Mr. Robert Sump¬ 
tion, dated 11th December 1758. 


I now inform you that I am arrived with all my forces in the fort of Shah- 
bunder, and have determined to collect no customs (not even a single pice) on the 
goods that any King’s merchants may bring to Shali-bunder, but on all exported 
from hence they are to pay the usual customs. You may be sure of this my deter¬ 
mination, and import goods from any parts to trade here. 

I hope you will soon send your man here to choose a place for building a house 
or factory. 


No. 4.— Order from Gholam Shah, Prince of Sindh, to his Metah Coostamdas, 
dated 18th December 1758, and attested under the Codjee’s Seal. 

You are hereby ordered not to demand any customs on the goods 
which Mr. Sumption may import, and likewise to let him have any place which he 
may choose for building a factory on. Give him all the assistance in your power, 
and be a friend to him, that he may think himself at liberty in carrying on his 
trade for the good of the port. 


No. 5—Copy (attested under Codjee Mahomed Yaya’s Seal) of the Perwannah 
from Gholam Shah Abassie, dated 18th Maharim, or 22nd September 1758. 

Be it known to all commanders, officers, farmers, and inhabitants of Durat 
Laree-bunder, Aurunga-bunder, Garranchere Daraja, Chavatra Massotie, Nakass, 
Barbundie, Galabajar, Goozer Rajah Gunt, Johibar, Sarkar Chacklon Charcarhal- 
low, Sarkar Nassepore, Holcandy, Sarkar Soviston, Coodabage, Sarkar Lorah, etc., 
places belonging to Sarkar, that Mr. Sumption, gomastah, or agent, did, for and 
in behalf of the Governor belonging to the English Company of India and Bombay, 
inform here that on all the goods he purchases and sells for the Honourable Com¬ 
pany he pays no more than one and a half per cent, customs, on the market price, 
which I hereby confirm, and order that no more than that custom may be received 
of him as usual; but on all Europe goods which may be sent from Bombay here 
and hence to Coodabage, Laree, Hulton, etc., or any brought from thence they 
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are to pay on the same half of what customs and charges (such as passports, con¬ 
voy, lodging, duan towff, canah, choukey, etc.), the Multon merchants pay; and 
should there be such goods as the Multuny never carry, and it be impossible to 
know the customs and charges on them, they (the English) are to pay half of what 
any of the considerable merchants pay on the same, but nobody is to demand 
anything more; and the same customs, etc., as are above mentioned they are 
to pay on the hing, indigo, etc., goods which they never bought before ; and they 
are also to pay one and a half per cent, customs on the saltpetre, be it bought by 
themselves or by any body for them in Sircar’s place or anywhere else ; but no 
officers, farmers, etc., are to demand anything more from them, but let them carry 
on their trade unmolested ; and the above mentioned goods nobody else shall 
have liberty to buy. And I further order that should their goods not be disposed 
of, and they want to carry them back, no customs shall be demanded on them, 
nor on any provisions which they may provide at Tatta, etc., places, to send 
on board their ships for their maintenance. They are also not to demand any¬ 
thing for their gardens, nor in any shape molest their gardeners, boats, vessels, 
etc., conveyances, or send them on any Sircar’s business; and it is also ordered 
that their chests of linen may not be opened, or the least hindrance shown them 
in passing and repassing, it being contrary to our rules ; and in short, no one must 
presume to make any new customs to their prejudice, by any former rules or rates, 
or in any shape put any affront on them and their people. They have also free 
liberty to provide any sort of grain, and sell the same and any Europe goods at 
any rate they please. The customs on the dubbers of ghee, oil, etc., as also on the 
chests and pots of goods, are to be charged conformable to the weight they put on 
each dubber, chest, or pot, without weighing them again ; the customs on elephants’ 
teeth are to be received on the amount of sale, when sold, at the same rate as 
was usual in the time of the Prince Mahomed Murad ; and should the Governor 
either buy or build a house for a factory at Aurunga-bunder or at Tatta, my said 
people are to give him all the assistance, that it may cost him a reasonable price ; 
and he is to have all encouragement for carrying on his trade, as it will be an 
advantage to the Government; but no other nation that wear hats shall have 
permission for it; and as it is very necessary that I should encourage and please 
the English, I hereby order that an entire compliance may be shown to this without 
demanding any new order every year.

Three Perwannahs from the Prince of Sindh,— 1761. 

A PerWannah granted by Golam Shah, Prince of Sindh, on the 22nd April 

1761. ' 

Be it known to all Fuqiieers, Governors, or other officers, who now are or here¬ 
after may be in authority in the department of customs or farms at Tatta. Shah- 
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bunder, Aurunga-bunder, Carrachere or Darajah, the customs on cattle, etc., 
called Nekass, package, grain, Bazar customs on leather, and the Gott Chuabar, 
the Sircar of Cachlon and Charcarhallow, the Sircar of Nasseepore, etc., Holcandy, 
the Sircar of Sevastan, Coodabad Ruree, and all other places within our dominions, 
that the noble Mr. Erskine, an Englishman, and Resident for affairs of the potent, 
magnificent, and Honourable English Company in Sindh, being come to our court 
for the more firmly establishing the factory of his superiors, has requested, and we 
have, on account of the strict friendship subsisting between us and the said Honour- 
able Company, granted, and do hereby particularly order that besides the English, 
no other Europeans shall either import or export goods or merchandize, or come 
and go upon that account within the dominions of Sindh, or the Soubah of Tatta 
and Buchor, or any other of the bunders under our authority. 

Whatever goods or merchandize belonging to the said factory or its depen¬ 
dants shall be imported at any of the bunders are to be exempted from paying 
any import customs, agreeable to our former grants, and therefore none are to be 
demanded. If they carry goods either from the bunders to Tatta, up-country, 
on paying the customs they did formerly, certificates must be given, them, and 
nothing further is to be demanded, on any account, that they may carry on their 
trade with ease and satisfaction. Whatever goods they may export from any 
of the bunders they are to pay one and a half per cent, agreeably to our former 
perwannah ; or if goods are purchased by them and exported from Tatta, they are 
to pay such customs as wero before usual, and nothing further is to be demanded. 
No other merchant but the aforesaid Resident is to purchase for exportation any 
of the saltpetre that may be produced in Scindy, or within our dominions ; or if 
they purchase and export this article, they shall be punished in such a manner 
as shall deter them for ever again interfering in that trade. Whatever saltpetre 
the aforesaid Company’s Resident shall either extract in any part of our dominions, 
or purchase of other merchants, and refine, the custom farmers, at such places, 
shall receive the customs thereon as formerly, that the said Company’s dependants 
may carry on this trade to their satisfaction. If they dispatch their own dingeys, 
gallivats, or other vessels to the Bar, after proper precautions, permissions shall 
be granted, and they meet with no impediment, which is to be strictly observed » 
or if their said vessels are sent up and down the river on their factory business* 
and passing under Shah Gurh, or by the guard-vessels, etc., on permission granted* 
they are not to be stopped, that they may come and go without trouble. Should 
it happen, which God forbid, that any of their ships, gallivats, boats, etc., should 
run ashore, or be wrecked, either on our bars, coasts, or without our rivers, our 
odicers in such places are to assist them ; and whatever effects may be saved, 
belonging to such vessels, whether rigging, necessaries belonging to the crew, or 
other goods, are to be delivered, to the smallest item, to the Resident aforesaid, 
he paying reasonably for the labour and pains of those who may assist in saving 
them. Should the aforesaid Resident choose to build a brick house at Shah-bunder 
or make a garden for his recreation, on any spot of ground he may like, he is to 
receive all the assistance possible for doing it quickly ; and whatever former Sun- 
mids they have received are to remain in full force, and not to be objected to or 



disputed on any account. It being our pleasure to satisfy the said Honourable E ng- 
lish Company, therefore the above must be strictly observed, and no new perwan- 
nahs demanded.

Perwannah granted by Gholam Shah, Prince of Sindh, on the 23rd of April 

1761. 

Be it known to the officers of the customs, or farmers of the revenues apper¬ 
taining to the zemindaree of Shali-bunder and Cachrawly that at this time 
Mr. Erskine, Resident for the Honourable English Company in Sindh, has requested 
that all their vessels might be exempted from paying the Moree of Rupees 25 on 
each vessel, formerly paid the Imaum ; and we, being willing to grant his request, 
do therefore exempt all their vessels from paying the said Moree of Rupees 25 on 
each vessel, and now order you not to demand the same ; but if more than the 
sum of Rupees 25 was formerly paid for each vessel, the overplus is to be 

recovered.

Be it known to all Fuqueers, Governors, and other officers who now are, or 
hereafter may be, employed or concerned either in the collecting or farming the 
customs from the sea to Raree, and all other places within our dominions, that 
Mr. Erskine, Resident of the Honourable English Company’s factory in Sindh, 
and their other servants and dependants, send boats and camels up and down in 
our dominions, with trade and merchandize: You are, therefore, on seeing this 
perwannah, not to demand the usual charges of Moree, Misri, or Goozurbanee or 
Sooze and employ them on our business on any pretence whatever; nor is any 
person belonging to us, on any of the above accounts, to impede or otherwise stop 
or hinder boats or camels belonging to them, that they may carry on their business 
without- difficulty, and make the customs increase. 

Let this be most punctually observed, and no person offer to dispute it.

Intent, therefore 
upon maintaining the friendship of the above-mentioned illustrious Company’ 
we have directed an arrangement for the collection of customs upon merchandise’ 
export and import, to and from foreign countries and ports, and sales and pur¬ 
chases in the dependencies of Sindh under our sovereignty. It is commanded that 
the collection of customs upon goods of commerce, export and import, to and from 
other countries and ports and purchases and sales in the territories of our govern¬ 
ment, be made according to the duties subjoined, as in the time of the deceased 
nnce Gholarn Shah Kalhora, and no further exaction be exercised, and besides 
the English Resident no other person of the European nations shall be allowed 
to pass, repass, or trade. On the articles of saltpetre, liquid and crystalized, when¬ 
ever in the territories of the State the English may choose to manufacture it, the

In respect to demands on articles of consumption ^id ap 

parel of the English and the crews of their ships, and the fee Moree on ships, boats 

and dingeys, the rules of Meer Gholarn bhah s reign are to be observed. If by 

accident any ship dr boat or dingey, belonging to the English, coming or goip« 

with goods to or from the factory in Sindh, should either on the sea coast or 

in the river be stranded or sunk, every assistance towards recovering he must 
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be given that she may be returned, and all expenses of labour must be dis¬ 
charged by the Resident of the English.

By imperial command the purport of this Sunnud is to be observed from the 
date thereof. 

The collectors and farmers, at the present time and hereafter, of the town 
of Kurrachee, will understand that Mr. Crow, Englishman, vakeel of the asylum 
of valour, wisdom, and intelligence, the Honourable Jonathan Duncan, Governor 
of Bombay and Surat, on the part of the exalted, renowned, and powerful English 
East India Company, has had the honour of rendering himself at our presence, 
and having by his fidelity, attention, and attachment cemented the union and 
friendship of the two governments, we have therefore, out of our gracious favour 
and particular regard to the satisfaction and convenience of the illustrious Com¬ 
pany above mentioned, resolved to remit one-third of the fee of Foujdaree, which 
is one and a half per cent, on the value of all merchandize, and entirely to excuse 
the fee of moajdurea, and likewise the fee of moree on all dingeys and ships, for 
.two importations of the same vessel in one year : you are by this writing instructed 
of our having granted these exemptions, and ordered to consider them in effect 
from the date of this Sunnud, and to act conformably. 
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Two-tilirds of the fee of the Foujdaree and two-thirds of the Customs accord¬ 
ing to our former Sunnud, you ill not fail to recover and to carry to account.

There shall be eternal friendship between the British Govern ment and that 
jf Sindh, namely, Meer Gholam Ali, Meer Kureem Ali, and Meer Murad Ali.

Enmity shall never appear between the two States. 


Article 3. 

I he mutual despatch of the vakeels of both governments, namely the British 
Government and Sindhian Government, shall always continue.

The Government of Sindh will not allow the establishment of the tribe of the 
French in Sindh. 

Written on the 10th of the month of Rujeeb-ool-Moorujub in the year of the Hegira

Treaty between the Honourable East India Company on the one hand and the 
Ameers of Sindh on the other, November 9th, 1820. 

The British Government and the Government of Sindh having in view to 
guard against the occurrence of frontier disputes, and to strengthen the friend¬ 
ship already subsisting between the two States, Mir Ismael Shah was invested 
with full power to treat with the Honourable the Governor of Bombay, and the 
following articles were agreed on between the two parties:— 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship between the British Government on the one 
hand and Meer Kurreem Ali and Meer Murad Ali on the other. 


Article 2. 

Mutual intercourse by means of vakeels shall always continue between the two 
governments. 

Article 3. 

The Ameers of Sindh engage not to permit any European or American to settle 
in their dominions. If any of the subjects of either of the two States should es¬ 
tablish their residence in the dominions of the other, and should conduct themselves 
in an orderly and peaceable manner in the territory to which they may emigrate, 
they will be allowed to remain in that situation; but if such fugitives shall be 
guilty of any disturbance or commotion, it will be incumbent on the local authority 
to take the offenders into custody, and punish or compel them to quit the country 

Article 4. 

The Ameers ot Sindh engage to restrain the depredations of the Khoosas and 
all other tribes and individuals within their limits, and to prevent the occurrence 
of any inroad into the British dominions.

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India Company and Meer Roostum Khan, Talpore, Bahadoor, Chief of Kheirpore, 
in Sindli, through the agency of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Pottinger, envoy on 
the part of the British Government, acting under the authority vested in him by 
the Right Honourable Lord William Cavendish Bentinck, g.c.b., and g.c.h., Gov¬ 
ernor-General of the British possessions in India, this engagement has been given 
in writing, at Simla, this day the 19th June 1832, both in English and Persian, in 
token of the perfect confirmation and acknowledgment of the obligations which 
it contains in the manner following:—- 

Article 1. 

There shall be eternal friendship between the two States.

Article 2. 

The two contracting powers mutually bind themselves from generation to 
generation never to look with the eye of covetousness on the possessions of each 
other. 

Article 3. 

The British Government having requested the use of the river Indus and the 
roads of Sindh for the merchants of Hindoostan, etc., the Government of Kheirpore 
agrees to grant the same within its own boundaries, on whatever terms may be 
settled with the Government of Hyderabad, namely, Meer Murad Ali Khan, 
Talpore. 

Article 4. 

The Government of Kheirpore agrees to furnish a written statement of just 
and reasonable duties to be levied on all goods passing under this Treaty, and 
further promises that traders shall suffer no let or hindrance in transacting theii 
business.

Treaty with the Government of Hyderabad in Sindh, _1832. 

A Treaty, consisting of seven Articles, having been concluded on the 18th 
Zechy 1247 a.h., corresponding with 20th April 1832, between the Honourable 
East India Company and His Highness Meer Murad Ali Khan, Talpore, Bahadoor, 
ruler of Hyderabad, in Sindh, through the agency of Lieutenant-Color el Henry 
Pottinger, envoy on the part of the British Government, acting under the author¬ 
ity vested in him by the Bight Honourable Lord William Cavendish Bentinck, 
g.c.b., and g.c.h., Governor-General ot the British possessions in India, this engage¬ 
ment has been given in writing, at Simla, this day the 19th June 1832, both in 
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English and Persian, in token of the perfect confirmation and acknowledgment 
of the obligations which it contains, in the manner following :— 


Article 1. 

That the friendship provided for in former Treaties between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and that of Sindh, remain unimpaired and binding, and that this stipula¬ 
tion has received additional efficacy through the medium of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Pottinger, envoy, etc., so that the firm, connecting and close alliance now formed 
between the said States shall descend to the children and successors of the house 
of the above named Meer Murad All Khan, principal after principal from genera¬ 
tion to generation. 

Article 2. 

That the two contracting powers bind themselves never to look with the eye 
of covetousness on the possessions of each other. 


Article 3. 

Th tt the British Government has requested a passage for the merchants and 
traders of Hindoostan by the river and roads of Sindh, by which they may trans¬ 
port their goods and merchandize from one country to another, and the said Gov¬ 
ernment of Hyderabad hereby acquiesces in the same request on the three follow¬ 
ing conditions: — 

1st . —That no person shall bring any description of military stores by the 
above river or roads. 

2nd .—That no armed vessels or boats shall come by the said river. 

3rd .—That no English merchants shall be allowed to settle in Sindh, but shall 
come as occasion requires, and having stopped to transact their business, shall 
return to India. 

Article 4. 

When merchants shall determine on visiting Sindh, they shall obtain a pass¬ 
port to do so from the British Government, and due intimation of the granting 
of such passports shall be made to the said Government of Hyderabad by the 
Resident in Kutch, or other officer of the said British Government. 

Article 5. 

That the Government of Hyderabad having fixed certain proper and moderate 
duties to be levied on merchandize and goods proceeding by the aforesaid routes, 
shall adhere to that scale, and not arbitrarily and despotically either increase or 
lessen the same, so that the affairs of nerchants and traders may be carried on 
without stop or interruption, and the custom-house officers and farmers of revenue 
of the Sindh government are to be specially directed to see that they do not delay 
the said merchants on pretence of awaiting for fresh orders from the government, 
or in the collection of the duties, and the said government is to promulgate a Tariff 
or Table of Duties leviable on each kind of goods, as the case may be. 
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Article 6. 

That whatever portions of former Treaties entered into between the two States 
have not been altered and modified by the present one remain firm and unaltered, 
as well as those stipulations now concluded, and by the blessing of God no devia- 
tion from them shall ever happen. 

Article 7. 

That the friendly intercourse between'the two States shall be kept up by the 
despatch of vakeels whenever the transaction of business, or the increase of the 
relations of friendship, may render it desirable.

Supplemental to the Treaty with the Government of Hyderabad, in Sindh. 

The following Articles of engagement having been agreed on and settled on the 
22nd April 1832 between the Honourable East India Company and His Highness 
Meer Murad Ali Khan, Talpore, Bahadoor, ruler of Hyderabad, in Sindh as sup 
plemental to the Treaty concluded, on the 20th April 1832, through the agency 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Pottinger, envoy on the part of the said Honourable 
East India Company, under full power and authority vested in him by the Ri.rht 
Honourable Lord William Cavendish Bentinck, g.c.b., and g.c.h., Governor- 
General of the British possessions in India, this engagement has been given in writ 
mg, at Simla, this day the 19th June 1832, both in English and Persian in token 
of the perfect confirmation and acknowledgment of the obligations which it contains 
in the manner following :— ‘ ’ 


Article 1. 

It is inserted in the 5th Article of the Perpetual Treaty that the Govermnenl 
of Hyderabad will furnish the British Government with a statement of duties 
etc., and after that the officers of the British Government who are versed in affair 
of traffic will examine the said statement. Should the statement seem to then 
to be fair and equitable and agreeable to custom, it will be brought into operatior 
and will be confirmed; but should it appear too high, His Highness Meer Murat 
Ali Khan, on hearing from the British Government to this effect through Oolone 
Pottinger, will reduce the said duties. 


Article 2. 

It is as clear as noonday that the punishment and suppression of the plunderers 
of Parkhur, the Thull, etc., is not to be effected by any one government, and as 
this measure is incumbent on and becoming the States as tending to secure the 
welfare and happiness of their respective subjects and countries, it is hereby sti¬ 
pulated that on the commencement of the ensuing rainy season, and of which Meer 
Murad Ali Khan shall give due notice, the British, Sindh, aud Jodhpore govern 
ments shall direct their joint aud simultaneous efforts to the above object 
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Article 3. 

The governments of the Honourable East India Company and of Khairpore, 
namely, Meex Eoostum, have provided, in a Treaty concluded between the States, 
that whatever may be settled regarding the opening of the Indus at Hyderabad 
shall be binding on the said contracting powers. It is therefore necessary that 
sopies of the Treaty should be sent by the British and Hyderabad governments 
to Meer Roostum Khan for his satisfaction and guidance.

No. VIII. 

Commercial Treaty between the Honourable the East India Company and the 
Government of Hyderabad in Sindh, dated 2nd July 1834. 

Whereas in the 1st Article of the Supplemental Treaty concluded between the 
Honourable East India Company and the Government of Hyderabad on the 22nd 
day of April 1832, corresponding with the 20th of Zeekad 1247 Hegira, it was stipu¬ 
lated that the Government of Hyderabad was to furnish the British Government 
with a statement of duties, etc., and “ after that the officers of the British 
Government who are versed in affairs of traffic shall have examined the same state¬ 
ment, should the statement seem to them to be fair and equitable and agreeable 
to custom, it will be brought into operation and will be confirmed; but should 
it appear too high, His Highness Meer Murad Ali Khan, on hearing from the British 
Government to this effect, through Colonel Pottinger, will reduce the said duties”. 
Now according to the terms of the above stipulation, the contracting States hav¬ 
ing made due inquiry, hereby enter into the following agreement: 

Article 1. 

In lieu of a duty on goods proceeding up or down the river Indus, in virtue 
of the 5th Article of the perpetual Treaty of Hyderabad, there shall be levied on 
the rivers, between the sea and Roopur, a toll on each boat of Tatta Rupees 19 
per Tatta khurrar, of which amount Rupees 8 shall be receivable by the govern¬ 
ments of Hyderabad and Kheirpore, and Rupees 11 by the other States posses¬ 
sing dominions on the banks of the rivers, namely, His Highness Bhawul Khan, 
Maharaja Runjeet Singh, and the Honourable the East India Company. 

Article 2. 

To obviate any cause whatever of trouble or inconvenience to traders and 
merchants during their progress, and also to prevent disputes and doubts and 
consequent altercation and delay, touching the size of boats the toll is fixed on 
30 Tatta khurrars. Be a boat large or small, she will pay toll according to this, 
and whether she measures 5 khurrars or 100 khurrars, she will bo reckoned as one 
of 30. 
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Article 3. 

The portion of the toll above described, appertaining to Sindh, and amount¬ 
ing to Tatta Rupees 240 on each boat, shall be levied at the bunder or port of 
the mouth of the river where the cargoes are transferred from the river to the 
sea boats, and vice versa, and divided as the governments of Hyderabad and 
Klieirpore may think best. 

Article 4. 

For the purpose of assisting in the realization of the toll due to Sindh, also 
in the speedy and satisfactory adjustment of disputes which may happen to occur 
amongst the merchants, boatmen, and others on the questions of hire, etc., as well 
as with a view to the preservation and augmentation of the amicable relations 
which happily subsist, between the States, it is settled that a British Agent (who 
shall not be an European gentleman) under the authority of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Henry Pottinger, Agent to the Governor-General of India for the affairs of Sindh, 
shall reside at the bunder or port at the mouth of the river where cargoes are trans¬ 
ferred from one description of boat to another ; and the British Government binds 
itself that the said Agent shall neither engage in trade, nor interfere in any way 
with the fiscal or any other affairs of the Sindh government. It is further settled 
that, when occasion connected with this Treaty may render it advisable, the Gov¬ 
ernor-General’s Agent for the affairs of Sindh shall have the power of deputing 
one of his Assistants to the above described bunder or port, to settle any discus¬ 
sions that may have arisen ; after doing which he is to return to Bhooj. 

Article 5. 

For the more perfect fulfilment of this Treaty, it is hereby distinctly stipu¬ 
lated that should any portion, however small or great, or of whatever description, 
of the merchandize or goods on board any boat passing up or down the river, be 
landed for sale by a merchant or merchants, such portion of merchandize or goods, 
whatever may be its quantity or quality, shall instantly become subject to the 
existing local duties as levied by the respective governments within their own 
territories ; the purpose of the toll agreed to by this Treaty being not to, supersede 
or set aside the established dues of the different States, but to repay the expense 
to which the governments will necessarily be subjected in affording the customary 
protection to the trade in transit on the river. It will be perfectly understood 
from this 5th Article that the governments have no claim to duties on merchan¬ 
dize merely passing up or down the river, and that tie toll is all that is to be de- 
nanded, but should any portion, however small or large, of goods be landed and 
sold, that the usual duties will be levied.

Proposal 1st. 

The coast of Sindh has no hills, and 
is so low and level that it is very diffi¬ 
cult and even sometimes impossible to 
discover the proper entrance to the 
mouths of the river. Permission is 
therefore requested to lay down buoys 
in the water, and to erect wooden land¬ 
marks on the shore at the proper spots, 
which buoys and marks can be changed 
when alterations take place in the river. 

Proposal 2nd. 

Cases will sometimes occur, notwith¬ 
standing these precautions, in which 
from foul winds or storms, vessels 
intending to come into the river will 
not be able to do so, and they must in 
that event seek for shelter in any port 
they can reach. The examination of 
the whole of the coasts and harbours 
of Kutch and Sindh from Mandavee 
to Kurrachee has therefore been or¬ 
dered, and His Highness is requested 
to instruct his officers to this effect. 
Vessels of war will not be employed 
on this duty, and when the harbour of 

Kurrachee is to be examined (which 
it has not been since the mission of 
Mr. Smith in the year of the Hegira 
1224), the officer will make a special

Agreed.—llcacons may bo erected 
on shore, and buoys laid down in 
the water, and changed as may 
become requisite from alterations 
in the river.

In consideration of the long friendship which has subsisted between the British 
Government and the Ameers of Sindh, the Governor-General in Council engages 
to use his good offices to adjust the present differences which are understood to 
subsist between the Ameers of Sindh and Maharaja Eunjeet Sing, so that peace 
and friendship may be established between the two States. 

Article 2. 

In order to secure and improve the relations of amity and peace which have 
so long subsisted between the Sindh State and the British Government it is agreed 
that an accredited British Minister shall reside at the Court of Hyderabad, and 
that the Ameers of Sindh shall also be at liberty .to depute a vakeel to reside at the 
Court of the British Government; and that the British Minister shall be empowered 
to change his ordinary place of residence as may from time to time seem expedient, 
and be attended by such an escort as may be deemed suitable by ais government.

Treaty between the Honourable East India Company and His Highness 
Meer Roosttjm Khan of Kheirpore, —1838. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interest between 
the Honourable East India Company arid Meer Roostum Khan, Talpore, and 
hie heirs and successors, from generation to generation, and the friends and ene¬ 
mies of one party shall be the friends and enemies of both. 

Article 2. 

The British Government engages to protect the principality and territory of 
Kheirpore. 




Article 3. 

Meer Roo3oum Khan and his heirs and successors will act in subordinate co¬ 
operation with the British Government, and acknowledge its supremacy, and not 
have any connexion with any other Chiefs and States. 


Article 4. 

The Ameer, and his heirs and successors, will not enter into negotiation with 
any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the British Government; 
but the usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall continue. 


Article 5.

The Ameer, and his heirs and successors, will not commit aggressions on any 
one. If by accident any dispute arise with any one, the settlement of it shall 
be submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

The Ameer will furnish troops according to his means at the requisition of 
the British Government, and render it all and every necessary aid and assistance 
throughout his territory during the continuance of war, and approve of all the 
defensive preparations which it may make while the peace and security of the 
countries on the other side of the Indus may be threatened. But the British 
Government will not covet a dam or deram of the territories enjoyed by His High¬ 
ness and his heirs, nor the fortresses on this bank or that bank of the river Indus. 


Article 7. 

The Ameer, and his heirs and successors, shall be absolute rulers of their country, 
and the British jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that principality, nor 
will any of the Baloches servants, dependants, relatives, or subjects of the Ameer 
be listened to should they complain against the said Ameer. 

Article 8. 

In order to improve, by every means possible, the growing intercourse by the 
river Indus, Meer Roostum Khan promises all co-operation with the other powers 
in any measures which may be hereafter thought necessary for extending and fa¬ 
cilitating the commerce and navigation of the Indus. 

Article 9. 

In order to further secure the relations of amity and peace which have so long 
subsisted between the Kheirpore State and the British Government, it is agreed 
that an accredited British Minister shall reside at the Court of Kheirpore, and 
that the Ameer shall also be at liberty to depute an Agent to reside at the Court 
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of the British Government, and the British Minister shall be empowered to change 
his ordinary place of residence as may from time to time seem expedient, and be 
attended by such an escort as may be deemed suitable by his government. 


Article 10. 

This Treaty of nine Articles having been concluded, and signed and sealed 
by Lieutenant Colonel Sir A. Burnes, Knight, envoy on the part of the Bight 
Honourable George Lord Auckland, g.c.b., Governor-General of India, and 
Meer Roostum Khan, on the part of himself, Chief of Kheirpore, the ratification 
by the Right Honourable the Governor-General shall be exchanged within forty- 
five days from the present date.

Separate Article,— 1838. 

Since the British Government has taken upon itself the responsibility of pro¬ 
tecting the State of Kheirpore from all enemies now and hereafter, and neither 
coveted any portion of its possessions nor fortresses on this side or that side of the 
Indus, it is hereby agreed upon by Meer Roostum Khan, his heirs and successors, 
that if the Governor-General, in time of war, should seek to occupy the fortress 
of Bukker as a dep6t for treasure and munitions, the Ameer shall not object to it. 

This separate Article having been concluded, signed and sealed by Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel Sir Alexander Burnes, Knight, envoy on the part of the Right Hon¬ 
ourable George Lord Auckland, g.c.b., Governor-General of India, and Meer 
Roostum Khan, on the part of himself, Chief of Kheirpore, the ratification by the 
Right Honourable the Governor-General shall be exchanged within forty-five 
days from the present date.

The judicious mediation of your friend Sir A. Burnes, the highly esteemed and 
able Agent of my government now with you, has by the blessing of God brought 
about the establishing of our mutual good understanding by Treaty on a firm 
and lasting basis. 

The support afforded to you by the guarantee of the British Government 
will, I am well assured, prove a source of.future strength, and, if it be God’s will, 
of continued prosperity, to your country; and I am glad to acknowledge the 
advantages which I hope to derive from your alliance and support in the warlike 
operations which I am about to undertake. 

Having entered into a Treaty with Your Highness in all honesty and good faith 
I should be sorry to find any part of the written agreement between us so worded 
as to leave either your successors or mine under the supposition that we conclud¬ 
ed our compact in a spirit, on the one side or the other, of any thing like jea¬ 
lousy or distrust. 

The mention, however, of a previous written agreement, in every instance, 
as to the temporary character of the occasional occupation of Sindh by the English, 
is calculated to convey this unpleasant idea. 

I have therefore struck it out; and in place of inserting a sentence which casts 
a doubt on the sincerity of our intentions, I address you this friendly letter, as 
a lasting assurance of the plain meaning and purpose of the words of the separate 
Article, namely, that the British shall avail themselves of the fort of Bukker, 
the citadel of their ally the Meer of Kheirpore, only during actual war and periods 
of preparing for war like the present. 

I trust that this mode of re-assuring Your Highness will have the double effect 
of setting your mind at ease and of putting you in possession of a written testi¬ 
mony to my intentions, such a6 may remain among your records in pledge of the 
sincerity of the British Government.

Agreement with Meer Mobarik Khan, of Kheirpore. —1838. 

Whereas Treaties of firm friendship and sincere amity have long been es¬ 
tablished between the government of the East India Company and that of Kheir¬ 
pore, in Sindh, at the present time, agreeably to the request and desire of His 
Highness Meer Roostum Khan, Talpore, and for the satisfaction of His Highness 
Meer Mobarik Khan, Talpore, the following additional agreement has been made 
through the agency of Lieutenant-Colohel Sir Alexander Burnes, Knight, envoy 
on the part of the Governor-General, in virtue of full powers vested in him by the 
Right Honourable George Lord Auckland, g.c.b., Governor-General of India, etc., 
etc., etc. 
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The East India Company hereby agrees never to covet one real of the revenue 
of the share of Sindh in possession of Meer Mobarik Khan, nor to interfere in its 
internal management. 

The said Company further agrees to preserve the same friendly relation to¬ 
wards the said Meer Mobarik Khan and his descendants that it does towards 
Meer Roostum Khan, in conformity with the terms of the Treaty now made with 
His Highness Meer Roostum Khan.

Agreement for the surrender of Kurrachee, February 7th, 1839. 

Hassel Ben Butcha Khan, Subadar in the employ of the Governor of the fort 
and town of Kurrachee, and the late Commandant of the fort on the point at the 
entrance of the harbour, has been this third day of February one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-nine sent on board Her Britannic Majesty’s Ship Wellesley 
by the said Governor (Khyer Mahomed) with full powers to treat with the British 
authorities for the surrender of the said fort and town of Kurrachee, accompanied 
by Synah Khan, in the service of Meer Noor Mahomed, who had been sent for the 
same purpose by Ali Rakhi to treat on the part of the civil government of the town. 

It is, therefore, this day agreed by the said Hassel Ben Butcha Khan and Synah 
Khan, iri the name of the said two Governors on the one part and His Excellency 
Fear Admiral Sir Frederick Lewis Maitland, k.c.b., Commander-in-Chief of 
Her Britannic Majesty’s naval forces in the East Indies, and Brigadier Thomas 
Valiant, k.h., Commanding the British reserve Military force in Sindh, in the 
name and on behalf of the Honourable East India Company, on the other part. 


Article 1. / 

That the full possession of the fort and town of Kurrachee shall be this day 
given up by the aforesaid Governor to the British forces. 
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Article 2. 

That fclie British land forces under the command of the said Brigadier Valiant 
shall this day, or as soon after as the Brigadier may deem it convenient, be allowed 
to encamp near the town, and that such boats shall be supplied by the native gov¬ 
ernment as may be required by the British army upon payment of the usual boat 
hire for them, as also such camels and other means of conveyance as may be here¬ 
after necessary, upon the like terms ; as well as that all kinds of provisions and 
other supplies shall be furnished for the use of the said British forces as they 

may stand in need of and require, the same being paid for at the usual rates of 
the country. 

In consequence of the fulfilment of these terms, the British officers before 
mentioned agree, in the name of the Honourable East India Company, that the 
persons and property of all the inhabitants of the fort and town of Kurrachee 
shall be held sacred, and that they shall be at liberty to carry on their business 
as hereto'ore ; that their trading vessels shall be allowed to enter the port, and 
trade as usual without the slightest interruption ; and further that the civil govern¬ 
ment of Kurrachee shall be carried on by the authorities of the place. 

In witness whereof we have, this third day of February one thousand eight 
hundred end thirty-nine set our hands hereunto, on board Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Ship Wellesley, off Kurrachee.

Treaty between the British Government and the Ameers of Hyderabad, 
viz ., Meer Noor Mahomed Khan, Meer Nusseer Mahomed Khan, Meer 
Meer Mahomed Khan, and Meer Sobdar Khan, —1839. 

Whereas Treaties of friendship and amity have from time to time been en¬ 
tered into between the British Government and the Ameers of Sindh ; and where¬ 
as circumstances have lately occurred which render it necessary to revise those 
Treaties; and a separate Treaty has already been concluded between the British 
Government and Meer Eoostum Khan of Kheirpore; the following Articles have 
been agreed upon by the contracting parties:— 

Article 1. 

There shall be lasting friendship, alliance, and unity of interest between the 
Honourable East India Company and the Ameers of Hyderabad, Meer Noor Maho¬ 
med Khan, Meer Nusseer Mahomed Khan, Meer Meer Mahomed Khan, and Meer 
Sobdar Khan. 

Article 2. 

A British force shall be maintained in Sindh and stationed at Tatta, or such 
other place westward of the river Indus as the Governor-General of India may 
select. The Governor-General will decide upon the strength of this force, which 
it is not intended shall exceed 5,000 lighting men. 


Article 3. 

Meer Noor Mahomed Khan, Meer Nusseer Mahomed Khan, and Meer Meer 
Mahomed Khan bind themselves to pay severally the sum of one lakh of Rupees, 
being three lakhs of Rupees altogether of the Company’s currency, or of that called 
Bakkroo, or Timooree, in part payment of the expense of the British force every 
year. Meer Sobdar Khan is exempted from all contribution to the expense of this 
force. 

Article 4. 

The British Government takes upon itself the protection of the territories now 
possessed by the Ameers of Hyderabad from all foreign aggression. 

Article 5. 

The four Ameers, party to this Treaty, shall remain absolute rulers in their 
respective principalities ; and the jurisdiction of the British Government shall 
not be introduced into their territories. The officers of the British Government 
will not listen to or encourage complaints against the Ameers from their subjects. 

Article 6. , 

The four Ameers, being confirmed in their present possessions by the preced¬ 
ing Article, will refer to the Resident in Sindh any complaint of aggression which 



one of them may have to make against another ; and the Resident, with the sanc¬ 
tion of the Governor-General, will endeavour to mediate between them and settle 
their differences. 

Article 7. 

In case of aggressions by the subjects of one Ameer on the territories of another, 
and of the Ameer by whose subjects such aggressions are made declaring his in¬ 
ability to prevent them in consequence of the offending parties being in rebellion 
to his authority, on a representation of the circumstances being made to the Gov¬ 
ernor-General by the Resident, the Governor-General will, if he sees fit, order 
such assistance to be afforded as may be requisite to bring the offenders to punish¬ 
ment. 

Article 8. 

The Ameers of Sindh will not enter into any negotiation with any foreign 
Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the British Government; 
their amicable correspondence with friends and relations may continue. 


Article 9 . 

The Ameers of Sindh will act in subordinate co-operation with the British 
Government for purposes of defence, and shall furnish for the service of the British 
Government a body of 3,000 troops, horse and foot, whenever required ; these 
troops, when employed with the British forces, will be under the orders and control 
of the commanding officer of the British forces. The Sindh contingent troops, 
if employed under British officers beyond the Sindh frontier, will be paid by the 
British Government. 

Article 10. 

The Bakkroo or Timooree Rupee current in Sindh and the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s Rupee being of equal value, the currency of the latter coin shall be ad¬ 
mitted in the Sindh territories. If the officers of the British Government es¬ 
tablish a mint within the territories of the Ameers, parties to this Treaty, and 
there coin the Bakkroo or Timooree Rupee, the Ameers shall be entitled, after 
the close of the present military operations in Afghanistan, to a seigniorage on 
the coinage according to the customs of the country. 

Article 11. 

No toll will be levied on trading boats passing up or down the river Indus, 
from the sea to the northernmost point of that stream within the territories of 
the Ameers of Hyderabad. 

Article 12. 

But any merchandize landed from such boats on their passage up or down 
the river and sold shall be subject to the usual duties of the country ; provided 
always that goods sold in a British camp or cantonment shall be exempt from 
the payment of duty.

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Aeticle 13. 


Goods of all kinds may be brought by merchants and others to the mouths 
of the Indus (Gorabaree) at the proper season, and kept there at the pleasure 
of the owners till the best period of the year for sending them up the river ; but 
should any merchant land and sell any part of his merchandize, either at Gorabaree 
or anywhere else (except at the British cantonment), Buch merchant shall pay the 
usual duties upon them. 


Article 14. 

The provisions of this Treaty agreed upon by the Governor-General of India 
on the one part, and the Ameers Meer Noor Mahomed Khan, Meer Nusseer Mahomed 
Khan, Meer Meer Mahomed Khan, and Meer Sobdar Khan on the other part, shall 
be binding for ever on all succeeding governments of India, and on the heirs and 
successors of the said Ameers in perpetuity ; all former Treaties between the con¬ 
tracting parties not rescinded by the provisions of this engagement remaining 
in force. 

This Treaty, consisting of fourteen Articles, having been signed in quadrupli¬ 
cate by the Right Honourable George Lord Auckland, g.c.b., Governor-General 
of India, at Bussee, on the 11th day of March 1839, one of these four documents 
will be separately granted, through Colonel H. Pottinger, Resident, Hyderabad, 
the negotiator of the Treaties, to each of the four Ameers on his delivering a counter¬ 
part engagement, under his seal and signature, to the British Resident in Sindh, 
Colonel H. Pottinger.

Treaty of fourteen Articles between the British Government and the Ameer 
of Meerpore, Meer Sher Mahomed Khan,— 1841. 

Whereas Treaties of amity and friendship have been concluded between the 
Honourable East India Company and the Ameers of Hyderabad, a separate Treaty 
on the same principle is now entered into between that power and His Highness 
Meer Sher Mahomed Khan of Meerpore* and the following Articles have been agreed 
Upon by the contracting parties 


Article 1. 

That there shall be lasting friendship, alliance, and unity of interests bet¬ 
ween the Honourable East India Company and the Ameer of Meerpore, Meer Sher 
Mahomed Khan. 
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Article 2. 

Meer Slier Mahomed Khan binds himself to pay every year the sum of half 
a lakh of Rupees (50,000) of the Company’s currency in part payment of the ex¬ 
pense of the British force stationed in Sindh, viz., on the 1st of February of each 
year. 

Article 3. 

The British Government takes upon itself the protection of the territory now 
possessed by the Ameer of Meerpore from all foreign aggression. 

Article 4. j [ 

Meer Sher Mahomed Khan shall remain sole ruler in his principality, and the 
jurisdiction of the British Government shall not be introduced into his territory ; 
the officer of the British Government will not listen to or encourage complaints 
against the Ameer from his subjects. 

Article 5. 

l he Ameer being confirmed in his present undisputed possessions by the pre¬ 
ceding Article, will refer to the British representative in Sindh any coinplaint of 
aggression which he may make against any of the other Ameers ; and the Political 
Agent, with the sanction of the Governor-General, will endeavour to mediate 
between them and settle their differences. 

Article 6. 

The territories at present disputed between Meer Sher Mahomed Khan and 
the Ameers of Hyderabad shall be submitted to the decision of arbitrators ap¬ 
pointed by both parties and an umpire appointed by the Political Agent. 


Article 7. 

In case of aggression by the subjects of one Ameer on the territories of another, 
and of the Ameer by whose subjects such aggressions are made declaring his in¬ 
ability to prevent them in consequence of the offending parties being ,in rebellion 
to his authority, on a representation of the circumstances being made to the Gov¬

Draft of a Treaty between the Ameers of Hyderabad and the British Govern¬ 
ment,—1842. 


Article 1. 

The Ameers of Hyderabad are relieved from the payment of all tribute to 
the British Government, which, under existing engagements, would become due 
after the 1st of January 1843. 

Article 2. 

The only coin legally current in the dominions of the Ameers of Hyderabad 
after the 1st of January 1845 shall be the Company’s Rupee and the Rupee here¬ 
inafter mentioned. 

• j ,• 

Article 3. 

The British Government will coin for the Ameers of Hyderabad such number 
of Rupees as they may require from time to time, such Rupees bearing on one side 
the effigy of the Sovereign of England with such inscription as the British Govern¬ 
ment may from time to time adopt, and on the reverse such inscription or device 
as the Ameers may prefer. 

Article 4. 

Such Rupees so to be coined for the Ameers shall contain the same quantity 
of silver and of the same fineness as the Company’s Rupees j and for every Rupee 
so coined, the Ameers shall deliver to the officers of the British Government, who 
may hereafter be from time to time appointed to receive the same, a quantity 
of silver equal to that contained in such Rupee, and of equal fineness, or approved 
bills of equal value ; and such Rupees so coined for the Ameers shall be delivered 
to them within four months after the receipt, by the appointed officers, of the 
silver equivalent thereto, or within four months after the payment of the approved 
bills for the amount, without any charge for the coinage, which charge will be 
wholly borne by the British Government. 

Article 5. 

The Ameers, in consideration of the above engagement, renounce the privilege 
of coining money, and will not exercise the same, from the date of the signature 
of this Treaty. 

Article 6. 

With a view to the necessary provision of wood for the use of steamers navi¬ 
gating the Indus and the rivers communicating therewith, the British Govern¬ 
ment shall have the right to fell wood within one hundred yards of both banks 
of the Indus within the territories of the Ameers ; but the British Government, 
being unwilling to exercise such right in a manner inconvenient or disagreeable 
to the Ameers, will exercise it only under the direction of British officers, and will

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refrain from all exercise thereof so long as the Ameers shall provide, at the places 
to be named, such a quantity of wood fit for the purpose of fuel at the price of 
the as the officers of the British Gov¬ 

ernment may from time to time require. 


Article 7. 

The following places and districts are ceded in perpetuity to the British Gov¬ 
ernment : Kurrachee and Tatta, with such arrondissement as may be deemed 
necessary by Major-General Sir Charles Napier; and, moreover, the right of free 
passage over the territories of the Ameers between Kurrachee and Tatta along 
such line, and within such limits on either side thereof as Major-General Sir Charles 
Napier may prefer ; and within such limits the officers of the British Government 
Bhall alone have jurisdiction. 

Article 8. 

All the rights and interests of the Ameers, or of any one of them, in Subzul- 
kote, and in all the territory intervening between the present frontier of Bhawul- 
pore and the town of Roree, are ceded in perpetuity to His Highness the Nawab 
of Bhawulpore, the ever faithful ally and friend r.f the British Government. 


Article 9. 

To the Meer Sobdar Khan, who has constantly evinced fidelity to his engage¬ 
ments and attachment to the British Government, is ceded territory producing 
half a lakh of annual revenue, such cession being made in consideration of the 
loss he will sustain by the transfer of Kurrachee to the British Government, and 
as a reward for his good conduct. 


Article 10. 

The Commissioner appointed by Major-General Sir Charles Napier for the exe- 
cution of this Treaty will, after hearing the several Ameers, finally decide what 
lands shall be made over to Meer Sobdar Khan, in pursuance of the above Article, 
by the other Ameers. 

« Article 11. 

Inasmuch as the territories to be ceded by the several Ameers, under the pro¬ 
visions of this Treaty, differ in annual value, and the amount of the tribute now 
payable by the several Ameers is not altogether the same, the Commissioner ap¬ 
pointed by Major-General Sir Charles Napier shall hear the several Ameers as 
to the annual value of the lands so ceded, and shall declare what payments of 
money, or what cessions of land in lieu thereof, shall be made by the Ameers, 
who shall make no cession of lands, or cessions of lands of inferior value, to 
such as shall make such cessions of higher value under this Treaty, that so the 
value of the cessions made by the several Ameers (always excepting Meer Sob¬ 
dar Khan) shall be as nearly commensurate as possible with the tribute to the pay¬ 
ment of which each was before liable. 
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Article 12. 

The remainder of the tribute now payable which shall not be absorbed in the 
making of such compensations, or lands yielding an annual revenue of equal 
amount, shall be at the disposal of the British Government, but the British 
Government will retain no portion thereof for itself.

Draft of Treaty between the British Government and the Ameers of Kheir-

Article 1. 

The pergunnah of Bhoong Bhara, and the third part of the district of Sub- 
zulkote, and the villages of Gotkee, Maladee, Chaonga, Dadoola, and Uzeezpore, 
and all the territories of the Ameers of Kheirpore, or any of them intervening 
between the present dominions of His Highness the Nawab of Bhawulppre and 
the town and district of Roree, are ceded in perpetuity to His Highness the Nawab. 

Article 2. 

The town of Sukkur, with such arrondissement as shall be deemed necessary 
by Major-General Sir Charles Napier, and the islands of Bukkur and the adjoin¬ 
ing islets, and the town of Roree, with such arrondissement as may be deemed 
necessary by Major-General Sir Charles Napier, are ceded in perpetuity to the 
British Government. 

Article 3. 

The Commissioner appointed by Major-General Sir Charles Napier for the 
execution of this Treaty and of the Treaty to be concluded with the Ameers of 
Hyderabad shall appropriate the surplus tribute, from which the Ameers of 
Hyderabad will be relieved by that Treaty (of which an account will be rendered 
to the Ameers of Kheirpore), or lands of equal value in lieu thereof, first) to the 
indemnification of such Ameers of Kheirpore, other than Meer Roostum Khan 
and Meer Nusseer Khan, as may make cessions of territory under this Treaty, 
and then, for the benefit of Meer Roostum Khan and Meer Nusseer Khan, in pro¬ 
portion to the annual value of the cessions made by them respectively under this 
Treaty. 

Article 4. 

The Ameers of Kheirpore having, by the Treaty concluded on the 24th De 
cember 1838, agreed, <c in order to improve by every means possible the growing 
intercourse by the river Indus, to afford all co-operation with the other powers 
in any measures which may hereafter be thought necessary for extending and 
facilitating the commerce and navigation of the Indus, ” and the Ameers of Hyder¬ 
abad having since, by a Treaty concluded in 1839, agreed “ that no toll shall be 
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levied on trading boats passing up and down the river Indus, from the sea to the 
northernmost point of that stream within their territories, with the proviso that 
any merchandize landed from such boats on their passage up or down the river 
and sold shall be subject to the usual duties of the country, except goods sold in 
a British camp or cantonment, which troods shall be exempt from the payment 
of duty,” the Ameers of Kheirpore now agree to abide by and observe the above 
provision, in the same manner, and as fully as if the same were inserted in the 
Treaty concluded by them in 1838. 

Article 5. 

The only coin legally current in the dominions of the Ameers of Kheirpore 
after the 1st January 1845 shall be the Company’s Rupee and the Rupee herein¬ 
after mentioned. 

Article 6. 

The British Government will coin for the Ameers of Kheirpore such number 
of Rupees as they may require from time to time, such Rupees bearing on one 
side the effigy of the Sovereign of England, with such inscription as the British 
Government may from time to time adopt, and on the reverse such inscription 
or device as the Ameers may prefer. 

Article 7. 

Such Rupees so to be coined for the Ameers shall contain the same quantity 
of silver and of the same fineness as the Company’s Rupees ; and for every Rupee 
so coined, the Ameers shall deliver to the officers of the British Government, who 
may hereafter be from time to time appointed to receive the same, a quantity 
of silver equal to that contained in such Rupee, and of equal fineness, or approved 
bills of equal value ; and such Rupees so coined for the Ameers shall be delivered 
over to them within four months after the receipt, by the appointed officers, of 
the silver equivalent thereto, or within four months after the payment of the 
approved bills for the amount, without any charge for the coinage, which charge 
will be wholly borne by the British Government. 

Article 8. 

The Ameers, in consideration of the above engagement, renounce the privi¬ 
lege of coining money, and will not exercise the same, from the date of the signa¬ 
ture of this Treaty. 

Article 9. 

With a view to the necessary provision of wood for the use of steamers navi¬ 
gating the Indus and the rivers communicating therewith, the British Govern- 
ment^ shall have the right to fell wood within 100 yards of both banks of the Indus 
within the territories of the Ameers; but the British Government, being unwill¬ 
ing to exercise such right in a manner inconvenient or disagreeable to the Ameers, 
will exercise it only under the direction of British officers, and will refrab from 
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all exercise thereof so long as the Ameers shall provide, at the places to be named, 
such quantity of wood fit for the'purposes of fuel at the price of the 

as the officers of the British Government may from time to time require. 

Article 10 . 

The British Government renounces every claim heretofore made upon the 
late Meer Mobarik Khan, or upon Meer Nusseer Khan, or the other sons of the 
late Meer Mobarik Khan, on account of, nuzzerana, in the name of the late Shah 
Suja, or on account of annual tribute, and the arrears thereof and the interest 
thereon, on its own behalf.

Adoption Sunnud granted to Meer Ali Murad Khan of Kheirpore, _1866. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued, I here¬ 
by, in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of 
natural heirs, any succession to the Government of your State which may be 
legitimate according to Mahomedan law will be upheld. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Trea¬ 
ties, Grants or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Govern¬ 
ment.

Agreement entered into with His Highness the Mir of Khairpur regarding 

the Jamrao Canal,—1901. 

Whereas the British Government have constructed a canal, called the Jamrao 
Canal, issuing from the Eastern Nara River, and the head-works and some por¬ 
tions of the Jamrao Canal and some of the training embankments of the pre¬ 
viously existing Eastern Nara system of canals have been constructed within 
the limits of the territory of His Highness the Amir of Khairpur, with the con¬ 
sent of His Highness the late Sir Ah Murad Khan, Talpur, G.C.I.E., Mir of Khair¬ 
pur, and whereas the British Government desire to be possessed in full sovereign¬ 
ly of such lands as are required for the completion and proper management of 
the Jamrao and Eastern Nara systems of canals, and whereas His Highness the 
Mir of Khairpur has expressed a desire for a settlement of disputes as to the allu¬ 
vial accretions on the western boundary of the Khairpur State caused by changes 
in the course of the River Indus, H. E. M. James, Esq., C.S.I., I.C.S., the Com¬ 
missioner in Sind, being duly authorised thereto on the part of the British Govern¬ 
ment and His Highness Mir Sir Faiz Muhammad Khan, Talpur, G.C.I.E., Mir 
of Khairpur, for himself and his successors, hereby agree as follows :— 

1, His Highness the Mir agrees to transfer in full sovereignty to the British 
Government the triangular portion of territory shown on the accompanying plan* 
(marked A) of about 154 square miles in area, which is bounded as follows, and 
has been demarcated by boundary pillars; 

On the north, by Rajajo and Jamalahon-jo-Komb. 

On the west and south, by British territory. 


* Not reproduce^* 
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On the cast by a line drawn from Jamalahon-jo-Komb to Bhalangwari. fol¬ 
lowing the left bank of the River Nara, and enclosing all the creeks and 
bogs and dhands abutting on or adjoining the River Nara. 

2. His Highness the Mir agrees that he will not construct any new canal out 
of the Eastern Nara River or obstruct its water or divert it, without the consent 
of the British Government. 

3. The British Government agrees to. recognise the centre of the deep stream 
ot the River Indus as it flowed in the month of March 1900, which is delineated 
on the accompanying plan *(marked B) as the permanent boundary between the 
Khan-pur State and the British district of Shikarpur, and to abandon its claim 
on such of the alluvial deposits, forests and other territory at present on the left 
ba.nk of the said deep stream of the Indus and on the frontage of or adjacent to 
His Highness’s territory, as are at present in the occupation and possession of 
the British Government. 


Similarly, His Highness the Mir abandons all claim to the alluvial deposits 
and other territory m his occupation and possession on the right bank of the deep 
stream as aforesaid. r 

The boundary hereby agreed to, together with the prolongation of the land 
boundary between the north of Kkairpur and the Rohri Division of the Shikarpur 
District as delineated in sheet 21 of the plan* marked B, and the prolongation 
of the land boundary between the south of Khairpur and the Nauskaliro Division 
of the Hyderabad District as delineated in sheet 1 of the plan* marked B, shall 
together be called the rectified boundary. 

4. To prevent disputes in future, the British Government and His Highness 
the Mir of Khairpur agree that the boundary marks, erected by the Survey of 
India Department for the purpose on each bank of the River Indus, shall be main¬ 
tained in good order by the British Government and His Highness, respectively, 
so that the rectified boundary of the two States can be calculated and ascertained 
at any time by reference to those marks. 

5. All disputes between zamindars or other persons as to the position of newly 

formed alluvial land with reference to the rectified boundary arising subsequent 
to this agreement coming into force shall be settled in such manner as shall be 
agreed upon by the Commissioner in Sind and His Highness the Mir of Khairpur 
from time to time. , 


6. The British Government shall have access to the River Indus or to any 
of its channels or dhands forming part of the river, whether within the territories 
of His Highness the Mir of Khairpur or not, and authority to undertake any work 
such as the excavation of a channel or the construction of a bund or sluice that 
may be deemed necessary on its right; bank for irrigating or protecting British 
territory, any private rights over lands in the Khairpur State between the recti¬ 
fied boundary and the River Indus or its channels or dhands aforesaid as exist¬ 
ing from time to time notwithstanding. And siinilaily His Highness the Mir 
of Khairpur shall have access to the river, and authority to undertake any such 
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work deemed by him to be necessary for irrigating Khairpur territory on the 
left bank. 

Provided that the British Government and His Highness the Mir shall, res¬ 
pectively, pay compensation to the other contracting party for any land required 
for such work, calculated according to the provisions or spirit of Act I of 1894, 
if such land be permanent or highland, but not if such land be new alluvial de¬ 
posit not yet brought under cultivation. Provided, also, that nothing in this 
article shall prevent either the British Government or His Highness the Mir from 
settling the compensation amicably direct with the occupant of the land required 

7. His Highness the Mir agrees that the Executive Engineer in charge of the 
River Indus, or any officer duly appointed by the British Government in this 
behalf, may clear any of the channels of the River Indus, remove snags or obs¬ 
tructions, make soundings or observations, and generally carry out the duties 
imposed on him throughout the whole of the river, whether on the British or 
Khairpur side of the rectified boundary. 

8. His Highness the Mir agrees to remove, as far as possible, trees from such 
parts of the forests on the bank of the river in his territory as are being eroded, 
with a view to preventing such trees falling into the Indus and becoming an obs¬ 
truction. 

9. And whereas large areas, which for many years past have been in the pos¬ 
session of zamindars and others holding under the British Government on the 
oast of the rectified boundary, will under this agreement become a portion of the 
Khairpur State, and it is necessary that the rights and privileges of the owners 
should be defined and guarded, His Highness the Mir hereby consents to, and 
promises for himself and his heirs and successors for ever to abide by, the fol¬ 
lowing provisions in respect of all lands heretofore in the possession of the British 
Government and now transferred to the Khairpur State :— 

(a) The present boundaries of such lands shall be maintained, ix., the bound¬ 
aries which now separate the said lands from the Khairpur State and from each 
other. The lands within the said boundaries shall remain in the possession of 
the present holders and their heirs and assigns, and shall not be resumed by the 
State for any purpose whatsoever, except as hereinafter provided. Nor shall 
uncultivated lands within the said boundaries be given to any person except to 
those, their heirs and assigns who now hold cultivated lands within the said bound¬ 
aries. Provided that, in the event of any person or persons so holding land wil¬ 
fully neglecting to cultivate the same, or to duly extend the area of his or their 
cultivation, His Highness may, after giving due notice in writing, which shall 
allow at least two clear months before the next season for Ci rabi ” cultivation, 
resume such land as may be so left uncultivated in the ensuing “ rabi ” season. 

The aforesaid notice shall be served through the Political Agent, who will obtain 
and forward to His Highness the explanation of the individual concerned. His 
Highness will intimate his final decision through the Political Agent. 

(b) Assessment on account of land cultivated within such boundaries shall 
be paid to His Highness the Mir in cash instalments, as in British territory and 
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tit the same rates, according to the acreage ascertained by survey or measure¬ 
ment. No assessment, rate or cess in excess of those payable on similar lands 
in British territory shall be imposed. The zamindars and other landholders 
shall exercise the same rights as to “ batai ” and the division of crops as hereto¬ 
fore, and shall not be interfered with in their dealings with their “ haris ” (cnl- 
tivators). 

(c) “ Harbo ” crops (crops springing from the seed of the previous harvest) 
shall not be assessed to the revenue, unless conserved and made use of by the 
owner of the land. 

(d) When the area of the crops is ascertained by measurement, the revenue 
official measuring them shall hand to the owner or his duly authorised agent the 
result of his measurement in writing to enable him to see what amount' he will 
have to pay as assessment. 

(e) Lands in the possession of zamindars or others for which they pay or have 
paid assessment shall not be afforested or turned into “ shikargahs ” or taken 
from them for any purpose whatever, except on payment of full compensation 
to be assessed m accordance with the principles of the British Land Acquisition 
Act. 

(/) Zamindars and others holding lands, and their cultivators, shall have such 
privileges of free fuel and grazing in those, lands as they now have under the British 
Government. 

(g) The British rules of alluvion and diluvion shall apply to accretions to the 
holdings of zamindars and others. 

(h) Remissions of assessment shall be granted in accordance with the 
rules in force in British territory on account of drought, floods and other 
calamities. 

W The l 3rivile " es hitherto enjoyed of cutting fuel and grazing cattle on pay¬ 
ment of fees shall be allowed in forests transferred to the Khairpur Stale on the 
same principles as in British territory. 

(j) The same privilege as has been accorded by His Highness’s proclama¬ 

tion to all the cultivators of the Khairpur State of killing wild pigs that injure 
crops shall be extended to the cultivators in the lands transferred to the Kliair- 
pur State. / 

(k) Forced labour of any sort or kind shall not be exacted from any person 
holding land in, or being tenants of those holding land in, or, as such, residing 
in, the lands transferred to the Khairpur State. But His Highness the Mir will 
be entitled to require such assistance or services as are now rendered to British 
officials. 

(/) ]NIo import, export, or any other kind of duty whatsoever shall be exacted 
on any. kind of agricultural produce raised in the lands now transferred to the 
Khairpur State other than any town dues or similar import duty, duly authorised 
on produce imported into a municipal town. 
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(m) No fixed quantity of salt shall be made purchaseable by owners of land 
in, or residents of, the transferred lands. Every person shall be at liberty to 
purchase in the Khairpur State according to his requirements.

(n) The marginally noted persons, being 
British subjects and having their residences 
and also other lands in British territory, 
and their heirs and assigns, shall be exempt 
from the transaction of ordinary business 
with the State officials, provided they 
appoint a duly authorised agent. Provided 
that the aforesaid persons shall attend when 
summoned by an officer not lower in rank 
than a Mukhtyarkar or Head Munshi.

(/;) The marginally noted persons, who 
are under the British Government treated 
with respect, are given the privilege of a 
chair in Darbar and have privileges also 
under the Arms Act, shall be treated with 
suitable respect by the State officials, in 
accordance with the usage of the State 
as regards gentlemen of good birth and 
position. 
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Further, His Highness the Mir pledges his word that he and his successors 
ivill, by all means in his or their power, so deal with all those whose lands are bv 
this Agreement transferred to the Khairpur State that they shall have no cause 
to regret the transfer. 


And the British Government, on the other hand, hereby promise to deal with 
the owners and inhabitants of land which under this Agreement will be trans¬ 
ferred to the British territory in accordance with the laws, rules and principles 
in force throughout the Province of Sind, respecting all just rights of every kind 
and description. 


10. If any land be adjudged under Article 5 to belong to the British Govern¬ 
ment, although, in consequence of changes in the course of the River Indus, it. 
be transferred to the frontage of the Khairpur State, the jurisdiction of the British 
Government and of the British Courts over it will remain unaffected, and vice 
versa. In short, for purposes of jurisdiction, the rectified boundary between 
British and Khairpur territory will be permanent, notwithstanding changes in 
the river. 


11. Any contracts made for the sale of timber from the Government forests 
on either bank belonging to the British Government or to His Highness the Mir, 
prior to the execution of this Agreement, shall be considered valid, but pavments 
by the contractors shall, from the date on which this Agreement comes into force, 
be made to the State to which the forest concerned belongs according to this 
Agreement. 

12. This Agreement shall come into force from the 1st August 1900.

Agreement executed between the Mir of Khairpur and the British Govern¬ 
ment for the effective Control and Discipline of his Imperial Service 
Troops when serving beyond the frontier of his State,—1909. 

Whereas His Highness Mir Imam Bukhsli Khan of Khairpur maintains a force 
of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, if need be, in the de¬ 
fence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Khairpur 
State, when associated with Troops of the British Army, should be under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like 
discipline and control as the Officers and Soldiers of His Majesty’s Indian Army, 
and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a Bri¬ 
tish Officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service Troops, 
though British Officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the said 
troops, 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness Mir Imam Buksh Khan of Khairpur of the other, as follows, 
namely : — 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond 'the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised 
to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regu¬ 
lations to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that 
purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene 
all such couits, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully conven¬ 
ed, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Khairpur State, when 
the said troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Piovided 
always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British territory shall 
be carried out under the orders of His Highness the Mir of Khairpur or 
of some person to whom the requisite authority has been delegated by 
him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with His 
Majesty's forces, the said His Highness Mir Imam Bukhsh Khan of Khairpur 
has embodied in the disciplinary law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial 
Service Troops when employed on active service, either within or without British 
India the provisions, mulalis mutandis of the Indian Articles of War for the time 
being in force. The due application and enforcement of the said provisions in 
respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the 
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authority of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force afore- 
said.

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XV.—LAPSED STATES, 

1. Surat. 

The first establishment of the English at Surat, which was then in¬ 
cluded in the Suba of Ahmedabad, took place in 1611. A fleet, which 
was despatched from England in that year io establish commercial inter¬ 
course with the western coast of India, was victorious in a series of 
actions with a powerful Portuguese fleet: and this so raised the reputa¬ 
tion of the English as to accelerate the confirmation of. a Treaty (No. I; 
with the Governor of Ahmedabad in 1612. This Treaty was confirmed 
in 1613 by a farman from Delhi granting permission for the establish- ' 
ment of factories at Surat, Cambay, Ahmedabad and Gogha, with 
certain commercial privileges. This was the first settlement effected 
by the English on the coast of India. Surat was made the chief seat of 
fhe Company’s trade in 1629 and continued to be so till 1687, when it 
was transferred to Bombay. In 1614 King* James I of England sent a 
letter to the Emperor of Delhi by the hand of Sir Thomas Koe. The 
result was a farman from the Emperor of Delhi granting the English 
complete freedom to trade in his dominions (No. II). 

No political influence appears to have been acquired at Surat till 
1664, when the town was first attacked and partially plundered by 
Shivaji. The gallant defence made by the English procured for them 
in 1667 a new Farman (No. Ill) from Aurangzeb, reducing the customs 
duties and securing the unmolested transit of their goods. Owing to 
hostilities with Aurangzeb, however, the factory at Surat was seized ir 
1687, but was eventually restored. In 1712, in consequence of the 
exactions of the Governor, the English withdrew from Surat; but in 
1716 a new Charter was obtained, mainly through the influence of Mr. 
Hamilton, the Surgeon at the Court of Delhi. From that time the 
English continued to trade quietly at Surat for some years. 

In 1746 Teg Bakht Khan, the Governor of Surat, died, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by Safdar Khan, who placed his son AVakliar Khan in charge of 
the castle which, under the Moghuls, had always been a separate com¬ 
mand from the civil administration of the tpwn. But an adventurer 
named Mian Achan or Mai-ud-din, who had married the daughter of 
Teg Bakht Khan, with the support of the inhabitants of the town expel¬ 
led Wakhar Khan from the fort. By the assistance of the English and 
of Darnaji Gaekwar, to whom he gave up one-fourth of the revenues of 
Surat, he also succeeded in expelling Safdar Khan from the civil gov¬ 
ernment of the town, in which he continued to rule till 1751, when he 
w r as himself expelled by Safdar Kban and Wakhar Khan.

Article 1. 

As soon as the peace is concluded the English are to take all the soldiers from 
the castle that are in their service, as w r ell Europeans as Indians, and send them on 
board the ships at the Bar; at the same time all the Batteries belonging to Masud 
Khan are to be dismantled. 

Article 2. 

The soldiers in the factory, of what denomination soever, are to be sent away, 
reserving only the same number as usual in times of tranquillity. 


Article 3. 

That all the ships and goods now at Bombay are to have leave to go to their 
respective ports of Mecca, Jedda, Bengal, or anywhere else that they may be bound 
to. 

Article 4. 

After the peace is concluded, there is to be no more fighting either in the city 
or at the Bar. 

Article 5. 

The Company are to pay yearly the same sum as is agreeable to their farmans, 
with the charges thereon. 

Article 6. 

The English are not to protect or take into their factory any goods but what 
belong immediately to them. 

We, the under-written Chief and Council for the Company of England at Surat, 
declare that we approve of the Articles of this present Treaty of peace from our 
lull and entire will, and promise to conform to them and execute them according 
to their tenor.

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Government, and in the following year, 1752, a new Treaty (No. IV) 
was made, under which the English were to receive compensation for 
losses and to trade according to their farman. 

Quarrels soon broke out between Safdar Khan and the Sidi, and in 
1757 Safdar Khan opened negotiations with the English to put them in 
possession of the fleet on condition of their expelling the Sidi from the 
fort; but the offer was not accepted. Safdar Khan died in 1758, and 
Sidi Ahmad, who had succeeded his father Sidi Masud in the government 
of the castle, made himself the enemy of the English by his close alliance 
with the Dutch and the piracies which he committed. He was so 
detested by the people of Surat that they offered to make over to the 
English the command of the fleet and the castle, with funds for their 
support, if they would expel the Sidi. A Treaty (No. VI) was accord¬ 
ingly concluded in 1758 with Earis Khan, in which it was agreed that 
he should be put in possession of the government of the town, the 
English taking the government of the castle and continuing to enjoy all 
their commercial privileges; but the fear of provoking the Mohrattas, 
who at this time were supposed to have designs on Surat, prevented 
this enterprise from being carried out. 

In 1759, at the invitation of the people who were tried of bad govern¬ 
ment and afraid of the interference of the Mahrattas, a force from 
Bombay, under Captain Maitland, successfully bombarded the town; and 
a Treaty (No. VII) was concluded with Mian Aohan confirming that 
made in the previous year with Paris Khan, who was appointed Mian 
Achan’s Deputy at Surat, an office which was abolished in 1777. These 
engagements were confirmed by the Emperor of Delhi in the same yeaT. 

From the time when they obtained possession of the castle of Surat 
and the command of the fleet, the power of the British Government at 
Surat greatly increased. They were in fact the rulers of the country, 
while the Nawab became merely a titular Chief with the government 
of the town. In February 1768 Nawab Mian A chan died. There were 
four competitors for the succession: Mir Kutb-ud-din, his eldest son; 
Faris Khan, the Deputy; Ali Nawaz Khan; and Nur-ud-din Ali Khan. 
The British Government declared in favour of Kutb-ud-din, who was 
installed in April 1763. He died in 1790: and it was then proposed to 
obtain from the Emperor of Delhi a sanad investing the British Govern¬ 
ment with the sole administration of Surat, so as to remove the incon¬ 
venience of a double government. But the Governor-General in Council 
thought it inexpedient to do this, because the Nnwab’s eldest son, Nizanv 
ud-din Khan, had a claim to the office of Nawab by right of inheritance, 
and the Emperor was then a puppet in the hands of Scindia. xApplica- 
fion was made to the Emperor for a sanad of investiture in favour of 
Nizam-ud-din Khan, who paid a uazar of Rs. 20;000. No sanad, how¬ 
ever, was furnished; and in 1792 Nizam-ud-din Khan was installed by 
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order of the British Government. The Nawab afterwards declined to 
receive a sanad from Delhi, and expressed his desire to be solely depen¬ 
dent on the British. In 1798 negotiations were begun for a treaty with 
the Nawab, under which he was to pay a lakh of rupees a year towards 
the expenses of the management of the castle and town of Surat; but 
in 1799, before the agreement was brought to a final conclusion, Nizam- 
u d-d in died. 

The succession of his brother Nasir-ud-din was recognised in 1800 on 
his signing a Treaty (No. IN) vesting the entire administration of the 
city and its revenues in the hands of the British Government, who were 
to pay him Its. 1,00,000 yearly, and one-fifth of the annual revenues 
after deducting all charges and expenses of collection. In lieu of this 
variable allowance, the Nawab in 1818 agreed (No. Nil) to accept a 
fixed provision of Its. 1,50,000. Nasir-ud-din died in 1821, and was 
succeeded by his son, Mir Afzal-ud-din, on whose death without male 
issue, in August 1842, the titular dignity and office became extinct. A 
pension of Us. 52,800 a year was settled on his two grand-daughters and 
his son-in-law Jafar Ali Khan. In 1857 this was increased to Its. 
1,00,000, to be continued till the death of the survivor of the three 
grantees. Jafar Ali Khan died in 1863, and one grand-daughter, Itahim- 
ul-Nissa in 1886. Her share (Its. 50,000) was paid into a fund for the 
benefit of the family after the lapse of the whole pension, the other half 
being paid to the surviving grand-daughter, Zia-ul-Nissa. In 1890 an 
advance of Its. 3,50,000 was made to her for payment of her debts, and a 
portion of her pension (Es. 32,992-15-0) was permanently set aside 
towards repayment of this advance; but, after the amount advanced had 
been fully recovered, the pension was restored in full. Zia-ul-Nissa 
died on the 27th May 1915, when the pension of Its. 1,00,000 lapsed to 
Government : and the Trust Fund was closed with effect from the 17th 
March 1916. Sardar Mir Muzaffar Hussein Khan was recognised as 
the male representative of the family of the branch of Rahim-ul-Nissa, 
and Mir Masud Alam Khan as that of the branch of Zia-ul-Nissa. Each 
was granted a monthly pension of Its. 2,574-1-8 under certain conditions. 

2. Broach. 

Broach was conquered by the Mali ratios from the Muhammadans in 
1685, from which time the Nawabs of Broach continued to hold their 
territories as subordinates of the Peshwa. In consequence of certain 
claims against the Nawab of Broach, which were due by right of 
sovereignty to the Government of Surat, the Bombay Government 
ordered, and subsequently countermanded, an expedition'against Broach. 
But the local authorities at Surat persisted and sent a force in 1771 to 
enforce the demand. The expedition failed, and preparations were 
being made to renew it when the Nawab came to Bombay, and a Treaty 
(No. VIII) was concluded with him on the 30th November 177J. The 
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terms given to tlie Nawab were not so liberal as lie expected, and on bis 
return to Broach lie proceeded to treat with great disrespect the chief of 
the factory there, who was in consequence directed to withdraw to Surat. 
In tlie following year the expedition was carried out, and Broach was 
taken on the 18th November 1772. The right of the British Government 
to Broach was recognised by the Treaty of Purandhar* * * § and subsequently 
by the Treaty of Salbai,t but the town and district were cededj to 
Scindia in .1783, in consideration of Jiis services in negotiating lhat 
treaty. 

In the Mahratta war of 1803 Broach was again taken by a British ' 
force and it was finally ceded to the British Government by article 3 of 
the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon. The descendants of the last Nawab of 
Broach enjoy hereditary pensions from the British Government. 

3 . Mandvi. 

The early history of this State furnishes a remarkable example of the 
manner in which the Mahrattas dealt with questions of succession to 
dependent Chiefsliips. If there is no instance in which the Peshwa 
withheld his sanction to succession by adoption, there is also none in 
which he permitted it without subjecting the State to a heavy tine, which 
was also not infrequently exacted in cases of direct succession. 

The State of Mandvi was founded by a Bhil Chieftain whose successors 
gradually acquired sufficient power to raise themselves to the rank of 
petty sovereigns. In 1730 the ruling Chief, Durjan Singh, was deprived 
of his possessions by Damaji Rao Gaekwar; but about twenty years after¬ 
wards he was restored by the Peshwa in return for military services 
rendered against the Portuguese at Bassein. Durjan Singh died in 1771, 
and was succeeded by his cousin, Bhagwan Singh, who was required to 
pay a nazarana of Rs. 1,00,000 to the Peshwa. If is distant relative, 
Guman Singh, who succeeded to the State in 1776, was subjected to a 
payment of Rs. 1,50,000; and in 1786, on the death of Guman Singh 
without issue, and on the succession of Nahar Singh, also called Durjan 
Singh, a nazarana of Rs. 60,000 was levied hf the Peshwa. 

By the Treaty of Bassein § the State of Mandvi, erroneously called 
Nundarv, came under the British Government and was subjected to a 
tribute of Rs. 65,000. For seven years, however, the Raja evaded pay¬ 
ment of the tribute; and in 1809 the British Government were on the 
point of reducing their demand to Rs. 25,000, when an insurrection 
broke out in the country. This risingj was headed by a fanatical Musal- 
man named Abdur Rahman, who seized the fort of Mandvi from which

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the Raja fled, murdered the Raja’s minister, and committed depreda¬ 
tions in the surrounding country, threatening- to carry fire and sword 
into the British districts if the English officers did not embrace the 
Muhammadan faith. The Raja threw himself on the protection of the 
British Government, to whom he engaged in January 1810 (No. X) to 
pay the expenses of military aid and six annas in every rupee of revenue 
annually. With the aid of a British force the Raja was reinstated; 
after which, in lieu of a share of the revenues, he agreed in March 1810 
(No. XI) to pay an annual tribute of Rs. 60,000. In consideration of 
the exhausted state of the country, the liaja was neither required to 
pay the cost of the expedition, amounting to Rs. 20,000, nor his arrears 
of tribute, which had risen to upwards of Rs. 4,50,000. 

Durjan Singh died without male issue in 1814, and was succeeded by 
his cousin, Ilamir Singh, from whom the British Government demanded 
ijo nazarana. Hamir Singh fell into the hands of evil advisers who 
instigated him to hostilities with the British Government, their inten¬ 
tion being to put the country under the Peshwa, with whom the British 
Government were then at war. The overthrow of Baji Rao, however 
and the approach of a British force to Mandvi with the view of annexing 
the country, brought the Raja to reason; and in May 1818 he signed an 
Agreement (No. XIII) to dismiss his advisers and to make no change in 
the administration of his affairs without the knowledge and consent of 
the British Government. 

In 1834 Samir Singh was succeeded by his son, Waje Singh, who 
was killed in 1838 by an explosion of fire-works. His posthumous son, 
whose succession was recognised, died in December 1839, and the direct 
line of succession became extinct. The nearest claimant was forty-two 
degrees removed from the common ancestor of the family and was more¬ 
over imbecile. The State was therefore treated as an escheat and 
annexed to the British dominions. 


4. Sataka. 

After Sahuji, the grandson of Shivaji, had been released from cap¬ 
tivity and had recovered his rights* as head of the Mahratta power, he 
left the control of his affairs entirely in the hands of his Minister 
Balaji Viswanath. Before his death he adopted Ram Raja, a grandson 
of his aunt Tara Bai of Kolhapur, a younger branch of Shivaji’s family, 
and gave the Peshwa a deed bestowing on him the entire control of the 
Mahratta confederacy on condition of his maintaining the dignity of the 
house of Shiva ji in the person of Ram Raja and his descendants. From 
that time the Rajas of Satara remained either puppets or prisoners of 
Ihe Peshwa until the overthrow of the Peshwa’s power in 1817. After 
the conclusion of the Treaty of 175b with, the Peshwa, a commercial 
Treaty ^No. V) was concluded in 175< with Ram Raja.

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At the commencement of the war of 1817 Pratap Singh was Raja of 
Sataro. He had succeeded his father, the second Salmji, the adopted 
* on successor of Ram Raja. Pratap Sing]) was kept a close prisoner 
by the Peshwa Bnji Ran, who had given orders that the Raja and his 
tamilj should be put to death rather than allowed to fall into the hands 
of tlie British. In the proclamation issued by Mr. Elphinstone on the 
Uth February 1818.* the intention was declared of placing the Raja 
of Satara at the head of a separate State, of such extent as might maintain 
him and his family in comfort and dignity. Pratap Singh was rescued 
after the battle of Ashti on the 20th February 1819; and on the 25th 
September a Treaty (No. XIV) was concluded with him defining the 
limits of bis State, and the conditions on which be was to hold it. TTndei 
the 0th article of the treaty the administration of the State was retained 
by the British Government till 1822, when it was made over to the 
Raja; but he was bound to attend at all times to the advice which tlie 
British Government might give him for the good of his State and the 
maintenance of general tranquillity. 

Tn 1829 the Raja ceded (Ho. XVlIf lands in the Mahableshwar hills 
for tlie establishment of a sanitarium, together with an uninterrupted 
line of communication to the British territories, in exchange for.the 
village of Ehandala, which had been resumed by the British Govern¬ 
ment from Scindia, and which, being situated within the limits of the 
Satara State, would have formed a portion of the territory made over 
to the Raja but for its having been held by Scindia at the time when the 
Satara State was created. 


Tn 1839 Pratap Singh was deposed. He had committed many serious 
violations of his treaty engagements, more particularly of the 5th article 
of the I reatv of 1819, in having during a series of years held improper 
communications with the Goa authorities; in having held clandestine 
intercourse with Appa Sahib, the ex-Raja of Nagpur; and in having 
tampered with the native officers of the 23rd regiment of Bombay Native 
Infantry. The British Government, however, offered to forgive all his 
past offences on his subscribing to certain conditions! to be appended to

Information haying been received by the British Government that Your High¬ 
ness. misled by evil advisers had. in breach of the Treotv which placed von on the 
throne, entered into communications hostile.to the British Government, an enquiry 
°t> >l r0Tlsa ^ lo ^ s wns considered indispensable. This enquiry has satisfied 
•x „- lilsh '■•overnment that Tour Highness has exposed yourself to the sacrifice of 
its alliance and protection. Nevertheless, moved by considerations of 'clemency 
towards Your Highness and your family the British Government has resolved 
entirely to overlook what has passed on the following conditions, viz. c — 

First .-—That Tour Highness now hinds yourself strictly and in good faith to act 
up literally to all the Articles of the Treaty of the 25th September 1819. and esne- 
cially to the 2nd Article of that Treaty, which is as follows: — 


“ The Raja for himself and his heirs and successors engages to hold the terr ; 
tory in subordinate co-operation with the British Government, and to 
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the Treaty of 1819. This lie refused to do; and he was therefore removed 
to Benares, where he was allowed a pension of Us. 10,000 a month. He 
died at Benares in 1847 leaving no male issue, but having, it is said, 
adopted his first cousin, Bala Sahib Senapati, a few yearB before his 
death. 

On the deposition of Pratap Singh in 1839 his brother, Shahuji or 
Appa Sahib, was placed in power, and a new Treaty (No. XVIII) was 
concluded with him. Soon after his accession Shahuji prohibited the 
practice of sati and abolished all transit duties in his State. He died 
on the 5tfi April 1848, after adopting a collateral relative, Venkaji Raje, 
descended from Shivaji, the founder of the Mahratta empire. But 
Government refused to recognise the adoption, and decided that the 
Satara territory had, by failure of heirs, lapsed to the power that bestow¬ 
ed it. The Ranis remonstrated against the resumption of the State, 
and refused the provision offered to them; but eventually acquiesced in 
the arrangements made, receiving for themselves and their adopted son 
their lands and the private property left by the Raja, together with a 
liberal allowance from the British Government for life. Venkaji Raje 
died in 1864, and in the following year the eldest and the only surviving 
Rani was granted permission to adopt a son, Raja Ram, on the under¬ 
standing that he would only succeed to her private property, personal 
and real. The Rani died in 1874, when half her pension, amounting to 

be guided in all matters by the advice of the British Agent at His 
Highness’ Court.” 

Second. — That Your Highness binds himself to pay your brother, Appa Sahib 
Maharaj, whatever allowances he has heretofore received and to put him in posses¬ 
sion of all his private property, and should any dispute arise on this subject, the 
8a me is to be referred to the "Resident for adjustment. Appa Sahib Maharaj is 
also to be permitted to reside at any place lie himself may choose under the 
protection of the British Government. 

Third .—That Balwant Rao Chitnavis be dismissed from Yonr Highness’ Councils 
and not permitted to reside within Your Highness’ territory without the sanction 
of the British Government. 

Fourth .—The persons whose names are inserted in a separate list having been 
guaranteed by the British Government in person, property, and allowances of every 
description as the same stood^ in July 1830. This guarantee is to he binding on 
Your Highness and all complaints against them nre to be referred to the Resident. 
Should it appear necessary hereafter to the British Government to add the names 
of any other persons to this list, the same guarantee is to he extended to them, 
and it is to he acted upon in good faith by Your Highness in any manner that may 

pointed out by the British Government; all complaints against these persons are 
also to be referred to the British Resident for his adjustment. 

The above are the terms to he agreed to by Your Highness, and these conditions 
are to be considered as supplemental to the Treaty of the 25th September 1819, and 
to be signed and sealed as such bv Your Highness; and while it is announced to 
Your Highness that there can he no modification in these terms, as Your Highness’ 
sincere well-wisher, the British Government offers them in the confidence that Your 
Highness’ penetration will recognise their moderation, and* the expediency of a 
prompt acquiescence. It is confidently expected also that the clemency of the 
British Government in preserving your State fRa-il w !ll he dulv appreciated by 
Your Highness, as it cannot fail to he by the general voice of this country, and 
induce Your Highness for the future scrupulously to maintain the relations of 
friendship and mutual confidence by acting up to the provisions and principles of 
the Treaty. 
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a sum of Rs. 2,500 a month, was continued to Raja Ram for life, and 
it was in contemplation to provide him with a suitable residence. Re 
was, however, so extravagant in his ideas as to the style of residence 
appropriate to his dignity that the matter could not be settled. He was 
heavily involved, and no practicable scheme could be devised for a 
settlement of his debts. Gratuities to the amount of Rs. 3,615, and 
pensions amounting to Rs. 12,322 a year, were granted to the depen¬ 
dants of the Rani. 

Raja Ram, who was a first class Sardar of the Deccan, died in 1904. 
His pension was continued to his two soils, Shivaji, alias Anna Sahib,' 
and Pratab Singh, alias Bhau Sahib, for life on certain conditions, one 
of which was that the settlement of their debts should be left in the 
bands of the Agent for Sardars. In 1910 they were given Rs. 40,000 
for the purpose of enabling them to build a suitable residence and with 
this money they repaired the Adalatwada. Anna Saheb, who succeeded 
to Raja Ram s Sardarship, died without issue in 1914, and was succeed¬ 
ed by his brother Pratap Singh alias Bhau Sahib, who died on the 5th 
March 1925. On the 28th May 1925 his widow Tarabai Sahib adopted, 
with the consent of Government, Chamlrasen, son of Sakharam Bhonsle, 

. giving him the name of Sliahu alias Bala Sahib: and the Government 
of India sanctioned the continuance of the pension of Rs. 2,500 a month 
to Pratab Singh’s family subject to good behaviour. During his 
minority, Sirdar Shaim’s estate is managed by a Trust, created under 
the Indian Trust Act, 1882, consisting of his adoptive mother Tarabai 
Sahib, the District Judge and two other members. He is a first class 
Sardar of the Deccan. 

5. Kolaba. 

The first Angria, Kanhoji, was a servant of Shivaji, and gained a 
considerable principality under him and his descendants. This territory 
was divided between his two sons, Sakhoji and Sambhaji, the latter 
holding Savarndurg. The family were notorious pirates, and onp of the 
earliest engagements* which the British Government made with the 
Peshwa had for its object the suppression of the outrages which thev 
committed at sea. On the ascendancy of the Peshwa, Tulaji the son 
of Sambhaji, was stripped of his possessions and died in prison.. 
Sakhoji died in 1733 without male issue, and Manaji, the eldest of 
Kanhoji s three illegitimate sons, 'acknowledged the supremacy of the 
Peshwa, by whom his son, Raghuji, was invested in the year 1766. On 
Rag'huji s death in 1793 internal disturbances broke out, which led the 
Peshwa to occupy the whole territory. But in 1796 the State was re¬ 
stored to Raghuji’s son, Manaji, who, however, was at the instigation of 
Scindia deposed in 1799 by the Peshwa Baji llao in favour of 
Scindia’s near relative Babu Rao. Babu Rao was succeeded 


See The Peshwa, Vol, VII. 
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by his nephew Sambhaji; but the Peshwa again set aside this line and 
restored the old family in the person of Manaji, grandson of the Chief of 
the same name who had been deposed in 1799. Manaji died in 1817, 
and his son, Raghuji, had not been invested when hostilities broke 
out between the British Government and the Peshwa. The peculiar 
connection which had subsisted between the principality of Angria and 
the Peshwa rendered it necessary that a treaty should be concluded with 
Raghuji after the conclusion of the war, recognising the rights which 
he enjoyed, and embracing certain exchanges of territory to secure a 
well-defined boundary. The Treaty (No. XVI) was concluded in 1822. 
It guaranteed the territory of Kolaba against external attack; prohibited 
the Chief from political intercourse with other States; bound him to 
subordination to the British power; and defined generally his relations 
with the British Government. The exchanges provided for in article 3 
of the treaty were not effected till 1827. 

Raghuji Angria died in December 1838; but in January 1839, 
however, a posthumous son was born, whose succession, under the name 
of Kanhoji Angria, was recognised. This boy died on the 9th April 
1840, and witJi him the direct and legitimate line of claimants to the 
Chieftainship became extinct. The widows of Raghuji Angria wished 
to adopt a son, and the succession was also claimed by Sambhaji Angria, 
grandson of Yesaji, the second illegitimate son of the first Kanhoji; but, 
after full deliberation, both claims were rejected, and the territory of 
Kolaba was annexed to the British dominions. Life pensions amounting 
to Rs. 53,560 w'ere settled on the different members of the Angria family. 

In 1884 it was ruled that Rs. 7,200 out of the pension of Rs. 10,000 
granted to Yeshoda Bai, widow of Raghuji xVngria, should be regarded 
as representing the hereditary private estates of the last Chief, and 
should be continued in perpetuity to the rightful heirs. Accordingly on 
Yeshoda BaPs death in 1885 it passed to her adopted son, Manaji Rao; 
in 1897 to his widow, Gajra Bai; and on her death in 1902 to Manaji 
Rao’s minor daughter Jiji Bai. 

6. The Nipanikar. 

This Chief was one of the Southern Mahratta Jagirdars (see page 247). 
Sidoji Rao, with whom the British Government made an Engagement 
(No. XV) in 1820 similar to that concluded with the other jagirdars, 
died without heirs, and his estate lapsed to Government. .

The Articles agreed upon and sealed by the Governor of Amadanar and the 
Governor of Surat, and four principal Merchants, and to be confirmed by 
the Seal and firm of the Great Moghul within forty days after the former 
sealing, or else to be void, for the settling of trade and factories in the cities 
of Surat, Cambay, Amadanar, Goga, or in any other part or parts of this 
country within the Great Moghuj/s dominions. Witnessed under our 
hands and seals the one and twentieth of October 1612.

hi primis, that all which concerneth Sir Henrie Middleton be remitted, ac¬ 
quitted, and cleared to us ; that they shall never make seizure, stoppage, nor 
stay of our goods, wares, and merchandizes to satisfy for the sime. 


Article 2. 

That they shall procure from their King, the Great Moghul, at their proper 
cost, his grant and confirmation of all the Articles of Agreement under the great 
seal of his hand, and shall deliver the same unto us for our security and certainty 
and perpetual amity, commerce and dealing with them, within forty days after 
the sealing hereof. 

Article 3. 

That it shall be lawful for the King of England to keep and continue his am¬ 
bassador at the Court of the Great Moghul during the time of the said peace and 
commerce there to compound and end all such great and weighty questions as 
may any way tend to the breach of the said peace. 

Article 4. 

That at all times upon the arrival of our ships in the Rhode of Swally there 
shall be proclamation in the city of Surat three several days together, that it shall 
be free for the country people of all sorts to come down to the water side, there 
to have free trade, dealing, and commerce with us. 


Article 5. 

That all English commodities shall pay custom, according to the value or 
price that it beareth at the time that it is put into the custom house, after the 
rate of three and a half the hundred. 

Article 6, 

That all petty and pedlerly ware be free of custom, provided that it exceed 
not in value ten rials of eight. 
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Article 7. 



That we shall have ten manu for our manuda carried from the water’s side 
to Surat, and after the same rate back again : and for carts we are to repair to 
the mookuddum of Swally to send for Surat, and at Surat to repair to the broker 
for carts down again. 

Article 8. 


That if any of our men die in those parts, that then neither the King, nor Gov¬ 
ernor, nor under-officer shall make title or challenge to anything that to the dead 
belonged, nor demand fees, nor any kind of tixes, nor customs. 


Article 9. 

That if all our men die here in these parts, between the times of the coming 
of our ships, that then, by some officer thereto appointed, just and true inven¬ 
tory, notice, and knowledge be taken of all such monies, goods, jewels, provisions, 
apparel, and what else to our nation belongeth, and the same shall safely pre¬ 
serve and keep, and deliver to the General, Captain, or merchants of the first ships 
that shall after here arrive ; and to receive a discharge from the General, Captain, 
or merchants, to whom such goods and monies shall be delivered. 

Article 10. 

That they secure our men and goods upon the land, redeeming all such, both 
goods and men, as shall happen to be taken upon the land by the 1 ortugals , and 
shall deliver both men and goods again to us free of all charges, or the value of 
our goods and men instantly. v 

Article 11. 

That as in all kingdoms there are some rebels and disobedient subjects, so 
in our nation there may be some pirates and sea-robbers, which may happen to 
come into these parts, and here may rob and steal j if any such shall happen then 
will not we, by our trade and factor/ here, be liable or answerable for such goods 
so taken, but will aid them with our best means that are so grieved by justice 
to our king, for redress and restitution unto them. 


Article 12. 

That all such provisions of victuals as shall be spent during the time that our 
ships shall remain here in the Rhode of Surat and Swally, half free of custom, 
provided it do not amount unto above a thousand dollars in money. 

Article 13. 

That in all questions of wrongs and injury that shall be offered unto us and 
to our nations, that we do receive from the judges, and,those that be in autho¬ 
rity, present and speedy justice according to the qualify of our complaints and 
wrongs be done us, and that by delays we be not put off and wearied either by 
time or charges.

The King’s letters sent to Selim Shagh, the Great Moghul, in the year 1614, 

by Sir Thomas Roe. 


James, by the Grace of Almighty God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth, 
King of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the Christian Faith : etc. 


To the high and mighty Monarch the Great Moghul, King of the Oriental Indies 
of Chandahar, of Chismer and Corazon, etc., greeting. 

We having notice of your great favour toward us and our subjects, by your 
great firman to all your Captains of rivers and officers of your customs, for the 
entertainment of our loving subjects the English nation with all kinds respect 
at what time soever they shall arrive at any of the ports within your dominions, 
and that they may have quiet trade and commerce without any kind of hind¬ 
rance or molestation, etc., as by the Articles concluded by Sue Sufi, Governor 
of the Guzerats, in your name, with our loving subject, Captain Thomas Best, 
appeareth, have thought it meet to send unto you our ambassador, which may 
more fully and at large handle and treat of such matters as are fit to be consi¬ 
dered of, concerning that good and friendly correspondence which is so lately 
begun between us, and which will without doubt redound to the honour and uti¬ 
lity of both nations. In which consideration, and for the furthering of such laud¬ 
able commerce, we have made choice of Sir Thomas Roe, Knight, one of the prin- 
cipal gentlemen of our Court, to whom we have given commission, under our 
great Seal of England, together with directions and instructions, further to treat 
of such matters as may be for the continuance and increase of the utility and 
profit of each other’s subjects, to whom we pray you to give favour and credit 
in whatsoever he shall move or propound toward the establishing and enlarg¬ 
ing of the same. And for confirmation of our good inclination, and well wish¬ 
ing toward you, we pray you to accept in good part the present which our said 
ambassador will deliver unto you. And so do commit you to the merciful pro¬ 
tection of Almighty God. 


A copy of the Grand Moghul’s letter to the King. 

Unto a King rightly descended from his ancestors, bred in military affairs, 
and clothed with honour and justice. 

A Commander worthy of all command, strong and constant in religion which 
the great Prophet Christ did teach, King James, whose love hath bred such im¬ 
pression in my thoughts as shall never be forgotten, but as the smell of amber, 
or as a. garden of fragrant flowers whose beauty and odour is still increasing, so, 
be assured, my love shall grow and increase with yours. 

Your letter which you sent me in the behalf of your merchants I have received, 
whereby I rest satisfied in your tender love towards me and desire you not to 
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take it ill for not having writ unto you heretofore ; for this my present letter I 
send to renew our loves, and herewith do certify you that I have sent forth my 
firmans through all my countries to this effect, that if any English ships or mer¬ 
chants shall arrive in any of my ports, my people shall permit and suffer them 
to do what they will freely in their merchandizing causes, aiding and assisting 
them in all occasions of injuries that shall be offered them, and that the least 
cause of discourtesy be not done unto them ; as also that they be as free and freer 
than my own people. And as now and formerly I have received from you divers 
tokens of your love, so I desire your mindfulness of me by some novelties from 
your country as an argument of friendship between us, for such is the custom 
of Princes here. 


As for your merchants, I have given express order through all my country 
to suffer them to sell, buy, transport, and carry away at their pleasure, without 
the let or hindrance of any person whatsoever, all such goods and merchandize, 
or other things as they shall desire to buy, and let this my letter as fully satisfy 
you in the desired peace and love as if my own son had been the messenger to 
ratify the same. And if any in my country not fearing God, nor obeying their 
king, or any other void of religion should endeavour, or be an instrument to break 
this league of friendship, I would send my son Sultan Coronne, a soldier approved 
in the wars, to cut him off, that no obstacle may hinder the continuance and in¬ 
creasing of our affections. 


No. III. 

Firman granted by Shah Aurungzeb to the Honourable East India Company, 

dated the 25th June 1667. 

Be it known to the Governor, Prefects, and Officers of Affairs of the Port of 
Surat, present and to come confiding in our Royal favour, that at this present 
time, joined to happiness, certain notice is come to our ears, that whereas formerly 
the rate for customs of goods belonging to the merchants of the Dutch nation 
was on every huiidred rupees three and a half rupees, and afterwards, having 
an eye to the profitable condition of the said people, two Rupees was only ordered ; 
and whereas the merchants of the English nation have made their request that 
the rates for the customs of their goods may be confirmed according to the Dutch 
constitution, and that a firman may pass from our Excellent and Noble Court 
that the goods and merchandizes which the said merchants, having bought in 
Bengal, and in the Royal Seat of our Kingdom, Akbufabad, and other countries 
and great cities, do transport by the way of Burhanpoor and Ahmedabad, to 
sell them in the Bundur of Surat, may not be stopped by any person in their pas¬ 
sage on pretence of taking Rahadaries or other duties, or on any prohibition what¬ 
soever ; and in case any of the goods belonging to the aforesaid persons be robbed 
in the way, that the officers and the guards of the said place do, in the recovery 
of the said goods, make all diligent search ; and whereas a petition was directed 
to our exalted throne, upon the sight of a letter which Ghyas-ood -deen Khan 
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Governor of Surat, hath written unto the trusty protector of our riches, the re¬ 
pose and glory of our kingdom, the pillar of our councillors, emblems of honour, 
the flower of our Princes, high in dignity, the provident disposer of our kingdoms 
and estates, the open way to riches and plenty, worthy of all grace, a rewarder 
of all degrees of men, a lord of pity, the mark of felicity, Chancellor of our king¬ 
doms, and sole manager of our affairs, Jafer Khan, to this effect, that in case any 
favour be shown to the English nation (who are well wishers to the riches of our 
Court, by their services which they have performed to our benefit, have so ap¬ 
proved themselves formerly and hitherto in an obliging manner), it will be well 
deserved by them ; and whereas the instant desire of our mind, known in truth, 
and the jierfection of our heart, established in justice is expended on the quiet 
state and universal benefit of all people : at the agreeable petition of the mer¬ 
chants of the English nation, having forgiven them one Rupee of the sum of three 
Rupees (the accustomary duties of their goods), I have now ordered them to pay 
but two Rupees ; therefore, from this time forward oh every hundred Rupees 
value of goods belonging to- the English nation two Rupees must be taken in the 
aforesaid Bundur, and the Governors, Captains of Guards, Lieutenants of count¬ 
ries, Guards of Passes and the highways of the provinces and great cities afore¬ 
said, shall not give any molestation or opposition to the aforesaid 'merchants 
on pretence of Rahadaries or other demands whatsoever, which are prohibited 
in our Court and High Palace ; and in case in any {dace the least part, of their 
goods or merchandize be stolen, that in the recovery of them all strict search 
and enquiry be made, and the thieves, together with the goods stolen, being ap¬ 
prehended, the goods may be delivered to the owners and the thieves to punish¬ 
ment. In this affair let them observe all extraordinary diligence towards our 
Court, and be very circumspect and cautious to abstain from the breachhereof.

The two following writings were at the 
same time passed to the Chief in Council by Scidy Musood and the principal mer¬ 
chants and other inhabitants of Surat. This Treaty was ratified by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay.

space o one ) ear am happy to pay this sum to the Company. These few lines 
are written by way of bond. 

Dated the 15th of Jemmadee-ool-Awul 1165, sealed by Scidy Musood Khan and 
eleven of the principal inhabitants and heads of castes . 


Merchants and Subjects’ note for Two Lakhs of Rupees to be paid the Eng¬ 
lish, as agreed upon, on making peace, executed on the 17th March 1752, 

Writing sealed by Moolhh Ameen-ood-dem and Ibrahim Chellaby, etc., merchants 
and subjects, dated loth of Jemmadee-ool-Awul 1165, 17th March 1752. 

The meaning of this is, that we merchants, etc., of Surat agree to this, that 
because between the English and Khan there have been disputes, to put an end 
to which, for the sake of the people, Sufdar Khan and Scidy Musood Khan agreed 
to make peace, and to pay two lakhs of rupees in lieu of the expenses the English 
have been at: For this reason we, the merchants and subjects, willingly° an d 
without force agreed to it, agreeably to the under-written list, and after this sum 
is paid, this custom is to be taken off and cease, not to be a precedent in future.

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The one per cent, paid upon ready money brought into town, which the Khan 
agieed the merchants should not pay, whatever now arises from this must be 
given to the English. The subjects of Surat are to pay one per cent, on all the 
money that they import in Bombay. Whatever arises from the customs on goods 
coming in or going out of Surat are now to pay one per cent, more than before, 
and what it may amount to is to be given to the Engb’sh.

Articles of Agreement made between William Andrew Price, Esquire, 
Chief of Fort Victoria, on the part of the Honourable United English 
East India Company, and Vittul Rao, Eswunt Rao and Bugwunt Rao, 
Casness and Poetness to His Serene Highness the Sou Rajah, —1757, 

Article 1. 

Whatever merchants carry salt to Maar, the Company to collect, on account 
of Bancote customs, exclusive of the Sciddee Chowkie at Ambat, at Rupees 3§ 
for every anna, and on other goods per cent. 

Article 2. 

Goods landed between Bancote and Dasgom, and passing through any part 
of Bugwunt Rao’s country, to pay the same radarage as goods that go from Gore- 
gom and Rajahpore. 

Article 3. 

Salt going from Dasgom up-country, Bugwunt Rao to collect at Maar 1 Rupee 
and a quarter for ten oxen (every ten oxen of salt the customs of only eight to 
be collected). 

Article 4. 

Salt to be disposed of in the following manner : if any quantity of salt is lay¬ 
ing at Maar, the English are not to dispose of more than that quantity until it 
is sold, but then they have liberty to sell any quantity remaining until a fresh 
parcel is landed at Maar, and then the above method to be again observed, and 
t ms versa , in regard to Dasgom. 

Article 5. 

The English to fix the price of salt at Dasgom, and the Maar Government 
to sell their salt there at an advance on that price at \\ per candy. 

Article 6. 

All other goods whatever, excepting the Honourable Company’s, to pay 8 
annas per ox, with an allowance as usual. 
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Article 7. 

Merchants landing goods at Dasgom, and afterwards choosing to carry them 
to Maar, the English to collect Rupees 3| per anna on salt, and 2i per cent, on 
other goods. 

Article 8. 

The customs at the Sciddee Chowkie on goods which may go to Maar to be 
as usual, namely Rupees 2J- per anna on salt, and 1J per cent, on other goods.

Elephants, horses, camels, and slaves, sold by the English at Dasgom, and 
passing through Bugwunt Rao\3 country, to pay radarago as usual to the Circar.

Article 10. 

The straw, grain, etc., which may come to Maar from Bugwunt Rao’s country 
and what may go from thence to any part of his country, the same as with Nana’s 
agreement at Poonah With the English, but in case any merchants purchase goods 
from any person under the Maar Government, if it passes through Dasgom, either 
by land or water, to pay 2\ per cent, customs. 

Article 11. 

Rafters, timbers, etc., that go out of Bugwunt Rao’s country, or come into 
it, to pay 2.V per cent, customs on the valuation, exclusive of Ambat Chowkie. 

Article 12. 

The royalty of Maar River to be preserved to the English in the same manner 
as settled with Nana Pundit Prudan. 

Article 13. 

Subjects which fly to either government to be treated in the same manner 
as the subjects of the English and those of Nana’s government. 


Article 14. 

Whatever slaves or servants may fly to the English to be returned, in like 
manner the Maar Government to return whatever may fly to them. 

Article 15. 

The chowkie at Durdwah to be removed, and Bugwunt Rao not to place any 
chowkies on the banks of the river. 

Article 16. 

The passage boat at Dasgom to belong to the English, and Bugwunt Rao not 
to place any passage boat on the river excepting at- Maar.

The Honourable Company’s goods to the amount of Rupees 1,50,000 are to 
pass according to the agreement made at Poonah upon Bugwunt Rao’s receiving 
a Sunnud or order for it from Poonah. 

These Articles are to be inviolably observed by both parties, and. in confirma¬ 
tion thereof to those which will remain with Bugwunt Eao, I have caused the 
Honourable Company’s seal to be affixed at Dasgom this fifteenth day of April 
in the year of Our Lord one thousand seven hundred and fifty-seven, and to the 
counterpart, which will remain with the Honourable Company, Bugwunt Eao 
has caused his seal to be affixed the day and year above written, or of the Gartoo 
Style the 27th of Chutra 1679, and of the Mahomedan era, the 25th of Eujjub 
1170.

Contracted and Agreed between the Honourable Richard Bourohier, Esq., 
in behalf of the Honourable English East India CoxMpany on one part, 
and Faris Khan on the other, this 12th day of March 1758, viz .:— 

Article 1. 

That the Honourable Company’s troops and marine forces shall put Faris 
Khan in possession of the government of the city of Surat by fixing him in the 
Durbar and supporting him in the same. 

Article 2. 

That the Honourable Company shall possess the castle of Surat, with all its 
immunities and emoluments, and the Tanka, etc., whatever the Scidy is now 
possessed of in Surat and its dependencies. 

Article 3. 

That Faris Khan shall pay the whole expense of the expedition, for which 
he binds the phurza or custom house for security of payment. 

Article 4. 

That the sum of Rupees two lakhs (2,00,000) shall be made good and paid 
to the commanders and private people, both military and marine, that they may 
not plunder nor commit any irregularities, which sum is to be made good to him 
by ft varan laid upon the city, merchants, shroffs, etc., inhabitants, 
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Article 5. 

That the water gate called Mulna’s Kirkee shall at all times be possessed by 
the English without molestation from the government’s officers or sepoys and 
that the two gates, one of the inward wall and one of the outward wall, next 
to the English garden, shall always be free for the English to come into and go 
out of at all times without any molestation. 

Article 6. 

That the Honourable Company shall enjoy all the privileges of the Moghul’s 
royal firman as, amply as they ever enjoyed them without any molestation form 
any of the government’s officers, either to their own trade or any under their 
protection. 

Article 7. 

This contract and agreement is not intended in any shape to prejudice the 
immunities nor indulgences granted by the Moghul to any other Europeans, nor 
to prejudice the Mahrattas in whatever contracts or agreements are in force be¬ 
tween them and the government of Surat, but that Faris Khan shall be obliged 
to pay them their stipulated one-third of the revenues of Surat, as has been done 
for some years past. Counterpart of this engagement is signed, sealed, and ex¬ 
changed the day abovo mentioned between the contracting parties, the Honour¬ 
able Richard Bourchier, Esq., and Faris Khan. 

Ratified and exchanged on the 12th March 1758 .

Treaty between the Honourable East India Company and Me ah Atchund 
of Surat, dated the 4th March 1759. 


Articles of Agreement made with Meah Atohund at Surat under date the 

4th March 1759. 

Agreeably to your desire, I sent a person to you, by whom you advised me 
verbally of your demands; and with sincerity of heart I now write the particulars 
I can agree to, which are as follows

Perwannahs granted in 1759, relating to the Castle and Ianka at Surat. 

Be peace and happiness with the renowned Mr. John Spencer, Captain of ^ 
the Factory in the city of Surat. By the hands of your vakeel, your present 
and arzee (or request) have been received, and the purport and particulars thereof 
are understood, and your arzee (or request) to His Majesty has been delivered. 

The pains you haye taken, and the success you have met with in keeping open 
the door of Mecha, and delivering our subjects from oppression, we are pleased 
and satisfied with. As to the firman for the government of the castle, and Sun- 
nud for the fleet, which are requested in the name of the English Company, I 
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have given your vakeel an answer, who will particularly advise you thereof. Let 
the peshcush on this account be quickly remitted, that it may be presented to 
His Majesty, and your request thereby granted. In the meantime it behoves 
you to carry on affairs with alacrity, and be assured that herein nothing on my 
part shall be wanting to countenance you. 


A Representation made to the Moghul by Mr. John Spencer, in behalf of 
the Honourable English East India Company. 

That by virtue of royal firmans of Your Majesty’s predecessors, the English 
hitherto enjoyed favour at Surat, and carried on their business in a reputable 
manner, till in these days that the Scidy, usurping an undue authority in the town, 
used it to the ruin of the city in general, the lives and properties of Your Majesty’s 
subjects being, made light of by them, and they even proceeded so far as to take 
away the lives of our people, in direct breach of Your Majesty’s firman ; and, 
in short, instead of being the protectors of the place, became the oppressors of 
it, to such a degree that the just orders of Your Majesty were no ways regarded 
in this city, by their means ; and things were come to this pass, that though, in 
consideration of the Tanka, the Scidy was to protect the bar, yet, so far was he 
from doing that, that for many months past a large fleet of Sancrajee Punt’s, 
Ballajee Rao’s Naib, entirely shut up the bar, as did a large land force by land, 
to the inhnite detriment of the place and inhabitants in general, without the 
Scidy’s interfering therein ; and there was the greatest reason to believe that, 
unless some speedy and vigorous measures had soon been pursued, Your Majesty’s 
famous city of Surat, the only port of good Mussulmen to the tomb of your Pro¬ 
phet, would have been brought to shame. In such circumstances, the eyes of 
the whole town were cast on us, as the only persons of force sufficient to save 
the city from the calamities that it then felt, and was still further threatened 
with ; and in consequence of their solicitations to me, though our business in those 
parts of the world is only trade and merchandize, and we are not desirous of tak¬ 
ing or governing cities or countries, yet as all the inhabitants of this place, great 
and small, were earnestly desirous of it, and I saw it was for the good of the place, 
I wrote to the General of Bombay on the subject, in such manner, that at an im¬ 
mense expense he sent hither, on our King’s ships, a great force of good and ex¬ 
perienced men, with a large quantity of artillery and other warlike stores of all 
sorts, with which I have had the happiness to procure safety to the city and ease 
to the inhabitants, and have procured an entire currency to Your Majesty’s orders 
in the place ; and Your Majesty’s authority, by all ways in our power, will be 
preserved in the place as it used to be, and you will consider the English as de¬ 
sirous of receiving your orders, such being tlie intention of the Governor of Bombay 
and myself., whose whole power will be used to maintain the castle that we havo 
possessed ourselves of for Your Majesty, and to preserve the bar and sea open 
against all opposers on your behalf; for we shall not apply the Tanka you have 
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granted for this purpose to others, as has hitherto been the case ; and since our 
having done this, the enemies that surrounded the place, both by sea and land, 
to its great prejudice, have been removed. We are always ready for the safety 
of the castle and the city, with its inhabitants, -and therefore hope for Your Maj¬ 
esty’s favour in behalf of the Honourable English Company, for whose good 
services on this occasion I must refer Your Majesty to the representation of the 
inhabitants of the place. 

N.B .—There accompanied this a letter to the Vizier, much to the same purpose, request¬ 
ing his countenance. Letters went also in the name of the Governor of Bombay on this oc¬ 
casion, to the king and vizier, referring in general to the above; and the whole was attended 
with a representation of the town in general on our behalf, under the seals of the Nawab Naib 
C'odjee, the head Sciads and officers, .and the heads of the merchants in general.

By the advices received here from Surat it has been made known to His Maj¬ 
esty that you, with the consent and at the desire of the inhabitants, are arrived 
there, and that afterwards the Honourable Mr. Spencer, Captain of the Factory 
at Surat, with the renowned Fan’s Khan, came and turned out Scidy Ahmed, 
who had possessed himself of His Majesty’s castle, and greatly oppressed our 
subjects, and that thereby the city is now at ease, and the inhabitants satisfied;

and His Majesty’s affairs, that every body may follow their calling without fear, 
and the city flourish.

with the renowned Faris Khan came, and turning out Scidy Ahmed from the 
king’s castle, which he had possessed himself of, and given much trouble to the 
subjects by oppression and otherwise, gave ease and satisfaction to the inhabit¬ 
ants of the place, with which we are well satisfied ; and it now behoves you to 
advise with and in conjunction with the above renowned so to carry on matters 
as may be most conducive to the good of the place and the honour of His Majesty, 
by assisting one another. Let this be done.

in ease and quiet, and the ships and vessels going to and coming from the most 
remarkable ports, as well as others, be in no fear from rovers and pirates.

The arzee of the high and renowned, with the present and letter expressing 
the merchants’ satisfaction, have been received by the hands of Hadee Khan. 
The conduct and courage you have shown for the good of the inhabitants of Surat 
and His Majesty’s service have been in a particular manner made known to him, 
with whioh he is well pleased and praises you for. It now behoves you, with 
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a satisfied mind, particularly to look to the peace o! the inhabitants and the pre¬ 
servation of His Majesty’s castle, and to take care that the trade of the seas is 
kept open and safe ; that the Hadjees, or pilgrims, and merchants, meet with 
no trouble and impediment, and that the ships, to and from the renowned and 
other ports, may be safe from any fear of violation from rovers and pirates.

As yet what money 
the renowned Moynadeen Khan may have sent is not received, therefore per- 
wannahs have been wrote to hasten him in that respect; but it likewise behoves 
you to press him on this head, and procure the remittance of the tohod by bills 
is soon as possible.

Let the renowned among the people, the English Company, hope for His

To the brave, noble, renowned, and careful Sciad Moynadeen Khan Baha¬ 
door, on whom is His Majesty’s favour : The Vakeel of the English Company 
having represented that as the daroga, or post of the great fleet belonging to the 
Bunder of Surat, under the Soubah of Ahmedabad, on the dismission of Scklv 
Yacood Khan, Killedar of Dunde Kajapore, from the said post, had been granted 
his constituents, he hoped that a perwannah, or order for the tanka, on account 
of the troops of the fleet, as has been usual since the time of him who is now in 
Heaven (meaning Aurungzeb), among the other charges of Surat, exclusive of 
what is sent to court, might be given him in your name. From the archives of 
the kingdom it appears that this office was in the hands of Scidy Yacood Khan, 
and that in the twenty-third year of the reign of Mahmud Shah he procured an 
order on Tegbeg Khan, then Governor, for the annual payment of two lakhs ac¬ 
cording to custom, besides what was sent to court. Now in these days, the office 
of daroga of this fleet, on the dismission of Scidy Yacood Khan, lias been granted 
to the said Company, as has been usual under the Dustuck or order of the Khan 
Sumaun (or Steward), and dated the 2nd of Maharim, and sixth year of the pres¬ 
ent reign , therefore I now write you that you may pay unto them, account 
charges for the forces of the fleet, the usual tanka of two lakhs every year, agree¬ 
able to the hereafter order, among the other charges, exclusive of whajb is sent 
to court; and let the accounts and papers relative thereto be transmitted hither.

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(Castle Governor) of the Bunder of Surat, vacant by his dismission of Mauphez 
Ahmed Khan, as also the office of daroga of the great fleet of the said Bunder, 
vacant by the dismission of Scidy Yacood Khan ; therefore agreeable to his order, 
you are now directed to take particular care of the proper execution of the above 
offices, by looking well to the welfare of the castle and preservation of the mer¬ 
chants, etc., on the high seas, keeping them clear of pirates and rovers who may 
infest them. This is positively required of you.

It has pleased His Majesty to grant unto the brave and noble English Com¬ 
pany the office of killedar of the Bunder of Surat, vacant by the dismission of 
Mauphez Ahmed Khan, as also the office of daroga of the great fleet of said Bun¬ 
der, vacant by the dismission of Scidy Yacood Khan. Therefore agreeable to 
his order, this is wrote you to direct that, according to the directions and advice 
of the said Company, you take all the care in your power for the proper execu¬ 
tion of the said offices, by looking well to the welfare of the castle and preserva¬ 
tion of trade and merchants on the high seas from pirates and other rovers. Of 
this you are required to be very careful. 

Husbulhookums similar to the above from the Vizier to the address of Mr. Speuoer the 
Chief at Surat, and to Sciad Movnadean Khan, Governor of Surat, reached that place from 
the Court of the Moghul on the 7th November 1759.

Articles for a Treaty of Peace and Firm Friendship between the Honour¬ 
able William Hornby, Esq., President and Governor, etc., Council 
of Bombay, in behalf of the Honourable United English East India 
Company, and the Nawab Imtyazood Dowlah, Maazud Khan Bahadoor 
Dilerjung, of Baroach, etc.,— 1771. 

Article 1. 

Peace and friendship to subsist uninterrupted in future between the Honour¬ 
able Company and the Nawab of Baroach, his heirs and successors. 

Article 2. 

All British subjects, or persons trading under the protection of the Honour¬ 
able Company^ sealed passes and colours, shall pay no customs at Baroach, etc., 
places in the Nawab’s country, except such as the Honourable the President and 
Council shall impose, which shall be levied by such persons as they shall appoint

oil account of tiie Honourable Company ; and the Nawab engages, for himself 
and successors, that- no fees, duties or exactions of any sort shall b<- levied on 
the said trade by himself or them on any pretence whatever. 


Article 3. 

The Honourable the President and Council shall have free liberty to settle 
a factory wherever they think proper ; and a suitable portion of ground for build¬ 
ing the said factory on, or a convenient house, shall be allotted for that purpose. 

Article 4. 

The Dutch have already a factory at Bqroach ; but in future no other Euro¬ 
pean nation shall be permitted to settle a factory at Baroach without- the consent 
of the Honourable the President and Council.

Article 5. 

The Nawab engages never to assist the enemies of the English nation, but 
obliges himself to assist the Honourable Company in the wars they may be en¬ 
gaged in with one thousand private sepoys and three hundred cavalry, with their 
officers, or such larger number as they may want and he can spare, at' the follow¬ 
ing rates, viz .:—

Article 6. 

The Nawab will not engage in any war with any of his neighbours without 
the consent of the President and Council; but in all wars which he shall engage 
in with their consent, or if he shall be suddenly attacked in his territories, they 
shall give him effectual support and assistance, lie paying the troops on the fol¬ 
lowing terms :—

to be paid at the discretion of the party assisted, but with the concurrence and approbation 
of the party assisting. 

Article 7. » 

The Nawab agrees to pay unto the Honourable Company, in consideration 
and acquittal of all demands to this day, the sum of four lakhs of Rupees, which 
the Honourable the President and Council agree to accept in full for their claim 
on him for the phoorza and exactions of customs on British merchants, on con¬ 
dition he shall inviolably adhere to the terms herein contained; and on failure 
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hereof, it is hereby declared that the above sum of four lakhs shall be deemed 
and taken to be for rej)aying the expense incurred by the expedition only ; and 
the Honourable the President and Council in such case hereby declare themselves 
at free liberty to pursue the most effectual means for the recovery of any demands 
which they or their allies have or may hereafter have upon him. The said four 
lakhs of Eupees are to be paid within two years and a half from the date hereof, 
at the following stated periods, viz .:— 

Two lakhs within six months from the date hereof ; 

One lakh more within twelve months from the first payment; and the 

One lakh remaining in the following year; for which he will enter into a bond, 
binding himself and his heirs, and mortgaging his whole territories. 

Article 8. 

In case any expedition shall be hereafter undertaken, and success attend it, 
she Honourable the President and Council will take care that the Nawab of Baroach 
shall have a recompense adequate to the assistance he may afford. 

Article 9. 

In consideration of the friendship established between the Honourable Com¬ 
pany and the Nawab, he shall have firm friendship with all their friends and allies, 
particularly the Nawabs of Surat and Cambay, with whom he shall enter into a 
Treaty, and shall consider all their enemies as his, and they shall consider all his 
enemies as theirs. For the due performance of this Article, we, on the parts of 
the Nawabs of Surat and Cambay, become security. 

Bombay Castle, 30th November 1771. 




Separate Article entered into with the Nawab of Baroach. 

You, the Nawab Saheb Imtyazood Dowlah Maazud Khan Bahadoor Diler- 
jung, may live at the port of Baroach, freely believing us your friends for ever. 
We have given up the demands of phoorza, its produce for forty years, overcharge 
in the customs on goods belonging to the merchants under the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, and charge of the expedition sent against you. Our hearts are quite cleared 
and we have made a friends'hip agreeable to your wishes. No demands nor ans¬ 
wer now remain to make with you. We have given you this acquittance, in full 
for all demands, as above mentioned. 

We shall get paid yours and your subjects’ just debts, from any persons or 
place under your government, on being proved. We shall admit no informa¬ 
tion against you ; we look upon Baroach as ours and Bombay as yours. This 
protection paper is granted you from the part of the Honourable Company, with 
their word as well as our word and honour, that we shall not fail in our friend¬ 
ship and assistance of force and ammunition upon occasion, for which purpose 
this everlasting protection paper is given you. All the counsellors are bound 
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that no difference will be either with you or your children, and the friendship 
shall be daily increased more and more. You may, if you choose, come to Bom¬ 
bay with your family. For your coming and going, as well as for the perform¬ 
ance of all the conditions herein above mentioned, this agreement will serve you 
as a vouchor, which we agree to perform with the Honourable Company’s word 
and honour. Should any merchants of Baroach or the persons under your pro¬ 
tection, choose to trade for Bombay, we agree to their doing it freely, and paying 
the usual customs of this place, without hindrance on the part of the Honour¬ 
able Company. 



Translation of the Nawab’s Bond to the Honourable Company. 

Know all men that I, Imtyazood Dowlali Maazud Khan Bahadoor Dilerjung. 
Nawab of Baroach, have this day agreed and acknowledged myself indebted 
unto the Honourable United English East India Company the sum of four lakhs 
of rupees, current money of Bombay, for the payment of which to be well and 
truly made unto the Honourable William Hornby, Esq., President and Governor 
etc., Council of Bombay, at the following stated periods, I hereby bind ' myself 
my heirs, and successors, and mortgage my whole territories, to be at the dis¬ 
posal of the said Company, in case of failure : — 

Two lakhs within six months from the date hereof; 

One ditto more within eighteen months from the date hereof; 

One ditto more within two years and six months from the date hereof. 

In witness whereof, etc., etc., in presence of my brother, my uncle, my codjee, 
my moonshee, my vakeel, who have also signed to this bond as witnesses of its 
being my act and deed. 


No. IX. 

Treaty with the Nawab of Surat, —1800. 

Articles of Agreement between the Honourable East India Company and 
their successors and the Nawab Nuseer-ood-deion Khan, etc., etc. and 
his heirs and successors, for the better Administration of the Government 
of the City of Surat and its Dependencies, /concluded on the I3th May 
1800, or the J9th of Zilhuj 1214 of the Hegira. 

Whereas the Honourable the English East India Company have been subjected 
to a heavy expense for the protection of the city of Surat, and whereas the exist¬ 
ing system of internal government in the said city has been found inadequate 
to the protection of the persons and property of the inhabitants; and whereas 
the Eight Honourable the Earl of Mornington, Governor-General of the British 
possessions in India, and the Nawab Nuseerooddiobn, etc., are mutually desirous 
of providing more effectually for. the external defence of the city of Surat, and 
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for the security, ease, and happiness of the inhabitants, the following Articles 
of Agreement are concluded on behalf of the Honourable English Company and 
their successors, by the Honourable Jonathan Duncan, Governor of Bombay, 
vested with full powers for that purpose by the said Governor-General on the 
one part, and by the Nawab Nuseerooddeen, and his heirs and successors on the 
other part:— 

Article I . 

The friendship subsisting between the Honourable English Oompauy and 
the Nawab Nuseerooddeen Khan, etc., is hereby strengthened and confirmed, 
and the friends and the enemies of one shall be considered to be the friends and 
the enemies of the other. 

Article 2. 

The Nawab Nuseerooddeen agrees that the management and collection of 
the revenues of the city of Surat, and of the territories, places, and other depen¬ 
dencies thereof, the administration of civil and criminal justice, and generally 
the whole civil and military government of the said city and its dependencies, 
shall be vested for ever entirely and exclusively in the Honourable English Com¬ 
pany. 

Article 3. 

It is agreed that the Nawab shall be treated on all occasions with the same 
respect and distinction as his predecessors. 

Article 4. 

The English Company agree to pay to the Nawab Nuseerooddeen and his 
heirs, out of the revenues of Surat and its dependencies, in four equal quarterly 
payments, one lakh of Rupees annually, which shall be considered to be the first 
charge payable from the said revenues. The Company also engage to pay to 
the said Nawab and his heirs, in addition to the above mentioned lakh of Rupees, 
a proportion of one-fifth of the annual revenues now arising, or which may here¬ 
after arise, from the said city and its dependencies, after deducting the said lakh 
of Rupees, the sum payable to the Mahrattas, and the charges of collection. The 
residue of the revenues, after the foregoing reductions, shall be at the disposal 
of the said Company. 

Article 5. 

In order that the Nawab may at all times have full satisfaction in respect 
to the revenues of Surat and its dependencies, he, the said Nawab, shall be at 
liberty to inspect all the accounts thereof from time to time, or to station a vakeel 
or accountant, at his own expense, in all or in any of the offices of collection, for 
the purpose of taking and transmitting to His Excellency copies of all or any 
of the accounts of the said revenue. 

Article 6. 

Courts shall be established for the due administration of civil and criminal 
justice, which courts, agreeably to the stipulotions in the 2nd Article, shall bo 
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under the sole authority of the English East India Company. The said courts 
shall be composed of officers to be appointed by the Governor in Council of Bom- 
bay for the time being, and shall be conducted according to such Ordinances and 
Regulations (framed with a due regard to the existing laws and usages of the 
country) as shall) from time to time, be published by the said Governor in Council. 

Article 7. 

In complaints brought before the courts of justice, in which it shall appear, 
either by the application of the Nawab or the representation of the defendant 
at or before the time of giving in his or her answer, or by the petition of the com¬ 
plainant, that both parties are relations or servants of the Nawab it is agreed 
that such parties shall, in the first instance, be referred for justice to the Nawab 
or to any person he may appoint to dispense it. Any complaint against the rela¬ 
tions or immediate servants of the Nawab by persons of a different description 
shall, in the first instance, be made to the chief Civil Servant at Surat, who shall 
refer it to the Nawab, who hereby engages to order an immediate investigation 
to be made, or, in case the parties should desire it, to order the dispute to be re¬ 
ferred to a proper arbitration, the Nawab engaging to bring it to a direct issue, 
and to carry the sentence or award, if unfavourable to his relation or servant, 
into immediate execution, 


No. X. 

In the name of God ! To Nathan Crow, Esq., Chief of Surat, in behalf of the 
Honourable Company Bahadoor, write Mehta Netianundjee Sookhanundjee 
Vedianundjee Sookhanundjee and Shevanundjee Atmaramjee, in behalf of Rajah 
Doorjunsingjee of Mandavee, and beg leave to represent that a Fakeer named 
tJbdul Ray maun, who resides at Bodhan village, has been breeding rebellion by 
exciting the fanaticism of the Mahomedan religion, and assembling the Mussul¬ 
mans, Bohrahs, etc., of all the surrounding porgunuahs and attempting to force 
the Brahmins to become Mahomedans ; he has also erected the flag of Islam and 
taken possession of Mandavee, and burned down our houses with those of the ryots 
and plundered to the amount of lakhs of rupees from the treasury of the Rajah, 
and also to the value of lakhs of rupees in money and jewels of the ryots. The 
Mahomedans have in fact usurped our country without justice, and those of their 
religion who were in our army have joined the fanatics, and the Rajah is kept 
under restriction. We therefore enter into an agreement of amity with you, and 
request that you will be pleased to send a detachment from the army of the 
Honourable Company to retake Mandavee and again establish our government 
there, and whatever charges may be incurred by sending the detachment shall be 
defrayed by us, and repaid by us to you on our retaking possession thereof * and 
if we fail to give a satisfactory answer for the abovementioned disbursements, 
the revenue of our territory shall be auswerable for the demand. Besides aofray- 
ing the aforesaid expenses we assign to you : . on aocount of your trouble in this 





affair, from the produce of the Mandavee pergunnah and those ‘of Pardy, etc., 
viz., 5 villages, Oudeypore, Kolluk, Baida, Pardy, and Sookus, and also of the 
produce of the jaghire villages, and from whatever territorial revenue we may 
possess we make over a share to the Honourable Company of six annas £>er rupee, 
the remaining ten annas belonging to the Bajah, and this division to remain in 
force for ever and ever. The Company Bahadoor, we trust, will take under their 
protection our Wuzarut, and maintain the Bajah in his government in future. 
For the sake of further security, we beg a party, consisting of twenty-five sepoys, 
may be stationed at Mandavee, the expense of which shall moreover be defrayed 
by us. We have delivered to you this writing with our signatures affixed there¬ 
upon.

That your share of six annas, including what His Highness the Peishwa had, 
has been ceded to the Honourable Company in their books ; for these p irposes we 
now fix sixty thousand rupees (60,000), which from the current Murgsal, in the 
manner in which Your Honour will be pleased to settle the payments whereof by 
kistbundy or instalments and in conformity thereof, we shall pay that amount 
annually in the Broach or Pergunnah currency; and this writing is true.

Translation of a Letter from the Nawab of Surat, to the Right Honourable 
Sir Evan Nepean, Bart., Governor of Bombay, dated the 16th Jemmadee- 
ool-Awul 1233 of the Hegira, or 24th March 1818. 

After compliments .-All praise be to God ! At the present pleasant season I 
have been made fully acquainted, by the verbal communication of the Chief’s 
Agent, with your proposition regarding the fixing of my fifth share, and as to the 
minute details and ramifications of the transaction, and your washes on the subject 
with reference to the past, present and future, I duly comprehend the whole • 
and considering, as I do, that Your Excellency’s views are intended for my well¬ 
being and happiness, and that without empty ceremonies this fact has been ex¬ 
emplified by actual occurrences, I have in this affair given my assent and concur¬ 
rence to the settlement fixed upon by Your Excellency ; and I have now the pleasure 
to intimate that in lieu of the said fifth share, the sum of Rupees fifty thousand in 
money has been definitively agreed upon to be at all times paid out of the Honour¬ 
able Company’s treasury to me, my family and representatives, without any ex¬ 
amination on account of batta defalcations, or the trouble of examining books 
whilst all the former engagements between me and the Honourable Company 
are confirmed and ratified on their former footing by this measure. 

I hope Your Excellency will continue at all times to enliven the banquet of 
amity by communicating to me your commands,and wishes. 


Letter from the Right Honourable Sir Evan Nepean, Bart., Governor of 

Bombay, tb His Excellency the Nawab of Surat, dated ’the 20th April 
1818. 

After compliments .—I have had the pleasure of receiving Your Excellency’s 
obliging letter of the 16th of Jemmadee-ool-Awul, communicating to me Your 
Excellency’s assent to the proposition recently made to Your Excellency by the 
Chief of Surat on behalf of this Government. 

Your Excellency may be assured that in suggesting the arrangement, in which 
Your Excellency has expressed your acquiescence, the government consulted 
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your interests as well as the interests of the Honourable Company, and it is very 
acceptable to me to find Your Excellency is entirely satisfied with that modifica¬ 
tion of the existing engagements between the Honourable Company and Your 
Excellency ; at the same time I beg Your Excellency will be assured that these 
engagements are not to be considered as otherwise altered in any respect, but on 
the contrary are now confirmed and ratified.

In the name op Gunnissa God,— 1818. 

Agreement passed to the Honourable Company Bahadoor by Maha Ban a 
Ameersingjee, the Kajah of Mandavee, as follows:— 

Article 1. 

That several persons composing my councils and ministers had planned a 
desperate act against the government of the Honourable Company upon which 
I have dismissed them and sent them all from my confidence and service. That 
I shall on no account keep them in future, either publicly or privately, into any 
confidence and management of my affairs. I further engage that I shall never 
retain in my service or give my confidence to any person or persons who may be 
found to be enemies and bad wishers to the Sircar of the Honourable Company 
Bahadoor. 

Article 2. 

No change in the administration that may be formed for the affairs of Man¬ 
davee shall be made or effected, and no minister, etc., shall be displaced or replaced 
without the consent and approbation of the Honourable Company’s Sircar. Pro¬ 
vided in all these cases (if there shall be necessity for any change) an acquiescence 
or approbation of the Honourable Company’s Sircar shall in the first instance be 
obtained, to carry such measures into immediate execution. Provided also that 
I shall not in anv wise act without the full consent and acquiescence of the Honour¬ 
able Company’s Sircar. 

I have passed this engagement at Mandavee and delivered it with my seal 
and signature affixed, and I declare it to be agreeable and confirmed by me.

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No. XIV. 

Treaty of Perpetual Friendship and Alliance between the Honourable 
East India Company and His Highness Maharajah Pertaub Sheeaw. 
his heirs and successors, concluded at Satara, the 25th September 1819, by 
Captain James Grant, Political Agent, on the part of the Honourable 
East India Company, and Vittul Punt Furnavees on the part of the Rajah, 
by virtue of full powers from their respective governments,— 1819. 

Whereas the British Government having determined, in consideration of the 
antiquity of the house of His Highness the Rajah of Satara, to invest him with 
a sovereignty sufficient for the maintenance of his family in comfort and dienity, 
the following Articles have been agreed to between the said government and His 
Highness: — 

Article 1. 

The British Government agrees to cede in perpetual sovereignty to the Rajah 
of Satara, his heirs and successors, the districts specified in the annexed Schedule.

Article 2. 

Tlio Rajah, for himself and for his heirs and successors, engages to hold tho 
territory in subordinate co-operation with the British Government, and to be 
guided in all matters by the advice of the British Agent at His Highness’ Court, 

) I I 

Article 3. 

The British Government charges itself with the defence of the Rajah’s terri- 
tories and engages to protect His Highness from all injury and aggression. The 
Rajah, for himself and for his heirs and successors, engages to afford every facility 
to the purchase of supplies for such troops as may be stationed in his country, or 
may pass through it, and the pasture lands now appropriated for the use of the 
troops are to be permanently given up to them. The Rajah likewise, for himself 
and for his heirs and successors, engages to afford all the assistance fti his power 
to the British Government in all wars and military operations in which it may be 
engaged. 

Article 4. , 

His Highness, for himself and for his heirs and successors, engages at no time 
to increase or diminish the military force without the previous knowledge and 
consent of the British Government.

Article 5. 

The Rajah, for himself and for his heirs and successors, engages to forbear 
froip all intercourse with foreign powers, and with all sirdars, jaghiredars, chiefs 
and ministers, and all persons of whatever description, who are not by the above 
Articles rendered subject to His Highness’ authority; with all the above persona 
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His Highness, for himself and for his heirs and successors, engages to have no con¬ 
nection or correspondence. Any affairs that may arise with them relating to His 
Highness are to be exclusively conducted by the British Government. If (for 
the purpose of forming matrimonial connexions for His Highness’ family, or for 
any similar purpose) His Highness has occasion to communicate with persons not 
rendered subject to his authority by this agreement, such communication is to be 
made entirely through the Political Agent. 

This Article is a fundamental condition of the present Agreement, and any 
departure from it on the Rajah’s part shall subject him to the loss of all the ad¬ 
vantages he may gain by the said Agreement. 

Article 6. 

The Rajah shall ultimately have the entire management of the country now 
ceded to him ; but as it is necessary, on account of the recent conquest of the 
country, that it should at first be governed with particular care and prudence, 
the administration will for the present remain in the hands of the British Political 
Agent. That officer will, however, conduct the Government in the Rajah’s name ; 
and in consultation with His Highness, and in proportion as His Highness and his 
officers shall acquire experience and evince their ability to govern the country, 
the British Government will gradually transfer the whole administration into their 
hands. He will, however, at all times attend, as above agreed, to the advice which 
the British Political Agent shall offer him for the good of his State, and for the 
maintenance of general tranquillity. 


Article 7. 

The possessions of the jaghiredars within His Highness’ territory are to be 
tinder the guarantee of the British Government, which, on the other hand, engages 
to secure their performing the service which they owe to His Highness according 
to established custom. 

Article 8. 

All persons guilty of murder, treason, robbery, or other great offences, who 
may fly from the territories of the Company into those of the Rajah, are to be 
given up to the British Government. In like manner all criminals, as above 
described, who may fly into the territories of the British Government, are to be 
given uj> to the Rajah. For the better execution of justice and prevention of 
crimes, the Rajah consents that the officers of the British Government may pursue 
criminals and apprehend them in his territory. 

Article 9. 

The ghauts are to be the general boundary of the Rajah’s territory towards 
the Concan. Where no specific exception is made, those mountains are to be 
included within His Highness' territory. 


MiNisr^ 
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A survey is to be undertaken as soon as convenient to fix the frontier where 
the mountains run into the plain. The British Government reserves to itself 
the right of retaining such portions of the mountains so situated as may be neces¬ 
sary to make a clear frontier, or for other purposes. 

The British Government also reserves to itself the right of cutting timber on 
the western sides of the ghauts. The customs in the line of ghauts are to be levied 
by the Company, and an equivalent allowed to the Rajah,

Article 10. 

The Honourable Company and the Rajah agree to enter, as soon as may be 
convenient, on a commercial Treaty, and in the meantime the Rajah, for himself 
and for his heirs and successors, engages to adopt the same system with regard to 
customs as that which may be adopted by the British Government in its adjoining 
territories. 


Article 11. 


This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, being this day settled and concluded 
at Satara by Captain James Grant and Vittul Punt Furnavees, Captain Grant has 
delivered to His Highness Maharajah Pertaub Sheeaw a copy of the same in English, 
Mahratta, and Persian, under the seal and signature of the said Captain James 
Grant, and His Highness Maharajah Pertaub Sheeaw has delivered to the said 
Captain James Grant another copy, also in English, Mahratta, and Persian, bearing 
His Highness’ seal and signature ; and the aforesaid Captain James Grant has 
engaged to procure and deliver to His Highness, without delay, a copy of the same 
duly ratified by His Excellency the Most Noble Francis, Marquis of Hastings, k.g., 
one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, Governor- 
General in Council, appointed by the Honourable Company to direct and control 
all their affairs in the East Indies, Commander-in-Chief of His Majesty’s and 
the Honourable Company’s forces, etc., on the recsipt of which by His sgid High¬ 
ness, this Treaty shall be deemed complete and binding on the Honourable East 
India Company and on His Highness Rajah Pertaub Sheeaw, and the copy now 

delivered to His said Highness shall be returned.

The possessions of the Rajah of Akulkote, the Punt Sucheo, the Punt Pru- 
thee Nidhee, the jaghirc of the Duflas in the pergunnah of Jut, the jaghire of Jan 
Rao Naik Nimbalkur in the pergunnah of Phultan, and the jaghire of Shaikh Mira 
Waeekur. 

Such villages or uniuls as belong to the Putwurdhuns within the boundaries 
of any of the abovementioned pergunnahs are to be continued to be possessed by 
therm, subject to such exchanges as the British Government may see fit, and in 
like manner such villages and umuls as belong to the Rajah, which may be situated 
within the pergunnahs or turrufs belonging to the British Government or the 
Putwurdhuns, will be liable to such exchanges as the British Government may 
deem proper for the general convenience of the parties concerned. 

The Rajah shall have power to make such exchanges with the Rajah of Akulkote 
the Punt Sucheo, and the jaghiredars subject to his authority as may be desirable 
to the parties concerned, for the purposes of consolidating their respective posses¬ 
sions, provided that such exchanges be undertaken with the immediate concur¬ 
rence of the Agent of the British Government. 


This Schedule was substituted in 1826 for the original Schedule attached to the 
Treaty. 


No. XV. 

Terms granted by the Honourable East India Company to Sidojjbe Rao Naik 
Nimbalkur, regarding the lands which he held from the Government of 
His Highness the Peishwa for the Payment of his Contingent, of his 
Personal Allowance, etc., which are now comprised with the rest of the 
country in the Territories of the British Government, and are graciously 
granted to him, bearing date A.D. 1820. 

Article 1. 

There was formerly a jaghire in your possession for contingent, etc. The 
talooks ol Cbickodee and Manowalee have been given to others by the British 
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Government-; these have been deducted. The grants in the old jaghire, and in 
lieu of the mokassa and other items of revenue in the Nawab’s country, with the 
jaghire now fixed to be granted by the British Government altogether for personal 
allowance and establishment, amount to Rupees 50,000 ; Rupees 12,000 is allowed 
in addition to support the dignity of Sir Lushkur, in lieu of what has been discon¬ 
tinued under this head. With the exception of this sum of Rupees 62,000 the 
rest of jaghire is held for the support of a contingent of horse. In the Tynat 
Zabita the contingent required is of the three kinds ; the maintenance of these 
would be more than you could perform. The service of the British Government 
is throughout the whole year, without excuse. The horses are required to be good 
and effective. The amount of contingent at the rate of Rupees 300 per horse is 
1,107 ; three-fourths of these were relinquished, and a fourth of the contingent was 
fixed, amounting to 277 horse. You have requested to have 27 horse further 
reduced, and hive agreed to furnish 250 ; this is accordingly granted as you wish. 

, j . 

Article 2. 

Your troops shall be mustered whenever called on ; the horses and men shall 
be good and effective, and shall serve the whole year. Should the number upon 
muster prove deficient, the amount of. such deficiency shall be repaid to Govern¬ 
ment at the rate of Rupees 300. If a detachment of from 15 to 20 horse is required 
to be sent from the army on your affairs, you must first mention it to the officer 
in command on the part of the Government, and they will in that case be iueluded 
in the muster. When your troops are not required, they will be permitted to 
return to your own station for monsoon quarters for four months during the rainy 
season, but if they are required, they must remain. 

Article 3. l \ 

You shall serve in such manner as the government may order ; you will not in 
general be required to serve beyoud the Godavery and the Tumbadra ; but if at 
any time you should be required to do so, you must go without objecting. On 
such occasions you will be furnished by government with money for the payment 
of your troops at the established rate of pay, which money is to be repaid to govern¬ 
ment in your country. 

Article 4. 

Iu the event of either men or horses being killed or wounded in action you will 
receive no compensation from government. All expenses are to be provided for 
out of the allowance granted. This is to be observed according to former practice ; 
but if any great man should be wounded or killed in actiou, a reward will be given 
to him by the government if wounded, or a pension to his family if he be killed in 
action. 

Article 5. 

In addition to your contingent you will maintain at your own expense such 
.establishments for the preservation of order within your limits as may be ueoes- 
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sary ; and in the event of disturbances in your neighbourhood, you will furnish 
assistance with such troops as may be in your lands. 


Article 6. 

As long as you continue to serve the British Government with fidelity and 
attachment, your jaghire shall remain undisturbed in your possession and that of 
the Sirdars of your family, and a Sunnud shall be procured to the same effect from 
His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General hereafter. When new 
Sunnuds are required for the descendants of each respectively, it is to be repre¬ 
sented to the government, which will graciously confer a new Sunnud and continue 
the jaghire without exacting any nuzzur. 


Article 7. 

Any villages, lands, or other possessions belonging to your surinjam or enam 
situated within the lands of government, shall be continued without obstruction 
as they have heretofore been continued. You will continue all rights within 
your jaghire, whether belonging to the State or individuals ; all doomallce, surin¬ 
jam, and enam villages and lands, all wurshasuns {or annual pensions), dhurrna- 
daos (or charitable allowances), dewashthans (or religious establishments), rozeenali 
(daily stipend), khyrats (alms to Mahomedans), nemnooks (or assignments on 
the revenue), etc., in conformity to the list contained in the grant of your surin¬ 
jam ; and if in any particular instance any interruption shall have been olfered 
to a grant not annulled by government, such grant shall likewise be made good 
without hindrance to the proprietor. No complaints on this head are to be suffered 
to reach the government. If any should act improperly, or be without heirs, 
you shall report to the British, which has authority to punish and resume. If 
any zemindar should be guilty of rebellion or treason, or should resist your author¬ 
ity, or die without heirs, you are at liberty to resume his lands as a punishment, 
on satisfying yourself of liis guilt, at the same time reporting the matter to govern¬ 
ment and receiving its orders regarding it, which shall be executed accordingly. 


Article 8. 

You will attend to the prosperity of the ryots of your jaghire, to the strict 
administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies, murders, 
tullee, arsons, and other crimes. Should that not be done, and the Government 
gives orders regarding any complaint made in your jaghire, you will act accord¬ 
ingly in the settlement of the matter. Any decision of government regarding the 
administration of justice which may be made on investigation must be duly exe¬ 
cuted. If any obstruction should be offered, or should the country fall into great 
disorder, and robberies and other offences begin to be committed, the government 
will make such arrangements for the surinjamee lands as it may deem proper. 


MINlSr^ 
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You shall on no account entertain troops for the purpose of engaging in a contest 
with any person whatever. In the event of any cause of dispute arising, you 
must not resort yourself to extreme measures, but must refer the question to 
government for consideration ; it will then be impartially adjusted, and you must 
abide by the decision. 


Article 10. 

You shall hold no connexion nor correspondence with Bajee Rao or othei 
dowlutdars or suwasthans, as proclaimed by government, and shall afford aid 
to no disaffected person. This condition is hereby engaged for, and if infringed, 
the jaghire will not be continued. 


Article 11. 

If any offenders from your jaghire lands shall come into those of the Govern¬ 
ment, you will represent the affair, and they shall on enquiry be delivered up to 
you ; and should any offender against the Government or criminal" belonging to 
its territories, seek refuge in your country, he shall be apprehended and delivered 
up, and if pursued by the Government officers, you will afford every assistance in 
delivering up such offender. 

Article 12. 

The British Government will maintain your rank and diguity as it was main¬ 
tained under His Highness the Peishwa in former times. It will attend to any 
of your representations and will decide equitably upon them. 

The above 12 Articles are agreed to this 14th June 1820, Ramzan 5th Jestmas.

No. XVI. 

Treaty with Ragrojee Anuria of Colaba, June 1S22. 

Whereas, by the conquest of the territories of Bajee Rao, the late Peishwa. 
and the complete extinction of his power, the rights possessed by his government 
are now transferred to that of the Honourable East India Company ; and whereas 
it is desirable to fix with precision the future relations between the said Company 
and Raghojee Angria, the following Articles have been agreed upon : _ 


Article 1. 

The friendly relations which have long subsisted between the Honourablt 
East India Company and the Colaba State are hereby confirmed, and the British 
Government agrees to afford its protection to the Chieftain of Colaba against the 
attacks of any other State.

Article 2. 


Raghojee Angria, in consideration of such protection, engages, on his part- 
not to employ in his service any foreigner of any description whatever, whether 
European or American, not to allow such foreigner to reside within his dominions 
without the permission of the British Government; and in the event of any such 
person arriving within his dominions, to report the appearance of such person to 
the British Government; neither will lie enter into any treaty of alliance or com¬ 
merce with any of the Native States, but place his sole reliance on the protection 
and support of the British Government in the enjoyment of his rights. And for 
securing the objects of this stipulation, it is further agreed that no communication 
or correspondence shall he holden by the State of Colaba with any other Potentate 
or State without the previous knowledge and sanction of the Honourable Company’s 
government, but the Colaba State will-continue the usual correspondence with the 
Khan of Junjeera, Suclieo Punt, and other uxnuldars on the border of the Colaba 
districts, respecting disputes which arise in the mehals and dependencies. 


Article 3. 

The territories of the Colaba State being intermixed with those of the British 
Government, and it being desirable that the possessions of each should be concen¬ 
trated by exchanges to bo. made on fair and just principles, it is hereby agreed that 
such exchanges as may be necessary, with a view to the attainment of that object, 
shall be adjusted by Commissioners to be nominated for the purpose of settling 
the boundaries of the British Government and those of the principality of Colaba. 
And the British Government, reiving upon the fidelity of Raghojee Angria, and 
on the sincerity of his acknowledgment of the supremacy of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, hereby guarantees to him, and to his heirs and successors, on the conditions 
hereafter specified, the integrity of his dominions, the boundaries of which will 
be defined by Commissioners to be appointed in pursuance of the foregoing pro¬ 
vision. 

Article 4. 

The British Government relinquishes in favour of Raghojee Angria, hi 3 heirs 
and successors, nuzzur nuzzurana, as received or claimed by the late Peishwa and 
his successors, but reserves to itself entire supremacy over the Colaba State and 
the right of conferring investiture on the Chief of Colaba on any vacancy of the 
musnud. And the said Raghojee Angria hereby engages, in behalf of himself, 
his heirs and successors, to act generally in subordinate co-operation to the 
British Government. 

Article 5. 

The British courts of justice, laws and regulations, shall not be introduced into 
the principality of Colaba against the will of Raghojee Angria, his heirs and succes¬ 
sors ; but the British Government hereby requires and provides, and the Chieftain 
aforesaid in behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, hereby engages, for the 
continuance in possession of all persons actually holding enam and surinjam lands 
up to the present time, under the Sunnuds of the Peishwa or the Rajah of Satara. 
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Article 6. 

And whereas the said Ragliojee Angria has solicited [vide A) that the Honour¬ 
able Company would guarantee to Venaik Rao Pursram Dewanjee and his asso¬ 
ciates certain villages and lands, of the value of Rupees 15,001, as per annexed list 
(vide B), the whole have been assigned to him as a reward for his past sei vices, 
together with a debt due by the State of Colaba to the <aid Venaik Rao Pucsram 
Dewanjee (vide C, D, E), not exceeding'Rupees 2,28,287-3-1 8f> and that the said 
Dewanjee shall not unjustly be molested by the Colaba State. Whereas the 
Honourable Company’s government have undertaken the aforesaid guarantee to 
the said Venaik Rao Pursram Dewanjee, aud to his heirs and successors, together 
with certain other persons therein named, Ragliojee Angria hereby engages, in 
behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, to make due provision for the payment 
of such amount as may appear on investigation to be justly due to the said Venaik 
Rao Pursram Dewanjee ; and in failure thereof, he further agrees that the Com¬ 
pany shall be at liberty to interfere, when occasion renders it necessary, with a 
view to compel the said Ragliojee Angria to place the said debt in a train of 
liquidation, by allotting specific funds for that purpose ; but it is to be understood 
that on the discharge of the said debts, any funds which might be allotted to the 
payment thereof will revert to the said Ragliojee Angria, his heirs and successors, 
on their former footing. With respect to the abovementioned debt, such amount 
a3 may be ascertained to be justly due shall be paid. In case of any item in the 
account being objected to by either of the parties, as to its being of a greater or 
less amount, in the event of their not being able to come to an amicable piivate 
settlement between themselves, the Honourable Company’s government will, on 
investigation, decide on any such disputed point, and order the party whose claim 
may appear just to receive credit for such ascertained amount. And whereas 
certain rights, immunities, apd indulgences as to fields, salt, batty-fields, pal, etc., 
now held by the Dewanjee and his associates as mentioned in the annexed memo¬ 
randum (vide F), may be affected by the exchange of tetritories the said Company 
engages to continue them to the said Dewanjee and his associates, to be enjoyed 
on the same footing under the British Government, as before under' that of the 
Colaba State. 

Article 7. 

All balances shall be adjusted within a reasonable time, and engagement 
shall be takefc to that effect from all persons in arrear. In default of paymont the 
parties shall be given up. 

Article 8. 

All guns, stores, and other moveable property in the forts and places to fyo 
mutually exchanged, are to be removed by the parties relinquishing the same.

Article 9. ‘ , 

Ragliojee Angria hereby agrees, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, 
that in no case whatever shall any asylum be afforded within the limits of his 
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possessions to any public offenders, or to any persons desirous of escaping from the 
jurisdiction of the Company’s court of justice, or from the authority of the revenue 
officers, or of any other branch of the authority of the Honourable Company ; 
and he further agrees to deliver up all such persons without delay, on application 
from such officer or officers as the Governor in Council of Bombay shall appoint 
for the purpose. 

Article 10. 

Raghojee Angria doth hereby engage on his own part, and on the part of his 
heirs and successors, to prohibit the import and export, as well as the transit of 
opium, within any part of the territories of the Colaba State. 


Article 11. 

And whereas the British Government hath bound itself to protect Raghojee 
Angria, his heirs and successors, against the attacks of any other State and to 
secure to him the quiet possession of the territories dependent upon Colaba ; and 
whereas it is incumbent upon Raghojee Angria and his successors to make per¬ 
manent provision for the support of Manajec Angria, now residing on .the island 
of Bombay, on a stipend of Rupees 250 per mensem, allowed to him by the State 
of Colaba, the said Raghojee Angria hereby engages, on behalf of himself, his 
heirs and successors to continue payment of the said stipend of Rupees 250 per 
month to the British Government, as heretofore, for the purpose above stated 
whilst the said Manajee Angria shall conduct himself in a suitable manner towards 
the government of Colaba, as now established ; if any circumstances shall here¬ 
after give rise to complaints against the said Manajee Angria by the Colaba ad¬ 
ministration for the time being, the British Government reserves to itself the 
exclusive right of deciding upon the conduct of the said Manajee Angria, whilst 
he continues to reside within the British dominions, and also as to the propriety, 
or otherwise, of the continuance of his said stipend of Rupees 250. 

Article 12. 

Beyond the boundaries of the Colaba State, as to be fixed by the exchange 
of territory, there are several villages, umuls, lands, wuttuns, and places belonging 
to it, both above the ghats and below them, in turuff Nagota, talooka Soodhagur. 
These, whatever on enquiry they may appear to be, will after due deliberation, be 
continued as heretofore, a detailed Schedule of them being hereafter made out 
and annexed to this Treaty.

Translation of a letter from Raghojee Angrla, of Colaba, to the Right 
Honourable the Governor, dated the 12th Shawul 1234 of the Hegira, or 
4th August A.D. 1819. 

I beg to state that this government having concluded a settlement of the con¬ 
cerns of Venaick Pursram Dewanjee, addressed a letter to the Honourable 
Mountstuart Elphinstone at Poonah, bearing date the 27th Jemmadee-ool-Awul, 
for the satisfaction of the said Dewanjee, and a copy of the reply, dated the 14th 
Jemmadee-ool-Akhir (the 11th of April 1819), is transmitted to Yom\Excellency. 
It is therein suggested that I should not only make known to Your Excellency the 
amount of the debt, but also (my intention) that the Dewanjee should be secured 
against molestation from the State of Colaba, on which Your Excellency would 
set his mind at rest; and I have accordingly to request that the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s government will give him that assurance, both in regard to the amount of 
his debt, for which a Memorandum has been granted under my seal (mortab), 
as admitted on adjustment, and that no molestation shall be offered to him by the 
State of Colaba.

Translation of a Letter from the Honourable Mountstuart Elphinstone, 
to Ragoojee Angria, dated 11th April 1819, corresponding with the 14th 
Jemmadee-ool-Akhir. 

I have received your letter, dated the 27th Jemmadee-ool-Awul (4th April 
1818) noticing that Venaick Pursram, the Dewanjee, having, during the adminis¬ 
tration of the late Manajee Angria, been extremely useful, and having preserved 
the State of Colaba by maintaining the alliance with the Honourable Company, 
wheD Bajee Rao subsequently broke with the Honourable Company and commenced 
hostilities, certain allowances and enams had been granted to him, as well as to 
Bapoojee Bullal and others connected with him, by the government of Colaba, as 
detailed in a separate Memorandum, which were to be enjoyed by the respective 
parties and their heirs unmolested, even though the said Dewanjee should no longer 
act in the administration ; that his claims against the State should be satisfied 
VIII 2 E 
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according to what might appear to be justly due, and that he should be protected 
by it, whenever occasion might render such protection necessary; requesting 
at the same time, that the Honourable Company’s government satisfy him on 
these points. In consequence of this application, I have affixed my signature 
as a guarantee to the Memorandum of the enams and allowances granted to him 
and to his dependants, which was transmitted under your mortab (seal), amounting 
to Rupees 15,001 ; but as you have omitted to state the amount of the debt, and 
confined yourself to a declaration that protection would be extended to his con¬ 
cerns, I am unable, under such general expression, to satisfy him on this point. 
I therefore request that you will communicate the amount of your debt to the 
Right Honourable Sir Evan Nepean, Bart., who will not only satisfy him in this 
respect, but also that he will not be subjected to any unmerited harsh treatment 
from the State of Colaba.

Translation of a Memorandum of the bond fide debts contracted through the 
medium of Venaiok Pursram Dewan, Anno Soor Sun Ashreen-wu-Myatein- 
wu-Ulf, A.D. 1819-20. 

After examination the accounts show balance due by government from the 
commencement up to the 11th of Shabun, being the termination of the vear 
Tisa Usur, 12th Jestood 1741 (5th June 1819) to be Poona Chandore Rupees 
2,28,287-3-18f, which sum of Poona Chandore Rupees, as due to the abovenamed 
up to the end of the year Tisa Usur (5th June 1819), it is agreed to pay, with such 
interest as may become due, at the rate of one per cent, per month, together with 
a premium (munotee) of two per cent, per annum, payable at once. 

Dated Colaba, the 10th Shaioul, Anno Soor Sunnut Ashreen, in the month of 
Sliramn, 2nd August 1821.

Memorandum from Pursram Sreedhur at Aptey, year Ehidi-wu-Ashrcen-wu- 
Myatein-wu-Ulf. A.D. 1820-21. 

For many years I and my family have enjoyed privileges which were granted 
to us by Angria in the villages uhder Manickghur; when, therefore, an exchange 
of territory shall take place, I trust that on Angria’s inserting an Article providing 
for the continuance of my privileges, the Honourable Company will be pleased to 
cherish me and my family agreeably to what will remain to be given iu exchauge 
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1. I enjoy the vet begar (labour) and firfirmas (presents of fowls and fruits, 
etc.) of the village of Johy, turuff Humrapoor, in the Kurnala district, which belong 
to both States, viz .:— 

A. As the government karaj (hay and wood required for the fort and also the 
vet (labour), have been given to me, I take four weeks’ labour from each man 
annually. 

B. It is the custom to receive two fowls every year from each house. 

0. It is the custom to receive two pumpkins every year from each house. 

D. It is the custom to receive ten loads of sajhay from each person in order to 
thatch the house. 

E. For the Junum Ustamee in the month of Shravun, there may be about six 
or seven pots of buttermilk, and it is the ousto i to receive half a Rupee as the 
price of each pot. 

2. I enjoy a kowl (lease) and exemption concerning the nugde kharee (salt 
batty ground, whose rent is paid in money), and nugdi begah oathaulee (sweet 
batty fields, whose rent is paid in money), for their embankment. As I laid out 
expenses in embanking them, an indulgence has been allowed in the rent, and an 
exemption from house and buffalo tax. Vet begar (labour) and firfir nas (presents 
of fowls, fruits, etc.) have been granted to the people for keeping in order the salt 
batty ground and fields and gardens. 

3. We enjoy goora wareys (sheds for cattle) and pasturage lands. 


Schedule of the Exchange of Territory lately concluded between the British 
Government and Raghojee Angria, Chief of the State of Colaba, under 
the 3rd Article of the Treaty, 16th Auoust 1822. 

In the 3rd Article of the Treaty concluded between the British Government 
and Raghojee Angria, the Chief of Colaba, as ratified by the Governor-General 
on the 16th August 1822, and by the Chief on the 12th Ramzan Soor Sun Isuney 
Ishreen Myatein-wu-Ulf (3rd June 1822), it is stated that the territories of the 
Colaba State being intermixed with those of the British Government, and it being 
desirable that the possessions of each should be concentrated by exchanges to be 
made on fair and just principles, it is hereby agreed that such exchanges as may be 
necessary with a view to the attainment of that object shall be adjusted by Com¬ 
missioners to be nominated for the purpose of settling the boundaries of the British 
Government and those of the principality of Colaba ; and the British Govern uent 
relying upon the fidelity of Raghojee Angria and on the sincerity of his acknowledg¬ 
ment of the supremacy of the Honourable Company, hereby guarantees to hito 
and to his heirs and successors, on the condition hereafter specified, the integrity 
of his dominions, the boundaries of which will be defined by Commissioners to be 
appointed in pursuance of the foregoing provision; agreeably to which Commis¬ 
sioners having met, and having settled the following exchanges and adjustments

Articles of Agreement between the Honourable Company on the one part and 
His Highness the Rajah of Satara on the other regarding a cession, by His 
Highness, of certain lands and the village of Paur, on the Mahableshwur 
Hills in the District of Jaolee, in exchange for the village of Khundala 
in the District of YVaee, dated the 16th May 1829. 

Article 1. 

The Honourable Company’s Government considering it an object of great 
importance to establish a Convalescent Depot at Malcolm Petk, situated on the 
hills contiguous to, and south of, the village o? Mahableshwur in the District of 
Jaolee; and it being necessary that a tract of ground should be ceded for that 
purpose, both in reference to the expense which must be incurred by the British 
Government in forming such an establishment, as well as to induce others to make 
such outlays on account of buildings as will render the advantages arising from 
the climate generally accessible to all who may be desirous of availing themselves 
thereof ; and also for the more effectual control and government of the settlement.

Hia Highness the Rajah of Satara hereby makes over, in full sovereignty and in 
perpetuity to the Honourable Company, the lands adjoining the said Petti or mart 
called “ Malcolm Peth,” which are contained within the red line in the map or 
plan, and the measurement and bearings of which are particularized in the 
Schedule,* both of which docu uents are annexed to this agreement, and the latter 
of which is denominated a “ Statement of measurement of the boundary of the 
tract attached to Malcolm Peth and the Convalescent Station on the Mahablesh- 
wur ITills ”, the whole tract comprising a space of about 3 square miles, 10 square 
furlongs, the circumference thereof bemg about 15 miles. 


Article 2. 


His Highness further cedes, for the same purposes, and in order to preclude 
the likelihood of disputes and misunderstandings between His Highness’s officers 
and those of the Honourable Company, the Peth and lands of the village of Paur, 
with the exception of the Fort of Pertabghur and its established lands ; and also 
such part of the road leading from the boundary of the cession specified in the 
preceding Article to the top of the Paur Ghaut, as may not be within the limits ol 
the village of Paur, and a space of two hundred yards (English) on eacn side thereof. 


Article 3. 

For the better defining of the lands, as well as the line of two hundred yards 
on each side of the road (as specified in the 2nd Article) now ceded bv His Highness 
to the Honourable Company, landmarks will hereafter be put up with the mutual 
consent of the contracting parties. 

Article 4. 

In exchange for the above cessions, and in consideration of His Highness’s 
finishing the road now making to the Paur Ghaut, the Honourable Company 
hereby cedes in full sovereignty and in perpetuity to His Highness the Rajah of 
Satara, the village of Khundla situated at the bottom of the Ivamatkee Ghaut 
in the district of Waee, with all the lands, revenues, and rights of the Honourable 
Company in the same. 


Article 5. 

The Honourable Company engages to levy no duties on the sale or transit of 
commerce on the line of road or in the tract of the country now ceded, with the 
exception of the Bazar duties, which now are and have always been levied in the 
Peth or village of Paur, and His Highness agrees to remove from the top of the 
Paur Ghaut his station for collecting duties ; establishing the same ab such place

Treaty between the Honourable East India Company and His Highness 
Shreemun Maharaj Shahjee Rajey Chutterputtee of Satara, 
concluded at Satara, on the 4th September 1839, by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Ovans, Resident at Satara, on the part of the Honourable East India 
Company, and by Eswunt Rao Trim buck, on the part of Shahjee Rajey 
Chutterputtee, by virtue of full powers from their respective Governments. 

Article 1. 

All Articles of the Treaty of Satara, dated the 25th September 1819, which are 
not abrogated or modified by the present supplemental Treaty, are hereby con¬ 
firmed. 

Article 2. 

It is hereby explicitly declared that the Raja has no present or prospective title 
or claim to any territory situated beyond the boundaries of the Satara State, as 
the same are laid down in the Schedule, dated the 29th of March 1826, annexed 
to the aforesaid Treaty as follows: — 

“ The frontier extends from the Kistna and Wurna on the south, to the Neera 
and Beema on the north, and from the western ghauts or Syadree Hills on the west 
to the districts of Punderpore and Beejapore on the east 

Artiolk 3. 

In modification of Article 7 of the aforesaid Treaty, and to obviate future dis¬ 
putes, the jaghiredars herein named, viz . :— 

1. The Raja of Akulcote, I 4. The Duflay, 

2. Tiie Punt Suchoo, I 6. The Nina bulkar, 

a. The Punt Prithee Nidhoe, | 0. Sheik Meera Waeekur, 

are placed under the direct management and control of the British Government, 

their contingents and pecuniary payments on the scale fixed in the time of Captain 
Grant being reserved to the Raja. 
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Article 4. 

The Raja binds himself to pay, through the British Government from the 
Satara revenues, such annual allowance as may be considered proper by the British 
Government, for the maintenance and support of his brother, Maharajah Pertaub 
Sheeaw, the late Rajah and his family. 


This supplemental Treaty, consisting of four Articles, being this day the 
4th of September 1839, settled and concluded at Satara, to be binding and per¬ 
manent, when ratified by the Right Honourable Lord Auckland, Governor-General 
of India.

Appendix No. I. 

Order op the Political Agent, Nasik . 

Upon consideration of the various questions raised in the memorial of the 
Bhadarkar Branch of the Deshmukh family, and of the general condition of the 
Surgana State, Undersigned is of opinion that the following arrangements will 
be advantageous to all concerned— 

(1) That the opening balance of the year 1907-08 (less deposits) should bo set 
apart in the State treasury to meet unforeseen emergencies or the cost of adminis¬ 
trative improvements. It should be called the Reserve Fund, and should be drawn 
upon only for purposes approved by the Political Agent. 

(2) At the end of the year 1907-08 and every subsequent year, the closing 
balance should be credited in the accounts as follows:— 

8 annas to the Reserve Fund, 

5 annas to the ruling Deshmukh, 

3 annas to the head of the Bhadarkar family. 

(3) The two members of the family will have to provide for the expenses of 
marriages, etc., from their share of the yearly balance and will not be given grant 
for this purpose from the Reserve Fund. If the Political Agent sanctions a loan 
for any such purpose from the Reserve Fund, it will be repaid out of the Family 
share of the balance as defined in paragraph 2 above. 

(4) The sum of Rs. 6,000 ordered to be paid to Byramji Pestonji will be treated 
as a loan without interest from the Reserve Fund to the Deshmukh, and will be 
recouped by crediting to the Reserve Fund the Deshmukh’s share of future annual 
balances until the amount is paid off. 

(5) The Assistant Political Agent should endeavour to effect a settlement of the 
debts of the Bhadarkar family, for which purpose money may be advanced from 
the Reserve Fund, and recouped from the Bhadarkar’s share of tlie balance. 

(6) During the miuority of Anandrao Khanderao, no money should be expended 
out of the Bhadarkar’s share of the balance without the sanction of the Political 
Agent. 

(7) The monthly allowance of the Bhadarkar family should be increased to 
Rs. 150, provided Anandrao is sent to Nasik to be educated as befits his 
position, but not otherwise. 

(8) The Bhadarkars should be informed in answer to their petition that joint 
management of the State by the two branches of the family is out of the question 
and that it will be impossible for them to obtain employment in the State until 
they qualify themselves therefor by education : that there is no present mismanage- 
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ment or Irregularity in the keeping of accounts or in the payment of their allow 
ance : that Darbar presents at the Dasara are regularly credited to the State : 
that the Politicol Agent can see no injustice in the levy of assessment in Bhormal 
or in the fixing of a separate allowance for Visvasrao : and that their complaint 
as to moveable property cannot be considered unless specific instances are given. 
They should be furnished with a copy of this memorandum, and should be sent 
every month a copy of the statement of accounts that is forwarded by the Diwan 
to the Political Agent.

Treaties, Engagements and Sanads 

relating to 

Hyderabad. 


T HE fortunes of the present ruling family of Hyderabad were found¬ 
ed by Kamar-ud-din Asaf Jali, a distinguished soldier of ihe 
Emperor Aurangzeb, who in 1713 was appointed Nizain-ul-Mulk and 
kubadar of the Deccan, but eventually threw oh the control of the Delhi 
Court. Asaf Jah died in 1748, and was succeeded by his second son, 
Nasir Jang, in the absence of the eldest son, Ghazi-ud-din Khan, who 
'vas holding high office at the Court of Delhi, and acquiesced temporarily 
in Nasir Jang’s succession. The claims of Nasir Jang were disputed by 
Muzaffar Jang, his sister’s son, with the support of Dupleix, the Gover¬ 
nor of the French settlements, who saw in the establishment, through 
bis influence, of Muzaifar Jang as Subadar of the Deccan, and of Chanda 
^ahib, a claimant for the Nawabship of the Carnatic, means of securing 
tbe ascendancy of the French m India. The support which Muzaifar 
J atig received from the French was, in those times, of itself sufficient 
reason to induce the English to lend their aid to Nasir Jang. Muzaifar 
J ang fell into the hands of his uncle, by whom he was imprisoned; but 
in the following year, after the murder of Nasir Jang by Pathan rebels, 
be was released, and with the support of the French assumed the author¬ 
ity of vSubadar. Ghazi-ud-din Khan disputed this succession and allied 
biinseif with the Mahrattas to obtain the Subadarship. He died from tbe 
Hfeets of poison in 1751. After his accession Muzaifar Jang received 
into lug service a body of French troops under the command of Pussy, 
a nd assigned to the French large territories near Pondicherry, the pro- 
v inee of Karikal, and the town and district of Masulipatam. He was 
s °on afterwards killed in a mutiny of his troops. His only son being a 
u %or, Salabat Jang, the third son of Asaf Jah, was placed in power 
by the influence of the French, in gratitude for which Salabat Jang 
confirmed many of the privileges enjoyed by them, and assigned several 
districts m the northern Circars (Sarkara) for the pay and equipment of 
the French auxiliaries in his service.

who had been recalled h f "Tfr aid ° f his Erea <h auxiliaries, 
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The British Government undertook to furnish the Nizam on his requi¬ 
sition with two battalions of sepoys with guns, subject to the conditions 
that the Nizam would defray the cost of the force, and that it would not 
be employed against any person in alliance with the English. 

In consequence of the action of Basalat Jang in collecting French 
troops in Guntur, it became necessary in 1774 to call on the Nizam to 
order their removal. No results followed the Nizam’s orders. But in 
1779 Basalat Jang, threatened by Haidar Ali, crayed the protection of 
ihe English and agreed with the Madras Government (No. IT) to rent 
*o them the Guntur district: to dismiss the French troops: and to receive 
English troops adequate for the defence of the district. This engage- 
oient, which was concluded without reference to the Nizam, was consi¬ 
dered by him to be a breach of the treaty of 1768, and was disallowed 
hy the Government of India. The district of Guntur, which in the 
^Meantime had been transferred to the Nawab of the Carnatic on a ten 
years’ lease, was restored to the Nizam’s officers. 

In 1782 Basalat Jang died, and the Guntur Circar, which ought to 
hnve lapsed to the English, was retained by the Nizam’s officers. In 
1788 a Resident was sent to Hyderabad for the first time, the objects 
(, f his -mission being to demand restitution of the district and to adjust 
Ihe subsidy due to the Nizam, the payment of which had been allowed to 
Ihll into arrears. The demand for the restoration of Guntur was com¬ 
plied with (No. V) but the dispute regarding the arrears of subsidy could 
not be adjusted at Hyderabad. It was by mutual consent referred to the 
decisj on of the Governor General, and Mir Alam, also styled Mir Abul 
Kasim, was deputed by the Nizam to Calcutta to represent his interests, 
^fter allowing for the revenues, which had been irregularly collected 
10111 Guntur by the Nizam, the arrears due by the British Government 
''ere reduced to the sum of Rs. 9,16,665. The mission of Mir Abul 
a,s * m was productive in 1789 of a new Engagement (No. VI), explana- 
° r y °f the treaty of 1768. By this engagement, which was in the form 
II a 1 e tter from Lord Cornwallis, but was declared to be as binding on 
lp British Government as a regular treaty, it was explained that the 
" mds in the 6th article of the treaty of 1768, “ whenever the situation 
° ‘Blairs will allow of such a body of troops lo march into the Deccan,” 
‘Y° U ld be understood to mean that the force engaged for by that article 
.you 1<1 be granted whenever the Nizam should apply for it. provided that 
* should Not he employed against any power in alliance with the British 

Government. 

On the outbreak of the first war with Tipn Sultan, Lord Cornwallis 
''no needed in securing the co-operation of the Nizam by promising him 

1 1 participation in the advantages which might result from t 1 e war. 
A r P 1 

treaty 0 f offensive and defensive alliance (No. VIT) was concluded 
Ul< h him on the 4th July 1790. By this treaty, to which the Peshwa 
] nade a party, it was stipulated that the Nizam and the Peshwa 
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should invade Tipu s territories, and should furnish a contingent of 
10,000 horse to he paid for by the British Government; that an equal 
division should he made of the territories conquered ; that certain pale- 
frars (poly gars) and zamindars, who had formerly been dependent on the 
Xizam and the Peshwa, should he placed on their former footing; and 
that if, after the conclusion of peace, Tipu should attack any of the con¬ 
tracting parties, the others should join in punishing him. On the ter¬ 
mination of the war, territories yielding an annual revenue of 13,16,000 
pagodas were made over to the Nizam as his share of the conquests. 

After the conclusion of peace Lord Cornwallis transmitted to Hydera¬ 
bad and Poona proposals to reduce to a definite treaty the mutual guaran¬ 
tee against Tipu which had been stipulated for in the treaty of 1790. But 
owing to the delay and evasions of the Peshwa, whose designs against 
Tipu and the Nizam would h ave been frustrated hv the engagements pro¬ 
posed, the conclusion of the treaty was abandoned, although the Nizam 
had given his verbal consent to it. 


At this time the Mahrattas revived a claim against the Nizam for 
arrears of chauth, and threatened hostilities if it were not satisfied. The 
dizain applied to the British Government for aid, but Sir John Shore 
was precluded by the treaties with the Mahrattas from interfering further 
ihan as a mediator. The war which broke out in 1795 terminated in the 
convention of Kurdla, by which the Nizam was compelled to cede to the 
Mahrattas territories yielding a revenue of thirty-five lakhs of rupees; to 
pa\ three crores of rupees; and to give his minister, Azam-ul-TTmara, as 
a hostage for the fulfilment of these terms. Three-fourths of the terri¬ 
tory ceded by the Nizam was afterwards recovered during the dissensions 
which followed the death of Madho Bao Peshwa. 


Tlie resentment created in the mind of the Nizam hy the refusal of 
the British Government to aid him in his extremities, or to permit the 
subsidiary force to accompany him in the war, led him to entertain in 
his service a body of troops commanded by French officers, and to dismiss 
ilie British subsidiary force. Friendly relations with him were there- 
foK threatened with rupture; but before matters came to a crisis the 
ichellion of his son, Ali Jab, compelled him to beg that the subsidiary 
might be sent back. The return of the minister, Azam-ul-TTmara, 
bcona was also favourable fo British influence; and, as the threaten- 
' tiiude of Tipu made a closer connection with Hyderabad desirable, 
,l * 1 1 ^T°. T T1 I) was concluded on the 1st September 1798, by which 

• e subsidiary iorce was made permanent and raised to six battalions 
" 1 <os<ln "‘ fts. 24,17,100 a year; the Nizam’s French corps was 

,( di-.handed; and the British Government was to arbitrate between 
\ u 11 n d the Peshwa, or, in the event of the Peshwa not eonsent- 

h '~ tn •I'^genicnt, t 0 protect the Nizam from any unjust and un¬ 

reasonable demands of the Mahrattas. 



On the outbreak of the second war with Tipu in 1790, the subsidiary 
force and the Nizam’s army co-operated with the British troops, and after 
the fall of Sermgapatam the Nizam received by the partition treaty of 
Mysore (No. IX^districts yielding 6,07,332 pagodas. To these were sub¬ 
sequently added two-thirds of the territories which were offered to, but 
rejected by, the Peshwa. The jealousy with which the Mahrattas viewed 
the operations against Tipu, and the threatening attitude which they 
assumed, led the British Government again to strengthen their connec¬ 
tion with the Nizam, and a new Treaty (No. X) was concluded with him 
on the 12th October 1800, by which two battalions of infantry and one 
regiment of cavalry, with a due proportion of artillery, were added to the 
subsidiary force, while to secure the payment of the force the Nizam 
ceded most of the territories which he had acquired by the Treaty of 
Seringapatam of March 1792 and the Mysore Treaty of 1799 (Mysore 
Nos. YIII and IX), yielding about 18,13,188 pagodas. Certain other 
lands yielding about Us. 8,34.718 were also ceded by the Nizam in ex¬ 
change for the rest of these territories, with the additional object of 
securing a well-defined boundary. The treaty regulated the duties on 
which the subsidarv force was to be employed; secured the Nizam in the 
sovereignty of his dominions; prohibited his entering into political ne¬ 
gotiations with other States; and made the British Government the 
arbiter in his disputes with other powers. In consequence of the equi¬ 
vocal conduct of the Nizam in the first Mahratta war, and the refusal 
of his officers to receive the wounded in the battle of Assaye into the 
forts of Daulatabad and Dhnrur, an additional article was added on the 
9th January 1804 to the treaty of 1800, requiring the contracting parties 
to admit the troops of either party into their forts when called upon. 

In 1802 a Treaty (No. XI) was concluded with a view to check ex¬ 
cessive taxation levied by the Nizam’s officials. This treaty provided 
for the free transit of articles of commerce between British and Hydera¬ 
bad territories; abolished transit duties; limited import and export, or 
customs, duties to 5 per cent, ad valorem, to be collected once for all at 
fixed places. 

Nizam Ali died in 1803 and was succeeded by his son, Sikandar Tali, 
who went through the form of obtaining the confirmation of the Emperor 
of Delhi. On his accession all existing treaties with the British Govern¬ 
ment were confirmed (No. XII). At the close of the Mahratta war the 
Nizam received by the partition Treaty of Hyderabad (No. XIII), dated 
the 28th April 1804, the cession of the Deccan territories conquered from 
Scindia and Nagpur. 

Mir Alam, the Nizam’s able minister and a sincere friend of the 
British Government, died in 1808. The two principal competitors for 
(he vacant post, were Munir-ul-Mulk, son-in-law of Mir Alam, and Shums- 
ul-Umara, chief of the military party in the State. Lord Minto, whose 
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advice had been spontaneously sought bv the Nizam, recommended the 
appointment of the latter; hut the Nizam did not accept the advice and 
selected Munir-iil-Mulk in preference. As a condition of the appoint- 
lm nt of 1 u new minister, however, the Nizam required him to enter 
into an agreement that the affairs of the State should he conducted 
through the agency of one Chandu Tail, a custom which had prevailed 
since the death of Mir Abnl Kasim. The Nizam himself, whose sanity 
was doubted, lived a secluded life, and took no interest in the adminis¬ 
tration. Chandu Lai was a staunch supporter of British interests 
throughout the long, and not altogether friendly, rule of Sikandar Jah, 
ant undei him the reform of the military establishments was commenced, 
and a regular army disciplined by British officers was organised. Various 
views have been taken of Chandu Lai’s character. But, whatever may 
have been his faults he was the only person that could he found at 
\ derabad capable of carrying on the administration, and neither the 
A mm, himself nor successive Residents, who were not all well-disposed 
to Chandu Lai, could find a better man to fill his place. 

J he Nizam’s army proved of much service in the Pindari and Mahrntta 
"ais in LSI,, and after the overthrow of the Peshwa these services weie 
moginsed hy i| l( . Ireaty of the 12th December 1822 (No. XIV), whereby 
1 "" l,( ened a considerable accession of territorv; was released 
, , ; ulears of tribute which he owed to the Peshwa. and from all 
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On the succession of Nasir-ud-Daula, and at his request, the direct 
interference of British officers in the administration was discontinued, 
and he was assured that, provided the revenue settlements made by the 
British officers were maintained for the full period of their currency, the 
British Government would withdraw from all interference, and the Nizam 
would be absolute both in the selection and removal of his minister, and 
in all other matters of internal administration. The withdrawal of inter¬ 
ference was immediately followed by the return of disorder and misrule. 
Every department of the government became disorganised, and the credit 
of the State was so bad that bankers refused to grant loans. Chandu 
Lai, finding himself unable to cope with the financial embarrassments, 
resigned the office of minister on the 6th September 1843. His long and 
distinguished services to the Hyderabad State were highly praised by 
Lord Ellenborough. 

For some months the Nizam endeavoured to carry on the administra¬ 
tion himself; but at length, with the approval of the British Government, 
he appointed as his minister Siraj-ul-Mulk, son of the former minister 
Munir-ul-Mulk. In the meantime the pay of the contingent had fallen 
greatly into arrears and advances had to be made from tlie British treas¬ 
ury. By the 12th article of the treaty of 1800 (No. X) the Nizam had 
agreed in time of war to furnish 6,000 infantry and 9,000 cavalry to co¬ 
operate with the British army, and to use every effort to bring the whole 
force of his dominions into the field as speedily as possible. The Nizam’s 
troops had proved very inefficient in the first Maliratta war, and after the 
conclusion of the campaign various schemes were from time to time pro¬ 
posed for their reform, but with little success. At length in 1813 one of 
the corps at Hyderabad mutinied, and in its place Chandu Lai raised 
two battalions, which were armed, clothed, and equipped like the Com¬ 
pany’s troops. 

It soon became necessary to make advances from the British treasury 
for the payment of this contingent force of reformed troops; and in 1843 
the Nizam was distinctly informed that, in the event of application for 
further advances, a territorial security for the payment of the debt would 
he demanded. No efforts, however, were made to pay off the debt on 
account of the contingent either by Siraj-ul-Mulk or by liis successors in 
office, Amjad-ul-Mulk and Shams-ul-TJmara, who were appointed in 1848 
and 1849 respectively, with the approval of the British Government. 
In 1.849 a requisition was made for the payment of the debt by the 31st 
December 1850. No steps were taken for payment, and in 1851 a ter¬ 
ritorial cession was demanded to liquidate the debt, which then amounted 
to upwards of Bs. 78,00,000. A payment of 11s. 40,00,000 was at once 
made, and the appropriation of the revenues of certain districts was pro¬ 
mised to meet the remainder. The demand for a territorial cession was 
therefore withdrawn; but no real improvement followed. The lteside/d 
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was obliged to make further advances for the payment of the contingent, 
and in 1853 the debt had again risen to upwards of Its. 45,00,000. 

Some new T arrangement was therefore absolutely necessary. Accord¬ 
ingly in 1853, a fresh Treaty (No. NVI) was concluded with the Nizam. 
This confirmed all former treaties and agreements between the two Gov¬ 
ernments then in force, but by it the British Government agreed to 
. maintain, in addition to the subsidiary forces, an auxiliary force, called 
the Hyderabad Contingent, of not less than 5,000 infantry, 2,000 cavalry, 
and four field batteries of artillery 7 . In order to provide for the payment 
of this force, and for certain pensions and the interest on the debt, the 
Nizam assigned in trust districts in Berar, Dharaseo and the Raichur 
Doab, which were estimated to yield a gross revenue of fifty lakhs of 
\ rupees. It was also agreed that accounts should be annually rendered to 
l the Nizam, and that any surplus revenue which might accrue should be 
paid to him. By this treaty the services of the subsidiary force and the 
contingent were to be at the disposal of the British Government in time 
of war, and the Nizam was relieved of any further obligation in this 
respect. The contingent ceased to be part of the Nizam’s army, and 
became an auxiliary force kept up by the British Government for the 
Nizam’s use. 

Nasir-ud-Daula died in 1857, and was succeeded by his eldest son, 
Afzal-ud-Daula. During the mutiny of 1857 the maintenance of order 
at Hyderabad was important for the success of the military operations 
in the Deccan and Central India. The hopes of the disaffected were 
excited by the succession of a new Chief, and on the 17th July 1857 an 
attack was made on the Residency, but was repulsed. The efforts of the 
Resident to preserve order were ably seconded by the Nizam’s Minister, 
Salar Jang, a nephew of Siraj-ul-Mulk, who had been appointed, with 
the approval of the British Government, on his uncle’s death in 1853. 

The provisions of the treaty of 1853 (No. XVI), which required the 
submission of annual accounts of the Assigned Districts to the Nizam, 
were productive of inconvenience and embarrassing discussions. Diffi¬ 
culties had also arisen regarding the levy of the 5 per cent, duty on 
goods under the commercial treaty of 1802 (No. XI). To remove these 
difficulties, and at the same time to reward the Nizam for his services in 
1857. a new Treaty (No. XVIT) was concluded in December 1860. By 
this the debt of fifty lakhs due by the Nizam was cancelled; the territory 
of SLorapur, which had been confiscated for the rebellion of the Baja, 
was ceded to the Nizam; and the districts of Dharaseo and the Raichur 
Doab were restored to him. On the other hand, the Nizam ceded certain 
districts on the left hank of the Godavari; freed the traffic on that river 
from all duties; and agreed that the remaining assigned districts in 
Berar should he held in trust by the British Government for the pur¬ 
pose- specified in Hie treaty of IH53; but that no demand for accounts of 
the receipt - or expenditure of the districts should be made. Appliea- 
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tions for the restoration of the Hyderabad Assigned Districts were made 
on more than one occasion, but for a long time the British Government 
declined to make any essential alteration in the arrangements provided 
lor by the treaties of 1853 and 1860. TJnder British administration the 
revenue of Berar greatly increased; and a large surplus was paid over 
to the Hyderabad State under the treaty provisions up to the time of 
their revision in 1902. 

The treaty of 1860 does not affect the customs duties levied on goods 
imported to, or exported from, the Nizam’s territories, the limit of which 
remains as before at 5 per cent, ad valorem. In 1864 the Minister drew 
up, in consultation with the Resident, rules to regulate the collection 
in Hyderabad territory of the customs duties admissible under the treaty 
of 1802 (No. XI). The schedules attached to the rules contained a list 
of articles which were to be taxed by weight at certain fixed rates repre- 
renting approximately 5 per cent, ad valorem , and liable to increase oi 
reduction from time to time. The rules were approved by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 


In August 1860 the Nizam agreed (No. XVIII) to cede the land re¬ 
quired for railway purposes in the Raichur Doab. 

In 1861 the Nizam issued a Sanad (No. XIX) declaratory of the Resi¬ 
dent’s authority to inquire into and punish offences committed by Euro¬ 
peans and others in the Hyderabad territory. 

Owing to a disagreement the Nizam resolved in 1861 to remove Salar 
Jang from office, notwithstanding the remonstrances of the Resident. 
But the British Government refused to countenance the measure, and 
Salar Jang was maintained in office. Differences again arose between 
Oie Nizanf and his minister in 1867, but w'ere eventually arranged, and 
Salar Jang continued to hold the office of which he had felt com¬ 
pelled to tender his resignation. The opportunity was taken to impress 
upon the Nizam the advisability of giving his entire confidence to a 
minister who had ruled the State with so much ability, and to point out 
the serious consequences which a relapse into misrule would entail on 
f he Hyderabad State. 

The Nizam received in 1862 a Sanad (No. XX) guaranteeing that any 
Accession to his State, which might be in accordance with Muhammadan 
law and the customs of his family, would be recognised. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Hyderabad State was granted a permanent salute 
nf 21 guns. 

In 1867 an Extradition Treaty (No. XXI) was concluded between the 
British Government and the Nizam. In this treaty the two Govern¬ 
ments agreed to act upon a system of strict reciprocity in surrendering 
Persons charged with any of the offences mentioned in article 4, provided 
that in each case the accused was a subject of the Government making 
fhe requisition for his surrender; that the offence had been committed

within the territory belonging to, or administered by, such Government; 
and that the application for surrender of the accused person was duly 
made and supported by such evidence of his criminality as, according to 
the laws of the country in which lie was found, would justify his arrest 
and sustain the charge if the offence had been committed there. The 
procedure prescribed by this treaty for the extradition of offenders from 
British India to the Hyderabad State was less simple and effective than 
that prescribed by the iaw relating to the extradition of offenders in force 
in British India. The treaty was therefore subsequently modified by a 
supplementary Agreement made with the Nizam on the 21st July 1887 
(No. XXXI), which provides that the treaty shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition of' offenders from British India to the Hyderabad 
State; but that the procedure prescribed by the law for the extradition 
of offenders for the time being in force in British India shall be followed 
in every such case. 


Ihe Nizam Afzal-ud-Daula died after a short illness on the 26th 
February 1869. His only son, Mir Mahbub Ali Khan, then not three 
years of age, was placed on the masnad by the British Resident, and the 
joint administration of affairs during the young Nizam’s minority was 
entrusted to Sir Salar Jang and Nawab siiams-ul-Umara. The educa¬ 
tion of the young Nizam was an object of much solicitude to the British 
Government, and a guarantee was obtained from the ministers that when 
the proper time arrived an English gentleman should be entrusted with 
the duty of superintending it. In 1874 Captain John Clerk was appoint¬ 
ed for the purpose, and he continued in the post until the year 1876, 
when lie was succeeded by his brother, Captain Claude Clerk, whose 
employment came to an end in June 1887. 


In 1870 an Agreement (No. XNII) was concluded between the British 
Government- and the Nizam, providing for the construction of a railway 
to connect Hyderabad with the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. The 
mam points of the agreement were that the Hyderabad State, with the 
aid of shareholders, should provide the capital necessary for the construc- 
Cuni, maintenance and working of the railway, including provision of 
lain!. pa\inent °f compensation, and cost off survey; and that the British 
Gmemmenl should construct and manage the railway on behalf of the 
Nh.nii, who should receive all profits derived from the working.

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Bv tlie treaty of tlie 2nd December 1871 (sec Gwalior, Yol. V) Sciu- 
dia ceded to tlie British Government his rights and interests of every 
description in certain ancestral villages which he possessed within the 
territories of the Nizam. As it was desirable to transfer the rights and 
interests which the British Government had thus acquired in these vil¬ 
lages to the Hyderabad State, a Memorandum of Agreement (No. XXTY) 
was signed on the 13tli August 1S72, by which the villages in question 
were ceded to the Nizam, who in return ceded to the British Government 
in full sovereignty certain villages in I he Bombay Presidency. 

In 1875 the Nizam’s Government undertook to prohibit the. export of 
Hyderabad produced salt into British territory (No. XXY). 

A Postal Agreement (No. XXYI) was executed by the Nizam’s Gov¬ 
ernment in August 1882, making provision for tlie interchange, under 
certain conditions, of mails between the British and Nizam’s post offices. 

A proposal that the Nizam should visit England in the year 1883 fell 
through, owing to the death of Sir Salar Jang on the 8th February 1883. 
During the year that had si ill to elapse before Mir Malibub Ali Khan 
came of age, the administration was entrusted to the Peslikar, Maharaja 
Narindar Parshad, and Mir Laik Ali, the elder son of Sir Salar Jang, 
who were entitled respectively Senior and Junior Administrators. There 
was also a Council of Regency composed of the Peslikar and the Nawabs 
Khurshid Jah and Bashir-ud-Daula. The Nizam presided over the Coun- 
C1 1, and Mir Laik Ali, who assumed his father’s title of Salar Jang, 
acted as its Secretary, but they had no votes. 

In order to protect the interests of the British and the Nizam’s Gov¬ 
ernments in the matter of the opium revenue, an Agreement (No. 
XXVII) was executed on the 29th October 1883, prohibiting the culti¬ 
vation of poppy and the manufacture of opium in the Nizam’s territory, 
un, l regulating the import, export, transport, possession and sale of the 
drug. It also provided that any alterations made in the opium rules of 
the Nizam’s Government should be communicated to the Resident, and 
fhat the Opium Agent at Indore should issue passes for opium required 
V the Nizam’s Government, and levy on behalf of the latter a pass duty 

a rate of not less than Rs. 000 per chest of 140 lbs. of opium consigned 
b» the Hyderabad territory, the duty being remitted to the Nizam’s 
Minister through the Resident at Hyderabad. The pass duty has, how- 
ev er, been levied ever since at the rate of Rs. 700 per chest. This ar¬ 
rangement considerably increased the opium revenue of the Hyderabad 
State, which in .1880 was estimated at Rs. 09,002, while the amount of 
Pass duty alone levied and paid to the Minister in 1889 was Rs. 2,57.2 )0. 

With the consent of the Government of India the Nizam’s Govern¬ 
ment entered into an Agreement (No. XXYI 11) on the 27th December 
1883 with the N Dam's Guaranteed State Railways Company, by which 
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the Company purchased, oil certain conditions, the railway line from 
Wadi to Secunderabad, and undertook to construct new lines from Secun¬ 
derabad to AV arangal, thence to Bezwada, and also in a northerly direc¬ 
tion. In connection with the transfer of the railway to the Company, 
an Agreement (No. XNIX) was made between the Nizam’s Government 
and the Government of India on the 30th April 1885, with the object of 
securing the due fulfilment by the Railway Company of certain obliga¬ 
tions affecting rights reserved to the Government of India. 

On the 5th February 1884 Mir Mahbub Ali Khan came of age, and 
was invested with full powers of administration by, the Viceroy, the Mar¬ 
quis of Ripon. V ith the concurrence of the Government of India, he 
appointed Salar Jang II to be Minister. 

In October 1886 the Nizam’s Government consented to the applica¬ 
tion of the Indian Telegraph Act XIII of 1885 and the rules framed 
thereunder to all telegraph lines in the Hyderabad State, and an order 
on the subject was issued in 1887 in the Jarida or State Gazette (No. 
XXX). V 


On the 7th January 1886 an Agreement was executed by the Nizam’s 
Government, by which certain mining rights in Hyderabad territory 
were assigned to concessionaires, who undertook to form a company for 
the piupose of carrying out mining operations. Certain transactions 
connected with the formation of the mining company, called the Hydera¬ 
bad (Deccan) Company, Limited, subsequently became the subject of 
controversy, and a further Agreement was executed on the 2nd January 
1 JO between the Nizam’s Government, the Hyderabad (Deccan) Com- 
W.«d or iginal concessionaires. By a clause in this agreement 
e i izam absolutely reserved and maintained all his rights and claims 
against Abdul Flak (Sardar Diler Jang), who was Home Secretary to the 
i izam s Government, and the latter’s interests or shares in the Com- 
p tM ? . Subsequently, in 1894, an Agreement was come to between the

* 1 ~ 1 ei aii Agreement was .signed between the Nizam’s 
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Government and the Hyderabad (Deccan) Company, by which a reduc¬ 
tion was effected in the rate of royalty on coal payable by that Company 
to the Nizam’s Government under the Singareni Coal Field Lease dated 
the 12th September 1893. Besides the Wondalli (Deccan) Gold Mines, 
Limited, and the Hutti (Nizam’s) Gold Mines, Limited, the Topuldodi 
(Nizam’s) Gold Mines, Limited, also received, with the approval of the 
Government of India, an assignment of a portion, known as the Topuldodi 
Block, of the Raicliur Doab Gold Field. On the 30th January 1907 a 
Deed of Covenant was executed by the Nizam’s Government and the 
Topuldodi (Nizam’s) Gold Mines, Limited, in respect of the Topuldodi 
block. In 1907 the Wondalli block of the Raichur Doab Gold Field 
was, with the approval of the Government of India, transferred to the 
Topuldodi (Nizam’s) Gold Mines, Limited, on condition that the Won¬ 
dalli mine would not be included in the Topuldodi block. A Deed of 
Covenant was executed on the 26th February 1908 by the Nizam s 
Government and the Topuldodi (Nizam’s) Gold Mines, Limited, in res¬ 
pect of the Wondalli Mine. 

On the 23rd October 1905 Messrs. Parry and Company of Madras were, 
with the sanction of the Government of India, granted a Prospecting 
License over the whole of the Nizam’s dominions, excluding the areas 
allotted to the Hyderabad (Deccan) Company. Messrs. Parry and Com¬ 
pany held this concession for 5 years and eventually surrendered the 
license to the Nizam’s Government. 


In 1909, with the approval of the Government of India, the Topul¬ 
dodi and Wondalli blocks were transferred to the Hutti (Nizam’s) Gold 
Mines, Limited, and on the 23rd June 1909 two Deeds of Covenant were 
executed between the Nizam’s Government and the Hutti (Nizam’s) Gold 
Mines, Limited,—one in respect of the Wondalli Block and the other in 
respect of the Topuldodi block. 

The Hutti (Nizam’s) Gold Mines, Limited, ceased operations in 1920 
and surrendered the areas held by them to the Nizam’s Government on 
the 11th June 1920. 


On the 6th December 1917, the Nizam’s Government granted a Pros¬ 
pecting License for a period of 3 years to Messrs. Muhammad Yusuf 
Jumma Sait and Ghulam Habib Khan, Hyderabad State subjects, over 
an area of about 2,000 square miles in the Warangal District. In March 
1920, with the approval of the Government of India, the license was 
transferred to the South India Coal Company, Limited, the Directors of 
which were British subjects. 

Certain applications for leases made by the Hyderabad (Deccan) 
Company under the Agreement of 7th January 1886, formed (he subject 
of arbitration in London. The award was given on the 22nd November 
1907, as a result of which the Nizam’s Government permitted the Com . 
pany in April 1908 to start operations on the Sasti and Paoni Coal Mines. 
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In 1921; a Supplemental Agreement dated the lltli June 1921 was 
signed between the Nizam s Government and the Company, under which 
the latter, while given exclusive rights of prospecting and testing for 
metallurgical minerals and mineral oils, etc., in certain specified areas 
(nineteen in number) up to the 30th June 1924, were put to tlie necessity 
of notifying the Nizam’s Government by the 30tli June 1925 of such 
area or areas from among* the 19 areas specified as might have been selected 
by them for operations thereon; after which all rights of the Company 
under the Concession of the 7th January 1886, or the new Agreement, were 
to lapse as regards any area which was not then comprised in either one 
or other of the existing leases of the Singareni Coal Field and the 
ltaiehur .Doab Gold hield, or in such of the areas as might have been 
notified to the Nizam’s Government by the Company under the terms 
of the new Agreement. 


In November 1920 the Hyderabad (Deccan) Company, Ltd., which 
is incorporated in England, sold the Singareni Collieries and its righl, 
under the Concession dated the 7th January 1886, to a lease of % lie 
Kothagudium Coal fields, to a new Indian Company called the Singareni 
Collieries Company, Ltd., which is registered in Hyderabad (Deccan). 
A Deed oi Covenant, the terms of which were approved by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, was entered into by Ilis Exalted Highness the Nizam’s 
Government and the Singareni Collieries Company, Ltd. 

On the 22nd November 1923 the Nizam’s Government, with the ap¬ 
proval of the Government of India, granted a three years Prospecting 
License to Sir 1 azulbboy Currimbhoy of Bombay for coal and iron over 
the districts of Asafabad, Karimnagar and Warangal. This was to be ex¬ 
tended to 5 years in the event of the working during the first three years 
being found satisfactory. 

In March 1924, the Government of India ruled that, as the main fea-

Sular Jang 11 resigned in April 1887, and in July the Nizam, with 
ihe tom uueiH.e of the Government of India, appointed Xawab Bashir- 
ud-Daula as Minister. During the interval between April and July 
]8^i the business of the State was conducted by the Nizam himself with 
the bel|> "1 hulonel (... H. 1. Marshall, of the Punjab Commission. 
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Salar Jang* II (lied on the 7th July 1889, leaving a son, Mir Yusuf 
Ali Khan, who holds the title of Nawab Salar Jang. Nawab Munii- 
ul-Mulk, the second and only surviving son of Salar Jang I, died without 
issue on the 2Gth January 1S90. 

Sir Asman Jah (Nawab Basilir-ud-Daula) was relieved of his duties 
as Minister on the 15th November 1898 and died on the 16th July 1896. 
He was succeeded by Nawab Vikar-ul-Umra Ikbal-ud-Daula, who held 
office until August 1901 and died in 1902. lie was succeeded by 
Maharaja Peshkar Kishen Pershad. The Nizam took the opportuniiy 
°±‘ this change of Ministers to ask for the assistance of a Financial Adviser 
to assist in the reform of the State finances, which for some time had 
teen in an unsatisfactory condition: and this request was granted by the 
Government of India, who deputed an officer for the purpose. 

In August 1887, when the Russian policy appeared to be one of steady 
advance towards India, the Nizam offered a contribution of Its. 20,00,000 


annually for three years for the purpose of Indian frontier defences, as 
a public expression of loyalty against foreign aggression. This offer 
being followed by many others from various Chiefs, practically formed 
tbe seed from which sprang the idea of the Imperial Service Troops; and 
in November 1892, after the scheme had been matured, the Nizam issued 
0l 'ders for the selection and equipment of 800 cavalry from his existing 
bu-ces with a view to their being trained for Imperial Service. In 
December 1900 an Agreement (No. XXXIII) was made with the Nizam 
^ 01 ‘ the effective control and discipline of the Imperial Service Troops 
Maintained by the State when serving beyond its frontier, and in 1902 
tw ° regiments of Imperial Service Cavalry were organised. 

On the 16th March 1897, with the consent of the Government of India, 
10 Nizam’s Government entered^ into an Agreement (No. XXXII) with 
Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways Company, Limited, by which 
16 °orapany was to construct, on certain conditions, a railway from 
_ yderabad to Manmad Junction, called (lie Ilyderabad-Godavari Valley 
brie. 


fa connection with this agreement the Government of India conveyed 
j leir approval to a formal agreement between the Railway Company and 
le Nizam’s Government, whereby the Nizam’s Government were releas- 
from the obligation imposed by the Agreement of 1883 (No. XXY Ill : 
b-> make the Chanda line. This, it was to be understood, left the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, the Government of the Nizam, and the Railway Com- 
! Ulu y as free in the matter of making or not making the Chanda line as 
b the agreement of 1883 had never been made. Subsequently, in 1905, 
w hen tlie question of the construction of a line from Warora to Warangal 
Chanda arose, it was decided that clause 45 of the Agreement of 
bS83 still gave the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways Company, 
limited, the right to make and construct the portion of the line lying 
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within the Nizam s dominions, but that this right did not extend to the 
section which fell within the Berars. This line (Kazipet-Belharshah) 
was completed in 1928. 


Full jurisdiction has been ceded (No. XXXIV) 1 by the Nizam to the 
British Government over the lands in Hyderabad territory which are 
occupied or may hereafter be occupied by the Nizam’s Guaranteed State 
Railways (including the Hyderabad-Godavari Valley and the Purna- 
Hingoli Branch), the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, the Dhond- 
Manmad Railway, the Barsi Light Railway, the Madras Railway (now 
ihe Madras and Southern Mahratta), the Southern Mahratta Railway 
(now the Madras and Southern Mahratta) and the Secunderabad-Gadwal 
Railway, including lands taken up for stations, outbuildings and for any 
other railway purposes. 


An Agreement (No. XXXVI) dated the 21st April 1909, was exe¬ 
cuted between the Nizam’s Government and the Barsi Light Railway 
Company, Limited, for the extension of the Barsi Light Railway from 
I. adwala in British territory to Latur in Hyderabad State territory, the 
Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways Company waiving, in favour of the 
Barsi Light Railway Company, its preferential right to construct and 
work the section of the line within the Nizam’s Dominions, by a supple¬ 
mentary Agreement (No. XXXVII) with that Companv, dated the 4th 
May 1909. 


An Agreement (No. XXXVIII) dated the 1st March 1910 was exe¬ 
cuted between the Nizam’s Government and the Nizam’s Guaranteed 
Stale Railways Company, Limited, for the working of the Purna-Hin- 
goli Branch Railway, and this agreement was revised, having effect from 
1st April 1917 and executed on the 1st March 1920. (No. XL). 

In 1899 Mir Mahbub Ali Khan fixed his civil list at fifty lakhs of 
H. S. Rupees per annum. 

In Tune 1902 the Government of India gave their consent to an 
arrangement made between the Bombay and Hyderabad Governments for 
ihe equal division of the net yearly income received from the ferry across 
the Godavari river, near the village of Kaigaon in the Aurangabad dis¬ 
trict. 


On the oth November 1902 an Agreement (No. XXXV) was executed 
h\ the Nizam s Government by which the Hyderabad Assigned Districts 
vt ic leased to the British Government in perpetuity, in consideration of 
Uie payment. 0> the Nizam by the British Government of a fixed and 
peipetual rental of Rs, 25 lakhs per annum, the Nizam’s sovereignty 
being lecognised hy hoisting his flag and firing a salute annually on his 
birthday. By this agreement, which was approved and confirmed by the 
Gwenior-Geneiwl in Council on tlm Kith I'Wn.l»er 1002, the British 
Government, while retaining the full and exclusive jurisdiction and 
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authority in the Hyderabad Assigned Districts, which they enjoy under 
the treaties of 1853 and 1860, were empowered, notwithstanding anything 
to the contrary contained in those treaties, to administer the Hyderabad 
Assigned Districts in such manner as they may deem desirable, and to 
redistribute, reduce, organise, and control the forces composing 'the 
Hyderabad Contingent, due provision being made, as stipulated by 
Article III of the treaty of 1853, for the protection of the Nizam’s 
dominions. 


The administration of Berar lias been entrusted to the Governor of 
the Central Provinces, and the Hyderabad Contingent has ceased to exist, 
the artillery having been disbanded and the cavalry and infantry ab¬ 
sorbed in the regular army. Mir Mahbub Ali Khan, when consenting 
to the agreement, pledged himself to reduce his irregular forces to 12,000. 
This reduction has been effected. The above agreement did not affect 
the provisions of Article VI of the treaty of 1860 in regard to the pay¬ 
ment of the chouth allowances and pensions. It was further stipulated 
that, should the number of stations occupied by the Hyderabad Contin¬ 
gent be reduced at any time, the lands hitherto occupied by the troops 
111 the abandoned stations, and all free ramnahs therein, should revert to 
the Nizam, subject to the reservation of all private rights in such lands. 

In 1903 an arrangement was made between the Hyderabad State and 
the States of Banganapalle, Cochin, Pudukkottai, Sandur and Travancore 
for the mutual waiving of claims on account of expenditure incurred in 
oonnectiou with the subsistence and transit of accused persons and of 
cattle surrendered by one State to another. 

On the 15th August 1904 the Hyderabad Branch of the Thagi and 
Oakaiti Department was transferred to the Nizam’s Government for in¬ 
corporation with the State Police, the Government of India reserving 
the right of reverting to existing arrangements if the result of the change 
should, after due trial, prove unsatisfactory. The appointment of the 
Deputy Director General of Police, G.T .D., has since been held by British 
Officers whose services have been lent for the purpose.

He was succeeded by Nawab 
Wali-ud-Daula who held office until November 1925, when he was suc¬ 
ceeded by Maharaja Peshkar Sir Kishen Persliad Bahadur. 

In 1912 the Godaveri boundary dispute, which formed the subject of 
arbitration between the Madras and the Nizam's Governments, was set¬ 
tled. By the decision of the Court of Arbitration, the middle line of the 
deep stream of the Godaveri was fixed as the political boundary between 
the Madras Presidency and the Hyderabad State, subject to the then 
existing settlements which were to remain undisturbed. 

The dispute between the Government of Madras and the Nizam’s Gov¬ 
ernment regarding the allocation of the waters of the Tungabliadra river 
at certain places and in regard to the Muniyeru river was settled in 1915 
at a conference between the representatives of the Madras Government 
and of the Hyderabad State. 

During the Great War the 1st Hyderabad Imperial Service Lancers 
left Hyderabad for service overseas in September 1914 and returned to 
Hyderabad in April 1920. 

The Nizam’s Government contributed Ps. 1,53,00,000 towards the 
maintenance on active service from September 1914 to December 1918 
of one regiment of the Hyderabad Imperial Service Lancers and the 
20tli Deccan Horse (now styled the 9th Poyal Deccan Horse), an old 
Hyderabad Contingent regiment. The State also subscribed Ps. 
1,04,00,000 to the War Loans, and gave valuable assistance to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India during the war. The Nizam subscribed Ps. 6,39,000 
to various relief funds, in addition to donations to His Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment and to objects in England connected with the war amounting to 

£225,800. 


The recent change in tlie designation of the Imperial Service Troops 
111 other parts of India does not apply in the case of the Hyderabad 
Imperial Service Lancers who still retain their original designation at 
the wish of the present Nizam, Mir Usman Ali Khan. 

On the 1st January 1918 the Nizam was granted the special title of 
His Exalted Highness as a hereditary distinction : and, in a letter dated 
the 24th January 1918, the King-Emperor was pleased to confirm to him 
formally the honourable title of Faithful Ally of the British Government. 


In October 1923 the Nizam submitted a memorandum re-opening the 
question of the retrocession of the Berars and a long correspondence with 
the Government of India followed, with the result that the claim was 
finally disallowed in March 1926. The correspondence was published in 
the Gazette of Indio. 

In 1927 the Nizam ceded (No. XU) to the British Government full 
jurisdiction over the lands in the State which were, or might thereafter 
be, occupied by the Kazipett-Belarshah and GudVal-Kurnool Pailways. 
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Exclusive of tlie Imperial Service Cavalry, 1,088 in number, the regu¬ 
lar combatant military forces of tlie Hyderabad State consist (1920) 
of 951 Cavalry, 4,446 Infantry, 335 Artillery men with 14 serviceable 
guns of obsolete pattern. In addition, there are 11,214 irregular com¬ 
batant troops of all kinds with T unserviceable guns and 13,836 armed 
police. Besides these there are considerable numbers of irregulars 
belonging to the Nizam’s Crown Estates and to the Paigah nobles of the 
Shams- ul -IJ m a ra f am ily. 

The area of the Nizam’s Dominions, exclusive of the Assigned Dis¬ 
tricts, is 82,698 square miles, and the population, as ascertained at the 
Census of 1921, is 12,471,770. The State Revenue, excluding the private 
estates of the Nizam (Sarf-i-Klias) and his Nobles and Jagirdars, amounts 
to about six and a half crores of rupees. 

The Raja of Gadwal is a feudatory of the Nizam and pays an annual 
tribute of Rs. 1,15,000. The late Chief, Raja Sitaram Bhopal Balwant, 
died on the 12th May 1924, leaving a widow and two minor daughters. 
Under the Nizam’s orders, the Samasthan was placexl under the Hydera¬ 
bad Court of Wards. On the 19th February 1928 the Nizam issued a 
farman recognising Rani Adi Lakshmi Devamma, widow of Raja 
Sitaram Bhopal Bui want, as the heir and successor of the Gadwal 
Samasthan, and directing the Samasthan to be handed over to her subject 
to certain conditions which will be reconsidered after five years. The 
Samasthan was made over to her on the 4th April 1928. The Rani was 
also to be permitted to adopt as her heir one of the sons of her daughters, 
or a relative. The Rani’s eldest daughter is the wife of the Raja of 
Domakonda's eldest son, and a son was born to her on the 21st May 1928.

A corY of BEQUESTS made by Colonel Forde to Nawab Salabut Jung, and 
his compliance thereto, in his own hand. 

The whole of the Ciicar of Masulipatam, with eight districts, as well as the 
Cirear of Nizampatam, and the districts of Condavir and Wacalmanuer, shall be 
given to the English Company as an enam (or free gift), and the Sunnuds gran e 
to them in the same manner as was done to the French. 

The Nawab Salabut Jung will oblige the French troops which are in his country 
to pass the river Ganges within fifteen days ; or send them to Pondicherry, or to 
any other place out of the Deccan country, on the other side of the river Kistna , 
in future he will not suffer them to have a settlement in this country, on any 
account whatsoever, nor keep them in his service, nor assist them, nor call them 
to his assistance. . . 

The Nawab will not demand or call Gauzepetty Rauze to an account for what 
he has collected out of the Circars belonging to the French, nor for the computa¬ 
tion of the revenues of his own country, in the present year ; but let him remain 
Peaceable in it in future, and according to the computation of the revenues of his 
country before the time of the French, agreeable to the custom of his grandfather 
a nd father, and as was then paid to the Cirear, so he will now act, and pay accord- 
ln gly to the Cirear, and if he (the Raja) does not agree to it, then the Nawab may 
do what he pleases. In ail cases the Nawab will not assist the enemies of the 
English nor give them protection. 

The English Company, on their part, will not assist the Nawab s enemies nor

111 consequence of its not being confirmed by us, either by Firmaun or otherwise, 
the high, mighty, glorious Chiefs of the Khans, chosen of the Omrahs, Sepoy Sirdars, 
tru ly faithful, worthy of receiving favours and obligations, ,our invariable and 
n ever-faili ng friends and well-wishers, the English Company (having sent a large 
forc e for that purpose) did expel the French therefrom; we, therefore, in 
consideration of the fidelity and good wishes of the above high, mighty, etc., etc., 
^glish Company, have, from our throne, the basis of the world, given them the 
aforementioned Circars, by way of enam or free gift (without the least participa- 
tj °n of any persoir-wbatever in the same), from the beginning of the Fussul of 
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Tuccancooul, in the year of Phasely 1172, equal to the month of April 1762 ; it 
is incumbent, therefore, on you, our sons, Omrahs, Viziers, Governors, Mootsuddees, 
for the affairs of our Dewanship, Mootecophils, for those of our kingdom, jaghiredars, 
and karorees, both now and hereafter, for ever and ever, to use your endeavours 
in the strengthening and carrying into execution this our most high command,

fidelity of the aforesaid English Company, has given them (without the participa¬ 
tion of any person whatever in the same) the above-mentioned Circars by way of 
enarn or free gift. 

Then follow two orders from the Mogul ; the first supposed to be in his own 
hand, addressed to his son, Mirza Mahomed Akbur Shah Bahadoor, telling him to 
comply with the contents of this Firmaun ; the other directing that the English 
Company be under his son’s command or in his Bessaula.

Treaty with the Nizam, 1766. 

A Treaty of Perpetual Honour, Favour, Alliance, and Attachment, between 
the Great Nawab, high in station, famous as the sun, Nawab Ausd.ph Jah 
Nizam-ool-Moolk Nizamud-Dowlah Meer Nizam Ally Khan Bahadoor 
1 hutta Jung Sepoy Sirdar, and the Honoirarle English East Tndia 
t dm pa ny : signed, sealed, and ratified, on the one part, by His Highness 
the said Nawab; and on the other by John Calliaud, Esq., Brigadier 
General, invested with full powers, on behalf of the said Company. Done 
Hyderabad, the 9th of the Moon Gemace-dussunv, in the year of Hegira 
11^0, equal to the 12th of November 1766. 
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Article 1. 

The two contracting parties do, by virtue of this Treaty of honour, favour, 
alliance, and friendship, solemnly engage a mutual assistance to esteem the enemies 
of one the enemies of both, and contrarywise, the friends of one the friends of 
the other. 

Article 2. 

The Honourable English East India Company, in return for the gracious 
favours received from His Highness, consisting of Sunnuds for the five Circars of 
•EMour, Siccacole, Rajahmundry, Moostafumugger and Moortizanugger, expressing 
tlie free gift thereof on them and their heirs, for ever and ever, do hereby promise 
and engage to have a body of their troops ready to settle the affairs of His High¬ 
ness s government in everything that is right and proper whenever required ; 
provided that they be at liberty to withdraw the whole, or such part thereof as 
tl le y shall judge proper, whenever either the safety of their own settlements and 
Possessions, or the peace and tranquillity of the Carnatic, be the least endangered :

Ihe Honourable English East India Company do further engage and promise,

mentioned to be paid for the three Circars of Raiahmundry, Ellour, and Moosta- 
furnugger, the Company will account to His Highness for what balance may 
remain due ; and in case of its exceeding the above-mentioned sum, the aforesaid 
Company do hereby engage themselves to be answerable for the payment of the 
remainder. The same agreement, in like manner, to hold good for the sums 
stipulated to be paid for the two Circars of Siccacole and Moortizanugger, when 
settled. 

Article 7. 

In consideration of the fidelity, attachment, and services of the aforesaid 
Company, and the dependence His Highness has upon them, His said Highness, 
out of his great favour, does hereby entirely acquit the above-mentioned Circars 
of all arrears and demands, down to the present date of these writings. 


Article 8. 

In case the assistance of the Honourable Company’s troops is not required, 
the annual stipulated sum, expressed in the third Article of this Treaty, the afore¬ 
said Company do engage to pay in three kists, after the following manner, and to 
give Soucar security for the same, viz., the first payment the 31st of March ; the 
second the 30th of June ; and the third the 31st of October. 


Article 9. 

Whenever His Highness goes into winter quarters, and the troops of the other 
Sirdars have leave for that purpose, those of the aforesaid Company shall have 
leave also to depart to their own country. 


Article 10. 

His Highness engages to give as early notice as possible, not less than three 
months, of the service in which he will require the assistance of the troops of the 
aforesaid Company, that they may have timely notice to make the necessary 
preparations, and that the number of troops sent may be sufficient for the service 
required ol them, of which the aforesaid Company are to be left the entire and 
sole judges ; and as the success of all expeditions depends much upon secrecy in 
council, both parties do hereby engage themselves not to reveal any such designs

In consideration of the fidelity and attachment the said Omdet-ool-Moolk 
Bahadoor has promised and engaged to my Court by the means of General Calliaud, 
and in return for the sum of five lakhs of Rupees (agreeable to the petition here¬ 
unto mentioned, countersigned by us) this discharge is now given to him, the said 
Omdet-ool-Moolk, his sons and heirs, for the whole of the abovementioned countries, 
as well the past, present, as the future also. 


Translation of the Petition supposed to be presented by Omdet-ool-Moolk 

Bahadoor’s Vakeel. 

In consequence of the fidelity and attachment Omdet-ool-Moolk Bahadooi 
has promised and engaged to Your Highness’s Court by the means of General 
Calliaud, I beg leave to hope that, in return for the sum of five lakhs of Rupees, 
a discharge for the past, present, and future may be given to him (the said Omdet- 
ool-Moolk Bahadoor), his sons and heirs, for the Carnatic, from the borders of the 
Palnaud country to the further extremity of those of the Malavar country. 

Dated the 9th of the moon Gemaie-dussuny , in the year of the Hegira 1180, equal 
to the. 12th of November 1766. 


Translation of an Obligation given to His Highness Nizam Ally, by General 
Calliaud, on the part of the Nawab Serajah Dowlah. 

Whereas evil-minded people have taken great pains, by false representations 
and otherwise, Vo instil doubts and suspicions into His Highness’s mind regarding 
Omd^t-oul-Moolk Serajah Dowlah Anneverdeen Khan Bahadoor: in order, there¬ 
fore to prevent all causes for the same in future, aud strengthen and establish, in 
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the strongest manner, the alliance, attachment, and fidelity, between His High¬ 
ness the said Omdet-ool-Moolk Bahadoor and the English Company, T, John 
Calliaud, Esq., Brigadier-General, do hereby promise and engage, on the part of 
the said Omdet-ool-Moolk Bahadoor, that he will do nothing prejudicial to the 
interests of His Highness, or contrary to the friendship and alliance by the means 
of the said Company now happily established between them, for the true and just 
performance of which the aforesaid Company do hereby become securities. 

Given at Hyderabad, the 11th of the moon Gemace-dussuny, in the year of the 
Hegira 1180, equal to the 14th of November 1766. 


Translation of an Obligation given to His Highness Nizam Ally, by General 
Calliaud, on the part of the Nawab Serajah Dowlah. 

John Calliaud, Esq., Brigadier-General, do hereby promise and engage, on 
the part of Omdet-ool-Moolk Serajah Dowlah Bahadoor, that agreeable to the 
terms which His Highness has done for him, he, the said Omdet-ool-Moolk B ha- 
door, one month after my arrival at Madras, shall pay into the hands of Soucars, 
for the use of His said Highness, the sum of five lakhs of Rupees, for the perform- 
auce of which the Company are hereby made securities. 

Dated at Hyderabad, the 11th of the moon Gemace-dussuny, in the year of the 
Hegira 1180, equal to the 14th of November 1766.

Treaty of Perpetual Friendship and Alliance with the Nawab of the Car¬ 
natic and the Soubah of the Deccan—1768. 

A- Treaty of Perpetual Friendship and Alliance made and concluded at 
Fort St. George, between the Honourable United Company of Mer¬ 
chants of England trading to the East Indies, in conjunction with the 
Nawab Wolau Jah Omdet-ool-Moolk Ummeer-ool-Hind Serajah Dowlah 
Anneverdeen Khan Bahadoor Moonsoor Jung, Sippa Sirdar of the 
Carnatic Payen Gaut, on the one part, and the Great Nawab high in 
station, Ausuph Jah Nizam-ool-Moolk Meer Nizam Ally Khan Bahadoor 
Phuttah Jung Sippa Sirdar, Soubah of the Deccan, on the other part; 
by the Honourable Charles Bottrchier, Esq., President and Governor 
of Fort St. George, and the Council thereof, on behalf of the said English 
East India Company ; the Nawab Wolau Jah Omdet-ool-Moolk, on 
behalf of himself, as Nawab of the Carnatic ; and the Nawab Recun- 
ood-Dowlah Dewan, invested with full powers on behalf of the said Nawab 
Ausuph Jah Nizam-ool-Moolk, his heirs and successors, as Soubah of 
the Deccan. Done on the 23rd day of February in the year 1768 of the 
Christian era, and on the 4th of the moon Shevaul in the vear of the Heuira 
1181. 
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Whereas, on the 12th of November, in the year of the Christian era 1766, or 
on the 9th of the moon Gemace-dussuny in the year of the Hegira 1180, a Treaty 
Was concluded at Hyderabad by and between General John Calliaud, invested 
with full powers on behalf of the English East India Company,, and the Nawab 
Ausuph Jah Nizam-ool-Moolk, etc., on behalf of himself, as Soubah of the Deccan 
with a design to establish an honourable and lasting friendship and alliance between 
the two contracting powers ; and whereas, some misunderstandings have since 
arisen, which have perverted the intent of the said Treaty, and kindled up the 
flames of war ; now be it known to the whole world, that the before mentioned 
Nawab Ausuph Jah and the English Company, with the Nawab Wolau Jah, have 
entered into another Treaty of the strictest friendship and alliance, on the follow¬ 
ing conditions :— 

Article 1. 

The exalted and illustrious Emperor of Hindostan, Shah Alum Padtcha, having 
out of his gracious favour and in consideration of the attachment and services of 
the English East India Company, given and granted to them for ever by way of 
enam, or free gift, the five Circars of Moostafurnugger, B-ajamundry, Siccacole, 
Moortizanugger, or Condavir, by his royal Firmaun, dated the 12th of August 
1765, or on the 24th of the moon Suphier, in the 6th year of his reign ; and the 
Nawab Ausuph Jah Nizam-ool-Moolk, as Soubah of the Deccan, having by the 
second and third Articles of the aforementioned Treaty, ceded and surrendered 
by Sunnuds, under his hand and seal, to the English East India Company for ever 
the aforementioned five Circars, it is now further acknowledged and agreed by the 
said Ausuph Jah Nizam-ool-Moolk, Soubah of the Deccan, that the said Company 
shall enjoy and hold for ever, as their right and property, the said five Circars, on 
the terms hereafter mentioned. 




Article 2. 

By the aforementioned Treaty of Hyderabad it Was stipulated that the Nawab 
Ausuph Jah having given the Circar of Moortizanugger as a jaghire to his brother 
the Nawab I mmeer-ool-Omrah, Soujah-ool-Moolk, Bahadoor Bazalut Jung, the 
Company should not take possession of the said Circar till after the death of Bazalut 
Jinur, or till he broke the friendship with the said Company by raising disturbances 
in the country of Nizampatam or the Carnatic ; and though the Company might 
justly claim a right to take possession of the said Circar, from the late conduct 
of Bazalut Jung, yet in consideration of their friendship for Ausuph Jah and his 
fandlv, and that they may not distress his affairs by obliging him to provide his 
brother Bazalut Jung with another jaghire, the Company do agree and consent 
that Bazalut Jung still hold the Circar of Moortizanugger, on the aforesaid con¬ 
ditions. or t ill it be the pleasure of Ausuph Jah that the Company should take 
possession thereof; provided that the said Bazalut Jung returns immediately to 
ir ' oi i(tony, and neither keeps with, nor from, Hyder 

Nuique any vakcei or correspondence, but lives in peace and harmony with the 
English Company and the Nawab Wolau Jah, and gives no protection or assistance 
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whatever to the said Naique, or any of his people, nor any other enemies of the 
„ om P an y or the Nawab Wolau Jah : but if this Article shall at any time be in¬ 
fringed, the Company shall be at liberty, by virtue of this Treaty, to take posses¬ 
sion of and keep the Circar of Moortizanugger in the same manner as the other 
mir, and the Nawab Ausuph Jah engages to assist them therein with his troops, 
!f necessary. 


Article 3. 

The fort of Condapille with its jaghire shall for ever hereafter remain in posses¬ 
ion of the English Company, and be garrisoned with their troops, under their 
" n officers only, notwithstanding anything to the contrary stipulated in the 
twelfth Article of the Treaty of Hyderabad. 


Article 4.

The Company moreover promise, that if they peaceably 
possess the Cirears during the aforesaid term of six years and the Soubah gives 
them no trouble, they will pay annually, from the 1st of January 1774, the°sum 
of live lakhs, in two equal payments, as before expressed, or of seven lakhs, if 
Condavir be then in their possession ; but in case the Soubah, or the Malirattas 
by his instigation, should invade the Cirears or Carnatic, or they, or any other 
power should conquer the Cirears from the English Company, the payment of 
the said sums shall be suspended till peace and the Cirears are restored to the 
Company. 

Article 6. 

It was stipulated in the former Treaty made at Hyderabad that the Company 
and the Sonbah should mutually assist each other with their troops when required 
and their own affairs would permit; but it being apprehended at present that 
such an agreement may subject both parties to difficulties and that misunder¬ 
standings may arise on that account, it is now agreed only that a mutual peace 
confidence, and friendship shall subsist for ever between the English Company, 
His Highness Ausuph Jah, and the Nawab Wolau Jah ; the enemies of either shall 
be regarded as the enemies of the other two powers and the friends of either be 
treated as the friends of all; and in case any troubles should arise, or any enemies 
invade the countries under the Government of either of the contracting parties, 
the other two shall give no countenance or assistance to such enemies or invaders. 
Ihe Company and the ISawab Wolau Jah, willing, however, to show their voluntary 
attachment to the Soubah, will always be ready to send two battalions of sepoys 
and six pieces of artillery, manned by Europeans, whenever the Soubah shall 
require them and the situation of their affairs will allow of such a body of troops 
to march into the Deccan, provided the Soubah pays the expense during the time 
that the said troops are employed in his service. 




Article 7. 

The exalted and illustrious Emperor, Shah Allum, having been pleased, out of 
his great favour and high esteem for the Nawab Wolau Jah, to give and grant to 
him and his eldest son, Meyen-ool-Moolk Omdet-ool-Omrah, and their heirs for 
ever the Government of the Carnatic Payen Gant and the countries dependent 
thereon, by hh royal Firmaun, bearing date the 26th of August 1765, or the 27th 
of the moon Zuphur, in the sixth year of the said Emperor’s reign ; and the Nawab 
Ausuph Jah Nizam-ool-Moolk, etc., having also, out of his affection and regard 
for the said Nawab Wolau Jah, released him, his son Meyen-ool-Moolk, etc., and 
Ihctr heirs, in succession for ever from all dependence on the Deccan, and given 
him a full discharge of all demands, past, present, and to come, on the said Carnatic 
Pa yen Gaut, by a Sunnud, under his hand and seal, dated the 12th of November 
J76o : in consideration of the said Nawab Wolau Jah having paid the Soubah 
five lakhs of Rupee , it is now agreed and acknowledged by the said Ausuph Jah 
Nizam-ool-Moolk that the said Nawab Wolau Jah, and after him his son Meyen- 
ool-Moolk and theirs in succession, shall enjoy for ever as an ultumgah, or free 
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gift, the government of the Carnatic Payen Gaut, in the fullest and amplest manner, 
the said Nawab Ausuph Jah promising and engaging not to hold or keep up any 
kind of correspondence with any person or persons in the said Carnatic Payen 
Gaut or in the Circars before and now ceded to the English Company, except the 
said Nawab Wolau Jah, or the said English Company by the means of their Pres¬ 
ident and Council of Madras, who, on their part, in conjunction with the said 
Nawab Wolau Jah, engage likewise not to hold or maintain any correspondence 
with any person or persons in the Deccan, except the Nawab Ausuph Jah, his 
Dewan, and the securities whose names are hereunto subscribed. 


Article 8. 

The Nawab Ausuph Jah, out of his great regard and affection, and from other 
considerations, having been pleased to grant and confer on the Nawab Wolau Jah, 
and his eldest son Meyen-ool-Moolk Omdet-ool-Omrah, several Sunnuds, viz.— 

An ultumgah Sunnud for the whole of the Carnatic. 

An ultumgah Sunnud for the whole of the perguunah of Imungundela, with 
the Gudda of Ghunpoora. 

An ultumgah Simnud for the whole of the villages of Cathasera, etc. 

An ultumgah Sunnud for the killedary of the fort of Colaur. 

An ultumgah Sunnud for the whole of the district of Sonedaupe ; and a full 
and ample Sunnud, containing a discharge for all demands, past, present, 
and future on account of the Carnatic, etc. 

It is hereby agreed that all and every one of these Sunnuds shall be regarded 
e qually binding with any other Article of the Treaty, and be as duly observed by 
the Nawab Ausuph Jah as if entered here at full length. 


Article 9. 

Hyder Naique having for some years past usurped the government of the 
Monsore country, and given great disturbances to his neighbours by attacking 
an d taking from many of them their possessions, and having so lately invaded and 
laid waste with fire and sword the possessions of the English Company and the 
Nawab Wolau Jah in the Carnatic, it is certainly necessary for their peace and for 
the general benefit of all the neighbouring powers, that the said Naique should 
punished and reduced, so that he may not hereafter have the power to give any 
person further trouble : to this end, the Nawab Ausuph Jah hereby declares and 
Uiakes known to all the world that he regards the said Naique as a rebel and usurper, 
a *id as such divests him of, and revokes from him, all Sunnuds, honours, and 
distinctions conferred by himself or any other Soubah of the Deccan, because the 
said Naique has deceived the Nawab Ausuph Jah, broken his agreement, and 
tendered himself unworthy of all further countenance and favours. 


Article 10. 

That the English Company may hereafter carry on their trade peaceably on 
this coast of Coromandel, and also on the coast of Malabar, and that they, with 
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t e* awab W olau Jab, may hold the Carnatic and their other possessions in peace, 
it appears necessary that the countries of Carnatic Balagaute, belonging to the 
soubadarry of \ iziapore, now or lately possessed by Hyder Naique, should be 
under the management and protection of those who will do justice and pay obedience 
to the high commands from Court : it is therefore agreed by the Nawab Ausuph 
Jah that he shall relinquish to the English Company all his right to the Dewanny 
of the said Carnatic Balagaute, belonging to the soubadarry of Viziapore, and 
that the Company shall present an urzee, or petition, to the royal presence, to 
obtain irom the Emperor Shah Allum a Firmaun, confirming and approving their 
right thereto. But that the Nawab Ausuph Jah, as Soubah of the Deccan, may 
not lose his dignity or the revenue arising from the said countries, the English 
Company agree to pay him annually, out of the Dewanny collection, from the time 
they are in possession thereof, the sum of seven lakhs of Arcot Rupees, including 
Durbar charges, being the sum annually paid heretofore, in two equal payments, 
at the space of six months from each other, provided the said Ausuph Jah, Soubah 
o\ Deccan, assists the said Company and the Nawab Wolau Jah in punishing Hyder 
Naique, and neither receives from, or sends either vakeels or letters to, him. 


Article 11. 

As the English Company do not intend to deprive the Mahrattas of their chout, 
any more than the Soubah of his peshcush, which used to be paid from the Carnatic 
Balagaute, belonging to the soubadarry of Viziapore, now or lately possessed by 
H}dcr Naique, it is hereby agreed, and the Company willingly promise to pay the 
Mahrattas regularly and annually without trouble for the whole chout, as settled 
m former times, from the time the said countries shall be under the Company’s 
protection as Dewan ; provided, however, that the Mahrattas guarantee to the 
Company the peaceable possession of the said Dewanny : to this end, the Nawab 
Ausupl. Jah promises to use his best endeavours, jointly with the English and 
the Nawab Wolau Jah, to settle with the Mahrattas concerning the chout of the 
Ba,d C0lm tries, how and where it is to be paid, so that there may be no distur- 

anees hereaftei on that account between any of the contracting parties or the 
Mahrattas. 


Article 12. 

All the foregoing Articles are sincerely agreed to by the subscribing parties, 
' K> r< ( faithfully to execute and abide by the same, so that a firm and lasting 
iiem .dup may mutually subsist between them : and while such an alliance sub- 
1 i. 1 fait power will dare to disturb the possessions of either party ? The English

the said Company, by the Governor and Council of Madras, and on the part of 
Ummeer-ool-Hinde Wolau Jah Bahadoor, by himself, in the aforesaid place of 
Madras, the 7th of the moon Moorah, Hegira 1181, equal to the 26th of February 
Ub8 ; and by me, now in the encampment of my victorious army, near Pillere, 
this 22nd day of the moon Shevaul, Hegira 1181 : you therefore, the whole of 
the said deesmookees, deespondees, muccuddems, etc., look upon the said English 
Bast India Company as your masters, and be in every respect obedient to them, 
e *erting yourselves in the payment to them of the proper revenues of the said 
Bircars at the fixed and stated times.

Treaty of Alliance with Bazalut Jung—1779. 

Heads of a Treat v of Friendship and Alliance between the Nawab Ameer- 
ool-Omrah Shujah-ool-Moolk Bahadoor, and the Governor and Select 
Committee of Fort St. George, in behalf of the English East India Com¬ 
pany —1779. 

Article 1. 

The English Company agree to rent from the Nawab Shujah-ool-Moolk Bahadoor 
C'ircar of Moortizanugger, commonly called Guntoor, clear of sebundy, for what¬ 
ever lie now annually receives from it, as will appear by the accounts of collec¬ 
tions of the Aurnil now residing there. 

Article 2. 

We, the English Company, shall always have at heart the good and prosperity 
of the Nawab Shujah-ool-Moolk. He shall dismiss from his service the French 
6oldiers now with him. We will send him what troops he may want (the quota to 
be settled hereafter), who will remain with him constantly and obey his instructions 
They are, however, only to be employed within the districts belonging to him, 
or for the defence of his country in case of an attack from a foreign enemy ; but 
these troops are on no account to be carried out of his country, or those of the 
Zemindars dependent upon hiip. If his affairs should at any time require hi£| 
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going to visit liis brother, the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Bahadoor, their troops 
shall attend him and be always with him. 

Article 3. 

The expenses of tlieir troops shall be regulated by the Company’s custom, and 
the accounts having been signed by the Nawab, shall be paid monthly from the 
rent of the Guntoor Circar. The remainder of the rent shall be regularly remitted 
in soucar bills to the Nawab. In case of any improper behaviour or disrespect 
shown by the commanding officer or any other European officer of our troops, 
upon representation being made to us by the Nawab, we shall remove such officer 
and appoint another in his room. 


Article 4. 

If the Nawab Shujah-ool-Moolk’s territories be invaded by an enemy, we shall 
besides the troops that are stationed with him, send such a sufficient force as we 
°an spare to his assistance. The ordinary and extra-ordinary expenses of such 
troops, whatever they may amount to, shall be paid agreeable to the Company’s 
established customs by the Nawab, who will sign the accounts. If any disputes 
arise between our soldiers and sepoys and the ryots and the servants of the Nawab, 
punishment shall be inflicted by our officers on our men, agreeable to the English 
laws and customs. The English officers and their people shall not interfere with 
the servants and ryots of the Nawab, and shall not protect or countenance them 
la any shape. In case of any dispute, where the Nawab’s people appear to be 
ln the wrong, they shall be delivered up to him for punishment. 

Article 5. 

The customary allowances of«the zemindars of the Guntoor Circar, amount- 
ln g annually to five thousand Pagodas, shall continue as before. The fort and 
Jaghire villages of Condavir shall remain under the management of the servants 
°f the Nawab ; but a garrison of English troops, as may be deemed necessary for 
the defence of the fort, shall be stationed with the killadar. 

Article 6. 

If the Company shall demand a body of horse from the Nawab, he shall let 
them have a number according to his abilities; and the said cavalry shall be 
returned to him, and their expenses paid, as soon as the service for which they 
shall be required is finished. 

These Articles we promise in general to fulfil on our part, until a more full and 
e &plicit Treaty can be drawn out which shall be drawn out as soon as possible.

At this time Captain Kennaway, being come to the presence on the part of 
Lord Cornwallis, and having made a demand of the Guntoor, is charged with the 
settle in ent of affairs between His Highness and the English Company ; you 
aie therefore, immediately on receipt of this order, to deliver up the Circar in 
question to the servants of the Company without opposition, and with your jumma 
vausil baukee account, your own effects, and whatever is with you belonging to 
Government, repair to the presence. 


No. VI. 

Cm-' of a letter from Earl Cornwallis to the .Nizam deemed equal to a Treaty, 

written 7th July 1789. 

Your Highness's letter, containing strong expressions of friendship was pre¬ 
sented to me by Meer Abul Cossim, and has afforded me the most inexpressible 
satisfaction. I have perfectly understood all the matters entrusted to the verbal 
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communication of Meer Abul Cossim, and the sincere and friendly sentiments, 
which I have discovered Your Highness to be impressed with towards me, have 
induced me to show the confidence I place in Your Highness’s declaration, by can¬ 
did and explicit conversations with Meer Abul Cossim on subjects of the highest 
importance; and as they all of them have tendency to strengthen and increase 
our friendship, I shall communicate without reserve to Your Highness what has 
occurred to me relative to them. 

It was with no small concern I found on my arrival, in charge of the control of 
a ll the Company’s affairs, that one of the eventual and most essential points of 
the Treaty of friendship R and alliance made in 1768 between Your Highness and 
the Company, remained unexecuted on both sides, viz., the surrender of the Guntoor 
Circar to the Company, and the regular discharge of Your Highness s demand for 
the peshcush from the Company. Anxious, notwithstanding, that by urging the 
due performance of this Article, I should not intrude on Your Highness while 
eri £ a ged in pursuits of importance, I postponed all negotiations on the subject 
until I was convinced that Your Highness, uninterrupted by war, had full leisure 
to consider the propriety of the performance of this Article of the Treaty ; and 
until you might have had sufficient opportunity to put implicit confidence in my 
assurances for the punctual discharge of the peshcush for the Northern Circars. 
I then deputed Captain Kennawav to Your Highness’s Court, with instructions to 
ruake the demand of the Guntoor Circar by virtue of the Treaty of 1768 ; to assure 
^ our Highness of my firm intention to discharge the balances, upon fair state¬ 
ment, due to Your Highness on account of the peshcush ; and to impress you with 
the sincerity of my intentions for its regular payment hereafter. 

I have already expressed my satisfaction at Y our Highness’s immediate com¬ 
pliance +o deliver up the Guntoor Circar to the Company, and have assured Y our 
Highness of my firm intention to persevere in a strict system of faith to engage- 
n, cnts ; and now, with such a proof of the sincerity of Your Highness s friendship 
a nd good faith, I have, from a desire to testify to Your Highness that I am im¬ 
pressed with similar sentiments, entered into a full discussion of every Article 
with Meer Abul Cossim, in order that such parts of it as are undefined and bear 
an obscure and doubtful meaning, may be so explained as shall preclude every 
necessity of future discussion, remove all grounds of misunderstanding, and give 
stability 5 ’ and permanency to that friendship which now subsists between us. 

In adopting this rule of conduct, I do no more than fulfil the intention of the 
Hing of England and the British nation, w r ho, by the system lately established for 
Hie Governemnt of this country, had in view the important end of giving efficacy 
to the existing Treaties between the English and the powers of Hindostan, atii of 
^curing a due performance thereof in future. This commuuication, I a in per¬ 
suaded will fully satisfy Your Highness of the propriety of my declining the pro¬ 
posal of Meer Abul Cossim for entering into a new security for the discharge of the 
peshcush, by mortgaging a portion of the Circars. considering, as T do, the faith of 
the English nation pledged for the due payment of it. 

In proof of the sincerity of my intentions that the Treaty should be carried 
hffo full effect, I agree that, in the sixth Article of the Treaty, the words “ when- 
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ever the situation of affairs will allow such a body of troops to march into the 
Deccan, shall be understood to mean, that the force engaged for by this Article, 
m. two battalions of sepoys and six pieces of cannon, manned by Europeans, 
shall be granted whenever Your Highness shall apply for it, making only one 
exception, that it is not to be employed against any power in alliance with the Com • 
pany m„ Pundit Pirdhun Peiskwa, Ragojee Bhoosla, Madajee Sindia, and the 
other Mahratta Chiefs, the Nawab of Arcot and Nawab Vizier, Rajahs of Tanjore 
an rai ancore.

injury from being excluded from corresponding with the other powers of the 
Deccan, I agree that in future either party, without the breach of Treaty, shall be 
at liberty to receive or send vakeels, to correspond with any powers in the Deccan, 
in such manner as may be expedient for the benefit of their own affairs, under 
the condition that the Object of such intercourse or correspondence be not hostile 
to either of the governments. 

I have in many instances, as well through Captain Kennaway as to Meer Abul 
Cossim, and in the first part of this letter, declared my firm intention to execute 
the Treaty of 1768, and to live in perpetual amity and friendship with Your High¬ 
ness, and Your Highness will be convinced, from the explanations I have given to 
those Articles in the Treaty of ambiguous and obscure meaning, that I am earnestly 
desirous of the adjustment of every matter on grounds fair and liberal. But it is 
necessary, in consideration of the subjects of conversation with Meer Abul Cossim 
that I should point out to Your Highness that unless just cause should be 
given for entering into new Treaties, the laws of my country, the injunctions of 
the King and Company of England, as well as the faith and honour of the 
English, prohibit me from entering into any negotiations to make new Treaties ; 
and I have confined my conferences with Meer Abul Cossim to the explanation 
of that made in 1768, with a view to a more perfect execution of it. On this 
account I have not judged proper to comply with such requests as have been 
toade by Meer Abid Cossim that in any shape tend to alter the spirit of that Treaty. 
A further argument to impress Your Highness with the propriety of this determina¬ 
tion is the sanction and support of His Majesty and the Company of England of 
those measures that coincide with their instructions. I have mentioned this 
circumstance merely to assure Your Highness of the strength of my assertions and 
the value of my engagements in regard to the Guntoor Circar and the other Articles 
°f t he Treaty; and I trust that this clear explanation of the ambiguous Articles 
°f the Treaty will render it effectual, and will afford Your Highness a convincing 
proof of the Company’s determination to adhere to the faith of it. 

Although I have not agreed to enter into a new Treaty with Your Highness 
through Meer Abul Cossim, for the reasons above assigned, yet Your Highness, in 
consideration of the authority vested in me by the King and Parliament of England,

Articles in the Treaty of 1768, strong and efficient upon the English Government 
ln India, equally so as a Treaty in due form could be, since the Members of trie 
Council have given their cheerful acquiescence to its contents.

This undertaking being resolved on, it is agreed that on Captain Kennaway s 
annunciation to the Nawab Ausuph Jah of the actual commencement of hostili¬ 
ties between the Honourable Company’s force and the said Tippoo, and on . r. 
Malet’s announcing the same to Pundit Prudhan, the forces of the said Nawab 
Ausuph Jah and Pundit Prudhan, in number not less than 2o,000, but as many 
more and as much greater an equipment as may be, shall imme ate y m\ a 
territories of the said Tippoo, and reduce as much of his dominions as possi e 
before and during the rains, and after that season the said Nawab and Pundit 
Prudhan will seriously and rigorously prosecute the war with a potent army, we 
appointed and equipped with the requisite warlike apparatus. 


Article 4. 

If the Eight Honourable the Governor-General should require a body of cavalry 
to join the English forces, the Nawab Ausuph Jah and Pundit Prudhan shall 
furnish to the number of 10,000 to march in one month from the time of their 
being demanded by the shortest and safest route with all expedition to the place of 
their destination, to act with the Company’s forces ; but should any service occur 
practicable only by cavalry they shall execute it, nor cavil on the clause ol To 
act with the Company’s forces ”. The pay of the said cavalry to be del rayed 
monthly by the Honourable Company at the rate and on the conditions hereafter 
to be settled. 

Article 5. 

If in the prosecution of the war by the three allies, the enemy should gain a 
superiority over either, the others shall to the utmost of their powers exert them¬ 
selves to relieve the said party and distress the enemy. 


Article 6. 

The three contracting powers having agreed to enter into the present war, 
should their arms be crowned witli success in the joint prosecution of it, an equal 
division shall be made of the acquisition of territory, forts and whatever Circar or 
government may become possessed of from the time of each party commencing 
hostilities; but should the Honourable Company’s forces make any acquisitions 
of territory from the enemy previous to the commencement of hostilities by the 
other parties, those parties shall not be entitled to any share thereof. In the 
general partition of territory, forts, etc., due attention shall be paid to the wishes 
and convenience of the parties relatively to their respective frontiers. 

Article 7. 

The under-written polygars and zemindars, being dependent on the Nawab 
Ausuph Jah and Pundit Prudhan, it is agreed that on their territories, forts, etc.., 
falling into the hands of any of the allies, they shall be re-established therein, and 
the nuzzurana that shall be fixed on that occasion shall be equally divided 
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amongst the allies. But in future the Nawab Ausuph Jah and Pundit Prudhan 
shall collect from them the usual peshcush and kundnee which have been hereto¬ 
fore annually collected, and should the said polygars and zemindars act unfaith¬ 
fully towards the Nawab or Pundit Prudhan, or prove refractory in the discharge of 
their peshcush and kundnee, the said Nawab and Pundit Prudhan are to be at 
liberty to treat them as may be judged proper. The Chief of Shanoor is to be 
subject to service with both the Nawab and Pundit Prudhan, and should he fail 
in the usual conditions thereof, the Nawab and Pundit Prudhan will act as they 
think proper.

Article 8. 

To preserve as far as possible consistency and concert in the conduct of this 
important undertaking, a vakeel from each party shall be permitted to reside in 
the army of the others, for the purpose of communicating to each other their res¬ 
pective views and circumstances, and the representations of the contracting parties 
to each other shall be duly attended to consistent with circumstances and the 
stipulations of this Treaty. 


Article 9. 

After this Treaty is signed and sealed, it will become incumbent on the parties 
lot to swerve from its conditions at the verbal or written instance of any person 
or persons whatever, or on any other pretence ; and in the event of a peace being 
fudged expedient, it shall be made Dy mutual consent, no party introducing un¬ 
reasonable objections, nor shall either of the parties enter into any separate nego¬ 
tiations with Tippoo, but on the receipt of any advance or message from him by 
either party, it shall be communicated to the others. 

Article 10. 

If after the conclusion of peacr with Tippoo he should attack or molest either 
of the contracting parties, the others shall join to punish him, the mode and con¬ 
dition , of effecting which shall he hereafter settled by the contracting powers. 

Article 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, being this day settled and concluded 
hy Captain John Kennaway with His Highness t he Nawab, Captain Kennaway 
has deli-.••id to His Highness the Nawab one copy of the same in English and 
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PetsmnTBigned and sealed by bimself; and the Nawab has delivered to Captain 
Kennaway another copy in Persian, executed by himself, and Captain Kennaway 
has engaged to procure and deliver to the Nawab in sixty-five days a ratified copy 
from the Governor-General, on the delivery of which the Treaty executed by 
Captain Kennaway shall be returned.

Separate Agreement with the Nizam —1790. 

Articles of Agreement between His Highness the Nizam and the East India 
Company for sending the battalions on their march from Bengal 1790. 

Article 1. 

From four to six battalions of the Bengal detachment shall be sent to His 
Highness the Nizam, under the command of an experienced officer together with 
a complement of guns, manned by Europeans, the whole equipped in the estab¬ 
lished manner (under the conditions agreed upon for sending the original two 
battalions), for the precise monthly charge which they stand the Company in, as 
it shall be stated by the Governor-G. neral, Lord Cornwallis. The orders of His 
Highness, either for their operations in the field or for carrying on sieges, shall be 
put in execution by mutual consultation between the Commanding Ollicer of His 
Highness’s army and the Commanding Officer of the English detachment, who 
will be a man of experience, and versed in the rules of war. 

Article 2. 

The pay of the said detachment shall be. charged to His Highness from the 
period of its arrival at Vagtour, or of its junction with His Highuess’s army. 

Article 3. 

The pay of the said detachment shall be defrayed from the receipts from 
^Tippoo’s country, that is, what accrues from the present war ; but if drlay should 
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occur in those expected receipts, the Company shall pay the expenses out of the 
peshcush that will be payable for the Fussully year 1200, and take credit for the 
amount. Whatever may fall short, after taking credit for the pay of the detach¬ 
ment, shall be made up in ready money by His Highness. 


Article 4. 

Whenever a letter from Lord Cornwallis requiring the dismission of the said 
detachment shall arrive, provided it is at leisure from service, and also whenever 
His Highness shall think proper to dismiss them, there shall be no hesitation on 
either side. 

• Article 5. 

Whatever plunder shall fall into the hands of the said detachment shall be 
given* up to His Highness; excepting only any considerable open or concealed 
treasure, which, agreeable to the second Article of the Treaty, is to be divided 
amongst the three confederates. 


Article 6. 

A proper body of good cavalry, under the command of experienced and trusty 
officers, shall be detached by His Highness, to act with the battalions, agreeable 
to the concerted plans of the officers of both bodies. 

Form of Captain John Kennaway’s signature. 

An agreement, in regard to sending for the Bengal detachment, settled agree¬ 
able to the above Articles, which I shall transmit to Lord Cornwallis, and request 
a speedy answer.

No. VIII. 

Treaty with the Nizam, with two separate Articles—1798. 

A.n enlarged perpetual Subsidiary Treaty between the Honourable United 
English East India Company and His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ool- 
MoOLK Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, Soubadar of the Deccan, his children, 
heirs, and successors, settled by Captain James Achilles Kirkpatrick, 
by virtue of the powers delegated to him by the Right Honourable Richard, 
Earl of Mornington, Knight of the Most Honourable Order of St. 
Patrick, one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Coun¬ 
cil, Governor-General in Council, appointed by the Honourable Court 
of Director of the said Honourable East India Company to direct and 
control all their affairs in the East Indies. 

Whereas His Highness Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausuph Jah Bahadoor has, from the 
greatness of existing friendship, expressed a desire for an increase of the detach- 
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^mShTof the Honourable Company’s troops at present serving His Highness, the 
Eight Honourable Earl of Morningtou, Governor-General, has taken the proposals 
to that effect into his most serious consideration; and the present juncture of 
affairs, and the recent hostile conduct and evil designs of Tippoo Sultan, as fully 
evinced by bis sending ambassadors to the Isle of France, by his proposing to 
enter into a Treaty, offensive and defensive, with the French Republic against the 
English nation, and by actually receiving a body of French troops into his domi¬ 
nions and immediate pay, rendering it indispensably necessary that effectual 
measures for the mutual defence of their respective possessions should be immediate¬ 
ly taken by the three allied Powers, united in a defensive league against the afore¬ 
said Tippoo Sultan, the aforesaid Governor-General in consequence empowered 
Captain James Achilles Kirkpatrick, Acting Resident at the Court of His High¬ 
ness the Nizam, to enter, in behalf of the Honourable United English East India 
Company, into certain engagements with His Highness Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausuph 
Jab Bakadoor, for a permanent increase of the Honourable Company s troops in 
His Highness’s pay, in the proportion and on the condition specified in the ^follow¬ 
ing Articles, which must be understood to be of full validity when this Treaty 
shall be returned signed and sealed by the Governor-General. 


Article 1. 

Such parts of the letter from Earl Cornwallis to His Highness the Nizam, dated 
the 7th July 1789, and which has always been considered in the light of a Treaty 
as relate to the stationing of troops with His Highness, are to be considered as in 
full force ; that is, the services of the new permanent subsidiary force are to be 
regulated precisely by the same restrictive clauses that operate on the present 
detachment, unless the Peishwa shall hereafter consent to any alterations in those 
conditions, and His Highness likewise approve of the same. 


Article 2. 

Agreeably to the practice in the Company's service, the new subsidiary force 
shall be subject to relief, either partial or entire, as often and in such manner as 
the Company’s government may require ; provided, withal, that no diminution 
takes place by such means in the stipulated number to be stationed with His 
Highness. 


Article 3. 

The proposed reinforcement of subsidiary troops shall be in the pay of this 
State from the day of their crossing the boundaries. Satisfactory and effectual 
provision shall be made for the regular payment of this force which including the 
present detachment is to amount to six thousand sepoys with hrelocks, with a 
due proportion of field pieces, manned by Europeans, and at the monthly rate of 
Rs. 2,01,425. The yearly amount of subsidy for the aforesaid force of six thousand 
men, with guns, artillerymen, and other necessary appurtenances, is Rs. 24,17,100. 
The said sum shall be completely discharged in the course of the year, by four 
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equal instalments; that is, at the expiration of every three English months, the 
sum of Rs. 6,04,275 in silver, of full currency, shall be issued, without hesitation, 
from His Highness's treasury : and should the aforesaid instalments happen to 
fall at any time the least in arrears, such arrears shall be deducted notwithstanding 
objections thereto, from the current kist of peshcush payable to His Highness on 
account of the Northern Circars. Should it at any time so happen, moreover, that 
delay were to occur in the issue of the instalments aforesaid, in the stated periods, 
in such case assignments shall be granted on the collections of certain districts in 
the State, the real and actual revenue of which shall be adequate to the discharge 
of the yearly subsidy of the aforesaid force. 


Article 4. 

The duties on grain and all articles of consumption, as well as on all necessaries 
whatever, for the use of the new subsidiary force, shall be commuted agreeably 
to the practice that obtained with the former detachment. A place likewise shall 
be fixed on as the head-quarters of the said force, where it shall always remain, 
except when services of importance are required to be performed ; and whenever 
either the whole or part of the said force is to be employed in the business of the 
State, a person of respectability, and who is a servant of this Circar, shall be 
appointed to attend it. The commanding officer and officers of the said subsid¬ 
iary force shall be treated in all respect in a manner suitable to the greatness 
and dignity of both States. 

Article 5. 

The said subsidiary force will at all times be ready to execute services of im¬ 
portance, such as the protection of the person of His Highness, his heirs and suc¬ 
cessors, from race to race, and overawing and chastising all rebels or exciters of 
disturbance in the dominions of this State ; but it is not to be employed oil trifl¬ 
ing occasions, nor, like Sebimdy, to be stationed in the country to collect the 
revenues thereof. 

Article 6. 

Immediately upon the arrival of the subsidiary force at Hyderabad, the whole 
of the officers and servants of the French party are to be dismissed, and the troops 
composing it dispersed and disorganized, that no trace of the former establishment 
shall remain. And His Highness hereby engagesfor himself, his heirs and suc¬ 
cessors, that no Frenchman whatever shall ever hereafter be entertained in his 
own service, or in that of any of his Chiefs or dependants, nor be suffered to remain 
in any part of His Highness’s dominions ; nor shall any Europeans whatever be 
admitted into the service of this State, nor be permitted to remain within its terri- 
*1 tones without the knowledge and consent of the Company’s Government. 


Article 7. 

The whole of the French and sepoy deserters from the Company’s service that 
tray be in the Freuch or any other party of troops belonging to this State, are t« 
be seized and delivered up to the British Resident; and no persons of the above 
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description are to bo allowed refuge in future in His Highness s territories, but 
are, on the contrary, to be seized without delay and delivered up to the British 
Resident: neither shall any refuge be allowed in the Company’s territories, but sepoy 
deserters from the service of His Highness shall, in like manner, be seized and 
delivered up without delay. 

Article 8. 

Whereas His Highness the Nizam, from considerations of prudence and fore¬ 
sight, and with a view of avoiding manifold evils, has determined on dismissing 
the French from his service, and on dispersing and disorganizing the troops com¬ 
manded by them, as specified in the sixth Article, and on entertaining a perpetual 
standing force of the Honourable Company’s in their room, subject to the limita¬ 
tions and restrictions prescribed by Earl Cornwallis’s letter to His Highness the 
Nizam, mentioned in the first Article ; it is therefore agreed, with a view to the 
mutual benefit of His Highness and the Peishwa, and the happiness of their res¬ 
pective subjects, that the Company’s Government will use their best endeavours 
to have inserted, with the consent and approbation of both, in the new Treaty in 
contemplation between the three Allied Powers, such a clause as shall set each at 
ease with regard to the other. Should the Peishwa, however, not accede to a 
proposal so highly advantageous and profitable to both governments, and differences 
hereafter arise between the two States, namely that of the Nawab Ausuph -lull 
Bahadoor and of Rao Pimdit Prudhan, in such case the English Government here¬ 
by engage that, interposing their mediation in a way suitable to rectitude, friend¬ 
ship, and union, they will apply themselves to the adjustment thereof, conformable 
to propriety, truth, and justice : the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor accordingly 
hereby engages never to commit on his part any excess or aggression against the 
Circar of Rao Pundit Prudhan ; and in the event of such differences arising, what¬ 
ever adjustment of them the English Government, weighing things in the scale of 
truth and justice, may determine upon shall, without hesitation or objection, 
meet with full approbation and acquiescence. 


Article 9. 

All former Treaties between the English and the Government of the Nawab 
Ausuph Jah and the Peishwa remain in full force. Should hereafter the Rao 
Pundit Prudhan express a desire to enter into subsidiary engagements, similar to 
the present with the Comjiany, the Nawab Ausuph Jah will most readily give his 
concurrence. 

Article 10. 

This enlarged subsidiary Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, being this day 
settled by Captain Kirkpatrick with the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, Captain 
Kirkpatrick has delivered one copy hereof, in English and Persian, signed and 
sealed by himself, to the Nawab, who, on his part, has also delivered to Captain 
Kirkpatrick one copy of the same, duly executed by himself ; and Captain Kirk¬ 
patrick hereby engages to procure and deliver to His Highness, in the space of 
fifty days, a ratified copy from the Governor-General, in every respect the counter- 
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part of the one executed by himself ; and on the delivery of such copy, which will 
then have become a full and complete instrument, the Treaty executed by Captain 
Kirkpatrick shall be returned. In the meanwhile no time shall be lost in writing 
for the advance of the proposed reinforcement.

Separate Articles appertaining to the Treaty with the Nizam. 

Separate Article appertaining to the Perpetual Subsidiary Treaty con¬ 
cluded between the Honourable English East India Company and His 
Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor on the 1st of September 
Anno Domini 1798, or 19th Rubby-ul-Awul, Anno Hegirse 1213. 

Whereas, in conformity to a wish expressed by His Highness the Nizam the 
stipulation in the sixth Article of the subsidiary Treaty, respecting the delivering 
up of the French, is agreed to be made a separate one, His Highness hereby 
engages that after the arrival of the Company’s troops at Hyderabad, the 
whole of the French officers and soldiers in his service shall be apprehended, in 
such way as Captain Kirkpatrick may point out, and be delivered up to him, or 
for a time be kept in confinement, in a habitation belonging to this Circar, but in 
the custody of the Company’s troops, and upon the reorganization of the party 
lately under the command of the aforesaid French officers and soldiers, shall, 
within the space of two months, be delivered up to the British Resident. Strict 
orders shall, moreover, be given to all talookclars on the frontiers, and to those in 
charge of all fords and passes, to seize any Europeans whatever attempting to pass 
their respective stations, and send them immediately, with all due precautions, 
prisoners to Hyderabad, where they shall instantly be delivered up to the British 
Resident. Chi the above condition it is hereby agreed that the Frenchmen thus 
delivered up shall not be considered as common prisoners of war, nor be in any 
respect maltreated. They shall be conveyed at the Company’s expense and with 
as lit i }<• restraint as possible to England, and from thence be sent by the first 
favourable opportunity to France, without being detained for a cartel or exchange 
of prisoners. 

Signed, sealed, and exchanged at Hyderabad the 1st September Anno Domini 1798 , 
or 19th Rubby-ul-Awul , Anno Hegirw 1218.

and whatever transactions, whether of great or small import, may in future take 
place with the aforesaid Rao Pundit Prudhan or his dependants, a reciprocal 
communication of the same shall be made to the other contracting party without 
delay and without reserve.

No. IX. 

Partition Treaty of Mysore —1799. 

Treaty for strengthening the Alliance and Friendship subsisting between the 
English East India Company Bahadoor, His Highness the Nawab Nizam- 
ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and the Peishwa, Rao Pundit 
Prudhan Bahadoor and for effecting a settlement of the dominions of the 
late Tippoo Sultan. 

Whereas the deceased Tippoo Sultan, unprovoked by any act of aggression on 
the part of the allies, entered into an offensive and defensive alliance with the 
French, and admitted a French force into his army for the purpose of commencing 
war against the Honourable English Company Bahadoor and its allies, Nizam- 
ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and the Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Baha¬ 
door ; and the said Tippoo Sultan having attempted to evade the just demands of 
satisfaction and security made by the Honourable English Company and its allies 
for their defence and protection against the joint designs of the said Sultan and 
of the French, the allied armies of the Honourable English Company Bahadoor 
a nd of His Highness Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor proceeded to 
hostilities in vindication of their rights and for the preservation of their respective 
dominions from the perils of foreign invasion and from the ravages of a cruel and 
relentless enemy ; And whereas it has pleased Almighty God to prosper the just 
cause of the said allies, the Honourable English Company Bahadoor and His High¬ 
ness Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor.. with a continual course of victory 
nnd success, and finally to crown their arms by the reduction of the capital of 
Mysore, the fall of Tippoo Sultan, the utter extinction of his power, and the un- 
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conditional submission of liis people ; And whereas the said allies, being disposed 
to exercise the rights of conquest with the same moderation and forbearance 
which they have observed from the commencement to the conclusion of the late 
successful war, have resolved to use the power which it has pleased Almighty 
God to place in their hands for the ? purpose of obtaining reasonable compensation 
for the expenses of the war and of establishing permanent security and genuine 
tranquillity for themselves and their subjects, as well as for all the j>owers contigu¬ 
ous to their respective dominions. Wherefore a Treaty for the adjustment of 
the territories of the late Tippoo Sultan between the English East India Company 
Bahadoor and His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlali Ausupli Jah Bahadoor 
is now concluded by Lieutenant-General George Harris, Cominander-in-Chief of 
the forces of His Britannic Majesty and of the English East India Company Baha¬ 
door in the Carnatic and on the Coast of Malabar, the Honourable Colonel Arthur 
W ellesley, the Honourable Henry Wellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirk¬ 
patrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, on the part and in the name of the 
Right Honourable Richard, Earl of Mornington, K. P., Governor-General for all 
affairs, civil and military, of the British nation in India ; and by the Nawab Meer 
Allum Bahadoor on the part and in the name of His Highness the Nawab Nizam- 
ood-Dowlah Ausupli Jah Bahadoor, according to the undermentioned Articles, 
which by the blessing of God shall be binding upon the heirs and successors of the 
contracting parties as long as the sun and moon shall endure, and of which the 
conditions shall be reciprocally observed by the said contracting parties. 


Article 1. 

It being reasonable and just that the allies by this Treaty should accomplish 
the original objects of the war (viz., a due indemnification for the expenses incurred 
in their own defence, and effectual security for their respective possessions against 
the future designs of their enemies), it is stipulated and agreed that the districts 
specified in the Schedule A hereunto annexed, together with the heads of all the 
passes leading from the territory of the late Tippoo Sultan to any part of the 
possessions of the English East India Company Bahadoor, of its allies, or tributar¬ 
ies, situated between the ghauts on either coast, and all forts situated near to and 
commanding the said passes, shall be subjected to the authority, and be for ever 
incorporated with the dominions of the English East India Company Bahadoor, 
the said Company Bahadoor engaging to provide effectually, out of the revenues 
of the said districts, for the suitable maintenance of the whole of the families of 
the late Hyder Ali Khan and of the late Tippoo Sultan, and to apply to this purpose, 
with the reservation hereinafter stated, and an annual sum of not less than two 
lakhs of Star Pagodas, making the Company’s share as follows : —

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Article 2. 


For the same reason stated in the preceding Articles, the district specified in 
Schedule B annexed hereunto, shall be subjected to the authority, and for ever 
united to the dominions, of the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, 
the said Nawab having engaged to provide liberally from the revenues of the said 
districts for the support of Meer Kummer-ood-deen Khan Bahadooi, and of his 
family and relations, and to grant him for this purpose a personal jaghire in the 
districts of Gurrumcondah, equal to the annual sum of Rs. 2,10,000 or of 70,000 
Canterai Pagodas, over and above and exclusive of a jaghire which the said Nawab 
has also agreed to assign to the said Meer Kummer-ood-deen Khan for the pay 
and maintenance of a proportionate number of troops to be employed in the service 
of His said Highness, making the share of His Highness as follows :

Article 3. 

It being further expedient, for the preservation of peace and tranquillity and 
for the general security of the foundations now established by the contracting 
parties, that the fortress of Seringapatam should be subjected to the said Com¬ 
pany Bahadoor, it is stipulated and agreed that the said fortress and the island 
on which it is situated (including the small tract of land, or island, lying to the 
westward of the main island, and bounded on the west by a nullah, called the 
Mysore Nullah, w'hich falls into the Cauvery near Chenagal Ghaut) shall become 
part of the dominions of the said Company, in full right and sovereignty for ever. 


.^Article 4. 

A separate government shall be established in Mysore ; and for this purpose 
it is stipulated and agreed that the Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiavar 
Bahadoor, a descendant of the ancient Rajahs of Mysore, shall possess the terri¬ 
tory hereinafter described upon the conditions hereinafter mentioned. 

Article 5. 

The contracting powers mutually and severally agree that the districts specified 
in Schedule C hereunto annexed, shall be ceded to the said Maharajah Mysore 
Kishna Rajah, and shall form the separate government of Mysore upon the comli 
lions hereinafter mentioned. 

Article fi. 

The English East India Company Bahadoor shall be at liberty to make such 
deductions from time to time from the sums allotted by the first Article of the 
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present Treaty for the maintenance of the families of Hyder Ali Khan and Tippoo 
Sultan, as may be proper, in consequence of the decease of any member of the 
said families ; and in the event of any hostile attempt, on the part nf the said 
family or of any member of it, against the authority of the contracting parties, or 
against the peace of their respective dominions or the territories of the Rajah of 
Mysore, then the said English East India Company Bahadoor shall be at liberty 
to limit or suspend entirely the payment of the whole or any part of the stipend 
hereinbefore stipulated to be applied to the maintenance and support of the said 
families. 

Article 7. 

His Highness the Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor shall be invited to 
accede to the present Treaty ; and although the said Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan 
Bahadoor has neither participated in the expense or danger of the late war, and 
therefore is not entitled to share any part of the acquisitions made by the con¬ 
tracting parties (namely, the English East India Company Bahadoor and His 
Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor), yet, for the 
maintenance of the relations of friendship and alliance between the said Peishwa 
Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, the English East India Company Bahadoor, His 
Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and Maharajah 
Mysore Kishna Rajah Bahadoor, it is stipulated and agreed that certain districts, 
specified in Schedule D hereunto annexed, shall be reserved for the purpose of 
being eventually ceded to the said Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor in full 
right and sovereignty, in the same manner as if he had been a contracting party 
to this Treaty; provided, however, that the said Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan 
Bahadoor shall accede to the present Treaty in its full extent within one month 
from the day on whicli it shall be formally communicated to him by the contract¬ 
ing parties, and provided also that he shall give satisfaction to the English East 
India Co npany Bahadoor, and to His Highness Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah 
Bahadoor, with regard to certain points now depending between him, the said 
Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor and the said Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah 
Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and also with regard to such points as shall be represented 
to the said Peishwa, on the part of the English East India Company Bahadoor, 
by the < Jovernor-General or the British Resident at the Court of Poouah. 

Article 8. 

If, contrary to the amicable expectation of the contracting parties, the said 

eisliwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor shall refuse to accede to this Treaty or 
to give satisfaction upon the points to which the seventh Article refers, then the 
right to and sovereignty of the several districts hereinbefore reserved for eventual 
cession to tlie Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, shall rest jointly in the 
-uni English East India Company Bahadoor, and the said Nawab Nizam-ood- 
Uowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, who will either exchange them with the Rajah ot 
Mysore lot o! her districts of equal value KiWfl tout to their respective terri¬ 

tory, or otherwise arrange and settle respecting thorn, as they shall judge proper. 
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Article 9. 

It being expedient, for the effectual establishment of Maharajah Mysore Kishna 
Rajah in the Government of Mysore, that His Highness should be assisted with a 
suitable subsidiary force, it is stipulated and agreed that the whole of the said 
force shall be furnished by the English East India Company Bahadoor, according 
to the terms of a separate Treaty to be immediately concluded between the said 
English East India Company Bahadoor and His Highness the Maharajah Mysore 
Kishna Rajah Oodiavar Bahadoor. 


Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, being settled and concluded this day, 
the 22nd of June 1799 (corresponding to the 17th of Mohurrum, 1214 Anno Hegirae), 
by the Lieutenant-General George Harris, the Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, 
the Honourable Henry Wellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, on the part and in the name of the Right Honour¬ 
able Richard, Earl of Mornington, Governor^General aforesaid ; and by Meer 
Allum Bahadoor, on the part and in the name of His Highness the Nawab Nizam- 
ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor ; the said Lieutenant-General Harris, the 
Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honourable Henry Wellesley, Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, have 
delivered to Meer Allum Bahadoor one copy of the same, signed and sealed by 
themselves; and Meer Allum Bahadoor has delivered to Lieutenant-General 
George Harris, the Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honourable Henry 
TVellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry 
Close, another copy of the same, sealed by himself; and Lieutenant-General 
Geoige Harris, the Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honourable Henry 
Wellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry 
Close, and Meer Allum Bahadoor, severally and mutually engage that the said 
Treaty shall be respectively ratified by the Right Honourable the Governor- 
General under his seal and signature within eight days from the date hereof, and 
by His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, within 
twenty-five days from the date hereof.

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Separate Articles of the Treaty with the Nizam. 

Separate Articles appertaining to the Treaty of Mysore, concluded on the 
22nd of June 1799 (corresponding to the 17th of Mohurrum Anno Hegira 
1214) between the Honourable English East India Company Baiiadoor 
and the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor. 


Article 1. 

With a view to the prevention of future altercations, it is agreed between 
His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadur and the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company Bahadoor, that to whatever amount the stipends 
appropriated to the maintenance of the sons, relations, and dependants of the late 
Iiyder Ali Khan and Tipoo Sultan, or the personal jaghire of Meer Kummer-ood-deen 
Khan, shall hereafter be diminished, in consequence of any one of the stipula¬ 
tions of the Treaty of Mysore, the contracting parties shall not be accountable to 
each other on this head. 

Article 2. 

And it is further agreed between the contracting parties that in the event 
provided for by the eighth Article of the Treaty of Mysore, two-thirds of the share 
reserved for Kao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor shall fall to His Highness the Nawab 
Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and the remaining third to the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company Bahadoor.

Treaty with the Nizam—1800. 

'I reatv of Perpetual and General Defensive Alliance between the Honour¬ 
able the English East India Company and His Highness the Nawab 
N iz a m-ool-.Moolk Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, JSoubadar of the Deccan, his 
children, heirs, and successors ; settled by Captain James Achilles Kirk¬ 
patrick, Resident at the Court of His Highness, by virtue of the powers 
delegated to him by the Most Noble Richard, Marquis Wellesley, 
Knight of the Most Illustrious Order of St. Patrick, one of His 
Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, Governor- 
General If, Council, appointed by the Honourable the Court of Direc¬ 
tors of the SIM I H dockable Company to direct and control all tnelr affairs 
in the East Indies, and Governor-General in Council of all the British 
Possessions in the East Indies. 

Whereas, by the blessing of God, an intimate friendship and union have 
firmly subsisted for a length of time bet ween the Honourable English East India 




Company and His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ool-MooIk Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, 
and have been cemented and strengthened by several Treaties of alliance, to the 
mutual and manifest advantage of both powers, who, with uninterrupted harmony 
and concord having equally shared the fatigues and dangers of war and the 
blessings of peace, are, in fact, become one and the same in interest, policy, friend¬ 
ship, and honour. The powers aforesaid adverting to the complexion of the times 
have determined on principles of precaution and foresight and with a view to the 
effectual preservation of constant peace and tranquillity, to enter mto a general 
defensive alliance, for the complete and reciprocal protection of their respective 
territories, together with those of their several allies and dependants, against the 
unprovoked aggressions or unjust encroachments of all or of any enemies whatever. 

Article 1. 

The peace, union, and friendship so long subsisting between the two States 
shall be perpetual; the friends and enemies of either shall be the friends and enemies 
of both ; and the contracting parties agree tkg-t all the former Treaties and agree¬ 
ments between the two States now in force and not contrary to the tenor of this 
engagement shall be confirmed by it. 

Article 2. 

If any power or State whatever shall commit any act of unprovoked hostility 
or aggression against either of the contracting parties, or against their respective 
dependants or allies, and, after due representation, shall refuse to enter into amicable 
explanation, or shall deny the just satisfaction or indemnity which the contracting 
parties shall have required, then the contracting parties will proceed to concert 
and prosecute such further measures as the case shall appear to demand. 

For the more distinct explanation of the true intent and effect of the agreement, 
the Governor-General in Council, on behalf of the Honourable Company, hereby 
declares that the British Government will never permit any power or State what¬ 
ever to commit with impunity any act of unprovoked hostility or aggression 
against the rights or territories of His Highness the Nizam, but will at ail times 
maintain and defend the same, in the same manner as the rights and territories of 
the Honourable Company are now maintained and defended. 

Article 3. 

With a view to fulfil this Treaty of general defence and protection. His Highness 
the Nawab Ausuph Jah agrees that two battalions of sepoys and one regim 3 nt of 
cavalry, with a due proportion of guns and artillerymen shall be added in perpetuity 
to the present permanent subsidiary force of six battalions of sepoys, of one 
thousand firelocks each, and one regiment of cavalry, five hundred strong (with 
their proportion of guns and artillerymen), so that the whole subsidiary force 
furnished by the Honourable East India Company to His Highness shall hence¬ 
forward consist of eight battalions of sepoys (or eight thousand firelocks) aad two 
regiments oi cavalry (or one thousand horse), with their requisite complement of

guns, European artillerymen, lascars, and pioneers, fully equipped with warlike 

stores and ammunition, which force is to be stationed in perpetuity in His High- 
ness s territories. 

Article 4. 

The pay of the above-mentioned additional force shall be calculated at the 
rate of the pay of the existing subsidiary force, and shall commence from the 
ay of the entrance of the said additional force into His Highness’s territories. 


Article 5. 

For the regular payment of the whole expense of the said augmented subsidiary 
orce (consisting of eight thousand infantry, one thousand cavalry, and their usual 
proportion gf artillery) His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah hereby assigns and 
cedes to the Honourable East India Company in perpetuity all the territories 
acquired by His Highness, under the Treaty of Seringapatam on the 18th March 
17 J2, and also all the territories acquired by His Highness under the Treaty of

Article 6. 

0crtalD of ttle territories ceded by the foregoing Article to the Honourable

the boundary line of the Honourable Company’s possessions a good and weU- 
defined one agrees to retain the districts in question, namely, Copul, Gujjunder-

to reach to their said nominal value; and whereas differences might hereafter 
uri.-c be we l the contracting parties with respect to the real value of the stuns 
■ friendship and harmony happily subsisting bet ween the contracting parties 
he disturbed by d.- ussion relating to the adjustment of accounts of the produce 
and value of the said districts ; in order to preclude all causes of any such future 
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difference or discussion between the two States, the said East India Company agrees 
to accept the said districts (with the reservation stated in the sixth Article) as a 
full and complete satisfaction for ail demands on account of the pay and charges 
Of the said subsidiary force ; and therefore to whatever extent or for whatever 
length of time the actual produce of the said districts shall prove inadequate to the 
amount of the subsidy payable by His Highness on account of the said subsidiary 
force, no demands shall ever be made by the Honourable Company upon the treasury 
of His Highness on account of any such deficiency or on account of any failure 
in the revenues of the said districts, arising from unfavourable seasons, from the 
calamity of war, or any other cause. His Highness the Nizam, on his part, with 
the same friendly views hereby renounces all claim to any arrears or balances which 
may be due to him from the said districts at the period of their cession to the Honour¬ 
able Company, and also to any eventual excess in the produce of the said districts, 
beyond the amount of the subsidy payable by His Highness on account of the 
said subsidiary force, the true intention and meaning of this Article being that th e 
cession of the said districts and the exchanges stipulated in the sixth Article shall 
be considered as a final close and termination of accounts between the contracting 
parties with respect to the charges of the said subsidiary force. 


Article 9. 

After the conclusion of this Treaty, and as soon as the British Resident shall 
signify to His Highness Ausuph Jah that the Honourable Company’s ofticers are 
prepared to take charge of the districts ceded by the fifth Article, His Highness 
Will immediately issue the necessary perwannahs or orders to his officers to deliver 
over charge of the same to the officers of the Company ; and it is hereby stipulated 
and agreed that all collections made by His Highness’s officers subsequent to the 
date of the said perwannahs or orders, and before the officers of the Company 
shall have taken charge of the said districts, shall be carried to the account of the 
Honourable Company. 

Article 10. 

All forts situated within the districts to be ceded as aforesaid shall be delivered 
to the officers of the Honourable Company with the said districts ; and His High¬ 
ness the Nawab Ausuph Jah engages that the said forts shall be delivered to the 
Honourable Company as nearly as possible in the same state as that in which His 
Highness received them. 

Article 11. 

His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah will continue to pay the subsidy of the 
former subsidiary force and also that of the additional troops from his treasury 
in the same manner as hitherto observed, until the Honourable East India Com¬ 
pany’s officers shall have obtained complete possession from His Highness’s officers 
°f the country ceded to the said Company by the fifth Article. The Company 
will not claim any payments of subsidy from His Highness’s treasury after their 
officers shall have obtained possession of the said districts from the officers of 
His Highness. 
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Article 12. 

The contracting parties will employ all practicable means of conciliation to 
prevent- the calamity of war; and for that purpose will at all times be ready to 
enter into amicable explanations with other States and to cultivate and improve 
tlio general relations of peace and amity with all the powers of India, according 
to the true spirit and tenor of this defensive Treaty. But if a war should unfortu¬ 
nately break out between the contracting parties and any other power whatever 
then His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah engages that, with the reserve of two 
battalions of sepoys which are to remain near His Highness’s person, the residue 
of the British subsidiary force (consisting of six battalions of sepoys and two regi¬ 
ments of cavalry with artillery) joined by six thousand infantry and nine thousand 
horse of His Highness’s own troops, and making together an army of twelve thou¬ 
sand infantry and ten thousand cavalry, with their requisite train of artillery, 
and warlike stores of every kind, shall be immediately put in motion for the purpose 
of opposing the enemy ; and His Highness likewise engages to employ every further 
eflfort m his power for the purpose of bringing into the field as speedily as possible 
the whole force which he may be able to supply from his dominions ; with a view 
to the effectual prosecution and speedy termination of the said war, the Honourable 
Company in the same manner engage cu their part, in this case, to employ in active 
operations against the enemy the largest force which they may be able to furnish 
ove?r and above the said subsidiary force. 


Article 13. 

Whenever war shall appear probable His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah 
engages to collect as many benjarahs as possible, and to store as much grain as 
tnay be practicable iu his frontier garrisons. 


Article 14. 

Grain and all other articles of consumption and provision, and all sorts of 
materials for wearing apparel, together with the necessary quantity of cattle, horses 
and camels required for the use of the subsidiary force, shall, in proportion to its 
present augmentation be, as heretofore, entirely exempted from duties. 


Article 15. 

As by the present. Treaty the union and friendship of the two States are so firmly 
cemented as that they may be considered as one and the same, His Highness the 
izum engages neither to commence nor to pursue in future any negotiations with 
un> oi tet powei whatever without giving previous notice and entering into mutual 
consultation with the Honourable East India Company’s Government ; and the 
Honourable Company’s Government on their part hereby declare that they have 
■m manner of concern with any of His Highness’s children, relations, subjects, 
or servants with respect to whom His Highness is absolute. 
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Article 16. 

As by the present Treaty of general defensive alliance, mutual defence and 
protection against all enemies are established, His Highness the Nawab Ausuph 
Jali consequently engages never to commit any act of hostility or aggression ag litut 
auy power whatever ; and in the event of any differences arising whatever adjust¬ 
ment of them the Company’s Government, weighing matters in the scale of truth 
and justice, may determine shall meet with full approbation and acquiescence. 



Article 17. 

By the present Treaty of general defensive alliance, the ties of union, by the 
blessing of God, are drawn so close that the friends of one party will be hence¬ 
forward considered as the friends of the other, and the enemies of the one party 
as the enemies o,f the other ; it is therefore hereby agreed that if in future the Shora- 
pore or Gudwall zemindars, or any other subjects or dependants of His Highness's 
Government should withhold the payment of the Circar’s just claims upon them, 
or excite rebellion or disturbance, the subsidiary force, or such proportion thereof 
as may be requisite, after the reality of the offence shall be duly ascertained, shall 
be ready, in concert with His Highness’s own troops, to reduce all such offenders 
to obedience. And the interests of the two States being now in every respect 
identified, it is further mutually agreed that if disturbances shall at any time 
break out in the districts ceded to the Honourable Company by this treaty, His 
Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah shall permit such a proportion of the sub¬ 
sidiary troops as may be requisite to be employed in quelling the same within the 
said districts. If disturbances shall at any time break out in auy part of His High¬ 
ness’s dominions contiguous to the Company’s frontier, to which it might be in¬ 
convenient to detach any proportion of the subsidiary troops, the British Govern¬ 
ment, in like manner, if required by His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah, shall 
direct such proportion of the troops of the Company as may be most conveniently 
stationed for the purpose to assist in quelling the said disturbances within His 
Highness’s dominions. 


Article 18. 

Whereas, by the favour of Providence, a perfect union, harmony, and concord, 
have long and firmly subsisted between the Honourable East India Company, 
His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah, His Highness the Peishwa Rao Pundit 
Brudhan, and Rajah Raghojee Bhooslah, therefore should His Highness Rao 
Bundit Prudhan and Rajah Raghojee Bhooslah, or either of them, express a desire 
to participate in the benefits of the present defensive alliance, which is calculated 
to strengthen and perpetuate the foundations of general tranquillity, the con¬ 
tracting parties will readily admit both or either of the said powers to be members 
of the present alliance, on such terms and conditions as shall appear just and 
I'edient to the contracting parties.

Article 19. 


The contracting parties being actuated by a sincere desire to promote and main- 
tain general tranquillity, will admit Dowlut RaoSindia to be a party to the present 
rcat} w iene\er he shall satisfy the contracting parties of his disposition to culti¬ 
vate the relations of peace and amity with both States, and shall give such securi- 
t.es for the maintenance of tranquillity as shall appear to the contracting parties 
to be sufficient. 


Article 20. 


This Treaty, consisting of twenty Articles, being this day settled by Captain 
Tames Achilles Kirkpatrick with the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, Captain Kirk¬ 
patrick has delivered one copy thereof in English and Persian, signed and sealed 
by himself, to the said Nawab, who, on his part, has also delivered one copy of the 
same, duly executed by himself ; and Captain Kirkpatrick, by virtue of special au¬ 
thority given to him on that behalf by the Most Noble the Governor-General in 
Council, hereby declares the said Treaty to be in full force from the date hereof 
and engages to procure and deliver to His Highness in the space of thirty days n 
copy of the same from the Governor-General in Council, in every respect the 
counterpart of that executed by himself; and on the delivery of such copy the 
Treaty executed by Captain Kirkpatrick shall be returned ; but the additional 
subsidiary force specified in the third Article shall be immediately required by His 
Highness the Nizam and furnished by the Honourable Company, and all the other 
Articles shall be in full force from this time.

Separate and Secret Articles. 


Separate and Secret Articles appertaining to the Treaty of Perpetual and 
' ' I NI ’ RAL Defensive Alliance concluded between the Honourable English 
East India Company and His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor 
on the 12th October Anno Domini 1800, or 22nd Jemraadee-ul-Awul Anno 
Hegirie 1215. 


Article 1. 


The Peishwa Rao Pundit Prndhan shall be admitted to the benefits of this 
geneial dcfcm-ive alliance on the following conditions: — 

first—Jiao Pundit Prndhan shall accept, the mediation of the Honourable 
Company's Government for the amicable adjustment, on the basis of the Treaty 
of Mali, of all claims or demands of chout, and of all other claims or demands what- 
< v' on the territories or government of Ilis Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah. 
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The British Government will also take into consideration the claims of His 
Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah to a total exemption from chout, and will 
arbitrate, on the principles of justice and equity, any question now existing or 
which shall hereafter arise, relative to the same, between Rao Pundit Prudhan and 
the Nawab Ausuph Jah ; provided Rao Pundit Prudhan shall agree to accept the 
said arbitration ; and Rao Pundit Prudhan shall not be admitted to the benefit of 
this general defensive alliance, until he shall have agreed to accept the arbitration 
of the British Government, with respect to the said claims of the Nawab Ausuph 


Jah to a total exemption from chout. 

Secondly.— Kao Pundit Prudhan shall give full satisfaction to the Honourable 
East India Company on the various points depending between him and the British 
Government in India. 


Thirdly .—If Rao Pundit Prudhan shall agree to the following conditions, the 
Honourable East India Company and His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah will 
assist him in the restoration of his just authority in the Maharatta Empire. 

Fourthly .—For this purpose Rao Pundit Prudhan shall agree to subsidize in 
perpetuity such a body of the said Company s troops as shall hereafter be judged 
necessary for the restoration and maintenance of his authority. 


Article 2. 

Rajah Raghojee Bhooslah shall be admitted to the benefit of this general 
alliance on the following conditions :— 

First .—Rajah Raghojee Bhooslah shall accept the Honourable Company’s 
arbitration of all unadjusted points between His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah 
and the said Rajah, according to the tenor of subsisting Treaties. 

Secondly .—Rajah Raghojee Bhooslah shall agree to such equitable interchanges 
of territory with the Honourable East India Company as shall be judged necessary 
to complete or improve their respective frontiers, or to such cessions of territory 
On consideration of a just pecuniary equivalent) as shall be judged necessary to 
the same purpose. 

Article 3. 

If, contrary to the spirit and object of this defensive Treaty, war should here- 
a fter appear unavoidable (which God avert!) the contracting parties will proceed 
t° adjust the rule of partition of all such advantages and acquisitions as may 
eventually result from the success of their united arms. 

The contracting parties entertain no views of conquest or extension of their 
respective dominions, nor any intention of proceeding to hostilities, unless in the 
c ase of unjust and unprovoked aggression, and after the failure of their joint 
endeavours to obtain reasonable satisfaction, through the channel of pacific 
Negotiation, according to the tenor of the preceding Treaty. It is however 
declared that, in the event of war, and of a consequent partition of conquests 
between the contracting parties, His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah shall be 
entitled tp participate equally with the other contracting parties in the division of 
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every tenitoTy which may be acquired by the successful exertion of their united 
armSj provided His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah shall have faithfully fulfilled 
all the stipulations of the preceding Treaty especially those contained in the 
twelfth and thirteenth Articles thereof.

Article. 

In the event (which God however avert!) of joint war breaking out hereafter 
With any other power, it is hereby agreed that during the continuance thereof all 
officers and all troops, whether individually or collectively, belonging to either of 
the contracting parties, shall have free ingress and egress to and from all the 
territories, and to and from all the forts belonging to each other respectively ; and 
!t is hereby further agreed that all officers, whether civil or military, belonging to 
their government, shall, when requisite, employ all their power and all the re¬ 
sources at their command in facilitating the operations of the troops employed, to 
whichever of the two contracting powers they may happen to belong.

Commercial Treaty with the Nizam — 1802. 

Treaty for the Improvement and Security of the Trade and Commerce 
between the Territories of the Honourable East India Company and of 
His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausuph Jah, Soubadar of 
the Deccan ; settled by Major James Achilles Kirkpatrick, Resident 
at the Court of His Highness, by virtue of the powers delegated to him 
-by His Excellency the Most Noble Richard, Marquis Wellesley, 
Knight of the Most Illustrious Order of Saint Patrick, one of His 
Britannic Majesty’s Privy Council, Governor-General in Council, 
Captain General and Commander-in-Chief of His Majesty’s and the 
Honourable Company’s Forces in India, appointed by the Honourable 
the Court of Directors of the said Honourable Company to direct and 
control all their affairs in the East Indies, and Governor-General in 
Council of all the British Possessions in the East Indies. 

Whereas a well regulated commerce is essential to the opulence and prosperity 
of the people and to the wealth and power of the State; and whereas a free and secure 
commercial intercourse tends to maintain and improve the relations of amity, 
peace, and concord between contiguous nations : Wherefore the Honourable East 
India Company and IDs Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah, anxious to improve 
by every possible means the close and intimate connection now happily establish¬ 
ed between the two States, and to extend the benefits of their union to their re¬ 
spective subjects, nave agreed on the following Articles of a Treaty of Commerce 
between the two States :— 


Article 1. 

As the testimony of the firm friendship, union, and attachment, subsisting bet¬ 
ween the Honourable Company and His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah, the 
Honourable Company hereby agree to grant to His Highness the free use of the 
seaport of Masulipatam ; at which port His Highness shall be at liberty to establish 
a commercial factory and agents under such regulations as the nature of the Com¬ 
ply s government shall require and as shall be adjusted between the Governor- 
General in Council and His said Highness. 

Article 2. 

His Highness’s ships bearing his flag shall be entitled at all times to the pro¬ 
tection of His Britannic Majesty’s and of the Honourable Company’s ships of 
war, and shall be admitted into all the ports belonging to the British Government 
in India upon the footing of the most favoured nations. 

Article 3. 

There shod be a free transit between the territories of the contracting parties 
of all articles being the growth, produce, or manufacture of each respectively ; 
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and also of all articles being the growth, produce, or manufacture of any part of 
His Britannic Majesty’s dominions. 


Article 4. 

All rahdarry duties and all duties collected by individual renters or zemindars 
on goods passing to and from the territories of the contracting parties shall be 
abolished, and all zemindars, renters, etc., shall be strictly prohibited from com¬ 
mitting any acts of extortion or violence on the merchants passing through the 
respective territories of the contracting parties. 

Article 5. 

A duty of five per cent, and no more shall be levied at Hyderabad indiscrim¬ 
inately on all articles of merchandize whatever imported into His Highness’s 
dominions from the Company’s possessions. No articles shall pay duty more than 
once. The duties payable shall be regulated by a just valuation of the article or 
commodity on which they shall be charged, and which shall be determined by ait 
invoice authenticated by the seal and signature of the proper Officer on each side ; 
Nor shall any arbitrary valuation of any article or commodity be admitted to en¬ 
hance the amount of the duties payable thereon, and the said duties shall be fixed 
and immutable except by the mutual consent of the contracting parties. 

Article 6. 

Ihe Honourable Fast India Company shall on their part adopt similar 
arrangements in every respect for the purpose of facilitating the transit through 
their dominions of all articles the growth, produce, or manufacture of His High¬ 
ness s territories and of guarding the same from all unjust exactions or vexatious 
imposts whatever. 

Article 7. 

The duties payable to the Honourable Company on all articles imported into 
their territories from His Highness’s dominions shall be collected in the mode pre¬ 
scribed bj the fifth Article at Masulipatam alone, or at one or more places accord¬ 
ing to the convenience of the merchants belonging to His Highness’s dominions, 
and the said place or places shall be fixed with the consent of His Highness the 
Nizam, it being understood that no article imported from His Highness’s domin¬ 
ions shall in any case pay duty more than once, whether the said duty be collected 
at Masulipatam or elsewhere. 


Article 8. 

A duty of five per cent, and no more shall be levied once by His Highness’s 
Government, and be made payable at Hyderabad on the prime cost of all commod- 
J ties purchased in His Highness’s dominions for exportation.

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Article 9. 

No merchants or traders under the Company’s Government shall be allowed 
to re-vend in the dominions of the Nawab aforesaid the productions or manufac¬ 
tures of his territories purchased by them therein. Neither shall any grain be 
exported from the territories of the Nawab aforesaid into those of the Honourable 
Company without a special license for the purpose ; nor any more grain be pur¬ 
chased in His Highness’s territories than what is necessary for the consumption 
of the subsidiary force. But it is at the same time hereby agreed that, in cases 
of necessity, permission shall reciprocally be granted immediately on application 
for the transportation of grain, free from all duties whatever, into the respective 
territories of the two contracting powers in Hindostan and Deccan. 

Article 10. 

The traders under both governments, namely, all such as shall traffic from the 
Honourable East India Company’s territories to the territories of His Highness the 
Nawab Ausuph Jah, and vice versa , shall, upon the importation of their com¬ 
modities into the respective territories, pay once a duty of five per cent, accord¬ 
ing to the terras prescribed in the foregoing Articles. With respect to others 
who do not come under the above description, such as traders from foreign parts 
or inhabitants of Hyderabad who have always paid the usual duties, the kurrorah 
shall, as heretofore, levy duties from them according to custom. 

Article 11. 

The preceding regulations shall take effect and be established in the respective 
territories of the contracting parties on the 1st day of September next, answering 
to the 2nd of Jemmadee-ul-Awul, A.H. 1217, after which day no duties shall be 
levied in any other manner than in conformity to the stipulations of this Treaty. 

Article 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, being this day settled by Major 
James Achilles Kirkpatrick with the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, Major Kirk¬ 
patrick has delivered one copy thereof in English and Persian, signed and sealed 
by himself, to the said Nawab, who on his part has also delivered one copy of the 
same duly executed by himself: and Major Kirkpatrick, by virtue of special author¬ 
ity given to him in that behalf by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor- 
General in Council, hereby declares the said Treaty to be in full force from the date 
hereof, and engages to procure and deliver to His Highness in the space of fifty 
day* a copy of the same from the Governor-General in Council, in every respect 
the counterpart of that executed by himself, and on the delivery of such copy, the 
treaty executed by Major Kirkpatrick shall be returned.

All existing Treaties and engagements 
likewise that were contracted with the late Nawab aforesaid are in full force to all 
intents and purposes ; and we hereby declare that we are effectually bound by the 
engagements and Treaties aforesaid, and by the blessing of Cod, the said Treaties 
and engagements shall be duly observed until the end of time.

Ireaty for the Settlement of General Peace in Hindostan and the Deccan, 
and for the Confirmation of the Friendship subsisting between the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company and its allies, His Highness the Soubah* 
dar of the Deccan and His Highness Rao Pundit Prudhan Peishwa 
Bahadoor, settled between the said Honourable Company and the said allies 
by Major James Achilles Kirkpatrick, Resident of the Court of Hyder¬ 
abad, in virtue of the powers delegated to him by His Excellency the Most 
Noble Richard, Marquis Wellesley', Knight of the Most Illustrious 
Order of Saint Patrick, one of His Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy 
Council, Governor-General in Council of all the British Possessions 
and ( APTAiN General of all the British Land Forces in the East Indies. 

Whereas by the terms of the Treaties of peace concluded by Major General 
the Honourable Arthur Wellesley, on the part of the Honourable Company and its 
a lies with the Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah, Rajah of Berar, at Deogaum, 
on the 17th of December 1803, and with Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia at Surjee 
u J en gauH>, on the 30th of that month, which Treaties have been duly ratified 
by the Governor-General in Council and by the allies of the British Government, 
certain forts and territories have been ceded by Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah

Article 1. 

J he province of Cuttack, including the port and district of Balasore, and all 
cessions of every description made by the second Article of the Treaty of 
Deogaum, or by any Treaties which have been confirmed by the tenth Article of 
the said Treaty of Deogaum, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to the 
Honourable English East India Company. 

Article 2. 

The territories of which Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah formerly collected 
i be revenues, m participation with His Highness the Soubahdar of the Deccan 
and those formerly possessed by Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah, to the westward 
Of I he liver \\ urdali, ceded by the third Article of the Treaty of Deogaum, aud the

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Article 3. 

All the forts, territories, and righto of Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia m the 
Doab, or country situated between the Jumna and Ganges, and all his forts, terri¬ 
tories, rights, and interests in the countries which are to the northward of those 
of the Rajahs of Jeypore and Jodhpore, and of the liana of Gohud, ceded by the 
second Article of the Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum, shall belong in perpetual soverc- 
ignty to the Honourable Company. 


Article 4. 

The fort of Baroach and territory depending thereon, ceded by the third Article 
of the Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to the 
Honourable Company. 

Article 5. 

The fort and city of Ahmednugger together with such part of the territory 
depending thereon as is ceded by the third Article of the Treaty of Surjee Anjen 
gaum to the Honourable Company and its allies, shall belong in perpetual sovere¬ 
ignty to His Highness the Peishwa. 

Article 6. 

All the territories w’hich belong to Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia before the 
commencement of the late war, situated to the southward of the hills called the 
Adjuntee Hills including the fort and district of Jalnapore, the town and district 
of Gandapore, and all other districts between that range of hills and the river 
Godavery, ceded by the fourth Article of the Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum to the 
Honourable Company and its allies, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to His 
Highness the Soubahdar of the Deccan. 

Article 7. 

All cessions made to the Honourable Company by any Treaties which have 
been confirmed by the ninth Article of the Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum shall belong 
in perpetual sovereignty to the Honourable Company. 

Article 8. 

This Treaty consisting of eight Articles, being this day, the 17th of Mohurrum 
corresponding with the 28th of April, settled and concluded at Hyderabad bv Major 
•lames Achilles Kirkpatrick, with His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah Meer 
Ukbur Ali Khan Bahadoor, Soubahdar of the Deccan, the said Major James Achillea 
Kirkpatrick has delivered to His said Highness a copy of the same, in English 
and Persian, under the seal and signature of the said Major James Achilles Kirk¬ 
patrick, and His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah Meer Akber Ali Khan Bahadoor 
has delivered to the said Major James AchilleB Kirkpatrick another copy also in 
Persian and English bearing His Highness’s seal and signature ; and the aforesaid 
Major James Achilles Kirkpatrick has engaged to procure and deliver to His said 
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Highness without delay a copy of the same, duly ratified by His Excellency the Most 
Noble the Governor-General in Council, on the receipt of which by His said High¬ 
ness the present Treaty shall be deemed complete and binding on the Honourable 
the English East India Company and His Highness, and the copy of it now 
delivered to His said Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah shall be returned.

Treaty between the Honourable East India Company and His Highness the 
Soubadar of the Deccan and his Children, Heirs, and Successors, for the 
further Confirmation of Friendship and Unity of Interests, concluded 
through the agency of Charles Theophilus Metcalfe, Esq., Resident 
at the Court of His said Highness, by virtue of full powers to that effect 
vested in him by His Excellency the Most Noble Francis, Marquis of 
Hastings, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, Knight, G.C., 
of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, one of His Britannic 
Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, Governor-General in 
Council, appointed by the Honourable the Court of Directors of the 
said Honourable Company to direct and control all their affairs in the East 
Indies, and Commander-in-Chief of His Majesty’s and the Honourable 
Company’s Forces— *1822. 

Whereas certain rights, forts, and territories have come into the possession 
of the Honourable East India Company from the States of Nagpore and Holkar, 
and in consequence of the reduction and occupation of the dominions of the PeishWa, 
the following Articles of agreement for the settlement of the said rights, forts, 
and territories have been concluded by the said Honourable Company and His 
said Highness the Soubadar of the Deccan. 

Article 1. 

All former Treaties and engagements between the two States now in force 
and not contrary to the tenor of this Treaty shalL be confirmed by it. 

Article 2. 

Tic arrears of all claims and demands of chout, and of all other claims whatever 
on j-he territories or government of His Highness the Nizam, due by His said High¬ 
ly:, to the Peishwa are hereby declared to be extinguished, and His said High* 
uccss is released in perpetuity from the payment of all chout of every description 
ou account oi any part of his possessions, 
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Article 3. 


His Highness the Nizam being desirous of possessing certain of the districts 
acquired by the late war on account of their situation within the exterior line of 
His Highness’s frontier, the following exchanges of territory are hereby agreed 
upon for His Highness’s benefit and the mutual convenience of the contracting 
parties. 

Article 4. 

The districts formerly belonging to the Peishwa as specified in the Schedule 
A, hereunto annexed, and estimated at the annual sum of Rupees 5,69,275-8 are 
hereby transferred in perpetual sovereignty to His Highness the Nizam. 

Article 5. 

The districts formerly belonging to the Rajah of Nagpore according to the 
Schedule B, hereunto annexed, and estimated at the annual sum of Rupees 
3>13,743-8 together with the forts of Gawilghur and Narnulla, and the range of 
hills on which they are situated, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to His 
said Highness. 

Article 6. 

fjTlie districts of Umber and Ellora, formerly belonging to Maharaja Mulhar 
Bao Holkar, and estimated at the annual sum of Rupees 1,89,373, shall also belong 
iu perpetual sovereignty to His said Highness. 

Article 7. 

His Highness the Nizam on his part hereby cedes to the Honourable Company 
in perpetual sovereignty the whole of his rights and possessions situated on the 
west or right bank of the river Seena, according to the Schedule C, hereunto 
annexed, and also the whole of his rights and possessions situated within the 
district of Ahmednuggur as detailed in the said schedule, the whole bein'* 
estimated at the annual sum of Rupees 4,31,785-3^. 

Article 8. 

His Highness the Nizam also cedes, for the purpose of their being transferred 
m perpetual sovereignty to the Rajah of Nagpore, the whole of his participated 
rights and possessions situated on the east or left bank of the river Wurdah, accord 
lug to the Schedule D annexed to the present Treaty, and estimated to produce 
an annual revenue of Rupees 75,000. 

Article 9. 

Certain assignments of chout within the territory of His Highness the Nizam, 
to the estimated annual amount of Eupees one lakh and twenty thousand, having 
been guaranteed to Appa Dessaye and the Eutwardhuns, His Highness the Nizam 
hereby agrees to pay the aforesaid sum annually to the Honourable East India 
Company in perpetuity. 
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Article 10. 

His Highness the Nizam also engages to confirm and continue all enams and 
wurshasuns and all individual and charitable allowances of every description 
whatever which may have been granted either on the chout payable by His High¬ 
ness to the Peishwa, or any portion of the districts formerly belonging to the Peishwa 
and now acquired by His said Highness under the fourth Article of the present 
Treaty, provided those grants shall have been in force at the breaking out of hostili¬ 
ties with the Peishwa in the month of November, 1817, and that the holders of 
them shall have performed the conditions prescribed in Mr. Elphinstone’s proc¬ 
lamation,* dated the 11th of February 1818. 

Article 11. 

This Treaty consisting of eleven Articles, having been this day settled by Charles 
Theophilus Metealfe, Esquire, with the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, one copy

able Mr. Elphinstone, Sole Commissioner for the settlement of the territories conquered 

from the Peishwa. 

From the time when Bajee Rao ascended the musnud his country was a prey to faction and 
rebellion, and there was no efficient government to protect the people. At length Bajee Rao 
was expelled from his dominions and took refuge in Bassein, where ho was dependent on the 
bounty of Cundee Rao Rast-ia. At this time he entered into alliance with the British Government 
and was immediately restored to the full possession of his Authority : the tranquillity that 
has been enjoyed since that period is known to all ranks of men. At Bajee Rao’s restoration 
the country was laid waste by war and famine, the people were reduced to misery, and the Gov¬ 
ernment derived scarcely any revenue from its lands ; since then in spite of the farming system 
and the exactions of Bajee Rao's officers the country has completely recovered, through the 
protection afforded it by the British Government, and Bajee Rao has accumulated those treasures 
which he is now employing against his benefactors. The British Government not only protected 
the Peishwa s own possessions, hut maintained his rights abroad. It could not without injury to 
the rights of others restore his authority over the Mahratta Chiefs, which had expired long 

I m fore if Ilian oe v it h him : but i t paid the greatest attention t * 1 • sat isfy his admis lible demands 
and succeeded, in spite of many difficulties, in adjusting some and putting others in a train of 
settlement. Among these were Bajee ltao’s claims on the Guicowar. The British Government 
had prevailed on that Prince to send his prime minister to Poona h for the express purpose of set¬ 
tling those demands, and theyjtfcre on the eve of adjustment, with great profit to the Peishwa, 
when ( iungadhur Shastry, the Guicowar’s vakeel, was murdered by Trimbuckjee Dainglia, the 
Peishwa s minister, while in actual attendance on his court and during the solemn pilgrimage of 
Pundrrpore. Strong suspicion rested on Bajee Rao, who was accused by the voice of the whole 
country but the British Government, unwilling to credit, such charges against a Prince and 
an ally, contented itself with demanding the punishment of Trimbuckjee. This was refused, 
until the British Government had marched an army to support its demands ; yet it made no 
claim on tin Peislnva for its expenses, and inflicted no punishment for his protection of a mur¬ 
derer : it simply required the surrender of the criminal ; and on Bajee Rao’s compliance, it 
restored him to the undiininishcd enjoyment of all the benefits of the alliance. Notwithstand¬ 
ing this generosity Bajee Rao immediately commenced on a new system of intrigues, and used 
e very exertion to turn all the power of India against the British Government. At length ho gave 
the signal ot disturbances by fomenting an insurrection in his own dominions, and prepared 
to support tin insurgents by open force. The British Government had then no remedy but 
to arm in turn. It:- troops entered Bajee Rao' s territories at all points and surrounded him 
in his capital before any of those with whom ho had intrigued had time to stir. Bajee Rao’s 
life was now in tlu hands of the British Government ; but that Government moved by Bajee 
Rao v i u oft HMons of gratitude for past favours and of entire dependence on its moderation, once 
more >•< < jv. -i to continue him on bis throne, after imposing such terms on him as might secure 
iv from jo fuuire perlidy. Tin* principal of these terms was a commutation of the contingent 
which t he 1\ i -hwa wan bound to furnish, for money equal to the pay of a similar body of troops ; 
and on • ’ s' i e reed in. the British Government, r. stored Bajee Rao to its friendship and 
proceed* d to nettle the Pimlarcrs who had so long been the pests of the peaceable inhabitants of 
India. -uhI of none more than the Pei: hwa's own subjects. Bajee Rao affected to enter with zeal 
into an enterprise bo worthy of a great government, and assembled a large anuy on pretence 
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delivered to the said Nawab and the Nawab on his part has 
delivered one copy of the same duly executed by himself to the aforesaid gentle¬ 
man, who engages to procure and deliver to His Highness a copy of the same from 
His Excellency the Governor-General in every respect the counterpart to this 
executed by himself, after which the copy executed by the aforesaid gentleman 
shall be returned.

He attacked and burned the house of the British Resident, contrary to the laws of nations and

° an ignominious death. Bajee Rao himself found the last transaction too barbarous to avow ; 
but as the perpetrators are still unpunished and retain their command in his army, the guilt re- 
*Uuins with him. After the commencement of the war, Bajee Rao threw oh the mask regarding 
Hie murder of Gungadhur Shastry, and avowed his participation in the crime, by uniting his 
cuusf with that of the murderer. By these acts of perfidy and violence Bajee Rao has compelled 
he British Government to drive him from his musnud and to conquer his dominions. For this 
purpose a force is gone in pursuit of Bajee Rao, which will allow him no rest ; another is employed 
u taking his forts ; a third has arrived by the way of Ahmednuggur : and a greater force than 
1 ter is now entering the Kandeish, under t he personal command of His Excellency Sir Thomas 
isT i?' A force u . ndcr General Munro is reducing the Carnatic, and a force from Bombay 
uking the forts in the Concan, and occupying that country, so that in a short time no trace 
wii v C ° ^ n ° remain, The Rajah of Sattara, who is now a prisoner in Bajee Rao’s hands, 
vui be released and placed at the head of an independent sovereignty, of such an extent us 
maintain the Rajuh and his family in comfort and dignity. With this view, the fort of 
call JmS bocn taken ’ the Rajah’s flag has been set up in it and his former ministers have been 
ted into employment.

the eldest son and successor of the deceased Nawab, and the said Honourab e 

Company. 

All existing treaties, engagements, and relations that were contracted or est¬ 
ablished between the two States during the time of the late Nawabs Nizam-ool- 
Moolk Nawab Meer Nazim Ali Khan Bahadoor, and Nizam-ool-Moolk Nawab 
Meer Ukbur Ali Kh an Bahadoor, shall remain in full force to all intents and pur 
poses; accordingly the Right Honourable the Governor-General, on the part of 
the said Honourable Company, declares that the British officers are effectually 
bound by the engagements and treaties aforesaid, and that by the favour of God 
the stipulations of the said treaties and engagements shall be duly observed till 
the end of time. In assurance whereof the Governor-General has given in writing 
these few lines in the shape of an engagement. 

Signed and sealed at Simla, on the twentieth day of September 1831, A. D., answering 
to the 13th Rubbee-oon-sanee 1247, A. II., and delivered in duplicate on the 17th 
day of October 1831, by Major J. Stewart, Resident at the Coart of Hyderabad, 
to His Highness Nawab Ausuph Jah Mozuffer-ool-Moomalik Meer Furkhund 
Ali Khan Bahadoor Futteh Jung, Nizam of Hyderabad.

Treaty with the Nizam, dated the 21st May 1853. 

Treaty between the Honourable the English East India Company and His 
Highness the Nawab Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, settled by 
Colonel John Low, O.B., Resident at the Court of His Highness, by 
virtue of full powers to that effect vested in him by the Most Noble James 
Andrew, Marquis of Dalhousie, Knight of the Most Ancient and Most 
Noble Order of the Thistle, one of Her Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Council, and Governor-General, appointed by the Honourable 
Company, to direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies. 

Whereas friendship and union have subsisted for a length of time between the 
Honourable East India Company and His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ool-MooUf 
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Ausuph. Jah Bahadoor, and have been cemented and strengthened by treaties of 
general defence and protection; and whereas in the lapse of time many changes 
in the condition of Princes and neighbouring States have taken place by reason 
of which it has now become expedient to revise the military arrangements that 
were formerly agreed upon for the fulfilment of the said Treaties; and whereas 
lhercnces and discussions have for some time existed between the contracting 
parties regarding the adjustment of charges connected with portions of the military 
ariangements subsisting between the States; and whereas it is fit and proper, 
and for the mutual advantage of both powers, that such differences should now 
be finally settled, and that the recurrence of such discussions, which tend to dis- 
tuib the friendship and harmony of the contracting parties, should effectually be 
presented : wherefore the Honourable East India Company and His Highness 
1h< Nawab Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausuph Jah Baliadoor have agreed upon the follow¬ 
ing Articles of a Treaty between the States :— 

Article 1. 

Ihe peace, union, and friendship so long subsisting between the Honourable 
East India Company and His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausuph Jah 
Bahadoor shall be perpetual; the friends and enemies of either shall be the friends 
and enemies of both ; and the contracting parties agree that all the former Treaties 
and agreements between the two States now in force, and not contrary to the tenor 
of this engagement, shall be confirmed by it. 

Article 2. 

TLf subsidiary force, which for general defence and protection has been fur¬ 
nished by the Honourable East India Company to His Highness the Nizam, shall 
be. continued, and shall consist, as heretofore, of not less than eight battalions of 
Bepoys, and two regiments of cavalry, with theiT requisite complement of guns, 
and European artillerymen, fully equipped with warlike stores and ammunition. 

Cnless with the express consent of His Highness, there shall never be less 
than five regiments of infantry, and one of cavalry (with a due proportion of artil- 
' r > ) of the said subsidiary force stationed within the territories of His Highness, 
ll | U residue of such subsidiary force shall at all times be brought into His 
ig mess s territories without delay, on His Highness making requisition therefor. 

1 lie said subsidiary force shall be employed when required to execute services 
ot importance, such as protecting the persons of His Highness, his heirs and suc- 
io obedience all rebel arid exciters of disturbance in Mis 
Hi ne ss s dominions ; but it is not to be employed on trifling occasions, or like 
un< fee. to be stationed in the country to collect revenue. 




Article *3. 

llie Honourable East, India Company further agTees that in lieu of His High- 
pr« em contingent, it shall maintain for His Highness, his heirs and sucoes- 
we, an auxiliary force hall be styled the “ Hyderabad Contingent,” 
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according to the provisions for the maintenance of that force wnich are detailed 
in 6th Article of this Treaty. 

It shall consist of not less than five thousand infantry and two thousand cavalry 
with four field batteries of artillery. It shall be commanded by British officers 
fully equipped and disciplined and controlled by the British Government, through 
its representative the Resident at Hyderabad. 

Whensoever the services of the said contingent may be required, t ey s 
afforded at all times to His Highness the Nizam, fully and promptly, throughout 
his whole dominions. If rebellion or disturbance shall be excited, or if the just 
claims and authority of His Highness shall be resisted, the said contingent, after 
the reality of the offence shall have been duly ascertained, shall be employed to 
reduce the offenders to submission. 


Article 4. 

As the interests of the two States have long been identified, it is further mutually 
agreed that if disturbances shall break out in the districts belonging to the Honour 
able East India Company, His Highness the Nizam shall permit such portions of 
the subsidiary force as may be requisite, to be employed in quelling the same 
within the said districts. In like manner, if disturbances shall break out in any 
part of His Highness’s dominions contiguous to the territories of the Honourable 
East India Company, to which it might be inconvenient, owing to the distance 
from Hyderabad to detach any portion of the subsidiary force, the British Govern¬ 
ment, if required by His Highness the Nizam, shall direct such portions of its 
troops as may be most available to assist in quelling the disturb luces within His 
Highness’s dominions. 

Article 5. 

In the event of war His Highness the Nizam engages that the subsidiary force, 
joined by the Hyderabad Contingent, 'shall be employed in such manner as the 
British Government may consider best calculated for the purpose of opposing the 
enemy, provided that two battalions of sepoys shall always remain, as settled by 
former Treaties, near to the capital of Hyderabad ; and it is also hereby agreed 
that, excepting the said subsidiary and contingent forces, His Highness shall not 
under any circumstances be called upon to furnish any other troops whatsoever. 

Article 6. 

For the purpose of providing the regular monthly payment to the said con¬ 
tingent troops and payment of Appa Dessaye’s chout, and the allowances to Muhi- 
put Ram’s family, and to certain Maliratta pensioners, as guaranteed in 10th 
Article of the Treaty of 1822, and also for payment of the interest at six per cent, 
per annum of the debt due to the Honourable Company, so long as the principal 
of that debt shall remain unpaid, which debt now amounts to about fifty lakhs of 
Hyderabad Rupees the Nizam hereby agrees to assign the districts mentioned in 
the accompanying Schedule marked A, yielding an aunual gross revenue of about 
fifty lakhs of Rupees, to the exclusive management of the British Resident for the 
IX 
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time being at Hyderabad, and to such other offieers, acting under his orders, as 

may from time to time be appointed by the Government of India to the charge of 
those districts. 

Article 7. 

By the 12th Article of the Treaty of 1800 the British Government can in time 
o war call upon that of His Highness the Nizam to furnish nine thousand cavalry 
and six thousand infantry to accompany the British troops in the Reid ; the present 
yderabad Contingent, which is to be maintained at all times (whether in peace 
or war), is accepted as an equivalent for the larger body of troops above specified 
to be furnished in time of war; and it is accordingly hereby declared that the 
izam shall not be called upon at any time by the British Government to furnish 
any other troops but those of the subsidiary force and the Hyderabad Contingent, 
and that part of the 12th Article of the Treaty of 1800, which requires the Nizam 

to furnish mne thousand cavalry and six thousand infantry is accordingly hereby 
annulled. ° J 

Article 8. 

The districts mentioned in Schedule A are to be transferred to Colonel Low, 
c.b., the Resident, immediately that the ratified Treaty shall be received from 
Calcutta ; and that officer engages on the part of the British Government, that 
the Resident at the Court of Hyderabad for the time being shall always render 
true and faithful accounts every year to the Nizam of the receipts and disburse¬ 
ments connected with the said districts, and make over any surplus revenue that 
may exist to His Highness, after the payment of the contingent and the other 
items detailed in Article 6 of this Treaty. 


Article 9. 

l'bis 1 reaty consisting of nine Articles, being this day concluded and settled 
by Colonel John Low, o.b., on behalf of the Honourable the English East India

Supplemental Treaty between Her Majesty the Queex of Great Britain 
on the one part, and His Highness the Nawab Ufzul-ood-Dowlah Njzam- 
ool-Mulk Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, on the other part, settled by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Cuthbert Davidson, c.b., Resident at the Court of His High¬ 
ness, by virtue of full powers to that effect vested in him by His Excellency 
the Right Honourable Charles'*’John, Earl Canning, g.c.b., Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India, and one of Her Majesty’s Most Honour¬ 
able Privy Council —1860. 

Whereas it will be for the convenience of both the contracting parties to the 
Treaty of 1853 and will simplify the relations of the two Governments, if certain 
modifications of that Treaty are made, and whereas certain matters not dealt with 
in that Treaty call for adjustment between the two contracting parties, and where¬ 
as it is the desire of the Governor-General in Council to give all possible solemnity 
to certain acts marking the high esteem in which His Highness the Nizam is held 
by Her Majesty the Queen, therefore the following Articles have been agreed upon 
and determined between the Viceroy* and Governor-General on behalf of Her 
Majesty, and the Nawab Ufzul-ood-Dowlah Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausuph Jah 
Bahadoor. 

Article 1. 

Ail Treaties and engagements between the two States and not contrary to the 
tenor of this engagement are hereby confirmed by it. 
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Article 2. 

The Viceroy and Governor-General in Council cedes to His Highness the Nizam 
in full sovereignty the territory of Shorapore. 

Article 3. 

The debt of about fifty (50) lakhs of Hyderabad Rupees due by the Nizam to 
the British Government is hereby cancelled. 

Article 4. 

His Highness the Nizam agrees to forego all demand for an account of the 
receipts and expenditure of the Assigned Districts for the past, present or future. 
But the British Government will pay to His Highness any surplus that may here¬ 
after accrue after defraying all charges under Article 6 and all future expenses of 
administration, the amount of such expenses being entirely at the discretion of 
the British Government. 

Article 5. 

The Viceroy and Governor-General in Council restores to His Highness the 
Nizam all the Assigned Districts in the Raichore Doab, and on the western frontier 
of the dominions of His Highness adjoining the Collectorate of Ahmednuggur and 
SholapoTe. 

Article 6. 

The districts in Berar already assigned to the British Government under the 
Treaty of 1853, together with all the Surf-i-Khas talooks comprised therein, and 
such additional districts adjoining thereto as will suffice to make up a present 
annual gross revenue of thirty-two (32) lakhs of Rupees currency of the British 
Government, Bhall be held by the British Government in trust for the payment of 
the troops of the Hyderabad Contingent, Appa Dessaye’s chout, the allowance 
to Mohiput Ram’s family, and certain pensions mentioned in Article 6 of the said 
Treaty. 

Article 7. 

The Surf-i-Khas talooks and additional districts mentioned in the foregoing 
Article are to be transferred to the Resident as soon as this Treaty is ratified. 

Article 8. 

His Highness the Nizam cedes to the British Government in full sovereignty 
all the possessions of His Highness on the left bank of the river Godavery and of 
Hie river W yne Gungah above the confluence of the tw r o rivers, viz., the talooks of 
Rakapilly, Buddrachellum, C'herla, Albaka, Noogoor, and Sironcha. 


Article 9. 

The navigation of the river Godavery and its tributaries, so far as they form 
the V>uuu«iury between the two States, shall be free, and no customs duties or other 
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cesses shall be levied by either of the two contracting parties, or by the subjects 
of either, on goods passing up or down the aforesaid rivers. 


Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, being this day concludedand settied 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Cuthbert Davidson, C.B., on behalf o ^ ^ce oy a 
Governor-General of India, with the Nawab

Translation of a Note from the Minister to the Resident, dated 13th August 
1860—24th Mohurrum 1277. 

Your note of yesterday’s date, No. 1216, regarding land required for the Rail¬ 
way and Irrigation Companies in the Raichore Doab District has been received. 
Agreeably to your proposal the lands requisite for the above purposes between 
Pangtoor and Kurnool, and in the Moodgul District, will be granted by this Circar 
if the Raichore Doab is restored to His Highness. I beg to add that all cowls and 
agreements which have been entered into by the District Officers in the districts 
will be adhered to and respected during the period which they have yet to run. 
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No. XIX. 

Translation of a Sunnud from the Nizam’s Government, dated 30th Zehidge 
1277 Hegira (10th July 1861). 

Whereas many Europeans, foreigners and others, descendants of Europeans, 
and born in India, are resident in the territory of His Highness the Nizam ; and 
as disturbances arise amongst themselves and the inhabitants of the said territory ; 
it is hereby made known by the Nizam’s Government that, in the event of any 
dissension or dispute arising among the classes aforenamed within the said terri¬ 
tory, except those employed by this Circar and its dependants, the Resident at 
Hyderabad, or other officer or officers whom he may from time to time consider it 
desirable to vest with the same, shall be empowered to enquire into and punish 
any such offences. 



No. XX. 

Adoption Sunnud granted to His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad— 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued ; I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that on failure of natural 
heirs any successions to the Government of your State, which may be legitimate 
according to Mahomedan law, will be upheld. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Government.

part, and Sir Salar Jung Mookhtar-ool-Moolk Bahadoor, k.c.s.l, by 
virtue of full powers vested in him by His Highness the Nawab Ufzul- 
ood-Dowlah Nizam-ool-Moolk Asuf Jah Bahadoor, g.c.s.i., on the other 
part—1867. 

Article 1. 

i lu? two Governments hereby agree to act upon a system of strict reciprocity, 

as hereinafter mentioned. 

Article 2. 

Neither Government shall be bound in any case to surrender any person not 
being a subject of the Government making the requisition. If the person claimed 
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should he o£ doubtful nationality, he shall, with a view to promote the euds of 
justice, be surrendered to the Government making the requisition. 


Article 3. 

Neither Government shall be bound to deliver up debtors or civil offenders, or 
any person charged with any offence not specified in Article 4. 


Article 4. 

Subject to the above limitations, any person who shall be charged with having 
committed within the territories belonging to, or administered by, the Govern¬ 
ment making the requisition any of the undermentioned offences, and who sU 
be found within the territories of the other, shall be surrendered :-The offences 
are mutiny, rebellion, murder, attempting to murder, rape, great personal violence, 
maiming, dacoity, thuggee, robbery, burglary, knowingly receiving property 
obtained by dacoity, robbery, or burglary, thefts of property exceeding 100 Rupees 
in vailue, cattle-stealing, breaking and entering a dwelling-house and stealing 
therein, setting fire to a village, house, or town, forgery, or uttering forged docu¬ 
ments counterfeiting current coin, knowingly uttering base or counterfeit coin, 
embezzlement, whether by public officers or other persons, and being an accessory 


to any of the abovementioned offences. 

Article 5. 

In no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person accused 
of any offence, except upon requisition duly made by, or by the authority of, the 
Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged to have been 
committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according to the laws 
of the country in which the person accused shall be found, would justify his appre¬ 
hension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there committed. 


Article 6. 

The above Treaty shall continue in force until either one or the other of the 
high contracting parties shall give notice to the other of its wish to terminate it, 
and no longer. 

Article 7. 

All existing engagements and agreements shall continue in full force. 

Signed , sealed , and exchanged at Hyderabad on the eighth day of May in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven.

Memorandum of Terms of an Agreement entered into between the British 
Government and the Government of His Highness the Nizam for the cons¬ 
truction of a Railway from the Great Indian Peninsular Railway near 
Goolburga to Hyderabad—1870. 

i he Government of the Nizam will, with the aid of the shareholders in the 
Railway, as already arranged, provide all the capital required for the construction, 
maintenance and working of the Railway, including provision of land and payment 
of necessary compensation, survey, and so forth, the whole cost of which is now 
estimated at about one crore of British Rupees, the supply of all requisite rolling- 
stock and other equipments being included. 

2. I he British Government engages to construct and manage the Railway 
through the Resident at Hyderabad in behalf of the Nizam’s Government on the 
following conditions. 

3. The preparation of the project for the Railway, and the estimates which 
have been already begun, shall be completed as soon as practicable, under the 
orders of the Resident. The plans and estimates shall be submitted for the 
consideration of the Minister of the Nizam, who shall be at liberty to offer his opin¬ 
ions and suggestions thereon. The Resident will forward the project and estimate 
with the remarks of the Minister and his own opinions to the Government of India, 
which will determine all questions arising as to the proposals put forward. 

4. The Resident will commonly correspond direct with the Government of India 
and issue any needful orders as to the Railway as occasion may arise. But on 
matters of importance he will not refer to the Government of India or issue orders, 
unless in case of great urgency, without consulting the Minister, who will promptly 
express his opinion on the question at issue. The Minister will also at all times 
communicate to the Resident on any matter relating to the Railway to which he 
shall desire to draw attention. All such communications and their results shall 
be reduced to writing and recorded. 

5. The Nizam s Government will notissue any orders regarding the Railway 
to any officers or servants employed on the line, but all necessary communications 
\sill bo made through the Resident or such officers as he shall appoint for this 
purpose. Summonses will be dealt with as is usual in such cases. 

1 he Resident in carrying out the business connected with the Railway will 
exercise the same control over the Engineers and other persons employed on it as 
in* exercises over other officers and persons employed in like duties within his ad¬ 
ministrative jurisdiction. 

7. All the Engineers and other persons employed on the Railway will be ap¬ 
pointed under the Resident or by him in the manner customary in the Public 
\\ orks Department, but they shall be regarded as servants of the Nizam’s Govern- 
mofv. I he employment of all Europeans will be subject to the reservations made 
in the Treaties between the two Governments, and European British subjects em¬ 
ployed on the Railway will be dealt with in accordance with the rules existing 
from tune to time for dealing with such persons in Foreign States. 
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8 Any persons in the regular service of the British Government transferred 
for employment on the Railway shall have preserved to them the eUm^for leave

10 The general Railway Act applicable to Railways in British India shall be 
made applicable to the Railway and its management as far as circumstances will 

admit. ... 

11 Regular yearly or half-yearly Judicial Returns of all cases dealt with in 
connection with the Railway shall be furnished to the Minister. 

12 The accounts of the construction and working of the Railway shall be 
kept in Halee Sicca currency, and in the general manner adopted on the Railways 
of the British Government. Half-yearly accounts will be furnished to the Minister 
in such form as shall be agreed between him and the Resident. 

13 Half-yearly or yearly Returns of the working of the Railway and of the 
traffic will be prepared as customary on British Railways and furnished to the 
Minister together with the income, whatever it may be, every six months, the 
Minister advancing from time to time such sums as the Resident may require for 
the payment of establishments and the maintenance and working of the Railway. 

14. The stores and materials obtained from England for the Railway will be 
charged to the Nizam’s Government on the same system that is followed in making 
similar charges for the Railways of the British Government; and the payments 
will be held to be due when the charges are so made in the accounts. The pay¬ 
ments will be made at Hyderabad at the ordinary rate of exchange fixed from 
time to time for other transactions between the two Governments, or hoondees 
for the amount will be granted by the Nizam’s Government on such places as may 
be deemed requisite. 

15. A yearly or half-yearly estimate of the requirements of cash for the Railway 
shall be communicated at suitable times to the Minister, who will make needful 
arrangements for the supply of funds at convenient places along the line ; and no 
demand for a supply of money will be made in excess of the estimated amount 
for each period. 

16. The Railway will be called the Nizam’s State Railway. It will be the ex¬ 
clusive property of the Nizam’s Government, which will receive all the profits 
derived from the working. 

17. The Engineer who holds the appointment of Secretary in the Public Works 
Department of the Nizam’s Government will be at liberty to inspect all the works 
of the Railway at all times, and all reasonable facilities shall be given to him in 
such inspections for ascertaining how th* works are being constructed and the 
Railway worked. 
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18. Tlie Troops, Military Stores, and Police of both Governments shall he car¬ 
ried on the Railway on the same general terms and system as are in force on Railways 
in British India 

19. The Mails of both Governments will be carried free on the Railway and the 
arrangements for the postal service shal 1 be regulated as nearly as possible as on 
Railways in British India. 

20. It shall be left to the British Government to decide whether they will 
construct the Telegraph along the Railway at their own cost, and so work it, or 
whether it shal. form part of the Railway. But under any circumstances so many 
wires shall be secured for the use of the Railway as are required for the proper 
working of the traffic, the Nizam’s Government in such a case bearing a proper pro- 
poitionate share of the cost of maintenance and working. 

21. This agreement may be modi cd at any time by mutual consult.

Translation of a Letter from His Highness the Nizam’s Minister to the Resi¬ 
dent at Hyderabad, No. 3805, dated 11th November 1871. 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 2590, dated 3rd November 
1871, containing expressions of friendship and assurance. The former circum¬ 
stances to which you have been pleased to allude are all strictly true, because 
exchanges of villages could not be effected without obtaining the orders of His 
late Highness Afzal-ud-Dowlah, and I was not able, without information ot all 
points, to make solicitations on any subject. By means of Mr. Cordery’s letter pre 
liminary arrangements were made for ascertaining, through the action of the 
boundary settlement, the circumstances and condition of the villages requiring 
to be exchanged ; and now both Shams-ul-Umara Ameer-i-Kabeer Bahadur and 
myself are prepared to have, as suggested by you, the Berar boundary rectified. 

2. With reference to the 13th paragraph of your letter containing an allusion to 
certain apprehensions to which I gave expression in conversation with Major Tweedie 
you may rest assured that no apprehensions in regard to the settlement of the 
boundary or any such arrangement emanating from yourself were entertained by 
me; because the boundary settlement, being conducive only to good administra¬ 
tion, cannot give rise to any apprehensions. The only doubt entertained by me 
was that in the absence of any preliminary explanation the exchange of unassigDed 
for assigned territory would result in difficulties in the event of Berar being re¬ 
turned to this Government. Otherwise there is not the least doubt in regard to any 
arrangement made by the British Government. On the contrary, it is a matter 
of certainty that any advice given by the British Government is for the advantage 
of this Government, since the former is, and always will be, a supporter of the latter. 

3. All the explanation that has been considered necessary has now been given 
by me. I have also to acknowledge the receipt of all your kind letters. There 
seem to be no objections to carrying out the arrangements proposed by Talookdar

Khorsliedjee and Mr. Hobson. On receipt of sanction from His Excellency the 
^ iceroy, I will issue orders for the exchange ] but even should, you wish the exchange 
to be effected at once, the Nizam’s Government are in a position to issue the 
necessary orders. 

4. This Government binds itself to respect all concessions granted by the British 
Government during their administration of the said tracts. 

5. In conclusion, I have much pleasure in bringing to your notice the good 
services of Mr. Hobson, the Revenue Officer deputed for this work, who personally 
undertook the trouble of drawing up the necessary maps, and supplying our Talook- 
dar, Khorshedjee, for record in my Office with copies and for all kindness shown 
him while engaged in this work. I would therefore request that you will kindly 
convey the special thanks of the Nizam’s Government to that officer. All English 
papers connected with the subject will be returned, after copies of them have 
been taken, together with the maps.

Memorandum of Agreement between the British Government on the one part 
and the Hyderabad State on the other concluded by Colonel Peter Stark 
Lumsden, C.S.I., duly authorised by the Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India in Council for that purpose, and His Excellency Sir Salar Jung, 
G.C.S.I., and Nawab Shums-ool-Omra Bahadur, on behalf of the Hyder¬ 
abad State —1872. 

Whereas in a Treaty concluded on the 2nd December 1871 between the British 
Government and the Gwalior State, it is provided, among other things, that His 
Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior cedes to the British Government his rights 
and interests of every description in the villages named in Schedule B, annexed 
to the said Treaty, a copy of which Schedule is attached to this Memorandum of 
Agreement; 

And whereas the said villages are situated within the territorial limits of 
the Hyderabad State ; 

And whereas for reasons of State and for the advantage of both contracting 
parties, it is desirable to transfer to the Hyderabad State the rights and interests 
aforesaid : 

The following terms are hereby agreed upon :—- 

(1) The British Government cedes to the Hyderabad State all its rights and 
interests of every description in the villages named iu Schedule B annexed to the 
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Treaty concluded between the British Government and the Gwalior State on 2nd 
December 1871. 

( 2 ) In consideration of the aforesaid cession, His Highness the Nizam of Hyde •- 
abad cedes to the British Government in full sovereignty th 5 villages named in 
Schedule A annexed to this Memorandum of Agreement with all his rights and in¬ 
terests thereon.

Translation of a letter from His Highness the Nizam’s Minister to the Resi¬ 
dent, Hyderabad, No. 917, dated 29th March 1875. 

In reply to your letter No. 492, dated 6th instant, affording further informa¬ 
tion relating to a proposal emanating from The Government of India that Article 3 
of the Commercial Treaty of 1802, which provides for a free transit of all articles 
of produce and manufacture between the territories of the contracting parties, 
may not be held to apply to the transit of salt produced in His Highness the Nizam’s 
territory, and encpiiring whether there is any objection on the part of His Highness’s 
Government to the proposed measure, I have the honour to state that although 
a prohibition against the transit of salt from His Highness’s territory would be 
contrary to the terms of the treaty under reference, yet as it is often found neces¬ 
sary with due regard to the interests of both Governments, and in compliance with 
expediency and exigencies of the times, either to act temporarily in contravention 
to the terms of a Treaty, or to amend its provisions, 1 also agree with the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the advisability of the proposal under reference, and have accord¬ 
ingly issued instructions to those Talookdars in whose districts salt is produced 
to any considerable extent, enjoining them that although salt is not at present 
exported to British territory from His Highness’s country owing to its limited pro¬ 
duction, nevertheless care should be taken to provide against anv person here¬ 
after entertaining the idea of exporting it to British territory. 
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No. XXVI. 

Postal Agreement. 

Arrangement for the Exchange of Correspondence between the Imperial 
Post Office of British India and the Post Offices in the Territories 
of His Highness the Nizam—1882. 


Article 1. 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondence between the Imperial 
Post Office of British India, hereinafter termed the “ Imperial post,” and the 
Post Offices in tie territories of His Highness the Nizam, hereinafter termed the 
“ Nizam’s State post.” 

The term “ correspondence ” shall include all classes of articles which may be 
forwarded by post under the rules for the time being of Imperial post. 

Article 2. 

On correspondence originating in the Nizam’s State post, and destined for 
delivery through the Imperial post, the Nizam’s State post may levy such local 
postage as may from time to time be directed by the Darbar of His Highness 
the Nizam. But all such postage shall be collected by payment in advance, and 
the correspondence shall be made over to the Imperial post without any claim what¬ 
soever. 

Article 3. 

Correspondence so made over shall be treated by the Imperial post in the same 
way as if it had been posted originally in an Imperial Post Office, no account being 
taken of any Nizam’s State postage already paid thereon whether in cash or by 
means of postage labels of the Nizam’s State post. 

Article 4. 

Correspondence which may be made over by the Imperial post to the Nizam’s 
State post shall be made over without claim when no Imperial postage is due and 
with claim when Imperial postage is due. In the latter case the claim shall be — 

(a) on correspondence originating in Office of the Imperial post termed*' Inland 

correspondence ” one-half of the amount of the Imperial postage 
due; 

(b) on correspondence originating in Foreign Offices termed “ Foreign cor¬ 

respondence ” the whole amount of the Imperial postage due, the 
term Imperial postage including in this case the postage due to the 
Imperial post, or (in the case of foreign parcels) to the Custom House.

Opium Agreement— 1883. 

Memorandum of Agreement between the British Government and the Gov¬ 
ernment of His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad. 

For the protection of the common interests of the British Government and 
the Government of His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad in the matter of the 
opium revenue, His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad has agreed, as regards His 
Highness’s territories, that— 

(1) The cultivation of the poppy and the manufacture of opium shall be 

absolutely prohibited. 

(2) With the exception of opium booked through by rail to the Madras 

Presidency, no opium shall be imported without a license from His 

Highness the Nizam. 

(3) With the same exception no opium shall be exported. 

(4) The import of opium shall as far as possible be confined to what is 

absolutely requisite for licit home consumption. 

(5) The transport, possession, and retail sale of opium shall be permitted 

only under license from His Highness the Nizam. 

2. His Highness the Nizam further agrees to communicate to the Resident at 
Hyderabad all alterations which it may from time to time be found necessary to 
make in the rules which have been framed to give effect to the above conditions, 
and not to make any alterations the effect of which will be to diminish the securi¬ 
ties provided by the rules for due observance of the said conditions. 

3. And the British Government has agreed that the Opium Agent at Indore 
shall issue passes for the transport from Indore to Hyderabad of such quantities 
of opium as may from time to time be applied for by His Highness’s Government 
through the Resident at Hyderabad, and shall levy on the same, on behalf of His 
Highness’s Government, pass duty at the rate which may from time to time be 
fixed by the British Government, and shall remit the said duty through the Resident 
at Hyderabad in such manner as may be from time to time arranged, provided 
that, if the British Government fix a rate of pass duty lower than Rs. 600 (six 
hundred) per chest of 140 lbs. avoirdupois, the rate charged on opium supplied to 
Hyderabad shall ivot be less than Rs. 600 (six hundred) per chest of 140 lbs. 
avoirdupois : except w'th the previous consent of His Highness’s Government. 

4 Lastly, it is provided that either of the parties to this agreement shall be 
at liberty to withdraw from it after giving to the other party twelve, months’ 
notice.

Agreement between the Government of His Highness the Nizam and His 
Highness the Nizam's Guaranteed Stat i Railways Company, Limited. 

Dated 27th December 1883. 

This indenture made the 27th day of December 1883 between the Government 
of His Highness the Nizam-ul-Mulk Asaph Jah Bahadur, Sovereign of the Hydera 
bad State, by its duly accredited Representative the Sirdar Diler Jung Bahadur, 
C.I.E., now temporarily residing in London, of the first part, and His Highness 
the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways Company, Limited, of the second part: 

Whereas certain surveys, plans, drawings, specifications, schedules of quanli- 
ties and estimates and reports have been prepared by direction of the Government 
for the construction and equipment of the new lines hereinaiter mentioned or some 
part or parts thereof, and it is intended that the same shall, subject to such varia¬ 
tions and modifications thereof as hereinafter provided, be adopted and carried 
out by the Company party hereto as nearly as circumstances permit. 

Now this Indenture witnesseth that it is hereby agreed and declared as 
follows:— 

1 . In this Contract— 

The expression “ the Government ” means the Government of His High¬ 
ness the Nizam. 

The expression “ the Company ” means the Company party to these pre¬ 
sents. 

The expression “ the existing Railway” means the existing line of Railway 
from Wadi to Hyderabad and Secunderabad, with all its stations, 
lands, works, engines and other rolling stock and appurtenances 

The expression “ the new lines ” means the proposed new Railways, here¬ 
inafter in Article 2 mentioned, from Hyderabad to Warungal. and 
thence to the southern frontier of the State of Hyderabad near 
Bizwada, and from Warungal to the northern frontier of the said 
State near Chanda. 

The expression “ the lines ” means all lines for the time being forming part 
of the undertaking of the Company. 

The expression “ the first section ” means the said proposed new Railways 
from Hyderabad to Warungal and thence to the southern frontier. 

The expression “the second section” means the said proposed new Rail¬ 
way from Warungal to the northern frontier. 

12 
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The expression “ Inspecting Officer ” means an Inspecting Officer or Officers 
appointed by the Government and approved by the Government of 
India for the purposes of these presents. 

2. The Company shall take over the existing Railway from Wadi to Hyderabad 
and Secunderabad (about 121 miles in length) on the terms and conditions men¬ 
tioned in Articles 20 and 23 hereof ; and shall construct, at the times and in manner 
and subject to the provisions hereinafter prescribed and contained, a single line 
of Railway of the gauge of 5 feet 6 inches the first section, about 210 miles in length, 
to extend from Hyderabad to Warungal and thence to the southern frontier of 
the State of Hyderabad near Bizwada, and the second section thereof (about 160 
miles in length) to extend from Warungal to the northern frontier of the said 
State near Chanda. The total length of the two sections not to exceed 370 miles. 
The standard dimensions of fixed structures and rolling stock as laid down by the 
Government of India for the gauge of 5 feet 6 inches shall be strictly followed. 

3. The Government shall at the time of execution of this Indenture deliver to 
the Company, free of charge, all the said surveys, plans, drawings, specifications, 
schedules of quantities and estimates and reports already prepared for the con¬ 
struction and equipment of the new lines as aforesaid, and the same, subject to 
such alterations thereof and deviations therefrom as shall from time to time be 
agreed between the Government and the Company, shall be adhered to and adopted 
as nearly as circumstances will permit. The situation and extent of all stations, 
station yards, sidings, offices, warehouses, buildings, conveniences and appur¬ 
tenances to be constructed in connection with the lines shall be subject to the 
approval of the Government. 

4. The Government shall, after the definitive selection of the route and direction 
of the new lines, or of any part or parts thereof, and as and when required by the 
Company, provide free of cost to the Company the lands which shall be perma¬ 
nently and temporarily required for the construction of the new lines or for the 
part or parts so selected and for the works connected therewith, and for the 
stations, station yards, sidings, offices, warehouses, conveniences and appurte¬ 
nances aforesaid, and shall give to the Company possession of the lands so pro ¬ 
vided. All land of which possession shall be so given which shall not be perma¬ 
nently required for the purposes of the Company, shall, as soon as practicable, be 
delivered up by the Company to the Government. The Government will permit 
the Company to take, free from any royalty or other payment, such stone, sand, 
gravel, earth, brick earth and local products suitable for conversion into lime and 
mortar, being respectively the property of the Government, as may be bona fide 
reasonably necessary for the purposes of the construction of the new lines or 
any part thereof, provided that the same be taken only from such places within a 
convenient distance from the works as an officer to be appointed by the Govern¬ 
ment and the Company shall agree. 

o. J he Company shall, on receiving possession of the lands provided under the 
last preceding Article, proceed with diligence in the construction, in accordance 
with the said surveys, plans, specifications and other documents (subject to such 
alterations as aforesaid), of the new lines, and of all such stations, station yards,

sidings, offices, warehouses, conveniences and appurtenances as aforesaid, including 
all works necessary or expedient to secure tlieir permanence, and for the protec¬ 
tion of the same against injury by inundation or otherwise, and will complete 
the first section and the second section respectively within a period of three years 
from the date of obtaining possession of all the land for the same. The second 
section shall not, unless otherwise agreed between the Government and the Com¬ 
pany, be commenced until the Railway proposed to be constructed between Nag- 
pore and Calcutta is near completion. The date for such commencement shall be 
hereafter agreed upon between the Government and the Company. 

6 . The Company may, from time to time, as often as an Inspecting Officer 
shall certify that any portion of the new lines is fit for conveyance of passengers 
and goods, open the same portion for public traffic. And the Company shall open 
the said lines respectively for public traffic throughout and with a good and suffi¬ 
cient stock of engines, carriages, wagons, plant and machinery for working the 
same in conformity with the provisions of these presents when and so soon as an 
Inspecting Officer shall have certified that the fines respectively are complete and 
fit- for the conveyance of passengers and goods throughout. During the construe - 
tion of the new fines all materials to be used and also the manner in which the 
works are performed shall be subject to the inspection and approval of an Inspecting 
Officer. 

7. Upon the first section being completed and opened for public traffic through¬ 
out, the Government will, at their own expense and free from all expense aud cost 
to the Company, whether by way of rent or otherwise, grant to the Company a 
lease of, or otherwise secure to the Company a right and title to the land which 
shall have been provided for that section under Article 4 (or so much of the said 
land as shall be permanently required for the purposes of the Company) and the 
Railways and works constructed thereon, for a term of 99 years from the date of 
the opening of the said section for traffic throughout, subject to the same being 
sooner determined under the provisions in that behalf hereinafter contained ; and 
the Government shall guarantee to the Company the right to and possession of 
such land as against any claimant, but shall not be called upon to show any title 
thereto. 

The provisions hereinbefore in this Article contained shall apply, mutatis 
mutandis, to the second section, except that the grant to the Company of the lease 
°r other title to the second section shall be made for a term co-extensive with the 
period of 99 years applicable to the first section, and so that the period for both 
sections shall terminate at the same date. 

8 . The Company shall keep the fines (or so much thereof respectively as shall 
for the time being have been opened for traffic) and all the stations, station yards, 
offices, warehouses, conveniences, and works thereto belonging in good repair, 
and sufficiently supplied with engines, carriages, rolling stock, plant and machinery, 
and shall keep the whole in good working condition. The whole shall at all times 
be open to the inspection of an Inspecting Officer, and the Company shall afford 
to every Inspecting Officer all such facilities as may be reasonably requisite to

enable him to perform his duties. The Company shall upon notice in writing 
from the Government forthwith execute all such works and do all such things as 
upon the Report of an Inspecting Officer shall be found to be necessary for keep¬ 
ing the lines m good repair and in good working condition, and sufficiently supplied 
as aforesaid. On receiving any such notice the Company shall with all ‘reasonable 
speed execute and do the works and things described therein. If in any case the 
Company shall fail to execute and do such works and things to the satisfaction of 
an Inspecting Officer within a reasonable time, the Government may execute and 
do the works and things, or the portion thereof unexecuted by the Company, and 
for that purpose may from time to time enter upon any land or premises of the 
Company, and the Company shall on demand pay to the Government the money 
properly expended by the Government in executing such works, and if such moneys 
shall not be paid on demand the same shall carry simple interest as against the 
Company at the rate of £4 per cent, per annum, to be computed from the time of 
demand for payment of such moneys until payment of the same. 

9. After the new lines or either section thereof shall be opened for traffic 
throughout the Government may, from time to time, upon the report of an in¬ 
specting Officer, by notice in writing, require the Company to carry out at their 
own cost any reasonable alteration or improvement in or addition to the lines, or 
in or to any stations, station yards, offices, warehouses, conveniences or works 
therewith connected respectively, which may be necessary for the safety of passsen- 
gers or of the public, or for accommodation of increased or increasing traffic, and 
to supply such additional engines, carriages, rolling stock, plant and machinery 
as the Government may consider necessary. Such notice shall specify the altera¬ 
tion, addition or improvement required, and also shall in general terras describe 
the works to be executed for the purpose of carrying out such alteration, addition 
or improvement. On receiving any such notice the Company shall, with all reason¬ 
able speed, execute the works described therein, the Government providing (free 
of cost, and on terms similar to those on which land is to be provided under Article 
4) any land that may be required for the purpose, and granting to the Company a 
lease of, or other title, as aforesaid, to such land, for the period in Article 7 men¬ 
tioned, and upon the same terms. If in any case the Company shall fail to execute 
and complete the works to the satisfaction of an Inspecting Officer, and within a 
reasonable lime, the Government may execute the works or the portion thereof 
unexecuted by the Company, and for that purpose may from time to time eater 
upon any land or premises of the Company, and the Company shall on demand 
pay to the Government the money expended by the Government in executing 
such works, and if such moneys shall not be paid on demand the same shall carry 
simple interest as against the Company at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum, to 
be computed from the time of demand for payment, of such moneys until payment 
of the. same : Provided, nevertheless, that the Company shall not be called upon 
to do or perform any work, or incur any expense, under t his Article for which addi¬ 
tional capital would be required, uidess and until the Government shall have 
guaranteed such interests thereon not exceeding £4 per cent, per annum, and for 
HU< 11 period as shall enuble the Company to raise the additional capital. 
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1 0. The Government may from time to time prohibit the Company from using 
any engine, carriage, wagon, vehicle, boat, machine, or appliance of any kind 
whatsoever the use of which shall be declared by an Inspecting Officer to be attended 
with danger to passengers or the public, and the Government may, by takiug 
possession of such engine, carriage, wagon, vehicle, boat, machine, or appliance 
or by such other means as they shall think fit to employ, prevent the Company 
from using the same. 

11. The Company shall, unless hindered or prevented by accident or any other 
itiatter beyond their own control, cause at least one train daily to be run from 
either extremity of the lines which shall for the time being have been opened for 
traffic, to the other extremity of the same lines, and so as to alford reasonable 
convenience for the Post Office. 

12 . The rates and fares to be charged by the Company for the carriage of 
passengers and goods respectively shall not, unless otherwise agreed between the 
Government and the Company, be in excess of the rates and fares from time to 
time prevailing on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. 

13. The Company will at all times convey free of charge on their lines of Rail¬ 
way, and on any part thereof which for the time being shall have been opened for 
traffic, the mails and Post Office bags of the Government and of the Government 
of India, and the guards and other servants of the Post Office in charge thereof, 
and also (when they are on duty) all officers and persons in the administration of 
the Post Office of the Government and of the Government of India. The Company 
will also at all times convey all troops and sailors in the service of His Highness 
the Nizam and of the Government of India when such troops are on duty, and all 
police officers, engineers, artizans, and other persons when employed in the busi¬ 
ness of the Government or of the Government of India at rates calculated as 
follows, viz., all commissioned officers and persons in a similar station in life in 
His Highness the Nizam’s service or in the service of the Government of India 
shall be entitled to travel in first class carriages at second class fares ; troops, 
sailors and artizans (under the rank of commissioned officers) shall be entitled to 
travel in second class carriages at the lowest fares, and all such other persons 
aforesaid at the lowest fares. To every 100 men conveyed at the lowest fares 
two tons of luggage will be conveyed free of charge, and the persons entitled to 
travel first class will be allowed the ordinary amount of luggage taken by a first 
class passenger free of charge. The Company will also at all times convey all 
military establishments not hereinbefore specified, all horses and other animals 
used for military purposes, guns, ammunition, military stores, carriages, wagons, 
camp equipage and equipments and all public stores of what kind soever of the 
Government and the Government of India at the lowest rates for the time being 
ordinarily chargeable by the Company for the carriage of such animals, goods, 
merchandise and stores respectively. The several privileges of conveyance and 
carriage hereby stipulated for shall at all times be enjoyed and all other reasonable 
requirements of the Government or of the Government of India shall be compiled 
with in preference to and with priority over the public use of the lines.

14. The Company shall convey gold and silver bullion and coin and copper 
coin belonging to the Government or to the Government of India and the persons 
in charge thereof at special rates, to be from time to time respectively agreed upon 

between the Government and the Company and between the Government of India 
and the Company. 

15. As regards the electric telegraphic appliances already existing on the Rail¬ 
way from Wadi to Hyderabad and Secunderabad the same shall be worked in 
accordance with the terms and conditions in that behalf contained in the Agree¬ 
ment of the 19th of May 1870 entered into between the Government of India and 
the Government. 

The Government of India shall be at liberty to construct, maintain, use and 
work such electric telegraphs and telegraphic appliances as it shall think fit along 
the lines or any part or parts thereof; and it shall be lawful for the Government 
of India for such purposes to enter at all reasonable times, by its agents, workmen 
or others on the lines or any part of them, and to erect, maintain, make, do and 
execute thereon all such buildings, machinery, works, acts and things not un¬ 
necessarily obstructing the working of the Railway as it shall consider necessary 
or proper in relation to the constmction, maintenance, use and working of the 
said telegraphs and telegraphic appliances. And the Government of India shall 
not, in respect to such matters or any of them, be subject to the control or inter- 
ference of the Company. 

All buildings, machinery, works and appliances erected or brought by or on 
behalf of the Government of India on the lines or any part thereof shall be aud 
remain the property of the Government of India and shall be removable by it at 
pleasure. 

The Company shall at all times furnish the Government of India with such free 
passes over the said lines as they shall require for persons employed in or about 
the construction, maintenance, working or inspection of all electric telegraphs and 
telegraphic appliances hereinbefore referred to or any buildings or works apper- 
taming thereto. ° 

16. The Go\ eminent of India has agreed to construct or provide such electric 
telegraphs and telegraphic appliances as the Company shall, with the approval of 
the Government of India, from time to time require for the purposes of working 
the lines, and to allow the Company to have the exclusive use (so long as they shall 
work the lines) of such telegraphs and telegraphic appliances and to maintain the 
same in good repair and good working condition. The working of such last men¬ 
tioned telegraphs and telegraphic appliances shall be exclusively in the hands of 
the Company and at their cost. But the Company shall observe the rules for the 
time being in force in the case of Indian State Railway Telegraphs or such of the 
said rules as the Government of India may from time to time prescribe for their 
observance. Aud the Company will pay the charges of the Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment. of the Government of India for reul, maintenance, and inspection of the 
telegraphs and telegraphic appliances provided under this section for r.|,eir u . . 

17. All materials, plant, engines, rolling stock, machinery and utensils re¬ 
quired for tue construction and equipment of the new lines, and of all future lines

to be made by the Company under the provisions contained in Article 45, or for 
the maintenance and working thereof respectively shall be permitted to be passed 
and imported into the territories of His Highness the Nizam free of all customs 
charges and import duties or other imposts. 

18. The Government shall provide and maintain for the purposes of the lines 
such a force of police as the Company, with the approval of the Government, 
shall from time to time require, and also a Railway Magistrate, which police force 
and Railway Magistrate shall be under the direction of the British Resideut at 
Hyderabad, provided that in case of difference between the Government and the 
Company as to the extent of the force required for the preservation of law and 
order the determination of the question shall rest with the Government. The 
cost of providing and maintaining the whole force of police employed for the 
purposes of the lines and the salary of the Railway Magistrate shall be defrayed 
as follows (that is to say) three-tenths thereof shall be borne by the Government 
and the remaining seven-tenths shall be borne by the Company. 

19. The Company and its lines of Railway and undertaking shall be subject to 
provisions as nearly as circumstances will admit of, and having regard to the pro¬ 
visions of this Indenture, similar to those contained in the “ Indian Railway Act. 
1879,” and the " Telegraph Act of 1876,” of the Indian Legislative Council, and, 
if the Government shall think fit, in any subsequent Acts affecting Railways or 
Telegraphs to be hereafter passed by the Government of India; and the Govern¬ 
ment will pass an Act or Acts or issue an edict or edicts for the purpose of giving 
to the Company like powers to those contained in the said Acts of the Indian 
Legislative Council, and such further Acts or edicts for facilitating the business and 
operations of the Company as the Company shall require and the Government 
approve. 

20. The Government will, on the issue of the fully paid shares and on payment 
and satisfaction of the several sums of fnoney mentioned in Article 23, paragraphs 
( A )> (b) and (c), in manner therein provided, deliver through the Government of 
Lidia (who are at present in possession of and working the same) to the Company 
possession of the existing Railway, together with all stations, plant, engines, 
rolling stock, telegraphs, and all moveable property, and also all stores thereto 
belonging or appertaining, freed and discharged of and from all claims on the part 
of the Government under the Agreement dated .the 8th day of October, 1874, and 
made between the Government and the Nizam’s State Railway Company (other 
than rights of sovereignty) and so Jong as the Company shall maintain and work 
the existing Railway as a 5 feet 6 inches gauge line, from all rights of the Govern¬ 
ment of India under the Agreement entered into between that Government and 
the Government of His Highness the Nizam, and dated the 19th day of May, 1870, 
except as provided in clause 15 hereof, and wiH hold the Company indemnified 
against all claims of the said Nizam’s State Railway Company and of the Share¬ 
holders in that Company under the said Agreement of the 8th day of October 1874, 
and against all debts, liabilities, and engagements whatsoever affecting the exist¬ 
ing Railway. 
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21. The existing Railway shall be vested in the Company from the date of 
delivery of possession thereof as aforesaid for a term which shall end with the term 
of 99 years mentioned in article 7, and in the like manner and upon the like condi¬ 
tions as are stipulated in that Article with respect to the land provided by the 
Government for the first section. 

22. The capital of the Company shall be issued as follows : for the purposes 
of this contract, other than the construction and equipment of the second section 
£2,000,000 in shares and £1,500,000 in redeemable- mortgage debentures bearing 
interest at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum and for the purposes of the second 
section £500,000 of like debentures, and any sum or sums of additional capital 
not exceeding £500,000, as the Company shall require, and to be raised in such 
manner and at such time or times as shall be agreed between the Government 
and the Company. 

23. The Company will, as the consideration for the purchase of the existing 
Railway and for the obligations, concessions and guarantees of the Government, 
in this Indenture expressed and contained, issue the shares and pay the sums of 
money hereinafter in this article mentioned that is to say — 

(a) The Company will issue to the Sirdar Diler Jung Bahadur or other the 
accredited representative for the time being of the Government 
appointed for that purpose and on behalf of the Government fully 
paid shares of the Company to the amount of £500,000 at the time 
of the first general issue of shares in the Company (the numbers of 
such shares to be defined by a supplemental contract to be executed 
by the parties hereto) and to be filed with the Registrar of Joint 
Stock Companies in England before the issue of such shares. 

(h) The Company will pay £625,000 in cash out of the first moneys received 
by the Company in respect of the issue of its capital or any part of 
it. to a special account to be opened at the National Provincial Bank 
of England, Limited, to the credit of the Government, and to be 
applied by the Sirdar Diler Jung Bahadur or other the accredited 
representative of the Government in acquiring the interest of the 
English share-holders of the Nizam’s State Railway Company in the 
existing Railway, so far as the consideration for the acquisition of 
such interest has to be provided in cash. 

(c) The Company will deposit £200,000 in cash with the said Bank for the 

purpose of the Guarantee Fund mentioned in Article 46, such deposit 
to be made out of the first moneys of the Company available after 
making the payment lastly hereinbefore directed. 

(d) And the Company will, within six months from the first general allot- 

ment of its shares, pay £341,666 in London in cash to the credit of 
th<*. Government at the said Bank. 

24. The Company will pay or cause to be paid into the said Bank or other the 
Bank for tin* time being of the Company the remainder of its said capital by instal¬ 
ments as and when the money is required for the purposes of this Indenture. 
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25. The Government will, for a period of 20 years, pay to the Company in 
London, in sterling by half-yearly payments on every 1st day of January and 
1st day of July an annuity equal to £5 per cent, per annum on all or any such sums 
or sum not in the whole exceeding £4,500,000 as shall, for the time being, have 
been issued in shares and debentures by the Company and paid into its Bankers* 
or credited by the .Company as paid up, and the Company shall apply the said 
annuity in payment of interest at £5 per cent, per annum on the share capital for 
the time being paid-up or credited as paid-up, and in payment of interest upon 
the debenture capital for the time being, such payment of interest on share and 
debenture capital being limited to the capital mentioned in Article 22, and in 
providing a sinking fund for redemption or reduction of capital in accordance 
with the provision in that behalf hereinafter contained. The said period of 20 
years shall commence to run and be reckoned upon and in respect of each indivi¬ 
dual sum from the time when the same shall have been issued and paid into such 
Bank or credited as paid up as aforesaid. 

26. The Company shall repay all moneys paid by the Government in respect 
of the said annuity, and (unless otherwise agreed) in respect of any guarantee of 
interest under Article 9, and on all such moneys until repaid, the Governnv-nt 
shall be entitled to simple interest at the rate of £5 per cent, per annum accruing 
de die in diem and calculated on the same moneys respectively from the respec¬ 
tive dates of the payment thereof to the Company until repayment but such 
moneys or any interest thereon shall not be repayable or payable to the Govern¬ 
ment except so far as the said Government shall become entitled to receive the 
same under the provisions of Articles 31 and 47. Provided, nevertheless, that 
the Government shall not be entitled to interest on any such part of any half- 
yearly payment of the said annuity or interest as shall be ultimately repaid to 
the Government out of or by means of the net earnings (hereinafter defined) of 
the Company attributable to the half-year, in respect of which the same half- 
yearly payment of the annuity or interest shall have been made. 

27. All moneys received by or on account of the Company in India in respect 
of the working of their lines or any part or parts thereof which shall, for the time- 
being, have been opened for traffic, and all income in any wise received by the 
Company in respect of the undertaking carried on by them under the provisions 
of these presents (which said moneys and income are hereinafter collectively 
termed gross earnings), shall, in the first place be applicable in payment of the 
working expenses (as hereinafter defined) of the Company in such manner that the 
working expenses of every half-year shall, as far as practicable, be borr.o by the 
gross earnings of the half-year to which such working expenses are properly attri¬ 
butable and the residue remaining from time to time at the end of each half-year, 
after debiting all unpaid working expenses incurred up to the end of such half- 
year, shall be deemed the net earnings of the Company for that half-year, and 
shall be dealt with accordingly. 

28. The term “ working expenses ” shall mean and include the payment of 
all salaries and wages of the officials and employes of the Company, and all expenses 
of and incidental to the management, carrying on and working of the under- 
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taking of the Company, including all costs and expenses incurred by the Company 
in and about the repairs and maintenance of the lines, with all stations, station 
yards, offices, warehouses, conveniences, junctions and works, engines, rolling 
stock, plant and machinery thereto belonging or therewith or thereon used, and 
all expenses of and incidental to the working and maintenance of any electric or 
other telegraphic or telephonic communication of the Company. 

29. In the working expenses there shall be reckoned and included so much of 
the cost of providing and maintaining a police force and Police Magistrate for the 
purposes of the lines as is not hereby agreed to be borne by the Government, and 
any other moneys (whether in the nature of a payment towards a reserve fund or 
otherwise), which the Government and the Company may from time to time agree, 
or shall in case of dispute be determined by arbitration to be properly chargeable 
to working expenses. But no part of the cost of the original construction of the 
new lines or any of the stations, station yards, offices, warehouses, conveniences 
and works or of any additions to the same or either of them or of the purchase, 
(except by way of replacement or renewal) of any of the engines, rolling stock, 
plant or machinery belonging to or used with or on or provided for the Company’s 
lines shall be included in the working expenses of the Company. 

30. The Company shall keep a revenue account in which shall be entered all 
the gross earnings of the Company and the working expenses of the Company. 
The revenue accounts shall be made up half-yearly to the 30th day of June and 
the 31st day of December in every year, or to such other days as the Government 
and the Company shall from time to time agree and arrange. 

31. So long as the Government shall be liable to pay the annuity under Article 
25, and after the termination of such liability so long as any moneys are due by 
the Company to the Government, the revenue receipts of the Company shall be 
dealt with as follows, that is to say—During the period of the said annuity the 
net earningB of every half-year shall be applied, m the first instance, in or towards 
repayment of the portion of the said annuity, and subject as aforesaid to any 
further guaranteed interest which shall have been paid in respect of the same half- 
year. And the residue (if any) of the said net earnings shall be applied, in manner 
following, that is to say—One moiety thereof (or such part thereof less than one 
moiety as shall be sufficient for the purpose) shall be applied in or towards repay¬ 
ment to the Government of such sura or sums of money as shall at any previous 
time or times have been paid by the Government to the Company in respect of 
the said annuity or (subject as aforesaid) any guaranteed interest and not been 
repaid ; and the balance, if any, of such moiety of net earnings shall be applied 
in or towards payment of any other sum or sums of money for the tune being 
owing by the Company to the Government. And as to the remaining moiety of 
such net earnings the < ’ompany shall be entitled to the same for its own use and 
benefit. All moneys payable to the Government under this article shall be paid 
in sterling in London or in Bombay at the current rate of exchange as the Gov¬ 
ernment may direct. 

And from and after the expiration, of the period of the said annuity in case 
any moneys shall then remain due from the ( 'ompany to the Government in respect 
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of the said annuity, or so long as any other moneys remain due by the Company 
to the Government, the said net earnings of the Company in each year shall be 
applied as follows, that is to say—A sum equal to £5 per cent, per annum on the 
total debenture and share capital of the Company for the time being shall be re¬ 
tained by the Company and applied in such manner as the Company shall think 
fit; and the balance, if any, of the said net receipts shall be applied as follows. 


namely :—One moiety thereof in or towards payment to the Government of any 
moneys then due by the Company to the Government; and the remaining moiety 
for the use and benefit of the Company. 

When all moneys due from the Company to the Government have been paid 
and discharged, the Company shall be entitled to all net earnings for its own use 
and benefit. 

The revenue account of the Company shall be regularly submitted by the 
Company to the Government, who may audit the same (the Company giving 
every facility and assistance required for such audit), and may in case of error 
being discovered therein correct the same within three calendar months after the 
account containing such error shall have been submitted to the Government. 
Every revenue account shall, subject to the correction of such errors as aforesaid, 
be considered as settled at the expiration of three calendar months after the same 
shall have been submitted to the Government. Any reasonable expenses of and 
incidental to every audit on behalf of the Government (including the expenses 
incurred by the employment by the Government of any person for any purpose 
connected therewith) shall be paid by the Company and shall form part of the 
working expenses of the Company, and the statement of the Government of the 
amount of such expenses shall be conclusive. 

32. All the expenditure of the Company in relation to the formation and regis¬ 
tration of the Company, and the raising and issue of its share and debenture 
capital and all other expenditure of the Company during or relative to the original 
construction and completion of the new lines, with the stations, station yards, 
offices, warehouses, conveniences, and works thereof respectively including any 
works agreed upon as aforesaid and executed upon the existing Railway and 
relative to the cost of originally supplying the requisite engines, carriages, rolling 
stock, plant and machinery shall, from time to time be stated by the Company 
and submitted to the Government, and as between the Company and the Govern¬ 
ment- such expenditure shall be allowed as capital expenditure so far only as the 
same shall from time to time be or have been previously agreed to or subsequently 
admitted by the Government or its representative. 

33. If any question shall arise whether any expenditure incurred by the Com¬ 
pany is to be treated in the whole or in part as a charge incurred on capital account, 
or how the same is to be dealt with, the same shall be determined on the general 
principle that capital is to bear the cost of new works, of additional rolling stock, 
plant, and machinery, and of substantial improvements of, and additions to. old 


works, rolling stock, plant, and machinery (including the cost of any temporary 
new work, the construction of which is requisite for the construction of a work 
properly chargeable to capital), and that the cost of repairs, restorations, renewals 
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or replacements falls under the head of working expenses, and is not a charge 
incurred on capital account (provided that the expenses of maintenance or repair 
necessitated by causes other than fair or ordinary wear and tear if incurred within 
twelve months after the opening for traffic shall be borne by capital). After the 
now lines have been opened for traffic throughout no portion of the salaries or 
allowances of any of the Company’s permanent supervising or other administra¬ 
tive staff shall be chargeable to capital, although for the time being employed 
partly or wholly in directing or superintending work so chargeable, and no expenses 
connected with the engagement or passage from or to England of any person in 
the Company s service shall be chargeable to capital unless such person shall have 
been specially engaged to carry out work chargeable to capital, and been actually 
employed on such work, but until the first section is opened for traffic throughout, 
all the expenses of the Company (including all costs of and incidental to the forma¬ 
tion and registration of the Company, and the raising and issue of its capital as 
aforesaid) stall be chargeable to capital. 

o4. If any difference shall arise between the Government and the Company 
as to whether any expenditure incurred in any particular case is to be treated as 
a charge incurred on capital account the matter in difference shall be referred to 
the decision of the Joint Auditor if the Government and the Company shall have 
appointed such an officer, but in case a Joint Auditor shall not have been appointed, 
then the matter in difference shall be referred for final decision to the Company’s 
Auditor or some other person, to be named by the Company, and a person to be 
named by the Government, or in case of their being unable to agree to an Umpire 
to be named by them, and in the event of their failing to do so within fourteen 
days after the difference shall have been referred to them, then the appointment 
of an Umpire may be made on the application of either party by Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for India. The costs of any such reference shall, unless the 
referees or referee shall otherwise direct, be treated as part of the working expenses 
of the Company. 

35. The Company shall enter all the expenditure allowed under Article 32 in an 
account to be called “ The Capital Account,” and when and so soon as the first 
section and the second section respectively and all proper stations, station yards, 
offices, warehouses, conveniences and works thereof shall have been completed 
and provided with the necessary engines, carriages, works, rolling stock, plant 
and machinery, the Government shall, by examination of such accounts, ascertain 
and certify the amount of the expenditure. If any further expenditure shall from 
tinm to time be made by the Company, or if any payment shall be made by the 
Company to reimburse the Government for moneys expended by the Government 
under Article 9, and if it is agreed between the Government and the Company 
that Hiieh expenditure or payment is properly chargeable to capital, the same shall 
in like manner be entered in the capital account, and from time to time as occasions 
p,hn II require the said capital account shall be made up and stated afresh, and the 
total amount of expenditure entered therein shall be ascertained and certified by 
lln Government. In the said capital account shall also be entered any moneys 
produced by sale of property originally purchased under expenditure entered ip 
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the said capital account under article 32 or this present article, and the Govern¬ 
ment shall, from time to time, as may be necessary, ascertain and certify the 
amount of the excess of the expenditure entered in the capital account over the 
receipts entered therein. 

36. The Company shall keep accounts and returns of its traffic in a manner 
similar to those required by the Government of India to be kept by the Indian 
Railway Companies whose undertakings are worked under the supervision of the 
Secretary of State for India, and in forms similar to those in which the like accounts 
and returns of traffic are required to be kept by such Companies, or in such other 
manner and form as the said accounts and returns are from time to time required 
by the said Government, and the Company shall, at its own cost, render all accounts 
and returns of traffic required to be kept by it, under this section, to the Govern¬ 
ment at such times as the Government shall from time to time require. And the 
books and accounts of the Company shall be open to the inspection of the Govern¬ 
ment at all reasonable times. 

37. The Government will use their best endeavours to obtain for the Company 
powers to form junctions with other railways near to any of the lines, and powers 
to run the trains of the Company on such other railways upon reasonable terms 
and conditions, and will endeavour to obtain such powers for the Company with 
reference to any railways that may hereafter be formed in the territories of His 
Highness the Nizam, if such railways be not constructed by the Company party 
hereto. 

38. The Company will, from time to time, upon the requisition of His High¬ 
ness the Nizam, or, of the Government of India, make reasonable arrangements 
for the use of their lines for the passage of the engines and trains of other railways 
for the interchange of traffic and rolling stock thereof, and for the use of any of 
the stations of the Company, and for the accommodation of the traffic of other 
railways, provided that all such arrangements shall be made subject to the pay¬ 
ment of reasonable tolls and charges and under reasonable conditions and res¬ 
trictions. 

39. Every notice, direction, requisition, appointment, approval or certificate 
to be given or signed on the part of the Government for any of the purposes of 
these presents shall be sufficient and binding if in WTiting signed by any duly 
authorised official of the Government. 

40. The Company shall at all times keep an office established at Bombay or 
Hyderabad as the Company may determine, and shall keep at such office an author¬ 
ised agent or committee of agency with whom the Government may communi¬ 
cate on affairs concerning the lines. All drafts drawn and receipts given by the 
said agent or committee of agency, or under his or their authority on behalf of 
the Company, concerning the lines and the affairs thereof, shall be binding on the 
Company, and every notice to be given to the Company other than the notices 
mentioned in any of the several articles hereinafter contained, which shall be 
served at the Company’s registrercd office in London, shall be sufficiently given if 
left at the office first mentioned in the article, or if personally served on the agent 
or any member of the said committee of agency. 
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41. At the end of the term of 99 years, mentioned in article 7, the land which 
shall have been provided for the Company under these presents so far as the same 
shall not have been previously delivered up by the Company, shall with the lines 
and all buildings, works and fixed machinery thereon not then already belonging 
to the Government revert to the Government free from all debts and charges 
whatsoever. The Company shall thereupon deliver to the Government all plans, 
surveys, sections, books, printings, writings, drawings and documents whatsoever 
in any wise connected with the lines and the affairs thereof, and the Company 
shall sell and the Government shall purchase all engines, carriages, rolling stock, 
plant and machinery and stores which at the end of the said term of 99 years shall 
be the property of the Company and used in working the lines or in connection 
therewith, for such sum of money as shall be the fair value thereof for the purposes 
of the lines, the same to be determined in case of dispute by arbitration in manner 
by article 48 provided in respect of the matters therein dealt with, and such sum 
of money with interest thereon at the rate of £5 per cent, per annum, calculated 
from the expiration of the said term of 99 years until payment shall be paid iu 
sterling by the Government to the Company in London within six calendar 
months after the amount thereof shall have been determined. 

42. It shall be lawful for the Government to purchase all the Company’s lines 
with the stations, station yards, offices, warehouses, works, conveniences, engines, 
rolling stock, plant, machinery and stores thereto belonging upon the 1st day of 
January, which shall be either in the year 1914, 1934, or 1954, upon giving one 
year’s previous notice in writing to the Company in London of the intention of 
the Government to purchase the same and, in case such notice of purchase shall 
be given, the land provided for the Company under these presents so far as the 
same shall not have been previously delivered up, with the lines and all buildings, 
works and machinery thereon (not then already belonging to the Government) and 
ail engines, carriages, roiling stock, plant, machinery and stores used in working 
the lines, or in connection therewith, or appropriated thereto, shall on the said 
1st day-of January, 1914, 1934, or 1954, as the case may be, and upon payment 
of the purchase-money hereinafter mentioned for the sams, become the absolute 
property of the Government, free from all debts and charges whatsoever, and the 
Company shall thereupon deliver to the Government all the engines, carriages, 
rolling stock, plant, machinery and stores used upon or in connection with or 
appropriated to the lines, and all surveys, plants, sections, printings, writings, 
drawings and documents whatsoever in any wise relating thereto. The Govern¬ 
ment shall on the day on which the lines and other the premises mentioned in this 
article shall, under this Article, become the property of His Highness the Nizam, 
pay to the Company in London in sterling so much of the several sums mentioned 
in article 22 as shall be unredeemed, together with a bonus of £25 per cent, 
upon the amount unredeemed. 

43. In case of any breach on the part of the Company of any of the provisions 
herein container!, it shall be lawful for the Government, upon the report of an 
Inspecting Officer, to give to the Company in London six calendar months’ notice 
in writing of the intention of the Government to terminate the interest of the Com- 
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pany in the lines and works, and the land provided for the same, and unless the 
default or breach shall be made good or remedied prior to the expiration of the 
said six calendar months, or such further period, if any, as shall be agreed between 
the Government and the Company, or determined by arbitration under article 48, 
it shall be lawful for the Government on the expiration of the same six calendar 
months, or such further period, as the case may be, and upon payment of the 
amount next hereinafter mentioned, to assume possession of the lines, works and 
land, and of the engines, carriages, rolling stock, plant, machinery and stores 
belonging or ajipropriated to the lines free from all debts and charges whatsoever. 
And in case of such possession being assumed, the Government shall pay to the 
Company in London in sterling so much of the said sums mentioned in article 22 
as shall be unredeemed. 


44. Upon the Government acquiring the right of possession of the lines and 
the interest of the Company in the same terminating under any of the three articles 
last hereinbefore contained, the obligations of the parties hereto under any of the 
provisions of these presents (save the provisions in such three articles) shall as to 
any future operation thereof cease. But it shall be lawful for the Government, 
out of any moneys payable by them to the Company under any of such articles, 
to deduct the amount (if any) of’money in the hands of the Company, repre¬ 
senting sanctioned capital remaining unexpended. 


45. The Company shall not acquire any interest in respect of those sections of 
the Great Indian Peninsula Bailway now existing or already sanctioned in the 
territories of His Highness the Nizam, nor in any concession already made to the 
West of India Portuguese Guaranteed Bailway Company, nor in respect of those 
portions of the Bellary Branch of the Madras Bailway Company or the Khamgaon 
and Amraoti State Bailways now worked by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
Company, but, save as herein excepted, the Company shall have the preference to 
make and construct all railways within the territories of His Highness the Nizam, 
subject to their acceptance within .4* months of the offer on the terms to be named 
by the Government of His Highness the Nizam for carrying out any such railways, 
such terms not being less favourable to the Company than those to be given to 
any other parties. 

46. And it is mutually agreed that the sum of £200,000, to be deposited by 
the Company under article 23 in the National Provincial Bank of England, Limited, 
shall be paid out to two Trustees, one to be appointed by the Government, and 
the other by the ( on ipunv. and sueli Trustees shall stand possessed of the same 
upon the trusts following, that is to say :— 

(a) To invest the same, in the names of the Trustees, in any of the public 
stocks, funds, or securities of the British Government in England or 
India, or any other stocks, funds or securities agreed upon between 
the Government and the Company, with power from time to time 
to vary the investments for others of a like nature. 

Io pay the dividends, interest, and income, as and when received, to 
the Government, so long as the Government shall not make default 

' K 
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m punctual payment of the said annuity payable by the' Government 
to the Company under article 25. 

M In the event of any such default as aforesaid from time to time to raise 
out of the said dividends interest and income, or by sale of an ade¬ 
quate part of the principal, and to pay to the Company such moneys 
as the Government shall have hereinbefore agreed to pay to the 
Company, and shall have failed to pay on the due date, together 
with interest on all such moneys at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum 
from the due date thereof until payment.

Company shall fail to agree, or the matter in difference as the case may be, shall be 
submitted to a Board of Arbitration, one member of which shall be appointed by 
the Government and the other by the Company and the duty of such Board shall 
be to enquire into and equitably adjust and determine such disputes, and if unable 
to do so by reason of difference of opinion amongst the members thereof, or for 
any other reason, to refer the said dispute for determination to an Umpire, to be

Whereas the line of railway known as the Nizam’s State Railway and running 
from Wadi to Hyderabad and Secunderabad is now managed by the British Govt 
ernment, in virtue of an agreement concluded between the Government and His 
Highness the Nizam on the 19th of May 1870 And whereas His Highness the 
Nizam, with the consent of the British Government undertook, in an agreement 
concluded on the 27th December 1883 with His Highness the Nizam's Guaranteed 
State Railway Company, Limited, to transfer the said line subject to the fulfil¬ 
ment of c ertain conditions specified in the 20th and 23rd articles of that Agree¬ 
ment. and to certain reservations And whereas His Highness the Nizam has 
assured the British Government that the aforesaid conditions have been fulfilled, 
and has requested the British Government to deliver to His Highness the 
Guaranteed State Railway Company, Limited, possession of the existing railway

less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to extradi¬ 
tion of offenders in force in British India ; it ls hereby agreed between the British 
Go\emme nt and the Hyderabad State that the provisions of the Treaty prescribing 
a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to cases of extra¬ 
dition from British India to the Hyderabad State, but that the procedure prescribed 
by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being in force in British 
India shall be followed in every such case.

Fort William, the 18th December 1902. 

Memorandum of Agreement between the British Government on the one 
part and the Hyderabad State on the other part, concluded by Lieut¬ 
enant-Colonel Sir David William Keith Barr, K.C.S.I.. I.S.C., duly 
authorised by the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council for 
that purpose, and by the Maharaja Peshkar Kishen Pershad Bahadur, 
Minister to His Highness the Nizam, on behalf of the Hyderabad State. 

Whereas by the Treaties concluded between the Pritish Government and the 
Hyderabad State on the 21st May 1853 and the 26th December 1860, the Berar 
districts were assigned to the British Government for the maintenance of the 
Hyderabad Contingent, the surplus, if any, from the Assigned Districts being paid 
to His Highness the Nizam. 

And whereas the British Government and His Highness the Nizam desire to 
improve this arrangement. 

And whereas it is inexpedient in the interests of economy that the Assigned 
Districts should continue to be managed as a separate administration or the Hydera¬ 
bad Contingent as a separate force. 

And whereas it is also desirable that Plis Highness the Nizam should receive 
a fixed instead of a fluctuating and uncertain income from the Assigned Districts. 

The following terms are hereby agreed upon between the Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India in Council and the Nawab Mir Sir Mahbub Ali Khan Bahadur 
Fateh Jung, Nizam of Hyderabad :— 

(i ) His Highness the Nizam, whose sovereignty over the Assigned Dis¬ 
tricts is reaffirmed, leases'lhem to the British Government in per¬ 
petuity in consideration of the payment to him by the British Gov¬ 
ernment of a fixed and perpetual rent of 25 lakhs of rupees per 
annum ; 

(m) The British Government, while retaining the full and exclusive juris¬ 
diction and authority in the Assigned Districts which they enjoy 
under the Treaties of 1853 and 1860, shall be at liberty, notwith¬ 
standing anything to the contrary in those Treaties, to administer 
the Assigned Districts in such manner as they may deem desirable 
and also to redistribute, reduce, re-organise and control the forces 
now composing the Hyderabad Contingent, as they may think fit, 
due provision being made as stipulated by Articled of the Treaty 
of 1853 for the protection of His Highness’s Dominions.

Agreement between Nizam’s Government and the Barsi Light Railway Com¬ 
pany, Limited, for the construction of an extension of the line into Hydera¬ 
bad from Tadwala to Latur —1909. 

This agreement made the Twenty-first day of April One thousand nine hundred 
and nine between the Government of His Highness the Nizam of the Hyderabad 
State of the one part and the Barsi Light Railway Company, Limited, a Joint Stock 
Company incorporated under the Companies Acts 1862 to 1890 (hereinafter called 
“ the Company J? ) of the other part Whereas the Company has under concessions 
obtained from the Secretary of State in Council of India constructed 
and is now' working the following lines of light railway of the two feet 
six inches gauge, viz.: — (A) A line from the Town of Barsi to the Barsi Road Station 
(also called the Barsi Junction Station) of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
(known as the Barsi Town Railway) (B) a line from the said Barsi Junction Station 
of the Groat Indian Peninsula Railw*ay to Pandharpur (known as the Pandharpur 
extension) and (C) a line from Barsi Town Station of the Barsi Town Railway to 
Tadwala (known as the Tadw^ala extension) And whereas the Company has applied 
to the Government of His' Highness the Nizam for a concession to construct and 
work the new’ line of Railway hereinafter more particularly mentioned running from 
the Frontier of the territories of His Highness to the Town of Latur in such terri¬ 
tories. And whereas under arrangements with the Government of His Highness 
the Nizam and His Highness the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways Company, 
Limited, the last mentioned Company is entitled to a prior claim to concessions for 
the construction of all Railways in the State of Hyderabad but has consented to 
waive im claim to construct the said new line of Railway in consideration of the 
Com puny entering into the arrangement mentioned in Clause 32 of this agreement. 
And whcrca the Government has consented to grant the said concession in the 
mania r and on the terms hereinafter appearing And whereas the Secretary of 
State in Council of India has agreed to grant the Company a concession for the 
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construction of the necessary length of line (about one mile) required to connect 
the Company’s Tadwala Station with the new line on the Frontier of the Territories 
of the Government of India and the Territories of His Highness the Nizam And 
whereas by a Resolution of an Extraordinary General Meeting of the Company 

passed at a meeting duly convened and held on the seventeenth day of December 

one thousand nine hundred and seven it was resolved inter alia that the Directors 
of the Company be and they were thereby authorised to negotiate and enter into 
a contract with the Government (being these presents) for the grant of a con. 
cession for the making and working of the new line Now this Agreement 
witnesseth and it is hereby mutually agreed and declared as follows * 

Interpretation of Terms. 

1. In this Contract the following expressions shall have the following meanings 
respectively if not inconsistent with the subject or context. 

« Government ” means the Government for the time being of His 
Highness the Nizam and his successors and it shall include His 
Highness the Nizam and his successors. 

“ The existing line ” means the lines constructed and worked by the Com¬ 
pany known as the Barsi Town Railway, the Pandharpur extension 
and the Tadwala extension hereinbefore mentioned and shall be 
deemed to include the length of line to be made by the Company 
to connect its station at Tadwala with the new line when constructed. 

“ The new line ” means the new Railway intended to be constructed uuder 
this Contract. 

" The lines ” mean all lines for the time being forming part of the under¬ 
taking of the Company. 

“ The Inspecting Officer ” means such officer as may for the time being and 
from time to time be appointed by the Government of India for the 
purpose of inspection of the entire Barsi Light Railway system. 

* f His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company ” means His Highness 
The Nizam s Guaranteed State Railways Company, Limited. 

“ The Secretary of State ” means the Secretary of State in Council of India. 

“ The Concessions ” means the concessions granted or to be granted by the 
Secretary of State to the Company for the existing line or any part 
thereof. 

“ Month ” means calendar month. 

Duration of contract. 

2. This Contract shall continue in force until it shall be determined under any 
provisions hereinafter contained in that behalf. 

Surveys. 

o. The Government shall grant to the Company all necessary facilities for mak¬ 
ing such surveys for the purpose of the new lino as may appear necessary or 
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"desirable.^ The Company shall with all convenient speed undertake and carry out 
the necessary surveys for that purpose and shall submit to the Government the 
results thereof and all plans, drawings, specifications, schedules of quantities, esti¬ 
mates and reports made in connection therewith for approval and the same when 
approved, subject to such alterations thereof and deviations therefrom as shall 
from time to time be agreed between the Government and the Company, shall be 
adhered to and adopted as nearly as circumstances will permit. The situation 
and extent of all stations, station yards, sidings, offices, warehouses, building, con¬ 
veniences and appurtenances to be constructed in connection with the new line 
shall be subject to the approval of the Government. The Company shall be allowed 
t° expend and to debit to the cajutal cost of constructing the new line in respect 
of the cost of the said survey and of such plans, drawings, specifications, schedules 
of quantities, estimates and reports a total sum equalling £20 for each mile of the 
new line. 


Construction of Railway and Equipment with rolling stock. 

4. The Company shall on the Government at the request of the Company 
duly providing in the manner prescribed in Clause 5 all land necessary for that 
purpose substantially commence the construction on or before the Thirty-first 
day of December, One thousand nine hundred and nine and subject to any ex¬ 
tension of time that the Government may see fit to grant, shall within three years 
from the date of obtaining possession of all the lands required for the same com¬ 
plete and make ready and fit for opening for public traffic throughout in the 
maimer and subject to the provisions hereinafter prescribed and contained a singlo 
line of Railway of the two feet six inches gauge about thirty-six miles in length, 
to extend from the point on the Frontier of the territories of the Government to 
which an extension of the existing line from Tadwala is about to be constructed by 
the Company to the Town of Latur and which shall be called by the name of 
the Latur Extension of the Company in order to distinguish it from the Company’s 
existing line. The standard dimensions of fixed structures and rolling stock for 
die new line shall be the same as those laid down by the Secretary of State in the 
Concessions, the terms of which shall be strictly followed, save that the new line 
is only to be required to be fenced at stations. The Company shall also with 
due diligence equip the said new line with all such rolling stock, plant and machin¬ 
ery as shall from time to time in the opinion of the Government be necessary or 
suitable for working the same. The Company shall also provide a level crossing 
at each place where the new line crosses any district or village road, and shall 
maintain at each of the level crossings at which the Inspecting Officer may from 
time to time direct the same to be maintained one or more gate keepers. The 
Company shall also provide at each of the road bridges crossed by the new line, 
at which the Inspecting Officer shall from time to time direct the same to be pro¬ 
vided, permanent signals. 

Land. 

5. The Go'' ernment shall, after the definite selection of the route and direction 
of the new line or of any part or parts thereof which shall be determined by the 
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Government, and as and when required by the Company, provide free of cost to 
the Company the lands which shall be permanently or temporarily required for 
the construction of the new line and for the works connected therewith, and for 
the stations, station yards, sidings, offices, warehouses, conveniences and appurten¬ 
ances, aforesaid, and*shall give to the Company possession of the lands so provided. 
All land of which possession shall be so given which shall not be permanently re¬ 
quired for the purposes of the Company, shall, as soon as practicable, be delivered 
up by the Company to the Government. The Government will permit the Company 
to take, free from* any royalty or other payment, such stone, sand, gravel, earth, 
brick earth and local products suitable for conversion into lime and mortar, being 
respectively the property of the Government, as may be bona fide reasonably 
necessary for the purposes of the construction of the new line or any part thereof, 
provided that the same be taken only from waste land and from such places on 
such waste land within a convenient distance from the works as shall be agreed 
upon between an officer to be appointed by the Government on the one hand and 
the Company on the other hand. 

Opening for Public Traffic. 

6 . The Company may, from time to time, as often as the Inspecting Officer 
shall certify that any portion of the new line is fit for the conveyance of passenger 
and goods, open the same portion for public traffic, and the Company shall open 
the new line for public traffic throughout and with a good and sufficient stock 
of engines, carriages, waggons, plant and machinery for working the same in con¬ 
formity with the provisions of this Contract when and so soon as the Inspecting 
Officer shall have certified that the new line is complete and fit for the conveyance 
of passengers and goods throughout. The stock of engines, carriages and waggons 
provided for the new line and charged to capital shall be earmarked in a suitable 
manner to identify them as having been provided for and as belonging to the new 
line but the Company shall be at liberty to use the said engines, carriages and 
waggons so provided for the new line on any part of the lines of the Company 
as the needs of the traffic over such lines may require, but nothing in this Clause 
shall relieve the Company from their obligations under Clause 4 hereof, or any 
part thereof. During the construction of the new line all materials to be used and 
also the manner in which the works are performed shall be subject to the inspection 
and approval of the Inspecting Officer. 


Grant of lease to the Company. 

7. Upon the new line being completed and opened for public traffic throughout, 
the Government will grant to the Company, if required by it, a 'ease o', or by 
notification in the. “ Government Gazette ” or otherwi.se secure to the Company 
free of rent a right and title to, so much and such parts of the land provided under 
Clause 5 hereof, as shall be permanently required for the purposes of the Company 
and the railways and works constructed thereon, for a term of Ninety-nine years 
from the date of the opening of the new fine throughout, and the Government shall

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that the said lease or nght shall be subject to the right of H. H. the Nizam’s Rail- 

wajs ojnpany to exercise the option referred to in Clause 32, and also to the option 
ot the Government under Clause 33 hereof. 1 


Maintenance and management op the Railway 

8. The Company shall keep the new line or so much thereof as shall for the time 
being have been opened for traffic, and all the stations, station yards, offices, ware¬ 
houses, conveniences, and works thereto belonging, in good repair, and sufficiently 
supplied with engines, carriages, rolling stock, plant and machinery, and shall keep 
the whole in good working condition. The whole shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the Inspecting Officer, and the Company shall afford to the Inspecting 
Officer all such facilities as may be reasonably requisite to enable him to perform 
his duties. The Company shall upon notice in writing from the Government forth¬ 
with execute all such works and do all such things as upon the Report of the In¬ 
specting Officer shall be found to be necessary for keeping the new line in good repair 
and in good working condition, and sufficiently supplied as aforesaid. On receiv¬ 
ing any such notice the Company shall, with all reasonable speed, execute and 
do the works and things described therein. If in any case the Company shall 
fad to execute and do such works and things to the satisfaction of the Inspecting 
Officer within a reasonable time the Government may execute and do the works 
and things, or the portion thereof unexecuted by the Company, and for that purpose 
may from time to time enter upon any land or premises of the Company, and the 

ompany shall on demand pay to the Government the money properly expended 
by the Government in executing such works, and if such moneys shall not be paid 
on demand the same shall carry simple interest as against the Company at the 
rate of Four per cent, per annum to be computed from the time of demand for pay¬ 
ment of such moneys until payment of the same. 1 * 

Alterations, Improvements and Additions. 

9. Alter the new line shall be opened for traffic throughout the Government 
may from time to time upon the report of the Inspecting Officer, by notice in 
writing require the Company to carry out at its own cost any reasonable altera¬ 
tion or improvement in or addition to such new line, or in or to any stations, station 
yards, offices, warehouses, conveniences or works therewith connected respectively 
which consistently with the provisions of Clause 4 may be necessary for the safety 
o passengers or of the public or for accommodation of increased or increasing 
irallic and to supply such additional engines, carriages, rolling stock, plant and 
machinery as the Government may consider necessary. Such notice shall specify 
the alteration, addition or improvement required and also shall in general terms 
describe the works to be executed for the purpose of carrying out such alteration 
additicui or improvement. On receiving any such notice the Company shall with all 

reasonable speed execute the works described therein, the Government providing 
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(on terms similar to those on which land is to be provided under Clause 5) any land 
that may be required for the purpose, and granting to the Company a lease of, 
or other title as aforesaid, to such land, for the period in Clause 7 mentioned, and 
upon the same terms. If in any case the Company shall fail to execute and com¬ 
plete the works to the satisfaction of the Inspecting Officer, and within a reasonable 
time, the Government may execute the works or the portion thereof unexecuted 
by the Company and for that purpose may from time to time enter upon any land 
or premises of the Company and the Company shall on demand pay to the Govern¬ 
ment the moneys expended by the Government in executing such works and if such 
moneys shall not be paid on demand the same shall carry simple interest as against 
the Company at the rate of Four per cent, per annum, to be computed from the 
time of demand for payment of such moneys until payment of the same. The 
Company shall, if and when required by the Government, construct and provide 
at any station or stations on the new line, such accommodation for Post Offices 
and quarters for the postal staffi of the Government as the Government may reason¬ 
ably require. The cost of any such Post Office accommodation and quarters 
shall be debited to the Capital Account of the Company, and the Government 
shall pay to the Company therefor a rent not exceeding Seven-and-a-half per c.*nt. 
per annum on such cost. 

Working of the Railway, Fares, &c. 

10. The Government may from time to time prohibit the Company from using, 
for the purpose of the new line, any engine, carriage, wagon, vehicle, boat, machine, 
or appliance of any kind whatsoever, the use of which shall be declared by the 
Inspecting Officer to be attended with danger to passengers or the public, and the 
Government may, by taking possession of such engine, carriage, wagon, vehicle, 
boat, machine, or appliance, or by such other means as they shall think fit to 
employ, prevent the Company froiji using the same. 

11. The Company shall, unless hindered or prevented by accident, or any other 
matter beyond their own control, cause at least one train daily to be run from 
either extremity of the portion of the new line which shall for the time being have 
been opened for traffic to the other extremity of the same line, and so as to afford 
reasonable convenience for the Post Office of the Government and the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

12. The rates and fares to be charged by the Company for the carriage of pas¬ 
sengers and goods respectively over the new line shall not, unless otherwise agreed 
between the Government and the Company, be in excess of the rates and faros 
from time to time in force on the existing line. 

Services to be rendere d to the Government. 

13. The Company will at all times convey free of charge on the new line and 
on any part thereof which for the time being shall have been opened for traffic, 
the mails and post office bags of the Government and the Government of India 
and the guards and other servants of the Post Office of either of the Government 
in charge thereof, and also (when they are on duty) all officers and persons iu the

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Agreement between the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways Com¬ 
pany Limited and the Barsi Light Railway Company Limited- 
1900. 

This agreement made the Fourth day of May One thousand nine hundred 
and nine between the Barsi Light Railway Company Limited a Joint Stock Com¬ 
pany incorporated under the Companies Acts 1862 to 1890 and having its registered 
office at Winchester House Old Broad Street in the City of London (hereinafter 
called the Barsi Company) of the one part and His Highness the Nizam’s Guaran¬ 
teed State Railways Company Limited a Joint Stock Company incorporated under 
the Companies Acts 1862 to 1890 and having its registered office at Winchester 
House aforesaid (hereinafter called His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company) 
of the other part Whereas His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company has con¬ 
structed several lines of Railway within the territories of His Highness the Nizam 
°f Hyderabad under concessions granted by the Government of His Highness the 
Nizam (hereinafter called the Government) And whereas under its arrangements 
with the Government His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company is entith 1 
to have the preference to make and construct all Railways within the territories 
°f His Highness the Nizam subject as in a certain agreement bearing date the 
Twenty-seventh day of December One thousand eight hundred and eighty-three 
between the Government of His Highness the Nizam of the first part and His 
Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company of the second part is set forth And whereas 
the Barsi Company has constructed several lines of Railway in British India of the 
two feet six inches gauge one of which (known as the Tadwala Extension) has its 
terminus at the town of Tadwala which is situate about a mile from the Frontier 
dividing the territories of British India from those of the Hyderabad State And 
whereas with a view of further extending the said Tadwala extension to the Town 
of Latur in the Hyderabad State the-Barsi Company lately obtained from the Secre¬ 
tary of State in Council of India a concession for making and working a line of 
Railway of the two feet six inches gauge from the terminus of its 3aid Tadwala 
extension at Tadwala aforesaid to the Frontier of the Hyderabad State in the 
direction of Latur And whereas in order to obtain a concession from the Govern • 
ment for the construction and working of a single line of Railway of the said two 
feet six inches gauge from the point on the Frontier of the said Hyderabad Stata 
at which the line authorised by the lastly above recited concession will terminate 
to the Town of Latur (a distance of about thirty-six miles) the Barsi Company 
applied to His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company for the consent of that 
Company to such application which His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company 
agreed to give upon the Barsi Company agreeing to execute these presents And 
whereas by an agreement dated the Twenty-first day of April One thousand nine 
hundred and nine made between the Government of the one part and the Barsi 
Company of the other part a concession was granted to the Barsi Company to 
construct and work the said line of Railway from the Frontier of the Hyderabad 
State to the said Town of Latur (therein and hereinafter referred to as the new line)

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on the terras therein set forth and it was a term of the said agreement now in 
recital that the Barsi Company should enter into an agreement with His High¬ 
ness the Nizam’s Railways Company containing (inter alia) a portion of the terms 
of these presents Now this Agreement witnesseth and it is hereby agreed in con¬ 
sideration of the premises as follows :— 


1. His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company hereby waives in favour of 
the Barsi Company its preferential right to make and construct and also its prefer¬ 
ential right (if any) to work the new line but without prejudice to any other rights 
now vested or hereafter to be vested in His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Com¬ 
pany. 

2. The Barsi Company will not so long as His Highness the Nizam’s Railways 
Company shall continue to enjoy as at present the preference to make and construct 
all Railways within the territories of His Highness the Nizam subject as provided 
in the said agreement of the Twenty-seventh day of December One thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-three between the Government of His Highness the Nizam 
and His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company apply to the Government for 
any further concession to construct or directly or indirectly acquire or construct 
a Railway or Railways in the said territories or any of them other than the new 
line without the previous written consent of His Highness the Nizam’s Railways 
Company first had and obtained. 


3. The Barsi Company shall, subject to the raising of the necessary capital 
and to the necessary land being provided for that purpose by the Government, 
substantially commence the construction of the new line on or before the Thirty- 
first day of December One thousand nine hundred and nine. 


4. His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company shall have the option on 
giving to the Barsi Company at its registered office in‘London on or at any time 
after the expiration of twenty years from the opening of the new line for traffic 
throughout twelve calendar months notice in writing of its intention so to do to 
purchase the said new line as defined in the said agreement of the Twenty-first 
day of April One thousand nine hundred and nine between the Government of one 
part and the Barsi Company of the other part and all the rights of the Barsi Com¬ 
pany under the said agreement but such option shall be subject in all respects to 
the rights of the Government under the said agreement of the Twenty-first day of 
April One thousand nine hundred and nine between the Government of the one 
part and the Barsi Company of the other part and also under the several Contracts 
between the Government and His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company and 
shall in no way prejudice such rights and on the expiration of any such notice, 
the following provisions shall have effect, that is to say :— 

(A) The Barsi Company shall sell and His Highness the Nizam’s Railways 
Company shall purchase the new line as defined in the hereinbefore 
recited agreement of the Twenty-first day of April One thousand 
nine hundred and nine, between the Government of the one part

Company of the other part. The purchase and sale to be free from 
incumbrances. 

(B) The price to be paid for the new line shall be the amount of the actual 

capital expenditure on the construction and equipment of the new 
line (other than the provision of engines and rolling stock, workshop 
machines and stores), including all preliminary expenditure in con¬ 
nection with such construction as mentioned in the said agreement 
of the Twenty-first day of April One thousand nine hundred and 
nine and interest during construction at the rate of four per cent, per 
annum for a period not exceeding one year, as shown in the Capital 
account of the Barsi Company, stated in respect of the new line in 
accordance with the provisions of the said agreement of the Twenty- 
first day of April One thousand nine hundred and nine plus a further 
sum of five per cent, on the total amount of such capital expendi¬ 
ture. 

(C) The said price or consideration shall be paid by His Highness the Nizam’s 

Railways Company to the Barsi Company in sterling in London at 
the exchange of Sixteen pence per rupee or at such other rate as shall 
be for the time being prescribed by the Secretary of State in Council 
of India or be in force for remittance of moneys from the Government 
of India to England as soon as the amount is ascertained and the said 
purchase and sale shall take effect as from the date of such payment 
and immediately upon such payment being made possession of the 
said new line shall be given to His Highness the Nizam’s Railways 
Company and the Barsi Company shall execute and do all acts, 
matters and things reasonably necessary to complete and give effect 
to the said purchase and sale. 

(D) All outgoings and working expenses in connection with the said new 
line up to midnight of the day preceding the day on which the said 
purchase and sale shall take effect and all debts liabilities claims 
and demands against the Barsi Company or the new line in respect 
of matters occurring before and upon that date shall be borne settled 
and paid by the Barsi Compauy and that Company shall indemnify

(E) His Highness the Nizam’s Railways Company shall on the comple¬ 
tion of the said purchase and sale execute and do all deeds acts 
and things as may be reasonably necessary to effectually protect 
and indemnify the Barsi Company from and against all claims or 
liabilities for which the Barsi Company may be responsible under 
the said agreement of the Twenty-first day of April One thousand 
nine hundred and nine made between the Government of the one part 
and the Barsi Company of the other part.

Agreement between His Highness tbe Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways 
Company Limited and tho Nizam’s Government for tbe working of the 
Pubna-Hingoli Branch Railway— 1910 . 

Memorandum of Agreement for the working of the Hingoli Branch Railway 
between His Highness the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways Company, Limited, 
(hereinafter called the “ Company ”) of the one part and the Government of His 
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Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad State (hereinafter called the “ Government ”) 
of the other part. 

1. “ The Hingoli Branch ” means that portion of the line of Railway ex¬ 
tending from Puma, a station on the Hyderabad-G-odavery Valley 
Railway to Hingoli and such extensions thereof in the State of Hyder¬ 
abad as may be agreed upon between the Government and the 
Company. 

“ The Government ” means the Government of His Highness the Nizam 
of Hyderabad State. 

“ The Agent ” means the Agent and Manager for the time being of His 
Highness the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railway. 

“ The Amalgamated Undertaking ” means His Highness the Nizam's 
Guaranteed State Railway Metre Gauge System and the Hingoli 
Branch. 

“ Gross Earnings ” mean and include all receipts from coaching and goods 
traffic and from telegraphs, all sums received as rents, and all 
other receipts usually treated as Railway Revenue. 

The Government Inspector means an Inspecting Officer appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India for the purpose of inspecting the line. 

2. This Agreement shall come into force from the date upon which the Hingoli 
Branch is opened throughout for traffic and shall be terminable on the 30th June 
or the 31st- December in any year thereafter on 12 calendar months’ previous 
notice in writing being given by either party to this Agreement to the other, and 
shall remain in force until such time as it is terminated by either party in the 
manner herein prescribed. 

3. The Indian Railways Act 1890 or other Act or Acts for the time being in 
force in British India relating to Railways and the rules conditions and forms there¬ 
under for the time being applicable to the Hyderabad-Godavery Valley Railway 
shall apply to the Hingoli Branch/ The said Act or Acts and rules and condi¬ 
tions and forms shall within Railway limits on the Hingoli Branch constitute the 
law in force under which offences and actions affecting the Company and their 
servants in such limits shall be tried, and the Government shall take all such steps 
as iuay be necessary for the purpose of giving due effect to the provisions of this 
clause. 

4. During the continuance of this Agreement the Company shall maiutaiu 
the Hingoli Branch Railway and keep the same supplied with rolling stock, move- 
a ble plant- and machinery as if it were part of the Company’s Metre Gauge System, 
und shall do all in their power to develop the traffic on the Hingoli Branch Railway 
a ud shall manage use and work the Hingoli Branch Railway and shall convey 
traffic thereon. 

5. Estimates for any new works or any additions to stations, buildings, plant 
or machinery chargeable to Capital under the rules in force for the time being on 
State Railways, which may from time to time be agreed upon between the parties 
to this Agreement or may be ordered by the Government Inspector as necessary 
for the efficient working of the Hingoli Branch Railway, shall be prepared ami 
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sanctioned by the Agent if costing Rs. 10,000 or less. In the case of works costing 
more than Its. 10,000 the prior sanction of the Government shall be necessary 
before any liability is incurred. The works so sanctioned shall be carried out by 
the Agent with funds provided by the Government. 

0. The Company shall cause to be run on the Hingoli Branch Railway such 
trains as the traffic shall from time to time require but not less than one train each 
way each day unless hindered or prevented by accident or any other matter 
beyond their own control. 

7. The Company shall charge such rates, fares and tolls, and make such rules, 
conditions and arrangements in respect of traffic on the Hingoli Branch Railway 
as are now-, or shall be from time to time, in force upon the Metre Gauge System 
of the Company, 

8. All money transactions under this Agreement as between the Government 
and the Company excepting payments made in England and in British India shall 
be m Halli Sicca Rupees and the Company are to accept the Hyderabad Currency 
in pa} ment of fares and rates, and all salaries and allowances paid to any person 
oi persons employed by the Company on the Hingoli Branch Railway other than 
British subjects shall be paid in Halli Sicca Currency only. 

9. All services for the Post Office, the Military Department, the Police Depart¬ 
ment or any other Department of the State, or for High Government Officials shall 
be performed on the Hingoli Branch Railway by the Company on the same condi- 
t ions and at the same rates as may be from time to time in force on the Company’s 
Metre Gauge System. 

10. The carriage of Revenue stores for the Hingoli Branch shall be at Revenue 
rates. 


11. All ordinary expenses incurred by the Company in connection with the 
maintenance, management, use, and working of the Hingoli Branch Railway 
and the conveyance of traffic thereon properly chargeable to Revenue Account 
shall he charged against the gross earnings of the Amalgamated Undertaking, 
and so far as possible against the gross earnings of the half-year to which they 
are properly attributable ; and in each half-year there shall be deducted from the 
gross earnings of the Hingoli Branch Railway such sum as shall bear the same 
rete ?er centum to the gross earnings of the Hingoli Branch Railway for that half- 
ye;u as the aggregate working expenses of the Amalgamated Undertaking as pub- 
lislu d in the printed half-yearly Revenue Account of the Company’s Metre Gauge 
hA stem shall bear to the aggregate gross earnings of the Amalgamated Undertaking 
,,i ' per <sm on tbegrote earnings of the Hingoli Branch 

Railway for 'lie use of rolling stock, and the balance after making the said de¬ 
duction sbnll be paid over to the Government as the net earnings of the Hingoli 
Brunch Railway, so soon U8 the accounts for the half-year have been audited and 
passed. 

!2. Any extraordinary maintenance charges which may be caused by floods, 
MuI earthquake or any cause other than ordinary wear and tear shall be charged 
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specially to the Ilingoli Branch Railway in addition to and apart from the per¬ 
centage charges above referred to. Such extraordinary charges shall not be in¬ 
cluded in the aggregate expenditure of the Amalgamated Undertaking for the pur¬ 
poses of working out the percentage of maintenance charges recoverable from the 
Ilingoli Branch Railway. 

13. The Company will if desired by the Government furnish them at the begin¬ 
ning of each year, or as soon thereafter as may be possible, with an estimate ol 
the probable gross earnings of the Amalgamated Undertaking, and of the working 
expenses. 

14. The Company agrees, as soon after the 30th June and 3 1st December as 
possible in each year, to render to the Government the accounts of Capital and 
Revenue Expenditure made up in the same form as that in which the Company’s 
own accounts are prepared. The separate books of the Company shewing the trans¬ 
action of the Hingoli Branch Railway, together with all vouchers papers and cor¬ 
respondence directly belonging thereto shall be subject to audit and inspection by 
any officer whom the Government may appoint for that purpose, and after three 
months have elapsed from the date of the certifying by the Auditing Officer that 
the accounts are correct, they shall be regarded as final between the Governut tit 
and the Company, subject to the correction of any error which may have been 
discovered in audit, which error shall be rectified in the accounts of the following 
half-year. The Company will also keep all such accounts relating to the Hingoli 
Branch Railway, and all such accounts as between the Company and the Govern¬ 
ment as the Government may from time to time require, and will keep the accounts 
relating to the capital expenditure and the gross receipts of the Hingoli Branch 
Railway separate and distinct from the accounts relating to His Highness the 
Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railway. Such accounts will be kept in such forms 
and under such heads or divisions and for such sections of the Hingoli Branch 
Railway and for such periods and with such details and shall be submitted to the 
Government at such times as theymiay from time to time prescribe. 

15. The distribution of charges between Capital and Revenue shall be made 
by the Company in accordance with the principles from time to time in force on 
the Hyderabad-Godavery Valley Railway. 

16. The appointment of the Staff employed in working the Hingoli Branch 
Railway shall be made by the Company, and they shall be under the same conditions 
of service as apply to the other servants of the Company. 

17. The Telegraphs on the Hingoli Branch Railway shall be worked by the 
Company on the same terms and conditions as those on which the telegraph is 
forked on the Company’s own line. 

18. The number pay and constitution of the Police force shall form matter 
°f agreement between the Government and the Company, and shall, as far as 
Possible, be placed upon the same or a similar footing to that existing on the Con»- 
pany’K line, und the lines of the Great Indian Peninsula and Madras Railways, 
passing through the territories of His Highness the Nizam. The distribution of 
the cost of the force and relations between the Police ami th. Company shall bo 
similar to those in force on the Hyderabad-Godavery Valley Railway. 
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19. In the event of any further lands being required after opening of the branch 
throughout for traffic for purposes of the Hingoli Branch Railway° the Company 
shall apply to the Government for the same, and if satisfied that the acquisition 
of such land is necessary the Government will acquire and hand over the same 
to the Company as part of the Hingoli Branch Railway. 

20. The Agent shall, on the requisition of the Government, issue free passes 
over the Hingoli Branch Railway in accordance with the rules for the issue of 
free passes applicable to the rest of the Company’s system. 

21. If there shall be any breach on the part of the Company (whether by act 
or omission or default) of any of the stipulations or provisions of this contract 
on the part of the Company to be performed or observed and the Company shall 
fail to remedy effectually any such breach as aforesaid within six calendar months 
after notice in writing to remedy the same shall have been given to the Company 
by the Government, the Government may on or at any time after the expiration 
of six calendar months last aforesaid determine this contract by giving to the 
Company notice in writing of such determination. 

22. Upon the determination of this contract under either of the two sections 
2 or 21, the Company shall give the Government possession of the Hingoli Branch 
Railway together with the plant and machinery belonging thereto and all stores 
in hand or in course of delivery on the day of the determination of the contract 
and all plant, books, surveys, sections, printings, writings and documents whatso¬ 
ever in anywise connected with the Hingoli Branch Railway and all other property 
(if any) belonging or appertaining thereto, and shall pay to the Government all 
moneys in the possession of the Company on account of the Hingoli Branch Railway. 
And after such possession shall have been given and after all moneys which under 
this Agreement shall have become payable to the Government shall have been duly 
paid, the Government shall be bound to indemnify the Company its property and 
effects against all such debts and liabilities (if any) as it may have incurred on 
behaif of the Hingoli Branch Railway which shall be then subsisting. 

23. I pon the termination of this contract the working stores appertaining 
to the Hingoli Branch Railway which may have been provided by the Company 
shall, if the Company so desire, be taken over by the Government at a valuation 
to be determined by mutual agreement or if necessary by arbitration or they 
may be removed at the option of the Company. 

24. The Government Official Director shall occupy the same position as regards 
the Hingoli Branch as he occupies on the Hyderabad-Godavery Valley Railway. 

25. If any dispute question or controversy shall at any time arise between 
the Government and the Company which they cannot mutually settle touch¬ 
ing this Agreement or any clause or thing herein contained or the construction 
hereof or any matter connected with this Agreement or the operation of the same, 
or the rights, duties or liabilities of either party in relation to the premises, then 
and in every such case the matter in difference shall be referred to two Arbitra¬ 
tors, one to be appointed by the Government and the other by the Company, and 
to aii Umpire to be appointed by the two Arbitrators before entering on the con- 
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decision of the

Agreement between the British Government and the Hyderabad State for 
the unrestricted extradition of offenders from Berar to British India and 
vice versa —1910. 

Memorandum of Agreement between the British Government on the one part 
a nd the Hyderabad State on the other part, concluded by Sir Charles Stuart Baylc v, 
K.C.S.I., duly authorised by the Viceroy and Governor-General. of India in Coun il 
for that purpose, and by the Maharaja Peshkar Sir Kishen Parshad Bahadur, 
G.C.I.E., Minister to His Highness the Nizam, on behalf of the Hyderabad State. 

W hereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on the 
25th May 1867 between the British Government and the Hyderabad State : and 
whereas the aforementioned Treaty was modified by a Treaty executed on the 21st 
July 1887 : and whereas it is now considered expedient in the interests of justice 
to modify the procedure prescribed in the last-mentioned Treaty in so far as the 
extradition of offenders to or from British India and to or from Berar is concerned 
a ud also to provide for the sending of summonses to and warrants for the arrest 
°f accused persons for service and execution through Courts in Berar and also for 
Gie service and execution of the like processes in British India : it is hereby agreed 
between the British Government and the Hyderabad State that the provisions of 
fbe aforesaid treaties in so far as they relate to Berar shall be abrogated and that 
e procedure prescribed in the following articles shall be observed. 

Article I. 

^here a Court in British India desires that a summons issued by it to an accused 
person shall be served at any place within the local limits of the jurisdiction of a 
-°urt m Berar or where a Court in Berar desires that a summons issued l»v it to an 
Reused person shall be served at any place within the local limits of the jurisdic- 
u of a Court in British India, it shall send such summons in duplicate bv. post 
0r otherwise to the presiding officer of that Court to be served. 
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Article II. 


Where a Court in British India desires that a warrant issued by it for the arrest 
of an accused person shall be executed at any place within the local limits of the 
jurisdiction of a Court in Berar or where a Court in Berar desires that a warrant 
issued by it for the arrest of an accused person shall be executed at any place 
within the local limits of the jurisdiction of a Court in British India, it shall send 
such warrant by post or otherwise to the presiding officer of that Court to be 



to or a warrant for the arrest of an accused person issued by a Court in Berar it 
shall cause the same to be served or executed as if it were a summons or warrant re¬ 
ceived by it from a Court in British India for service or execution within the local 
limits of its jurisdiction or where a Court in Berar has received for service or ex¬ 
ecution a summons to or a warrant for the arrest of an accused person issued by a 
f ourt in British India it shall cause the same to be served or executed as if it were 
a summons or warrant received by it from a Court in Berar for service or execution 
within the limits of its jurisdiction. Where any warrant of arrest lias been so ex¬ 
ecuted the person arrested shall so far as possible be dealt with in accordance with 
the procedure prescribed by sections 85 and 8G of the Code of Criminal Proce- 
dure (Act V of 1898).

Revised Agreement between the Nizam’s Government and His Exalted 
Highness the Nizam’s Guaranteed Railways Company, Limited, for the 
working of the Purna-IIingoli Branch Railway— 1920. 

Memorandum of Agreement for the working of the Hingoli Branch Railway 
between the Government of His Exalted Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad State 
of tlio one part and His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railway 
Company, Limited, of the other part. 

1. The Government” means the Government of His Exalted Highness 
the Nizam of Hyderabad State. 
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" The Company ” means His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s Guaranteed 
State Railways Company, Limited. 

“ The Hingoli Branch Railway ” means the‘line of Railway extending from 
Purna, a station on the Hyderabad-Godavery Valley Railway, to 
Hingoli together with such extensions and branches thereof as may 
be agreed upon between the Government and the Company. 

“ The Metre Gauge System ” means His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s Guaran¬ 
teed State Railway Company’s Metre Gauge line from Secunderabad to 
Manmad, known as the Hyderabad-Godavery Valley line, and such ex¬ 
tensions and branches thereof as may from time to time be agreed upon 
between the Government and the Company. 

“ Existing lines ” mean any and all Railways controlled by His Exalted High¬

“ The Government Inspector ” means an Inspecting Officer appointed for tin 
purpose of inspecting the line under the Indian Railways Act, 1890, or 
other the Act or Acts for the time being in force in British India rela¬ 
ting to railways. 

2. This Agreement shall be deemed to have come into force with effect from the 
1st day of April 1917 and shall unless terminated under Article 29 of this Agree¬ 
ment owing to default of the Company, run concurrently with the Agreement be¬ 
tween the Government and the Company dated the 16th March 1897 for the Hy¬ 
derabad-Godavery Valley line. 

3. The Indian Railways Act, 1890, or other the Act or Acts of British India 
w kich for the time being have been applied by the Governor-General in Council 
to Railway lands within the limits of the Hyderabad State and the rules, conditions 
ail d forms thereunder shall within Railway limits on the Hingoli Branch Railway 
institute the law in force under which offences and actions affecting the Company 
a nd their servants and the public within such limits shall be tried, and the Govern¬ 
ment shall take all such steps as may be necessary for the purpose of giving due 
p ffcct to the provisions of this clause. 

4. During the continuance of this Agreement the Company shall maintain 
the Hingoli Branch Railway as if it were part of the Metre Gauge System, and 
shall do all in their power to develop the traffic on the Hingoli Branch Railway 
ail d shall manage, use and work the Hingoli Branch Railway as if it was part of 
the Metre Gauge System and shall convey traffic thereon. 

5. Funds for all the Capital requirements of the Hingoli Branch Railway, 
a nd for the Revenue purposes of the same in the event of the contingency dealt 
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with in Article 17 becoming effective, shall be supplied from time to time by the 
Government as required. An annual forecast of Capital Works shall be submitted 
by the Company for the approval.of Government and a preliminary Capital credit 
or the approved programme shall be afforded to the Company by the Govern- 

In the case of new works or additions within the approved programme cost¬ 
ing Rs. 10,000 or less or m the case of works which may have been ordered by 
the Government Inspector the works shall be proceeded with on the authority of 
the Company and the estimates for the same if not exceeding Rs. 10,000 shall be 

sanctioned by the Company, the funds being provided as required by the Govern- 
ment. 

In the case of new works or additions costing more than Rs. 10,000 within 
the approved programme, the prior sanction of the Government to the estimates 
shall be necessary before any expenditure is incurred thereon except in regard to 
urgent works required to be promptly undertaken as involving the security of 
the lino or works or the safety of the travelling public. In such cases a preliminary 
report shall be promptly made to the Government. 

In the case of all Capital Works outside the authorised programme with the 
exception of the case of urgent works as set forth in the foregoing, the prior sanc¬ 
tion of the Government shall be necessary before such works are put in hand or 
expenditure incurred thereon. 

0. The Company shall cause to be run on the Hingoli Branch Railway such 
trains as the traffic shall from time to time require, but not less than one train 
each way each day unless hindered or prevented by accident or by any other 
matter beyond their own control. 

7. Unless otherwise specially sanctioned the fares, rates and other charges 
levied on passenger and goods traffic shall be within the maximum and minimum 
fares, rates and other charges in force from time to time on the Metre Gauge Sys¬ 
tem, and the traffic thereon shall be subject to the same rules, conditions and general 
arrangements as may be applicable to that system. 

8. All money transactions under this Agreement as between the Government 
and the Company excepting payments made and moneys received in England and 
in British India shall be in Oosmania Sicca Rupees and the Company are°to accept 
t he Hyderabad currency in payment of fares and rates at all stations except at 
Junctions with any line other than lines worked by the Company lying within the 
Hyderabad State and all salaries and allowances paid to any person or persons 
employed by the Railway Company on the Hingoli Branch Railway lying within 
the Hyderabad State excepting the Company’s European employees or others 
who may be specially dealt with under contracts approved by the Government shall 
be paid id Oosmania Sicoa currency only.

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conditions and at the same rates as may be from time to time in force on the Metre

10. Freight charges for the carriage of materials, stores and coal required for 
the Capital and Revenue purposes of the Hingoli Branch Railway shall be on the 
same conditions and at the same rates as may be from time to time m force on the 
Metre Gauge System. 

11. All moneys received by the Company in respect of the working of the Hingoli 
Branch Railway or any part or parts thereof which shall for the time being have 
been open for public traffic im passengers and goods, and all income in anywise 
received by the Company in respect of that Railway under the provisions of this 
agreement (which said moneys and income are hereinafter collectively termed 
gross earnings), shall in the first place be applicable in payment of the working 
expenses as hereinafter defined of the Hingoli Branch Railway in such manner that 
the working expenses of every half-year shall, as far as practicable, be borne by the 
gross earnings of the half-year to which such working expenses arc properly at¬ 
tributable, and the residue remaining from time to time at the end of each half- 
year, after debiting all unpaid working expenses incurred up to the end of such 
half-year, shall be deemed the net earnings of the Hingoli Branch Railway for that 
half-year and shall be paid over to the Government as soon as the accounts of the 
half-year have been audited and passed. 

12. The Company shall keep a separate Revenue Account in which shall bo 
entered all the gross earnings and the working expenses of the Hingoli Branch 
Railway, through and interchanged traffic earnings being divided in accordance 
with the rates charged on the separate lines concerned in such traffic, or in such 
other manner as may be agreed upon between the Government and the Company. 
The Revenue Account shall be made up half-yearly to the 30th day of September 
and the 31st day of March in every year, or to such other days as the Government 
and the Company shall from time to time agree and arrange. 

For the purposes of this article the working expenses shall be taken to be the 
actual expenses incurred on or in connection with the working of the Hingoli Branch 
Railway so far as such actual expenses can be determined from the separate ac¬ 
counts kept of that line, together with a fair proportionate share of the Home 
a nd Indian General Administrative and other joint charges for which separate 
accounts cannot be maintained. The shares so chargeable shall be regulated in 
the proportion of the gross earnings of the Hingoli Branch Railway to those of the 
separate lines which may be concerned in the joint charge or in such other manner 
as may be agreed upon from time to time between the Government and the Com¬ 
pany. The working expenses shall also include a fair proportion regulated as above 
°f the interest on the capital cost and maintenance of such works and buildings as 
a re used jointly and which shall have been constructed at the cost of the existing 
hues, as well as a fair proportion of all the charges in respect to junctions whether 
with Foreign or the Company's other lines. 

13. The term Working Expenses shall mean and include all salaries, wages 
and allowances of the officials and employees of the Company for the purposes 
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of the Hmgoli Branch Railway, and all expenses of, and incidental to, the manage¬ 
ment and the carrying on, and working of the Hingoli Branch Railway including all 
costs and expenses incurred by the Company in and about the repairs and main¬ 
tenance of that line with all stations, station yards, offices, warehouses, conveniences, 
junctions and works, engines, rolling stock, plant and machinery thereto belong¬ 
ing or therewith or thereon used, and all expenses of, and incidental to, the working 
and maintenance of any electric or other telegraphic or telephonic communica¬ 
tions of the Company, in respect of or attributable to the Hingoli Branch Railway. 

“Working Expenses” shall also include contributions to the Company’s 
Provident Fund and towards the gratuities to the Company’s employees, such 
contributions being based on the rules and method of contribution in effect from 
time- to time on the Metre Gauge System. 

14. 1 he Company shall receive from the Government for its sole use and benefit 
a sum equivalent to 5 per cent, of the net earnings of the Hingoli Branch Railway 
for each whole year which shall be arrived at by deducting the total working ex¬ 
penses from the total gross earnings of each whole official year. 

In so far as this Article is concerned “ Working Expenses ” shall be deemed 
to exclude exceptional expenditure on repairs of abnormal flood damages or 
damages due t) earthquakes, cyclones, civil commotions or any other cause be¬ 
yond the control of the Company. 

15. The rolling stock, including locomotives, necessary for the efficient work¬ 
ing of the Hingoli Branch Railway shall be provided at the capital cost of that 
line from moneys to be provided by the Government, but the Company shall 
have full discretion to use the whole of the rolling stock, including locomotives, 
belonging to the Hingoli Branch Railway and the Metre Gauge System as if the 
two lines formed a single Railway and the whole of the rolling stock was common 
to both. The proportion of rolling stock, including locomotives, to be provided 
from time to time by the Hingoli Branch Railway and the Metre Gauge System 
respectively shall be as far as possible as regards locomotives in proportion to 
engine-mileage, as regards coaching stock in proportion to the coaching vehicle- 
mileage and as regards goods stock in proportion to the goods ton-mileage of the 
respective Metre Gauge lines for which purpose separate vehicle and ton-mileage 
records shall be maintained. Expenditure in connection with the maintenance 
of the Hingoli Branch rolling stock (owned or hired) so far as it may be executed 
at joint workshops and is not capable of being charged as actuals and debited 
direct to the Hingoli Branch Railway shall be treated as joint charges and dealt 
with as set forth in Article 12. 

16. The Hingoli Branch Railway shall provide a suitable number of addi¬ 
tional wagons for the interchanged traffic at junctions with Foreign Railways 
and shall receive and pay its proportion of the hire charges on account of inter¬ 
changed wagons at those junctions. 

17. In the event of the working expenses of the Hingoli Branch Railway exceed¬ 
ing the gross earnings in any half-year the excess of the working expenses over 
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gross earnings shall be paid by the Government to the Company as soon as the 
accounts have been made up and passed for such half-year. 


18. In view of preventing any risk of the working of the Hingoli Branch Railway 
infringing the security of the Company’s Debentures under the Agreements of 
1883 and 1897 it is hereby agreed between the Government and the Company 
that if in any year after 1920 A.D. the net earnings of the Metre Gauge System 
are insufficient to meet the Debenture charges, issued or to be issued under the 
Agreement of 1897, the Government shall make good any deficiency which may be 
found to be due to the working of the Hingoli Branch Railway and this deficiency 
(if it ever arises) shall in the event of dispute be determined by arbitration. 


19. The Company will, if desired by the Government, furnish them at the 
beginning of each year, or as soon thereafter as may be possible, with an estimate 
of the probable gross earnings of the Hingoli Branch Railway and of the working 
expenses thereof. 

20. The Company agrees, as soon as possible after the 30th September and 
31st March in each year, to render to the Government the accounts of Capital 
and Revenue Expenditure of each half-year made up in the same form as that 
in which the Company’s own accounts are prepared. The separate books of 
the Company showing the transactions of the Hingoli Branch Railway, together 
with all vouchers, papers and correspondence directly belonging thereto, shall be 
subject to audit and inspection by any officer whom the Government may ap¬ 
point for that purpose. The Capital and Revenue Accounts submitted to the 
Government shall in case of any error being discovered therein be objected to within 
three months from the rendering thereof and every such account shall subject 
to any such objection and correction of error be considered as settled at the expi¬ 
ration of the said period, subject to the proviso that any error which may have 
been discovered in audit too late for rectification in the current half-year’s ac¬ 
counts shall be rectified in the accounts of the following half-year. The Com¬ 
pany will also keep all such accounts relating to the Hingoli Branch Railway, 
and all such accounts as between the Company and the Government as the Gov¬ 
ernment may from time to time reasonably require, and will keep the accounts 
relating to the capital and revenue expenditure and the gross receipts of the Hingoli 
Branch Railway separate and distinct from the accounts relating to His Exalted 
Highness the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways, all expenditure in connection 
with the ordinary open line accounts being debitable to the working expenses of 
the Hingoli Branch Railway. 

The keeping of the Capital Accounts of any portion of the Hingoli Branch 
Bailway as defined in Article T debitable to construction account shall be a Capital 
charge and be borne by the Government. 

21. The distribution of charges between Capital and Revenue on tin* portions 
°f the Hingoli Branch Railway open for public traffic shall be made by the Company 
in accordance with the principles from time to time in force on tin* Company’s 
Metre Gauge System. 
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22. The appointment of the staff employed in connection with the working 
of the Ilingoli Branch Railway shall be made by the Company, and the staff so 
employed shall be under the same conditions of service as apply to the other ser¬ 
vants of the Company and bo interchangeable with the staff engaged for the other 
lines worked by the Company. 

23. The Company shall maintain a sufficient staff to the satisfaction of the 
Government for the purposes of so much of the projected railways as shall for the 
time being have been opened for public traffic. 

24. The telegraphs, telephones and telegraphic appliances on the Hingoli 
Branch Railway shall be constructed, maintained, used and worked under tho 
same terms and conditions as those under which the telegraphs, telephones and 
telegraphic appliances may from time to time be constructed, maintained, used 
and worked on the Metre Gauge System. 

25. The number, pay and constitution of the Police force shall form matter 
of Agreement between the Government and the Company, and shall, as far as 
possible, be placed upon the same or a similar footing to that existing on the Com¬ 
pany’s lines and the lines of the Great Indian Peninsula and Madras and Southern 
Mahratta Railways, passing through the territories of His Exalted Highness the 

I Nizam. The distribution of the cost of the force and relations between the Police 
and tli»; Company shall be similar to those in force on the Metre Gauge System. 

26. In the event of any further lands being required for purposes of the Hingoli 
Branch Railway after opening of that Railway or any portion thereof the Company 
shall apply to the Government for the same, and if satisfied that, the acquisition 
of such land is necessary the Government will acquire and hand over the same free 
of charge to the Company as part of the Hingoli Branch Railway. 

27. The Company shall, on the requisition of the Government, issue free passes 
over the Hingoli Branch Railway in accordance with the rules for the issue of free 
passes applicable to the rest of the Company’s lines. 

28. The Company will at all times convey free of charge, on the Hingoli Branch 
' Railway and on any part thereof which for the time being shall have been opened 

for traffic, the mails and Post Office bags of the Government and of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, and the guards and other servants of the Post Office of either of such 
Governments in charge thereof, and also (when they are on duty) all officers and 

persons in the Administration of the Post Office of the Government and of the 

(lovcrnment of India. The Company will also at all times convey all troops and 
sailors in the service of the Government and of the Government of India when 
such troops an- on duty, and all Police Officers, Engineers, artisans and oilier 
persons when employed in the business of the Government or of the Government 
of India at rates calculated as follows, viz., all Commissioned Officers and persons 
in a similar Nation in life in the service of the Government or of the Government 
,,f India shall he entitled to travel in first class carriages at second class fares ; 
troops, sailors and artisans (under the rank of Commissioned Officers) shall be 
entitled to travel in second class carriages at the lowest fares and all such other 
persons as aforesaid at the lowest fares. To every 100 men conveyed at the 



^ ■ fares two tons of luggage will be conveyed free of charge, and the 
Persons entitled to travel first class will be allowed the ordinary amount 
0 Iu ggage taken by a first class passenger free of charge. The Company will 
a 80 at a]1 times convey all Military establishments not hereinbefore specified, 
a horses and other animals used for Military purposes, guns, ammunition, Mi- 
ltar y st ores, carriages, wagons, camp equipage and equipments and all public 
^ ores of what kind soever of the Government and the Government of India at 
6 j 0West rates for the time being ordinarily chargeable by the Company for the 
carriage of such animals, goods, merchandise and stores respectively. The several 
Privileges of conveyance and carriage hereby stipulated for shall at all times be 
en ]oyed and all other reasonable requirements of the Government or of the Gov- 
moment, of India shall be complied with in preference to and with priority over 
tile public use of the Hingoli Branch Railway. 


The Company shall convey gold and silver bullion and coin and copper coin 
clonging to the Government or to the Government of India and the persons in 
charge thereof at special rates, to be from time to time respectively agreed upon 
ctweon the Government and the Company and between the Government of India 
an d the Company. 

The Company will from time to time, upon the requisition of the Govern- 
ment or of the Government of India, make reasonat le arrangements for the use 
° f the Hingoli Branch Railway for the passage of the engines and trains of other 
■Railways for the interchange of traffic and rolling stock thereof, and for the use 
°t any of the stations of the Company, and for the accommodation of the traffic 
0f other Railways, provided that all such arrangements shall be made subject 
0 the payment of reasonable tolls and charges and under reasonable conditions 
a ad restrictions. 


29. Tf there shall be any breach on the part of the Company (whether by act 
or omission of default) of any of the stipulations or provisions of this Agree- 
Went on the part of the Company to be performed or observed and the Company 
. 1 fa!l t0 take reasonable steps to remedy effectually any such breach as afore-

pany V 

32. The Government Official Director shall in respect to the Company’s Board 
of Directors occupy the same position as regards the Hingoli Branch Bailway 
as he occupies in respect to the Metre Gauge System. 

33. If any dispute, question or controversy shall at any time arise between 
the Government and the Company which they cannot mutually settle touching 
this Agreement or any clause or thing herein contained or the construction here¬ 
of cr any matter connected with this Agreement or the operation of the same 
or the lights, duties or liabilities of either party in relation to the premises, then 
and in eveiy such case the matter in difference shall be referred to two Arbitra¬ 
tors. one to be appointed by the Government and the other by the Company, 
and to an Umpire to be appointed by the two Arbitrators before entering on tho 
consideration of the matters referred to them, and upon every such reference the 
decision of the Arbitration so conducted shall be accepted as final by the Govern¬ 
ment and the Company. 

34. This Agreement being subject to ratification by His Majesty’s Secretary 
of State in Council for India the Government undertakes to apply for the same. 
Should ratification not be obtained within six months from the date hereof either 
party may by notice in writing to the other of them rescind this Agreement. Any 
(lain is in connection with such rescinding of this Agreement by either party should 
fh‘*y arise shall he settled by mutual consent or failing thereof by Arbitration.

Deed executed by His Exalted Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad ceding 
to the British Government full and exclusive Power and Jurisdiction 
over the lands in the State occupied by the Kazipett-Belarshah Rail 
way— 1927. 

I, Raja Rajayan Rajah Sir Kishen Pershad Maharaja Bahadur, Yamic-Us- 
Saltanath, G.C.I.E., President, Executive Council, His Exalted Highness the 
Nizam’s Government, by direction of His Exalted Highness the Nizam of Hy¬ 
derabad, and having His Exalted Highness' full authority in this behalf, do here 
by declare and make known that His Exalted Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad 
cedes to the British Government full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of 
every kind over the lands in the said State, which are, or may hereafter be, occu¬ 
pied by the Kazipett-Belarshah Railway (including all lands occupied for stations, 
f°r outbuildings and for other railway purposes) and over all persons and things 
whatsoever within the said lands, and His Exalted Highness’ Government slial^ 
Dot exercise any jurisdiction whatever on the said line of Railway. 

Provided, however, that the British Government will not execute any criminal 
I»rcjfcaa against any person in (L) the public service of His Exalted Highness 

Hoyer/iment, (2) His Exalted Highness’ private service, on account of any oUence 
committed, or said to have been committed, in any place other than on a lino 

( ’f railway over which the Government of India ojtoreiau erimim^ juiG.lt ti..n 

A person is in the public service of His Exalted Highness’ Government when 

he i« pujd by tlu- pevvani revenues in respect of his employment. • r,., , M ur ,y 

emoluments therefrom, provided that in (lie former class the pay in not less than 

o 2 
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Rs. 100 per mensem and in the second that the emoluments are paid by way of 
Mansab of not less than Rs. 100 per annum, and that the Mansabdar produces 
a certificate granted by His Exalted Highness 5 Government declaring him to 
be such. 

A person is in His Exalted Highness 5 private service when he is employed 
under His Exalted Highness 5 orders, in attendance on His Exalted Highness 5 
person in his palace or employed under the orders of His Exalted Highness 5 Sarf-i- 
Khas Secretary in administering the affairs of the Sarf-i-Khas. A person who 
is a servant of His Exalted Highness 5 private servant is not in His Exalted High¬ 
ness 5 private service. 

Although His Exalted Highness hereby undertakes to cease to exercise juris¬ 
diction on the said line of railway, His Exalted Highness retains the right to re¬ 
ceive, as he has hitherto received the excise and customs revenue accruing on 
the said lands, which are, or may hereafter be occupied by the said railway ; there¬ 
fore His Exalted Highness makes this cession subject to the proviso that the Bri¬ 
tish authorities on the said lands will grant to officers in the public service of His 
Exalted Highness 5 Government all those facilities which have hitherto been al¬ 
lowed to them for the purpose of realising the said excise and customs revenues.

I.—MYSORE. 


HE present dynasty of Mysore dates from the commencement of 



I the fifteenth century, when two brothers, Vijaya Raj and 
Krishna Raj, came to Mysore and established a rule there. The ninth 
Chief in succession took the fortress of Seringapatam from the Vijaya- 
nagar dynasty, and speedily enlarged his possessions, which comprised 
by the year 1704 an area of 15,000 square miles, with a revenue of fifty 
lakhs of rupees. The direct descent failed on the death of Dodda 
Krishna Raj in 1731, and thenceforth the real power remained in the 
hands of the hereditary General of the forces, by whom the Rajas of 
Mysore were selected. 

The first intercourse between the British Government and Mysore 
was during the struggle for the supremacy of the Carnatic, at which time 
Mysore was still under Hindu rulers. In this war Haidar Ali com¬ 
manded a force which the Maharaja of Mysore had sent to take pari 
in the operations at Trichinopoli, and by intrigue and force he soon 
raised himself to the chief power in Mysore, and deposed the Hindu 
ruler, Chikka Krishna Raj Wadiar. In 1763 the Bombay Government 
concluded a commercial Treaty (No. I) with him; and in 1766. after 
liis conquest of Malabar, Haidar Ali confirmed (No. II) all the grants 
and privileges acquired by I he Bombay Government in Malabar. 

The rapid extension of the conquests of Haidar Ali over the neigh¬ 
bouring districts made his power dangerous to the peace of the Com¬ 
pany’s possessions in the Carnatic; so, in the Treaty (Hyderabad—No. II) 
concluded with the Nizam in 1766, the English agreed to assist him with 
a force against Haidar. Scarcely was the treaty concluded when the 
Nizam deserted the alliance and joined Haidar Ali in invading th® 
Carnatic. Their united forces were defeated, and the Nizam was de- 
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tached from, his new alliance by the Treaty of 1768 (Hyderabad— No. III). 

aidar All for a time prosecuted the war alone; but, in the following 
year, after sustaining severe reverses and not feeling himself very 
securely established in his own territories, he evinced a disposition for 
peace. Ills overtures, however, were not accepted. In 1769 by a 
rapid movement of his cavalry, he appeared within five miles of Madras, 
and the English, fearing the plunder of the town, concluded a Treaty 

N , In> Wlth hlm 111 A l ,nl oil the footing of mutual restitu¬ 

tion of conquests and a defensive alliance. The treaty with the Madras 
Government was followed on the 8th August 1770 by a Treaty (No. 

v ) between the Bombay Government and Haidar. Its provisions 
were chiefly of a commercial nature. 


Under the treaty of 1709 Haidar AH claimed assistance against the 
Mahrattas, with whom he was at war, but his request was refused on the 
ground that he had been the aggressor by withholding the chauth which 
was due. lie was reduced to great difficulties by the Mahrattas and was 
glad to make peace on very disadvantageous terms. During the distrac¬ 
tions at the Poona Court Haidar recovered most of the territories which 
had been wrested from him by the Mahrattas, but he never forgave the 
English for refusing him assistance in his difficulties. 

\\ hen war was declared between England and France in 1778, it was 
determined to drive the French from all their possessions in India. 
Chandernagore, Masulipatam, Karikal and Pondicherry surrendered 
without resistance, and there remained to the French only the small 
station of Mate on the Malabar coast, Make was situated in the terri¬ 
tories of a petty Chief who was tributary to Haidar Ali, and the British 
jovernment resolved to attack it, notwithstanding the threat of Haidar 
AH to retaliate by an invasion of the Carnatic. The place was taken in 
17(9. Haidar All, as well as the Nizam, was further irritated by the 
arrangements made with Basalat Jang respecting the Guntur Circar. 
Having collected a large force, Haidar burst into the Carnatic in 1780 
wlicn the British Government were pressed for money and troops and ill 
prepared to meet him. Notwithstanding many brilliant successes in 
the campaign which ensued, the British army was so crippled by a 
defective commissariat that it could effect nothing- decisive 

As a means of assisting the military operations by creating a revo¬ 
lution in Haidar s territories, the British Resident at Tanjore entered 
into secret negotiations for the restoration of the Hindu dynasty in

res ded at Lanjore and had held office in Mysore under the Hindu Gov- 

K mi VViiT 'T I,P ° Sed 1 ~ 8 t ,olii i< ul !•«>"«» from the imprisoned 
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stipulated contributions for the assistance of British troops, the future 
protection of the country by a British force, and the payment through 
the British Government of the tribute due from Mysore to the Moghulg, 
and of the Mahratta chauth. 

Shortly after the conclusion of this agreement Haidar Ali died on the 
7th December 1782; but the war was prosecuted with unabated energy by 
his son, Tipu Sultan. To further the objects of the secret treaty a 
scheme was formed at Seringapatam for the release of the English pri¬ 
soners, the seizure of the fort, and the proclamation of the Hindu Kaja. 
But the project was discovered on the night preceding the concerted 
rising. Every one concerned or suspected of being concerned in it was 
put to death. The treaty led to no practical results, and there is every 
reason to believe that the Hard knew nothing of the treaty which had 
been concluded in her name, or of the conspiracy which had been formed 
for the overthrow of Tipu’s government. 

Tipu Sultan received vigorous support in the war from the French, 
between whom and Haidar Ali there had always been a close friendship. 
But the declaration of peace between England and France, and the 
consequent withdrawal of the French troops, left him too weak to prose- 
cute hostilities alone. A Treaty of peace (No. VI) was therefore con¬ 
cluded at Mangalore on the 11th March 1784. In this treaty the Rajas 
of Tanjore and Travancore and the other allies of both parties were 
included. The basis of the treaty was the mutual restoration of con¬ 
quests and the confirmation to the British Government of all the privi¬ 
leges granted them by Haidar Ali. The conclusion of this treaty nearly 
produced a rupture with the Maharttas, who considered it a violation of 
the treaty of Salbai.* 

In 1789 Tipu approached the country of Travancore, then in alliance 
with the British Government, with the object of recovering Karanganur 
a nd Ayakotta, which district, being the key to Travancore, the Raja had 
purchased from the Dutch, but which Tipu alleged to form part of 
Cochin and to be tributary to him. His attack on the lines of Travan¬ 
core failed; and the attack was considered by the British Government 
a s a declaration of war and a violation of the treaty of 1784, in which 
ihe Raja of Travancore was included by name. The war which fol¬ 
lowed was closed in February 1792, when Tipu Sultan threw himself on 
the mercy of his conquerors and gave his two sons as hostages for ihe 
conclusion of the preliminary Treaty (No. VII). The Treaty 
(No. VIII) was definitely concluded on the 18th March 1792 iii 
Seringapatam. Tipu was by this treaty stripped of half his territories 
nnd required to pay three crores and thirty lakhs of rupees, and was 
bound not to molest the palegars (polygars) and zamindars wdio had

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assisted tlie Britisli forces in the war. The territories taken from Tipii 
were divided equally between the British Government, the Nizam and 
the Peshwa, in pursuance of the. triple alliance which had been formed 
in 1790 to reduce his power. 

When hostilities broke out between the Malirattas and the Nizam in 
1795, Tipu Sultan, who had commenced intrigues with the Trench, the 
Mahrattas and the Nizam almost immediately after the peace of Seringa- 
patara, assembled his army and threatened to join the Mahrattas against 
Hyderabad. In 1798 he sent ambassadors to the Isle of Fiance to raise 
volunteers for the purpose, publicly avowed and proclaimed, of expelling 
the British from India. The remonstrances of Lord Wellesley were 
ineffectual to induce Tipu to come to friendly arrangements, and in 
February 1799 it became necessary for the armies of the British Govern- 
ment and the Nizam to march against him. The war was terminated 
l on the 4th May by the fall of Serin gap atam and the death of Tipu, 

\ who fell bravely defending the fort. 

In disposing of the conquered territories, it was considered that thfc 
partition of them between the British Government and the Nizam would 
afford just ground of jealousy to the Mahrattas and aggrandise the power 
of the Nizam beyond due limits. It was therefore resolved to create a 
separate government in Mysore and to bestow a portion of the terri¬ 
tories on the Mahrattas, although they had taken no part in the war, 
on condition that the grant should form the basis of a new treaty with 
them. The family of Tipu was set aside and the Hindu dynasty was 
restored in Mysore under Krishna liaj Wadiar, a child of three years of 
age, the grandson of the ruler deposed by Haidar Ali forty years before. 
The districts on the sea-coast of Mysore, and provinces adjoining the 
British territories in Malabar and the Carnatic, yielding 7,77,170 
pagodas, were reserved by the British Government. The districts of 
Garamkonda, Guti, and others contiguous to Hyderabad, affording a 
revenue of 6,07,332 pagodas, were assigned to the Nizam. Provinces 
yielding 2,63,957 pagodas were offered .to, but rejected by, the Peshwa, 
and were subsequently shared between the British Government and the 
Nizam; and the young Maharaja was put in possession of territory 
producing a yearly revenue of 13,74,076 pagodas. 

Krishna Baj Wadiar was not a party to the partition Treaty of 
Mysore of July 1799 (Hyderabad—No IX), otherwise than as the notified 
future recipient of the liberality of the British Government. To give 
effect to its liberal intentions the British Government concluded a subsidi¬ 
es. Treaty (No. IX) with him on the 8th July 1799, to which the 
Nizam was not a party. The subsidiary treaty provided for the location 
in tin* Mysore territory of a British subsidiary force, for which tlie 
Maharaja was to pay seven lakhs of pagodas a year; reserved to the 
British Government the right to assume the whole or part of the Mysore 
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territory, if tliere should be cause to apprehend failure iu the payment 
of the subsidy; required the Maharaja to contribute, to meet the extra* 
ordinary expenses of war, such a sum as should be considered to bear a 
just and reasonable proportion to his revenues; and bound him to good 


government. 

The descendants of Tipu were removed to Vellore in the Madras Presi¬ 
dency, where they were liberally provided for. After the mutiny at 
Vellore, in which they were believed to be concerned, they were removed 
to Calcutta, where they continued to reside as stipendiaries till I860. A 
large sum was then capitalised as a provision for them, with a view to 
terminate their dependence on the liberality of the British Government. 

In December 1803 a supplementary Treaty (No. X) was formed to 
effect certain exchanges* of territory witht Mysore; and in 1807 the sum 
which the Maharaja was required to contribute to meet the ordinary 
expenses of war was commuted (No. XI) to the maintenance by the 
Maharaja of a body of 4,000 horse in peace and war. 

During the minority of the Maharaja the administration was con¬ 
ducted by an able Brahman minister named Purnaiya, who was invested 
with full powers of administration. He continued in office till 1812, 
when he resigned the government into the hands of the Maharaja, 
leaving in the treasury a sum exceeding two -rores of rupees. By a 
continued course of misgovernment the Maharaja drove the greater part 
of his subjects into rebellion, which was a danger to the peace of the 
neighbouring British districts, and in 1831 it became necessary for the 
British Government to interfere. The Maharaja had dissipated all the 
treasure acquired by the Diwan Purnaiya, and had involved himself 
deeply in debt. Notwithstanding promises to put restraint on his reck¬ 
less expenditure, he continued to alienate revenues and sell privileges 
and State offices, to raise funds for his extravagance. The pay of his 
troops fell into arrears. Extortions and cruelties were practised; and 
there was no hope of redress. The raiyats combined in resistance, and 
at last rebellion broke out, calling for the active exertions of a large 
British force in addition to the whole military power of the Maharaja. 
So gross was the mismanagement and maladministration that it was 
deemed necessary for the British Government, under the provisions of

13y the partition treaty of the 13th .Julv 17‘JU Wainad 
vvas coded under one name to the Company; under another. ri~'. Ahmadne-ar 
Clnklur, to the young Raja of Mysore, its revenue being assessed at 10,000 pagod7ia. 
But, though allotted to both parties, the Company alone retained possession of it • 
and finally on tho 2‘Jth December 1803 the Baja resigned all claim to it on the 
cession to him by the Company of certain districts of equivalent value. 
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the treaty of 1T99, to assume the direct management of the State, subject 
to the claim of the Maharaja, reserved by the treaty, to a provision of 
one lakh of Star Pagodas a year and one-fifth of the net revenue realised 
from the territory, until arrangements for the good government of the 
country should be so firmly established as to secure it from future 
disturbance. 

In 1834 the Governor-General (Lord W. Bentinck) visited Mysore. 
Soon afterwards it was proposed that the Maharaja should cede the 
districts of Nagar, Ohitaldrug, and Bangalore, with as much territory 
as, after paying the expenses of management, would yield a revenue 
equal to the claims of the Government of India on the Maharaja, which 
amounted to about thirteen lakhs of pagodas a year; and that the re¬ 
maining districts of the province should be restored to the Maharaja 
under securities for good government. But it was finally decided not to 
restore any portion of the territory until the administration had been 
established on a sound footing. The government w*as accordingly carried 
on by British “ Commissioners for the government of the territories of 
Mysore.” At first there was a Board of two Commissioners, with a 
Resident attached as before to the Court of the Maharaja. It was, 
however, almost immediately found necessary to substitute for the Board 
a single Commissioner; and in 1843 the post of Resident was abolished. 

At different times the Maharaja made applications for the restoration 
of his State. The application made in February 18G1 was rejected by 
Lord Canning in March 1862, because the improvement which had been 
made in the administration had been effected in spite of opposition on 
the part of the Maharaja and liis partisans; because the grant of terri¬ 
tories to the Maharaja, under the subsidiary treaty of Mysore, was made 
solely in virtue of powers acquired by the British Government by con¬ 
quest, and not of any hereditary rights of the Maharaja; because the 
conditions of the grant had been for twenty years flagrantly and habi¬ 
tually violated before the British Government interfered to enforce the 
remedy provided by the subsidiary treaty; because no expectation, direct 
or indirect, had been held out that the Maharaja’s authority would be 
restored in his lifetime under its former conditions, although language 
had been used consistent with a purpose, at some future time and undei 
conditions left undefined, to restore an Indian government, but not 
specifically that of the Maharaja; because the provision secured by 
treaty to the Maharaja in the event of the resumption of his territories, 
which provision was a personal and not an hereditary one, had been 
fully secured to, and enjoyed by, him; because the obligation.-* of the 
British Government to the people of Mysore were as sacred as its obli¬ 
gations to the Maharaja ; and, finally, because there was no security 
against a relapse into misgovernment if the Maharaja’s authority should 
l>e restored. 
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In spite of this refusal the Maharaja continued to press his claims, 
and in 1862 he appealed to the British Government. After careful con¬ 
sideration of the arguments brought forward by the Maharaja, the 
British Government decided that the assumption of the administration 
°f the Mysore territories was in accordance with the provisions of the 
subsidiary treaty i and that the Maharaja could not as of right claim its 
restoration; further that the reinstatement of the Maharaja in the 
administration of the country was incompatible with the true interests 
°f the people of Mysore. 

On this final decision being communicated in February 1864 to the 
Maharaja he submitted a statement of requests, of which the most 
important was that he should be permitted to adopt a son and heir to 
inherit his country and hold it as an Indian State. The Government of 
India, while recognising the Raja’s right to adopt so far as his private 
property was concerned, informed him in March 1864 that no authority 
to adopt a successor to the State of Mysore had ever been given him, 
and that no such power could now be conceded. The decision was upheld 
by the British Government. About the same time the Government of 
ludia compromised for about 30 lakhs the private debts of the Chie/, 
which amounted to upwards of 55 lakhs of rupees. 

In June 1865, notwithstanding the earlier decision of the Govern¬ 
ment, the Maharaja adopted Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur, a child 

years of age and a member of the Bettada Rote branch of the ruling 
family, as successor to all his rights and privileges. The Government 
of India declined to recognise the adoption, or to accord to the Maha- 
r aja’s adopted son the honours and privileges due to the heir to the 
State of Mysore. 

In the following year the Maharaja again urged the question of the 
recognition of his adopted son, and in April 1867 his requests met with 
a favourable response. Without entering into any minute examination 
°f the terms of the treaty of 1799, the British Government recognised 
m fbe policy which dictated that settlement a desire to provide for the 
maintenance of an Indian dynasty in Mysore upon terms which should 
at once afford a guarantee for the good government of the people and 
for the security of British rights and interests. Having regard to the 
antiquity of the Maharaja s family, its long connection with Mysore, 
and the personal loyalty and attachment to the British Government 
which the Maharaja had manifested, the British Government desired 
to maintain that family on the gaddi in the person of the Maluuaja's 
adopted son, upon terms corresponding with those made in 1799. so far 
as the altered circumstances of the time Would allow. But before re¬ 
placing (he people of Mysore, in whose welfare the British Government 
felt peculiar interest owing to their having so long been under British 
administration, under the rule of an Indian ruler, it was held that it 
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would be necessary both to give the young Chief an education calculated 
to prepare him for the duties of administration, and also to enter into 
on agreement with him as to the principles upon which he should rule 
the countiy. If at the demise of the Maharaja the young prince should 
not have attained his majority, the Mysore territory should, it was 
decided, continue to be governed in his name upon the same principles 
and under the same regulations as might be then in force. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Mysore was granted a permanent Salute of 21 
gun °. 

Maharaj Krishna Raj Wadiar died in March 1868. A Proclamation 
(Xo. XII) was issued acknowledging the succession of Chamrajendra 
\\ adiar, and stating that during his minority the Mysore territory would 
be administered in his name by the British Government; and that, if on 
his attaining the age of eighteen years he should be found qualified for 
the discharge of the duties of his position, the government of the country 
would be entrusted to him, subject to such conditions as might be deter¬ 
mined at that time. The Maharaja was accordingly publicly installed 
by the Commissioner of Mysore on the 23rd September 1868. 

Between the date of the settlement of his debts in 1864 and the time 
of his death in 1868 Maharaja Krishna Raj Wadiar had contracted 
further liabilities to the amount of 13 lakhs of rupees. These were 
liquidated from the surplus revenues of Mysore. It had been intended 
to set apart this surplus as a fund for the support of the relatives and 
dependants of Maharaja Krishna Raj Wadiar after his death, but this 
was rendered unnecessary by the continuance of the ruling family in the 
person of the Maharaja’s adopted son. 

The account of the one-fifth of the net revenues of Mysore, which 
had been paid to Maharaja Krishna Raj Wadiar during his lifetime 
under article 5 of the treaty of 1799 and which had for several years 
averaged 13 lakhs of rupees per annum, was closed at his death. All the 
revenues of Mysore were thereafter administered in trust by the British 
Government, a separate account being kept of the provision made for the 
support of the Maharaja, his family and dependants, and the unappro¬ 
priated balances being accumulated for the benefit of the Maharaja and 
the State of Mysore. 

During the famine which visited the country from 1877 to 1879 the 
Government of India advanced to the Mysore Darbar a sum of 
80 lakhs of rupees to be expended on famine relief. The loan bore 
interest at 5 per cent., but the Government of India agreed to credit 
1 per cent, of the interest to a sinking- fund which would liquidate the 
loan in 28 years. In 1882, with the sanction of the Government of 
India, the Mysore Darbar raised a loan of 20 lakhs of rupees for 
railway purposes. This was finally discharged in the year 1925-26, 
although the bulk of it had been discharged much earlier.

On the 5th March 1881, the Maharaja Chamarajendra Wadiar 
Bahadur attained the acre of 18 years; and on the 25th of the same month 
the rendition of Mysore to its hereditary rulers was effected by the 
installation of the young Chief as Maharaja of Mysore under a Pro¬ 
clamation (No. XIV) of the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in 
Council. The Maharaja nt the same time signed n Sanad or Instrument, 
of Transfer (No. XIII) describing the conditions on which the adminis¬ 
tration of the Mysore State was transferred to him by the British Gov¬ 
ernment. From the date of the rendition of the State the Chief Com¬ 
missioner of Mysore became the Resident, in Mysore and Chief Com¬ 
missioner of Coorg. 


On the 5th April 1881, the Maharaja signed a deed of assignment 
(No. XV), making over (with effect from the date of his accession, viz., 
the 25th March 1881) free of charge, to the exclusive management of 
the British Government, for the purposes stated in article 8 of the 
Treaty, all lands forming the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore 
and certain adjacent villages, as described in the schedule attached to 
the Deed of Assignment. The Maharaja renounced all jurisdiction in 
the lands so assigned. The boundaries of these lands were slightly 
altered in 1883, 1888, 1896, 1903 and 1917. The area of the Civil and 
Military Station of Bangalore is 13 54 square miles with a population, 
according to the census of 1921, of 1,18,940. The revenues of the 
Station, derived chiefly from Excise, Income-tax, and stamps, are de¬ 
voted to the expenses incurred in its administration, a certain propor¬ 
tion of the surplus over a fixed figure (regarded as the normal expendi¬ 
ture) being handed over to the Mysore Darhar. According to the 
arrangement entered into with the Mysore Darhar for a period of 
10 years from the year 1924-25, the normal expenditure has been 
fixed at 13 lakhs and any surplus revenues in excess of this sum are 
divided between the Tract and the Mysore Darhar in the proportion 
of one-fourth to the former and three-fourths to the latter. 


The Instrument of Transfer (No. XIII) has been replaced with the 
sanction of His Majesty’s Government by the Treaty (No. XXVI) con¬ 
cluded on the 26th November 1913 between the British Government 
and the Maharaja of Mysore placing the relations of the British Govern¬ 
ment with the Euler of Mysore on a footing more in consonance with 
his actual position among the Feudatory Chiefs of India. Bv the 4th 
article of the Treaty a subsidy of 36 lakhs a year has to he paid to the 
British Government in 2 half-yearly instalments. This article corre¬ 
sponds to article 5 in the original Instrument by which the subsidy was 
enhanced from 24| to 35 lakhs. In 1881 the Government of India, in 
consideration of the financial position of the Mysore State, remitted lor 
a period of five years, till the 1st April 1886, the enhanced subsidy 
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duo under the Instrument of Transfer. The remission was afterwards 
extended for a further period of 10 years till the 1st April 1896. 

The Island of Seringapatam, which since 1799 had formed a part 
of British India, though leased to the Mysore Darbar since 1811 for 
Its. 50,000 a year, was in 1881 made over to Mysore by free grant. 

The first Dewan Mr. C. Y. Rangacharlu instituted in the State the 
Representative Assembly, which first met in 1881 and has been recognised 
by the Mysore Representative Assembly Regulation XVIII of 1923. 

Tn 1884 the Mysore Darbar asked the Government of India to 
assist them in extending the Mysore State Railway from Gubbi to 
Harihar to join the Southern Mahratta line. It was estimated that 
the cost of the extension would require a capital of 80 lakhs and, as the 
Mysore Darbar represented that the finances of the State did not 
admit of the work being carried out without extraneous aid, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India were prepared io postpone the payment of the subsidy 
as enhanced till after the liquidation of the debt due by the State. The 
Government of India agreed, as has already been stated, to forego for 
a further period of ten years, i.e., till the 1st April 1896, the enhance¬ 
ment of the subsidy from 24| to 35 lakhs and suggested for the Mysore 
Darbar’s acceptance a scheme for the hypothecation of the Mysore 
State Railway to the Southern Mahratta Railway Company. The pro¬ 
posals were eventually accepted by the Mysore Darbar and on the 
31st August 1887 an Indenture (No. XYI) was made between the Secre¬ 
tary of State and the Southern Mahratta Railway Company for the 
transfer of the Mysore State Railway and the construction by the Com¬ 
pany of an extension of the line to a junction with the Southern 
Mahratta Railway near Harihar. The contract was to have effect from 
the 30th Tune 1886 and to terminate on the 30th June 1932, but the 
railway was redeemable by the Mysore State at certain periods during 
the currency of the contract. The actual transfer took place on the 
1st July 1886. In consideration of the transfer the Southern Mahratta 
Railway Company paid to Mysore, through the Secretary of State, a 
sum of IN. 68,60,508 which represented the capital cost of the Mysore 
line then open. This sum was credited to Mysore in reduction of the 
famine loan of 80 lakhs, which was thus fully paid off in January 1889. 
The extension of the railway to Harihar was carried out, and the rail- 
wav line declared open by Maharaja Chamarajendra Wadiar in person 
on the >th August 1889. It had been arranged that the centre of the 
Tungabhadra bridge at Harihar should be considered the boundary 
between Mysore and British territory, and the Mysore Darbar ceded 
jurisdiction between the centre of the railway bridge and the north 
i 'iitnal of the FTarihar Bailway Station (Xo. XYIT). In 1900 

provision was made by the Mysore Darbar for redemption of tlie 
Mysore Slate Railway in March 1936 by the formation of a Sinking 
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under tire charge of the Comptroller and Auditor General in 


A line from Mysore to Nanjangud was completed in 1891, and another 
from Bangalore to Hindupur in 1893. The Kolar Gold Fields Railway 
was opened for traffic in 1893, and a branch line connecting Shimoga 
with Birnr on the Mysore State Railway was completed in 1899. Por¬ 
tions of the Kolar District Railway and Chikballapnr Light Railway 
were completed in 1917 and opened for traffic. Another portion of the 
Bangalore-Chikballapnr Light Railway was opened for public traffic on 
the 7th January 1918. The Arsikere-Hassan-Mysore Railway was com¬ 
pleted and opened for public traffic on the 3rd January 1918. 

In 1877 it was arranged that the lands in the Mysore State occupied 
by the Madras Railway should he held to have been transferred with full 
jurisdiction, short of Sovereignty rights, to the British Government. 
This line as well as the Bangalore-Harihar and the Bangalore-Hindupur 
lines, are worked by the Madras and Southern Mahratta Railway Com¬ 
pany. Jurisdiction over the latter two lines also vests in the Govern¬ 
ment of India (No. XIX). The Mysore Darbar exercise jurisdiction 
over the following lines: — 


1. The Birur-Shimoga line. 

2. The Kolar Gold Fields line. 

3. The Bangalore-Mysore-Nanjangud line. 

4. The Mysore-Arsikere line. 

5. The Bangalore-Chikballapur-Bowringpet line. 

The Mysore Darbar coinpleted the construction of the Nanjan- 
?u d-Cham a raj anagar Railway in 1920 and the line was opened for traffic 
by His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore on the 27th August 1926. 
They exercise jurisdiction over this line also. The Mysore Darbar 
have agreed to construct a railway line from Bangalore to Hosur. 


The fort of Bangalore was in 1888 restored to the Mysore Darbar 
io exchange for the Bangalore Residency house and grounds, which 
were then incorporated in the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore 

In 1888 the Maharaja offered to raise and maintain a suitable force 
for the purposes of Imperial defence, and in 1892 an Imperial Service 
Cavalry regiment 000 strong was formed. In 1899 the Mysore Darbar 
entered into an Agreement (No. XXIT) for the effective' control and 
discipline of the Imperial Service Troops when serving beyond tba 
frontier of the State. In 1901 ihe organisation of a pony "art transport 
train, of a sanctioned strength of 800 carts and 700 ponies wa< ,om- 
raenoed, and completed in 1904. 

The Imperial postal department took .barge of all postal a .range, 
luents in the State on the 1st April 1889.

•Ill 1892 certain Buies were agreed to (No. XYIII) between tbe Madras 
Government and tlie Mysore Darbar governing* tlie restoration and 
construction of irrigation works in Mysore. 

Maharaja Chamarajendra Wadiar died in 1894 and was succeeded 
by his eldest son Krishnaraja Wadiar Bahadur, born in June 1884, who 
was installed on the 1st February 1895. During his minority the adminis¬ 
tration of the State was conducted by his mother as Regent, assisted by 
a Council of three members with the Dewan as President. He was in¬ 
vested with full administrative powers on the 8th August 1902. 

In February 1897 .the Secretary of State for India entered into two 
Agreements, one with the Maharaja (No. XXI) allowing the British 
Government to obtain from the Chamarajendra Reservoir and the minor 
tanks connected therewith a supply of water for the Civil and Military 
Station of Bangalore, and the other (ISo. XX) with the Municipal 
Commissioners for the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore, re¬ 
garding the supply of water from the same reservoir for the use of the 
Municipality. The latter was amended in December 1901 (No. NXTII) 
and in June 1912 (No. XXIV). An agreement. (No. XXV) was entered 
into on the 17th January 1913 between the Secretary of State for India 
and the Mysore Darbar with regard to the installation and work¬ 
ing of the Jewell Filters. The above agreement has been revised by a 
Supplemental Agreement (No. XXIX), dated the 30th October 19^6 
entered into between the Secretary of State for India and His Highness 
the Maharaja of Mysore. An agreement (No. XXVIII), dated the 
4th November 1925 has been made between the Mysore Darbar and the 
Secretary of State for India with regard to the electrification of the 
pumping plant at Turbanhalli. 

In 1901 the Government of India conveyed their assent* to the 
arrangement, which had been made between the Madras Government 
and the Mysore Darbar, whereby the latter are empowered to utilise 
the water-power of the falls of the river Cauvery at Sivasamudram for 
the generation of electrical power. 

On the 22nd June of the previous year the Mysore Darbar 
had entered into an agreement with Messrs. John Taylor and Sons 
respecting the supply and purchase of such electrical power to be 
supplied by the Mysore Darbar to Gold Mining Companies on the 
Kolar Gold Fields. The above agreement was superseded by an agree¬ 
ment of the 18th August 1913 supplemented by a further agreement 
made on the 24th September 1917. 

In December 1901 an agreement was entered into between the Mysore 
Dai bar and the Hon’hie Mark Napier, on behalf of various gold 
mining companies in the Kolar Gold Fields, for the continuance, on the 
present terms. of the different leases and assignments, now in existence,

pursuance of the above agreement, the leases of the Gold Mining Com¬ 
panies at present working in the Kolar Gold Fields were renewed on the 
25th October 19.10 for a further period of 30 years from the 22nd March 


1910. 

Tlie Mysore Darbar have been authorised by the Government of 
India to modify the rules for the grant of exploring and prospecting 
licenses and mining leases in the State from time to time consistently 
with the principles laid down by the Government of India, on the 
understanding that any new rules would be notified to the Resident. 
They published their revised rules in Mysore Government Notification 
No. G. 25838-57-18-20, dated 12th May 1920. 

In 1904 the Mysore Darbar accepted the mid-stream of the 
Sharavathi river as the boundary between the Mysore State and the 
Bombay Presidency at the Gersoppa Falls. 

In the same year the Mysore Darbar made an arrangement with 
tlite States of Travancore, Cochin, Sandur, Pudukkottai and Bangana- 
palle, for the mutual waiving of all claims on account of expenditure 
incurred in connection with the subsistence and transit of accused per¬ 
sons and cattle surrendered by one State to the others. 

A Legislative Council was established in Mysore by Regulation 
No. I of 1907 in March 1907 for the purpose of making laws and 
regulations in the Mysore State. It was enlarged and invested with 
larger powers according to Regulation No. XIX of 1923. The Dewan 
is ea'-officio President of the Council. 

In 1924 a final Agreement* (No. XXVII) was arrived at between the 
Government of Madras and the Mysore Darbar in' regard to the 
construction of the Krishnara-fasagara Reservoir on the Cauvery river 
in Mysore, about which a dispute had arisen under the rules and 
schedules decided on in 1892. 

In August 1927 the Government of India reduced, with effect from 
the 1st April 1928, the subsidy paid by the Mysore Darbar by 10.V lakhs. 
This was the amount added to the subsidy at the time of the rendition of 
Mysore to the Maharaja (No. XIII). 


Maharaja Krishnaraja Wadiar Bahadur contributed a sum of 62 lakhs 
towards the expenses of the Great War.

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The State also maintains 2G Artillery men with 7 serviceable and 7 
unserviceable guns. 

With effect from the 1st January 1922 the designation “ Imperial 
Service Troops ” was changed to “ Indian State Forces.” 

Mysore, inclusive of the Bangalore Assigned Tract, has an area of 
~J,444 square miles, with a population (according to the Census of 1921) 
of 5,978,892. For the year 1925-2G the gross revenues of the State 
exclusive of the Assigned Tract, were Its. 3,39,62,290. Up to 1891 the 
Maharaja s civil list amounted to 13 lakhs of rupees annually. The 
Civil List has been increased considerably and now amounts to 23 lakhs 
of rupees a year. There is, besides, a fixed scale of pensions for the 
immediate descendants of the Maharaja which are paid from .State reve¬ 
nues, subject to a maximum payment on this account of six lakhs of 
rupees a year.

Article 1, 

The Honourable English Company have free liberty to build a commodious 
factory and warehouses at Onore ; by the wator-side, or any place they may pitch 
upon ; and they may enclose their compound with a wall of stone and mud without 
any gups. The ground allotted them shall be rent-free. Whilst the English 
have a factory at Onore, no other European nation shall have leave to settle there, 


Article 2. 

The English have the sole liberty granted them of purchasing all the pepper 
produced between Mirjee and Batcole, both these places included ; nor shall ny 
European or other nation besides them have leave to purchase popper witEn 
these districts. The price shall bo adjusted every year between the Resident and 
four principal merchants of Onore. 


Article 3. 

The Honourable English Company have free liberty to export annually from 
Mangalore three hundred corge of rice for the service of Tellicherry exempt from 
the duty called Adlarny ; or if they choose to carry this rice to Bombay, it is exempt 
from the same duty. ' Any private English merchants who purchase rice must be 
liable to the same customs as other merchants. 


Article 4. 

Whereas several Onore merchants are largely indebted to the Honourable 
Company, the killadar, etc., officers must assist the English in recovering their 
just demands ; and provided any merchants in future should be indebted to the 
English, and make any disputes about paying, they ha*e free liberty to confine 
such merchants in their factory till they clear their debts. 


Article 5. 

All goods that the English import, either at Onore or Mirjee, shall pay one 
and a half per cent, customs on the sales ; except horses, wet and dry dates, sugar, 
kishmisses. eocoanuts, copra, tobacco, munchustry, opium, cotton, salt, brimstone, 
and camphor : these fourteen articles are to pay the same customs as other mer¬ 
chants pay. Any goods they cannot sell they have leave to re-export without 
paying any customs on them, on showing them to the custom-master. Gold and 
silver are to pay no customs, nor any necessaries that- the Euglish may import for 
their own use, 
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Article 6. 

If any ships or vessels, belonging to the English, should be cast away upon 
any part of the coast in the Bednure dominions, the Nawab’s killadars, etc., officers 
and people shall assist in saving the goods, stores, etc., which shall be all returned 
to the English. 

Article 7. 

The English have free liberty to cut timber, stones, hay, and wood, for to build 
their factory : but if they want masts for vessels, they must apply for leave to 
cut them. 

Article 8. 

No grabs, gallivafs, or armed boats, belonging to the English, shall pay 
anchorage, but have free liberty to go and come. 


Article 9. 

The English will not assist the enemies of the Nawab ; nor, on the other 
hand, shall the Nawab afford any assistance to the enemies of the English. 

Article 10. 

The Killadars and officers of the Nawab shall always show the English and 
their servants a due respect everywhere, and at all times be ready to assist them.

Grant from Hyder Ali Khan Bahadoor, dated the 23rd February 1766. 

I, Hyder Ali Khan Bahadoor, in consideration of the friendship subsisting bet¬ 
ween me and the Honourable United English East India Company, do hereby 
confirm and ratify all the several grants and privileges made over to them by the 
several Malabar powers, for the sole purchasing and exporting the produce of 
these countries, particularly pepper, sandal-wood, and cardamums, from the Mala¬ 
bar frontier to the northward to the Samorine’s dominions, including them ; and 
further, I do promise to grant and confirm the same, withersoever my arms may 
prove victorious. 

Given under my hand , in Mudday 
the day and year above written* 
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Treaty with Hyder Ali— 1769. 

A Treaty of Perpetual Friendship and Peace, made and concluded between 
the Governor and Council of Fort St. George, in behalf of the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company, for all their possessions, aud for the 
Carnatic Payen Ghat, on the one part; and the Nawab H\ der Ali Khan 
Bahadoor, for the country of Mysore Hyder Nagur, and his other posses¬ 
sions, on the other part; on the following conditions. 

Article 1. 

That all hostilities shall immediately cease on the conclusion of this Treaty 
which is to be perpetual, or as long as the Company may exist; that peace and 
friendship shall take place between the contracting parties (particularly including 
therein the Rajah of Tanjore, the Malabar Ram Rajah, and Morari Rao, who 
are friends and allies to the Carnatic Payen Ghat), also all others, the friends and 
allies of the contracting parties provided they do not become the aggressors against 
either of them ; but if they are aggressors they are not to be assisted by either 
party. 

Article 2. 

That in case either of the contracting parties shall be attacked, they shall 
from their respective countries, mutually assist each other to drive the enemy 
out. The pay of such assistance of troops from one party to another, to be after 
the following rates, viz., to every soldier and horseman fifteen Rupees per month, 
and every sepoy seven and a half Rupees per month : the pay of the Sirdars 
and Commandants to be as it shall be agreed on at the tune. 

Article 3. 

The Presidency of Bombay, and all the factories and places which were before 
or are now under their government, are includod in this Treaty of friendship : and 
the Nawab Hyder Ali Khan Bahadoor engages, out of his friendship and regard 
for the Company, to grant to them the factories, privileges, and exemptions ui 
trade, in the same manner as they before held them; moreover, to release all the 
Sirdars, Europeans, Sepoys, etc., who may have been taken on that side and this, 
immediately on the arrival of a proper person from the Governor and Council of 
Bombay for that purpose ; and also to settle the particulars of the privileges of 
trade, and other matters relative to the sandal-wood and pepper, etc., articles of 
trade. And as there is now established between the contracting parties (the Com¬ 
pany and the Nawab Hyder Ali Khan) a perpetual peace, there is no doubt but 
the Presidency of Bombay will exchange with the said Nawab a Treaty to the same 
purport as this, respecting the affairs of the said place, etc., and all the factories 
on that side. With regard to the ships, etc., which have been taken on both sides 
in the course of this war, it is hereby agreed and stipulated that they shall be mu- 
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tually forgiven, and no claim or demand on any account made for them here- 
after. 

Article 4. 

T^he above Nawab engages that all tlM officers, Europeans and sepoys belong¬ 
ing to the Presidency of Madras, shall immediately be released on the. arrival of 
a proper person at Bangalore to demand them ; also all the Sirdars and people 
belonging to the Carnatic Payen tihat, who may have been taken in this war 
shall likewise be released ; the English Company engaging on their side to release 
the people belonging to the said Nawab who may have beeh taken also in this 
War. 

ARTICLE 5. 

The contracting parties mutually engage and agree that the forts and places 
which may have been taken by either party from the other in this war shall be 
Mutually restored, except the fort of Caroor and its districts. And whereas the 
English Company have, in the forts of Colaur and Yencatigherry (exclusive of 
the former stores therein) many cannon-shot, powder, ball, and muskets, the Nawab 
Hyder Ali Khan engages that the said Company shall have permission to bring 
away the same, without any let or molestation being given them therein, and as 
soon as they are withdrawn, the said forts shall immediately be evacuated and 
restored to the said Nawab. 

In witness whereof, the said contracting parties have interchangeably signed and 
sealed two instruments, of the same tenor and date, viz., the said- President and Coun¬ 
cil, on behalf of the English East India Company and the Carnatic Payen Ghat , in 
Port St. George , this 3rd day of April, in the year of the Christian era 1709 ; and the 
said Nawab Hyder Ali Khan Bahadoor } at his camp at Madavaram, the 25th day 
of the Moon Teokyd , in the year of the Hegira 1182.

Treaty with Hyder Ali—1770. 

Articles for a Treaty of Peace and firm Friendship between the Honour¬ 
able Thomas Hodges, Esquire, President and Governor, and the Coun¬ 
cil of Bombay, in behalf of the Honourable United English East India 
Company, on the one part, and the Nawab Hyder Ali Khan Bahadoor, 
etc., Titles, for the countries of Mysore, Hyder Nugur, and Soon da it 
on the other part. 

Article 1. 

That agreeable to the 3rd Article of the Treaty of peace concluded between 
th<> Hononrable the President and Council of Madras and the Nawab Hyder Ali 
Khan Bahadoor, there be from this day, a firm peace and friendship between the 
Honourable English East India Company and the said Nawab, and their successors 
fce commae for ever. 
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Article 2. 

That the Honourable Company may hare free liberty to build a commodious 
factory and warehouses at Onore, by the water-side, or any place they may pitch 
upon, and that they may enclose the compound with a suitable wall: and the ground 
allotted them shall be rent-free. They shall also have permission to cut timber, 
bring stones, hay, and wood, for their use. In like manner, t cy s a ia\c a 
factory at Carwar ; and the Nawab promises to oblige the Rajah of bilguey to 
give all the pepper produced in his country to the Honourable Company at the 
same price as they may purchase this article at Onore. 


Article 3. 

That the Honourable Company shall likewise have the sole and exclusn e right 
of purchasing all the pepper and sandal-wood produced in the Nawab 's dominions, 
the prices of which must be settled agreeable to former custom. Ihe amount, 
or as much of it as the Honourable Company choose to be made good m guns, 
muskets, salt, saltpetre, lead, and gunpowder, and the balance made good in ready 
money. 

Article 4. 

That the Honourable Company shall have free liberty to export from Mangalore, 
or other ports of the Nawab’s dominions, whatever rice they may want for Telh- 
cherry or Bombay ; three hundred corges of which is, as usual, to be free of the 
duty called adlamy. 

Article 5. 

That the English shall have free liberty of trading in the several ports of'the 
Nawab’s dominions on the Malabar coast, paying customs at the rate of one and 
a half per cent, on the sale of all goods ; and to have permission to re-export any 
goods which wiU not sell free of custom, on signifying the same to the custom- 
master. No customs to be charged on gold and silver nor on any articles for the 
immediate use and consumption of the English, their servants, and dependants. 


Article 6. 

The Nawab obliges himself to assist the English in recovering their just debts 
from his subjects by compelling them to make good the same on the debts being 
fully proved to his satisfaction. 

Article 7. 

That he Honourable Company, and the English in general, shall have free 
liberty to cut and purchase masts, timber, and plank at Onore, Mangalore, or any 
other ports of the Nawab s country, teak excepted. 

Article 8. 

That no vessels of what kind or denomination soever, belonging to t!**• English, 
shall pay anchorage in any of the Nawub's ports, but have free liberty to go out 
and come in without hindrance or molestation. 
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Article 9. 

Whatever vessels belonging to the English may be drove on shore on any part 
of the Nawab’s dominions, whether by stress of weather or otherwise, his killadars, 
officers, and subjects are to assist them that their goods may be saved and 
delivered to the proprietors. 

Article 10. 

That the said Nawab shall not assist the enemies of the English, nor, on the 
other hand, shall the English assist the enemies of the Nawab ; but should assis¬ 
tance be afforded on either part hereafter, the officers and men who may be sent 
to them are to be paid at the following rates, by the parties to whom they may 
be sent, viz .—

Article 11. 

Should at any time disputes arise between the servants of the English factories 
and the Nawab’s subjects, servants, or dependants, and the former be found cul¬ 
pable, they shall be sent to the English Resident to be punished, as shall the Nawab’s 
people to his killadars, liummuldars, etc., if they are found to be in fault. The 
servants of the English factory, as well as their families, shall be entirely under 
the Honourable Company’s protection. 


Article 12. 

That the said Nawab shall not grant any new Firmaund or privileges to any 
European nation whatever, or suffer any of them to establish any new settle¬ 
ments in any part of his dominions. In all matters of trade or business the 
English to have the preference ; and in matters of ceremony or state, they are to 
take rank of all other European nations, as well as the country powers. 


Article: 13. 

The said Nawab hereby ratifies and confirms the grant which he executed 
in February 1766, and delivered to Messrs. Sparks and Townsend, relative to the 
privileges and immun ities the Honourable Company possessed in the several count- 
rim he ronrjucrod upon thin roa: l , before In* too If possession thereof ; and hereby 
binds and obliges himself to c ompel whoever may be in possession of those eount- 
U) grant to the. Honourable Company the produce thereof, as well as the full 
enjoyment of all their rights and privileges therein in their utmost extent* 
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In witness of all which the said contracting parties have interchangeably signed 
and sealed two instruments, of the same tenor and dale, viz., the said President and

Mr. Swartz, and interchanged with Trimulrow, the Agent of Her Excellency the 
said Rana, and with me as representative of the Honourable Company, at lunjore 
on this 28th day of October in the year of our Lord 1782, shall be received and 
acknowledged as the basis of a Treaty of amity and alliance between the said 
Honourable Company and-the said liana, subject to the before recited condition. 
And I do hereby solemnly engage*that all and every the Articles annexed shall 
stand inviolably as the fixed and unalterable terms of the said Treaty, unless by 
mutual consent of the said Rana or Her Representatives, and the Representatives 
of the Honourable Company, it may hereafter be deemed expedient to amend and

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Articles of Agreement concluded 

Hyder Naig lias usurped all our 
master’s country, destroyed him and 
his two sons and still keeps his widow 
our Rana in prison at Seringapatam. 
The English know that Ilyder Naig 
was a servant of our master’s when 
he did these things. 

If the English who are great and 
powerful will punish this usurper, and 
deliver to our master the countries 
Hyder has taken from him, we will 
enter into the following conditions :— 

1st .—We will pay to the Company 
three lakhs of Kandirayen Pagodas as 
soon as their troops shall have driven 
the enemy out of the Coimbatour, 
etc., countries on this side of the 
mountains. 

2nd .—As soon as the English troops 
shah have ascended the Balaghat and 
possessed themselves of the forts of 
Ardmelli or Viseyburani we will pay 
the further sum of one lakh of pagodas. 

3rd .—Upon the surrender of the 
fort of Mysore, and the government 
of the country being given to our 
Rana or whoever she may adopt, 
we will pay another lakh of Pagodas 
and 

4th .—Upon the fall of Seringapatam 
we will pay five lakhs of Pagodas, 
that is to say, in all, the sum of ten 
lakhs of Pagodas. 

5th .—We will engage further that 
from the day our Rana or whoever 
she may adopt shall be proclaimed 
in Seringapatam, the sum of five 
lakhs of Pagodas shall be paid an¬ 
nually to the Company by monthly 
instalments, and moreover that a 
jaghire to the annual value of one 
lakh of Pagodas shall be assigned 
to the Company, in whatever part 
of the said dominions they may

The English Company are well ac¬ 
quainted with the usurpation of Hyder 
Ali and the misfortunes which he has 
brought upon the family of the Rajah 
of Mysore, whose servant he was. They 
are willing to assist with their troops 
in reducing Hyder Ali, and in re-estab¬ 
lishing the Rajah in his hereditary domin¬ 
ions upon the conditions proposed in 
the first, second, third, and fourth 
Articles. 


5th and 6th .—The Company will under¬ 
take to protect the government of My¬ 
sore, and will maintain an army in that 
country ; but as the number of troops 
that may be required for that purpose 
cannot now be determined, the govern - 
ment of Mysore must engage to pay 
whatever the charges of such an army 
may exceed the sum of five lakhs of 
Pagodas. 
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think proper, upon the following 
conditions:— 

6th .—That the Company shall take 
the protection of all our country 
into their own hands, and that for 
this purpose they shall keep an army 
of sepoys, of European soldiers, and 
of European artillery, with all the 
officers, guns, stores, etc., field and 
garrison equipage usually attached 
to such an army, in the same manner 
as given to the Rajah of Tanjore. 

7th .—That the Company shall not 
interfere in the management of the 
country nor in the arrangements 
for the peshcush and chout; that 
the killadars, amuldar, and other 
officers who may be appointed by 
the Rana for the management of 
the country shall be employed, and 
none others, in the collections; and 
that they shall be supported by the 
Company’s troops in the execution 
of their office ; and further that the 
Company shall not interfere in the 
business of the polygars.

7th .—The amount of the former pesh¬ 
cush from Mysore to the Mogul as well 
as the amount of the former chout to 
the Mahrattas, must be regularly paid 
into the Company’s treasury, to be by 
them accounted for to the Mogul s 
officer and to the Mahrattas. If by 
their influence and friendly offices the 
Company should prevail with the Mah¬ 
rattas and the Mogul to exempt Mysore 
from the future paymeut of peshcush 
and chout, the amount of those charges 
will be held by the Company as a fund 
for defraying any extraordinary expenses 
which may be incurred either in future 
wars, in the building and repairing of 
forts, or in the augmentation of the 
military force for the defence and pro¬ 
tection of Mysore. The Company will 
not interfere in the business of the 
polygars in the collection of the revenue, 
or in the nomination of killadars, etc., 
but will support and assist all officers 
who may be appointed by the govern¬ 
ment of Mysore, provided the stipulated 
payments are regularly made by the 
government, aud provided care is taken 
to have twelve months’ provision in 
every garrison where the Company’s 
troops may be stationed, otherwise the 
public safety will oblige the Compauy 
to collect money and provisions to the 
extent of this agreement. 
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8th .—That the Company will order 
to be delivered over to us whatever 
jewels, treasure, elephants, horses, 
military stores and effects of every 
kind, belonging to Hyder Naig and 
his officers, that may be found in 
the different forts, towns, etc., or 
that may be taken in the field. 


9th .—That Hyder Naig and all 
prisoners of every rank who may 
be taken in the field and in the different 
forts, towns, etc., shall be delivered 
over to the liana’s officers. 


10th .—That Seringapatam being a 
place of religious worship, no troops 
shall be stationed within the walls 
of that place except in time of actual 
war. 

11th .—That the Rana shall be at 
liberty to station sebundees and 
poly gars in such places as may be 
necessary for the security of the 
revenue and the protection of the 
inhabitants. 

12th .—Should it so happen that 
the Company may not be able to 
reduce Hyder Naig, but on the con¬ 
trary that they should be obliged to 
make peace with him, in that event 
the Company must take us and all 
the people who may join with us 
under their protection, and continue 
the same to ns and our family for 
ever. And further they must engage 
to pay back whatever money may 
be advanced them on account of 
our Rana for the purposes before 
mentioned. 
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8th .—According to the rules of war 
established in European armies, what¬ 
ever is found in a place taken by storm, 
and whatever is taken in the field from 
the enemy, becomes the immediate 
property of the troops : a compromise 
is often made on such occasions, where¬ 
by the army relinquish their claim for 
a specific sum of money; the Company 
will recommend this measure to their 
officers. 

9tli .—As the Company are already 
engaged as principles in a war against 
Hyder Ali, they cannot agree to this 
article. They will however shew par¬ 
ticular regard to the interest of the 
Mysore government in this and every 
other instance. 

10th .—It must be left to the Com¬ 
pany to determine in what places garri¬ 
sons shall be placed, what forts shall 
be kept up, and what shall be destroyed. 


11th. —Admitted. 


12th .—The Company will comply with 
this Article in all its extent, as well 
in regard to the protection of persons 
as to the reimbursement of money. 





13th.—(Vide Note at tlie end.) Gene- 


13th .—The Governor and Council 
of Madras must procure a Sunnud 
from the Company in England to 
confirm to our Rana and her suc¬ 
cessors the full possession and gov¬ 
ernment of all the countries that 
may be taken as before mentioned 
from Hyder Naig for ever and ever, 
upon the conditions hereinbefore ex¬ 
pressed. 

14th .—As there is no reason to 
hope that the revenues of a country 
exhausted by a distant war could 
afford a larger subsidy than five 
lakhs of Pagodas for some years; 
it is therefore further proposed that 
as the war now carrying on by the 
English against Hyder Naig can 
only be terminated by the total 
suppression of his power, the Com¬ 
pany should extend the Mysore Gov¬ 
ernment over all the countries now 
held by Hyder; in consideration 
of which we will engage to pay by 
monthly instalments to the Company 
the further sum of twenty-three 
lakhs of Pagodas for the expenses 
of the war. And from the time 
that peace shall be re-established

A Sunnud 
from the Supreme Government of Bengal 
will be procured by him, and a public 
letter from the Company will be obtain¬ 
ed as soon as possible to confirm the 
whole in the same manner as it has 
been granted to the Rajah of Tanjore. 

14th .—The Company cannot consent 
to this proposal in all its extent. Their 
ally the Soubah of the Deccan has just 
claims on some of those countries; and 
the Mahratta State, with whom the 
Company are now entering into a Treaty 
of friendship and alliance, have claims 
upon other countries. All the conquests 
therefore made by Hyder Ali from the 
Soubah and the Mahrattas must be 
excepted, and the Company must be 
left at liberty to enter into such engage¬ 
ments with those powers relative to 
those countries as they may think prop¬ 
er. The peshcush and chout formerly 
paid from the other countries, which 
may be recovered from Hyder Ali and 
given up to the Rana of Mysore must 
be regularly paid to the Company in 
the same manner and for the same 
purposes as has been expressed rela¬ 
tive to the peshcush and chout from 
Mysore. The stipulated payments must 
be regularly paid, and twelve months’ 
provision must be constantly kept in 
every garrison, as has been before ex¬ 
pressed. 

With those exceptions the Company 
will engage to put the Rana of Mysore 
in possession of all the other conquests 
made by Hyder Ali, and to protect her 
and her successors in the same upon 
the conditions proposed. 
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15th .—Whatever countries may have 
been taken by Hyder Naig from 
the Governments of Hyderabad or 
Poonah or Sattara, that is to say, 
countries which are held immediately 
under the dominion of those govern¬ 
ments, we agree shall be excepted, 
on condition that a proportionate 
deduction be made from our pay¬ 
ments ; but this must not be extended 
to any tributaries of either State 
unless in such cases as may be now 
particularly provided for. The Arti¬ 
cles of peshcush and chout must be 
left to the decision of our Rana, to 
whose consideration we will recom¬ 
mend them. 

16th .—We cannot consent to the 
restoration of Gooty. Our Rana has 
received particular injuries from Mora- 
row, and besides there is a debt of 
thirty lakhs of Rupees which is justly 
due from him to the late Rajah of 
Mysore, 

I agree to all the Articles of the 
Company except these three points : 
Gooty is not to be delivered to its 
former possessor; in Seringapatam 
we will have, no garrison; nothing 
but what belonged to the heredi¬ 
tary dominions of the Nizam and 
the Mahrattas shall be given over 
to them. 

Trimulrow, etc. 
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15th.—IThe Company will consent to 
make a deduction from the Mysore 
payments in the proportion as the re 
venue of any other province that may 
be excepted shall stand to that of the 
other countries to be given up to Mysore. 


16th .—The Company will reserve to 
themselves the liberty of reinstating 
the family of Morarow in the country 
of Gooty. 


(Vide 13th Article,) The powers of 
Government heretofore vested in Gene¬ 
ral Coote being resumed by the Presi¬ 
dency of Madras, those Articles are 
executed under their sanction and by 
their authority, as before expressed. 

The foregoing Articles, etc., were 
drawn up previous to the definitive 
orders of the Presidency of Madras, 
bearing date the 27 th September 1782.

No. VI. 

Trevty of Peace with the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor— 1784. 
Tkkaty of Perpetual Peace and Friendship between the Honourable the 
Kncljsii East India Company, and the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor, 
on his own behalf, for the countries of Seringapatam, Hyder Nagur, etc, 
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and all his other possessions, settled by Anthony Sadlier, George Leo-* 
nard Staunton, and John Hudleston, Esquires, on behalf of the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company, for all their possessions and for tho 
Carnatio Payen Ghat, by virtue of powers delegated to the Honourable 
the President and Select Committee of Fort St. George for that purpose 
by the Honourable the Governor-General and Council appointed by 
the King and Parliament oe Great Britain to direct and control all poli¬ 
tical affairs of the Honourable English East India Company in India, 
and by the Baid Nawab, agreeable to the following Articles, which are to be 
strictly and invariably observed, as long as the sun and moon shall last, by 
both parties; that is to say, by the English Company and the three Govern¬ 
ments of Bengal, Madras and Bombay, and the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Baha- 
door, 


Article 1. 

Peace and friendship shall immediately take place between the said Company 
and the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor and their friends and allies, particularly 
including therein the Rajahs of Tanjore and Travancore who are friends and all 'es 
to the English and the Carnatic Payen Chat, also Tippoo Sultan’s friends and 
allies. The Beebee of Cannanore and the Rajahs or zemindars of the Malabar 
coast are included in this Treaty. The English will not directly or indirectly assist 
the enemies of the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor, nor make war upon his friend, 
or allies; and the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor will not directly or indirectly 
assist the enemies, nor make war upon the friends or allies of the English. 


Article 2. 

Immediately after signing and sealing the Treaty by the Nawab Tippoo Sultan 
Bahadoor and the three English Commissioners, the said Nawab shall send orders 
for the complete evacuation of the. Carnatic, and the restoration of all the forts 
and places in it now possessed by his troops, the forts of Amboorgur and Satgur 
excepted : and such evacuation and restoration shall actually and effectually be 
made in the space of thirty days from the day of signing the Treaty. And the 
said Nawab shall also, immediately after signing the Treaty, send orders for the 
release of all the persons who were taken and made prisoners in the late war and 
now alive, whether European or Native ; and for their being safely conducted 
to, and delivered at, such English forts or settlements as shall be nearest to the 
places where they now are, so that the said release and delivery of the prisoners 
shall actually and effectually be made in thirty days from the day of signing the 
Treaty. The Nawab will cause them to be supplied with provisions and convey¬ 
ances ior the journey, the expense of which shall be made good to him by the Com¬ 
pany. The Commissioners will send an officer or officers to accompany the pris¬ 
oners to the different places where they are to be delivered : in particular Abdul 
Wahab Khan, taken at Chitoor, and his family, shall be immediately released, 
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and if w illin g to return to the Carnatic shall be allowed to do so. If any person 
or persons belonging to the said Nawab, and taken by the Company in the late 
War, be now alive, and in prison inBencoolen or other territories of the Company, 
such person or persons shall be immediately released, and if willing to return shall 
be sent without delay to the nearest fort or settlement in the Mysore country. 
Boswapa, late ainuldar of Palicacherry, shall be released and set at liberty to de¬ 
part. 

Article 3. 

Immediately after signing and sealing the Treaty, the English Commissioners 
shall give written orders for the delivery of Onore, Carwar, and Sadashevagar, 
and forts or places adjoining thereto, and send a ship or ships to bring away the 
garrisons. The Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor will cause the troops in those 
places to be supplied with provisions and any other necessary assistance for their 
voyage to Bombay (they paying for the same). The Commissioners will likewise 
give at the same time written orders for the delivery of the forts and districts of 
Caroor, Auracourchy, and Daraparam ; and immediately after the release and 
delivery of the prisoners, as before mentioned, the fort and district of Dindigul 
shall be evacuated and restored to the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor, and none 
of the troops of the Company shall afterwards remain in the country of the Nawab 
Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor. 

Article 4. 

As soon as all the prisoners are released and delivered, the fort and district 
of Cannanore shall be evacuated and restored to Ali Rajah Biby, the Queen of 
that country, in the presence of any one person without troops, whom the Nawab 
Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor may appoint for that purpose : and at the same time 
that the orders are given for the evacuation and delivery of the forts of Cannanore 
and Dindigul, the said Nawab shall give written orders for the evacuation and 
delivery of Amboorgur and Satgur to the English; and in the meantime none of 
the troops of the said Nawab shall be left in any part of the Carnatic except in 
the two forts above mentioned. 


Article 5. 

After the conclusion of this Treaty the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor will 
make no claim whatever in future on the Carnatic. 

Article 6. 

AU persons whatsoever who have been taken and carried away from the Car- 
mi tie Bayen Chat (which includes Tanjore) by the late Nawab Hyder Ali Khan 
Bahadoor, who is in heaven, or by the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor, or other¬ 
wise belonging to the Carnatic, and now in the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor s 
dominions and willing to return, shall be immediately allowed to return with their 
families and children, or as soon as may be convenient to themselves; and all 
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persons belonging to the Vencatacherry Rajah, who were taken prisoners in re¬ 
turning from the fort of Vellore, to which place they had been sent with provisions, 
shall also be released, and permitted immediately to return. Lists of the prin¬ 
cipal persons belonging to the Nawab Mahomed Ali Khan Bahadoor and to the 
Rajah of Vencatacherry shall be delivered to the Nawab Tippoo Sultan’s minis¬ 
ters ; and the Nawab will cause the contents of this Article to be publicly notified! 
throughout his country. 


Article 7. 

This being the happy period of general peace and reconciliation, the Nawab 
Tippoo Sidtan Bahadoor, as a testimony and proof of his friendship to the English, 
agrees that the Rajahs or zemindars on this coast who have favoured the English 
in the late war shall not be molested on that account. 


Article 8. 

The Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor hereby renews and confirms all the com¬ 
mercial privileges and immunities given to the English by the late Nawab Hyder 
Ali Khan Bahadoor, who is in heaven, and particularly stipulated and specified 
in the Treaty between the Company and the said Nawab concluded the 8th of 
August 1770. 


Article 9. 

The Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor shall restore the factory and privileges 
possessed by the English at Calicut until the year 1779 (or 1193 Hegira), and shall 
restore Mount Hilly and the district, belonging to the settlement of Tellicherry, 
and possessed by the English, till taken by Sirdar Khan at the commencement 
of the late war. 


Article 10. 

This Treaty shall be signed and sealed by the English Commissioners and a 
copy of it shall afterwards be signed and sealed by the President and Select Com¬ 
mittee of Fort St. George, and returned to the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor 
in one month, or sooner if possible ; and the same shall be acknowledged under 
the hands and seals of the Governor-General and Council of Bengal and the Gov¬ 
ernor and Select Committee of Bombay as binding upon all the Governments of 
India ; and copies of the Treaty, so acknowledged, shall be sent to the said Nawab 
in three months, or sooner if possible. In testimony whereof the said contracting 
parties have signed, sealed and interchangeably delivered two instruments, of 
the same tenor and date; to wit, the said three Commissioners on behalf of the 
Honourable English East India Company and the Carnatic Payen Ghat; and the 
said Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor, on his own behalf, and the dominions of 
Seringapatam and Hyder Nugur, etc. This executed at Mangalore (otherwise 
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called Codial Bunder) this 11th day of March and year 1784 of the Christian era, 
and 16th^day of the moon Rubee-ul-sanee, in the year of the Hegira 1198.

No. VII. 

Preliminary Treaty with Tippoo Sultan —February 1792. 

Copy of the Preliminary Articles agreed upon and exchanged, dated 22nd 

February 1792. 

Article 1. 

Onc-half of the dominions which were in possession of Tippoo Sultan at the 
commencement of the present war shall be ceded to the allies adjacent to the res¬ 
pective boundaries, and agreeable to their selection. 


Article 2. 

Three crores and thirty lakhs of Sicca Rupees shall be paid to the allies, agree¬ 
ably to the following particulars, etc. 

One crore and thirty-five lakhs shall be paid immediately, in Pagodas or gold 
mohurs, or Rupees, of full weight and standard, or in gold or silver bullion. The 
remainder one crore and sixty-five lakhs at three instalments, not exceeding four 
months each, in the three coins before mentioned. 


Article 3. 

All subjects of the four several powers who may have been prisoners from the 
time of the late Hyder Ali Khan to the present period shall be fairly and unequiv¬ 
ocally released. 


Article 4. 

TTntil the due performance of the three Articles abovementioned, two of the 
three eldest sons of Tippoo Sultan shall be given as hostages, on the arrival of 
whom a eesnation of hostilities shall take place.

Article 5. 

When an agreement containing the Articles above written shall arrive, bearing 
the seal and signature of Tippoo Sultan, counter agreements shall be sent from 
the three powers ; and after the cessation of hostilities such a definitive Treaty 
of perpetual friendship, as shall be settled by the several parties, shall be adjusted 
and entered into. 


No. VIII. 

Treaty of Peace with Tippoo Sultan— 1792. 

Definitive Treaty of Perpetual Friendship for the adjustment of affairs . 
between tho Honourable English East India Company, the Nawab 
Ausuph Jah Bahadoor and Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, and Tippoo 
Sultan, in virtue of the authority of the Right Honourable Charles, 
Earl Cornwallis, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, 
Governor-General, etc., etc., invested with full powers to direct and con® 
trol all the affairs of the said Company in the East Indies, dependent on 
the several Presidencies of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay, and of the Nawab 
Azim-ool-Omrah Bahadoor possessing full powers on the part of the Nawab 
Ausuph Jati Bahadoor, and Hurry Ram Pundit Tantea Bahadoor 
possessing equal powers on the part of Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, 
settled the 17th day of March 1792, of the Christian era, answering to the 
23rd day of the month Rajeb, 1206 of the Hegira ; by Sir John Kenna- 
way. Baronet, on the part of the Right Honourable Charles, Earl 
Cornwallis, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, etc. ; and 
Meer Aulum Bahadoor, on the part of the Nawab Azim-ool-Omrah 
Bahadoor ; and Buckajee Pundit, on the part of Hurry Ram Pundit 
Tantea Bahadoor ; on one part: and by Gholam Ali Khan Bahadoor, 
and Alt Rheza Khan, on behalf of Tippoo Sultan, according to the under¬ 
mentioned Articles, which by the blessing of God shall be bind ng on their 
heirs and successors as long as the sun and moon endure, and the conditions 
of them be invariably observed by the contracting parties. 

Article 1„ 

The friendship subsisting between the Honourable Company and the Circars 
of Tippoo Sultan, agreeably to former Treaties, the first with the late Nawab 
Hyder Ali Khan, bearing date 8th August 1770. and the other with Tippoo Sultan, 
of the 11th of March 1784, is hereby confirmed and increased, and the Articles 
of the two former Treaties are to remain in full, excepting such of them as by the 
present engagement are otherwise adjusted : and the eighth article of the second 
above-mentioned Treaty, dated the 11th March 1784, corresponding with the 
J8th of the month Rubbee-ul-sanee, 1198 Hegira, confirming all the privileges 
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and Immunities of trade which the deceased Nawab Hyder Ali Khan granted to 
the said Company by the Treaty entered into in the year 1770, is also, by virtue 
of the present Treaty, renewed and confirmed. 

Article 2. 

In the fourth Article of the preliminary Treaty entered into between the allied 
powers and the said Tippoo Sultan, dated the 22nd February 1792, correspond¬ 
ing with the 28th of the month Jemmadee-ul-sanee, 1206 Hegira, it is written, 
“ until the due performance of the three foregoing Articles ” (the first Article 
stipulating the cession of half the country ; the second, the immediate payment 
of half the sum of money agreed to be paid, and the remainder in specie only, 
at three instalments, not exceeding four months each instalment; and the third 
engaging for the release of prisoners) “ two of the sons of the said Tippoo Sultan 
shall be detained as hostages,” which Articles are confirmed by the present in¬ 
strument ; accordingly the said Tippoo Sultan shall divide the sum agreed to bo 
paid at three instalments abovementioned into three equal parts, and shall pay 
to the said three powers their respective shares, at the exchange affixed for the 
amount to be paid immediately, at such places on the boundaries of the allies as 
shall be determined on by them ; and after the performance of the remaining two 
Articles abovementioned, that is to say, the cession of one-half of the country 
and the release of the prisoners, in case the amount of the instalments be paid by 
Tippoo Sultan to the three powers prior to the expiration of the period stipulated 
for it, the said sons of Tippoo Sultan shall be immediately dismissed, and all 
pecuniary demands between the contracting parties shall cease and be at an end. 

Article 3. 

By the first Article of the preliminary Treaty it is agreed that one-half of the 
dominions which were in the possession of the said Tippoo Sultan at the commence¬ 
ment of the war, shall be ceded to the allies adjacent to their respective boun¬ 
daries, and subject to their selection accordingly. The general abstract of coun¬ 
tries, composing half the dominions of Tippoo Sultan, to be ceded to the allies 
agreeably to their respective shares, is hereunto subjoined and the detail of them 
is inserted in a separate Schedule bearing the seal and signature of Tippoo Sultan.

Article 4. 

Whatever part of Natnuel, Sunkagurry, Salem, Caveripoor, Attoor, and Par- 
mutty, which, as above Btated, are comprised within the division ceded to the 
aforesaid Company, shall be situated to the northward and eastward of the river 
Cavery, or if there should be any other talooks or villages of talooks situated as 
above described, they shall belong to the said Company and others of equal value 
shall be relinquished by the said Company to Tippoo Sultan in exchange for them ; 
and if of the above districts there shall be any talooks or villages of talooks situated 
to the westward or southward of the said river, they shall be relinquished to 
Tippoo Sultan, in exchange for others of equal value to the said Company. 

Article 5. 

On the ratification and mutual exchange of this definite Treaty, such districts 
and forts as are to bo ceded by Tippoo Sultan shall be delivered up without any 
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caViRor demand for outstanding balances : and sucb talooks and forts as are to 
be relinquished by the three powers to Tippoo Sultan shall, in the same manner, 
be delivered up ; and orders to this effect, addressed to the auniils and command¬ 
ers of forts, shall be immediately prepared and delivered to each respectively 
of the contracting parties. On the receipt of which orders, the discharge of the 
money stipulated to be paid immediately and the release of prisoners on all 
sides (of which the contracting parties, considering God as present and a witness, 
shall release without cavil all that are in existence, and shall not detain a single 
person), the armies of the allied powers shall march from Seringapatam. Such 
forts and places, nevertheless, as shall be in the possession of the said Company, 
and on the road by which the said armies are to march, shall not be given up until 
the said armies shall have removed the stores, grain, etc., and sick which are in 
them, and shall have passed them on their return. As far as possible, no delay 
shall be allowed to occur in the said stores, etc., being removed. 


Article 6. 

Whatever guns and shot shall be left by Tippoo Sultan in the forts, which 
the said Tippoo Sultan has agreed to cede to the allied powers, an equal number 
of guns and shot shall be left in the forts which the allied powers have agreed to 
restore to Tippoo Sultan. 


Article 7. 

The contracting parties agree that zemindars and aUmildars, being in balance 
to either party, and repairing to the country of either party, protection shall not 
be given them, and they shall be restored. If hereafter it should happen that 
any disputes arise on the boundaries of the allies and the said Tippoo Sultan 
such disputes shall be adjusted with the knowledge and approbation of all parties. 

"Article 8. 

The Polygars and zemindars of this country, who in the course of the present 
war have attached themselves and been serviceable to the allies, shall not on that 
account, in any shape or manner, be injured or molested by Tippoo Sultan, 

Whenever three copies of this Treaty, consisting of eight Articles, shall be 
delivered by Tippoo Sultan, bearing his seal and signature accompanied by three 
Schedules, also under the seal and signature of the said Tippoo Sultan, specify¬ 
ing the detail of the countries ceded to the three powers, one to the said (Company 
with the Schedule, one to the said Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor with the Schedule, 
and one to the said Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor with the Schedule, three 
counterparts thereof and of the Schedule shall be delivered to the said Tippoo 
Sultan by the allies, that is to say, one counterpart with the Schedule on the

Subsidiary Treaty with the Rajaii of Mysore— 1799. 

A Treaty of Perpetual Friendship and Alliance concluded on the one part 
by His Excellency Lieutenant-General George Harris, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Forces of His Britannic Majesty and of the English East 
India Company Bahadoor in the Carnatic and on the coast of Malabar, 
the Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honourable Henry 
Wellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel Barry Close, on behalf and in the name of the Right 
Honourable Richard, Earl of Mornington, K.P., Governor-General 
for all affairs, civil and military, of the British nation in India by virtue of 
full powers vested in them for this purpose by the said Richard, Earl of 
Mornington, Governor-General ; and oil the other part by Maharajah 
Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore. 

Whereas it is stipulated in the Treaty concluded on the 22nd of June 1799, 
between the Honourable English East India Company Bahadoor and the Nawab 
Xi/,am-ool-Do wlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, for strengthening the alliance and 
friendship subsisting between the said English East India Company Bahadoor, 

























His Highness Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor and the Peishwa Rao 
Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, and for effecting a settlement of the territories of the 
late Tippoo Sultan, that a separate government shall be established in Mysore, 
and that His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor 
shall possess certain territories, specified in Schedule C annexed to the said Treaty, 
and that, for the effectual establishment of the government of Mysore, His High¬ 
ness shall be assisted with a suitable subsidiary force, to be furnished by the English 
East India Company Bahadoor ; wherefore, in order to carry the said stipula¬ 
tions into effect, and to increase and strengthen the friendship subsisting between 
the said English East India Company and the said Maharajah Mysore Kishna 
Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, this Treaty is concluded by Lieutenant-General George 
Harris, Commander-in-Chief of the forces of His Britannic Majesty and of the 
said English East India Company Bahadoor in the Carnatic and on the coast ol 
Malabar” the Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honourable Henry Welles¬ 
ley, Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, 
on the part and in the name of the Right Honourable Richard, Earl of Mornington, 
Governor-General aforesaid, and by His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah 
Oodiaver Bahadoor, which shall be binding upon the contracting parties as long 
as the sun and moon shall endure. 


Article 1. 

The friends and enemies of either of the contracting parties shall be considered 
as the friends and enemies of both. 


Article 2. 

The Honourable East India Company Bahadoor agrees to maintain, and His 
Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor agrees to receive, 
a military force for the defence and Security of His Highness’s dominions ; in 
consideration of which protection, His Highness engages to pay the annual sum 
of seven lakhs of star pagodas to the said East India Company, the said sum to 
be paid in twelve equal monthly instalments, commencing from the 1st of July 
Anno Domini 1799. And His Highness further agrees that the disposal of the 
said sum, together with the arrangement and employment of the troops to be 
maintained by it, shall be entirely left to the Company. 

Article 3 . 

If it shall be necessary for the protection and defence of the territories of the 
contracting parties, or of either of them, that hostilities shall be undertaken, or 
preparations made for commencing hostilities against any State or power, His 
said Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor agrees to 
contribute towards the discharge of the increased expense incurred by the aug¬ 
mentation of the military force and the unavoidable charges of war, such a sum 
as shall appear to the Governor-General in Council of Fort William, on an atteu- 
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titfe consideration of the means of His said Highness, to bear a just and reason¬ 
able proportion to the actual net revenues of His said Highness. 


Article 4. 

And whereas it is indispensably necessary that effectual and lasting security 
should be provided against any failure in the funds destined to defray either the 
expenses of the permanent military force in time of peace, or the extraordinary 
expenses described in the third Article of the present Treaty, it is hereby stipulated 
and agreed betwen the contracting parties, that whenever the Governor-General 
in Council of Fort William in Bengal shall have reason to apprehend such failure 
in the funds so destined, the said Governor-General in Council shall be at liberty, 
and shall have full power and right either to introduce such regulations and ordi¬ 
nances as he shall deem expedient for the internal management and collection 
of the revenues, or for the better ordering of any other branch and department 
of the Government of Mysore, or to assume and bring under the direct manage¬ 
ment of the servants of the said Company Bahadoor such part or parts of the 
territorial possessions of His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver 
Bahadoor, as shall appear to him, the said Governor-General in Council, necessary 
to render the said funds efficient and available, either in time of peace or war. 


Article 5. 

And it is hereby further agreed that whenever the said Governor-General 
in Council shall signify to the said Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver 
Bahadoor that it is become necessary to carry into effect the provisions of the 
fourth Article, His said Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver 
Bahadoor shall immediately issue orders to his annuls or other officers either for 
carrying into effect the said regulations and ordinances, according to the tenor 
of the fourth Article, or for placing the territories required under the exclusive 
authority and control of the English Company Bahadoor. And in case His High¬ 
ness shall not issue such orders within ten days from the time when the applica¬ 
tion shall have been formally made to him, then the said Governor-General in 
Council shall be at liberty to issue orders, by his own authority, either for 
carrying into effect the said regulations and ordinances, or for assuming the 
management and collection of the revenues of the said territories, as he shall 
judge most expedient for the purpose of securing the efficiency of the said mili¬ 
tary funds and of providing for the effectual protection of the country and the 
welfare of the people. Provided always, that whenever and so long as any part 
or parts of His said Highnesses territories shall be placed and shall remain under 
the exclusive authority and control of the said East India Company, the Gover- 
nor-Ceneral in Council shall render to His Highness a true and faithful account 
of the revenues and produce of the territories so assumed ; provided also, that 
in no efts© whatever shall His Highness’s actual receipt or annual income, arising 
out of hie territorial revenue, be less than the sum of one lakh of Star Pagodas, 
together with one-fifth of the net revenues of the whole of the territories ceded 
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to him by the fifth Article of the Treaty of Mysore ; which sum of one lakh of 
Star Pagodas, together with the amount of one-fifth of the said net revenues, 
the East India Company engages, at all times and in every possible case, to secure 
and cause to be paid for His Highness s use. 


Article 6. 

His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor engages that 
he will be guided by a sincere and cordial attention to the relations of peace and 
amity now established between the English Company Bahadoor and their allies, 
and that he will carefully abstain from any interference in the affairs of any State 
in alliance with the said English Company Bahadoor, or of any State whatever. 
And for securing the object of this stipulation it is further stipulated and agreed 
that no communication or correspondence with any foreign State whatever shall 
be holdcn by His said Highness without the previous knowledge and sanction 
of the said English Company Bahadoor. 

Article 7. 

His Highness stipulates and agrees that he will not admit any European foreig¬ 
ners into his service without the concurrence of the English Company Bahadoor 
and that he will apprehend and deliver up to the Company’s government all Euro¬ 
peans of whatever description who shall be found within the territories of His 
said Highness without regular passports from the Company’s government, it 
being His Highness’s determined resolution not to suffer, even for a day, any 
European foreigners to remain wdthin the territories now subjected to his author¬ 
ity, unless by consent of the said Company. 

Article 8. 

Whereas the complete protection of His Highness’s said territories requires 
that various fortresses and strong places situated within the territories of His 
Highness should be garrisoned and commanded, as well in time of peace as of 
war, by British troops and officers, His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah 
Oodiaver Bahadoor engages that the said English Company Bahadoor shall at 
all times be at liberty to garrison, in whatever manner they may judge proper, 
all such fortresses and strong places within His said Highness’s territories as it 
shall appear to them advisable to take charge of. 


Article 9. 

And whereas, in consequence of the system of defence which it may be ex¬ 
pedient to adopt for the security of the territorial possessions of His Highness 
Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, it may be necessary that, 
certain forts and strong places within His Highness’s territories should be dis¬ 
mantled or destroyed, and that other forts and strong places should bo strengthened 
and repaired, it is stipulated and agreed that the English East India Company 
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Bahadoor shall be the sole judges of the necessity of any such alterations in the 
said fortresses : and it is further agreed that such expenses as may be incurred 
on this account shall be borne and defrayed in equal proportions by the contract¬ 
ing parties. 

Article 10. 

In case it shall become necessary for enforcing and maintaining the author¬ 
ity and government of His Highness in the territories now subjected to his power, 
that the regular troops of the English East India Company Bahadoor should be 
employed, it is stipulated and agreed that, upon formal application being made 
for the service of the said troops, they shall be employed in such maimer as to 
the said Company shall seem fit; but it is expressly understood by the contract¬ 
ing parties that this stipulation shall not subject the troops of the English East 
India Company Bahadoor to be employed in the ordinary transactions of revenue. 


Article 11. 

[t being expedient for the restoration and permanent establishment of tran¬ 
quillity in the territories now subjected to the authority of His Highness Maha¬ 
rajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, that suitable provision should be 
made for certain officers of rank in the service of the late Tippoo Sultan, His said 
Highness agrees to enter into the immediate discussion of this point, and to 
fix the amount of the funds (as soon as the necessary information can be 
obtained) to be granted for this purpose, in a separate Article, to be hereafter 
added to this Treaty. 

Article 12. 

Lest the garrison of Seringapatam should at any time be subject to incon¬ 
venience. from the high price of provisions and other necessaries, His Highness 
Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor agrees that such quantities of 
provisions and other necessaries as may be required for the use and consumption 
of the troops composing the said garrison shall be allowed to enter the place from 
all and every part of his dominions free of any duty, tax, or impediment what¬ 
ever. 

Article 13. 

The contracting parties hereby agree to take into their early consideration 
the best means of establishing such a commercial intercourse between their res¬ 
pective dominions as shall be mutually beneficial to the subjects of both Govern¬ 
ments. and to conclude a Commercial Treaty for this purpose with as little delay 
as possible. 

Article 14. 

His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor hereby 
promises to pay at all times the utmost attention to such advice as the Company’s 
government shall occasionally judge it necessary to offer to him, with a view to 
the < eonomy of his finances, the better collection of his revenues, the administra¬ 
tion of jualioe, the extension o! commerce, the encouragement of trade, agricul- 
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tore, and industry, or any other objects connected with the advancement of His 
Highness’s interests, the happiness of his people and the mutual welfare of both 


States. 


Article 15. 


Whereas it may hereafter appear that some of the districts declared by the 
Treaty of Mysore to belong respectively to the English Company Baliadoor and 
to His Highness are inconveniently situated, with a view to the proper connec¬ 
tion of their respective lines of frontier, it is hereby stipulated between the con¬ 
tracting parties that in all such cases they will proceed to such an adjustment 
by means of exchanges or otherwise, as shall be best suited to the occasion. 


Article 16. 


This Treaty, consisting of 16 Articles, being this day, the 8th of July, Anno 
Domini 1799 (corresponding to the 3rd of Suffer, Anno Hegirse 1214 and to the 
7th of the month Assar, of the 1721st year of the Saliwund era) settled and con 
eluded at the fort of Nazzerbah, near Seringapatara, by his Excellency Lieutenant- 
General George Harris, Commander-in-Chief of the Forces of His Britannic Majesty, 
and of the Honourable English East India Company Bahadoor in the Carnatic 
and on the coast of Malabar, the. Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honour¬ 
able Henry Wellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Barry Close, with the Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor; 
the aforesaid gentlemen have delivered to the said Maharajah one copy of the 
same, in English and Persian, sealed and signed by them, and His Highness Maha¬ 
rajah has delivered to the gentlemen aforesaid another copy, also in Persian and 
English, bearing his seal, and signed by Luchuma, widow of the late Kishna Rajah, 
and sealed and signed by Purnia, Dewan to the Maharajah Kishna Rajah Oodiaver. 
And the aforesaid gentlemen have engaged to procure and to deliver to the said 
Maharajah without delay a copy of the same, under the seal and signature of the 
Right Honourable the Governor-General, on the receipt of which by the said 
Maharajah the present Treaty shall be deemed complete and binding on the Honour¬ 
able the English East India Company and on the Maharajah Mysore Kishna 
Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, and the copy of it now delivered to the said Maharajah 
shall be returned.

Supplementary Treaty with the Rajah of Mysore, 1803, with reference to 
the fifteenth Article of the Treaty of Mysore, concluded in 1799^ 1803. 
Supplementary Treaty for adjusting an Exchange of certain Districts bet¬ 
ween the English East India Company Bahadoor and His Highness 
Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiayer Bahadoor, Rajah of 
Mysore. 

Whereas it is provided by the fifteenth Article of the Treaty of Mysore that 
if occasion should require certain interchange of territory should be made between 
the Honourable Company and His Highness ; and whereas it has now become 
expedient, upon the principle of mutual convenience, that certain districts be¬ 
longing to the said English East India Company Bahadoor should be exchanged 
for other districts of equal value belonging to the said Maharajah Mysore Kishna 
Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore : wherefore a supplementary Treaty, 
for the adjustment of the interchange of the said districts, is now concluded on 
the one part by Josiah Webbe, Esq., in the name and on behalf of the Most 
Noble Richard, Marquis Wellesley, k.p., Governor-General for all affairs, civil 
and military, of the British nation in India, by virtue of full powers vested in him 
for this purpose by the said Richard, Marquis Wellesley, Governor-General, and 
on the other part by Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah 
of Mysore, in his own behalf. 


Article 1. 

It is agreed and stipulated that the following interchange of districts shall 
take place between the contracting parties, viz that the districts belonging to 
Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor contained in Schedule A 
hereunto annexed, shall be ceded to the English East India Company Bahadoor 
who, in lieu thereof, shall cede to the said Maharajah Bahadoor the districts con¬ 
tained in Schedule B hereunto annexed. 

This supplementary Treaty, consisting of one Article, with two Schedules 
annexed, having been settled and concluded.on this 29th day of December Anno 
Domini 1803. corresponding to the 14th day of Ruzan Anno Hegirae 1218, and 
to the 16th day of the month of Poosheam. of the year 1725 of the Solerandan 
era, at Hurryghur by Josiah Webbe, Esq., with the Maharajah Oodiaver Baha¬ 
door, Mr. Webbe has accordingly delivered one copy of the same, in Persian and 
English, signed and sealed by him, to His Highness the Maharajah, who has like¬ 
wise delivered to Mr. Webbe another copy, in Persian and English, bearing His 
Highness's seal, and signed by Luchuma, widow of the late Kishna Rajah, and 
S'alrd and signed by Piirnia, Dewan to His Highness Maharajah Oodiaver 
Bahadoor ; and Mr. Webbe has engaged to procure and deliver to the said 
Maharajah without delay a copy of the same, under the seal and signature of

Additional Articles for modifying and defining the Provisions of the Third 
Article of the Treaty of Mysore, settled and concluded between the Eng¬ 
lish East India Company Bahadoor and Maharajah Mysore Kishna 
Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore. 

Whereas it is stipulated by the third Article of the Treaty of Mysore that in 
the event of hostilities, or of preparations for hostilities against any State or power. 
Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor shall contribute towards 
the discharge of the increased expenses thereby incurred a sum to be eventually

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determined by the Governor-General in Council of Fort William ; and whereas 
it has appeared expedient to the contracting parties that the provisions of the 
said Article should now be rendered specific, and that the said indefinite contri¬ 
butions in war should be commuted for the fixed maintenance of a certain body 
of horse in peace and war ; wherefore these additional Articles, for modifying 
and defining the provisions of the third Article of the said Treaty ar.e now 
concluded on the one part by Major Mark Wilks in the name and on behalf of 
the Honourable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, Governor-General for all 
affairs, civil and military, of the British nation in India, by virtue of full powers 
vested in him for the purpose by the said Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, 
Governor-General, and on the other part by Maharajah Mysore Kishna Bajah 
Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore, in his own behalf. 


Article 1. 

It is agreed and stipulated that His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah 
Oodiaver shall be relieved from the pecuniary contribution to which he was liable 
by the provisions of the third Article of the Treaty of Mysore ; in consideration 
whereof, His Highness engages to maintain at all times, fit for service and subject 
to muster a body of (4,000) four thousand effective horse, of which number about 
(500) five hundred shall be Bargeers, and the rest Silladar horse. 

Article 2. 

Such portion of the said body of (4,000) four thousand horse as in the opinion 
of the British Government shall not be necessary for the internal protection of 
the country of Mysore, shall be at all times ready to accompany and serve with 
the Honourable Company’s army ; and while employed beyond the territory of 
Mysore the extra expenses of their maintenance, or batta, at the rate of (4) four 
Star Pagodas per month for each effective man and horse, after the expiration 
of one month from the date of their crossing the frontier, shall be regularly paid 
by the Honourable Company. The extra expense of any casual service beyond 
the frontier, not exceeding in duration the period of one month, shall be borne 
by the Government of Mysore. 

Article 3. 

If it should at any time be found expedient to augment the cavalry of Mysore 
beyond the number of (4,000) four thousand, on intimation to that effect from 
the British Government, His Highness the Rajah shall use his utmost endeavours 
for that purpose ; but the whole expense of such augmentation, and of the main¬ 
tenance of the additional numbers, at the rate of (8) eight Star Pagodas for each 
effective man and horse, while within the territory of Mysore, and of an additional 
sum. or batta, at the rate of (4) four Star Pagodas a month after the expiration 
of one month from the period of their passing the frontier of Mysore, as described 
in the second Article, shall be defrayed by the Honourable Company. 
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Article 4. 

Whereas, in confirmity to the wish of the Governor-General, a body of (4,000) 
four thousand horse and upwards has been provisionally maintained by His High¬ 
ness the Rajah, from the period of the conclusion of war in the Deccan until this 
time, it is hereby declared that His Highness has fully and faithfully performed 
the obligations of the third Article of the Treaty of Mysore until this day, and is 
hereby absolved from all retrospective claims on that account. 

These four additional Articles, which like the original Treaty of Mysore, shall 
be binding on the contracting parties as long as the sun and moon shall endure, 
having been settled and concluded on this 29th day of January Anno Domini 
1807, corresponding to the 19th of Zilcaad, Anno Hegine 1221, and to the 21st 
day of the month of Pooshe, of the year 1728 of the Shalwan era, at Mysore, by 
Major Mark Wilks with the Maharajah Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Major 
Wilks has accordingly delivered one copy of the same, in Persian and English, 
signed and scaled by him, to His Highness the Maharajah, who lias likewise 
delivered to Major Wilks another copy, in Persian and English, bearing His 
Highness’s seal and signature, and signed by Luchuma, widow of the late Kishna 
Rajah, and sealed and signed by Purnia, Dewan to His Highness Maharajah 
Oodiaver Bahadoor ; and Major Wilks has engaged to procure and deliver to the 
said Maharajah without delay a copy of the same, under the seal and signature 
of the Honourable the Governor-General, on the receipt of which by the Maha¬ 
rajah the present additional Articles shall be deemed complete and binding on 
the Honourable East India Company and on the Maharajah Mysore Kishna 
Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor and the copy now delivered to the said Maharajah 
shall be returned. 


No. XII. 

Proclamation. 

Dated the 30th March 1868. 

His Excellency the Right Hon’ble the Viceroy and Governor-General in Coun¬ 
cil announces to the Chiefs and people of Mysore the death of His Highness the 
Maharajah Ivrisnaraj Wodiar Bahadoor, Knight Grand Commander of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. This event is regarded with sorrow by the 
Government of India, with which the late Maharajah had preserved relations 
of friendship for more than half a century. 

His Highness Chamrajendra Wodiar Bahadoor, at present a minor, the adopted 
son of the late Maharajah, is acknowledged by the Government of India as his 
successor and as Maharajah of the Mysore Territories. 

During the minority of His Highness, the said territories will be administered 
in His Highness s name by the British Government, and will be governed on the 
same principles and under the same regulations as heretofore 
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Wliea His Highness shall attain to the period of majority, that is, the age of 
eighteen years, and if His Highness shall then be found qualified for the discharge 
of the duties of his exalted position, the Government of the country will be en¬ 
trusted to him, subject to such conditions as may be determined at that time.

Instrument op Transfer —1881. 

Whereas the British Government has now been for a long period in posses¬ 
sion of the territories of Mysore and has introduced into the said territories an 
improved system of administration : and whereas, on the death of the late Maha¬ 
raja the said Government, being desirous that the said territories should be ad¬ 
ministered by an Indian dynasty under such restrictions and conditions as might 
be necessary for ensuring the maintenance of the system of administration so 
introduced, declared that if Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur, the adopted 
son of the late Maharaja, should, on attaining the age of eighteen years, be found 
qualified for the position of ruler of the said territories, the Government thereof 
should be intrusted to him, subject to such conditions and restrictions as might 
be thereafter determined. And whereas the said Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar 
Bahadur has now attained the said age of eighteen years and appears to the British 
Government qualified for the position aforesaid, and is about to be intrusted 
with the Government of the said territories : And whereas it is expedient to grant 
to the said Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur a written Instrument defin¬ 
ing the conditions subject to which he will be so intrusted : It is hereby declared 
a p follows :— 

1. The Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur shall, on the twenty-fifth 
day of March 1881, be placed in possession of the territories of Mysore, and installed 
in the administration thereof. 

2. The said Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur and those who succeed 
him in manner hereinafter provided shall be entitled to hold possession of, and 
administer, the said territories as long as he and they fulfil the conditions here¬ 
inafter prescribed. 

3. The succession to the administration of the said territories shall devolve 
upon the lineal descendants of the said Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur, 
whether by blood or adoption, according to the rules and usages of his family, 
except in case of disqualification through manifest unfitness to rule • 

Provided that no succession shall be valid until it has been recognized by the 
Governor-General in Council. 
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In the event of a failure of lineal descendants, by blood and adoption, of the 
said Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur, it shall be within the discretion 
of the Governor-General in Council to select as a successor any member of any 
collateral branch of the family whom he thinks lit. 

4. The Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur and his successors (here¬ 
inafter called the Maharaja of Mysore) shall at all times remain faithful in allegiance 
and subordination to Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and 
Empress of India, Her Heirs, and Successors, and perform all the duties which 
in virtue of such allegiance and subordination may be demanded of them. 

5. The British Government having undertaken to defend and protect the 
said territories against all external enemies, and to relieve the Maharaja of Mysore 
of the obligation to keep troops ready to serve with the British army when required, 
there shall, in consideration of such undertaking, be paid from the revenues of 
the said territories to the British Government an annual sum of Government 
Rupees thirty-five lakhs in two half-yearly instalments, commencing from the 
said twenty-fifth day of March 1881. 

6. From the date of the Maharaja’s taking possession of the territories of 
Mysore, the British sovereignty in the island of Seringapatam shall cease and 
determine, and the said island shall become part of the said territories, and be 
held by the Maharaja upon the same conditions as those subject to which he holds 
the rest of the said territories. 

7. The Maharaja of Mysore shall not, without the previous sanction of the 
Governor-General in Council, build any new fortresses or strongholds, or repair 
the defences of any existing fortresses or strongholds in the said territories. 

8. The Maharaja of Mysore shall not, without the permission of the Governor* 
General in Council, import, or permit to be imported, into the said territories 
arms, ammunition or military stores, and shall prohibit the manufacture of 
arms, ammunition and military stores throughout the said territories, or aft any 
specified place therein, whenever required by the Governor-General in Council to 
do so. 

9. The Maharaja of Mysore shall not object to the maintenance or establish¬ 
ment of British cantonments in the said territories whenever and wherever 
the Governor-General in Council may consider such cantonments necessary. He 
shall grant free of all charge such land as may be required for such cant nments, 
and shall renounce all jurisdiction within the lands so granted. He shall carry 
out in the lands adjoining British cantonments in the said territories such sanitary 
measures as the Governor-General in Council may declare to be necessary. He 
shall give every facility for the- provision of supplies and articles required for the 
troops in such cantonments, and on goods imported or purchased for that pur¬ 
pose no duties or taxes of any kind shall be levied without the assent of the British 
Government. 

10. The military force employed in the Mysore State for the maintenance 
of internal order and the Maharaja’s personal dignity, and for any other purposes 
approved by the Governor-General in Council, shall not exceed the strength which 
the Governor-General in Council may, from tune to time, fix. The directions 
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of the Governor-General in Council in respect to the enlistment, organisation, 
equipment and drill of troops shall at all times be complied with. 

11. The Maharaja of Mysore shall abstain from interference in the affairs of 
any other State or Power, and shall have no communication or correspondence 
with any other State or Power, or the Agents or Officers of any other State or 
Power, except with the previous sanction and through the medium of the Governor- 
General in Council. 

12. The Maharaja of Mysore shall not employ in his service any person not 
a native of India without the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Coun¬ 
cil, and shall, on being so required by the Governor-General in Council, dismiss 
from his service any person so employed. 

13. The coins of the Government of India shall be a legal tender in the said 
territories in the cases in which payment made in such coins would, under the 
law for the time being in force, be a legal tender in British India ; and all laws 
and rules for the time being applicable to coins current in British India shall apply 
to coins current in the said territories. The separate coinage of the Mysore State, 
which has long been discontinued, shall not be revived. 

14. The Maharaja of Mysore shall grant free of all charge such land as may 
be required for the construction and working of lines of telegraph in the said terri¬ 
tories wherever the Governor-General in Council may require such land, and 
shall do his utmost to facilitate the construction and working of such lines. All 
lines of telegraph in the said territories, whether constructed and maintained 
at the expense of the British Government, or out of the revenues of the said terri¬ 
tories, shall form part of the British telegraph system and shall, save in cases 
to be specially excepted, by agreement between the British Government and 
the Maharaja of Mysore, be worked bj r the British Telegraph Department; and 
all laws and rules for the time being in force in British India in respect to tele¬ 
graphs shall apply to such lines of telegraph when so worked. 

15. If the British Government at any time desires to construct or work, by 
itself or otherwise, a railway in the said territories, the Maharaja of Mysore shall 
grant free of all charge such lands as may be required for that purpose, and shall 
transfer to the Governor-General in Council plenary jurisdiction within such 
land ; and no duty or tax whatever shall be levied on through traffic carried by 
such railway which may not break bulk in the said territories. 

16. The Maharaja of Mysore shall cause to be arrested and surrendered to 
the proper officers of the British Government any person within the said .terri¬ 
tories accused of having committed an offence in British India, for whose arrest 
and surrender a demand may be made by the British Resident in Mysore, or some 
other officer authorised by him in this behalf : and he shall afford every assist¬ 
ance for the trial of such persons by causing the attendance of witnesses required, 
and by such other means a < may be necessary. 

17. Plenary criminal jurisdiction over European British subjects in the said 
territories shall continue to be vested iu the Governor-General in Council, and 
the Maharaja of Mysore shall exercise only snob jurisdiction iu rCspeei to Kuro-

Governor-General in Council may offer him with a view to the management of 
his finances the settlement and collection of his revenues, the imposition of taxes, 
the administration of justice, the extension of commerce, the encouragement of 
trade, agriculture and industry, and any other objects connected with the ad¬ 
vancement of His Highness's interests, the happiness of his subjects, and Ins rela- 
tions to the British Government. 

23. In the event of the breach or non-observance by the Maharaja of Mysore 
of any of the foregoing conditions, the Governor-General in Council may resume 
possession of the said territories and assume the direct administration thereof, 
or make such other arrangements as he may think necessary to provide adequately 
for the good government of the people of Mysore, or for the security of British 
rights and interests within the province. 

24. This document shall supersede all other documents by which the position 
of the British Government with reference to the said territories has been formally 
recorded. And if any question arise as to whether any of the above conditions 
has been faithfully performed, or as to whether any person is entitled to succeed 
or is fit to succeed, to the administration of the said territories, the decision thereon 
of the Governor-General in Council shall be final.

Proclamation on the installation of Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur as 
Maharajah of Mysore, dated the 25th March 1881. 

Whereas in the year 1868 the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Coun¬ 
cil announced by proclamation to the Chiefs and people in Mysore that His High¬ 
ness Chamrajendra Wodiar Bahadur, the adopted son of the late Maharajah 
Kristna Raj Wodiar Bahadur, had been acknowledged by the Government of 
India as successor to Maharaja Kristna Raj Wodiar and as Maharaja of the Mysore 
territories ; and declared that when His Highness should attain the age of 18 
years, the government of the country would be entrusted to him, subject to such 
conditions as might be determined at the time : 

Now, therefore, His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of India 
in Council announces to the Chiefs and people of Mysore, by command of Her 
Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and Empress of India, that His 
Highness Chamrajendra Wodiar Bahadur is hereby placed in possession of the 
territories of Mysore, and invested with the administration of the Mysore State. 

And His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council declares 
further to the Chiefs and people of Mysore that the administration of the afore¬ 
said territories by the British Government has on this day ceased and determined.

Memorandum of the Assignment of Lands for the Bangalore Cantonment 

—1881. 

Under the 9th Article of the Instrument of Transfer of the Mysore State to 
His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore, the Maharaja hereby assigns (with effect 
from the date of his accession, viz., 25th March 1881), free of charge, to the ex¬ 
clusive management of the British Government, for the purposes stated in the 
aforesaid article, all lands situated within the limits specified and described in 
the schedule and map* hereto annexed, and forming the Civil and Military Station 
of Bangalore. And the Maharaja of Mysore hereby renounces the exercise of 
all jurisdiction in the lands so assigned. Given under our hand and seal at Ootaca- 
mund this fifth day of April 1881.

Hypothecation of the Mysore State Railway to the Southern Maharatta 
Railway Company, Limited—1887. 

This Indenture made the 31st day of August 1887 between the Secretary of 
State in Council of India (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) of 
the one part and the Southern Maharatta Railway Company, Limited 
(hereinafter called the Company) of the other part. 

Whereas by several Indentures dated respectively the 1st day of June 1882 
the 28th day of October 1885 and the 31st day of August 1887 and made between 
the Secretary of State of the one part and the Company of the other part the Com¬ 
pany contracted with the Secretary of State for the construction maintenance 
and working by the Company of certain lines of railway and for the maintenance 
and working of other lines of railway in the said Indentures respectively mentioned 
upon the terms and conditions and with and subject to the powers and provisions 
in the said Indentures contained and the said lines of railway have in part been 
completed and opened for traffic. 

And whereas in pursuance of an arrangement between the Secretary of State 
and the Maharaja of the Native State of Mysore and for the purposes of this Con¬ 
tract the Maharaja transferred as from the 30th June 1886 to the Secretary of 
State a railway which has been constructed and opened for traffic between the 
City of Mysore and Gubbi in the said State with the stations and works and the 
rolling stock plant machinery and stores belonging thereto and also all the land 
required for the construction of an extension of the said railway to form a junc¬ 
tion with the Southern Maharatta Railway near Hurihur so far as the same lies 
within the said State of Mysore to the intent that the said extension may be con¬ 
structed and the said railway and (when completed) the extension thereof may be 
maintained and worked by the Secretary of State or his nominees and under the 
said arrangement a sum of Rupees 68,60,146 (subject to verification) has been 
spent up to the date of transfer and has become payable to the Maharaja as the 
consideration for the said transfer. 

And whereas it is estimated that the cost of the said extension of the last-men¬ 
tioned railway will not exceed (together with the amount so as aforesaid payable 
to the Maharaja) a sum equivalent to the sum of £1,224,000. 

And whereas it has been agreed between the Secretary of State and the Com- 
pany that the Company shall construct the said extension of the last-mentioned 
railway and shall maintain and work the same railway and als . the said extension 
thereof when completed upon the terms and conditions hereinafter expressed 
and as an entirely separate and distinct undertaking from the railways mentioned 
in the said Indentures of the 1st day of June 1882 the 28th day of October 1885 
and the 31 st day of August 1887, 

And whereas the Company have with the sanction of the Secretary of State 
issued debenture stock on the 1st day of March 1886 for the nominal amount of 
£1,200,000 not redeemable before the 1st day of March 1986 but redeemable after 
that date at par upon one year’s previous notico being given in the London Gazette

by the Secretary of State and carrying interest at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum 
payable on the 1st day of April and the 1st day of October in each year. 

And whereas the said debenture stock was issued at a premium of £2 for every 
£100 and the Company have received in respect of the said debenture stock the 
sum of £1,224,000 and have paid the same into the Bank of England to the 
credit of the Secretary of State. 

And whereas in addition to the sum of Rs. 68,60,508 (subject to verification 
as aforesaid) capital outlay on the undertaking up to the 30th June 1886 payable 
by the Secretary of State to the Maharaja of Mysore at the consideration for the 
said transfer divers other sums may have been expended by or on behalf of the 
Secretary of State in respect of the railway so transferred which are properly charge¬ 
able to Capital. 

Now this Indenture witnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared as fol¬ 
lows :— 

1. In this contract— 

The expression “ the original Contract ” means the Contract subsisting 
between the Secretary of State and the Company under or by virtue 
of the hereinbefore mentioned indentures of the 1st day of June 1882 
the 28th day of October 1885 and the 31st day of August 1887. 

The expression “ the original railways ” means the several lines of railway 
which by the original Contract the Company agreed to construct main¬ 
tain and work or to maintain and work. 

The expression “ the Mysore Railway ” means the line of railway from 
Mysore to C4ubbi. 

The expression “ the projected Tailway ” means the line of railway which 
it is agreed to construct under the 7th section of this Contract. 

The expression the undertaking ” means Mysore Railway and the pro- 
jected railway with any improvements alterations and additions of 
whatever description which may from time to time be made in or 
to the same railways or either of them by or with the sanction of the 
Secretary of State but with the exception of the telegraphs and tele¬ 
graphic appliances used or to be used thereon. 

The expression “ the proscribed rate of exchange" means the rate of ex¬ 
change at which for the purposes of this Contract sterling money (whet¬ 
her Capital or Revenue) is to be converted into rupees and shall be 
the average rate of exchange obtained by the Secretary of State for 
bills payable on demand drawn on India during the half year ended 
the 30th June or 30th December as the case may be immediately pre¬ 
ceding that in which the conversion is from time to time to be effected 
or is to be deemed to be effected or if the Secretary of State shall not 
have drawn bills on India for so much as three months out of the half 
year as aforesaid immediately preceding then at the average rate ob¬ 
tained during the half year as aforesaid immediately preceding that 
in which the conversion is to be effected or is to be deemed to be 
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effected for the best commercial bills drawn in London on India such 
average rate to be decided by the Comptroller-General at Calcutta. 

The expression “ Debenture Stock 55 includes Debenture Bonds. 


Duration of Contract. 

2. This Contract shall continue in force for a term of years commencing on 
the 30th day of June 1886.. and terminating on the 30th day of June 1932 subject 
to the provisions hereinafter contained for determining the same. 


As TO HANDING THE MYSORE RAILWAY OVER TO THE COMPANY AND MATTERS 
CONNECTED THEREWITH. 

3 The Secretary of State having handed over to the Company as from the 
30th day of June 1886 for the purposes of this Contract the Mysore Railway to¬ 
gether with all works connected therewith then completed or in progress and the 
land on which the said railway and works are constructed or are in course of con¬ 
struction and the rolling stock plant and machinery then used thereon or appro¬ 
priated or in course of construction therefor together with copies of all plans 
specifications and working drawings in the possession of the Secretary of State 
of the said works and rolling stock and other equipments of the lailway but with 
the exception of the telegraphs and all telegraphic appliances belonging to the 
said railway shall subject to the provisions as to relinquishment of land contained 
in the 11th section of this Contract during the continuance of this Contract and 
for the purposes thereof allow the Company to retain and have possession of the 
railway works land and premises so to be handed over as aforesaid. 

4. As from the 30th day of June 1886 the Secretary of State has delivered to 
the Company and the Company has accepted for the purposes of this Contract 
all stores belonging to the MvsoreRailway that were in hand or in course of deliv¬ 
ery on the said 30th day of June 1886. 

5. An inventory of the railway rolling stock plant and machinery so handed 
over as aforesaid as on the 30th day of June 1886 shall be made and signed on 
behalf of the Secretary of State and the Company. 

6. The Mysore Railway and (after the same shall have been constructed) the 
extension thereof hereinafter agreed to be made shall be called “ The Mysore State 
Railway/ 5 

Construction of the projected railway. 

7. The Company shall with due diligence and expedition and in accordance 
in all respects with the directions of the Secretary of State construct on a route 
to be selected and determined by the Secretary of State and on land to be pro¬ 
vided by him as hereinafter stipulated in extension and as part of the Mysore 
Railway a line of railway from the terminus at Gubbi of the Mysore Railway to 
a junction with the Southern Maharatta Railway near Hurihur with ail such sta¬ 
tions station yards offices warehouses houses for employes machinery convenien¬ 
ces and works as in the opinion of the Secretary of State shall be necessary or pro- 
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per for the purposes of the said line of railway either as regards the due working 
of the same or as regards the permanence of the same and the protection of the 
same from destruction or injury by inundation tempest or otherwise. The rail¬ 
way to be constructed by the Company under this section shall be of the metre 
gauge and shall in general structural character conform in all respects with the 
now established standard of railways in India on that gauge. Designs and es¬ 
timates in relation to the construction or execution of the said railway and of all 
or any of the stations and other works to be constructed and executed under this 
section shall if required be furnished by the Company to the Secretary of State 
and be subjected to his approval or the Secretary of State may furnish designs 
to the Company and the Company shall in that case be bound to follow them. 

Notification to Company of route of projected railway. 

8. The Secretary of State shall from time to time notify to the Company the 
route of the projected railway as far as such route shall from time to time have 
been determined by him. 

Situation of Stations &c. on projected railway. 

9. The Secretary of State shall have power to determine the situation and 
dimensions of all station yards offices warehouses houses for employes convenien¬ 
ces and works to be constructed in connection with or as part of the projected 
railway. 

As TO certain existing surveys. 

10. The Secretary of State will allow the Company to have the benefit of all 
surveys plans and works if any with the view of facilitating and expediting the 
construction of the projected railway or any part or parts thereof but the Com¬ 
pany shall discharge all the now existing obligations and liabilities of the Secretary 
of State under contracts for the execution of works relating to the construction 
of the projected railway or any part or parts thereof. 

Land &c. for the undertaking. 

11. Th<- Secretary of State on behalf of the Maharaja of Mysore shall from 
time to time provide the land which he shall consider requisite for the construc¬ 
tion of the projected railway and for the stations station yards offices warehouses 
houses for employes conveniences and works necessary or proper for the purposes 
of the same railway and shall allow the Company to have possession of the land 
so provided. The Company shall from time to time with the sanction of the Sec¬ 
retary of State as soon as practicable go out of possession of and relinquish to the 
Secretary of State such of the land of which the Company shall have been allowed 
possession under this section or under any other provision of this Contract as 
shall for the time being have become unnecessary to Be retained in possession 
of the Company for any of the purposes of this Contract and as often ub in the 
opinion of the Secretary of State it shall appear to be unnecessary that the Com- 
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pany shall retain possession of any particular land of which the Company shall 
have been allowed possession under this section or of which possession shall have 
been allowed or delivered to the Company under any other provision in this Con¬ 
tract the Secretary of State shall certify such his opinion to the Company. Upon 
receipt of such certificate or so soon thereafter as may be the Company shall state 
in writing whether it acquiesces in the opinion of the Secretary of State or whether 
it objects thereto and if so the grounds of its objection. If no objection is stated 
by the Company or if the grounds of its objection (if any) are not in the opinion 
of the Secretary of State sufficient the Company shall upon the requisition of the 
Secretary of State go out of possession of the land in question and the Secretary 
of State on behalf of the Maharaja of Mysore shall be exclusively entitled to pos¬ 
session thereof. 


Equipment of the projected railway wtth rolling stock. 

12. The Company shall with all due speed equip the projected railway and 
every part thereof as the same shall from time to time be constructed with rolling 
stock plant and machinery to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State and if the 
Secretary of State shall be of opinion that the Company shall at any time have 
failed duly to perform its obligations under this section he may himself from time 
to time equip or complete the equipment of the projected railway or any part 
thereof with the particulars or any of the particulars specified in this section. 

Opening the projected railway for public traffic. 

13. The Company shall from time to time w*hen and as often as an inspecting 
officer acting on behalf of the Secretary of State shall have certified that any pare 
of the projected railway is fit for the conveyance of passengers and goods and 
properly equipped with rolling stock plant and machinery forthwith open the same 
part for public traffic. 

As to telegraphs on the undertaking. 

14. In addition to the electric telegraphs already established along or upon 
the Mysore Railway the Secretary of State may from time to time establish such 
electric telegraphs as he shall think fit along or upon that railway or the project¬ 
ed railway or any part or parts thereof or any land or works belonging thereto 
and may maintain and work the electric telegraphs already established or to be 
established as aforesaid as he shall think fit and it shall be lawful for him for such 
purposes or any of them (in addition to the general powers which it is hereby dec¬ 
lared that he shall at all time have of entering by agents or otherwise upon all 
or any land of which he shal pursuant to this Contract have allowed the Com¬ 
pany to have possession) to enter at all times by his agents workmen or others 
on any part or parts of the Mysore Railway or the projected railway or the lands 
or works belonging thereto and to erect place maintain make do and execute there¬ 
on all such buildings machinery works appliances acts and things as the Secretary 
of State shall consider necessary or proper in relation to the construction main- 
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fcenance use and working of the said electric telegraphs. The Secretary of State 
shall be exclusively entitled to the possession of all buildings machinery works 
and appliances already erected or brought or hereafter to be erected or brought 
on either of the said railways or on any land or works belonging thereto for or 
in connection with electric telegraphs. The Company shall at all times furnish 
the Secretary of State with such free passes over the said railways or any parts 
thereof as he shall require for persons employed by him in or about or in connec¬ 
tion with the construction maintenance working or inspection of the electric tele¬ 
graphs mentioned in this section or any buildings machinery works or appliances 
appertaining thereto. 

15. The Secretary of State shall from time to time allow the Company to have 
the exclusive use of any such electric telegraphs and telegraphic appliances as 
he shall from time to time consider proper to be used by the Company for the 
purpose of safely or efficiently working the undertaking or any part or parts there¬ 
of. The Secretary of State shall maintain and keep in good repair and in good 
working condition the electric telegraphs and telegraphic appliances of which 
the Company shall for the time being be allowed to have use. 

16. The Company shall from time to time upon demand by or on behalf of 
the Secretary of State pay into such Government Treasury in India as shall from 
time to time be appointed for the purpose by the Secretary of State the amount 
which the Secretary of State shall from time to time require the Company to pay 
in respect of the charges made from time to time by the Telegraph Department 
of Her Majesty’s Indian Government for rent maintenance and inspection of the 
electric telegraphs and telegraphic appliances of which the Secretary of State 
shall from time to time under the last preceding section have allowed to the Com¬ 
pany the exclusive use such charges not to be in excess of similar charges for the 
time being in force in the case of State Railway telegraphs. 

17. The Company if so directed by the Secretary of State shall in relation 
to any electric telegraphs or telegraphic appliances of which under the 15th section 
of this Contract it shall for the time being be allowed to have the use observe the 
rules applicable to telegraphs and telegraphic appliances which shall for the time 
being be in force in the case of State Railway telegraphs or such of the said rules 
as the Secretary of State may from time to time prescribe to be observed by the 
Company and the Company if so directed by the Secretary of State shall account 
in such manner as shall be prescribed by the rules which shall for the time being 
be in force in relation to State Railway telegraphs or as the Secretary of State 
shall require for the receipts derived from the working of telegraphs and telegra¬ 
phic appliances. 


As TO THE MAINTENANCE AND MANAGEMENT OF THE UNDERTAKING. 

18. The Company shall keep the undertaking and the stations and works be¬ 
longing thereto in good repair. And shall also keep so much of the undertaking 
as for the time being shall have been opened for public traffic and the stations 
and works belonging to the part which for the time being shall have been so opened 
in good working condition and fully supplied with rolling-stock plant machinery 
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and stores to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State and whenever the Secre¬ 
tary of State shall be of the opinion that the Company is in any default as to any 
of the matters before mentioned in this section he may in writing notify the fact 
to the Company specifying in such writing the general nature of the defect and 
unless the defect be remedied by the Company within one calendar month after 
the notification thereof by him to the Company may himself remedy it. So far 
as is practicable and so far as the Secretary of State shall require the rolling-stock 
plant and machinery and the stores provided for the purposes of the undertaking 
shall be kept separate and distinct from the rolling-stock plant machinery and 
stores provided for the purposes of the original railways. 

19 The Company shall keep the rolling-stock machinery and plant for the 
time being belonging to the undertaking and to every part thereof in good repair 
aDd in good working condition to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State and 
whenever the Secretary of State shall be of opinion that the Company is in default 
as to any matter before provided for in this section he may himself remedy the 
defect. 


20. The Company shall take into its employment all such members of the 
staff now employed upon or in connection with the Mysore Railway as may be 
required for the working of that railway or the construction or working of the 
projected railway upon terms as to salary and otherwise the same as those upon 
which they are now employed and shall at all times during the continuance of 
this Contract maintain a sufficient staff to the satisfaction of the Secretary of 
State for the purposes of so much of the undertaking as shall for the time have 
been opened for public traffic. 

21. The Secretary of State may from time to time by notice in writing require 
the Company to carry out any alteration improvement or addition that may in 
his opinion be necessary for the safety of passengers or of the public or for the 
effectual working of the undertaking to be made in or to any part of the under¬ 
taking or any of the stations or works belonging thereto. Such notice shall spec¬ 
ify the alteration improvement or addition required and shall also in general 
terms describe the works to be executed for the purposes of effecting the same. 
On receiving any such notice the Company shall with all reasonable speed execute 
the works described therein the Secretary of State providing any land that may 
be requisite for the purposes of such works. If in any case the Company shall 
neglect to proceed with the works prescribed in any such notice as specified in 
this section or fail to complete the same to the satisfaction of the Secretary of 
State the Secretary of State may execute the works in respect of which the Com¬ 
pany is in default. The Secretary of State and the Company respectively shall 
as to any works executed under this section either by the Company or the Sec¬ 
retary of State and the land appropriated thereto be as nearly as may be but sub¬ 
ject and without prejudice to the subsequent provisions of this Contract in the 
like relative positions as if the works had been works constructed under the 7th 
section of this Contract and the land had been land provided under the 11th section 
of this Contract. 
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AS TO DANGEROUS ROLLING-STOCK. 

22. The Secretary of State may from time to time prohibit the Company from 
using any engine carriage wagon vehicle machine or appliance of any description 
whatsoever of which the use shall be declared by a duly authorised inspecting 
officer acting on behalf of the Secretary of State to be attended with danger to 
passengers or to the public and the Secretary of State may by taking into his cus¬ 
tody such engine carriage wagon vehicle machine or appliance or by such other 
means as he shall think fit to employ prevent the Company from using the same. 

Police. 

23. The Secretary of State shall make the necessary arrangements with the 
Mysore Government or otherwise for providing and maintaining for the purposes 
of so much of the undertaking as shall for the time being have been opened for 
public traffic such a force of police as the Company with the approval of the Sec¬ 
retary of State shall from time to time require and the Secretary of State may 
in his discretion from time to time make arrangements for detailing providing 
and maintaining in relation to so much of the undertaking as shall for the time 
being have been opened for public traffic any force of police (either in addition 
to any then existing force or otherwise) which he may deem requisite for the pres¬ 
ervation of law and order. Seven equal tenth parts of the cost of providing and 
maintaining the aggregate force of police from time to time employed under this 
section in relation to the undertaking (or any part or parts thereof) shall be borne 
by the Company. 

24. If the Company shall desire to have police protection for any part or parts 
of the undertaking which may for the time being be under construction or not 
open for public traffic the Secretary of State will from time to time (but at the 
sole cost of the Company) make arrangements for providing and maintaining 
for the purpose a police force of such strength as shall from time to time be agreed 
upon in that behalf between himself and the Company. 

25. The cost of providing and maintaining any force of police from time to 
time provided and maintained under either of the two last preceding sections in 
relation to the undertaking or any part or parts thereof shall be taken to be as 
from time to time stated by the Secretary of State. 

As TO WORKING THE UNDERTAKING FARES &C. 

26. The Company shall during the continuance of this Contract keep so much 
of the undertaking as for the time being shall have been opened for public traffic 
so opened and work the same and carry on thereon the business of carriers of pas¬ 
sengers and goods in accordance with the provisions of the law of British India 
for the time being. 

27. The Company shall during the continuance of this Contract cause to be 
run upon the Mysore Railway and upon such part of the projected railway as for 
the nine being shall have been opened for public traffic so many trains at such 
times at such rates of speed between such places and with such conveniences and 
accommodations as the Secretary of State shall from time to time require. 
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tary of Stete “Lof may in the opinion of the Secretary of State be 

necessary to the safety of passengers or of the public or for the effectual working 

of the undertaking or any part thereof. . , 

29 The Company shall charge such rates and fares for the carnage o goods 
and passengers as may from time to time be toed by the Company with the ap¬ 
proval of the Secretary of State. Provided that the Secretary of State.may re¬ 
quire the charges for the conveyance of salt and coal and food grains to be reduced 
to any rate not below one-fifth of a pie per rnaund per mile for full wagon loads 
and may also require passengers to be conveyed at any rate not below two pies 
per mile in closed carriages provided with seats. 

30 The Company shall not as between members of the public make or give 
anv undue or unreasonable preference or advantage to or in favor of any parti¬ 
cular person or company or any particular description of traffic or subject any 
particular person or Company to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or dis¬ 
advantage. The Secretary of State shall have absolute power for the purposes 
of this section to decide whether any preference advantage prejudice or disadvan- 
tage is undue or unreasonable. 


AS TO SERVICES RENDERED TO SECRETARY OF STATE ON THE UNDERTAKING. 

31. All services which the Secretary of State shall require the Company to 
perform for any department of the Government of Mysore and for any depart¬ 
ment of Her Majesty’s Indian Government whether postal military police or other¬ 
wise or for high officials of such Governments respectively (including in such ser¬ 
vices the conveyance of mails as defined by the Post Office Act or Acts for time 
being in force in British India the conveyance of the Post Office servants when 
on duty the conveyance of troops #nd sailors military and naval establishments 
horses and other animal used for military purposes guns military stores and equip¬ 
ments the conveyance of police prisoners and paupers the conveyance of telegraph 
stores instruments officers and workmen and of any public stores whatever) shall 
be performed by the Company on the railways of the undertaking on the same 
general conditions as may for the time being be in force on railways of the corre¬ 
sponding gauge belonging to and worked by Her Majesty’s Indian Government 
aud at such rates as may be approved by the Secretary of State : Provided that 
nothing in this section contained shall be construed to override the previous pro¬ 
vision in this contract as to the grant of free passes for certain employes of the 
Secretary of State. 

32. The Company shall convey gold and silver bullion and coin and Copper 
coin belonging to the Government of Mysore and to the Secretary of State and 
the persons in charge thereof at special rates to be from time to time approved 
by the Secretary of State. 

33. The Company shall from time to time upon the requisition of the Secre- 
taiy of State give precedence over all other traffic to his demands either for pas- 
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senger or freight accommodation and subject thereto to the like demands of the 
Government of Mysore. 


As TO CABRIAGE OP STORES. 

34. All stores intended to be used for any purposes of the undertaking or any 
part thereof (including stores intended to be used in or about the construction 
of any part of the undertaking or of any works or adjuncts of or pertaining to the 
same) shall be conveyed by the Company over the undertaking so far as opened 
for public traffic at rates to be approved by the Secretary of State such rates 
to be not less than the actual cost of conveyance. 

As TO THE DEBENTURE STOCK ISSUED BY THE COMPANY AND OTHER PAYMENTS 

by the Company to Government and payment of interest to the Company. 

35. The sum of £1,224,000 paid by the Company into the Bank of England 
to the credit of the Secretary of State as hereinbefore recited shall belong absolutely 
to the Secretary of State who shall not be deemed a debtor to the Company in 
respect thereof but the Secretary of State shall and will at all times hereafter and 
as well during the continuance of this Contract as after the expiration or deter¬ 
mination thereof and free from and notwithstanding any cross-claim question 
of account or right of set-off between the Secretary of State and the Company 
out of the revenues of India indemnify the Company their property and effects 
from and against the debenture stock for the nominal amount of £1,200,000 issued 
by the Company as hereinbefore recited and every of them and the principal moneys 
thereby secured and from and against all actions claims and demands whatsoever 
for or in respect of the said debenture stock or any part thereof and shall if so 
required by the Company take over on the termination of this Contract as a direct 
liability such claims and demands to the intent that in so far as the arrangements 
between the Company and the holders of debenture stock will permit the Company 
may be released from the same. 

36. The Secretary of State will half-yearly on the 1st day of April and the 
1st day of October during the continuance of this Contract pay out of the revenues 
of India to the Company in London a sum equal to interest at the rate of 4 per 
cent, per annum on the sum of £1,200,000 the nominal amount of the debenture 
stock so issued by the Company as hereinbefore mentioned and the Company 
Bhall from time to time apply the amount so paid in discharge of the interest on 
the said debenture stock. The Secretary of State shall not pay or be required 
to pay any interest in respect of the sums amounting to the sum of £24,000 which 
wore received by the Company as premiums on this issue of the said debenture 
stock for £1,200,000 and formed part of the sum of £1,224,000 paid by the Company 
into the Bank of England as hereinbefore recited. 

Supply of money by Government. 

37. All moneys which the Company shall with the sanction of the Secretary 
of State require for the purposes of the undertaking whether as regards constru. - 
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tion or working shall be supplied to the Company by the Secretary of State ac¬ 
cording to such arrangements as shall from time to time be mr.de between the 
Secretary of State and the Company : Provided that the Secretary of State shall 
as and when from time to time the balance standing to the debit of the capital 
account hereinafter mentioned (inclusive of any balance for the time being stand¬ 
ing to the debit of the stores account also hereinafter mentioned) shall be not less 
than the sum of £1,224,000 (treating every sum debited as converted into rupees 
or sterling at the prescribed rate of exchange) have an absolute right of declining 
to supply money to the Company to defray expenditure chargeable to capital 
account. Provided that the Company shall not be bound to do any works or to 
incur any expenditure in respect of which the Secretary of State may not have 
consented to supply money. 

Payment of receipts of Company to Government account. 

38. All moneys whatsoever whether attributable to account of Capital or Re¬ 
venue which shall during the continuance of this Contract be received by or on 
behalf of the Company in respect of the undertaking whether on its own account 
or as agent of the Secretary of State or otherwise (excepting moneys which shall 
be paid to the Company by the Secretary of State pursuant to this Contract) shall 
at such times and in such manner as the Secretary of State may from time to time 
direct be paid without deduction in manner following (that is to say) as to moneys 
received elsewhere than in India by or on behalf of the Company into the Bank 
of England to the credit of the Secretary of State and as to moneys received in 
India by or on behalf of the Company into some treasury in India of the Govern¬ 
ment of India or of the Government of Mysore to be from time to time approved 
for the purpose by the Secretary of State. All the moneys which shall be so paid 
as aforesaid shall when paid become the absolute property of the Secretary of 
State who shall not be deemed,a debtor to the Company in respect thereoi but 
nevertheless such of the same moneys as are under this Contract to be treated as 
received on account of Revenue shall be subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained as to the application thereof. 

Attribution of receipts of Comfany to Capital and Revenue respect¬ 
ively. 

39. Of the moneys to be so paid as provided by the last preceding section such 
us shall have been received by or on behalf of the Company in respect of the pro¬ 
jected railway prior to the opening for public traffic in any part of that railway 
shall be treated as received on account of Capital and such as have been received 
by or on behalf of the Company in respect of the projected railway after the open¬ 
ing for public traffic of the whole of that railway or in respect of the Mysore Rail¬ 
way shall subject to the succeeding provisions of this section be treated as received 
on account of Revenue. All such of the moneys to be so paid as aforesaid as shall 
have accrued from the sale of any property not paid for out of Revenue on any 
occasion other than one on which the property sold is replaced by other property 
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of the same ot a similar character shall at whatever time such sale may have taken 
place be treated as received on account of Capital. And of the moneys to be so 
paid as aforesaid and received by or on behalf of the Company in respect of the 
projected railway subsequently to the opening for public traffic of part of that 
railway and prior to the opening for public traffic of the whole thereof such por¬ 
tions shall respectively be attributed to account of Capital and such portion to 
account of Revenue as the Secretary of State shall from time to time determine 
having regard in so doing to the principles so far as applicable on which the pre¬ 
vious provisions of this section are framed. 


Accounts. 

40. The Company shall keep the following accounts in respect of the Mysore 
State Railway— 

(1) A Capital Advance Account 

(2) A Capital Account 

(3) A Revenue Account 

(4) A Stores Account 

And all such other accounts relating to the undertaking and also all such account 
as between the Company and the Secretary of State as the Secretary of State shall 
from time to time require. The said accounts shall be kept in such form and 
under such heads or divisions and with such details as the Secretary of State shall 
from time to time prescribe. The said accounts so far as the same are kept in 
India shall be kept in rupees of the Government of India and so far as they are 
kept in England shall be kept in sterling money. Such of the said accounts as 
are kept in England shall from time to time be transmitted by the Secretary of 
Stale to the Government in India and incorporated in the accounts of the Company 
in India the items in each account being converted into rupees at the prescribed 
rate of exchange. 

41. All the accounts which shall be kept by the Company under the last pre¬ 
ceding section of the Contract shall relate solely and exclusively to the undertaking 
as defined in this Contract and shall bo kept entirely separate and distinct from 
the accounts relating to the original railways kept by the Company under any of 
the provisions of the original Contract. Provided always 

(1) That capital receipts and charges which do not strictly appertain either 

to the undertaking alone or to the original railways alone shall be 
apportioned between them in each half-year in proportion to the 
gross Capital expenditure in respect of each in such half-year. 

(2) That revenue receipts which do not strictly appertain either to the 

undertaking alone or to the original railways shall be apportioned 
between them in each half year in proportion to the gross earnings 
of each in such half-year. 

(3) That until the projected railway is opened for traffic throughout re¬ 

venue chargee which do not strictly appertain either to the under- 
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taking alone or to the original railways alone shall be apportioned 
between them in each half-year in proportion to the gross earnings 

of each in such half-year. , , ( ( 

(4) That when and after the projected railway shall be opened for traffic 
throughout the combined revenue charges of the original railways 
and the undertaking shall be apportioned between them in each 
half-year in proportion to the gross earnings of each m such lialf- 


(5) Ttatthe Stores purchased for the purposes or in respect of under¬ 
taking and of the original railway respectively shall so far as is prac¬ 
ticable be kept entirely separate and . distinct and the cost of all 
stores purchased for the purposes or m respect of the undertaking 
and the original railways jointly or which it shaU be impracticable 
to keep separate and distinct shall be apportioned between the under¬ 
taking and the original railways in accordance with rules to be agreed 
from time to time between the Secretary of State and the Company. 

42 In the said Capital Advance Account shall be entered all moneys supplied 
bv the Sec eta rof State to the Company to defray expenditure by the Company 

Other than that chargeable against ^ 

so entered shall as expended by the Company in conformity with tins - .ontract 
be transferred from the Capital Advance Account to the Capital ^ c "he Re¬ 
venue Account or the Stores Account as shall be proper. The Capital Advance 
Account shall from time to time as the Secretary of State shall require be made 

up and submitted to him. „ t . , . i 

43. In the Capital Account the following particulars shall e en tre 

and credit respectively (that is to say) 

T ° (at The sum of Rupees 68,60,508 at the prescribed rate of exchange (sub¬ 
ject to verification as aforesaid) being the amount of capital outlay 
on tbe undertaking up to the 30th June 1886 payable by the Secre¬ 
tary of State to the Maharaja of Mysore as hereinbefore recites 
together with such other sum properly chargeable to capital as 
may have been expended by or on behalf of the Secretary of State 


or hereinbefore recited. 

(b) All moneys expended in respect of the Mysore Railway since the 30th 
June 1886 and which if expended by the Company after the date 
of this Contract would have been expenditure on account of capital. 
The amount of such expenditure as shown in rnpees in the accounts 
of the Secretary of State being entered in the said capital account 
without correction on account of exchange of the proportion of 
the expenditure which represents the cost of stores purchased in 
England. 

(e) All expenditure by the Company in relation to this Contract winch 
ought as between the Secretary of State and the Company to be 
treated as on account of capital including the proportion of the

(d) The cost as certified by the Secretary of State of all land of which he 

shall allow the Company to have possession for any purposes of this 
Contract. 

(e) The cost of providing and maintaining a police force in relation to any 

such part or parts of the undertaking as may for the time being be 
under construction or not open for public traffic. 

(jj The cost as certified by the Secretary of State of the surveys and plans 
mentioned in the 10th Section of this Contract and of any designs 
and estimates which the Secretary of State may furnish to the Com¬ 
pany under the 7th Section of this Contract including in the cost 
of the said surveys and plans all cost certified by the Secretary of 
State as having been incurred with a view to procuring the same to 
be made. 

(<7) The charges of Her Majesty’s Indian Government Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment for rent maintenance and inspection of such electric telegraphs 
and telegraphic appliances (if any) as the Secretary of State may 
allow the Company to use in relation to the construction of the pro¬ 
jected railway or any part thereof. 

(h) So much as ought pursuant to this Contract from time to time to be 
charged to capital in respect of the half-yearly amounts to be charged 
by the Secretary of State under the provisions hereinafter contained 
for his supervision and control of the Company. 

W Au y amount which the Secretary of State may from time to time recpiire 
to be entered in the capital account in respect of the cost to him of 
such of his legal expenses incurred in relation to this Contract as he 
shall determine to be chargeable to capital. 

(k) The cost to the Secretary of State as certified by him of all works acts 

and things which shall be executed or done by him under any of 
the provisions of this Contract provided that the cost thereof if 
executed or done by the Company would have been expenditure on 
account of capital. 

and to credit 

(l) The value to be determined by the Secretary of State of any laud of 

which possession shall have been allowed to the Company for the 
purposes of this Contract and which shall subsequently be relin¬ 
quished to the Secretary of State under Section 11 hereinbefore 
contained. 

(»,) All such of the moneys to be received by or on behalf of the Company 
in respect of the undertaking as are herein provided to be treated 
is received on account of capital. 
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44. The Capital Account shall from time to time as the Secretary of State 
shall require be made up and the balance thereon ascertained and stated therein. 
The Secretary of State may from time to time audit the Capital Account and cor¬ 
rect errors therein as he shall see fit. 

45. The Revenue Account shall contain an account of all such of the moneys 
to be received by or on behalf of the Company in respect of the undertaking as 
are herein provided to be treated as received on account of revenue and of all the 
expenditure which ought conformably with this Contract to be treated as on ac¬ 
count of revenue. The Revenue Account shall be made up half-yearly to the 
30th of June and 31st of December in each year or to ,such other days as the Sec¬ 
retary of State may from time to time prescribe and shall be regularly submitted 
by the Company to the Secretary of State who may audit the same either con¬ 
currently with or after expenditure or in both ways as he may think fit and may 
in case of error being discovered therein correct the same within three calendar 
months after the account containing such error shall have been submitted to him. 
Every Revenue Account shall be considered as settled at the expiration of three 
calendar months after the same shall have been submitted to the Secretary of State 
but nevertheless any error which may subsequently be discovered therein shall 
be corrected in the then next Revenue Account or in any subsequent Revenue 
Accoimt or Accounts as the Secretary of State may determine. 

46. The Company shall as soon as conveniently may be make up and deliver 
to the Secretary of State an account of all stores handed over to the Company 
as hereinbefore stated and shall also as soon as possible after the 30th of June 
and the 31st of December in each year or the respective half-yearly days which 
the Secretary of State may from time to time prescribe for the making up of the 
Revenue Account make up and deliver to the Secretary of State an account of 
all stores in hand on the half-yearly day immediately preceding the making up 
of the account now being directed and of all stores which the Company shall for 
the purposes of fulfilling this Contract have used since as regards the first occasion 
of making up an account of stores the 30th day of June 1886 and since as regards 
each other occasion of making up an account of stores the day to which the Stores 
Accoimt was last previously made up showing the purposes for which such stores 
have been used as often as any of the stores in hand shall be used by the Company 
for the purpose of fulfilling this Contract the value of the stores so used as entered 
in the books of the Company shall be entered in the Capital Account or in the 
Revenue Account as may be proper. The Stores Account shall besides being made 
up periodically as above mentioned be made up and balanced from time to time 
upon the requisition of the Secretary of State. 

47. The stores in hand shall be valued at such time or times as the Secretary 
of State shall direct and in such manner as shall from time to time be agreed upon 
by the Secretary of State and the Company and the value of the stores in hand 
as entered in the books of the Company shall be corrected in accordance with such 
valuation and all necessary adjustments shall be thereupon made by making entries 
to debit or credit in the Revenue Account as may be proper. 
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Appropriation of expenditure. 

48. In any case where any question may or might arise as to whether any ex¬ 
penditure incurred in relation to the undertaking or otherwise is to be treated in 
the whole or in part as a charge on capital account or how the same is to be dealt 
with the question shall be determined on the general principle that capital is to 
bear the cost of new works of additional rolling stock plant and machinery and 
of improvements of and additions to old works rolling-stock plant and machinery 
including the cost of any temporary new work the construction of which is requi¬ 
site for the construction of a work properly chargeable to capital and that the cost 
of repairs restorations renewals replacements and substitutions is to be borne 
by revenue except in cases where repairs restorations renewals replacements or 
substitutions are effected upon or in respect of any portion of the projected railway 
prior to the opening for public traffic of the portion of the said railway upon or 
in respect of which the same are effected in which case the cost thereof is to be 
chargeable to capital. 

(1) Provided always that any item of expenditure incurred in respect to 
the Mysore Railway or in respect to any part which shall have been 
opened for public traffic of the projected railway (although under 
the terms in this section before contained in strictness chargeable 
to capital) shall from time to time if not exceeding the sum of 1,000 
rupees and may from time to time at the absolute discretion of the 
Secretary of State if exceeding 1,000 rupees but not exceeding 2,000 
rupees be charged to revenue. Provided nevertheless that the 
aggregate expenditure charged to account of revenue under this 
sub-section shall not in any half-year commencing on a 1st day of 
January and terminating on a 30th day of June or commencing 
on a 1st day of July and terminating on a 31st day of December 
exceed the aggregate amount of a mileage rate calculated at 20 
rupees for each mile of the projected railway which for the time 
being shall have been opened for public traffic and for this purpose 
so much of the projected railway as at the end of any half-year shall 
have been opened for public traffic shall be treated as if it had been 
so opened during the whole of the half-year. 

(2) Provided also that after the opening throughout for public traffic of 
the whole of the projected railway no portion of the salaries or allow¬ 
ances of any of the Company's permanent supervising staff although 
for the time being employed partly or wholly in directing or super¬ 
intending work the expenditure on which is properly chargeable 
to capital shall except with the express sanction of the Secretary 
of State be treated as chargeable to capital and also that after the 
opening throughout for public traffic of the whole of the projected 
railway no expenses connected with the engagement from England 
or with the passage from or to England of any person in the Com¬ 
pany s service shall be treated as chargeable to capital unless such 
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person stall be specially engaged to carry out work the cost of which 
is expenditure so chargeable and shall be actually employed upon 
such work. Nevertheless the cost of construction of any of the 
extensions mentioned in the 57th Section of this Contract shall 
be borne by capital to the same extent and in the same manner as 
if the proviso in sub-section 2 contained had not been inserted in 
this Contract. 

49. If any difference shall arise between the Secretary of State and the Com¬ 
pany as to whether expenditure shall in any particular case be charged to capital 
or charged to revenue the matter in difference shall unless according to the terms 
of the section last hereinbefore contained to be solely decided or determined by 
the Secretary of State be referred to the decision of the joint auditor if the Secre¬ 
tary of State and the Company shall have appointed such an officer but in case 
a joint auditor shall not have been appointed then the matter in difference 
shall be referred for final decision to the Company’s auditor or some other person 
to be named by the Company and a Government examiner of railway accounts 
or some other persons to be named by the Secretary of State or to an umpire to be 
named by the referees acting on behalf of the Company and the Secretary of State 
respectively in case of difference between such referees. The costs of any reference 
under this section shall unless the Secretary of State shall otherwise direct be 
treated as working expenses. 


Working Expenses. 

50. All costs and expenses incurred by the Company with the sanction of the 
Secretary of State in or about or in connection with the maintenance manage¬ 
ment and working of so much of the undertaking as shall for the time being have 
been opened for public traffic shall subject and without prejudice to the provisions 
as to the apportionment of general revenue charges contained in section 41 of this 
Contract be deemed working expenses. 

In working expenses there shall be included— 

(1) Such sum or sums of money as shall from time to time be agreed upon 

between the Secretary of State and the Company as proper to be 
allowed in respect of the rent of the Company’s office in London 
office expenses director’s fees and salaries of clerks and servants 
except so much (if any) of the sum or sums mentioned in this sub¬ 
section as the Secretary of State shall especially determine to be 
chargeable to capital. 

(2) The costs of and incidental to the preparation of the returns and sta¬ 

tistics mentioned in the 64th section of this Contract. 

(3) So much of the cost of providing and maintaining a police force agree¬ 

ably to this Contract as is under the terms of this Contract to be 
borne by the Company and not to be debited to capital. 

(4) All expenditure incurred by the Company with the sanction of the 

Secretary of State or by the Secretary of State under the provisions 
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of th-is Contract in keeping so much of the undertaking as for the 
time being shall have been opened for public traffic and the stations 
and other works belonging thereto in good repair and in good work¬ 
ing condition and supplied with rolling-stock machinery and plant 
except such part (if any) of the expenditure mentioned in this sub¬ 
section as shall be properly treated as chargeable to account of 
capital. 

(5) 411 expenditure incurred by the Company with the sanction of the Sec¬ 

retary of State or by the Secretary of State under the provisions 
of this Contract in keeping the rolling-stock machinery and plant 
belonging to so much of the undertaking as shall for the time being 
have been opened for public traffic in good repair and in good work¬ 
ing condition. 

(6) All expenditure incurred by the Company with the sanction of the 

Secretary of State or by the Secretary of State under the provisions 
of this Contract in the execution of any works of which the cost 
shall or would if the works were executed by the Company be 
chargeable to account of revenue. 

(7) So much as ought pursuant to this Contract from time to time to be 

charged to account of the revenue of the undertaking in respect 
of the half-yearly amounts to be charged by the Secretary of State 
under the provisions hereinafter contained for his supervision and 
control of the affairs of the Company. 

(8) The charges of the Government Telegraph Department paid by the 

Company for rent maintenance and inspection of the telegraph 
and telegraphic appliances from time to time provided by the Secre¬ 
tary of State under this Contract for the use of the Company. 

(9) All such reasonable legal expenses incurred by the Secretary of State 

or the Company in connection with the undertaking as the Secretary 
of State shall require or allow to be charged to account of revenue 
and all such other expenses in connection with the undertaking as 
the Secretary of State shall require or allow to be treated as working 
expenses. 


As TO APPLICATION OF RECEIPTS. 

51. Of the moneys to be received by or on behalf of the Company in each half- 
year during the continuance of this Contract such as are pursuant to this Contract 
to be treated as received on account of revenue shall be applied as follows (that 
is to say) — % 

(1) In the first place in or towards the discharge of working expenses and 

other expenses (if any) chargeable to revenue under this Contract 
attributable to the half-year to which the receipts relate. 

(2) In the next place in or towards the discharge of working expenses and 

othor expenses (if any) chargeable to revenue under this Contract 
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attributable to any previous half-year or half-years and not already 
discharged out of receipts on account of revenue. 

(3) In the next place in payment of such sum as shall from time to time 

under section 07 of this Contract be payable by the Company with 
the sanction of the Secretary of State to or for the purposes of any 
provident institution or savings bank which shall be maintained 
by the Company as provided by or mentioned in the said 67th sec¬ 
tion. 

(4) In the next place in payment to any reserve fund or funds to be estab¬ 

lished as provided by the 68th section of this Contract such contri¬ 
butions as may be agreed upon between the Secretary of State and 
the Company and 

(5) The surplus if any shall be divided between and belonging to the Sec¬ 

retary of State and the Company in the proportion of three-fourths 
to the former and one-fourth to the latter and the one-fourth be¬ 
longing to the Company shall on the accounts being passed by the 
Government in India be forthwith paid over to the Company in 
India. 

As TO RUNNING POWERS AND OTHER FACILITIES AND ACCOMMODATION FOR OTHER 

Railway Companies and State Railways. 

52. The Secretary of State may from time to time require the Company to 
allow the use of the undertaking or any part or parts thereof for the passage of 
engines and trains belonging to other railway companies or to State Railways 
upon the payment of reasonable tolls and under reasonable conditions and res¬ 
trictions. 

53. The Secretary of State may from time to time require the Company to 
supply other railway companies or State Railways upon reasonable terms and 
conditions with any of the rolling-stock appropriated or belonging to the under¬ 
taking or any part or parts thereof provided such rolling-stock shall not for the 
time being be required for the purposes of any part of the undertaking. 

54. The Secretary of State may from time to time require the Company to 
execute work in its workshops in respect of rolling-stock and machinery belong¬ 
ing to State Railways at such reasonable prices and upon such terms as shall be 
agreed upon between the Secretary of State and the Company but so neverthe¬ 
less as not to impede or unduly interfere with ordinary operations of the Company 
as carried on therein. 

55. The Secretary of State may from time to time require the Company to 
make reasonable arrangements for the interchange of traffic and rolling-stock with 
railways belonging to other companies or to the State. 

56. The Secretary of State may from time to time require the Company to 
allow the use of any of the stations belonging to the undertaking for the accom¬ 
modation of the traffic of any other railway company or State Railway upon the 
payment of reasonable tolls and under reasonable conditions and restrictions and 
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may also require the Company to make such alterations and additions as may in 
the opinion of the Secretary of State he necessary or convenient for the purposes 
of such accommodation upon such terms as may be agreed upon between the Sec¬ 
retary of State and the Company. 


As TO THE CONSTRUCTION OF EXTENSIONS. 

57. The Secretary of State if he so elect may at any time during the continuance 
of this Contract subject to terms as to the provision of capital being then agreed 
upon require the Company to construct all or any of the following extensions of 
the Mysore Railway (that is to say)— 

(1) An extension from Kadur through Hassan to Seringapatam. 

(2) An extension from Mysore to the foot of the Neilgherry Hills on the 

Mysore Plateau and 

(3) An extension from Turnkur to Hindupur. 

And as from the time when and as often as the Secretary of State shall under 
his Contract have required the Company to construct any of the said extensions 
this Contract shall subject only to the provisions contained in this section be read 
and take effect as if the extension or extensions so for the time being required to 
be constructed had by the 7th section of this Contract been agreed to be construct¬ 
ed by the Company in addition to the line of railway mentioned in that section 
and as if the expression “ the projected railway ” had in the 1st section of this 
Contract been defined to mean and include the extension or extensions so required 
to be constructed as well as the line of railway mentioned in the said 7th section : 
Provided always that the cost to the Secretary of State as certified by him of 
all land of which the Company shall be allowed to have possession for the purposes 
Of any of the said extension shall be entered to debit in the capital account to be 
k' pt by the Company as hereinbefore provided : Provided also that nothing in 
this section contained shall unless or until the Secretary of State shall require the 
tympany to construct any such extension or extensions as aforesaid prevent any 
provision of this Contract from taking effect in the same manner and to the same 
extent as it would have done if this present section had not been introduced into 
this Contract. 

Construction acquisition and working of auxiliary or branch railways. 

68. The Secretary of State may require the Company on such terms and con- 
ditions as shall be agreed upon between himself and the Company in each case to 
construct or acquire either absolutely or on lease for a term of years or otherwise 
any railway on the metre gauge convenient to be worked as auxiliary to or in con- 
le ction with the undertaking or any part of it and to work on such terms and con¬ 
ditions as may in each case be agreed upon between the Secretary of State and 
tie* Company any railway so constructed or acquired as mentioned in this section 
or any other railway on tin* metre gauge convenient to be wotked as auxiliary to 
or in connection with the undertaking or any part of it. 


whists 
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The Company to comply with the requirements op the Secretary of State. 


59. The Company shall with all reasonable speed comply with all such require¬ 
ments as the Secretary of State shall from time to. time make in accordance with 
this Contract. 


As TO THE SUPERVISION AND CONTROL OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 

60. In all matters not herein specially provided for relating to the fulfilment 
and performance by the Company of this Contract so far as it is to be fulfilled or 
performed by the Company the Company shall he subject to the supervision and 
control of the Secretary of State. The Secretary of State shall be entitled to 
make a charge half-yearly for his supervision and control of the Company in respect 
of this Contract. The said half-yearly charge shall be a mileage rate of Rs. 4C 
for every mile of the Mysore Railway and of the projected railway so far as the 
latter shall for the time being be either constructed or under construction. The 
half-yearly charge to be made by the Secretary of State under this section shall 
until the whole of the projected railway shall have been opened for public traffic 
from time to time be apportioned between Revenue and Capital in such manner 
as that so much of the half-yearly charge as bears the same proportion to the en¬ 
tirety thereof as the length of railway (including the Mysore Railway) opened for 
public traffic at the time when the half-yearly charge is made tears to the whole 
length of railway on which the same charge is to be calculated shall be charged 
to Revenue and that the residue thereof shall be charged to Capital. As from 
the time when the whole of the projected railway shall have been opened for public 
traffic the half-yearly charge to be made by the Secretary of State under this section 

shall be charged to Revenue exclusively. . 

61 For the purpose of inspecting the Mysore Railway and of inspecting the 
projected railway and the works to be executed by the Company under this Con¬ 
tract either whilst under construction or subsequently and of inspecting the sta¬ 
tions and other works rolling-stock plant machinery and stores belonging to the 
said railways respectively and the electric telegraphs and telegraphic appliances 
for the time being provided under this Contract for the use of the Company and 
for the purpose of auditing the accounts of the Company or otherwise exercising 
such supervision and control as arc intended to be reserved to the Secretary of 
State by this Contract the Secretary of State may from time to time appoint such 
person or persons as he may think proper with such powers as he may consider 
necessary or expedient and the Company shall afford every person so appointed 
all reasonable facilities for the purpose of enabling him to perform the duties en¬ 
trusted to him by the Secretary of State. 

62 The Company shall record and keep in proper books full and particular 
accounts of all its transactions and proceedings relating to the undertaking in¬ 
cluding full and true minutes of all its meetings of Directors communications with 
India and correspondence so as at all times to exhibit fully and truly the state 
of its affairs and the Secretary of State or any person or persons appoint- d by him 
in that behalf shall at all reasonable times have free access to all the books accounts 
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papers and documents of the Company with power to call for and make copies 
of or extracts from the same. 

63. The Government Director from time to time appointed under the provi¬ 
sions of Section 54 of the hereinbefore mentioned indenture of the 1st day of June 
1882 and any person appointed under that section to represent him shall have 
the like powers and duties with reference to the undertaking as or by that Indenture 
prescribed with reference to the Southern Maharatta Railway. 

Miscellaneous Provisions, 

64. The Company shall from time to time make such returns and furnish such 
statistics in such form and under such heads and divisions and with such details 
as the Secretary of State may from time to time require. The cost of preparing 
such returns and statistics and incidental thereto shall be treated as part of the 
working expenses of the undertaking. 

65. No communication or negotiation of any description or in respect to any 
matter shall unless with the sanction and under the supervision of the Secretary 
of State be made or conducted by or on behalf of the Company to or with the Gov¬ 
ernment of any tributary or foreign state or with any officials of any such Govern¬ 
ment. 

66. No claim shall be made upon the Secretary of State by the Company for 
compensation in respect of the prejudical effect upon the undertaking or the pro¬ 
fits thereof of any Act of Her Majesty’s Indian Legislature of general applicabil¬ 
ity for the time being in force and the Company and the undertaking and its equip¬ 
ment shall be subject to the provisions of every such Act as last aforesaid and 
no claim shall be made upon the Secretary of State by the Company for compen¬ 
sation in respect of the prejudical effect upon the undertaking or the profits thereof 
of any treaty convention or agreement for the time being in force between the 
Secretary of State and the Government of any tributary or foreign state although 
such treaty convention or argeement may not be of general applicability and the 
Company and the undertaking and its equipment shall be subject to the provi¬ 
sions of every such treaty convention or agreement as mentioned in this section. 

67. The Company may and shall if required by the Secretary of State at any 
time during the continuance of this Contract maintain and manage a Provident 
Institution and a Savings Bank for the benefit of the servants of the Company 
employed upon the. undertaking or may and shall if so required as aforesaid admit 
such servants to the benefits of any Provident Institution or Savings Bank which 
may be maintained by the Company under the provisions of the original contract. 
And in either case upon such terms and under such rules and regulations as shall 
from time to time be approved by the Secretary of State. 

6^. The Secretary of State may at any time require the Company to establish 
and maintain out of contributions from revenue and on terms to be agreed upon 
between the Secretary of State and the Company reserve funds for the purposes 
of insuring property whether appropriated to the undertaking or in the custody 
of the Company as common carriers or in any other capacity against damage by 
lire and of making good deteriorations of permanent way and rolling-stock. 
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notice determination decision direction requirement requisition 
appointment certificate or expression of opinion approval or sanction to be given 
or signified on the part of the Secretary of State for any of the purposes of or in 
relation to this Contract or any of the powers or provisions herein contained shall 
be sufficient and binding if in writing signed by the Secretary of State or one of 
his Under Secretaries or by the Resident at Mysore or by a Secretary of Her 
Majesty’s Indian Government or by the other officer or servant authorised to 
act on behalf of the Secretary of State in respect of matters to which the same 
shall relate and the Secretary of State shall not in any case be bound in respect 
of any of the matters aforesaid unless by some writing signed in the manner before 
mentioned in this section. 

70. The Company shall at all times during the continuance of this Contract and 
in accordance with the terms of the original Contract keep an office established 
at some place in India to be determined from time to time by the Secretary of 
State and shall keep at the said office an authorised agent or committee of agency 
with whom the Secretary of State and the Government of India or other officer 
or officers deputed in that behalf may communicate on affairs concerning this 
Contract and the duties and liabilities on the parties hereto under this Contract 
and all drafts drawn and receipts given by the said agent or committee of agency 
or under his or their authority on behalf of the Company in relation to this Con¬ 
tract or any of the duties or liabilities of the Company under this Contract 
shall be binding on the Company and every notice to be given to the Company 
(save any notice with respect to the determination of this Contract as hereinafter 
provided) shall be sufficiently given if left at the said office or personally served 
on the said agent or any member of the said committee of agency. 

AS TO THE TERMINATION AND EXPIRATION OF THE CONTRACT. 

71. If default shall be made by the Company in the construction and com¬ 
pletion in conformity with this Contract of any part of the undertaking or of any 
of the stations or other works connected therewith or in the due equipment 
pursuant to this Contract of the undertaking or any part thereof with rolling 
stock machinery or plant or if there shall be any breach on the part of the Com¬ 
pany of any of the provisions of this Contract or if after the projected railway 
has been opened for traffic throughout the undertaking or any part thereof shall 
in the opinion of the Secretary of State be in course of gross mismanagement 
by the Company or be worked at a loss as shown by the revenue account and 
have been so worked for not less than three half-years continuously down to 
the time at which the Secretary of State shall give to the Company notice as here¬ 
inafter mentioned the Secretary of State may determine this Contract by giving 
to the Company in London six calendar months’ previous notice in writing of 
such determination. 

72. If the original Contract shall be determined by notice (whether given 
by the Secretary of State or by the Company) under any provision in that behalf 
contained in that Contract then on the day on which the same shall be so deter- 
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mined this Contract shall (without the necessity of any further or other notice 
being given by either of the parties hereto to the other of them) be absolutely 
determined. 


73. I.pon the day on which the Contract shall expire by effluxion of time 
or shall be determined under either of the two last preceding sections the Com¬ 
pany shall deliver to the Secretary of State possession of all land of which the 
Company shall have had possession under or for the purposes of this Contract 
(except only such lands as may previously have been already re-delivered to him 
or sold with his sanction) together with the stations station yards offices ware¬ 
houses houses for employes conveniences rails machinery fixtures and plant then 
erected or being on the land to be delivered up under this section or in anywise 
belonging to the undertaking or any part thereof and also deliver to the Secretary 
of State all rolling stock moveable machinery and plant belonging or appropriated 
either as regards purposes of construction or working or otherwise to the under¬ 
taking or any part thereof or any of the works or adjunct thereof and all stores 
in hand or in course of delivery on that day in connection with the undertaking 
and all plants books surveys sections printings writings and documents whatso¬ 
ever in anywise connected with or with the construction of the undertaking or 
any part, thereof or any of the works or adjuncts thereof and any electric telegraphs 
telegraphic appliances and other property belonging to the Secretary of State 
and then in the possession of the Company in reference to this Contract. The 
Company will also on the day on which this Contract shall so expire or be deter¬ 
mined refund to the Secretary of State any money belonging to the Secretary 
of State which shall then be under the control or in the hands of the Company 
or any of its official or agents and the Secretary of State shall be bound to indem¬ 
nify the Company its property and effects against all such then existing debts 
and liabilities (if any) incurred by the Company with the sanction of the Secre¬ 
tary of State in relation to this Contract as would but for the expiration or termina¬ 
tion of this Contract have had under this Contract to be fulfilled or discharged 
by the Company at cost which would under this Contract have been properly 
charged to Capital or Revenue. 

71. the determination of this Contract under any of the provisions herein¬ 
before contained shall be without prejudice to the rights of either party against 
the other in respect of any covenant herein contained which may have been broken 
previously to the determination of this Contract but no such right if any against 
toe Company shall prejudice or affect section 35 hereof. 


As TO PROPERTY IN THE UNDERTAKING. 

75. As between the Secretary of State and the Company and without prejudice 
t.. any arrangements between the Secretary of State and the Maharaja of Mysore 
all land of which the Secretary of State on behalf of the Maharaja of Mysore shall 
alb.w the Company to have possession for any of the purposes of this Contract 
and everything to be constructed thereon and all rails plant machinery rolling 
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stock stores fixtures and implements of every description acquired by the Com¬ 
pany for the purpose of constructing maintaining equipping keeping up the equip¬ 
ment of or working the undertaking or any part thereof or any stations station 
yards offices warehouses houses for employes or works upon any land of which 
the Secretary of State shall so allow the Company to have possession as aforesaid 
or for any other purposes of the undertaking are hereby declared to be respec¬ 
tively the property of the Secretary of State as well during the continuance as 
after the expiration or determination of this Contract. The Company shall not 
be entitled to any remuneration from the Secretary of State in respect of its ser¬ 
vices under this Contract otherwise than and except as is provided in the 31st 
and 32nd sections of this Contract. 


Arbitration. 

76. If any dispute question or controversy shall at any time arise between 
the Secretary of State and the Company touching this Contract or any Clause 
or thing herein contained or the construction hereof or any matter connected 
with this Contract or the operation of the same or the rights duties or liabililie? 
of either party in relation to the premises then and in every such case the matter 
in difference shall unless in this Contract special provision shall have been made 
for the settlement or determination thereof in some other manner be referred to 
two arbitrators or their umpire pursuant to and so as with regard to the mode 
and consequences of the reference and in all other respects to conform to the 
provisions in that behalf contained in the Common Law Procedure Act 1854 or 
any subsisting statutory modification thereof and upon every such reference the 
arbitrators and umpire shall respectively have power to examine witnesses upon 
oath or affirmation and either to fix settle and determine the amount of costs 
of the reference and award respectively or incidental thereto to be paid by both 
parties or by either party o'r to direct the same to be taxed either as between 
solicitor and client or otherwise and to direct and award where and by and to 
whom such costs shall be paid and every or any such reference may be made a 
rule of Her Majesty’s High Court of Justice or of the High Court of Judicature 

at Bombay on the application of the Secretary of State or of the Company and 

either the Secretary of State or the Company may instruct counsel to consent 
thereto for the other party.

To—The Resident in Mysore. 

[ have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated the 4th 
instant, and to say that the Darbar accept the proposal for considering the centre 
of the Harihar Railway bridge as the boundary between Mysore and British terri¬ 
tory. Under this arrangement, the jurisdiction' ceded by His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja will be that over the land occupied by the Railway between the centre of 
the Railway bridge and the north distant signal of the Harihar Railway station. 


No. XVIII. 

Rules defining the limits within which no new Irrigation Works are to be 
constructed by the Mysore State without previous reference to the Madras 
Government —1892. 

I. In these Rules, 

(1) “ New Irrigation Reservoirs ” shall mean and include such Irrigation Reser¬ 
voirs, or tanks, as have not before existed, or having once existed, have been 
abandoned and been in disuse for more than 30. years past. 

(2) A “ new Irrigation reservoir ” fed by an anikat across a stream shall 
be regarded as a “ New Irrigation Reservoir across that stream ”. 

(3) “ Repair of Irrigation Reservoirs ” shall include, (a) increase of the level 
of waste weirs and other improvements of existing Irrigation Reservoirs or tanks, 
provided that either the quantity of water to be impounded, or the area to be 
irrigated, is not more than the quantity previously impounded, or the area pre¬ 
viously irrigated, by them ; and (fr) the substitution of a new Irrigation Reservoir 
for and in supersession of an existing Irrigation Reservoir but in a different situa¬ 
tion, or for and in supersession of a group of existing Irrigation Reservoirs, pro¬ 
vided that the new work either impounds not more than the total quantity of 
Wa1er previously impounded by the superseded works, or irrigates not more than 
the total area previously irrigated by the superseded works. 
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(4) Any increase of capacity other than what falls under Repair of Irri¬ 
gation Reservoirs ” as defined above shall be regarded as a “ New Irrigation 
Reservoir 

II. The Mysore Government shall not, without the previous consent of the 
Madras Government, or before a decision under Rule 4 below, build (a) any “ Now 
Irrigation Reservoirs ” across any part of the thirteen main rivers named in the 
Appended Schedule A, or across any stream named in Schedule B below the point 
specified in Column 5 of the said Schedule B or in any drainage area specified 
in the said Schedule B, or (6) any “ new anikat ” across the minor streams of 
Schedule A, viz .: 4 to 9, and 14 and 15, or across any of the streams of Schedule B, 
or across the following Major Streams of schedule A, lower than the points speci¬ 
fied hereunder:— 

Across 1. Tungabhadra—lower than the road crossing at Honhalli, 

10. Cauvery—lower than the Ramaswami anikat, and 
13. Kabani—lower than the Rampur anikat. 

III. When the Mysore Government desires to construct any “ New Irriga¬ 
tion Reservoir ” or any new anikat requiring the previous consent of the Madras 
Government under the last preceding Rule, then, full information regarding the 
proposed works shall be forwarded to the Madras Government and the consent 
of that Government shall be obtained previous to the actual commencement of 
work. The Madras Government shall be bound not to refuse such consent except 
for the protection of prescriptive right already acquired and actually existing, 
the existence, extent, and nature of such right, and the mode of exercising it 
being in every case determined in accordance with the law on the subject of pres¬ 
criptive right to use of water and in accordance with what is fair and reasonable 
under all the circumstances of each individual case. 

IV. Should there arise a difference of opinion between the Madras and Mysore 
Governments in any case in which th'e consent of the former is applied for under 
the last preceding Rule, the same shall be referred to the final decision either 
of arbitrators appointed by both Governments or of the Government of India. 

V. The consent of the Madras Government is given to New Irrigation Reser¬ 
voirs specified in the Appended Schedule C, with the exception of the Srinivasa- 
sagara new Reservoir across the Pennar, the Ramsamudram new Reservoir acros» 
the Chitravati, and the Venkatesasagara new Reservoir across the Papagimi. 
Should, owing to the omission of the Mysore Government to make or maintain 
these works in a reasonably adequate standard or safety, Irrigation works in Madras 
themselves in a condition of reasonably adequate safety, be damaged, the Mysore 
Government shall pay to the Madras Government reasonable compensation for 
such damage. 

As regards the three new Reservoirs excepted above, the admissibility of anv 
compensation from Mysore to Madras on account of loss accruing to Madras frri 
gation works from diminution of supply of water caused by the construction of 
the said works, will be referred to the Government of India whose decision will 
be accepted as final, and should such compensation be decided to be admissible, 
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the decision of the Government of India as to the amount thereof will be accepted, 
after submission to them of the claims of Madras which should be preferred in 
full detail within a period of 5 years after the completion of said works. 

VI. The foregoing rules shall apply as far as may be to the Madras Govern¬ 
ment as regards streams flowing through British Territory into Mysore.

Agreement for the supply of water from the Chamrajendra Reservoir for 
the use of the Bangalore Municipality —1897. 

Memorandum of Agreement made this first day of February 1897 between 
the Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter referred to as the 
Secretary of State which term shall include the Secretary of State party hereto 
his successors in office and assigns) of the one part and A. M. Slight, Esq., I.C.S., 
President, and 1 Brigade-Surgeon-Lieutenant-Colonel Hunt, P.M.O., 2 Surgeon- 
Major R. Ross, 3 Lieutenant-Colonel J. M. Badgley, 4 Captain E. M. Reed, 5 
Edward Hewetson, Esq., 6 Mr. Muhammad Yakub, 7 Mr. P. L. Bride, 8 Mr. V. 
Sadasiva Mudr., 9 Mr. J. Sausman, 10 Mr. D. Billimaria, 11 Mr. Mohideen Khan, 
L- Mr. (). 4. Bird, 13 Mr. V. Gangathara Chetty, 14 Mr. B. P. Annaswami Mudr., 
j-VMr. N. Mecra Sail), 16 Mr. H. Abraham, 17 Mr. V. Krishnaswami Mudr., \8

sors in office and assigns) of the other part. 

Whereas the Secretary of State has agreed to furnish a supply of water from 
the Chamrajendra Reservoir formerly known as the Hessarghatta Tank for the 
use of the Municipality of the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore upon the 
terms and subject to the conditions hereinafter expressed. Now these presents 
witness that it is hereby mutually agreed between the parties hereto as follows - 
I.—The Secretary of State shall provide the funds required to meet the whole 
of the initial outlay on the works including the cost of all machinery, pumps and 
pipes necessary for bringing in a supply of water from the said Chamrajendra 
Reservoir to, and for distributing the same, within, the present limits of the Civil 
and Military Station of Bangalore (hereinafter referred to as the said Station) 
and no charge for interest upon the capital so laid out shall be made against the 
said Commissioners. Neither the making of house connections nor any future 
extension of the distribution is included within the meaning of this agreement, 
the obligations under which are expressly limited to the works detailed in the 
plan hereto attached.* 


IX._The execution, maintenance, management and control of the <aid works 

shall remain with and be entirely entrusted to the Officers of the Government 
of India duly authorised in that behalf. The nature, amount, and extent of the 
works are within the sole discretion of the Government of India. 


III.—In consideration of the payment by the said Commissioners to the Secre¬ 
tary of State of the su ms provided under clause IV hereof, the Secretary of State 
shall, from and after the completion of the said works, provide and continue to 
provide the said Commissioners with a supply of water equal to two-thirds of the 
whole quantity of water from time to time received in the said Station from the 
said Chamrajendra Reservoir, subject nevertheless to the conditions hereinafter 
contained in clause V. 


IV.__In consideration of the water-supply to which they are entitled under 
clause III hereof the said Commissioners shall pay annually to the Secretary of 
State two-thirds of the working expenses actually incurred in, and two-thirds 
of the estimated average annual cost of maintaining the said works hereinbefore 
mentioned in clause I. 


For the purposes of this Agreement the estimated average annual cost of such 
maintenance shall be calculated and made up as follows :— 

(a) One per cent, on the total initial outlay on all works, machinery, pipes, 
&c. (to meet the cost of repairs). 

K h) Five per cent, on the cost of machinery and pumps (to meet the cost 
of renewals). 


(c) Two per cent, on the cost of the rising main and distribution pipes 
(to meet the cost of renewals).

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V.—If at any time the supply of water obtained from the said Reservoir shall 
be insufficient for all the purposes of the said Station, the said Commissioners 
shall have no right to any supply of water from the said Reservoir under this 
Agreement, or otherwise, until the requiremsnts of the troops located in the said 
station shall be fully satisfied, and the Secretary of State shall not be liable to 
pay to the said Commissioners any compensation or damages by reason, of the 
failure of the water-supply as aforesaid. Provided always that in such case 
the Secretary of State shall, during the continuance of such insufficient supply, 
allow such a reduction to be made in the contribution to be paid by the said Com¬ 
missioners under clause IV hereof as to the Secretary of State shall seem reason¬ 
able and proper. 

VI.—It is hereby agreed and declared that (notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary expressed and provided in the Code of Regulations relating to the appoint¬ 
ment of Municipal Commissioners for the Municipal limits of the said Station 
and the management of its Mimicipal affairs, published in the Notification of 
the Government of India in the Foreign Department No. 319-1., dated the 9th 
day of February 1883, hereinafter referred to as the said Code, or any other law 
for the time being in force) when the Resident in Mysore shall have notified to 
the said Commissioners that the said works for the supply of water to the said 
Station are complete, the said Commissioners may, subject to clause II hereof, 
take such measures as to them may seem fit with regard to the assessment, levy¬ 
ing and application of rates in respect oh and the protection, utilization and dis¬ 
tribution of, the said water-supply under the provisions of the said Code or any 
other law for the time being in force enabling them in that behalf, as though they 
had themselves carried out a system for the supply of water to the said Station. 
Provided always that in addition to the exemptions from assessment for rates 
in the case of buildings and land exclusively used for military purposes, buildings 
ordinarily used as places of public worship and public Government and Municipal 
Offices, made by Section 65 of the said Code or by any other law for the time 
being in force, all buildings and premises which are private property and which 
would, but for this proviso, be liable to assessment for rates under Section 198 of 
the said Code, but which are wholly occupied by persons who arc in the employ¬ 
ment of the Secretary of State and in active duty in the said Station, in any of 
the Military Departments of the Government of India, shall not be liable during 
the period of such occupancy to any rate for the supply of water assessed by the 
said Commissioners under the provisions of the said Code or any such other law 
as aforesaid. 

VII.—From and after the date of this Agreement, the said Commissioners 
shall not (any provision in the said Code or other law for the time being in force 
relating thereto to the contrary notwithstanding) levy any license tax on profes^ 
sions. trades or callings in respect of any military officer or soldier who is employed 
in military duty in the said station.

missioners and has been signed by the President and three Commissioners in 
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accordance witli the Section 6 of the Bangalore Municipal Regulations of 1883 
this 1st day of February 1897.

Agreement for the supply of water from the Chamrajendra Reservoir to 
the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore —1897. 

Memorandum of Agreement made this seventeenth day of February 1897 bet¬ 
ween the Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter referred to 
as the Secretary of State which term shall include the Secretary of State 
party hereto his successors in office and assigns) of the one part and His 
Highness Sri Krishna Woodayar Bahadur Maharaja of Mysore (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the Maharaja which term shall include the Maharaja 
of Mysore party hereto and his successors) of the other part. 

Whereas in consideration of the Secretary of State relinquishing the claims 
mentioned in clauses 1 and 2 of this agreement the Government of Mysore has 
through Sir K. Sheshadri Iyer, k.c.s.i., the Dewan of Mysore and ex-officio Presi¬ 
dent of the Council of the said Government agreed to allow the British Govern¬ 
ment to obtain from the Chamrajendra Reservoir and the minor tanks connected 
therewith (hereinafter called the Chamrajendra Reservoir) a supply of water for 
the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore (hereinafter called the Station) upon 
the terms and subject to the conditions hereinafter expressed. Now these pre¬ 
sents witness that it is hereby mutually agreed between the parties hereto as 
follows:— 

1. The Secretary of State shall for the consideration aforesaid relinquish all 
claim to a refund of the sum of Rs. 2,33,000 paid by the Secretary of State to the 
Maharaja to provide compensation to the occupants of the Maligal valley in con¬ 
nection with the scheme for the supply of water to the Station from the Maligal 
valley, known as the Maligal Scheme, and the Maharaja shall be at liberty to 
retain any sum that may still remain undisbursed of the said sum of Rs. 2,33,000 
and to take such steps as he may think fit to recover the sums already disbursed 
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from the persons to whom compensation may have, from time to time, been paid 
in connection with the said Maligal Scheme. 

2. The Secretary of State shall for the consideration aforesaid relinquish all 
claim to the use of the water from the Tank known as Sankey’s Tank from the 
date on which the supply of water from the Chamrajendra Reservoir for the Station 
to be provided under this Agreement is established and in full working order. 

3. In consideration of the water-supply to be provided under this Agreement 
the Secretary of State agrees to pay to the Maharaja half the cost of the following 
items :— 

(a) The construction, completion, repair and maintenance and the resto¬ 

ration, in case of accident, of the water-tower, the masonry delivery 
channel and aqueducts (except that portion between No. VI aque¬ 
duct and the Pumping Station known as the Darbar Pumping 
Station), the workshop and the workshop plant which are to be 
constructed, completed, repaired, maintained and restored by, and 
at the expense of, the Maharaja for the purpose of the said water 
supply. 

(b) The ordinary maintenance and conservancy of the Chamrajendra 

Reservoir, it being expressly agreed that the cost of the establish¬ 
ment required therefor, half of which shall be paid by the Secretary 
of State, shall not exceed Rs. 300 a month. 

(c) The restoration of the Chamrajendra Reservoir should any accident 

happen to it. 

(d) Any additional works or any establishments or protective or sanitary 

measures in connection with the said water-supply, to the execu¬ 
tion or entertainment or adoption of which the Secretary of State 
and the Maharaja may hereafter mutually agree. Provided that, 
should at any time hereafter the Secretary of State be dissatisfied 
with the quality of the water in the Chamrajendra Reservoir and 
desire to improve it by the acquisition of additional inhabited villages 
or cultivated lands in the catchment of the said Reservoir, and 
should the Maharaja not agree to share the cost of such acquisi¬ 
tion with the Secretary of State, then the entire cost of such acquisi¬ 
tion shall be wholly paid by the Secretary of State. Provided also 
that the Maharaja shall give all facilities and assistance for the 
acquisition, at a reasonable price, of such villages and lands, and 
for the erection of all works deemed necessary by the Secretary 
of State. 

4. In consideration of the relinquishment, by the Secretary of State of ail 
<-Uiim to a refund of the sum of Rs. 2,33,000 mentioned in Clause I hereof and in 
consideration of the payment by the Secretary of State to the Maharaja of the 
sun - provided under clause 3 hereof, the Maharaja agrees to construct, complete, 
repair and maintain the Chamrajendra Reservoir and all works connected there¬ 
with, which arc to he used in common by the Government of India and the Govern¬ 
ment. of Mysore, the said Reservoir and all works connected therewith to be at 








all times under the exclusive management and control of the Officers of the Gov¬ 
ernment of Mysore. Provided always that all Officers of the Government of 
India duly authorised in that behalf shall have free access to the Chamrajendra 
Reservoir and all works connected therewith for the purpose of Inspecting and 
Reporting as to their condition and safety. 

5. The Maharaja shall, through the Government of Mysore, consult the Secre¬ 
tary of State, through the Government of India, and the consent of the Secre¬ 
tary of State, through the Government of India, shall be obtained in regard to all 
measures to be adopted in cases of anticipated or actual failure or deterioration 
of the supply of water to be provided under this Agreement or on the occasion 
of extensive alterations in or repairs to the storage works or the works for the 
delivery of the water, which are to be used in common by the Government of 
India and the Government of Mysore or which affect the combined supply of 
water to the two Governments. The measures to be adopted shall be carried 
out by the Maharaja and the cost thereof shall be defrayed as hereinbefore pro¬ 
vided by the first paragraph of clause 3 ( d ). 

6. The Maharaja shall not be responsible for any loss which may arise or be 
occasioned to the Secretary of State or the Government of India in consequence 
of any diminution in or interruption of the supply of water required by tin- Station 
arising from accident, failure of the rains or any other cause beyond th- control 
of the Maharaja or the Government of Mysore. 

7. The Maharaja shall allow the Secretary of State to erect the pumping 
machinery required by the Government of India, to take off water from the 
channel from the Chamrajendra Reservoir belonging to the Maharaja and to lay 
the pipes required by the Government of India through the country lying 
between the point where the water is taken off and the Station, the Secretary of 
State paying the cost of the lands required for the purpose. 

8. The Secretary of State and the Maharaja shall have equal rights in the 
water obtained from the Chamrajendra Reservoir for the purpose of supplying 
the Station and the City of Bangalore (hereinafter called the City) respectively 
with a sufficient supply of water. For seven years from the date of this Agree¬ 
ment, one million gallons each per diem shall be held to be a sufficient water- 
supply for the Station and the City respectively. At the end of seven years from 
the date of this Agreement and once in every ten years after that period it shall 
be decided by the Officers of the Government of India and the Officers of the Gov¬ 
ernment of Mysore duly authorised in that behalf what quantity of water shall 
thereafter, be held to be a sufficient water-supply for the Station and the City 
respectively, the quantity for the Station and that for the City thus to be fixed 
being equal to each other. In all other respects the rights of the Secretary of 
State and the Maharaja respectively in the water of the Chamrajendra Reservoir 
shall remain unaltered. 

9. The Officers of the Government of India and the Officers of the Govern¬ 
ment of Mysore duly authorise in that behalf shall agree from time to time as 
to the height of water m the Chamrajendra Reservoir which shall, at different 
seasons of the year, be taken to be a safe minimum level for ensuring a continuous 
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• su PPb r of water to the Station and the City with reference to the water-supply 
of the Station and the City respectively, as fixed under clause 8 above. 

10. If at any time the water in the Chamrajendra Reservoir shall stand at a 
higher level than that fixed as the safe minimum level for that season of the year, 
the water which shall in consequence become available and shall not be required 
for the purposes of this Agreement shall be at the absolute disposal of the Maharaja 
or the Government of Mysore. 

11. If at any time the water in the Chamrajendra Reservoir shall fall to the 
level fixed as the safe minimum level for that season of the year, the whole of the 
water of the Chamrajendra Reservoir shall be reserved exclusively for the supply 
of the Station and the City, and the Maharaja and the Government of Mysore 
shall not be entitled to draw off any water from the Chamrajendra Reservoir 
for any other purpose whatsoever until the water in the Chamrajendra Reservoir 
has again risen above the safe minimum level; and until the water shall be above 
the safe minimum level, the quantity of water to be drawn daily for the water- 
supply of the Station and the City shall be limited to the quantity forming the 
basis of the calculation of the safe minimum level and the same shall be supplied 
to the Station and City in equal quantities. 

12. If at any time the water in the Chamrajendra Reservoir shall stand at a 
lower level than that fixed as the safe minimum level for that season of the year : 
the Officers of the Government of India and the Officers of the Government of 
Mysore duly authorised in that behalf shall consult together as to the measures 
to be taken in consequence and on their agreeing that the supply of water must 
be reduced below the quantity up to that time held to be a sufficient water-supply, 
the supply of water both to the Station and to the City shall be reduced in equal 
quantities. 

13. If any difference or dispute shall at any time arise between the Secretary 
of State or the Government of India, on the one part, and the Maharaja or the 
Government of Mysore, on the other part, in regard to the necessity for or the 
manner of the carrying out of any works or repairs, the entertainment of any 
establishment, or the adoption of any protective or sanitary measures in connec¬ 
tion with the supply of water from the Chamrajendra Reservoir, or in regard to 
any other matter arising out of this Agreement, the matter in difference or dispute 
shall he referred to the decision of an arbitrator to be agreed upon and appointed 
by the Secretary of State and the Maharaja, and the decision of such arbitrator 
shall be final and binding upon the parties hereto. 

In witness whereof the Dewan of Mysore, acting for and on behalf of His High¬ 
ness the Maharaja of Mysore, has hereunto set his hand and the seal of the Govern¬ 
ment of Mysore, this the twenty-ninth day of January 1897.

Agreement made between His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore and the 
Government of India —1899. 

Whereas His Highness Sri Krishnaraja Wodayar Bahadur, Maharaja of Mysore, 
maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, 
if need be, in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Mysore St tte, 
when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the orders 
of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like discipline 
and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops. 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India in Council of the 
°ne part and His Highness Sri Krishnaraja Wodayar Bahadur, Maharaja of Mysore, 
of the other, as follows, namely— , 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of- the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which 
they are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be autho¬ 
rised to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws 
and regulations to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and 
for that purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to 
convene all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judg¬ 
ments and sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as may be 
lawfully convened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Mysore 
State when the said troops are serving witliin the territorial limits of the said 
State : Provided always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British 
territory shall be carried out under the orders of His Highness the Maharaja of 
Mysore or of some person to whom the requisite authority has been delegated 
by him. 
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2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s forces, the said His Highness Sri Krishnaraja Wodayar Bahadur, Maha¬ 
raja of Mysore, has embodied in the disciplinary law of his State, applicable to 
the said Imperial Service Troops when employed on active service either within 
or without British India, the provisions, mutatis mutandis , of the Indian Articles 
of War for the time being in force. The due application and enforcement of the 
said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried 
out under the authority of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or 
Force aforesaid. 

In witness whereof the Dewan of Mysore, acting for and on behalf of His High¬ 
ness Sri Krishnaraja Wodayar Bahadur, Maharaja of Mysore, ha3 hereunto set

Memorandum of Agreement made and entered into this 19th day of De¬ 
c.-ember 1901 between THE Secretary of State for India in Council (herein¬ 
after referred to as the Secretary of State which expression shall include as well 
the Secretary of State as his successors and assigns except where such construc¬ 
tion is excluded by the context or is inconsistent with the provisions herein eon-

and the said Commissioners of the other part whereby it was agreed amongst 
other things that the Secretary of State should provide the funds required to meet 
the whole of the initial outlay on the works necessary for bringing in a supply 
of water from the Chamrajendra Reservoir to and for distributing the same within 
the then existing limits of the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore and no 
charge for interest upon the capital so laid out should be made against the said 
Commissioners and it was declared that neither the making of house connections 
nor any future extension of the distribution was included within the meaning 
of the said agreement the obligations imder which were expressly limited to the 
works detailed in the plan thereto attached and whereas it was by the said 
agreement also agreed that the Secretary of State should from and after the com¬ 
pletion of the said works provide the said Commissioners with a certain supply of 
water subject to the provisions thereinafter mentioned and whereas it has been 
agreed between the parties hereto that the execution maintenance management 
and control of all such works as may be necessary from time to time in connec¬ 
tion with any further or more extensive distribution of the water agreed to be 
provided by the Secretary of State under the said recited agreement and also in 
connection with the making of house connections and the supply of such water to 
individual house-holders in the said Civil and Military Station of Bangalore shall 
be undertaken by the Secretary of State on the terms hereinafter mentioned and 
whereas it has been found necessary to amend Clause VI of the said agreement 
of the 1st February 1897 hereinbefore referred to by the addition of the exception 
hereinafter referred to and recited in paragraph (4) of these presents now 
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I-R133ENT8 wiTMss that it is hereby mutually agreed between the parties hereto 
as follows (1) In addition to the works detailed in the schedule to the said recited 
agreement of the 1st day of February 1897 the said Secretary of State shall under¬ 
take all such other works including erection of machinery and the laying of pip es 
and other appliances as shall be necessary in connection with the extension at any 
time of the system of distribution of the water supplied under the said agree¬ 
ment to the said Commissioners and also in connection with the making of house 
connections and the supply of such water to individual householders within the 
present or future limits of the said Civil and Military Station of Bangalore (2) 
The execution maintenance management and control of such last mentioned 
additional works shall remain with and be entirely entrusted to the officers of 
the Government of India duly authorized in that behalf and the nature amount 
and extent of such works shall be within the sole discretion of the Government 
of India (3) No such works as aforesaid shall be undertaken except in regard 
to lands or buildings in the exclusive possession of the Military authorities for 
military purposes unless and until the same shall have been sanctioned by the 
said Commissioners and unless and until the whole cost thereof and of any altera¬ 
tions necessitated thereby in the works undertaken by the Secretary of State under 
the said recited agreement of the 1st day of February 1897 shall have been paid 
by the said Commissioners to the officer of the Government of India appointed 
to receive the same. The cost of such works and of such alterations shall be paid 
in accordance with an estimate to be prepared and submitted to the said Commis¬ 
sioners by the officers of the Government of India who shall be entrusted with 
the execution of the same works (4) It is also further mutually agreed that Clause 
VI of the said agreement of the 1st February 1897 be amended by the addition 
to it of the following words that is to say “ except to such rates as may at any 
time be assessed for the supply of water in excess of the quantities which may be 
allowed to buildings and premises not so occupied free of charge other than the 
general water tax.”

Whereas these presents are intended to be supplemental to a certain Memo¬ 
randum of Agreement bearing date the first day of February Eighteen Hundred 
and Ninety Seven and made between the. Secretary of State of the one part and 
the then Commissioners of the said Civil and Military Station of the other part 
whereby amongst other things it is provided in Clauses III—IV and V of that 
Agreement that the Secretary of State should provide the said Commissioners 
with a supply of water equal to two-thirds of the whole quantity of water from 
time to time received from the Chamrajendra Reservoir in the said Agreement 
more particularly mentioned subject to the provisions therein mentioned that in 
consideration thereof such Commissioners should pay annually to the Secretary 
of State two-thirds of the working expenses actually incurred in and two-thirds 
of the estimated average annual cost of maintenance of the works thereinbefore 
mentioned (being the works for or in connection with the said water supply) and 
that the estimated average annual cost of such maintenance should be calculated 
and made up as follows :— 

(a) One per cent, on the total initial outlay on all works, machinery, pipes, 

etc. (to meet the cost of repairs). 

(b) hive per cent, on the cost of the machinery and pumps (to meet the 

cost of renewals). 

(c) Two per cent, on the cost of the rising main and distribution pipes 

(to meet the cost of renewals). 

and that if at any time the supply of water from the said Reservoir should be 
insufficient for all the purposes of the said Station the said Commissioners should 
have no right to any supply of water from the said Reservoir under that Agree¬ 
ment until the requirements of the troops located in the said Station should be 
fully satisfied. 

And whereas it has been agreed that the said hereinbefore recited provisions 

of the said Agreement shall be altered and modified in manner hereinafter ex- 
pressed. 

Now these presents witness that it is hereby mutually agreed between 
the parties hereto.

(2) That as from the date last aforesaid there shall be no right in any cir¬ 
cumstances to a preferential supply of water to the troops located in the said 
Station as provided by Clause V of the said Agreement as hereinbefore recited 
but the said Commissioners shall be entitled at all times and in all circumstances 
to a supply of water equal to two-thirds of the whole quantity from time to time 
received in the said Station from the said Reservoir and the said Agreement shall 
accordingly as from the date last aforesaid be read as if the words “ the said Com¬ 
missioners shall have no right to any supply of water from the said Reservoir 
under this Agreement or otherwise until the requirements of the troops located 
in the said Station shall be fully satisfied and ” were deleted from the said last 
mentioned clause.

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Agreement between the Secretary of State and His Highness the Maharaja 
of Mysore for the installation and operation of a combined Jewell Gravity 
Filter Plant for the improvement of the Water Supply of the City and 
the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore, — 1913. 

Memorandum of agreement made this seventeenth day of January one 
thousand nine hundred and thirteen between the Secretary of State for 
India in Council (hereinafter referred to as the Secretary of State, which terra 
where the context so admits, shall include the Secretary of State, his successors 
in office and assigns) of the one part and His Highness Sir Sri Krishnaraja 
Wadiyar Bahadur, G.C.S.I., Maharaja of Mysore (hereinafter referred to as 
the Maharaja which term, where the context so admits shall include the Maharaja 
of Mysore and his successors) of the other part. 

Whereas it is considered desirable to instal and operate a Jewell Gravity 
Filter Plant for the improvement of the water supply of Bangalore City (here¬ 
inafter called the City) and the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore (herein¬ 
after called the Station) both of which supplies are drawn from the Hessarghatta 
Tank, the City Supply being controlled and managed by the Government of Mysore 
and the Station Supply by the Military Works Services. 

Now it is hereby mutually agreed by and between the parties hereto as 
follows :— 

1. The Maharaja shall at his own cost and expense cause to be installed upon 
a site already agreed upon between the parties and situate on the existing City 
Filter beds between Bangalore and Yeswanthapur, a Jewell Gravity Filter Plant 
consisting of six Jewell Gravity Filters capable of dealing with not less than three 
million Imperial gallons of water per twenty four hours with the necessary tanks, 
pipes, settling and coagulating basins, foundations, buildings, working platforms, 
pumps, motors, and other apparatus and fittings in accordance in all respects 
which the specifications contained in an agreement dated the twenty eighth day 
of November one thousand and nine hundred and seven and made between the 
Jewell Export Filter Company of the one part and the Maharaja of the other part, 
a copy of which agreement is hereto annexed. 

2. The said installation shall be connected to the complete satisfaction of 
the Secretary of State as signified in writing under the hand of the Assistant Com¬ 
manding Royal Engineer, Bangalore Brigade, with the existing water supply 
plants of both the City and the Station at Bangalore aforesaid according to the 
plans already submitted to aLd approved on behalf of the Government of India 
copies whereof are hereto annexed) and if in the opinion of the said Assistant 
Commanding Royal Engineer, Bangalore Brigade, and the Chief Engineer to the 
Government of His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore, any additions or altera¬ 
tions to the said plan* are hereafter found to be necessary or desirable in order 
1o ensure tin ofbfjcnt and harmonious working of the whole scheme of supply, 
then und in mrt case the said installation shall be connected as aforesaid with 
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the abovemontioned / plants according to tlie amended plans and to the complete 
satisfaction of the Secretary of State signified as aforesaid. 

3. The Secretary of State shall within three months of the date upon which 
the said Jewell Gravity Filter Plant shall be duly and completely installed and 
connected with the said existing water supply plants of the City and the Station 
in accordance with the terms hereof (such date to be mutually agreed upon between 
the parties hereto) repay to the Maharaja half the actual cost as certified by his 
Highness the Maharaja’s Government of the Installation and its connection with 
existing plants. The Secretary of State shall also pay to His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja’s Government charges for establishment, and tools and plant calculated at 
twenty-three per cent, and one and a half per cent, respectively on the share of 
the cost of the work referred to above payable by the Imperial Government, such 
work being that actually done locally, that is, after excluding the cost of items 
referred to in paragraph 1885, Chapter XIV, Section IX («), (b), (c) and ( e) of the 
Government of India, Public Works Department Code (Edition corrected to 
thirty-first October one thousand nine hundred and seven) and it is agreed that 
the estimate as accepted by the Government of India shall not be exceeded with¬ 
out the approval of that Government. 

4. The entire cost of the realignment of the rising and delivery mains of the 
Civil and Military Station including the cost of the extra piping and fittings required 
for the purpose shall be borne by the Secretary of State. 

5. In consideration of the aforesaid payments by the Secretary of State to the 
Maharaja and also of the quarterly payments hereinafter agreed to be made by 
the Secretary of State to the Maharaja the Secretary of State shall have liberty 
jointly with the Maharaja to cause water to be pumped from the said Hessarghatta 
tank to, and to have the same filtered by, the said Jewell Gravity l'ilter Plant 
hereinbefore agreed to be installed and shall be entitled to have sup ' ied there¬ 
from to the Station Reservoir a supply of filtered water not exceeding one and a 
half million Imperial gallons per day of twenty four hours a like quantity of fil¬ 
tered water being the maximum limit which it shall be lawful for the Maharaja 
to have supplied to the City Reservoir. 

6. The plant shall be operated and maintained (subject as hereinafter is men¬ 
tioned) in the best possible and most approved manner by and at the cost of the 
Maharaja from and immediately after installation and connection thereof as 
aforesaid and in accordance with the rules contained in the Schedule hereto, which 
said rules shall be considered to be and the parties mutually agree that they shall 
form part of this Agreement. 

7. The Secretary of State shall repay to the Maharaja (subject as hereinafter 
is mentioned) yearly and every year during the continuance of this Agreement 
by quarterly payments on or before the fifteenth day of January, the fifteenth 
day of April, the fifteenth day of July and the fifteenth day of October, one half 
of the cost of the said operation and maintenance the first of such payments to 
be made on the quarter day next after the said plant shall be completely installed 


and connected and the amounts thereof to be ascertained and regulated in the 
manner specified in the said rules comprised in the said Schedule hereto. 
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8. For the purpose of this Agreement the words “ operation, and maintenance ” 
shall mean and include (1) salaries of staff, (2) contribution on account of leave 
and pension at fourteen per cent, on the gross charges for the permanent pen¬ 
sionable establishment, (3) cost of petty stores, coagulants, all repairs and renewals 
(except as is hereinafter mentioned) to tanks, pipes, settling and coagulating 
basins, foundations, buildings, pumps, motors and other apparatus and fittings 
belonging to or used in connection with the said plant together with charges of 
supervision at ton per cent, on such cost, (4) charges for the supply of electrical 
energy for working the plant as specified in clause 9 below and (5) such other 
charges as may from time to time be found necessary for the proper carrying on 
of the work of the filters. 

9. Ihe rate to bo paid for the electrical power supplied for working the plant 
shall be half an anna per kilowatt hour delivered to the motor terminals as regis¬ 
tered by the suppliers recording meters installed for the purpose. 

10. If the consumption of filtered water by the Station in any one year shall 
exceed or be less than the consumption by the City during the same period to 
the extent of sixty million Imperial gallons or more, then and in such case the 
share to be paid by each party for the year on account of “ operation and main¬ 
tenance shall be calculated in proportion to the quantity of filtered water used 
by each, such quantities for the purposes of this calculation being taken as the 
nearest whole number in millions of Imperial gallons to the quantities actually 
measured and recorded. The provisions of this clause shall not affect the 
payment by the Secretary of State of the quarterly sums agreed to be paid to the 
Maharaja under clause 7 hereof, but all adjustments (if any are found to be neces¬ 
sary under this clause) shall be made at the close of each Mysore official year 
(ending the thirtieth June) and in the event of any balance being found to be 
due to the Maharaja the same shall thereupon be paid to him by the Secretary of 
State and in the event of any balance being found to be due to the Secretary of 
State the same shall thereupon be repaid to him by the Maharaja. 

11. In the event of any repairs, renewals, additions or alterations of the esti¬ 
mate'! cost of rupees five thousand or upwards becoming necessary to the said 
plant or buildings, then in such case the cost of such repairs, renewals, additions 
or alterations if carried out shall be considered as not coming within the meaning 
of 'lie term operation and maintenance” as defined by clause 8 hereof, but 
shall be dealt with separately on its merits, the apportionment of the cost being 

the parlies hereto. Provided always that no 
such repairs, renewals, additions or alterations as last above mentioned shall bo 
cume'i out by the Maharaja without the consent of the Secretary of State as 
signified m writing under the hand of the said Assistant Commanding Royal Engi¬ 
neer, Bangalore Brigade, being first had and obtained. 


12. The Government, of His Highness the Maharaja shall not be held liable 
ro tin Sc< retar\ <,( State if owing to any accidents or other unavoidable causes 
regular water supply fails. 

1 -! . ! • '!! shall remain in force for a period of five years from the 
dal* upon wliii h the s«id Jewel) Filter Gravity Plant is completely installed 
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and connected with the existing water-supply plants of the City and the Station, 
and takes up full service and at the expiration of the said period of five years the 
same shall be renewed for a similar period subject to any modifications that may 
be mutually agreed upon between the parties hereto. 

14. In the event of any dispute, difference, or question arising between the 
said parties hereto as to the construction, meaning or effect of this Agreement 
or of any clause or thing herein contained or as to the rights or liabilities of the 

said parties respectively under this Agreement or otherwise howsoever in relation 

to the premises then every such dispute, difference or question shall be referred 
to a committee of arbitration consisting of three persons to be appointed as 
follows:— 


One member by the Government of India. 

Ono member by the Government of Mysore. 

The third member to be mutually agreed upon by the above two members. 
The award or decision which shall be made by the majority of the com¬ 
mittee of arbitration appointed as above shall be final and binding 
in all respects upon the said parties hereto respectively. 


Copy of Agreement referred to in clause 1 of above Agreement. 

This Agreement made this Twenty eighth day of November A.D. One thousand 
nine hundred and seven between the Jewell Filter Company a Corporation 
of the State of West Virginia, U. S. A. party of the first part, hereinafter called 
the Company and the Government of His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore, 
India hereinafter called the Purchaser, party of the second part. 

WITNESSETH that in consideration of the mutual covenants and agreement 
hereinafter contained, and the performance of "the conditions hereinafter men¬ 
tioned and the several payments hereinafter provided to be made at the times 
hereinafter provided the parties hereto agree together as follows :— 

1 The Company agrees to construct in a substantial and workmanlike manner 
and to erect upon foundations in a building and within reinforced concrete tanks 
to be furnished and built by the Purchaser. 


A Jewell Gravity Filter Plant. 

The said filter plant shall be capable of dealing with three million Imperial 
gallons of water per twenty four hours and shall be in conformity with the speci¬ 
fications and the Company’s plans having index numbers 571, 572, 573, 574 and 
shall consist of six Jewell Gravity Filters each seventeen feet inside diameter by 
twelve and one half feet high (from bottom of Weston Automatic Controller to 
top of Filter Tank). 

The Company agrees to provide 

First.—The water pipes and valves within the inner wall of the main filter 
building which may be necessary to unite the separate filter as abatteiy of filters. 
All pipes relating to the filters, which may be shown by the Company’s plant, 
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extend to a distance of not more than four feet from the interior wall of the 
building shall be furnished by the Company. 

The main supply pipe shall be at least twenty inches in diameter. 

The main wash pipe shall be ten inches in diameter. 

The main sewer pipe shall be sixteen inches in diameter. 

All of the above shall be complete with branch pipes and valves connected 
to each filter. No pipes, valves, or metal fittings relative to the filters in the 
main filter building shall be supplied by the Purchaser. 

2. A complete coagulating apparatus for sulphate of alumina with mixing 
tanks and with all the necessary valves, pipes and appurtenances to connect it 
with both the settling basins and with the main battery of filters. 

3. The necessary extension rods, wheel stands and wheels in order that the 
filters may be operated from a working platform. 

4. All the shafting, hangers, brackets, pulleys and belting inside the filter 
room. 

5. All the valves, pipes, agitators, mainfolds, strainers, automatic inlet regula¬ 
tors and other necessary parts except as hereinafter specified. 

6. A Weston Automatic Controller and an Automatic Wash Indicator for 
each filter. 

7. Complete working drawings of the filter plant foundations and reinforced 
concrete filter tanks. 

8. All the cast iron flanges, brackets, pipes and other metal parts which the 
Purchaser will require in order to construct his reinforced concrete filter tanks 
i n conformity with the Company’s plans. 

Second.— The Purchaser agrees to provide— 

The reinforced concrete filter tanks constructed under the plans to be fur¬ 
nished by the Company. 

2. A settling and coagulating basin having a capacity of not less than five 
hundred thousand Imperial gallons. 

3. The foundations. 

4. The buildings. 

5. The working platform. 

fi. The painting, should any be required. 

7. Ail concrete works. 

8. All Light, Heat and Power. 

9. All carpenter work. 

10. All other work, labour material and construction apparatus not herein 
agreed to be furnished by the Company. 

11. All Pumps and motors. 

12. The sand and gravel for the filter beds which shall be of sizes and quality 
approved by the Company. 

Third. Thr Company guarantees under the conditions herein set forth for 
a period of one year from the date of the completion of said plant— 

I (’It Hu* liber plant shall be capable of delivering an average of not less 
than three million Imperial gallons of wafer in twenty four hours. 





2. That the filtered water shall be bright, clear and practically free from matter 


in suspension and color. 

3. That when the number of bacteria in the unfiltered water is three thousand 
per cubic centimeter or more, there shall be an average reduction in the filtered 
water of not less than ninety seven per cent. 

4. That when tbe number of bacteria in the unfiltered water is less than three 
thousand, the average number of bacteria in the filtered water shall not exceed 
seventy five in number in each cubic centimeter. 

5. That the filtered water shall not contain more alumina or iron than the 

uufiltered water. 

All of the above guarantees are given subject to the condition that the filter 
plant shall be operated in accordance with the Company’s instructions. 

Fourth. _ Should tests be required to demonstrate the performance of t e 

above guarantees they shall be made by the Bacteriologist of the Mysore Govern¬ 
ment at the expense of the Purchaser. 

Tests to determine the number of bacteria in the water shall be made as 

The samples for bacteriological examination shall be collected in sterilized 
bottles and plated within one hour after collection. The cultures shall be in nu¬ 
trient agar at 37 centigrade. Cultures need not be kept longer than thirty six 
hours. 

No official test shall be made until the filter plant shah have been in conti¬ 
nuous operation for at least one month. Samples shall be taken from each of 
the six filters at least once a day for ten days or as often in excess thereof as the 
Mysore Government Bacteriologist may desire, for a period not exceeding thirty 
days, and the average results of all such samples shall constitute the bacterio¬ 
logical efficiency of the filter plant. 

Fifth.—If through the fault of the Company" any parts of the apparatus fur¬ 
nished through the Company prove defective or require renewal during the period 
of one year from the date of the starting of the filter plant in operation, they 
shall be repaired or replaced at the expense of the Company. 

Sixtli._ The Purchaser agrees that the character of the foundations, build¬ 

ing, filter tanks and working platforms shall be suitable for the said filter plant. 

That sufficient filtered water from the Purchaser’s pumps shall be available 
for washing the filters. 

Seventh.—The Company agrees to have all its material for the filter plant 
which is to be sent from the United States and England with the exception of 
the coagulant apparatus which it is desirable to deliver last ready for shipment 
at New York, or English Port six months after the date of the signing of this 


contract. 

Eighth.— The Purchaser agrees to have the foundations, building, filter tanks, 
and other necessary preliminary work to be done by the Purchaser, ready for 
the Company to proceed with the erection of its filter plant within ninety days 
after the arrival in India of the Company’s first consignment of material called 
for by this contract, and thereafter to provide the other work, materials, and 
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construction to be provided by the Purchaser as rapidly as may be required by 
the Company unless delayed by non-receipt of working drawings from the 
ompany which drawings the Company agrees to furnish within ninety days 
after the date of the signing of this contract, unless delayed by reason of fire, 
strikes cr other unforeseen and unavoidable accidents in which event this agree- 
ment as to the time of completion shall not be enforced. 

Ninth.—The Company agrees to have the said filter plant erected and ready 
for operation within ninety days from the completion of the foundations of the 
filter tank, building and other necessary preliminary work, unless delayed by 
reason of fire, strikes, loss or damage at sea, or other unforeseen and unavoidable 
accidents, in which event this Agreement as to time of completion shall not bo 
enforced. 

Tenth. It is agreed that if the work of the Company is delayed by any act 
or omission of the Purchaser or by reason of any delay or failure in the perform¬ 
ance of this contract by the Purchaser, and said delay or delays shall cover a 
period of ninety days, all payments shall become due and payable at the dates 
wlieu they would have become due and payable under this contract, had the work 
proceeded in accordance with the terms thereof without such delays. 

Eleventh.—The Company agrees to furnish the services of an expert Con¬ 
structing Engineer who shall proceed to the location of the filter plant at Banga¬ 
lore witlnn thirty days after the Company’s Calcutta office shall have received 
written notice from the Purchaser instructing him to so proceed. 

The Purchaser agrees to furnish the Company, through said Constructing 
Engineer with all the labour he may require to erect and connect the parts of 
the filter plant and to provide suitable native operators to operate the plant 
under the instructions of the Company’s Constructing Engineer. The Purchaser 
agrees to pay for the transportation of the Company’s Constructing Engineer 
from Calcutta to Bangalore and return to Calcutta first class rail, and to pay the 
company for the services of said Constructing Engineer the sum of forty shillings 

sterling per day from the day he starts from Calcutta until his arrival back in 

( a cutta. The I urchaser reserves the right to retain the services of the Corn- 
pan}' s C onstrucring Engineer in Bangalore for the period of one month after the 
j ter plant, lias been started in operation in order that he may instruct the 
native employe's of the Purchaser in the proper operation of the plant. 

Twelfth. All marine insurance and freight on the Company’s shipments as 
far as ship’s side Mormugao shall be prepaid by the Company. 

Thirteenth.—The Purchaser shall insure for the Company’s benefit for three 
thousand pounds sterling the Company’s shipments from ship’s side to site of 
v i vs and shall defray all expenses of transporting said shipments from ship’s 
side, Mormugao to point of destination. 

Fourteenth.—The Purchaser agrees to pay to the Company the sum of five 
t lonsand m \en hundred and sixty pounds sterling in cash payments in the follow¬ 
ing manner to wit:—

i< material called for by thin contract to be shipped from the United States or 
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England not including the coagulant apparatus, fifty per cent, of the contract 
price for the filter plant, viz two thousand eight hundred and eighty pounds 
sterling. 

2. There shall be payable in London upon the completion of the filter plant 
at Bangalore thirty five per cent, of the contract price, viz., two thousand and 
sixteen pounds sterling. 

3. There shall he payable in London upon fulfilment of the guarantees given 
for a period of ninety days after the filter plant has been started in operation 
fifteen per cent, of the contract price, viz., eight hundred and sixty four pounds 

sterling. , _ _ . 

Should the said guarantees not be fulfilled then the last payment of fifteen 
per cent, shall not be made until they shall have been fulfilled and any changes 
or alterations 'considered necessary to obtain this end shall be made wholly at 
the Company’s expense. 

All said payments shall be made in London in sterling to Messieurs Brown 
Shipley and Company the duly appointed agents of the Company for that purpose 
at their office No. 123 Pall Mall, London, S. W. or at their City Office, Founders 
Court Lothbury in the City of London and no alteration shall be made in this 
clause without the assent of the said Messieurs Brown Shipley and Company. 

Fifteenth.—Upon the making of any shipments of the Company to the Pur¬ 
chaser duplicate invoices describing the contents of each package and duplicate 
Bills of Lading shall at once be mailed to the Chief Engineer of the Mysore 
Government at Bangalore. When the Company shall have completed shipments, 
the Company’s agents in London will deliver to Messieurs Coutts and Company, 
Bankers, Strand London, or to the duly authorised representative of the Mysore 
Government in London the original Bills of Lading with invoices duly attested. 
Such Bills of Lading and invoices shall be evidence that the company has shipped 
the material called for by this contract and Messieurs Coutts and Company, 
Bankers, of Strand London, shall then pay to the Company one half of the con¬ 
tract price as herein agreed and provided. Payment shall be made by depositing 
with Messieurs Brown Shipley and Company, 123, Pall Mall, London, S. W., to 
the credit of the Jewell Export Filter Company the amount herein provided. 

The second and third payments herein provided shall also be made in similar 
manner by Messieurs Coutts and Company at the times called for by this Agree¬ 
ment upon certification by the Purchaser through his duly authorised representa¬ 
tive that the said payments are due and payable. 

Sixteenth.— The Company shall give to the Purchaser bond of an acceptable 
trust or security company for the sum of one thousand pounds sterling the said 
bond to extend over a period of one year from the date of starting the filter plant 
in operation the said bond to be for the faithful performance of all the provisions 
of this contract. 

Seventeenth.-—If by accident or otherwise any part or parts of any filter machi¬ 
nery or apparatus called for by this Agreement to be provided by the Company 
shall be found not to have been shipped as herein provided, the Purchaser reserves 
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the privilege to supply such missing parts, to charge the cost of the same against, 
the Company, and to deduct said cost from the next ensuing payment. 

Eighteenth. It is mutually understood and agreed that all the conditions 
contemplated by this contract are herein expressed and that no verbal agreement 
or representation shall be binding upon either party. 

Nineteenth.—No variation of this contract by any subsequent Agreement 
shall be binding unless endorsed hereon in writing and signed by the President 
or Vice-President of the Company and by the authorised representative of the 
Purchaser. 

Twentieth.—Any disagreement arising under this contract shall be determined 
by arbitration as follows :— 

Each party shall appoint an arbitrator, and the two chosen shall select a third. 
The decision of a majority of them in writing shall be final and binding upon both 
parties hereto. 

The party against whom the decision is made shall pay the expenses of arbi¬ 
tration. If the decision is against both, said expenses shall be divided between 
the parties in the proportion which the arbitrators shall determine.

(6) the quantity of unfiltered water delivered during the 24 hours to the 
filtered plant, by the rising main from the City Pumping plant, 

(c) the quantity of filtered water supplied to the Civil and Military Station 

reservoir, 

(d) the quantity of filtered water supplied to the City reservoir, 

(e) the quantity of water used for washing filters during the 24 hours. 

4. The quantities a, b, c, d and e, as above, shall be measured and registered 

by water meters of the latest and most generally approved typo suitably located 
in the respective mams at the Filter House, and the readings of these meters shall 
for the purposes of computing quantities, be accepted as correct by both parties’ 
to this Agreement. 1 

5. The daily quantity to be supplied by the filters to the respective pure water 
reservoirs is to bo approximately equal to that pumped up to the filters by each 
party subject to the. necessary deduction on account of the water used for la\ 
washing the filters daily, (6) loss by evaporation or percolation in the subsidence 
tank, and clear water cistern, (c) water used for the periodical cleaning of the 
above tank and for the scouring out of the pipe lines. 

<>. The total quantity supplied by the filters to the respective pure water reser¬ 
voirs shall be computed at the end of each month and accounts of the same for¬ 
warded to the local representative of the Government of India, i.e., the Assistant 
Commanding Royal Engineer, Bangalore District, Military Works Services 
The Government of His Highness the Maharaja shall certify at the end of each 
quarter the charges incurred for the operation and maintenance of the plant to 
the local representative of the Government of India, the Assistant Command¬ 
ing Royal Engineer, Bangalore District, Military Works Services, and one half of 
the amount for the quarter so certified shall be the amount to be paid by the Secre- 
tary of State under clause 7 of the Agreement. 

7 The responsibility of the Mysore Government, with regard to the supply 
of filtered water, wiU be considered to cease with its delivery into the pipe at the 
Filter House leading thence into the Civil and Military Station Reservoir The 
station mam, valves, meters, etc., within boundary of the Filter House, will be re¬ 
paired and maintained by the Government of Mysore and the cost of the work 
done, including supervision charges will be recovered from the Government of 
India.

Treaty between the British Government and His Highness Maharaja Sri 
Krishnaraja Wadiyar Bahadur IV, G.C.S.I., Maharaja of Mysore, 
and his successors, executed on the one part by the Honourable Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel Sir Hugh Daly, K.C.I.E., C.S.I., in virtue of the full powers 
vested in him by the Governor-General of India in Council, and on the 
other part by His Highness Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Baha¬ 
dur aforesaid, in person,—1913. 

Whereas the Rulers of the territories of Mysore have, since the restoration 
to them of the said territories in 1881, evinced their zeal and attachment to the 
Crown, and whereas the administration of the Mysore State has been conducted 
during the past thirty-two years to the satisfaction of the British Government, 
and whereas, in order to mark the high esteem in which His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja is held by the British Government, the Governor-General of India in Com*- 
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cil is desirous of making certain changes in the conditions laid down at the time 
of such restoration, the following Articles are hereby agreed upon :—- 


Article 1. 

The Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Bahadur and those who succeed him 
in manner hereinafter provided shall be entitled to hold possession of, and adminis¬ 
ter, the said territories perpetually, subject to the conditions hereinafter pre¬ 
scribed. 

Article 2. 

The succession to the administration of the said territories shall devolve upon 
the lineal descendants of the said Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Bahadur, 
whether by blood or adoption, according to the rules and usages of his family, 
except in case of disqualification through manifest unfitness to rule : 

Provided that no succession shall be valid until it has been recognised by the 
Governor-General in Council. 

In the event of a failure of lineal descendants, by blood and adoption, of the 
said Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Bahadur, it shall be within the discre¬ 
tion of the Governor-General in Council to select as a successor any member of 
any collateral branch of the family whom he thinks fit. 

Article 3. 

I he Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Bahadur and his successors (herein¬ 
after called the Maharaja of Mysore) shall at all times remain faithful in allegiance 
and subordination to His Imperial Majesty the King-Emperor of India, His Heirs, 
and Successors, and perform all the duties which in virtue of such allegiance and 
subordination may be demanded of them. 

Article 4. 

The British Government having undertaken to defend and protect the said 
territories against all external enemies, and to relieve the Maharaja of Mysore 
of the obligation to keep troops ready to serve with the British Army when required, 
there shall, in consideration of such undertaking, continue to be paid from the 
revenues of the said territories to the British Government an annual sum of Gov¬ 
ernment Rupees thirty-five lakhs in two half-yearly instalments. 

Artiloe 5. 

The British sovereignty in the island of Seringapatam having ceased and deter¬ 
mined, the said island shall continue part of the said territories and be held by 
the Maharaja upon the same conditions as those subject to which he holds the 
rest of the said territories. 

Article 6. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall not, without the previous assent of the Governor- 
General in Council, build any new fortresses or strongholds, or repair for military 
purposes the defences of any existing fortresses or strongholds in the said 
territories. 
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Article 7. 



The Maharaja of Mysore shall not, without the permission of the Governor- 
General in Council, import, or permit to be imported, into the said territories, 
arms, ammunition or military stores, and shall prohibit the manufacture of arms, 
ammunition and military stores throughout the said territories, or at any speci¬ 
fied place therein, whenever required by the Governor-General in Council to do 
so. 

Article 8. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall not object to the maintenance or establish¬ 
ment of British cantonments in the said territories whenever and wherever the 
Governor-General in Council may consider such cantonments necessary. He shall 
grant free of all charge such land as may be required for such cantonments, and 
shall renounce all jurisdiction within the lands so granted. He shall carry out 
in the lands adjoining British cantonments in the said territories such sanitary 
measures as the Governor-General in Council may declare to be necessary. He 
• shall give every facility for the provision of supplies and articles required for the 
troops in such cantonments and on goods imported or purchased for that purpose 
no duties or taxes of any kind shall be levied without the assent of the British 
Government. 

Article 9. 

The military force employed in the Mysore State for the maintenance of internal 
order and the Maharaja’s personal dignity, and for any other purposes approved 
by the Governor-General in Council, shall not exceed the strength which the Gov¬ 
ernor-General in Council may, from time to time, fix. The directions of the 
Governor-General in Council in respect to the enlistment, organisation, equip¬ 
ment and drill of troops shall at all times be complied with. 

Article 10. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall abstain from interference in the affairs of any 
other State or Power, and shall have no communication or correspondence with 
any other State or Power, or the Agents or Officers of any other State or Power, 
except with the previous sanction and through the medium of the Governor- 
General in Council. 

Article 11. 


The Maharaja of Mysore shall not employ in his service any person not a native 
of India without the previous assent of the Governor-General in Council, and 
shall, on being so required by the Governor-General in Council, dismiss from his 
service any person so employed. 

Article 12. 

The coins of the Government of India shall be a legal tender in the said terri¬ 
tories in the cases in which payment made in such coins would, under the law 
for the time being in force, be a legal tender in British India ; and all laws and 
rules for the time being applicable to coins current in British India shall apply 
to coins current in the said territories. The separate coinage of the Mysore State, 
which has long been discontinued, shall not be revived. 
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Article 13. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall grant free of all charge such land as may be 
required for the construction and working of lines of telegraph in the said terri¬ 
tories wherever the Governor-General in Council may require such land, and 
shall do his utmost to facilitate the construction and working of such lines. All 
lines of telegraph in the said territories, whether constructed and maintained 
at the expense of the British Government, or out of the revenues of the said terri¬ 
tories, shall form part of the British telegraph system and shall, save in cases 
to be specially excepted, by agreement between the British Government and 
the Maharaja of Mysore, be worked by the British Telegraph Department; and 
all laws and rules for the time being in force in British India in respect to telegraphs 
shall apply to such lines of telegraph when so worked. 

Article 14. 

If the British Government at any time desires to construct or work, by itself 
or otherwise, a railway in the said territories, the Maharaja of Mysore shall grant 
such lands as may be required for that purpose, and shall transfer to the Governor- 
General in Council plenary jurisdiction within such land ; and no duty or tax 
whatever shall be levied on through traffic carried by such railway which may 
not break bulk in the said territories. 

Article 15. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall cause to be arrested and surrendered to the 
proper officers of the British Government any person within the said territories 
accused of having committed an offence in British India, for whose arrest and 
surrender a demand may be made by the British Resident in Mysore, or some 
other officer authorised by him in this behalf; and he shall afford every assistance 
for the trial of such persons by causing the attendance of witnesses required, 
and by such other means as may be necessary. 

Article 16. 

Plenary criminal jurisdiction over European British subjects in the said terri¬ 
tories shall continue to be vested in the Governor-General in Council, and the 
Maharaja of Mysore shall exercise only such jurisdiction in respect to European 
British subjects as may from time to time be delegated to him by the Governor- 
General in Council. 

Article 17. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall comply with the wishes of the Governor-General 
in Council in the matter of prohibiting or limiting the manufacture of salt and 
opium, and the cultivation of poppy, in Mysore ; also in the matter of giving 
effect to all such regulations as may be considered proper in respect to the export 
and import of salt, opium and poppy heads. 

Article 18. 

All laws and rules having the force of law, which existed at the time of the 
restoration of the said territories in 1881 and are shewn in the schedule hereto 
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annexed, shall* in'so far as they are in force at the date of this Treaty, be main¬ 
tained and efficiently administered, and, except with the previous consent of 
the Governor-General in Council, the Maharaja of Mysore shall not repeai or modify 
such laws, or pass any laws or rules inconsistent therewith. 

Article 19. 

No material change in the system of administration now in force shall he made 
without the consent of the Governor-General in Council. 

Article 20. 

All title-deeds granted and all settlements of land-revenue made during the 
administration of the said territories by the British Government, and in force 
at the time of the rendition of the said territories, shall be maintained in accordance 
with the respective terms thereof, except in so far as they may be rescinded or 
modified either by a competent court of law, or with the consent of the Governor- 
General in Council. 

Article 21. 

While disclaiming any desire to interfere with the freedom of the Maharaja 
of Mysore in the internal administration of his State in matters not expressly 
provided for herein, the Governor-General in Council reserves to himself.the power 
of exercising intervention, in case of necessity, by virtue of the general supremacy 
and paramount authority vested in him, and also the power of taking such precau¬ 
tionary or remedial action as circumstances may at any time appear to render 
necessary to provide adequately for the good government of the people of Mysore 
or for the security of British rights and interests within that State. 

Article 22. 

This Treaty shall supersede all other documents by which the position of the 
British Government with reference to the said territories has been formally recorded. 
And if any question arise as to whether any of the above conditions has been 
faithfully performed, or as to whether any person is entitled to succeed, or is fit 
to succeed, to the administration of the said territories, the decision thereon of 
the Governor-General in Council shall be final. 

Signed, sealed and exchanged at Mysore on the twenty-sixth day of Noyember 
in the year one thousand nine hundred and thirteen of the Christian era.

Final Agreement between the Mysore and Madras Governments in regard 
to the construction of a Dam and a Reservoir at Krishnarajasagara- 
1924. 

1. Whereas by an agreement, dated 18th February 1892, commonly known 
and cited as the 1892 agreement, entered into between the Government of His 
Highness the Maharaja of Mysore, hereinafter referred to as the Mysore Govern¬ 
ment and the Government of Madras, hereinafter referred to as the Madras Govern- 
ment, oertain rules and schedules defining the limits within which no new irri¬ 
gation works are to be constructed by the Mysore Government without previous 
reference to the Madras Government were framed and agreed to ; and 

2. AVhereas under clause III of the said agreement the Mysore Government 
asked for the consent of the Madras Government to the construction of a dam and 
a reservoir across and on the river Cauvery at Kannambadi now known as the 
Krishnarajasagara dam and reservoir ; and 

3. Whereas a dispute arose as to me terms under which the Mysore Govern¬ 
ment were to construct the dam in the manner and form proposed by them ; and 

4. Whereas such dispute was referred to the arbitration of Sir H. D. Griffin 
who gave an award in the year 1914 as to the terms and conditions under which 
the Madras Government should consent to the construction of the said dam and 
reservoir ; and 

5. Whereas the Madras Government, after the said award of the said arbi¬ 
trator was ratified by the Government of India, appealed to the Secretary of State 
for India who re-opened the (Question ; and 

fi. Whereas thereupon the Mysore Government and the Madras Government 
with a view to an amicable settlement of the dispute entered into negotiations 
with each other ; and 

7. Whereas as the result of such negotiations, certain Rules of Regulation 
of the Krishnarajasagara Reservoir wore framed and agreed to by the Chief Engi¬ 
neers of the. Mysore and Madras Governments on the 26th day of July of the year 
1921, such Rules of Regulation forming Annexure I to this agreement; and 

8. Whereas thereafter the technical officers of the two Governments have 
met in conference and examined the question of extension of irrigation in their 
respective territories with a view to reaching an amicable arrangement; and 

9. Whereas as the result of such examination and conference by the technical 
officers of the two Governments, certain points with respect to such extension 
were agreed to respectively by the Chief Engineer for Irrigation, Madras, and 
Cm Special Officer Krishnarajasagara Works, at Bangalore, on the 14th day of 
Soptuinhui (. 12 .,, such points forming Annexure III to bills agreempnf. 
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these presents witness that the Mysore Government and the Madras 
Government do hereby agree and bind themselves, their successors and represen¬ 


tatives as follows:— 


(i) The Mysore Government shall be entitled to construct and the Madras 

Government do hereby assent under clause III of the 1892 agree¬ 
ment to the Mysore Government constructing a dam and a reservoir 
across and on the river Cauvery at Kannambadi, now known as the 
Krishnarajasagara, such dam and reservoir to be of a storage capacity 
of not higher than 112 feet above the sill of the under-sluices now 
in existence corresponding to 124 feet above bed of the river 
before construction ot the dam, and to be of the effective capacity 
of 44,827 m. c. feet, measured from the sill of the irrigation sluices 
constructed at 60 feet level above the bed of the river up to the 
maximum height of 124 feet above the bed of the river ; the level of 
the bed of the river before the construction of the reservoir being 
taken as 12 feet below the sill level of the oxisting under-sluices; 
and such dam and reservoir to be in all respects as described in sche¬ 
dule forming Annexure II to this agreement. 

(ii) The Mysore Government on their part hereby agree to regulate the 

discharge through and from the said reservoir strictly in accordance 
with the Rules of Regulation set forth in the Annexure I, which rules 
of Regulation shall be and form part of this agreement. 


(in) The Mysore Government hereby agree to furnish to the Madras Gov¬ 
ernment within two years from the date of the present agreement 
dimensioned plans of anicuts and sluices or open heads at the off¬ 
takes of all existing irrigation channels having their source in the 
rivers Cauvery, Lakshmanathirtha and Hemavathi, showing thereon 
in a distinctive colour all alterations'that have been made subse¬ 
quent to the year 1910, and further to furnish maps similarly show¬ 
ing the location of the areas irrigated by the said channels prior to 
or in the year 1910. 


(i v ) The Mysore Government on their part shall be at liberty to carry out 
future extensions of irrigation in Mysore under the Cauvery and its 
tributaries to an extent now fixed at 110,000 acres. This extent of 
new irrigation of 110,000 acres shall be in addition to and irrespec¬ 
tive of the extent of irrigation permissible under the Rules of Regula¬ 
tion forming Annexure I to this agreement, viz., 125,000 acres plus 
the extension permissible under each of the existing channels to the 
extent of one-third of the area actually irrigated under such channel 
in or prior to 1910. 


(w) The Madras Government on their part agree to limit the new area of 
irrigation under their Cauvery-Metur Project to 301,000 acres, and 
the capacity of the new reservoir at Metur, above the lowest irriga. 
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tion sluice to ninety-three thousand five hundred million cubic feet. 
Provided that, should scouring sluices be constructed in the Dam at a 
lower level than the irrigation sluice, the dates on which such scour¬ 
ing sluices are opened shall be communicated to the Mysore Govern- 
ment. 

(vi) The Mysore Government and the Madras Government agree with 
reference to Ihe provisions of clauses (tv) and (v) preceding, that each 
Government shall arrange to supply the other as soon after the close 
of each official or calendar year, as may be convenient, with returns 
of the areas newly brought under irrigation, and with the average 
monthly discharges at the main canal heads, as soon after the close 
of each month as may be convenient. 

W<i) The Mysore Government on their part agree that extensions of irriga* 
tion in Mysore as specified in clause (tv) above shall be carried out 
only by means of reservoirs constructed on the Cauvery and its tribu¬ 
taries mentioned in Schedule A of the 1892 agreement. Such reser¬ 
voirs may be of an effective capacity of 45,000 m. e. ft., in the aggre¬ 
gate and the impounding therein shall be so regulated as not to make 
any material diminution in supplies connoted by the gauges accepted 
in the Rules of Regulation for the Krishnarajasagara forming Annex- 
ure I to this agreement, it being understood that the rules for work¬ 
ing such reservoirs shall be so framed as to reduce to within 5 per 
cent, any loss during any impounding period, by the adoption of 
suitable proportion factors, impounding formula or such other means 
as may be settled at the time. 

(viu) The Mysore Government further agree that full particulars and details 
of such reservoir schemes and of the impounding therein, shall be 
furnished to the Madras Government to enable them to satisfy them¬ 
selves that the conditions in clause (vii) above will be fulfilled. 
Should there arise any difference of opinion between the Madras and 
Mysore Governments as to whether the said conditions are fulfilled 
in regard to any such scheme or schemes, both the Madras and 
Mysore Governments agree that such difference shall be settled 
in the manner provided in clause (xv) below. 

(ix) The Mysore Government and the Madras Government agree that the 
reserve storage for power generation purposes now provided in the 
Krishnarajasagara may be utilized by the Mysore Government 
according to their convenience from any other Reservoir hereafter 
to he constructed, and the storage thus released from the Krislinaraia- 
sagora may bo utilised for new irrigation within the extent of 110,000 
acres provided for in clause (iv) above. 

[x) Should the Mysore Government so decide to release the reserve storage 
for power generation purposes from the Krishnarajasagara, the work-. 
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ing tabjes for the new reservoir from which the power water will 
then be utilized shall be framed after taking into consideration the 
conditions specified in clause (vii) above and the altered conditions 
of irrigation under the Krishnarajasagara. 


(xi) The Mysore Government and the Madras Government further agree 
that the limitations and arrangements embodied in clauses ( iv ) to 
(mm) supra shall, at the expiry of fifty years from the date of the 
execution of these presents, be open to reconsideration in the light 
of the experience gained and of an examination of the possibilities 
of the further extension of irrigation within the territories of the 
respective Governments and to such modifications and additions as 
may be mutually agreed upon as the result of such reconsidera¬ 
tion. 


(xii) The Madras Government and the Mysore Government further agree 
that the limits of extension of irrigation specified in clauses (iv) and 
(d) above shall not preclude extensions of irrigation effected solely 
by improvement of duty, without any increase of the quantity of 
water used. 

{xiii) Nothing herein agreed to or contained shall be deemed to qualify or 
limit in any manner the operation of the 1892 agreement in regard to 
matters other than those to which this agreement relates or to affect 
the rights of the Mysore Government to construct new irrigation 
works on the tributaries of the Cauvery in Mysore not included in 
Schedule A of the 1892 agreement. 


{xiv) The Madras Government shall be at liberty to construct new irriga¬ 
tion works on the tributaries of the Cauvery in Madras and, should 
the Madras Government construct, cm the Bhavani, Amaravati or 
Noyil rivers in Madras, any new storage reservoir, the Mysore Govern¬ 
ment shall be at liberty to construct, as an off-set, a storage reservoir, 
in addition to those referred to in clause (vii) of this agreement on 
one of the tributaries of the Cauvery in Mysore, of a capacity not 
exceeding 60 per cent, of the new reservoir in Madras, 


Provided that the impounding in such reservoirs shall not diminish or 
affect in any way the supplies to which the Madras Government and 
the Mysore Government respectively are entitled under this agree¬ 
ment, or the division of the surplus water which, it is anticipated, 
will be available for division on the termination of this agreement 
as provided in clause, (xi). 


(tv) The Madras Government and the Mysore Government hereby agree 
that, if at any time there should arise any dispute between the 
Madras Government and the Mysore Government touching the inter¬ 
pretation or operation or carrying out of this agreement, such dispute 
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shall be referred for settlement to arbitration, or if the parties so 
agree shall be submitted to the Government of India.

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ANNEXURE I. 

RULES OF REGULATION OF THE KRISHNARAJASAGARA RESER¬ 
VOIR UNDER CONSTRUCTION ON THE CAUVERY IN THE MYSORE 
TERRITORY. 

Preamble. 

The following rules of regulation of the Krishnarajasagara (formerly known 
and referred to, in the rules of regulation previously in force, as the Kannambadi 
reservoir) shall supersede in toto those forming part of the award, dated 21st April 
1914, on term of reference 3(a) given by the Arbitrator appointed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India to arbitrate between the Madras and the Mysore Governments cn 
the question of the storage of the waters of the river Cauvery within Mysore terri¬ 
tory. 

The rules, with the exception of Nos. 1 to 9 inclusive, 10 (except in so far as 
it relates to Km), 11, 12, 14 («), 15 to 17 inclusive, 22, 23, 26 (i), (in) and (v), 27 
to 30 inclusive and 32, shall be subject to amendment as may be desirable, subject 
to the conditions below :— 

(а) The rules may be altered tentatively for one or two years, by agree¬ 

ment of both parties. 

(б) At the end of the tentative period the amended rules may be confirmed 

by the consent of both parties. 

(c) Subject to conditions (a) and ( b ) above, amendment of any rule shall 
not be a bar to further amendment or reversion to the original rules 
by consent of both parties. 

I. Rules of Regulation, General. 

1. The carrying out of these rules of regulation shall, in so far as they relate 
to the regulation of the Krishnarajasagara, be the duty of a Controlling Officer 
appointed by the Government of Mysore, and of a subordinate staff working under 
his orders. 

2. The only discretion to be exercised by the Controlling Officer, in operating 
the rules of regulation shall be as to the means by which the water to be passed 
from the reservoir to the river shall be passed and such discretion shall be exercised 
in general accordance with the instructions of the Mysore Government. 

3 . The curves of discharge of all gauging places in the Mysore State shall be 
verified by gauging at intervals of three years. Cross-sections of the rivers at the 
gauging sites shall be taken twice a year, in the first fortnight in June and in the 
first fortnight of October. If a cross-section taken in June, at any gauging site, 
indicates a marked change in cross-sectional area, gauge for gauge, joint gaugings 
shall be made at once, on the request of either party, to verify the discharge curve 
for the station. Any modification in the curve, found necessary, shall not, how¬ 
ever, be applied to regulation for the year in which the gaugings are made. 

Y 2 
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4. The verification of curves of discharge, referred to in rule 3 above, shall be 
made jointly by Mysore and Madras ; and if such verification shows that modifica¬ 
tion is necessary such modification shall be made by mutual agreement. 

5. All formulae and co-efficients in such formulae of discharge, referred to in 
the rules, shall be subject to revision by mutual agreement. 

G. All quantities and readings of gauges to be telegraphed in accordance with 
these rules shall be expressed in words. 


II. Limit guages and Discharges at the Upper Anicut. 

7. The minimum flow of the Cauvery that must be ensured at the Upper 
Anicut before any impounding is made in the Krishnarajasagara, as connoted 
by the readings of the Cauvery Darn north gauge, shall be as follows :—

8. The discharges connoted by the gauge readings set forth in rule 7 shall, in 
the case of iegulation during the irrigation season (vide rule 9) of 1921, be deduced 
from the average discharge curve derived from the joint gaugings of the Cauvery 
at the Cauvery Dam made in the four years ehding 1920. The said discharges 
shall be revised, if necessary, after completion of the joint gaugings of 1921 and 
shall be used for the purpose of regulation for the five years ending 1926. The 
said discharges shall be finally revised and adopted for all subsequent regulation, 
at the conclusion of the joint gauging of the year 1926, on the basis of the joint 
gaugings of the ten years ending 1926. 

9. The south-west monsoon shall, for the purpose of these rules, be consider¬ 
ed to extend from the 1st June to the 30th September, both days inclusive, and the 
north-east monsoon from the 1st October to the 31st January, both days inclusive. 
The irrigation season shall be taken to extend from the 1st June to the 31st 
January, both days inclusive. All dates in this rule shall have reference to the 
Upper Anicut. 

III. Impounding Formula. 


10. Impounding in the Krishnarajasagara during the irrigation season shall 
be regulated in accordance with following formula :—

‘ standard 5 gauging stations at Chunchinkatte on the Cauvery, Akkihebbal on the

{i) The yield from the catchment between the 1 standard ’ gauging stations 
and the Krishnarajasagara calculated in accordance with paragraphs 
61 and 62 of Colonel Ellis’s Manual of Irrigation (1920 Edition) less 
the quantity of water required for tank irrigation in the tract in 
question. In the catchment, the discharges of the major streams 
shall be deduced, if feasible, from gauge readings by mutual agree¬ 
ment. The duty of water for the areas irrigated under tanks shall 
be taken as 40. 

(ii) The drainage from the ayacuts of channels which drain back into the 
rivers below the * standard ’ gauging stations, the quantity in cusccs 
of such drainage for a particular channel being taken to be A of 
the area irrigated in acres divided by 40. 

C=Flow connoted by the gauge reading for the particular month concerned 
given in rule 7 above. The month at Krishnarajasagara corresponding to that at 
the Upper Anicut is to be taken as commencing and ending four days earlier than 
at the Upper Anicut. 

P=The proportion which the natural flow in the Cauvery at the Krishna¬ 
rajasagara bears to the corresponding natural flow at the Upper Anicut. 

I, Kn and C to be expressed in the same units. 

II. (i) Until the 31st January 1927 the values of ‘ P ’ in the formula in rule 10 
shall be taken as -625 during the south-west monsoon and -300 during the north¬ 
east monsoon. 

(ii) An examination of the effect of impounding in the Krishnarajasagara 
on the supplies realised at the Upper Anicut shall be made in the form and in 
accordance wuth the instructions given in Part II of the Appendix to these rules 
for each of the ten years ending with the irrigation season of 1926-27 to see 
whether the tentative factors of *625 and -300, provided hi part ( i ) of this rule, 
should be permanently adopted or whether they should be increased (vide instruc¬ 
tions 25 and 26 of Part II of the Appendix). For the five irrigation seasons 
ending 1921-22 the average discharge curve for the Cauvery Dam north gauge, 
obtained from the gaugings of the five-year period ending and including 1921, 
shall be prepared and adopted for the examination. For subsequent years the 
discharge curve of the year concerned shall be used. For the months for which 
it is found necessary, from the examination referred to above, to increase the 
values of ‘ P ’ such values shall be finally adopted and brought into use in lieu of 
those in part (i) of this rule at the beginning of the irrigation season 1927-28. 
For months when no increase in the value of ‘ P * is found to be necessary, the 
values given in part (i) of this rule shall be finally retained and brought into use at 
the beginning of the same irrigation season. 

12. ( i ) The whole flow of the river at Krishnarajaeagara may be impounded in 
the reservoir from the 28th January to the 27th of May, both days inclusive, but 
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issues from the reservoir shall be made when necessary to maintain such a flow as 
wfll pass to Madras not less than 900 cusecs below Sivasamudram anicut. 

(w) Until the dam is completed to a height admitting of F. R. L. 98 feet above 
sill level of the existing low level sluices in the dam or until the 28tli May 1931, 
whichever date is the earlier, as an alternative to part (i) of this rule impound¬ 
ing from the 28th January to the 24th February, both days inclusive, shall be 
in accordance with rules 7, 10 and 11 as far as they relate to the month of January, 
measurement being made at the Krishnarajasagara ; and from the 25th February 
to the 27th May, both days inclusive, the whole flow at the Krishnarajasagara 
may be impounded, subject to a flow of 750 cusecs being maintained below 
v ivasamudram anrcut. The Mysore Durbar may at any time before the year 1931 
elect to regulate their reservoir as provided in part (i) of this rule, subject to notice 
Demg given to the Government of Madras before the 31st December of the year 
precediug that in which the rule will come into operation. In the event of the 
Mysore Durbar electing to regulate in accordance with part (i) of this rule no 
change shall be made thereafter. 


I\. Gauge Reading and Inflow Computations. 

13. (i) The standard gauges at the gauging stations on the three rivers above 
the Krishnarajasagara and the gauging station below the same shall be read three 
times daily, that is, 6 a.m., noon and 6 p.m. 

(n) All gauge readings shall be telephoned immediately after reading to the 
Controlling officer at the Krishnarajasagara. 

14. (i) The computation of the inflow into the Krishnarajasagara shall be 
made by the said Controlling officer from the electric water level records of the 
three rivers above the Krishnarajasagara with due allowance for the yield from the 
intermediate catchment, such allowances being made as provided in rule 10. In 
the event of an electric recorder differing from the telephoned gauge readings, the 
tatter shall be adopted for computing the inflow for the time being. 

(ii) Until the 27th May 1923 the discharges at the standard gauging stations 
shall be computed from the average curves based on the discharge observations of 
the four years 1915-18. For the irrigation seasons 1923-24 to 1927-28, inclusive, 
the discharges at the standard gauging stations shall be computed on the pre¬ 
vious season's curves. For irrigation seasons subsequent to that of 1927-28 the 
discharges at the standard gauging stations shall be computed on the latest annual 
curves available. 

(in) In the event of an electric recorder differing from the telephoned gauge 
readings, the Controlling officer shall, as soon as possible, proceed to the gauging 
station, check and, if possible, rectify the electric recorder. If the mechanical 
record is found to differ from the telephoned gauge readings and the mechanical 
recorder is registering accurately, a correction shall be made in the tentative inflow 
recorded m the regulation register in accordance with the mechanical record. 

(in) In the event of both recorders breaking down, the telephoned gauge read- 
iugs ahull be the banig of computation. 
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V. Allowance fo* Extension of Irrigation in Mysore after the Year 

1910. 

15 The area to which Mysore is entitled to extend irrigation without passing 
compensation water to Madras, by improvement of duty u» canals or channels, in 
existence prior to the year 1910, taking off from the following rivers m Mysore 

(i) the Hemavathi, 

(it) the Lakshmanathirtha, 

(Hi) the Cauvery (above and below the reservoir) shall be limited to 1, of 
the existing area prior to the year 1910, the extension under each 
channel being considered separately. 

16 In lien of 9,274 acres of old irrigation to be submerged by the Krishna- 

raiasagara with F. R. L. at 118 feet above bed of river or 106 feet above the sill of 
the low leveTsluices now in existence, Mysore shall be entitled to extend irrigation 
to an area of 12,500 acres, without passing compensation water to Madras, under 
canals or channels taking off from the Hemavathi, the Lakshmanathirtha or the 
Cauvery constructed subsequent to the year 1910 and above the Krishnarajasagara.

I actually submerged and in the ratio of 12,500 to 9,274 and when a 
larger area is submerged owing to the capacity of the reservoir »>-g-teased to 
44,827 millions cubic feet (F. R. L. 124 feet above bed of river or 112 feet above 
the sill of the low level sluices now in existence) the permissible extension shall be 
similarly increased in the same proportion on such larger area as may be actually

17 The quantity of water in cusees due to Madras as compensa ion for water 
utilised by Mysore for the area in excess of that provided in rules 15 and 16 shall 
be calculated by dividing such excess area irrigated by 40. 


VI. Computation op Issues. 

18 The quantity of water to be passed to Madras shall be computed every 12 
hours from the records of inflow of the previous 12 hours. 

J9 (i) For the purpose of orders for the regulation of the sluice shutters, the 
quantities of water to be passed through the sluices shall be computed by the 
application of the formula - 

D=C. A. ' 2gh. 

D=Discharge in cusecs. 

C=Co-efficient. 

A=Height of shutter raised, multiplied by width of vent, both in feofc. 

g=32. 

h —Effective head in feet. 
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Joint observations shall be made annually to determine the value of C until 
values covering the whole range of water level in the Krishnarajasagara have been 
determined by mutual agreement. 

(m) A suitable formula arrived at by mutual agreement for the discharge 
over the waste weir shall also be applied when details are known. 

20. The quantity of water actually passed down shall be verified by observa¬ 
tion between the Krishnarajasagara and the Chikdcvaroysagar anicut. The 
moans of such verification shall be decided on by mutual agreement. 

^11. Hot Weather Computation of Issues from the Krishnarajasagara. 

21. From the 28th January to the 27th May, both days inclusive, when rule 
12 (i) is in operation, or from the 25th February to the 27th May, both days inclu¬ 
sive, when rule 12 («) is in operation, the Controlling officer shall receive informa¬ 
tion from Sivasamudram at least twice daily of the flow during the previous 12 
hours at Sivasamudram anicut and shall by occasional visits verify the same. 

22. The quantity to be issued from the Krishnarajasagara shall be such quan¬ 
tity as will ensure the passing at Sivasamudram anicut of the quantity provided 
for in rule 12. 

VIII. Regulation Register. 

23. All regulation calculations and computations provided in any of the pre¬ 
vious rules shall be recorded in a register called the ‘ Regulation register ’ and 
the, orders for regulation which result from the computation shall also be recorded 
under the signature of the Controlling officer. 

IX. Regulation. 

24. Regulation of sluices shall be made at twelve-hourly intervals, the times 
of commencement and completion of regulation being entered in the ‘ Regulation 
register.’ 

25. The Controlling officer shall satisfy himself personally when the sluices 
are finally adjusted that the regulation has been accurately carried out in accord¬ 
ance with recorded orders and certify that he has done so in the ‘ Regulation 
register.’ Under extraordinary circumstances only shall the sluices be manipulated 
other than at 12-hour intervals and in such cases full information regarding the 
reasons and necessity for this and the nature of the intermediate regulation shall at 
once be communicated by the Controlling officer to each Government. 

26. (i) Any deficit or excess in quantity due to Madras indicated by the veri¬ 
fication provided in rule 20 or by the water level in the reservoir shall be adjusted 
in the next period of regulation. 

(/i) A computed issue from the Reservoir in excess of that computed as due 
to Madras may be recouped by Mysore by subsequent regulation ; if however the 
overissue was intentional, such recoupment shall be limited to 20 per cent, of the 
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computed issue'flue to Madras when the overissue was made; if the computed 
correct water level of the reservoir has been higher than the actual water level for 
each of the previous eight 12 hourly periods the actual water level if below the 
computed correct w-ater level, shall be taken as the correct water level whether the 
overissue was unintentional or intentional. The computed correct water level of 
the reservoir shall take account of actual issues for irrigation and losses due to 
evaporation. 

(in) The rates of evaporation shall be taken as given below until the end of 
the irrigation season 1924-25 :

Uv) In computing the issue to be passed to Madras through the undersluices 
or over the weir a deduction shall be made from the computed issue due to Madras 
of an amount equivalent to } of the issues to the two existing low level irrigation 
channels taking off from the reservoir subject to a maximum deduction of 2o 
msecs No deduction shall be made from the computed issue due to Madras for 
water'issued from the reservoir for irrigation other than that for the channels 


specified above. 

(v) If the information provided for in rule 21 shows that the quantity of 
watlr due to Madras under rule 12 is deficient, the regulation shall at once be 
altered to ensure the passing at Sivasamudram anicut of the quantity by which the 
flow has been deficient in the previous 12 hours plus the 900 or 750 cusecs, as the 
case may be, provided for In rule 12, and each special regulation shall be entered 
in the c Regulation register ’ referred to in rule 23. 


X Discharge AT Cauvery Dam during the period ending 31st January 

1927. 

97 The exact formula for determining the discharge through the Upper Anicut 
shall be as specified in instruction 18 of the Appendix to these rules. 

28. All regulation operations at the Upper Anicut and all data for calculating 
the discharge through the Upper Anicut sluices and also all gauge readings at the 
Cauvery Dam shall be recorded daily in a register under the signature of a respon¬ 
sible officer. 
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XI. Inspection of Records by either Government. 

29. The Controlling Officer at the Krishnarajasagara shall afford every facility 
for inspection of his registers, books, calculations, records of regulation and actual 
method of regulation and gauge readings and discharge measurements and for 
testing of instruments in his charge to any officer of the Madras Government 
appointed and authorised by that Government to make such inspection or tests 
on their behalf. The said Controlling Officer and duly accredited inspecting officer 
shall have full use of telephones, telegraphs or other means of communication 
installed in connexion with the works. 

30. The responsible officer at the Upper Anicut referred to in rule 29 shall 
afford the same facilities for inspection and testing up to the end of the irrigation 
season of 1926-27 as those provided for in rule 29, to any officer of the Mysore 
Government appointed and authorised by that Government to make such in¬ 
spection or tests on their behalf. 


XII. Miscellaneous. 

31. The Controlling Officer at Krishnarajasagara shall make the following 
returns to each Government:— 

(a) By post mail daily a copy of the entries made each day in the 4 Re¬ 

gulation register ’ referred to in rules 23 to 26. 

(b) By telegram daily or at such intervals as may be agreed on the quantity 

of inflow into and issue from the Krishnarajasagara during the pre¬ 
vious 24 hours or during such intervals as may be agreed upon. 

32. From the 1st June to the 31st January, both days inclusive, up to the 
31st January 1927 a copy of the entries made each day in the register referred to 
in rule 28 shall be furnished to the Controlling Officer at the Krishnarajasagara by 
the Superintendent in charge of the Upper Anicut. 

33. Photo copies of all diagrams of the self-recording instrument maintained 
by each Government shall be forwarded to the other Government monthly. 

Such diagrams shall not be required from the Madras Government after the 
31st January 1927.

Instructions for the preparation of working tables of (*) Impounding in the Krishna¬ 
rajasagara and (fi) Agenda Cauvery discharges for making the examination 
referred to in rule II (u) of the Rules of Regulation. 

The period covered by the working tables and the examination of the effect of 
the Krishnarajasagara on supplies due to Madras at the Upper Amcut shall be from 
the 1st June 1917 to the 31st January 1927. Of these, the Krishnarajasagara 

working tables will be made in sample Form A for each year during the ten-year 

period ; and the Cauvery Darn discharge tables will be made m sample Form B 
for only such periods when there is any impounding iu the Krishnarajasagara as 
shown in sample Form A. 

PART I. 

Krishnarajasagara Working Tables. 


(Vide sample Form A.) 

The full effective capacity of the reservoir is to be taken as that connoted by 
the full reservoir level at 112 feet above sill level of the existing undersluices (124 
feet above bed of the river before the construction of the dam), namely, 44,827 
millions cubic feet. The actual balance as obtained from the previous year’s work¬ 
ing tables or 5,000 millions cubic feet, whichever is the greater, should be taken as 
the starting balance on the 28th May of each year. 

The balance on the 28th May 1917 should be that obtained from working 
tables of the year 1916 or 5,000 millions cubic feet, whichever is the greater, and 
the opening balance on the 28th May 1916 should be taken as 5,000 millions cubic 

feet. 

2 Column (7).— The twelve-hourly period to be that ending 6 a.m. or 6 p.m. 

3 Column (£).—'The flow into the reservoir to be the measured flow at the 
three ‘ standard ’ gauging stations plus an allowance for the yield from the inter¬ 
mediate catchment ; that is, * Kn ’ in rule 10 of the Rules of Regulation computed 
from the readings provided in rule 13 ( i) of the Rules of Regulation. From June 
1916 to June 1922 the curves of discharge for the standard gauging stations above 
the reservoir shall be the average curves based on the discharge observations of 
the four years 1915 to 1918. From 1922 to 1926, both years inclusive, gaugings 
shall be made at the three standard gauging stations and the annual discharge 
curves obtained shall be used for the years concerned. 

4. Column (3).—Regulation to be assumed to have beeu made in accordance 
with the Rides of Regulation for the whole period of eleven years and the quantity 
that may be impounded so derived to be entered iu this column for each twelve- 
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hourly period, the working tables in this form for 1916 being intended only for 
arriving at the starting balance in the reservoir on 28th May 1917. 

The value of C in the impounding formula to be obtained from the curve used 
for arriving at the discharges at the Upper Anicut for the respective years —vide 
rule 11 (ii). 

5. Columns [4) and (5).-—The average draw-off in millions cubic feet for each 
twelve-hourly period for irrigation to be taken as follows for entry in columns (4)

10. Column (10 ).—Balance of previous twelve-hourly period plus column (9) 
or 44,827 millions cubic feet, whichever is less, to be entered in this column. 

11. Column (11 ).—Any excess of the algebraic sum of the quantity in column 
(9) and that for the previous twelve-hourly period in column (10) over 44,827 
millions cubic feet, to be entered in this column.

15. Column (2). —The entry in this column to refer only to dates of an im¬ 
pounding period shown in sample form A and not to date in column (3). For the 
purpose of this examination the impounding period will be taken to include any 
interval up to and including six twelve-hourly periods between actual impounding 
period and the succeeding actual impounding period as defined in instruction 13 
above. 

16. Column (3).—The date and hour of the first entry of an impounding period 
made in this column to be those 24 hours prior to the end of the first twelve-hourly 
period of impounding shown in sample form A. The date and hour of the last 
entry of an impounding period to be those 48 hours after the last twelve-hourly 
period of impounding shown in sample form A, as determined by instruction 15 
above. 

17. Column (4).—The time for transmission from the Krishnarajasagara to 
the Upper Anicut shall be taken as the average indicated by a comparison of such 
peak gauge readings of the Ohikdevaroysagar and Upper Anicuts as are available 
up to the end of 1921, fractions of a twelve-hourly period less than six hours in the 
average result being neglected and those greater than six hours being taken as one 
twelve-hourly period. Only peak gauges from half a foot below the limits in rule 7 
of the Rules of Regulation up to 9 feet in the south-west monsoon and feet in 
the north-east monsoon to be taken into account. Separate averages to be deduced 
for the south-west and north-east monsoons. 

18. Column (5). —The total discharge in the Aganda Cauvery (a) and (b) below

? 22 Column (9 ).—The quantity due to Madras in any twelve-hourly period to 
be the whole natural flow of the Aganda Cauvery or the discharge connoted by the 
gauge-readings in rule 7 of the Rules of Regulation obtained from the discharge 
curves referred to in rule 11 (ii) of the Rules of Regulation, whichever is less. 

23. Columns (10), (12), (13) and (U )>—Instructions in headings to be followed. 

24. Column (11 ).—See instruction 20 above. 

25. The several periods in column (1) should be sorted out against the several 
months showing against each month the percentage of deficit obtained in column 
(14). If the actual impounding period extends over portions of two months as 
noted in column (2), then the resulting percentage in column (14) to be counted 
against both the months. 

26. After thus sorting out the periods for all the ten years against the several 
months, the resulting deficit in excess of 5 per cent, is to be neglected if it happens 
in only one period of examination relating to a particular month. If it happens in 
more than one period the proportion factor is to be increased so as to reduce the 
number of such deficit periods to one only in any month.

4. Full particulars and details of such reservoir schemes shall be furnished to 
the Madras Government to enable them to satisfy themselves that the conditions 
in paragraph 3 above will be fulfilled. If there arise any difference of opinion 
between the Madras and Mysore Governments regarding any scheme sent by the 
Mysore Government, the matter shall be settled in accordance with clause IV of 
the 1892 Agreement. 

5. The reserve storage for power generation purposes now allowed in the 
Krishnarajasagara may be utilized from any other reservoir, according to the con¬ 
venience of Mysore ; and the storage released from the Krishnarajasagara may be 
utilized for irrigation within the extent of 110,000 acres noted above. In that 
case, the working tables of the new reservoir from which power water will be 
utilized, will be framed after taking into consideration the conditions specified in 
paragraph 3 above and the altered conditions of irrigation under the Krishna- 
i ajasagara. 

6. It is suggested that the present limitation in regard to the extension of 
new irrigation as in paragraph 2 above shall hold good for a period of 50 years ; 
at the end of that period it may be subject to reconsideration.

Agreement for the supply of Electrical Energy at Tarbanhalli- 


-1925. 


An Agreement made this fourth day of November One thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-five between the Government of His Highness the Maharaja 
of Mysore (hereinafter referred to as “ the Supplier ”) of the one part and the 
Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter referred to as “ the Con¬ 
sumer ”) of the other part whereas the Supplier has agreed to supply to the 
Consumer and the Consumer has agreed to take from the Supplier electrical power 
for the purpose of driving the machinery of and lighting the Consumer’s Pump- 
in,, Station and premises at Tarbanhalli for the period and upon the terms and 
conditions hereinafter provided now it is hereby agreed between the parties 

hereto as follows : — . 

1. The Supplier shall supply and the Consumer shall take all electrical energy 

that may be required by the Consumer for the regular working of the machinery 
and plant in and the lighting of the Consumer’s Pumping Station and premises 
situate at Tarbanhalli, Bangalore Taluk, Bangalore District, from the date of the 
commencement of this supply and during the currency of this agreement, as here- 

2 This agreement shall commence from the first day of September One 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-three and shall continue for a period of ten 
years therefrom subject to earlier termination under any of the provisions here- 

inafter contained. ...... n 

3 The power supplied under this agreement shall not be utilised by the Con¬ 
sumer in any manner prejudicial to the Supplier ami all usage must be according 
to such method or methods and in such place or places as shall have been previously 

annroved by the Supplier’s Electrical Adviser, , 

a T ] ie electric power at two thousand and t'wo hundred volts three phases, 
twenty-five cycles, shall be conducted to and delivered at the Pumping Station at 
a central point by and at the expense of the Supplier and the Supplier will at the 
lil-e expense lay, fit up, maintain, supervise, and keep in repair suitable and proper 
cables and other apparatus for such delivery and a duly certified meter or meteis 
for measuring the energy supplied. The Consumer shall have the right to mstal 
at his own cost and for his exclusive use a meter or meters in series will, the 
Supplier’s meter or meters and should there be a variation of three per cent, be- 
tween the Consumer’s meter or meters and those of the Supplier, then the Con¬ 
sumer may demand a test, in the presence of his technical representatives if so 
desired and if the Consumer’s meter is found to be accurate to three per cent., 
it shall 2 3 * 5 then be deemed to be correct. If the meter is found to vary more than 
three per cent, then an amount equivalent to the variation will be added to or 
subtracted from the accounts for the month in which the variation between the 
two sets of meters occurred. 

5 . The Supplier will take all reasonable precautions to ensure a supply of 
power to the Consumer for efficiently driving the pumps and the due continuity 
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of such supjily with as little variation of motor speed as is reasonably practicable 
but the Supplier shall not be liable to the Consumer for any loss due to interrupt¬ 
ion in the supply of power by reason of cutting off or damage to any wires or 
works of the Supplier during war, mutiny, riot, or by reason of earthquake, hurri¬ 
cane,^ or tempest or of any accident or cause not ordinarily within the control of 
the Supplier provided always that the Supplier will give notice, within thirty 
minutes of such stoppage of the probable duration of any interruption in supply 
due to any cause and will use every possible means to make the period of interrupt¬ 
ion as short as possible. 

6. The Consumer will pay to the Supplier by monthly payments within three 
weeks after bill for same is rendered for the power supplied at the rate, as speci¬ 
fied in the Schedule in paragraph 14 per kilowatt hour (B. 0. T. U.) and delivered 
at a point to be decided on and as registered by the Supplier’s recording meter or 
meters installed for the purpose at such a point which shall be taken as correct 
subject to a minimum monthly charge equivalent to a fifty per cent. Load Factor 
based on the actual rated load and provided that the minimum charges shall not 
^PPly i n the event of a stoppage of work from causes beyond the control of the 
Consumer. For the purpose of calculating monthly load factors, holidays and 
supply stoppages will be deducted. Load factor to be calculated as below :—

The monthly minimum charge will be £ rated H. P. X 12 X number of work- 
ing days in the month X 746. 

7. For the purpose of arriving at the rated H. P. in paragraph 6 supra the 
Supplier will have the motors rated when the supply is started and subsequently 
at the discretion of the Supplier and the Consumer at any time found necessary 
for such a rating. 

In consideration of such agreement to pay the Consumer shall be entitled to 
use the power both for driving the machinery of and for lighting the Pumping 
Station and buddings and the Supplier will supply such demand on the same terms 

cf payment as are specified in paragraph 6 hereof and at the rates as given in 
paragraph 14 hereof. 

S. Jhe Supplier shall be at liberty to temporarily cut off the supply for one 
hour once a month after having given notice of his intention so to do for the pur ¬ 
pose of adding to, altering or repairing any mains or apparatus and the Supplier 
shall not be responsible for any claims or damages in respect of such temporary 
interruption, such interruptions may extend to and shall not exceed three hours 
once in three months. 

9. J in Supplier will from time to time furnish to the Consumer (free of charge) 
suelt expert advice and assistance ns may be required by the Consumer in con- 
nection with the electric installation to the Pumping Station, but there shall be 
no obligation upon tie- Supplier under this clause in the event of any requirement 
of the Consumer entailing extra expense to the Supplier. 

1 i. Should the 1 umping Station entirely cease to work for a period exceeding 
ihroe consecutive months, the Supplier shall (subject tp the next succeeding clause) 
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have power by notice in writing served at the office of the Consumer to terminate 
this agreement and upon the service of such notice this agreement shall forthwi i 
terminate accordingly; and within three months from the date of such service 
of notice, the Supplier shall be entitled to remove from the Consumer s premises 
all apparatus therein belonging to the Supplier. 

11. In the event of the Pumping Station being so destroyed )y ire c* o 
causes beyond the control of the Consumer as to necessitate the comp ete s PP»ge 
of the operations or the reconstruction of the Pumping Station, ic 
shall be entitled to terminate this agreement at once on giving notice to the bnpplier 
and thereupon all liability of the Consumer for payment hereunder shall cease,

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15. In the event of any dispute or difference arising as to the construction, 
meaning or effect of this agreement or of any clause herein contained or as to the 
rights, duties or liabilities of either of the parties under or in connection with this 
agreement, then and in every such case the dispute or difference shall first be 
referred to a Committee consisting of two persons, one appointed by the Supplier 
and the other appointed by the Consumer.

thLs and hereinafter called the Station), both of which supplies were drawn from 
il,e Hasserghfltta Tank, the City supply being controlled and nun,aged by e 
Government of Mysore, and the Station Supply by the Military Works Services, 
R was inter alia agreed and provided that the Maharaja should at his own cost 
anl expense (hut upon certain terms and conditions as to the repayment by the 
Secretary of State to him of a portion of such cost and expense) cause to be in- 
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stalled on a site then already agreed upon and situate on the then existing City 
Filter Beds between Bangalore and Yeswantapur a Jewell Gravity Filter Plant 
(hereinafter called the Filter Plant) consisting of the particulars and capacity and 
in accordance with the specification in the Principal Agreement mentioned, such 
installation to be connected to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State with the 
then existing water supply plans of both the City and the Station at Bangalore 
according to certain plans therein mentioned, and if in the opinion of the officers 
in the said agreement mentioned in that connection any additions and altera¬ 
tions to the said plans were thereafter found to be necessary or desirable to ensure 
the efficient and harmonious working of the whole of such scheme of supply such 
installation to be also connected with the Filter Plant according to such amended 
plans to such satisfaction as aforesaid and after a provision for the payment by 
the Secretary of State to the Maharaja of a share (proportionate to the share to 
be paid by the Secretary of State as aforesaid of the cost and expense of the in¬ 
stallation of the Filter Plant) of the charges for establishment, tools, and plant, 
calculated as therein mentioned, and a provision as to the incidence of the cost 
of the realignment of certain mains therein described of the Station, it was by 
the Principal Agreement (Clause 5 thereof) further provided that in consideration 
of the aforesaid payments by the Secretary of State to the Maharaja the Secre¬ 
tary of State should have liberty jointly with the Maharaja to cause water to be 
pumped from the aforesaid Hasserghatta Tank, to, and to have the same filtered 
by, the Filter Plant thereinbefore agreed to be installed and should be entitled 
to have supplied therefrom to the Station Keservoir a supply of filtered water 
not exceeding one and a .half million Imperial Gallons per day of twenty-four 
hours, a like quantity of water being the maximum limit it should be lawful for 
the Maharaja to have supplied to the City Reservoir, and in the Principal Agree¬ 
ment are contained certain further provisions as to the manner of operation and 
maintenance of the Filter Plant, and as to the repayment by the Secretary of 
State to the Maharaja of a portion to be determined in accordance with provision 
in that behalf therein contained of the cost of the iaid operation and maintenance, 
for the ascertainment or determination of such cost prescribing the rate to be 
paid for the electrical power for working the Filter Plant, and as to the incidence 
of the cost of repairs, renewals, additions or alterations according to the amount 
of such cost, and for the protection of the Maharaja against liability for failure 
of the regular water supply owing to accidents or unavoidable causes and it was 
also provided that the Principal Agreement should remain in force for the period 
of live years from the date upon which the Filter Plant was completely installed 
and connected with the existing water supply plants of the City and the Station 
rind took up full service, and that at: the expiration of the said period of five years 
the same should be renewed for a similar period subject to any modifications 
that might heimitualh agreed upon between the parties thereto, and the Principal 
Agreement also cont: ins a provision for the reference to arbitration of any dis¬ 
putes, din’erences or question which might arise between the said parties and 
\vjji:i:j:as tie- Fih«-r P! a I wa, duly and completely installed in accordance with 
the Principal Agreement and was connected with the said existing water supply 
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plants of the City and the Station and took up full service on or about the tenth 
day of November One thousand nine hundred and nine and that date was agreed 
upon by and between the said parties hereto as the date as from which the period 
of five years for which under the hereinbefore recited provision of the Principal 
Agreement the same should remain in force should run and whereas prior to or 
about the expiration of the tenth day of November One thousand nine hundred 
and fourteen of the said period of five years it was in pursuance of the provision 
last aforesaid agreed by and between the said parties hereto that the Principal 
Agreement should be renewed for the further period of five years as from that 
date subject to the modifications hereinafter expressed and ever since that date 
the same has been considered and treated as so renewed accordingly and the 
terms thereof as so modified duly observed by the said parties.up to f^e date 
hereof. And whereas it is decided by the said parties to record the modifica¬ 
tions so agreed on as aforesaid subject to which the terms of the Principal Agree¬ 
ment will remain in force up to the tenth day of November One thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-four and to provide, so far as may be, for the renewal thereof 
for a further period of five years, as from that date. 

Now IT is HEREBY MUTUALLY agreed by and between the said parties as 

1 The Principal Agreement having been so renewed as aforesaid shall remain 

and be in force up to the tenth day of November One thousand nine hundred 

and twenty-nine or up to the date on which the joint system of filtration is termin¬ 
ated, whichever date is earlier, subject to the modifications hereinafter expressed, 
that is to say :— 

(i) There shall be deemed to be and to have, since the tenth day of Novem¬ 
ber One thousand nine^hundred and fourteen, been added to clause 5 
of the Principal Agreement the following paragraph— 

“ A quantity of filtered water in excels of one and a half million 
Imperial Gallons per day of twenty-four hours shall nevertheless 
be supplied to either party provided that— 

« (a) the total quantity of filtered water (supplied) to either party 
on any one day together with their share of wash watet 
for filters shall not exceed two million gallons ; 

“ (6) the total quantity of filtered water supplied together with 
wash w r ater for filters in a year shall not exceed the quantity 
calculated at an average of one and three-fourth million 
gallons a day, any excess taken during six months ending 
thirtieth day of June being adjusted before the end of 
December each year. 

“ (o) the party concerned pumps the necessary extra quantity of 
water to the Jewell Filter Plant. 

(n) There shall be deemed to be and to have, since the tenth day of Novem¬ 
ber One thousand nine hundred and fourteen, been substituted m 
clause 1 of the Principal Agreement for the words “one half the 
cost ” the following words, viz., “ his proportion of the cost 
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(in) For clause 9 of the Principal Agreement there shall he deemed to be 
and to have, since the tenth day of November One thousand 
nine hundred and fourteen, been substituted the following :— 

“ The rate to be paid for the electrical power supplied by the Mysore 
Government Electrical Department for working the Jewell Filter 
Plant shall be according to the schedule of rates sanctioned from 
time to time and as applied to similar installations in Banga¬ 
lore.” 

(tv) For clause 10 of the Principal Agreement there shall be deemed to be 
and to have, since the first day of July One thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-two, been substituted the following, viz. :— 

<c All charges on account of * operation and maintenance ’ except 
those for the supply of electrical energy shall be met by both 
parties whose respective shares for the year shall be calculated in 
proportion to the cpiantity of filtered water used by each, such 
quantities for the purposes of this calculation being taken as the 
nearest whole number in millions of Imperial Gallons to the quant¬ 
ities actually measured and recorded. The charges for the 
Electrical energy shall be borne by each party in propor¬ 
tion TO THE QUANTITY OF POWER CONSUMED BY THEIR RESPEC¬ 
TIVE PUMPING UNITS AS INDICATED BY ELECTRICAL METERS IN¬ 
STALLED for the purpose. The provisions of this clause shall 
not affect the payment by the Secretary of State of the quarterly 
sums agreed to be paid to the Maharaja under clause 7 of the 
Principal Agreement but all * adjustments * (if any are found to 
be necessary) under this clause shall be made at the close of each 
Mysore official year (ending the thirtieth June) and in the event 
of any balance being found to be due to the Maharaja, the same 
shall thereupon be paid to him by the Secretary of State and in 
the event of any balance being found due to the Secretary of 
State, the same shall thereupon be repaid to him by the Maha¬ 
raja.” 

2, Clause 13 of the Principal Agreement shall cease to have effect but the 
Principal Agreement shall be renewed for a further period of five years as from 
the said tenth day of November One thousand nine hundred and twenty-four 
subject to such modifications, if any, as may be mutually agreed upon between 
the parties hereto on or before that date and subject also to the provision for 
determination thereof hereinafter contained. 

3. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained the Principal Agreement 
and these presents may be determined by the Secretary of State at any time (not 
earlier than twelve calendar months after the date hereof) by notice in writing 
given to the Maharaja specifying the date for determination and given not less 
than twelve calendar months prior to such date and if BUch notice shall be so 
given then the Principal Agreement and these presents shall determine and cease 
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to iiave effect on the date to be so specified but without prejudice to any rights 
of either of the parties acquired prior to such determination.

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IL-COORG. 

The inhabitants of Coorg are said to he a branch of the Nayar tribe. 
Haidar Ali, when ruler of Mysore, long- endeavoured in vain to subdue 
the country; but by taking advantage of a dispute between two brothers 
he at last effected his purpose, destroyed the family of the elder brother, 
and made the younger, Vira Raja, a prisoner. Vira Raja escaped in 
1788. He was joined by his clansmen in great numbers and soon cleared 
his country of the invaders. Previous to the war with Tipu Sultan in 
1790, Yira Raja applied to the British Government for assistance, which 
could not at the time be granted. But as soon as the war broke out he 
offered his services and sent a large supply of bullocks for the use of the 
British army. An Engagement (No. I) was made with him by 
which he agreed to co-operate with the British army against Tipu; 
the independence of his country was guaranteed; and it was stipulated 
that in any peace made with Tipu the interests of the Raja would be 
faithfully consulted. 

Coorg was part of the territory which Tipu was required to resign by 
the treaty of 1792. This demand was unexpected, and Tipu complained 
of it as a violation of the preliminary agreement, which required that the 
territories to be ceded should lie adjacent to the possessions of the allies. 
It was only when preparations were made to recommence hostilities 
that Tipu Sultan yielded. It was arranged (No. II) that the annual 
tribute of Rs. 24,000, which Tipu had exacted from Coorg, should be 
transferred to the British Government in consideration of its friendship 
and protection. This arrangement was distasteful to the Raja, who 
denied that he had ever paid tribute to Mysore. 

Yira Raja again rendered valuable service in the second war with 
Tipu Sultan, in consideration of which his annual tribute was remitted 
in 1799 (No. Ill), and he was required only to send an elephant 
every year, as an acknowledgment of feudal subordination. Towards 
the end of his rule his character underwent a great change. He became 
suspicious and cruel, and was subject to temporary fits of insanity. He 
died in June 1809; at his request Devammaji was acknowledged as Rani 
of Coorg, but after a few' months she was deposed by Linga Raja, the 
surviving brother of Vira Raja. 

Linga Raja died in 1820, after a rule remarkable for nothing but 
savage cruelty, and was succeeded by Yira Rajendra Wadiar, the last of 
the Coorg Rajas. The crimes perpetrated by this man were so revolting 
that in 1833 he was directed to report all capital punishments to the 
Madras Government. Many of his nearest relatives were put to death 
by his own hand. His sister and her husband, whom he had threatened 
with death, fled from the country and took refuge with the Resident at 
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Mysore. A Britisli officer was sent to Coorg to bring about a better state 
of tilings by negotiation, but tbe mission failed. An Indian agent, wlio 
was sent to prepare tlie way for another mission, was detained as a 
prisoner. At the same time the Raja addressed letters of the most in¬ 
sulting kind to the British Government, and it was accordingly resolved 
to treat him as a public enemy. 

A Proclamation (IS'o. IY) was issued in 1834, setting forth the 
objects of the war and declaring Vira Rajendra Wadiar to be no longer 
Raja of Coorg. After a short campaign the Raja surrendered. A con¬ 
siderable number of the inhabitants having expressed a desire to become 
subjects of the British Government, the country was annexed in 1834, 
and the people were assured (iSTo. V) that they would not again 
be subjected to native rule; that their civil rights and religious usages 
would be respected ; and that every effort would be made by the British 
Government to augment their security, comfort, and happiness. 

The Raja and his family were pensioned and removed to Benares. 
He afterwards went to England, where he died in 1859. 

The British Resident in Mysore is Chief Commissioner of Coorg and 
also Judicial Commissioner, and there is a Commissioner whose head¬ 
quarters are at Mercara. 

A Legislative Council was constituted in Coorg with effect from the 
28th January 1924, with the Chief Commissioner as President. 

The area of Coorg is 1,582 square miles, the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 103,838 and the gross revenues for 1926-26, 
Rs. 13,96,541.

Aktici.es of Agreement entered into between Robert Taylor, Esquire, Chief, 
etc., Factors, Telliciierry, in behalf of the Honourable United English 
East India Company on the one part, and Abort Virarajah of Coorg on 
the other—1790. 

1st.— A firm and perpetual friendship shall subsist between both parties as 

long as the sun and moon shall endure. 

2nd— Tippoo Sultan and his adherents shall be considered as the common 
enemy of both parties, and in the prosecution of the war in which the English are 
at present engaged, the Coorg Rajah- shall, whenever it may be m his power, do 
his utmost to distress the enemy, and to admit the English troops at any time 
to pass through his dominions, should they have occasion to penetrate the enemy s 
country from this coast; he moreover engages to furnish them with such supplies 
of provisions as the country can afford at reasonable rates, and to join the English 
army with such a force as he can spare whenever any operations are carried on 

above the ghats or in the country of Tippoo Sultan. 

3rd _The Rajah engages to give the Company the preference in purchasing 

at a reasonable and moderate price, such articles of commerce as are produced 
in his country and the Company may want, and he engages not to permit any other 
European nation to interfere in this respect. 

4 t ] h —This English East India Company engage to do everything in their power 
to render him, the Coorg Rajah, independent of Tippoo, in the same manner as 
the other powers who have entered into an alliance with the Company, and they 
ehall whenever a peace takes place, insist upon it as an express stipulation, that 
the Coorg Rajah shall be considered as the friend and ally of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, and in no manner subject to the authority and control of Tippoo, of whom 

he shall be declared totally independent. ' t 

5th —Should the Rajah’s family or that of any of his subjects have occasion 
in the present troubles to take refuge in Tellicherry, the Company engages to re¬ 
ceive them at the foot of the ghats and conduct them in safety to Tellicherry under 
a guard of sepoys, where they will find an asylum, and be protected during the 
1 roubles ; a house shall be provided for them during their residence at Tellicherry, 
and the families shall be returned in safety whenever required. In testimony 
of the perpetual friendship that shall subsist between both parties, which neither 
party will ever disturb, we jointly call God, the sun, the moon, and the world to 
witness this our agreement and mutual pledge of faith. 

Concluded at Tellicherry this 26th day of October in the year of the Christian era 
1790 by Robert Taylor, Chief, etc., Factors, in the names of the English East Lidia 
Company, the Governor-General of Bengal mid the Governor of Bombay on the one 
t am l Alory Virarajah on the other, each of the parlies present, that is to say, the 
Chief and Factors of TeUicherry and Alory Virarajah of Coorg, having hereunto pat 
their names and seals at Tellicherry, the day and year above written, and mutually 
exchanged copies of this Agreement.

Engagement with the Bajah of Coorg in 1793. 

Alory Virarajah of Coorg being desirous that the situation in which he stands 
with regard to the Honourable English East India Company may be clearly under¬ 
stood by all their servants, I hereby declare and certify— 

1st .—That the said Bajah at the commencement of the late war with Tippoo 
Sultan (the Bajah being then in possession of the greatest part of the Coorg country, 
the remainder of which he afterwards recovered without the aid of the Company) 
offered his assistance to the Honourable Company, which was accepted, and an 
agreement was accordingly entered into between him on his own part, and Robert 
Taylor, Esquire, Chief of Tellicherry, on the- part of the Company, as will appear 
by the records of that settlement. 

2nd .—That the Bajah entered most heartily into the war, and supplied the 
Bombay army under ray command with a quantity of grain and cattle, without 
which the troops would have been greatly distressed, and for which the Bajah has 
hitherto declined taking any pecuniary compensation. 

3rd. —That from the commencement of the war till its conclusion the Bajah 
continued most firmly attached to the interests of the Company, notwithstanding 
the repeated attempts of Tippoo to seduce him. 

4th . — That in March last, in settling the Articles of the Treaty of Peace at 
Seringapatam, Lord Cornwallis, in consideration of the noble and disinterested 
conduct of the Bajah, determined to render him entirely independent of Tippoo, 
and to extend to him and his country the protection of the Company, the 
numberless objections that were made to this were overruled, and the tribute 
amounting to eight thousand (8,000) Hoons, said to have been annually paid to 
Tippoo from the Coorg country, was transferred to the Company. 

5th . — That the Rajah readily agrees to pay to the Company eight thousand 
(8,000) Hoons annually for their friendship and protection, though he declares 
that Tippoo Sultan never received that sum from his country. 

6th . —That no interference was ever intended on the part of the Company in 
the interior management of the Rajah’s country, trusting that a Prince possessing 
the most liberal sentiments will make the happiness of his people his constant 
study.

declare and certify that the acknowledgment substituted accordingly is in future 
to consist of one trained elephant, which elephant Alory Virarajendra Wodyar 
Rajah of Coorg, pledges himself to present annually to the Honourable En bsh 
East India Company in proof of fealty and entire devotion on his part to the Gov- 
eminent of the said Company.

For the services rendered by me to the English Circar the Right Honourable 
the Earl of Mornington Bahadoor, Governor-General, etc., etc., etc., on the 26th 
day of the month Ohytra of the year Siddartee (30th April 1799), m bis friend¬ 
ship wrote to me that on that day he had relinquished to me I lie Rupees 24,000 
that bv agreement J annually paid to the Circar, and that the Honourable Jona¬ 
than Duncan, Governor of Bombay, would through the medium of Captain Mahony, 
the English Resident with me, fix upon some token to be annually given ill future 
in acknowledgment and as a memorial of my subjection and fidelity to the Circar, 
which he required me annually to perform. 


In conformity to this letter Captain Mahony and me being in Virarajendra 
Peti. the relinquishment of the Nikadee which by mutual consent has been annually 
paid from my country to the. Circar was this day made agreeable to the Company’s 
orders and with infinite satisfaction to me, and in return 1. am to train and present 
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annually to the Circar an elephant, in token to all the world of my fidelity and 
filial attachment, even as the son of her own womb, to the Circar that protects 
me, and for which a sadana krama is executed by both parties and interchanged 
this day, being Wednesday the 18th of the month of Asknajee of the year Siddartee 
of the Gaily Yuggun 4901 or 16th October 1799.

Proclamation of War with Coorg in 1834. 

The conduct of the Rajah of Coorg has for a long time past been of such a nature 
as to render him unworthy of the friendship and protection of the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

Unmindful of his duty as a ruler, and regardless of hi3 obligations as a depend¬ 
ent ally of the East India Company, he has been guilty of the greatest oppression 
and cruelty towards the people subject to his Government, and he has evinced 
the most wanton disrespect of the authority of, and the most hostile disposition 
towards, the former, from whom he and his ancestors have invariably received 
every degree of kindness and protection. 

It will be needless to enumerate the several instances of his misconduct; but 
it is sufficient to state that, in consequence of an asylum having been afforded 
in the British territories to his own sister Devamajee and her husband Chenna 
Basavappa, who to preserve their lives had fled from his oppression, the Rajah 
has presumed to address letters replete with the most insulting expressions, to 
the Governor of Fort St. George and the Governor-General of India ; that he has 
assumed an attitude of hostility and defiance towards the British Government; 
that he has received and encouraged the proclaimed enemies of that Government; 
and that he has unjustifiably placed under restraint an old and faithful servant 
of the Company, named Kulputty Karnikara Manoon, who had been formally 
deputed by the British representative for the purpose of opening a friendly nego¬ 
tiation, thus committing a gross outrage, not only upon the authority by whom 
the above-named individual was deputed, but upon the established rules of all 
civilised nations, by whom the persons of accredited agents are invariably held 
sacred. 

The ancient alliance and the firm friendship which had so happily subsisted 
between the predecessors of the present Rajah and the Honourable Company 
have caused his errors to be treated uniformly with indulgence. The most earnest 
remonstrances have been in vain tried to bring him to a sense of his obligations, 
and ii is not until further forbearance would be culpable that His Excellency the 
Right Honourable the Governor-General, at the suggestion and with the concur¬ 
rence of Gie Right Honourable the Governor in Council of Fort St. George, has 
resolved on employing the only means left of vindicating the dignity of the sov- 
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<ereign State, and of seeming to the inhabitants of Coorg the blessings of a just 

and equitable Government. . , . . • the
